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PREFACE 


I   CAN   do   little  more   than  repeat  the  words  used  by  our  late  Chairman,  Lord 
Plymouth,    in    explanation    of   the   manner   in   which   the    monuments  have 
been  recorded. 

This  volume  contains  (in  addition  to  the  terms  of  appointment  and  official 
report)  a  Sectional  Preface  which,  under  subject  headings,  calls  attention  to  any 
particularly  interesting  examples  mentioned  in  the  Inventory ;  an  illustrated  Inven- 
tory, with  a  concise  account  of  the  monuments  visited ;  a  list  of  monuments  that 
the  Commissioners  have  selected  as  especially  worthy  of  preservation;  a  glossary 
of  architectural,  heraldic  and  archaeological  terms  ;  a  map  showing  the  topo- 
graphical distribution  of  the  scheduled  monuments,  and  an  index. 

The  foregoing  are  common  to  the  earlier  volumes.  But,  in  addition,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the  concluding  volume  of  the  Essex  series,  we  have  thought 
it  of  interest  to  add  a  short  review  of  the  monuments  of  the  county  as  a  whole,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  their  relative  position  and  value  viewed  from  the  wider  stand- 
point of  English  archaeology.  With  this  is  combined  a  slight  sketch  of  certain  influences 
immediately  affecting  the  county  during  the  Roman  and  Saxon  and  Danish  periods 
and  a  statement  of  the  main  lines  upon  which  the  Commission's  system  of  dating 
mediaeval  monuments  is  based.  Further,  at  the  end  of  the  Inventory  is  given  a 
list  of  those  families  whose  arms,  if  anterior  to  1550,  are  blazoned  in  this  and  in  the 
preceding  Essex  volumes,  while  two  pages  of  illustrations  are  devoted  to  some 
examples  of  mouldings  grouped  by  centuries  which  were  measured  in  the  course  of 
our  enquiries,  and  another  page  gives  examples  of  mason's  marks  drawn  from  Essex 
Churches.     Lastly,  the  index  is  a  combined  index  and  covers  all  four  volumes. 

So  far  as  the  monuments  in  S.E.  Essex  are  concerned  they  will  be  found,  as 
before,  under  the  heads  of  parishes  arranged  alphabetically,  with  an  introductory 
paragraph  calling  attention  to  the  more  noticeable  among  them  in  each  parish. 
The  chronological  sequence  chosen  is  not  perhaps  scientifically  perfect,  but  it  has 
been  found  a  workable  basis  for  classification.      The  order  adopted  is  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Prehistoric  monuments  and  earthworks. 

(2)  Roman  monuments  and  Roman  earthworks. 

(3)  English  ecclesiastical  monuments. 

(4)  English  secular  monuments. 

(5)  Unclassified  monuments. 

In  addition  to  dwelling  houses,  the  English  secular  class  (4)  includes  all  such 
earthworks  as  mount  and  bailey  castles,  homestead  moats,  etc.  To  the  section  of 
unclassified  monuments  (5)  are  assigned  all  undatable  earthworks. 

Each  category  of  monuments  has  been  under  the  care  of  separate  Sub- 
Commissions. 

The  descriptions  of  the  monuments  are  of  necessity  much  compressed,  but  the 
underlying  principle  on  which  accounts  of  any  importance  are  based  is  the  same 
throughout. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Parish  is  located  by  letters  in  brackets  which  refer  to  the 
square  where  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  map  at  the  end  of  the  volume ;  reference  is 
also  given  where  necessary  to  the  Ordnance  sheets  (scale  6  inches  to  the  mile)  by 
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small  letters  in  front  of  the  number  of  each  monument.  In  the  case  of  Churches, 
the  description  begins  with  a  few  words  on  the  situation  and  material  of  the 
monument,  together  with  a  statement  as  to  the  development  of  its  various  parts. 
A  second  paragraph  calls  attention,  when  necessary,  to  its  more  remarkable  features. 
This  is  followed  by  a  concise  description,  mainly  architectural,  of  its  details.  A 
fourth  paragraph  deals  with  the  fittings  in  alphabetical  order,  while  the  concluding 
sentence  gives  a  general  statement  as  to  structural  condition.  The  accounts  of  less 
important  buildings,  whether  secular  or  ecclesiastical,  are  still  further  compressed, 
and  in  the  case  of  secular  monuments  consist  of  a  single  paragraph,  or  of  a  mere 
mention  of  their  situation  if  they  belong  to  a  group  with  certain  characteristics 
described  in  a  covering  paragraph. 

The  standardization  of  the  spelling  of  proper  names  in  the  Commission's 
inventories  has  always  presented  considerable  difficulties  and  almost  any  system 
is  open  to  criticism.  It  is  well  known  that  during  the  period  covered  by  our  terms 
of  reference,  and  indeed  to  a  much  later  date,  the  art  of  spelling  was  in  a  very  fluid 
state,  proper  names  especially  being  subject  to  a  wide  variation,  dictated  partly 
by  their  phonetic  values  and  partly  by  individual  caprice.  In  the  absence,  therefore, 
of  any  final  court  of  appeal,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  abide,  in  the  matter  of 
place-names,  by  the  spelling  adopted  by  the  Ordnance  Survey,  without  prejudice 
as  to  its  accuracy.  In  the  matter  of  personal  names,  in  treating  of  individual 
funeral  monuments,  etc.,  the  actual  spelling  of  the  memorial  has  been  reproduced, 
while  in  the  rest  of  the  text  the  normal  spelling  of  the  name  has  been  adopted. 

The  illustrations  are  derived  from  photographs  taken  expressly  for  the  Com- 
mission, and  reproduced  by  H.M.'s  Stationery  Office,  whose  work,  I  think,  deserves 
special  recognition.  They  have  been  chosen  both  for  their  educational  and  for  their 
aesthetic  value.  Had  appearance  alone  been  made  the  test  of  selection,  many  more 
might  easily  have  been  included.  The  map  at  the  end  of  the  Inventory  shows  the 
distribution  of  the  monuments,  and  incidentally  throws  some  light  on  the  concen- 
tration of  population  in  the  county  at  various  times  before  the  year  1714. 

To  ensure  clearness  of  description,  all  ancient  churches  not  illustrated  by 
historically  hatched  plans  have  been  provided  with  key  plans  to  a  uniform  scale  of 
48  feet  to  the  inch,  with  the  monumental  portions  shown  in  solid  black.  The 
dimensions  given  in  the  Inventory  are  internal   unless   otherwise  stated. 

It  may  also  be  well  again  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  Record  Cards 
may  be  consulted  by  any  properly  accredited  persons  who  give  notice  of  their 
intention  to  our  Secretary,  at  66,  Victoria  Street,  Westminster,  S.W.I.  The 
cards  contain  drawings  of  tracery  and  mouldings  as  well  as  plans  and  sketches  of 
the  monuments — forming  in  truth  the  complete  National  Inventory — and  will 
ultimately  be  deposited  for  reference  in  the  Public  Records  Office. 

As  in  the  past,  no  monument  has  been  or  will  be  included  in  our  Inventories 
that  has  not  been  actually  inspected  and  the  account  checked  in  situ  by  a  member 
of  our  own  investigating  staff.  In  a  work  of  such  intricate  detail  there  must  be 
mistakes.  But  I  hope  these  are  neither  numerous  nor  serious.  A  further  guarantee 
of  accuracy  lies  in  the  fact  that  my  fellow  Commissioners  Mr.  Page  and  Mr.  Peers  have 
revised  the  reports  of  the  Inventories  of  secular  and  ecclesiastical  monuments,  while 
Mr.  Montgomerie  has  visited  and  supervised  the  reports  on  earthworks.  Further,  the 
heraldry  of  the  Inventory  has  been  checked  by  the  Reverend  E.  E.  Dorling,  V.P.S.A. ; 
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the  descriptions  of  armour  by  Mr.  J.  Murray  Kendall,  F.S.A.  (Assistant  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Imperial  War  Museum) ;  the  descriptions  of  glass  by  Dr.  M.  R.  James  ; 
the  description  of  brasses  by  Mr.  Mill  Stephenson,  F.S.A. ;  the  spelling  of  names  and 
descriptions  of  costumes  by  Mr.  O.  Barron,  F.S.A.  ;  and  the  accounts  of  Roman 
monuments  by  Dr.  R.  E.  Mortimer  Wheeler,  F.S.A.  (Keeper  of  the  Department  of 
Archaeology  in  the  Welsh  National  Museum).  Nevertheless  I  shall  welcome  any 
corrections  and  criticisms  that  may  be  sent  to  me  with  a  view  to  their  possible 
inclusion  in  some  future  edition. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that,  owing  to  the  financial  exigencies  of  the  time, 
our  staff  has  not  yet  been  restored  to  its  pre-war  strength. 

The  success  that  has  already  attended  the  publication  of  the  Commission's 
Inventories,  and  their  value  in  securing  the  preservation  of  monuments  of  historical 
interest,  that  otherwise  might  have  been  destroyed,  leads  me  to  hope  that  the 
reduction  of  the  work  of  investigation  will  be  only  temporary.

REPORT 

TO  THE   KING'S   MOST   EXCELLENT   MAJESTY. 

1.  May  it  please  Your  Majesty. 

We,  the  undersigned  Commissioners,  appointed  to  make  an  Inventory  of  the 
Ancient  and  Historical  Monuments  and  Constructions  connected  with  or  illustrative 
of  the  contemporary  culture,  civilization  and  conditions  of  life  of  the  people  in 
England,  excluding  Monmouthshire,  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  year  1714,  and 
to  specify  those  which  seem  most  worthy  of  preservation,  humbly  submit  to  Your 
Majesty  the  following  Report  on  the  Monuments  in  the  S.E.  Division  of  the  County 
of  Essex,  being  the  7th  Interim  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Commission  since  its 
appointment. 

2.  We  tender  to  Your  Majesty  our  respectful  thanks  for  the  gracious  message 
which  accompanied  Your  Majesty's  acceptance  of  our  Inventory  of  the  Monuments 
in  N.E.  Essex. 

3.  It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  place  on  record  the  sudden  death  of  our  Chairman, 
the  Earl  of  Plymouth,  Privy  Councillor,  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  most  excellent 
Order  of  the  British  Empire,  Companion  of  the  most  honourable  Order  of  the  Bath, 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County  of  Glamorgan,  a  Deputy  Lieutenant  of  Worcestershire 
and  of  Shropshire,  Sub-Prior  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  in  England  and 
a  Trustee  of  the  National  Gallery,  for  whose  wise  direction  and  leadership  the 
Commission  since  the  death  of  our  former  Chairman,  Lord  Burghclere,  owes  a  deep 
debt  of  gratitude. 

We  have  also  to  record  the  severe  loss  suffered  by  the  Commission  through  the 
death  of  Mr.  R.  P.  L.  Booker,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  who  freely  gave  expert  assistance  to 
the  Commission  on  all  questions  concerning  Roman  Monuments,  and  was  primarily 
responsible  for  the  Sections  in  Volume  III  (N.E.  Essex)  dealing  with  the  important 
Roman  remains  in  Colchester  and  its  vicinity. 

4.  We  have  pleasure  in  reporting  the  completion  of  our  enquiries  into  S.E.  Essex, 
an  area  containing  658  monuments  in  104  parishes,  with  an  average  of  6  *  3  monuments 
per  parish.  This  Report  is  the  fourth  and  concluding  Report  on  the  monuments 
of  the  county,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  for  the  whole  county  the  total  number 
of  monuments  described  in  our  illustrated  Inventories  amounts  to  5,596  in  399 
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parishes,  being  an  average  of  15-5  per  parish,  which  compares  with  averages  of 
24  monuments  per  parish  in  N.W.  Essex  (Volume  I),  14-5  monuments  in  Central 
and  S.W.  Essex  (Volume  II),  and  13  monuments  per  parish  in  N.E.  Essex 
(Volume  III). 

5.  Following  our  usual  practice,  we  have  prepared  an  illustrated  volume 
containing  the  full  Inventory  of  the  monuments  in  the  S.E.  area  of  the  county 
which,  under  the  advice  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Your  Majesty's  Treasury, 
will  be  issued  as  a  separate  Stationery  Office  publication. 

6.  No  alteration  has  been  found  to  be  necessary  in  the  order  and  method  of  de- 
scribing the  monuments  scheduled.  But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Essex,  Volume  IV, 
is  the  concluding  volume  of  a  series  which  covers  a  most  varied  and  interesting 
part  of  the  country,  we  have  added  to  the  usual  Sectional  Preface  dealing  with 
S.E.  Essex  alone,  a  general  review  of  the  preceding  volumes,  with  a  statement  calling 
attention  to  those  monuments  in  the  county,  whether  churches  and  their  fittings, 
domestic  monuments,  Roman  remains,  or  earthworks,  that  appear  to  be  especially 
noteworthy. 

We  have  also  added  a  section  in  explanation  of  the  types  of  monuments  that  are 
characteristic  of  the  dates  to  which  they  have  been  assigned. 

7.  We  desire  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  colleague,  Mr.  Page,  is 
responsible  for  that  part  of  the  General  Review  which  deals  with  Saxon  and  Danish 
times,  while  Mr.  R.  E.  Mortimer  Wheeler,  M.C.,  D.Lit.,  F.S.A.,  is  responsible  for 
the  sections  dealing  with  Roman  Essex,  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Clapham,  F.S.A.,  for  the 
comparative  review  of  the  Mediaeval  monuments  and  the  description  of  the  types 
of  houses  that  are  characteristic  of  the  periods  to  which  they  belong. 

The  illustrations,  which  have  throughout  been  selected  for  their  educational 
as  well  as  for  their  artistic  value,  are  principally  the  work  of  one  of  our  Senior  Investi- 
gators, Mr.  J.  W.  Bloe,  F.S.A.  We  desire  to  congratulate  him  on  the  skill  with  which 
the  difficulties  inherent  in  taking  photographs  in  places  which  are  ill-lighted  and  from 
angles  that  demand  almost  acrobatic  feats  on  the  part  of  the  photographer  have 
been  overcome,  as  well  as  for  the  skill  in  the  selection  of  monuments  for  the 
comparative  groups  which  are  a  feature  of  the  Essex  Inventories. 

9.  The  index  to  this  volume  has  again  been  the  subject  of  special  attention,  and 
has  been  combined  with  the  indices  of  previous  volumes  in  such  a  way  that  in  itself 
it  forms  a  complete  reference  index  to  the  monuments  of  the  county.  In  view  of 
the  great  accuracy  required  and  the  arduous  nature  of  the  work,  we  desire  to  express 
our  special  acknowledgments  to  Miss  M.  G.  Saunders,  a  member  of  our  executive 
staff,  who  has  been  primarily  responsible  for  its  compilation. 

10.  As  in  the  previous  volumes,  the  descriptions  of  monuments  have  been  referred 
for  revision  to  the  incumbents  of  each  parish,  to  special  representatives  of  the  Essex 
Archaeological  Society,  and  to  the  principal  owners  of  domestic  buildings,  and  we 
are  satisfied  that  no  important  monument  dating  from  the  earliest  times  to  the 
year  1714  has  been  omitted.  We  have  also  inserted  in  this  volume  certain  corrections 
and  additions  that  have  come  to  light  as  we  passed  from  one  part  of  the  county  to 
another. 

11.  Our  special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  Canon  F.  W.  Galpin,  M.A.,  President 
of    the    Essex    Archaeological    Society,    to    Mr.    H.    W.    Lewer,    F.S.A.,    to    the 
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Rev.  G.  Montagu  Benton,  M.A.,  F.S.A.,  to  Mr.  C.  F.  D.  Sperling  and  to  the  Rev.  W.  J. 
Pressey,  M.A.,  for  the  time  and  trouble  that  they  have  devoted  to  checking  the 
records  of  Church  Plate  and  fittings  contained  in  the  four  Essex  volumes.

16.  We  regret  exceedingly  that  owing  to  loss  of  staff  and  its  continued  non- 
replacement  owing  to  Treasury  ruling,  and,  a  fortiori,  to  the  refusal  to  entertain 
any  immediate  prospect  of  its  extension,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  go  forward  with 
the  pre-war  intention  of  the  Commission  to  train  and  place  senior  investigators  in 
charge  of  separate  counties  or  divisions  of  counties  with  competent  staffs  under 
them  to  report  the  results  of  their  enquiries  to  a  central  office  in  London  for  final 
editing  and  publication  ;  and,  in  addition,  that  it  has  been  found  necessary,  in  order 
still  further  to  restrict  expenditure  on  travel  and  subsistence,  to  postpone  our  proposed 
survey  of  Lincolnshire  and  confine  our  investigations  in  the  immediate  future  to  the 
counties  of  London  and  Middlesex. 

17.  The  succeeding  Inventories  of  the  Commission  will  therefore  deal  in  three 
volumes  with  the  County  of  London,  including  the  Cities  of  London  and  Westminster 
and  the  County  of  Middlesex. 
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18.  In  conclusion  we  desire  to  add  that  our  Secretary,  Mr.  George  H.  Duckworth, 
C.B.,  F.S.A.,  has  continued  to  afford  invaluable  and  unremitting  assistance  to  us, 
your  Commissioners.

MONUMENTS. 

PREHISTORIC  AND   ROMAN. 

Essex  has  yielded  a  rich  harvest  of  finds  of  the  prehistoric  era,  but  contains  few 
structural  remains  which  can  with  certainty  be  referred  to  pre-Roman  times.  Of  the 
burial  mounds  which  have  survived  the  plough,  those  that  have  been  scientifically 
opened  and  recorded  are,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  Roman  period.  In  regard  to  the 
'  camps  '  our  information  is  even  more  scanty  ;  slight  excavations  have  been  carried 
out  in  the  earthworks  of  Epping  Upland  and  Loughton  with  inconclusive  results,  and 
it  cannot  be  claimed  that  the  casual  discoveries  of  much  Roman  pottery  in  Uphall 
Camp,  Great  Ilford,  throw  any  light  on  the  date  of  that  earthwork.  It  is  a  reasonable 
conjecture  that  some  of  the  long  lines  at  Colchester  belong  to  the  time  when,  under 
Cunobelinus,  who  died  shortly  after  a.d.  40,  Colchester  was  in  effect  the  capital  of  south- 
eastern Britain.  Here  history,  however,  begins  to  supplement  archaeology,  and  later, 
in  connection  with  the  camp  at  Shoeburyness  and  with  the  Burghs  of  Witham  and 
Maldon,  written  records  become  increasingly  circumstantial. 

Shortly  before  the  advent  of  Julius  Caesar,  the  close  inter-relationship  inevitable 
at  almost  all  periods  between  south-eastern  Britain  and  the  opposite  shores  of  the 
Continent  had  been  intensified  by  a  renewed  migration  from  north-eastern  Gaul. 
Caesar  states  that  in  the  districts  near  the  coast  he  found  people  who  had  come  over 
from  Belgium  to  plunder  and  wage  war,  almost  all  of  them  being  called  by  the  names 
of  the  tribes  from  which  they  had  first  come  thither.  The  first  part  of  this  statement 
is  apparently  supported  by  the  distribution  of  certain  distinctive  types  of  pottery 
(notably,  the  pedestal-urn)  which  occur,  with  variations,  in  the  valleys  of  the  Seine 
and  Marne,  and,  on  this  side  of  the  Channel,  mainly  in  Essex,  Kent  and  Hertfordshire. 
When  this  pottery  first  reached  Britain  is  not  clear,  but  it  was  in  use  in  the  1st  century 
B.C.,  and  the  pedestal-urn  itself,  and  its  associated  types,  seem  to  have  survived 
the  Claudian  invasion.  The  second  part  of  Caesar's  statement  presents  more  difficulty  ; 
tribal  names  such  as  Atrebates,  Catuvellauni  and  Parish  occur  on  both  sides  of  the 
Channel,  but  the  British  Parish  lay  to  the  N.  of  the  pedestal-urn  zone,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  definite  evidence  that  the  Atrebates  had  reached  this  country 
before  the  invasion  of  Caesar.  On  the  other  hand,  the  distribution  of  the  pedestal- 
urns  in  Gaul  has  been  shown,  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bushe-Fox,  to  equate  with  the  tribal 
area  or  sphere  of  influence  of  the  Catalauni,  and  in  his  opinion,  the  distribution  in  this 
country  forms  an  index  to  the  extent  of  the  occupation  and  influence  of  the  same 
tribe  (here  called  the  Catuvellauni)  shortly  before  and  after  the  time  of  Caesar's 
expedition. 

Other  links  between  the  two  shores  both  before  and  after  the  Claudian  conquest 
are  important.  The  mysterious  '  Red  Hills '  are  found  on  the  coasts  both  of  Essex 
and  of  Brittany  ;  and  in  Essex  one  of  these  contained  a  piece  of  Arretine  ware,  which 
probably  came  from  the  Continent  at  a  time  when  discarded  amphorae  of  Roman 
(or  Mediterranean)  origin  found  their  way  into  pre-Roman  graves  between  Colchester 
and  Lexden.  Much  of  the  pre-Roman  coinage  found  in  Britain  is  now  attributed  to 
Gaulish  mints  ;  and  the  connection  thus  implied  with  the  Continent  was  not  weakened 
when,  at  the  beginning  of  our  era,  British  kings  such  as  Tasciovanus  and  Cunobelinus 
produced  their  own  currency  with  Latin  inscriptions  and  even  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  Roman  moneyers.     One  of  these  coins,  bearing  the  names  Cuno(belinus) 
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and  Camu(lodunum),  displays  an  ear  of  corn  and  is  reminiscent  of  the  prosperity  of 
agriculture  in  south-eastern  Britain,  both  when  Julius  Caesar  was  able  to  supply  his 
troops  from  the  standing  crops  of  Kent,  and  when,  in  the  time  of  Strabo  and  in  that  of 
Ammianus  Marcellinus,  Britain  was  exporting  corn  to  the  Continent.  Finally,  the 
large  1st  and  2nd-century  burial-mounds  of  Ashdon  (Bartlow  Hills),  West  Mersea,  and, 
possibly,  Colchester  (Lexden),  Hockley  and  Foulness,  together  with  other  examples  in 
Kent,  are  to  be  compared  with  those  which  in  the  same  period  were  raised  over  the 
ashes  of  Belgic  nobles  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bavai,  Tongres  and  elsewhere  in  the 
continental  Belgic  area.  It  is  indeed  worthy  of  remark  that,  though  these  identical 
burials  on  both  sides  of  the  Channel  clearly  indicate  a  common  native  tradition, 
analogies  of  immediately  pre-Roman  date  appear  to  be  lacking.  The  pedestal-urn 
burials  had  not  been  marked  by  mounds,  and  the  evidence  of  the  tumuli  in 
question  has  not  yet  been  correlated  with  that  of  the  pedestal-pottery. 

In  the  generation  preceding  the  Claudian  invasion,  the  intrigues  which,  with 
occasional  interference  from  Rome,  had  for  years  been  carried  on  amongst  the  prince- 
lings of  south-eastern  Britain  and  their  kinsfolk  on  the  Continent,  culminated  in  the 
hegemony  of  the  Trinovantes  under  the  famous  Cunobelinus,  described  later  by 
Suetonius  as  "  Britannorum  rex."  The  tribal  area  of  the  Trinovantes  coincided 
.roughly  with  Essex  and  part  of  Middlesex,  but  the  King  himself  was  of  the  dynasty 
of  the  neighbouring  Catuvellauni,  whose  capital  was  Verulamium  (St.  Albans),  and 
history  throws  little  light  on  the  transfer  of  the  seat  of  the  Government  from 
vSt.  Albans  to  Colchester.  As  the  native  capital,  Colchester  became,  in  a.d.  43,  the  first 
goal  of  the  invading  legions,  the  official  centre  of  the  imperial  cult,  and  (then  or 
shortly  afterwards)  the  converging  point  of  at  least  two  main  roads.  About  a.d.  50 
a  colony  was  planted  there,  and,  soon  after  the  disasters  which  followed  ten  years  later, 
the  town  was  probably  walled  and  assumed  its  permanent  plan.  With  its  108  acres,  it 
ranks  in  area  considerably  below  several  Romano-British  towns,  such  as  London, 
Wroxeter,  Verulamium,  Cirencester,  and  possibly  Winchester.  Its  buildings,  however, 
were  commensurate  with  the  status  of  the  first  Roman  colony  in  the  province,  including, 
as  they  did,  the  Balkerne  Gate  and  the  vaulted  sub-structure  (?  of  a  temple)  under  the 
Castle,  buildings  so  far  unparalleled,  both  in  form  and  size,  elsewhere  in  Britain. 
Moreover,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Colchester,  West  Mersea  provides  the  foundations 
of  a  mausoleum  which  is  equally  without  analogy  in  this  country. 

After  the  dramatic  events  of  the  1st  century,  Colchester  fades  from  Roman 
history.  In  fact,  if  not  in  name,  York  and  London  became  respectively  the  military 
and  the  commercial  headquarters  of  the  province,  and  Colchester  devolved  into  a 
prosperous  country  town,  probably  with  a  moderate  foreign  trade,  but  sufficiently 
far  from  the  coast  to  stand  aloof  both  from  its  immediate  perils  and  from  its  responsi- 
bilities. To  the  period  of  the  later  Empire  belongs  the  fort  at  Brad  well- juxta-Mare, 
a  typical  representative  of  the  defensive  works  developed  under  Diocletian  and 
Constantine  I.  It  might  be  expected  that  Colchester  would  serve  to  some  extent  as  a 
base-town  for  this  new  maritime  frontier-system.  But  the  forts  established  or 
reorganized  under  the  Count  of  the  Saxon  Shore,  unlike  those  of  the  earlier  limites, 
were  not  based  upon  elaborate  internal  communications  and  permanent  garrisons  in 
reserve.  In  their  case,  supplies  of  men  and  provisions  seem  rather  to  have  been 
carried  coastwise,  and  the  base-fortress  was  replaced  (at  least  in  intent)  by  a  mobile 
field-force  under  the  Count  of  Britain,  who  must  also  have  relied  partly  upon 
sea-transport  in  case  of  emergency. 

The  Roman  occupation  of  Essex  seems  to  have  led  to  no  important  displacement 
of  the  native,  population.     In  the  vicinity  of  Colchester,  and  in  the  north-western 
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quarter  of  the  county  from  Colchester  to  the  Cambridgeshire  border,  country-houses 
of  Roman  provincial  type  sprang  up  immediately  after  the  conquest,  and  were  in 
many  cases  occupied  probably  by  the  wealthier  of  the  natives,  who  were  ready  enough 
to  submit  to  that  Romanization  which  Tacitus  calls  "  a  part  of  their  servitude." 
The  very  remarkable  richness  of  the  contents  of  the  burial-mounds  at  Ashdon  (Bartlow 
Hills),  already  referred  to,  testifies  to  the  prosperity  of  some  of  these  native  land- 
owners within  the  century  following  the  conquest.  In  the  same  regions,  apait  from 
the  Colony  itself,  a  small  walled  town  at  Great  Chesterford,  and  perhaps  still  smaller 
settlements  at  Chelmsford  (?  Caesaromagus),  Brightlingsea  and  West  Mersea  are  the 
only  indications  of  anything  approaching  urban  or  village  life.  For  the  rest,  the 
poorer  natives  seem  to  have  continued  to  live  in  huts  of  their  traditional  type  and 
to  have  carried  on  their  industries,  especially  pottery-making,  on  the  sites  similarly 
used  by  their  pre-Roman  ancestors.  At  East  Tilbury,  the  Thames  mud  has  actually 
preserved  the  stumps  of  circular  wooden  huts  occupied  in  the  1st,  2nd,  and  possibly 
the  3rd  centuries  a.d.  At  Great  Burstead  the  trenches  cut  apparently  by  pre-Roman 
potters  in  search  of  clay  were  occupied  by  kilns  built  in  the  Roman  manner  but  tended 
doubtless  by  the  native  workmen  ;  and  at  Shoeburyness  a  similar  continuity  seems 
to  be  indicated  by  kilns  associated  with  Roman  and  pre-Roman  pottery. 

Apart  from  the  remains  of  a  '  villa  '  at  Wanstead,  no  certain  traces  of  any 
more  highly  civilized  occupation  are  recorded  in  the  southern  half  of  the  county. 
Towards  the  west,  dense  woodland  must  have  obstructed  agriculture  and  settle- 
ment. Towards  the  south-east,  the  low-lying  marshlands,  though  shown  by  the  sub- 
mergence of  Red  Hills,  of  the  East  Tilbury  huts,  and  of  part  of  the  Bradwell  fort  to  have 
been  higher  in  Roman  times  than  now,  can  have  offered  little  attraction  for  settlement 
on  any  elaborate  scale.  In  this  respect  the  Essex  shore  differs  markedly  from  that  of 
Kent,  where  the  remains  of  comfortable  'villas  '  are  found  in  considerable  numbers.  It 
is  probable,  indeed,  that  the  embanking  and  draining  of  some  of  the  low  lands  bordering 
upon  the  Thames  was  begun  by  the  Romans — Southwark,  for  example,  was  almost 
certainly  protected  by  a  series  of  dykes  at  this  period.  But  the  absence  of  buildings 
of  Roman  type  from  the  Essex  flats  renders  it  tolerably  certain  that  no  attempt  on 
any  extensive  scale  was  made  by  the  Romans  to  reclaim  them.  It  has  been  pointed 
out  that  certain  low-lying  settlements  of  early  Norman  date,  such  as  West  Thurrock, 
seem  to  imply  the  pre-existence  of  dykes,  and  that  these  are  far  less  likely  to  have  been 
built  then  than  in  Roman  times  ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  gradual  lowering 
has  very  considerably  aggravated  the  necessity  for  such  protective  measures. 

In  summary,  it  may  be  remarked  that  Essex  is  singularly  representative  of  all 
phases  of  Romano-British  life  ;  it  contains  a  military  site,  two  arterial  roads,  a  town 
of  colonial  and  at  least  one  of  inferior  rank,  several  country  houses  of  fully  Romanized 
type,  and  some  of  the  wattle  huts,  preserved  by  an  unusual  accident,  of  the  simple 
peasantry  who  must  have  formed  a  large  element  in  the  population  of  the  country.

ANGLO-SAXON  AND  DANISH. 
The  change  from  Roman  to  Saxon  rule  is  perhaps  more  obscure  in  Essex  than  in 
other  parts  of  England.  It  might  well  be  expected  that  the  estuary  of  the  Thames 
would  form  a  safe  and  convenient  haven  for  the  disembarkation  of  the  early  Saxon 
immigrants,  but  if  they  used  its  northern  shore,  they  passed  on  inland  without  leaving 
any  distinct  evidence  of  their  presence.  One  reason,  no  doubt,  for  the  sparse  settle- 
ment of  the  district  during  the  century  or  more  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  Roman 
legions  was  that  much  of  the  country  was  forest  and  marsh,  unsuitable  for  the  early 
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settlers,  who  were  agriculturists.  The  early  Saxon  cemeteries  which  have  been 
discovered  at  Broomfield  and  Feering  and  the  Saxon  burials  around  Colchester  are 
probably  late  in  the  pagan  period  of  the  Saxon  settlement  and  may  perhaps  be 
assigned  to  the  first  half  of  the  7th  century.  They  therefore  throw  little  light 
on  the  subject.  The  villages  of  Essex  are  chiefly  of  a  type  which  is  considered  Teutonic 
in  origin,  but  their  prevalence  gives  no  precise  date  for  their  formation.  This  type, 
however,  is  interesting  as  explaining  the  lay-out  of  many  of  the  villages  in  the  county 
at  the  present  day.  The  original  settlement  of  this  kind  stands  a  little  way  off  the 
high  road  surrounded  by  its  territories  which  formed  its  open  common  fields.  At  one 
end  of  the  village  is  the  manor-house,  adjoining  which  the  lord  in  the  11th  century 
built  the  church.  In  frequent  instances  the  inhabitants  migrated  to  the  roadside  to 
obtain  the  benefit  of  the  traffic,  and  here  a  new  village  arose.  Sometimes  this  migration 
has  been  so  complete  that  the  church  has  been  left  isolated. 

No  structural  monuments  of  the  East  Saxons  belonging  to  the  period  before  their 
conversion  to  Christianity  survive.  In  604  St.  Augustine  sent  Mellitus  to  convert 
them  and  to  be  their  first  bishop.  Their  conversion,  however,  at  this  time  seems  to 
have  been  merely  formal  and  they  soon  returned  to  paganism.  They  were  reconverted 
some  fifty  years  later,  when,  in  654,  Cedd,  brother  of  St.  Chad,  was  consecrated  their 
bishop.  To  evangelize  the  country,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  time,  Cedd  estab- 
lished two  monasteries  in  Essex,  in  which  he  placed  monks  who  went  forth  to  preach 
the  Gospel.  One  of  these  monasteries  was  founded  at  West  Tilbury,  of  which  no  trace 
remains,  and  the  other  at  Ithancester,  the  Roman  station  of  Othona,  the  church  of 
which  has  been  identified  with  the  chapel  of  St.  Peter-on-the-Wall  at  Bradwell- 
juxta-Mare  (post,  p.  15).  This  chapel  is  one  of  the  few  examples  existing  in  this  country 
of  a  7th-century  church  and  is  therefore  of  peculiar  interest.  It  takes  its  name 
from  its  position  on  the  site  of  the  wall  of  the  Roman  fort  and  was  almost  wholly 
constructed  from  the  Roman  tiles  and  other  materials  found  within  the  fort.  Its 
original  plan  was  of  a  type  usually  to  be  met  with  in  Kent,  and  consisted  of  a  sanctuary, 
formed  by  an  apse,  and  a  small  oblong  nave  with  western  porch  and  possibly  a  porticus 
on  the  north  and  south  sides.  The  chapel  was  for  a  long  time  used  as  a  chapel-of-ease 
to  the  parish  church  and  hence  its  preservation.  For  a  time,  however,  it  was  desecrated 
and  used  as  a  barn,  until  it  was  recently  restored  to  its  original  use  after  having 
been  put  in  a  condition  of  excellent  repair.  Erkenwald,  bishop  of  the  East 
Saxons,  founded  a  monastery  at  Barking  in  666  for  the  benefit  of  his  sister  Ethelburga  ; 
and  by  tradition  St.  Osyth,  granddaughter  of  Penda,  established  a  monastery  about 
683  at  Chich  St.  Osyth.  Nothing  remains  of  either  of  these  churches,  both  of  which 
were  doubtless  obliterated  by  the  later  buildings  which  arose  on  the  sites. 

At  this  early  date  London  was  the  chief  town  of  the  East  Saxons  and  the  residence 
of  their  King  and  bishop.  Its  wealth  attracted  the  cupidity  of  the  Danish  raiders 
in  the  9th  and  10th  centuries,  whose  approach  to  it  was  through  Essex.  Hence  the 
county  was  constantly  devastated  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  many  of  the 
churches  were  robbed  and  destroyed  by  the  pagan  hosts  from  Denmark  and  Scandi- 
navia. The  monasteries  of  Barking  and  St.  Osyth  are  said  to  have  been  then  attacked 
and  deserted,  and  a  similar  fate  no  doubt  befell  the  other  religious  houses  of  the  county. 
Thus  for  lengthy  periods  the  organized  services  of  the  Church  were  interrupted  and 
church  building  ceased.  Unlike  their  treatment  of  the  Danelagh,  the  Danes  made  few 
settlements  in  Essex  ;  it  was  to  them  merely  a  camping  ground  and  a  place  of  refuge 
when  their  hosts  were  hard  pressed  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  In  this  way  they 
made  use  of  many  of  the  fortified  enclosures  of  masonry  and  earth  which  they  found 
ready  to  hand,  for  they  had  a  much  higher  appreciation  of  the  protective  qualities  of 
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such  forts  than  their  opponents.  They  repaired  the  fortifications  of  the  Roman 
walled  towns  and  adapted  the  early  camps  to  the  more  modern  methods  of  warfare. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  late  Mr.  Chalkley  Gould,  they  utilized  and  altered  the  earlier 
camps  of  Wallbury  in  Great  Hallingbury  and  Danbury  and  the  entrenchments  at 
Uphall  near  Barking  {V.C.H.  Essex,  I,  281-3,  289).  Earthworks  at  Benfleet  and 
Shoebury,  however,  were  thrown  up  as  Danish  forts.  In  894  the  Danes  were  defeated 
by  King  Alfred  at  Farnham  in  Kent,  when  they  fled  to  an  island  in  the  Colne  and 
thence  to  South  Benfleet.  Here  Hasten  built  a  fort,  indications  of  the  site  of  which 
still  survive  (post,  p.  139).  The  Danes  were  again  defeated  here  by  the  English  army, 
which  had  been  reinforced  from  London.  The  English  took  much  booty  and  sent 
what  Danish  ships  they  could  to  London  and  burnt  the  rest.  Charred  remains  have 
been  found  at  Benfleet  which  it  is  suggested  represent  the  Danish  ships  then  destroyed. 
The  survivors  of  this  engagement  fled  to  Shoebury  where  they  threw  up  another  fort, 
of  which  the  remains  of  the  earthen  defences  still  survive  [post,  p.  144).  This  camp 
was  probably  of  a  more  permanent  character,  for  we  learn  from  the  Anglo-Saxon 
Chronicle  that  it  served  again  as  a  place  of  refuge  later  in  the  same  year.  In  895  the 
Danes  established  themselves  in  Mersea  Island,  but  no  recognizable  trace  of  their 
residence  can  be  identified,  nor  can  any  remains  be  found  on  the  east  side  of  the  Lea 
of  the  forts  built  there  in  the  same  year  when  the  Danes  were  again  compelled  to 
abandon  their  ships. 

The  Danes  had  taught  the  English  the  value  of  earthworks  as  a  means  of  defence. 
During  his  long  campaign  against  the  Danes  at  the  beginning  of  the  10th  century, 
Edward  the  Elder  spent  some  time  in  Essex  carrying  out  his  scheme  for  the  erection  of 
'  burhs  '  or  forts  throughout  the  country.  In  913  he  was  at  Maldon  superintending 
the  building  of  the  '  burh  '  at  Witham,  some  fragmentary  remains  of  which  survive 
(Essex,  II,  p.  265).  In  920  he  visited  Maldon  again,  where  he  built  a  '  burh,'  of  which 
no  trace  remains  (Essex,  II,  p.  173) ;  possibly  it  was  destroyed  after  its  capture  from 
the  Danes  in  991. 

As  might  well  be  expected,  no  buildings  belonging  to  this  long  unsettled  period 
have  survived  in  Essex  to  be  scheduled  in  this  Report.  Houses  for  domestic  use  must 
have  been  erected  to  meet  a  periodical  demand,  but  they  were  of  an  unsubstantial 
character  only  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  moment.  It  is  unlikely  that  any 
churches  would  have  been  built  at  a  time  when  they  were  the  chief  objects  for  plunder 
by  pagan  raiders.  It  was  not  until  the  religious  revival  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
10th  century  and  the  gradual  conversion  of  the  Danes  and  Northmen  to  Christianity 
that  the  building  of  churches  commenced.  The  great  era  of  church  building  began  in 
the  1 1th  century.  Except  the  chapel  of  St.  Peter-on-the-Wall  at  Bradwell-juxta-Mare, 
all  the  remains  of  pre-Conquest  churches  recorded  in  Essex  probably  belong  to  the 
fifty  or  sixty  years  preceding  the  Conquest.  The  entries  in  Domesday  of  priests  and 
churches,  which  by  no  means  form  a  complete  summary  of  the  total  number  of  priests 
and  churches  in  the  county,  indicate  that  in  1086  there  was  a  considerable  number  of 
churches  the  majority  of  which  were  probably  in  existence  before  the  Conquest. 

In  a  county  which  produces  little  building-stone  probably  most  of  the  churches 
were  originally  built  of  wood  and  this  may  account  for  the  scarcity  of  Saxon  work 
which  has  survived.  The  timber-built  churches  would  be  replaced  by  stone  structures 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  11th  and  during  the  12th  century — whereby  all  traces  of  the 
earlier  building  would  be  lost.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  one  example  left  us  of  a 
primitive  timber  structure.  The  church  of  Greensted  (by  Ongar),  which  it  has  been 
suggested  is  the  wooden  chapel  (lignea  capella)  built  in  1013  as  a  resting  place  for  the 
body  of  St.  Edmund  on  its  way  from  London  to  St.  Edmundsbury  (Dugdale,  Mon. 
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Angl.,  hi,  99n,  139),  still  retains  its  nave  of  split  oak  logs.  It  is  in  good  preservation 
and  forms  an  excellent  and  perhaps  unique  example  in  this  country  of  a  timber  church 
of  its  date.  Probably  it  indicates  a  method  of  construction  commonly  used  both  for 
ecclesiastical  and  domestic  purposes  in  the  early  part  of  the  11th  century. 

The  remaining  pre-Conquest  churches  of  the  11th  century  are  all  of  masonry  or 
of  brick  taken  from  some  Roman  site  not  far  distant  from  the  spot  when  the  church 
was  built.  The  most  important  is  the  cruciform  church  of  Hadstock  (Essex,  I,  p.  143) 
that  has  been  identified  with  the  minster  '  of  stone  and  lime  '  which  Cnut  built  in 
1020  in  memory  of  those  who  fell  in  the  battle  of  '  Assandun,'  where  he  obtained  a 
victory  over  Edmund  Ironside.  The  nave  and  north  transept  of  the  pre-Conquest 
church  survive,  but  the  chancel  and  south  transept  have  been  rebuilt,  and  the  central 
tower,  which  probably  formed  a  part  of  the  original  church,  fell  and  was  not  built 
up  again. 

Most  of  the  Saxon  churches  in  Essex  belong,  however,  to  the  type  described  in 
Professor  Baldwin  Brown's  classification  as  consisting  in  plan  of  an  oratory  or  nave 
with  a  rectangular  chancel.  Examples  of  this  type  of  church  are  scattered  over  the 
county  ;  they  are  not  confined  to  any  particular  district,  for  their  survival  is  only  a 
matter  of  chance.  They  may  have  been  better  built  than  others  and  so  did  not 
require  to  be  rebuilt,  or  no  pious  benefactor  arose  who  desired  to  leave  his  mark  upon 
his  parish  church.  The  principal  instances  of  this  type  of  church  are  at  Chickney 
(Essex,  I,  p.  62)  and  Inworth  (Essex,  III,  pp.  138-9).  The  nave  of  Strethall  church 
(Essex,  I,  p.  295)  is  a  particularly  interesting  example  of  a  date  a  little  before  the 
middle  of  the  11th  century  and  the  Saxon  chancel-arch  remains  in  good  condition. 
Sturmer  (Essex,  I,  p.  297)  has  a  nave  of  about  the  same  date  as  that  at  Strethall.  At 
Corringham  (post,  p.  25),  parts  of  the  south  walls  of  the  chancel  and  nave  are  of  pre- 
Conquest  date,  and  at  Great  Stambridge  (post,  p.  58)  the  north  walls  of  the  chancel 
and  nave  contain  work  of  the  same  period.  The  thinness  of  the  north  wall  of  the 
nave  of  Fobbing  church  (post,  p.  44)  suggests  a  pre-Conquest  date,  and  indications 
of  early  work  at  the  west  end  of  the  north  wall  of  Wethersfield  church  (Essex,  I,  p.  332) 
may  perhaps  assign  the  original  church  to  a  like  period. 

Little  Bardfield  church  (Essex,  I,  pp.  170-1),  with  its  contemporary  western  tower, 
is  a  development  of  the  same  type.  Its  chancel  has  been  rebuilt,  but  the  nave  with  its 
windows  in  the  north  and  south  walls  and  north  doorway,  all  now  blocked,  is  original. 
The  western  tower  is  a  good  example  of  a  fine  11th-century  tower  of  five  stages,  the 
three  upper  stages  having  their  original  round-headed  windows.  Another  example  of 
a  pre-Conquest  western  tower  is  to  be  found  at  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Colchester  (Essex, 
III,  pp.  33-5).  This  tower  is  of  three  stages  and  is  an  addition  to  a  pre-Conquest  church 
of  which  only  a  small  portion  of  the  west  wall  remains.  It  is  typically  tall  and  slender 
and  a  contrast  to  the  bolder  design  of  Little  Bardfield  tower  of  about  the  same  date. 

Two  further  monasteries  were  founded  towards  the  close  of  the  Anglo-Saxon 
period,  Mersea,  a  cell  of  St.  Ouen  at  Rouen,  by  Edward  the  Confessor  in  1046,  and  the 
famous  minster  at  Waltham  by  Harold  in  1060.  At  neither  of  them,  however,  are 
there  any  structural  remains  of  a  date  definitely  before  the  Conquest. 

Only  four  stones  with  incised  ornament  of  the  pre-Conquest  period  are  known  to 
have  been  discovered  in  Essex.  The  earliest  is  a  fragment  of  the  shaft  of  a  cross 
found  built  into  the  churchyard  wall  at  Barking  and  now  preserved  in  the  church. 
It  is  ornamented  on  all  four  sides  with  plaits  of  true  Anglian  tradition  which  Mr.  W.  G. 
Collingwood,  F.S.A.,  says  are  more  elaborate  than  any  he  knows  of  before  870  and 
much  more  ingenious  and  regular  than  those  of  the  11th  century.  He  attributes  the 
date  of  the  stone  to  the  time  of  Edgar.    It  may  well  be  that  the  cross  was  set  up  when 
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the  Abbey  of  Barking  was  restored  by  Edgar  and  Archbishop  Dunstan  about  970, 
after  its  destruction  by  the  Danes  a  century  before.  Another  stone  at  White  Notley 
church  has  been  used  in  the  construction  of  a  late  11th-century  window  in  the  north 
vestry.  It  was  apparently  part  of  a  headstone  and  may  be  of  the  10th  century.  It 
has  some  analogies  with  the  pre-Conquest  headstone  at  Whitchurch,  Hants,  and  with 
a  stone  at  Hexham.  At  Great  Canfield  church  is  a  stone  forming  the  abacus  to  the 
capital  of  the  respond  to  the  chancel-arch,  upon  the  upper  surface  of  which  is 
zoomorphic  ornament  in  low  relief,  of  Danish  workmanship.  Its  position  prevents  a 
complete  examination  of  the  ornament  as  a  part  of  it  is  hidden  by  being  bedded  into 
the  wall.  It  is  probably  a  sepulchral  stone  of  the  early  part  of  the  11th  century,  and 
closely  resembles  the  Toui  stone  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  Library.  The  fourth  carved 
stone  was  found  not  long  ago  on  a  rockery  at  Great  Maplestead  and  has  now  been 
placed  in  the  church.  It  was  evidently  part  of  a  coped  coffin-lid  having  a  plain  fillet 
running  down  the  centre  and  sunk  panels  with  interlaced  ornament  in  relief  on  either 
side.  When  perfect  the  ridge  would  have  formed  a  cross.  It  belongs  probably  to  the 
end  of  the  Saxon  period  and  Mr.  Collingwood  would  place  it  after  the  Conquest. 

On  the  whole,  Essex  is  not  rich  in  Anglo-Saxon  monuments.  Danish  influence, 
which  for  some  time  was  strong,  was  destructive  rather  than  constructive.

ARCHITECTURE  :     COMPARATIVE   REVIEW. 

The  completion  of  the  Commission's  investigation  of  the  County  of  Essex  provides 
a  suitable  opportunity  for  a  general  review  of  the  county  as  a  unit  and  also  of  the 
methods  and  principles  which  are  the  foundation  of  the  Commission's  system  of  dating. 
A  county,  and  more  especially  a  large  county  like  Essex,  is  in  area  sufficiently  extensive 
to  make  a  series  of  deductions  from  the  information  collected  about  its  monuments 
a  useful  contribution  to  the  study  of  comparative  architecture  and  archaeology, 
though  at  the  same  time  care  has  to  be  taken  not  to  make  the  application  too  general.

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The  system  of  dating  mediaeval,  and,  to  a  less  extent,  Renaissance  architecture 
is,  of  course,  primarily  based  on  a  series  of  examples  all  over  the  country  of  which 
the  period  or  year  of  erection  is  recorded  either  in  contemporary  documents  or  on  the 
buildings  themselves,  the  vast  majority  of  such  buildings  being  of  the  class  which 
comprises  cathedrals,  monastic  and  collegiate  churches,  castles  and  the  larger  houses 
of  the  country.  The  precise  date  of  a  parish  church  or  small  manor-house  has  been 
in  too  few  instances  preserved,  and  it  is  often  dangerous  to  argue  by  analogy  from 
the  town  to  the  country  parish,  from  the  main  currents  of  contemporary  life  and 
thought  to  the  backwaters,  where  new  ideas  may  have  taken  long  to  penetrate.  In 
the  absence  therefore  of  definite  historical  evidence,  other  tests  have  to  be  applied 
and  it  has  been  found  that  the  character  of  the  mouldings,  the  window-tracery  and 
other  ornamental  details  are  the  surest  guides  to  the  date  of  a  building,  though  when 
these  also  fail,  recourse  must  be  had  to  such  indications  as  may  be  provided  by 
proportions  of  plan,  thickness  of  walls  and  character  of  masonry. 

Our  investigations  have  shown  that  the  pre-Conquest  work  of  the  county  is 
probably  nearly  all  of  the  later  Saxon  period,  that  is,  they  belong  to  the  last  100 
years  of  Saxon  or  Danish  rule.  The  only  exception  is  the  chapel  of  St.  Peter-on-the- 
Wall,  Bradwell-juxta-Mare,  which  belongs  architecturally  to  the  class  of  church  built 
in  the  early  years  of  Saxon  Christianity  and  of  which  the  distinguishing  features  are 
the  apsidal  chancel,  the  triple  arcade  between  the  chancel  and  nave,  the  presence 
of  rectangular  '  porticus '  (used  as  porches  and  chapels),  and  a  relatively  high  level 
of  constructional  ability. 

The  later  Saxon  building  has  far  less  marked  characteristics,  though  in  Essex 
such  characteristics  are  very  uniform  and  not  difficult  to  recognize.  The  plan  generally 
is  marked  by  an  entire  lack  of  care  in  setting  out  and  the  angles  are  seldom  right- 
angles  ;  the  proportions  of  the  nave  are  commonly  rather  less  than  two  squares,*  and 
the  walls  are,  in  nearly  all  the  recorded  instances,  less  than  3  feet  thick,  the  average 
being  about  2|  feet.  The  walls  are  always  of  rubble,  and  most  frequently  the  quoins 
and  dressings  are  of  rubble  also,  but  of  rather  larger  stones  than  the  rest  of  the  wall. 
Long  and  short  work,  that  is  to  say,  freestone  quoins  placed  alternately  horizontally 
and  on  end,  and  generally  accepted  as  a  distinctive  feature  of  late  pre-Conquest  work, 
is  but  little  represented  in  the  county,  the  only  definite  example  being  at  Strethall. 
The  windows  are  commonly  of  the  double  splay  type,  that  is  to  say,  the  actual  aperture 
(or  plane  represented  in  later  ages  by  the  glass-line)  is  placed  more  or  less  centrally 
in  the  thickness  of  the  wall  with  equally  splayed  reveals  both  inside  and  out. 
This  feature  is  exemplified  at  Holy  Trinity,  Colchester,  Hadstock,  Chickney, 
Strethall,  Inworth  and  Little  Bardfield,  but  is  not  present  in  the  undoubted  pre- 
Conquest  work  of  Little  Bardfield  tower.  Post-Conquest  examples  of  double-splay 
windows  occasionally  occur,  though  not  in  Essex,  but  they  are  almost  always  in  con- 
junction with  detail  which  leaves  no  doubt  as  to  their  later  date.  Another  pre- 
Conquest  feature  is  found  in  the  absence  of  a  rebate  or  door-check  on  the  jambs  of  the 
doorways,  of  which  there  is  an  example  at  Holy  Trinity,  Colchester,  in  conjunction 
with  a  triangular  head,  another  pre-Conquest  feature,  probably  boi rowed  from 
Carolingian  work  on  the  Continent. 

*  The  uniformity  in  the  proportions  of  width  to  length  in  five  instances  (all  of  late  pre-Conquest  date)  is  so 
remarkable  and  perhaps  significant  that  the  details  are  appended: —

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Turning  from  the  consideration  of  points  of  construction  and  form  to  that  of 
architectural  detail  and  ornament,  the  distinctive  features  are  equally  clear  when 
contrasted  with  work  of  the  succeeding  period,  though  mouldings  and  ornament  were 
but  sparingly  used  by  the  earlier  builders.  Late  pre-Conquest  mouldings  are  almost 
invariably  distinguished  by  a  lack  of  form,  by  a  poverty  of  ideas  and  an  amateurish 
execution  which  shows  that  the  mason  was  attempting  an  unfamiliar  task  with  little 
or  nothing  to  guide  him  but  a  remote  and  distorted  tradition  of  debased  Roman  work. 
The  only  exception  to  this  is  at  the  rather  ambitious  church  at  Hadstock,  where  the 
feeble  mouldings,  above  described,  are  reinforced  by  carving  on  the  imposts,  which 
recalls  the  Greek  honeysuckle  ornament  and  is  not  without  some  merit. 

The  7th-century  church  of  Brad  well- juxta-Mare,  as  has  been  said,  stands,  so  far 
as  Essex  is  concerned,  in  a  class  by  itself.  It  is  built  almost  entirely  of  Roman  material 
from  the  adjoining  station  of  Othona  and  conforms  in  plan  to  the  type  of  the  eaily 
churches  to  which  SS.  Pancras  and  Martin,  Canterbury,  the  early  churches  at  Rochester, 
Reculver  and  Lyminge,  Kent,  and  South  Elmham,  Suffolk,  belong.  It  is  remarkable 
for  having  retained  some  original  windows  which  are  of  comparatively  large  dimensions 
and  of  simple  rectangular  form  with  wooden  lintels  to  the  heads.  The  buttresses  are 
of  the  simple  pilaster  type,  weathered  at  the  top,  and  the  chancel  formerly  terminated 
eastwards  in  an  apse. 

Another  presumably  pre-Conquest  building  standing  in  a  class  by  itself  is  the 
timber-built  nave  of  Greensted  (by  Ongar).  This  type  of  construction  of  split  oak  logs 
was  no  doubt  common  enough  at  the  period,  but  Greensted  appears  to  be  now  the  sole 
surviving  example  of  that  age  in  the  country. 

Structural  remains  of  the  Saxon  period  have  been  noted  in  eleven  or  twelve 
churches  in  the  county,  a  fairly  high  percentage  (3  per  cent.),  compared  to  Hertford- 
shire with  three  churches  (2  per  cent.),  and  Buckingham  with  four  churches 
(If  per  cent.). 

It  is  unnecessary  to  recapitulate  here  the  distinguishing  features  of  the  succeeding 
periods  of  Romanesque  and  Gothic,  but  attention  may  be  called  to  certain  details 
not  generally  touched  upon  by  the  ordinary  text-books.  Late  11th  or  early  12th- 
century  churches  are  unusually  common  in  Essex  and  in  nearly  every  case  they  follow 
certain  well-defined  conventions.  The  proportions  of  the  nave  of  the  Norman  parish 
church  in  Essex  were  commonly  two  squares  (i.e.,  the  length  was  double  the  width], 
and  where  this  proportion  is  departed  from  by  a  large  increase  of  length  there:  is 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  former  existence  of  a  central  tower.  The  Norman  parish 
chancel  was  either  square-ended  or  apsidal,  and  there  is  little  evidence  as  to  which 
termination  was  the  more  popular,  as  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  E.  end  was 
subsequently  rebuilt.  The  apsidal  ends  are  of  two  chief  types  :  (a)  the  simple  type,  of 
the  same  width  as  the  nave  and  without  a  chancel-arch,  and  (b)  the  more  advanced 
type,  where  there  is  an  arch  across  the  chord  of  the  apse  and  generally  a  chancel-arch 
further  west.  The  first  type  either  is  or  was  exemplified  at  Little  Tey,  Little  Braxted, 
Langford,  Mashbury  and  Easthorpe,  and  the  second  type  at  East  Ham,  Copford, 
Hadleigh  and  White  Notley.  The  west  apse  at  Langford  is  probably  unique  in  this 
country.  Simple  square  E.  ends  survive  at  Castle  Hedingham,  Chipping  Ongar, 
Elsenham,  etc.  The  churches  of  Copford  and  Great  Clacton  belong  to  a  very  small  and 
highly  interesting  class  of  church  (Chepstow  Priory  is  the  only  other  example  in  this 
country),  of  which  the  distinguishing  feature  is  the  groined  stone  vault,  over  the  main 
body,  divided  into  bays  by  cross-arches.  In  all  three  instances  the  vaults  have  been 
removed.  The  walls  of  a  parish  church  of  this  period  are  almost  invariably  just  under 
or  just  over  3  feet  thick,  and  the  rubble  when  of  flint  or  septaria  is  commonly  laid 
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in  regular  courses ;  herringbone  work  is  not  uncommon,  though  this  form  of  masonry 
may  also  be  found  in  pre-Conquest  work.  The  inclusion  of  Roman  brick  in  the  walls 
is  more  usual  in  this  than  in  any  other  period.  Twelfth-century  ashlar  may  commonly 
be  distinguished  by  the  lines  of  the  tooling  running  diagonally  across  the  stone  ;  in  the 
13th  century  the  tooling  was  almost  invariably  upright  and  parallel  to  the  edge  of 
the  stone.  The  13th  century,  judging  from  the  architectural  level  attained,  was  a 
period  of  depression  in  the  county.  The  only  remarkable  structure  erected  during 
the  period  is  the  triangular  W.  tower  of  All  Saints,  Maldon,  but  except  for  its  plan 
it  is  undistinguished. 

The  14th  century  gives  evidence  of  some  recovery  of  building  activity  and  here 
and  there  work  was  produced  of  a  richness  and  variety  not  generally  met  with  in  a 
parish  church,  as  in  the  chancel  at  Lawford,  the  S.  aisle  of  All  Saints,  Maldon,  and 
the  chancel  at  Fyfield.  The  erection  of  the  handsome  chancel  at  Tilty  and  the  chapel 
at  Little  Dunmow  are  due  to  the  adjoining  monasteries  of  which  they  formed  part. 

The  wave  of  church  building  which  covered  East  Anglia  in  the  14th  and 
15th  centuries  with  great  parish  churches  extended  into  the  northern  part  of  Essex, 
and  produced  the  great  churches  of  Saffron  Walden,  Thaxted  and  Dedham,  and  the 
less  important  structures  of  Coggeshall  and  Great  Bromley,  while  the  handsome 
tower  at  Brightlingsea  belongs  to  the  same  type.  The  peculiarly  East  Anglian  practice 
of  panelling  with  knapped  flint  incased  in  stone  is  also  in  evidence  in  Essex,  chiefly 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  county. 

In  the  16th  century  Essex  suffered  architecturally,  like  the  rest  of  England, 
from  the  dissolution  of  the  monasteries  ;  of  the  churches  of  seven  greater  monasteries 
previously  existing  in  the  county  only  one,  Waltham,  has  left  substantial  remains, 
though  the  nave  of  St.  Botolph's,  Colchester,  shows  that  even  some  of  the  lesser 
monasteries  had  churches  of  considerable  extent  and  magnificence. 

The  entire  absence  of  freestone  in  the  county  of  Essex  necessitated  its 
importation  from  elsewhere  or  the  substitution  of  some  other  material.  In  the  12th 
century  a  certain  amount  of  Barnack-stone,  and  other  Northamptonshire  oolites, 
was  in  use,  but  this  material  gave  place  later  in  the  century  to  the  soft  limestone  of 
Merstham  and  Reigate.  A  little  Caen  stone  is  observable  in  the  remains  of  the  larger 
monastic  churches,  and  there  are  numerous  instances  of  the  use  of  Purbeck  and 
Petworth  marbles  for  decorative  work,  shafting  and  monumental  masonry.  Clunch 
or  Totternhoe  stone  (a  chalk  stratum)  is  used  for  internal  work  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  county.  The  rubble  is  normally  of  flint,  but  towards  the  east  there  is  considerable 
use  of  pudding-stone  (conglomerate  of  clay  and  pebbles)  and  septaria  (hardened  clay), 
both  found  locally.  Of  the  substitutes,  brick  and  timber,  the  former  will  be  dealt 
with  under  domestic  work,  the  latter  was  mainly  used  for  towers  only,  though  there 
are  three  instances  in  the  county  of  timber  churches.  The  towers  of  this  material 
form  a  somewhat  remarkable  group,  which  it  would  be  difficult  to  equal  in  any  other 
part  of  England.  The  finest  of  these  towers  are  at  Blackmore,  Margaretting,  Navestock 
and  Stock.  In  the  most  usual  type  the  tower  rests  on  massive  angle  posts  with  cross- 
beams, braces  and  framing,  and  is  surrounded  on  three  sides  by  a  lower  '  aisle  '  with 
a  pent  roof,  and  of  which  the  framing  serves  to  support  and  buttress  the  main  structure. 

The  church  fittings  in  Essex  do  not  call  for  any  very  lengthy  or  particular  mention. 
The  woodwork  is  generally  undistinguished,  and  the  screen-work  in  no  instance 
rises  above  a  very  moderate  level  of  excellence.  Only  one  rood-screen  (North  Weald 
Basset),  complete  with  its  loft,  survives  in  the  county.  In  monumental  art  the 
county  takes  a  much  higher  place.  There  are  eight  oak  effigies  of  the  13th  and  14th 
centuries,  a  high  proportion  for  any  one  county,  and  the  series  of  Vere  monuments  at

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Earls  Colne  and  of  Marney  monuments  at  Layer  Marney  are  equally  interesting.  Fine 
series  of  Renaissance  memorials  to  the  Smiths  at  Theydon  Mount  and  to  the  Pet  res 
at  Ingatestone  also  deserve  mention.  Essex  is  a  good  county  for  brasses  both  from 
their  number  and  interest.  Four  brasses  belong  to  the  first  half  of  the  14th  century, 
and  are  consequently  among  the  25  earliest  in  the  country.  Eleven  more  examples 
have  canopies  more  or  less  complete.  Of  individual  fittings,  perhaps  the  only  ones 
of  more  than  local  significance  are  the  carved  13th-century  rood  in  the  Gatehouse 
at  Barking,  the  carved  late  12th-century  slab  at  Run  well,  of  which  the  original  form 
is  uncertain,  and  the  painted  13th-century  chest  at  Newport. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  comparative  archaeology  the  domestic  buildings  of 
Essex  are  of  much  greater  importance  than  the  ecclesiastical.  Probably  in  few  of  the 
other  counties  of  England  can  so  great  a  mass  of  mediaeval  building  be  found,  while 
on  the  continent  of  Europe  this  class  is  practically  non-existent  except  in  towns. 
The  Commission  has  inventoried  in  the  county  some  750  secular  buildings  of  a  date 
anterior  to  the  Reformation.  There  are  no  definite  examples  of  the  12th  century 
and  only  one  (Manor  House,  Little  Chesterford)  of  the  13th,  but  the  14th,  15th  and 
early  16th  centuries  are  represented  by  so  great  a  number  of  examples  as  to  render 
the  deductions  drawn  from  so  large  a  mass  of  evidence  of  more  than  local 
value.  The  vast  majority  of  these  buildings  are  of  timber  and  belong  to  the  small 
manor-house,  farm-house  and  cottage  classes,  and  as  such  form  a  remarkable  com- 
mentary on  the  social  and  economic  history  of  the  country.  The  13th-century  and 
nearly  all  the  14th-century  examples  belong  to  the  type  of  which  the  distinctive 
feature  is  the  timber-aisled  hall,  which  can  be  traced  back  to  the  earliest  Saxon 
times  and  perhaps  even  earlier.  Of  this  type  there  survive  in  Essex  some  six  or  seven 
examples,  all  with  the  same  external  characteristics — the  central  hall  open  to  the 
roof,  which  is  carried  down  over  the  side  aisles  to  within  6  or  8  feet  of  the  ground, 
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and  the  gabled  cross-wings  at  each  end  of  the  hall,  two  storeys  in  height,  one  con- 
taining the  solar  and  the  other  the  buttery  and  offices.  The  roof  construction  is  always 
of  the  king-post  type,  except  in  the  case  of  Gatehouse  Farm,  Felsted,  which  has  a 
roof  of  queen -post  type,  probably  arrived  at  by  the  desire  to  dispense  with  the  oak 
columns  of  the  aisles.  No  instance  of  the  aisled  hall  has  been  found  later  than  the 
14th  century,  and  the  type  had  no  doubt  been  generally  abandoned  before  the  close 
of  the  century.  A  15th-century  building  in  Essex  can  generally  be  distinguished  by 
its  outline,  a  central  hall  (still  open  to  the  roof)  with  two  storey ed  cross-wings  at  the 
ends,  the  eaves  of  the  hall  being  thus  at  a  much  lower  level  than  the  eaves  of  the 
cross- wings.  The  upper  storey  of  the  cross- wings  generally  projects  at  one  or  both 
ends,  a  feature  which  is  not  found  in  the  previous  period.  The  roofs  are  of  the  king- 
post type,  except  in  the  few  instances  where  the  hammer-beam  or  the  curved  principal 
is  preferred.  The  timbers  and  joists  are  heavy  and  set  close  together,  the  floor  joists 
being  commonly  laid  flat  instead  of  upright  in  the  modern  and  more  scientific  manner. 

Late  15th  and  early  16th-century  buildings  show  little  variation  from  this  type 
except  that  there  is  a  more  frequent  occurrence  of  the  hall  block  divided  into  two 
storeys.  A  not  uncommon  feature  of  small  early  16th-century  houses  is  the  lack  of 
gables  to  the  cross-wings,  the  eaves  being  carried  continuously  across  the  whole  front 
and  their  deeper  projection  over  the  hall  block  being  supported  by  curved  braces 
from  the  wings.  The  windows  of  the  early  houses  seem  to  have  been  divided  into 
lights  by  oak  upright  bars  set  diagonally  in  the  frame  and  with  no  provision  for  glazing. 
This  feature,  however,  seems  to  have  been  occasionally  used  down  to  the  17th  century 
and  is  consequently  no  safe  criterion  of  an  early  date. 

After  the  Reformation  timber  domestic  building  seems  to  have  gradually  lost 
its  standard  form  ;  the  timber  studs  and  joists  are  set  wider  and  wider  apart  and  the 
individual  timbers  become  less  and  less  substantial.  A  late  16th  or  17th-century 
house  of  the  early  plan  can  generally  be  distinguished  from  a  15th-century  example 
by  the  lower  pitch  of  the  roofs  and  by  the  general  level  of  the  eaves  being  maintained 
throughout  the  building. 

With  the  Reformation  and  the  advent  of  the  new  Tudor  aristocracy  began  an 
era  of  domestic  building  on  a  large  scale.  Essex  is  well  provided  with  examples  of 
of  this  and  the  succeeding  periods,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  Audley  End, 
Moyns  Park,  Hill  Hall,  Layer  Marney  Hall,  Gosfield  Hall,  Belhus  and  New  Hall, 
Boreham.  Other  great  houses  of  the  16th  century,  such  as  Little  Leighs,  Rochford 
Hall  and  St.  Osyth's  Priory,  have  suffered  more  or  less  from  demolition.  Of  large 
houses  of  the  mediaeval  period  only  Faulkbourne  Hall  and  fragments  of  Nether  Hall 
(Roydon)  survive,  though  there  were  extensive  domestic  buildings  of  the  Veres  at 
Castle  Hedingham,  a  royal  palace  at  Havering  and  a  palace  of  the  Bishops  of  London 
at  Orsett. 

The  use  of  brickwork  in  Essex  became  very  common  in  the  15th  century,  but  before 
that  time  there  is  ample  evidence  of  the  occasional  use  of  this  material  from  the 
12th  century  downwards.  This  early  use  of  brick  is  perhaps  commoner  in  East  Anglia, 
and  its  comparatively  frequent  occurrence  in  the  webs  of  14th-century  vaulting  and 
similar  positions  where  chalk  would  have  been  equally  efficacious  seems  to  negative 
the  possibility  of  importation.  The  shaped  bricks  used  in  the  late  12th-century 
columns  at  Coggeshall  Abbey  were  evidently  made  for  their  present  positions  and 
consequently  are  almost  certainly  of  local  manufacture.

SECTIONAL   PREFACE. 


(i)  Earthworks,  Etc.,  Prehistoric  and  Later. 

The  earthworks  of  interest  in  the  S.E.  quarter  of  Essex  are  few  and  most 
of  them  are  in  a  fragmentary  condition. 

There  are  three  '  camps/  at  Asheldham,  Danbury  and  Prittlewell  respec- 
tively, all  in  a  poor  state  of  preservation.  At  Brad  well-  juxta-Mare  slight 
undulations  in  the  ground  near  St.  Peter's  Chapel  mark  the  site  of  the 
foundations  of  the  N.  and  W.  walls  of  the  Roman  Station. 

The  church  at  South  Benfleet  stands  on  the  probable  site  of  the  camp 
built  by  Hasten,  c.  894,  and  near  the  Artillery  Barracks  at  South  Shoebury 
are  slight  remains  of  a  work  which  has  been  ascribed  to  the  same  period. 

There  are  entrenchments  near  West  Tilbury  church  consisting  of  a  rampart 
and  internal  ditch,  probably  on  the  site  of  an  earlier  work,  and  at  East  Tilbury 
are  earthworks  apparently  not  of  a  defensive  nature  and  locally  known  as 
"  Soldiers'  Graves." 

A  large  moated  mound  of  low  elevation  near  Purleigh  church  is  not  shown 
on  the  Ordnance  maps.  Rayleigh  Castle  (Plan  p.  123),  probably  built  by 
Suene,  the  son  of  Robert  Fitz  Wimarc,  is  a  good  example  of  the  mount  and 
bailey  type  of  earthwork,  but  the  masonry  of  the  castle  has  long  since  been 
removed.  The  ring  and  bailey  at  Orsett  is  shown  on  the  O.S.  maps  as  "  the 
site  of  Bishop  Bonner's  Palace,"  and  retains  traces  of  foundations  along  the 
edge  of  the  '  ring.'  At  Hadleigh  the  castle  built  by  Hubert  de  Burgh,  Earl 
of  Kent  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III,  was  much  altered  and  largely  rebuilt  by 
Edward  III,  and  has  practically  no  defensive  earthworks. 

About  eighty  homestead  moats  have  been  located.  The  best  are  at 
Mucking  Hall  (Barling),  Moat  House  (Basildon),  Bowers  Hall  (Bowers  Gifford), 
Scotts'  Hall  (Canewdon),  Barn  Hall  (Downham),  Laindon  Ponds  (Laindon), 
Bacon's  Farm  (Mountnessing),  Chichester  Hall  (Rawreth),  Chitham's  Farm 
(Ramsden  Bellhouse),  Butler's  Farm  (Shopland),  the  Hall  (S.  Ockendon),  and 
a  double  moat  at  Edwin's  Hall  (Woodham  Ferrers). 

Unclassified  earthworks  include  a  large  number  of  pits  in  Hangman's  Wood, 
Little  Thurrock.  They  are  known  locally  as  Deneholes,  and  consist  of  shafts 
sunk  to  a  depth  of  from  50  to  100  feet  down  to  the  chalk,  and,  in  most  cases, 
enlarged  at  the  bottom  into  several  chambers.  Similar  pits  have  been  found 
near  Bexley,  in  Kent,  and  elsewhere,  and  they  are  generally  considered  to  be 
disused  chalk  mines.  An  ancient  track  on  the  Maplin  Sands,  known  as  the 
Broomway,  is  also  of  interest.  Starting  in  Great  Wakering  parish  it  runs 
parallel  to  and  about  half  a  mile  from  the  coast,  past  Havengore  to  a  point  on 
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Foulness  Island  known  as  Fisherman's  Head.  Several  branch  roads  leave  the 
main  track  for  points  on  the  shore.  The  track  is  submerged  for  about  twelve  hours 
of  the  day.  Other  unclassified  earthworks  are  Plumberow  Mount  (Hockley 
parish),  opened  in  1914  and  assigned  to  the  Romano-British  period  ;  two 
mounds  and  some  banks  in  Norsey  Wood  (Great  Burstead)  ;  a  number  of 
large  mounds  of  irregular  shape  situated  close  to  the  River  Crouch  (opened 
and  described  as  being  connected  with  mediaeval  salt  workings)  and  some  Red  Hills, 
the  latter  being  low  mounds  of  burnt  earth  which  are  found  generally  along 
the  line  of  the  old  high-water  mark  or  at  the  sides  of  creeks. 

(ii)  Roman  Remains. 

South-east  Essex  contains  one  Roman  monument  of  importance.  The 
remains  of  the  Roman  fort  (Plan  p.  14)  at  Bradwell-juxta-Mare,  destroyed  by 
erosion  on  the  seaward  side  and  largely  destroyed  or  buried  on  the  landward, 
are  yet  sufficient  to  show  that  it  may  be  included  amongst  the  forts  built 
on  the  southern  and  eastern  coasts  at  various  times  between  the  end  of  the 
3rd  and  the  beginning  of  the  5th  centuries.  All  or  most  of  the  coins  found 
in  the  fort  during  the  excavations  of  1864  fall  within  this  period,  and  there  is 
no  sufficient  evidence  of  any  earlier  settlement  on  the  site.  Whether  we  may 
go  further  and  accept  the  specious  identification  of  the  fort  with  the  Othona  of 
the  Notitia  Dignitatum  is  less  certain.  The  Saxon  chapel  which  lies  across  the 
west  wall  is  satisfactorily  identified  with  Cedd's  foundation  at  "  Ythancaestir," 
stated  by  Beda  (Hist.  Eccl.,  Ill,  Ch.  XXII)  to  have  been  in  the  province  of 
the  East  Angles  and  on  the  banks  of  the  Pante — a  name  still  retained  for  the 
upper  reaches  of  the  Blackwater.  The  derivation,  however,  of  Ythan  from 
Othona  presents  difficulties,  and  is  not  accepted  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Stevenson. 
The  variant  "  Othana "  given  by  the  Vienna  MS.  may  be  disregarded,  and, 
in  any  case,  does  not  solve  the  problem ;  but  the  evidence,  both  as  to  the 
Roman  and  the  Saxon  forms  of  the  name,  is  too  limited  to  form  an  adequate 
basis  for  conjecture.  The  difficulty  is  not  reduced  by  the  fact  that  Walton 
Castle,  a  fort  of  similar  type,  which  stood  until  the  eighteenth  century  on  the 
shore  near  Felixstowe,  has  not  been  fitted  into  the  list  of  the  Notitia,  and  must 
at  present  remain  a  possible  claimant  to  the  name. 

The  other  Roman  remains  in  this  region,  though  individually  of  little 
importance,  have  a  definite  historical  value.  Houses  of  Roman  type  are 
apparently  absent,  and  the  occurrence  of  Roman  bricks,  and  possibly  of  Roman 
masonry  in  mediaeval  structures,  such  as  the  parish  church  of  South  Benfleet 
or  the  destroyed  Rayleigh  Castle,  may  perhaps  be  attributed  to  the  later 
plundering  of  the  numerous  '  villas  '  on  or  near  the  Kentish  shore  of  the 
Thames.  The  population  on  the  Essex  side  seems  to  have  consisted  of  natives 
who  were  content  with  their  traditional  round  huts  of  timber  or  turves,  such 
as  those  which  a  happy  chance  has  preserved  in  the  Thames  mud  at  East 
Tilbury.  Similar  huts  have  been  preserved  but  ill-recorded  on  the  Kentish 
flats  ;  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  potters  whose  kilns  have  been  found 
at  South  Shoebury,  Buttsbury  and  Great  Burstead  lived  in  dwellings  of  equally 
primitive  and  evanescent  type.  The  area  is  rich  in  pottery  of  the  latest 
pre-Roman  period,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  local  craft  survived  the  Roman 
conquest  until  the  close  of  the  first  century,  if  not  later.  Its  products — the 
so-called    '  Upchurch '    and     other     wares — retained     native    characteristics    but

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showed  increasing  Roman  influence,  and  the  occurrence  of  a  Romano-Celtic 
cordoned  urn  with  pottery  apparently  of  3rd-century  date  in  an  oven  recently 
found  at  Chadwell  represents  an  exceptionally  late  survival  of  a  distinctively 
native  type. 

The  endurance  of  native  traditions  is  further  exemplified  by  the  mound- 
burial,  apparently  of  early  2nd-century  date,  found  many  years  ago  in  the 
parish  of  Foulness.  This  burial  should  probably  be  included  with  the  better- 
known  series  already  referred  to  in  Volumes  I  and  III  of  the  present  Inventory. 
Incineration-burials  of  more  normal  type  have  been  noted  at  West  Tilbury, 
opposite  Low  Street  Manor  House  in  Mucking  Marsh  (Arch.  Journ.,  XLII, 
276-7  ;  XXIX,  187),  Great  Burstead,  Grays  Thurrock,  where  Roman  burials  are 
said  to  have  been  found  in  a  denehole  (V.C.H.,  Essex,  I,  309-11  ;  cf.  Illus. 
Lond.  News,  1857,  II,  267  ;  Arch.  Journ.,  XXVI,  192),  and  possibly  at 
Canewdon  ;  whilst  inhumation  burials  have  been  discovered  at  South  Shoebury 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Roman  remains. 

To  what  extent,  if  any,  the  dykes  which  drain  and  protect  the  marshes 
bordering  upon  the  Thames  may  be  ascribed  to  a  period  as  early  as  that  of 
the  Roman  occupation  is  quite  uncertain.  The  submergence  of  the  Brad  well 
fort  and  the  East  Tilbury  huts,  and  analogous  evidence  elsewhere  round  the 
Essex  coast,  show  that  the  land-level  was  higher  there  in  Roman  times  ;  but 
it  is  not  impossible  that  such  settlements,  with  others  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
London  (see  Surrey  Arch.  Collections,  XXVIII,  p.  Ill)  were  to  some  extent  protected 
by  dykes  similar  to  those  which  have  yielded  a  Roman  centurial  stone  on  the 
flats  of  Monmouthshire. 

Apart  from  the  arterial  road  from  London  to  Colchester  (see  Volume  II), 
no  road  certainly  of  Roman  origin  has  been  identified  in  south-east  Essex. 
The  lack  of  any  well-defined  approach  to  Bradwell  suggests  that  the  fort  may 
throughout  its  history  have  been  supplied  principally  by  sea  ;  and  in  the 
remainder  of  this  region  absence  of  roads  is  the  natural  corollary  of  the  absence 
of  Roman  structural  remains. 


(iii)  Ecclesiastical  and  Secular  Architecture. 

Building  Materials  :   Stone,  Flint,  Brick,  Etc. 

The  general  characteristics  of  building  in  the  S.E.  district  follow  very 
closely  the  local  Essex  types,  and  there  is  little  variation  in  the  methods  and 
material  employed.  In  ecclesiastical  work,  proximity  to  the  Thames  Estuary 
and  consequent  freedom  of  communication  with  Kent  and  the  Medway  are 
reflected  by  the  much  freer  use  of  Kentish  ragstone,  which  is  very  largely 
employed  for  rubble-walling  in  place  of  the  flint-work  of  the  northern  and 
central  parts  of  the  county.  Reuse  of  Roman  material  is  comparatively 
infrequent  and  very  little  sept  aria  and  pudding-stone  is  apparent.  None  of 
the  brickwork  is  of  earlier  date  than  the  15th  century,  except  for  the  unusual 
glazed  bricks  in  Purleigh  church.  Secular  building,  when  not  of  timber,  is 
almost  invariably  of  brick,  except  for  some  rubble-work  used  in  the  core  of 
the  walls  of  Rochford  Hall,  and  the  walls  of  certain  dissolved  religious  houses 
such  as  Prittlewell  and  Thoby  Priories,  adapted  as  dwelling-houses. 
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Ecclesiastical  Buildings. 

The  churches  of  S.E.  Essex  do  not  include  any  buildings  of  the  first  class, 
but  though  most  of  them  are  of  small  size  they  are  by  no  means  lacking 
in  architectural  interest.  Chronologically  all  the  mediaeval  periods  are 
sufficiently  represented,  but  the  examples  of  the  14th  century  are  generally 
undistinguished. 

In  the  chapel  (Plate  p.  17)  of  St.  Peter-on-the-Wall  (Bradwell-juxta-Mare), 
Essex  possesses  a  pre-Conquest  building  of  the  highest  interest.  It  may  be 
identified,  almost  certainly,  with  the  church  built  by  St.  Cedd  at  Ithancester 
c.  654,  and  the  nave   (Plate  p.  16)   of  this  date  is  still  standing  almost  intact. 

Part  of  the  church  of  Great  Stambridge  may  be  definitely  assigned  to  the 
late  pre-Conquest  period,  and  work  of  the  same  date  is  probably  preserved  in 
the  churches  at  Corringham  and  Fobbing  though  the  evidence  is  inconclusive. 

Of  late  11th  and  12th-century  churches  the  most  complete  are  at  Hadleigh 
(Plate  p.  61),  Rainham  (Plate  p.  115),  Sutton  and  Chadwell.  Good  Romanesque 
detail  survives  at  S.  Ockendon  (Plate  p.  120),  Sutton,  S.  Shoebury  and 
E.  Tilbury,  and  there  is  a  good  transitional  doorway  at  Prittlewell  Priory 
(Plate  p.  121).  The  W.  tower  at  Corringham  (Plate  p.  28)  is  an  interesting  late 
11th-century  structure,  with  blind  arcading  resembling  that  at  Great  Tey. 

The  proportion  of  13th-century  work  is  considerably  larger  in  the  S.E.  than 
in  the  other  parts  of  the  county,  but  none  of  it  is  of  marked  distinction.  The 
best  examples  occur  at  Stifford,  Thundersley,  Mountnessing,  E.  Tilbury  and 
Horndon-on-the-Hill.  There  is  a  richly  moulded  S.  doorway  at  Sutton  (Plate 
p.  121)  and  the  surviving  arch  (Plate  p.  173)  of  Bicknacre  Priory  (Woodham 
Ferrers)  is  of  this  period. 

Work  of  the  14th  century  is  meagre  in  extent  and  comparatively  poor  in 
quality.  The  arcades  (see  Plates)  at  Danbury,  Orsett,  Purleigh  and  Stanford-le- 
Hope  have  fairly  good  detail,  and  Great  Burstead  and  Rochford  have  window- 
tracery  of  some  interest. 

The  15th  and  early  16th  centuries  are  best  represented  by  a  series  of 
handsome  W.  towers  (see  Plates),  of  which  those  at  Prittlewell,  Hornchurch, 
Little  Wakering,  Canewdon  and  Barling  are  executed  in  stone,  and  those  at 
Rochford,  Downham,  Sandon  and  Billericay  in  brick.  Great  Baddow,  Sandon, 
E.  Horndon  and  Burnham  churches  possess  other  good  work  of  the  period, 
the  first  three  being  mainly  examples  of  brickwork. 

Very  little  post-Reformation  ecclesiastical  work  has  survived,  but  parts  of 
the  towers  of  E.  Horndon  (Plate  p.  xxxviii)  and  W.  Thurrock  (Plate  p.  167)  and 
the  porch  at  Great  Baddow  (Plate  p.  xxxviii)  may  be  mentioned. 

Turning  to  peculiarities  of  plan  Hadleigh  is  the  only  church  possessing  an 
apse  and  S.  Ockendon  the  only  one  with  a  round  tower.  The  foundations  of 
the  round  nave  at  W.  Thurrock  are  no  longer  visible. 

The  belfries  of  Stock  (Plate  p.  156)  W.  Hanningfield,  Ramsden  Bellhouse 
(Plate  pp.  xxxviii- ix),  Mundon  and  Bulphan  are  entirely  of  timber  and  the  bell-turrets 
(Plate  pp.  xxxviii-ix)  at  Horndon-on-the-Hill,  Mountnessing  and  Laindon  rest  on 
elaborate  timber-construction  within  the  walls  of  the  nave.  At  Laindon  there 
is  also  an  interesting  timber  annexe  (Plate  pp.  xxxviii-ix)  at  the  W.  end  of  the 
nave.  At  Nevendon  there  is  structural  evidence  for  an  early  nave  of  timber, 
subsequently  replaced  by  the  existing  building.

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The  only  roof  of  particular  excellence  is  the  handsome  carved  example  over 
the  S.  porch  at  S.  Benfleet  (Plate  p.  140).  Other  roofs  of  interest  occur  at 
Laindon  (Plate  p.  48)  and  Wickford. 

The  porches  are  mostly  of  timber,  and  of  these  the  best  are  at  S.  Benfleet, 
Shopland,  Stock,  Mundon  and  Fobbing  (see  Plates).  Stone  or  brick  porches 
of  interest  exist  at  Southminster,  Sandon,  Rayleigh,  Prittlewell  and  Great 
Wakering  (Plate  p.  60).  The  last  named  is  W.  of  the  tower  and  has  a  chamber 
above  it.  Stone  or  brick  vaulting  occurs  only  in  the  porches  at  Southminster 
(Plate  p.   146)  and  Sandon,  mentioned  above. 

Monastic  and  Collegiate  Buildings. 

The  monastic  houses  of  S.E.  Essex  were  of  little  importance  and  have  left 
only  inconsiderable  remains.  Of  two  small  Cluniac  nouses  the  Priory  of 
Prittlewell  retains  parts  of  the  Frater  and  western  range,  while  at  Stanesgate 
Priory  (Steeple)  the  shell  of  the  12th  and  14th-century  nave  of  the  church 
(Plate  p.  xxxiii)  is  still  standing  but  threatens  to  fall  in  the  near  future.  The 
Austin  Canons  possessed  two  small  houses  at  Bicknacre  (Woodham  Ferrers)  and 
Thoby  (Mountnessing)  ;  the  first  is  evidenced  by  one  arch  of  the  crossing  only 
and  the  second  by  part  of  the  S.  wall  of  the  church  and  some  portions  of  the 
W.  range  (Plate  p.  96).  There  are  no  remains,  except  the  parish  church,  of 
the  alien  hospital  or  priory  of  Hornchurch. 

Small  17th-century  almshouses  are  scheduled  under  Rochford  and  Stock,  and  there 
are  remains  of  late  16th-century  work  in  the  Pennant  Almshouses  at  Hornchurch. 

Secular  Buildings. 

The  high  proportion  of  pre-Reformation  houses  is  maintained  in  S.E.  Essex ; 
the  number  scheduled  is  75  ;  but  comparatively  few  are  in  any  way  remarkable, 
and  only  one  (Bretts,  Aveley)  may  possibly  go  back  to  the  14th  century.  The 
best  examples  of  timber-framed  building  are  Great  Sir  Hughes,  Great  Baddow 
(Plate  p.  52)  ;  W.  Hanningfield  (9)  ;  Slough  House,  Danbury  (Plate  p.  32)  ;  and 
Upminster  (4). 

Of  larger  houses  (see  Plates)  nearly  all  are  built  of  brick.  The  remains 
of  Rochford  Hall,  now  partly  ruinous,  indicate  a  very  extensive  building  of 
early  16th-century  date.  Belhus  is  a  fairly  large  courtyard  house  of  the  same 
period.  Creeksea  Place,  Little  Warley  Hall  and  Flemings,  Runwell,  are  frag- 
ments of  16th-century  houses  of  some  distinction.  Edwins  Hall,  Woodham 
Ferrers;  Porters,  Prittlewell  (Plate  p.  114);  and  Woodham  Mortimer  Hall  are 
fair  examples  of  the  lesser  houses  of  the  16th  and  17th  centuries.  Of  later  work 
of  the  17th  century  there  are  examples  (see  Plates)  with  features  of  interest  at 
Fremnells,  Downham ;  Ford  Place,  Stifford ;  and  at  Nelmes,  Hornchurch.  The 
Manor  House,  S.  Shoebury,  is  a  fair  example  of  a  dwelling  of  the  period  of 
Queen  Anne.  On  Canvey  Island  are  two  early  17th-century  octagonal  houses 
(Plate  pp.  xl-i)  of  timber,  built  probably  by  the  Dutch  settlers. 

Of  military  works  there  are  extensive  remains  of  the  14th-century  curtain 
and  towers  of  Hadleigh  Castle  (Plate  pp.  64-5)  and  the  late  17th-century  gatehouse 
(Frontispiece)  and  other  works  at  Tilbury  Fort. 
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Fittings. 

Altars. — The  only  mediaeval  altar-slabs  noted  are  those  at  Canewdon  and  Stock. 

Bells. — Thirty-five  bells  are  of  pre-Reformation  date.  Of  these  six  are  of 
the  14th  century,  including  one  at  Southchurch  probably  by  Geoffrey  of 
Edmonton,  two  at  Rawreth  by  John  of  Hadham,  and  three  (one  at  Bowers 
Gifford  and  two  at  Eastwood)  by  William  Bui  ford.  There  are  also  four  bells 
of  c.  1400  by  Robert  Burford. 

Brasses  (Plates  pp.  25,  etc.). — The  district  contains  eight  14th-century 
brasses  and  of  these  the  most  interesting  are  the  Flemish  plate  (Plate  p.  160) 
to  Ralph  de  Knevynton,  1370,  at  Aveley,  and  the  fine  but  mutilated  figure 
(Plate  p.  56)  at  Bowers  Gifford.  Half-figures  of  two  priests  and  a  lady  remain 
at  Corringham,  Stifford  (Plate  p.  160)  and  West  Hanningfield  respectively. 
There  is  also  a  mutilated  armed  figure  (Plate  p.  56)  with  remains  of  a  canopy 
to  Sir  I.  Bruyn,  1400,  at  South  Ockendon,  and  a  smaller  armed  figure  of  1371 
at  Shopland. 

Of  later  brasses  the  most  important  are  the  figures  (Plate  p.  78)  with 
heraldic  mantles  and  tabard  at  Ingrave  (formerly  at  West  Horndon).  The  earliest 
16th-century  brass  at  Althorne  includes  the  figure  of  a  nun  in  the  group  of 
daughters. 

There  are  two  interesting  early  14th-century  indents  formerly  with  half- 
figures  at  Hornchurch  and  West  Thurrock,  and  other  indents  of  the  same 
period  at  Stifford,  Basildon,  Southchurch,  Corringham  and  elsewhere. 

Ceilings  and  Plaster-work.  —  The  finest  plaster  ceilings  (Plates  pp.  97,  153) 
in  the  district  are  those  at  Ford  Place,  Stifford,  where  one  of  the  rooms  has 
figures  representing  the  four  seasons,  and  at  Orsett  Hall.  There  is  also  an 
enriched  ceiling  at  Beauchamps,  Shopland,  and  the  front  of  the  same  house  has 
good  pargeting  dated  1688. 

Chairs  (Plate  p.  xlii). — Several  churches  possess  17th  or  early  18th-century 
chairs  of  more  than  usual  richness.  The  best  examples  are  at  Aveley,  Chadwell, 
Paglesham  and  Grays  Thurrock. 

Chests  (Plate  p.  xliii). — The  chests  of  the  district  include  a  13th-century 
example  at  Wennington  and  another  early  example  of  similar  type  at  Eastwood. 
There  are  '  dug-out  '  chests  at  Great  Burstead,  Mountnessing  and  Rayleigh, 
and  massive  iron-bound  chests  at  South  Ockendon,  Rainham  and  West  Hanningfield. 
The  poor-box  at  Run  well  is  cut  in  the  solid. 

Consecration  Crosses. — The  only  definite  consecration  crosses  in  position  are 
at  Rayleigh  and  Southminster.  South  Benfleet  and  Great  Stambridge  have 
crosses  of  brick  on  the  buttresses  of  the  towers. 

Doors. — The  most  interesting  door  in  the  district  is  at  Eastwood  (Plate 
p.  45)  ;  it  is  elaborately  enriched  with  ironwork  of  two  distinct  dates.  A  second 
door  at  Eastwood  and  another  at  Buttsbury  have  interesting  ironwork  of  more 
ordinary  character  (Plate  pp.  4-5).  There  are  carved  or  traceried  doors  at 
Hornchurch  and  Prittlewell,  and  at  Belhus,  Aveley,  is  a  richly  carved  early 
16th-century  screen  with  doors,  not  in  situ  and  of  foreign  workmanship.  The 
doors  at  Hatches  Farm,  Little  Burstead,  have  fine  carved  panels  of  the  same 
period.

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Fireplaces  (Plate  p.  65). — The  best  stone  fireplaces  are  at  Orsett  Hall; 
Porters,  Prittlewell ;  South  Ockendon  (10);  and  Horndon-on-the-Hill  (18);  of 
these  the  first  has  carved  figures  of  Hope  and  Charity,  the  two  next  are 
of  late  16th-century  date  and  of  semi-Gothic  character  ;  the  fourth  of  somewhat 
coarse  Renaissance  design.  There  are  wooden  overmantels  of  interest  at  Belhus, 
Aveley;  Stockwell  Hall,  Little  Burstead ;  Horndon-on-the-Hill  (18)  ;  Upminster  (8) ; 
and  Danbury  (2),  all  of  late  16th  or  17th-century  date. 

Fonts  (Plates  pp.  xlii-iii). — Of  early  fonts  the  best  is  the  well-preserved 
round  bowl  with  interlacing  arcading  at  Eastwood  ;  square  12th-century  fonts 
with  varied  enrichment  occur  at  Vange,  East  Horndon,  Tillingham  and  Aveley, 
Of  similar  character,  but  of  early  13th-century  date,  are  the  examples  at 
Shopland,  Laindon  and  North  Benfleet.  Fourteenth-century  fonts  with  features 
of  interest  occur  at  Horndon-on-the-Hill  and  Bradwell-juxta-Mare,  the  latter 
carved  with  grotesque  faces.  The  finest  15th-century  font  is  at  Althorne  ;  it 
has  a  series  of  carved  figures.  There  are  other  15th  or  early  16th-century  fonts 
of  more  ordinary  type  at  Great  Stambridge,  Grays  Thurrock,  Mountnessing  and 
Orsett. 

Glass  (Plates  pp.  xliv-v). — Ancient  painted  glass  in  the  churches  of 
south-east  Essex  is  mainly  represented  by  fragments  of  borders,  quarries  and 
tabernacle-work.  At  South  Hanningfield  (13th  and  14th-century)  and  North 
Shoebury  (both  14th-century)  there  are  interesting  examples  of  grisaille- foliage 
with  borders  in  situ. 

Of  single  figures,  there  are  two  complete,  though  restored,  examples, 
probably  SS.  Helen  and  Mary  Magdalene,  at  North  Ockendon,  under  canopies. 
At  Hornchurch  there  is  a  mutilated  15th-century  Crucifixion  and  a  tracery 
light  with  a  figure  of  our  Lord,  both  in  grisaille. 

Of  subject  panels  there  are  some  fine  examples  (16th  and  17th-century)  at 
Prittlewell,  not  native  to  the  church  but  formerly  part  of  the  Neave  Collection 
of  old  painted  glass  at  Dagnam  Park,  Noak  Hill. 

Of  heraldry  there  are  a  few  good  examples  at  Great  Burstead,  Woodham 
Ferrers  and  North  Ockendon  of  the  14th  century,  and  at  Sandon  and  East 
Horndon  of  the  15th  century,  the  last  an  especially  good  shield  of  the  arms  of 
Tyrrell  impaling  Marney.  At  Upminster  is  some  interesting,  though  much 
mutilated,  heraldry  of  the  Lathom  family. 

The  fine  heraldic  domestic  glass  with  the  arms  of  Fiennes  and  Barrett 
formerly  at  Belhus,  Aveley,  has  recently  been  removed. 

Monuments.- — There  are  no  monuments  of  outstanding  interest  in  the  district 
except  the  three  oak  effigies  (Plate  p.  29)  in  armour  at  Danbury,  all  of  the 
end  of  the  13th  or  the  beginning  of  the  14th  century.  An  interesting  and 
unusual  memorial  is  the  wall-tablet  with  incised  14th-century  inscription 
(Plate  p.  48)  at  Fobbing.  At  East  Horndon  is  a  handsome  incised  slab 
(Plate  p.  40)  with  figure  and  canopy,  to  Alice  Tyrell,  1422.  There  is  a 
fragment  of  a  late  12th  or  early  13th-century  carved  head-stone  or  coffin-lid 
at  North  Shoebury,  and  a  slab  (Plate  p.  25)  with  carved  edges  of  late  12th- 
century  date  at  Rettendon.  Of  late  mediaeval  monuments  the  only  ones  of 
interest  are  an  altar-tomb  at  Hornchurch,  the  recessed  and  canopied  tomb  at 
Rayleigh,  and  an  altar-tomb  at  Stanford-le-Hope,  set  in  a  14th-century  recess 
(Plate  p.  105). 


xKv  SECTIONAL    PREFACE, 


Most  of  the  Renaissance  monuments  of  interest  date  from  early  in  the 
17th  century.  They  include  tombs  with  recumbent  figures  (Plate  p.  100)  at 
North  Ockendon,  Little  Warley,  Orsett  (Plate  p.  105)  and  West  Thurrock 
(Plate  p.  172),  and  wall-monuments  with  kneeling  figures  at  Woodham  Ferrers 
(Plate  p.  105),  North  Ockendon,  South  Ockendon  and  Hornchurch.  At  North 
Ockendon  is  a  curious  series  erected  by  Gabriel  Pointz  to  the  memory  of  his 
ancestors,  and  the  monument  (Plate  p.  141)  at  South  Ockendon  represents  a 
Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  robes  of  office.  The  monument  (Plate  p.  85)  at 
Little  Warley  has  a  superstructure  in  the  form  of  the  draped  canopy  of  a  bed. 

Paintings. — Ecclesiastical  paintings  on  plaster  are  uncommon  and  mostly 
very  badly  preserved.  There  are  remains  of  a  '  Doom  '  at  Woodham  Ferrers, 
various  subjects  in  panels  at  East  Hanningfield  (Plate  p.  104),  a  figure  of 
St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury  at  Hadleigh,  and  a  Nativity  at  Little  Wakering. 
Domestic  painted  decoration  is  represented  by  the  elaborate  17th-century 
scheme  at  West  Hanningfield  (2)  and  remains  of  a  figure -subject  at  Belhus, 
Aveley. 

Panelling. — Panels  of  foreign  origin,  enriched  with  carved  heads,  etc.,  are 
preserved  at  Porters,  Prittlewell ;  Hatches  Farm,  Little  Burstead ;  and  Belhus, 
Aveley. 

Piscinae  (Plate  p.  xlv). — There  are  12th-century  pillar-piscinae  at  Sandon 
and  Aveley,  the  former  elaborately  enriched.  Of  13th-century  piscinae  examples 
are  to  be  found  at  West  Thurrock,  Rettendon,  Woodham  Ferrers,  etc.  None 
of  the  later  piscinae  are  particularly  noteworthy,  but  there  are  14th-century 
examples  at  Little  Thurrock  and  Purleigh. 

Plate  (Plate  p.  xliv). — The  stem  of  the  cup  at  Mundon  may  be  of  pre- 
Reformation  date,  but  the  cup  itself  is  of  the  17th  century.  The  district 
contains  an  unusually  large  number  of  Elizabethan  cups,  39  in  all  ;  of  these 
one  is  of  1561,  eight  of  1562,  four  of  1563,  and  six  of  1564.  None  of  the 
later  plate  is  of  great  interest,  but  there  is  a  good  flagon  of  1665  at  Stiff ord. 

Pulpits. — The  only  pre-Reformation  pulpit  is  at  Sandon  (Plate  p.  79),  but 
there  are  good  late  16th  or  early  17th-century  examples  (Plate  p.  4)  at 
Great  Baddow,  North  Ockendon,  Wennington,  East  Tilbury  and  Aveley ;  the 
first  of  these  is  richly  ornamented  and  retains  its  sounding  board.  There  is  a 
late  17th-century  pulpit  with  carved  cherub-heads,  etc.,  at  Canewdon,  and  one 
of  slightly  later  date  at  Purleigh. 

Royal  Arms. — There  is  a  handsome  painting  of  the  Royal  Stuart  Arms 
(Plate  p.  79)  on  plaster  in  the  church  of  Laindon  Hills.  There  are  remains  of 
another  painted  Royal  Arms  at  East  Tilbury. 

Screens  (Plate  pp.  4-5). — Mediaeval  screen  work  is  uncommon  in  the  district  ; 
there  is,  however,  an  interesting  14th-century  screen  at  Corringham,  with 
turned  shafts,  and  14th  or  15th-century  examples  at  Bulphan  and  Stanford-le- 
Hope. 

Seating  (Plate  p.  5). — There  are  good  bench-ends  with  carved  popey-heads 
at  Rettendon  and  Danbury,  the  former  with  heraldic  devices.  The  benches  and 
ends  at  Great  Burstead  have  traceried  panelling.

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Sedilia. — Sedilia,  generally  ranging  with  a  piscina,  occur  at  Tillingham, 
Rettendon  (Plate  p.  xlv),  Stanford-le-Hope,  Orsett  and  Little  Thurrock  (Plate 
p.  xlv)  ;    the  first  two  are  of  the  13th  and  the  remainder  of  the  14th  century. 

Staircases. — The  finest  staircase  in  the  district  is  the  handsome  late  17th- 
century  example  at  Nelmes,  Hornchurch  (Plate  p.  71)  ;  the  pierced  carving  is 
disposed  in  raking  panels  between  the  string  and  the  rail.  Seventeenth-century 
staircases  of  minor  interest  occur  at  Little  Warley  Hall,  Eastwood  (8),  etc. 

Miscellanea. — There  are  wrought  iron  hour-glass  stands  at  South  Ockendon, 
Wennington  (Plate  p.  104)  and  Stifford.  At  Great  Burstead  is  a  late  17th- 
century  reredos  (Plate  p.  53)  said  to  have  been  brought  from  a  London  church. 
Portions  of  two  carved  alabaster  '  tables  '  are  preserved  at  Barling  (Plate  p.  25). 

Condition. 

Mediaeval  Churches,  etc. — Of  the  hundred  churches  included  in  the  Inventory, 
fourteen  have  been  entirely  rebuilt,  and  two  others  except  for  small  portions  of 
old  walling  which  have  been  incorporated  in  the  new  work  ;  four  others  have 
been  entirely  rebuilt  except  for  the  tower  ;  of  the  remaining  eighty,  three  retain 
little  old  work  beyond  the  tower,  and  the  majority  have  been  restored  and  in 
some  cases  partly  rebuilt.  Five  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  five  poor  and 
five  bad.  The  church  at  East  Hanningfield  (Plate  p.  33)  is  now  a  ruin, 
Hazeleigh,  owing  to  its  ruinous  state,  has  been  pulled  down,  and  Laindon  Hills 
is  now  only  used  occasionally  and  through  neglect  is  rapidly  becoming  ruinous 
(Plate  p.  xxxiii).  There  are  bad  cracks  in  the  tower  at  East  Horndon,  and 
Ashingdon  is  in  a  serious  state  through  the  shifting  subsoil.  The  tower  at 
Downham  is  badly  cracked,  and  with  those  at  South  Shoebury  and  Stifford  is 
threatened  by  the  growth  of  ivy.  With  these  exceptions  the  growth  of  ivy  on 
the  walls  is  only  serious  at  Mucking. 

The  parishes  of  Havengore,  Lee  Chapel,  Little  Stambridge  and  West 
Horndon  have  no  churches. 

About  seven  per  cent,  of  the  secular  buildings  are  in  poor  or  bad  condition  ; 
most  of  them,  however,  are  small  cottages.  Great  Sir  Hughes,  Great  Baddow, 
is  in  a  badly  neglected  state  and  Rochford  Hall  in  a  poor  condition  and  partly 
in  ruins.  The  more  important  houses,  however,  are  generally  in  a  good  state 
of  preservation,  but,  among  others,  Belhus,  Aveley,  has  suffered  in  the  hands  of 
restorers.  Hadleigh  Castle  is  in  ruins  and  the  existing  work  is  in  some  danger 
owing  to  the  unstable  condition  of  the  subsoil. 

The  earthworks  generally,  including  the  camps  at  Asheldham,  Danbury  and 
Prittlewell,  have  suffered  under  the  plough  and  are  in  a  poor  state  of  preserva- 
tion ;  the  site  of  the  camp  at  South  Shoebury  has  been  largely  built  over  by 
barracks.  A  notable  exception  is  Rayleigh  Castle,  an  exceptionally  good  and 
well-preserved  example  of  the  mount  and  bailey  type.

1.  ALTHORNE.     (F.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxii.  S.E.) 

Althorne  is  a  parish  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Crouch,  3  m.  N.W.  of  Burnham.  The  church  is 
the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Andrew  stands 
towards  the  W.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are 
of  flint  and  stone-rubble,  those  of  the  chancel 
are  of  brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  and 
brick  and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built 
probably  late  in  the  14th  century.  Early  in  the 
16th  century  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt.  About 
1500  the  West  Tower  was  added.  The  church 
has  been  restored  in  modern  times.  The  South 
Porch  is  probably  of  the  18th  century.  Among 
the  fittings  the  font  is  noteworthy. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (20|  ft. 
by  15f  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window.  In  the  N. 
wall  is  a  much  restored  early  16th-century  window 
of  two  cinquefoilcd  lights  with  vertical  tracery  in 
a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label,  all  covered 
with  cement.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  similar  window 
and  further  E.  is  a  doorway  of  the  same  date,  also 
covered  with  cement  and  with  moulded  jambs 
and  four-centred  arch.  The  chancel-arch  is  modern 
except  for  the  stone  responds  which  are  possibly  of 
the  14th  century. 

The  Nave  (38£  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
three  windows,  the  two  eastern  are  of  15th-century 
date,  partly  restored,  and  each  of  two  trefoiled 
lights  in  a  four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label ; 
the  western  window  is  of  late  15th-century  date, 


partly  restored,  and  of  two  pointed  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  heads  of 
all  three  windows  have  been  rebuilt  ;  between  the 
two  western  windows  is  the  late  14th-century 
N.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  ;  it  is  now  blocked  ;  at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall 
are  the  late  15th  or  early  16th-century  upper  and 
lower  doorways  to  the  rood-loft  staircase,  which 
is  enclosed  in  a  projection  ;  the  upper  doorway  has 
a  segmental-pointed  head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three 
windows  uniform  with  those  in  the  N.  wall ;  the  late 
14th-century  S.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  a 
four-centred  arch. 

The  West  Tower  (12  ft.  by  lOf  ft.)  is  of  c.  1500 
and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled  parapet, 
enriched  with  flint-inlay  in  a  trellis-work  of  ashlar. 
The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three  chamfered 
orders,  but  has  been  filled  in  and  the  responds 
rebuilt.  The  W.  window  is  modern  ;  flanking 
it  are  two  plain  crosses  in  brick  ;  the  W.  doorway 
has  moulded  jambs  and  segmental-pointed  arch 
with  a  moulded  label  enriched  with  carved  flowers. 
The  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each 
a  window  with  a  trefoiled  head  and  jambs  carved 
with  flowers.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall 
a  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  under  a  four- 
centred  head  with  a  moulded  label,  some  partly 
broken  away. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two  ;  1st  by  Thomas  Harrys, 
late  15th-century  and  inscribed  "Vox  Augustine 
Sonet  in  Aure  Dei "  ;  2nd  by  Miles  Graye,  1638. 
Brasses  :  In  nave— (1)  of  William  Hyklott,  1508, 
"  which  paide  for  the  werkemanship  of  the  wall' 
of  this  churche,"  figure  in  civil  costume,  Trinity 
and  indents  of  two  children  ;  (2)  to  Margaret 
Hyklott,  1502,  figures  of  two  daughters,  one  habited 
as  a  nun,  a  Virgin  and  child,  indent  only  of  main 
figure.  Bracket  :  In  nave — on  splay  of  window, 
moulded  bracket,  15th-century.  Font  (Plate, 
p.  xlii-iii)  :  octagonal  bowl  with  sunk  panels  carved 
with  figures — {a)  baptism  of  a  king,  (b)  man  and 
woman,  (c)  king  and  queen,  (d)  seraph,  (e)  two  men 
with  scrolls,  (/)  martyrdom  of  St.  Andrew,  (g)  two 
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figures  of  men,  moulded  under-edge  carved  with 
angels,  panelled  stem,  with  two  ranges  of  cusped 
panels  divided  by  an  embattled  band,  moulded 
base  carved  with  square  flowers,  c.  1400.  Inscrip- 
tion :  On  tower — above  W.  doorway,  in  black- 
letter,  "  -f-  Orate  pro  animabus  dominorum 
Johannis  Wylson  et  Johannis  Hyll  quorum 
animabus  propicietur  deus  amen."  Piscina  :  In 
nave — in  S.  wall,  with  rounded  head  and  round 
drain,  15th-century.  Plate:  includes  cup  of 
1599  with  baluster  stem.  Sundial:  On  buttress 
on  S.  side  of  nave  scratched  sundial. 
Condition- — Of  tower,  bad. 


Secular  : — 

(2).  Homestead  Moat  at  Warner's  Farm,  400 
yards  E.S.E.  of  the  church. 

(3).  Cottage,  170  yards  S.  of  the  church,  is  of 
two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th 
century  with  a  cross-wing  at  the  E.  end.  Inside 
the  building  are  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Fairly  good.

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Laurence  stands 
on  the  S.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of 
septaria  with  some  Roman  bricks ;  the  dressings 
are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  whole 
church  including  Chancel,  Nave  and  West  Tower 
was  rebuilt  early  in  the  14th  century,  the  tower 
being  rather  later  in  date  than  the  rest  of  the 
building.  The  chancel  was  restored  in  the  19th 
century  when  the  E.  wall  was  rebuilt  and  the  South 
Porch  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (19|  ft. 
by   17|  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  wall  and  window. 
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In  the  N.  wall  is  a  14th-century  window  of  a 
single  trcfoiled  light.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  14th- 
century  window  of  one  trcfoiled  ogee  light  with 
moulded  jambs,  splays  and  rear-arch  ;  further 
E.  is  a  doorway  of  the  same  date  with  moulded 
and  shafted  jambs,  moulded  two-centred  arch, 
rear-arch  and  labels  with  head-stops  ;  the  capital 
of  one  shaft  is  foliated.    There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (38|  ft.  by  18|  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows,  the  eastern  is  of  the  14th  century 
and  of  one  cinquefoiled  ogee  light  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  in  the  E.  splay  is  the  14th-century  doorway 
to  the  rood-loft  staircase  ;  it  has  a  two-centred 
head  ;  the  western  window  is  modern  ;  further 
E.  is  the  14th-century  N.  doorway,  with  double 
chamfered  jambs  and  moulded  two-centred  arch 
and  label.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows  both 
modern  except  for  the  splays  and  rear-arches 
which  are  probably  of  14th  and  13th-century 
date  respectively ;  between  them  is  the  14th- 
century  S.  doorway,  similar  to  the  N.  doorway. 

The  West  Tower  (11  ft.  square)  is  of  three  stages 
with  a  modern  embattled  parapet  and  undivided 
externally  except  by  a  band  of  flints  above  the 
ground-stage.  In  the  E.  wall  is  a  14th-century 
doorway  with  double-chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  head.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  14th-century 
window,  of  one  tref oiled  ogee  light.  The  second 
stage  has  in  the  N.  wall  a  small  loop  of  Roman 
brick.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  14th- 
century  window  of  one  tref  oiled  light. 

Fittings — Communion  Table  :  with  carved  and 
'  gouty '  reeded  legs  with  Ionic  capitals  and  fluted 
top-rail,  c.  1600.  Floor-slab:  In  chancel  —  to 
Philip,  son  of  Rev.  Philip  Ranshaw,  1691. 
Piscinae  :  In  nave — in  N.  wall,  with  two-centred 
head  and  octof oiled  drain,  14th-century  ;  in  S.  wall, 
with  trefoiled  ogee  head  and  octofoiled  drain, 
14th-century.  Plate  :  includes  small  cup  of  1563 
with  band  of  engraved  ornament  and  a  mid 
17th-century  stand-paten.  Sedile  :  In  chancel — 
with  moulded  two-centred  arch,  label  cut  back, 
shafted  jambs  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases, 
early  14th-century.  Stoup  :  In  nave — in  splay  of 
S.  doorway,  with  trefoiled  ogee  head  and  round 
basin,  14th-century.  Scratchings  :  On  N.  doorway 
— mason's  marks.  On  jamb  of  S.  doorway — date 
1609,  etc.  Miscellanea  :  Incorporated  in  N.  wall 
of  chancel,  fragments  of  window  tracery. 

Condition — Good. 

Unclassified  : — 

(2).  Plateau  Camp,  600  yards  W.  of  the  church, 
appears  to  have  been  of  irregular  shape  but  the 
original  plan  has  been  much  obscured  by  gravel 
digging.  There  is  a  large  mound  on  the  E.  side 
and  a  rampart  continuing  to  the  S.W.  The 
northern  boundary  is  probably  represented  by 
the   road   which   makes    a   detour   at   this   point 


and  the  southern  side  is  represented  by  a  slight 
bank  and  scarp. 
Condition — Bad. 


3.  ASHINGDON.     (F.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxx.  N.W.) 

Ashingdon  is  a  small  parish  about  5  m.  N.  of 
Southend-on-Sea.  The  church  is  the  principal 
monument. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Andrew  (Plate, 
p.  xxxii)  stands  near  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The 
walls  are  of  ragstone  and  flint-rubble  with  septaria, 
Roman  and  16th-century  brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of 
various  limestones  and  brick  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  Chancel  and  Nave  were  built  early  in  the  14th 
century  and  the  West  Tower  was  added  late  in 
.the  same  century.  Early  in  the  16th  century 
the  E.  wall  of  the  chancel  was  rebuilt  in  brick 
and  the  South  Porch  added  ;  the  chancel-arch  was 
perhaps  removed  at  the  same  time.  The  church 
was  restored  in  the  18th  century  when  the  S.E. 
angle  of  the  nave  was  rebuilt,  and  again  in  modern 
times  when  the  North  Vestry  was  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (21  ft. 
by  17^  ft.)  has  an  E.  wall  of  brick  with  black 
brick  diapering  ;  the  E.  window  is  all  modern 
except  the  splays  and  rear-arch  which  are  probably 
of  the  14th  century.  In  the  N.  wall  is  an  early 
16th-century  brick  window  of  two  four-centred 
lights  with  a  square  moulded  label.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label ;  the  western  window 
is  a  14th-century  'low-side'  with  a  plain  pointed 
head.  The  chancel-arch  has  been  removed  except 
the  early  14th-century  N.  respond  of  trefoiled 
plan  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 

The  Nave  (25  ft.  by  19  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
an  early  14th-century  window  of  two  pointed 
lights  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
the  rear- arch  is  of  16th-century  brick  ;  the 
14th-century  N.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs, 
two-centred  arch  and  label.  In  the  S.  wall  is  an 
18th-century  window  and  further  W.  is  the  early 
14th-century  S.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs,  two- 
centred  arch  and  label.  In  the  W.  wall  N.  of  the 
tower  is  a  14th-century  window  of  one  trefoiled 
light. 
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The  West  Tower  (7  ft.  by  1\  ft.)  is  of  late  14th- 
century  date  and  of  three  stages  with  a  low 
pyramidal  roof  with  a  small  saddle  at  the  top. 
In  the  E.  wall  is  a  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs 
and  two-centred  arch.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  plain 
square-headed  window.  The  second  stage  has 
in  the  S.  wall  a  similar  window.  The  bell-chamber 
has  in  the  E.  wall  a  square-headed  window  and 
the  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  have  each  a  window  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two- 
centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  mullions 
and  tracery  of  the  S.  and  W.  windows  are  missing. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  timber  and  of  early  16th- 
century  date  partly  restored.  It  has  a  flat  three- 
centred  outer  archway,  chamfered  wall-plates, 
wall-posts,  plates,   tie-beam  and  curved  braces. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  early  16th-century 
date  and  of  two  bays  with  braced  principals  forming 
almost  semi-circular  arches  and  an  inserted  tie- 
beam  ;  the  wall-plates  are  moulded.  The  15th- 
century  roof  of  the  nave  is  of  two  bays  with, 
moulded  wall-plates  and  tie-beams  with  king-posts  ; 
on  the  N.  side  the  trusses  rest  on  oak  posts,  owing 
to  the  insecurity  of  the  N.  wall. 

Fittings—  Book  :  Bible  of  1683,  oak  leather- 
covered  binding  with  pierced  brass  mountings. 
Font  :  octagonal  bowl  with  concave  faces  and 
moulded  under-edge,  plain  stem  and  moulded 
base,  early  16th-century.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel — - 
with  chamfered  jambs  and  pointed  head,  round 
drain  cut  back,  14th-century,  reset.  In  nave — in 
N.  wall,  with  octofoiled  drain  and  trefoiled  head 
from  a  former  window,  14th-century.  Plate  : 
includes  cup  of  1564  with  band  of  engraved 
ornament,  cup  of  1640  with  baluster  stem  and 
a  late  17th-century  paten  ;  the  two  last  belonged 
to  South  Fambridge.  Recess  :  In  chancel — in 
N.  wall,  square-headed  recess  with  oak  lintel,  date 
uncertain,  now  covered  by  modern  panelling. 
Royal  Arms  :  In  nave — on  N.  wall,  Stuart  arms 
painted  on  wood  with  moulded  frame.  Sundial : 
In  porch — loose  stone  with  roughly  cut  sundial. 
Miscellanea  :  In  nave — damaged  moulded  capital, 
14th-century. 

Condition — Good,  recently  restored. 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Rouncefall,  house,  about  \  m.  W.S.W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  one  store}'  with  attics,  timber- 
framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  in  the  17th  century  on  a  rectangular 
plan  and  has  an  original  central  chimney-stack, 
square  on  plan  with  rebated  angles.  Inside  the 
building  the  timber-framing  and  ceiling-beams 
arc  exposed. 

Condition — Good. 

Unclassified  :— 

(3).  Red  Hills,  at  Beckncy  Farm,  about  2  in. 
N.W.  of  the  church. 


4.  AVELEY.     (B.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxxiii.  N.W.) 

Aveley  is  a  parish  and  small  village  on  the  N.  bank 
of  the  Thames,  6  m.  N.W.  of  Tilbury.  The  church 
and  Belhus  are  the  principal  monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Michael  stands 
in  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  roughly  coursed 
flint  and  ragstone  with  some  Reman  and  16th- 
century  bricks  ;  the  tower  and  the  dressings  are 
of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with  tiles, 
slates  and  lead.  The  Nave  was  built  early  in  the 
12th  century  and  c.  1 160  the  South  Aisle  was  added. 
The  North  Aisle  was  added  c.  1220  and  about  the 
middle  of  the  13th  century  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt 
and  the  North  Chapel  added  ;  the  West  Tower 
is  of  almost  the  same  date.  In  the  14th  century 
the  S.  aisle  was  much  altered  and  partly  rebuilt. 
In  the  15th  century  the  N.  aisle  was  extended 
one  bay  to  the  W.,  the  North  Porch  added  and 
the  upper  part  of  the  tower  rebuilt.  The  clear- 
storey  is  probably  of  15th-century  date  but  has 
been  largely  rebuilt.  The  church  was  restored 
in  the  19th  century  and  the  chancel  partly  refaced 
or  rebuilt. 

The  church  is  of  considerable  architectural 
interest  and  among  the  fittings  the  Flemish  brass 
and  the  early  17th-century  pulpit  are  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description- — The  Chancel  (34  ft. 
by  16  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window  incorporating 
some  old  stones.  The  N.  arcade  is  of  c.  1240 
and  of  two  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of  two 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  cylindrical  column  has  a 
moulded  bell-capital  and  base,  and  the  responds 
have  attached  half-columns.  In  the  S.  wall  are 
three  windows,  the  easternmost  is  modern  except 
the  13th-century  E.  splay  and  the  15th-century 
W.  splay  and  rear-arch  ;  the  middle  window  is 
modern  except  for  the  13th-century  splays  and 
rear-arch  ;  the  westernmost  window  is  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  below  the 
middle  window  is  a  doorway  with  chamfered 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch,  probably  of  the  15th 
century.    There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  North  Chapel  (37  ft.  by  9|  ft.)  has  a  modern 
window  in  the  E.  wall.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two 
windows  mostly  modern  except  the  splays  and 
rear-arches,  which  are  of  13th-century  material, 
rebuilt  in  the  15th  century. 

The  Nave  (41  ft.  by  18  ft.)  (Plate,  p.  8)  has  a 
N.  arcade  of  c.  1220  and  of  three  bays  with  two- 
centred  arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the 
cylindrical  columns  have  moulded  bases  and  bell- 
capitals  ;  the  responds  have  each  a  semi-octagonal 
attached  shaft  with  moulded  imposts ;  the  E. 
impost  is  modern  ;    E.  of  the  arcade  is  a  round-

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headed  opening  to  the  rood-loft,  covered  with 
modern  plaster.  The  S.  arcade  is  of  c.  1160  and  of 
three  bays  with  round  arches  ;  the  two  eastern- 
most are  of  two  plain  orders  but  the  westernmost 
has  been  rebuilt  with  the  original  material  and  is 
of  one  wide  chamfered  order ;  the  piers  and 
responds  are  of  the  same  section  as  the  arches 
and  have  moulded  imposts  at  the  springing  level  ; 
the  impost  of  the  W.  respond  is  continued  a 
short  distance  along  the  wall  and  the  W.  wall 
of  the  S.  aisle  is  built  against  it ;  over  the  E.  arch 
is  part  of  the  round  head  of  an  early  12th-century 
window.  The  clearstorey  has  three  modern 
windows  on  each  side. 

The  North  Aisle  (9|  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  partly  restored  15th-century  windows  each  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label ;  between  them  is  the  modern  N. 
doorway.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  similar  to 
those  in  the  N.  wall. 

The  South  Aisle  (9£  ft.  wide)  has  a  14th-century 
E.  window,  entirely  modern  externally  and  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two- 
centred  head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows 
all  modern  except  the  splays  and  rear-arches  which 
are  probably  of  the  14th  century  ;  between  them 
is  the  14th-century  S.  doorway  with  a  two-centred 
head  and  now  blocked. 

The  West  Tower  (12£  ft.  by  15|  ft.)  is  of  two 
stages  with  an  embattled  parapet.  The  13th- 
century  tower-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  one 
continuous  chamfered  order.  The  15th-century 
W.  window  is  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label  and  modern 
mullions ;  the  15th-century  W.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch.  The  bell- 
chamber  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  window  all  modern 
except  the  splays  and  rear- arch  ;  the  N.,  S.  and 
W.  walls  have  each  a  two-light  window  modern 
externally  but  with  15th-century  splays  and  rear- 
arches. 


The  North  Porch  is  probably  of  the  15th  century 
but  has  no  ancient  features. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  of  the  16th  century  and 
of  three  bays  but  the  trusses  have  been  cased 
except  the  westernmost  which  has  a  tie-beam  with 
curved  braces  forming  a  four-centred  arch.  The 
tower  has  the  framing  for  the  old  roof. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five  ;  1st  and  2nd  by  John 
Waylett,  1712  ;  3rd  by  William  Culverden,  early 
16th-century  and  inscribed  "  Sancte  Petre  Ora 
Pro  Nobis"  ;  4th  by  James  Bartlet,  1692;  5th 
by  Thomas  Bartlet,  1618.  Bracket  :  In  nave — on 
S.W.  respond,  moulded  corbel  for  image,  15th- 
century.  Brasses  :  In  chancel — (1)  groups  of 
six  sons  and  two  daughters  and  four  shields-of- 
arms,  (a)  and  (d)  crusily  fitchy  three  lions,  (b)  a 
fesse  and  a  pierced  molet  in  chief  impaling  three 
eagles,  (c)  (a)  impaling  the  two  coats  of  (b),  indents 
of  figures  of  man  and  wife,  and  marginal  inscription, 
c.  1520  ;  (2)  (Plate,  p.  160)  of  Ralph  de  Knevynton, 
1370,  rectangular  plate  with  figure  wearing  mail 
hauberk  with  pointed  skirt,  rivet-studded  hake- 
ton  on  breeches;  plate  pauldrons,  arm-pieces, 
knee-cops,  bainbergs,  and  sollerets  with  chains 
attaching  the  hilts  of  the  sword  and  dagger  to  the 
plastron  of  th?  haketon,  head  bare,  feet  on  dog, 
cusped  canopy  with  traceried  spandrels,  Flemish 
work,  indents  of  two  shields  ;  (3)  of  Nathaniell 
and  Elizabeth,  infant  children  of  Edward  Bacon, 
1588,  with  small  figures  of  children,  shield-of-arms 
and  two  crests ;  (4)  to  Edward  Barette,  1585, 
with  one  shield  and  one  lozenge-of-arms.  In  N. 
chapel— (5)  to  Charles  Barett,  1584,  with  shield-of- 
arms  ;  palimpsest  on  the  reverse  of  inscription,  part 
of  a  Flemish  inscription  of  c.  1420.  See  also 
Monuments.  Chair  (Plate,  p.  xlii) :  In  chancel— 
with  carved  back,  shaped  arms  and  turned  front 
legs,  c.  1620.  Coffin-lid:  In  nave — with  raised 
ornamental  cross,  late  13th  or  early  14th-century. 
Communion  Table  :  In  tower — with  turned  legs, 
cut    down,    17th-century,    modern    top.      Font  : 
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square  bowl  with  four  shallow  round-headed 
panels  on  each  face,  cylindrical  stem  with  a  small 
detached  shaft  at  each  angle,  late  12th-century. 
Glass :  In  tower — in  W.  window,  four  quarries 
with  small  quatrefoils  and  fragments  of  tabernacle 
work,  head,  etc.,  14th-century  and  later.  Monu- 
ments and  Floor-slab.  Monuments  :  In  N.  chapel 
— on  E.  wall,  (1)  of  Elizabeth,  infant  daughter  of 
Edward  Bacon,  1583,  Purbeck  marble  tablet 
with  side  columns  of  Gothic  type  with  round  arch, 
initials  E.B.  in  spandrels,  at  back  brass  of  a 
swaddled  infant,  head  and  feet  missing,  indent 
of  a  small  lozenge-shaped  plate  ;  on  N.  wall,  (2) 
Purbeck  marble  tablet  with  side  columns  and  round 
moulded  arch,  indents  of  man  and  woman,  one 
son  and  one  daughter,  inscription-plate,  Trinity, 
scrolls  and  two  shields-of-arms,  c.  1520.  In 
churchyard — W.  of  tower,  (3)  to  James  Jeffery, 
1703,  and  seven  children,  head-stone.  Floor-slab  : 
In  nave— to  Rafe  (R  ?)ingsall,  1632.  Niche  :  In 
nave — in  S.E.  respond,  with  trefoiled  head  and 
moulded  sill,  late  14th  or  early  15th-century. 
Piscinae  :  In  chancel — sunk  in  wall,  pillar-piscina 
with  scalloped  capital,  12th-century,  trefoiled 
ogee  recess,  14th-century.  In  N.  chapel — in  S. 
wall,  with  moulded  jambs  and  unusually  cusped 
head,  octof oiled  drain  partly  broken,  14th-century. 
In  S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,  with  moulded  jambs  and 
trefoiled  head,  14th-century.  Plate  :  includes  cup 
and  cover-paten  of  1620  and  late  17th-century 
alms-dish  given  by  Thomas  Latham,  who  died 
1726.  Pulpit:  hexagonal,  pilasters  at  the  angles 
with  strap-ornament,  moulded  cornice  with  carved 
frieze,  on  S.E.  face  reversed  panel  with  date 
1621,  stem  springing  from  hexagonal  fluted  shaft 
with  moulded  base ;  hexagonal  sounding-board 
with  strap-work  frieze  and  consoles  at  the  angles, 
panelled  soffit  with  arabesque  panel  in  the  middle. 
Screen :  Between  chancel  and  nave — moulded 
head,  middle  doorway  with  modern  posts,  moulded 
middle  rail,  on  either  side  of  doorway  five  open 
panels  with  cinquefoiled  and  traceried  heads,  similar 
head  divided  and  reused  under  lintel  of  doorway, 
early  15th-century,  lower  part  modern.  Stoup  :  In 
nave — W.  of  N.  doorway,  round  bowl  with  tri- 
angular brick  head,  early  16th-century. 
Condition — Good. 

(2).  Chapel  de  la  Lee,  about  150  yards  N.E. 
of  the  church,  has  been  completely  demolished 
except  for  a  length  of  about  50  ft.  of  the  N.  wall 
adjoining  the  main  road.  It  is  built  of  ragstone- 
rubble  repaired  with  brickwork  of  varying  dates 
and  has  a  chamfered  stone  plinth.  It  is  possibly  of 
14th-century  date. 


Secular  : — 

(3).  Homestead  Moat,  immediately  E.  of  the 
church. 


(4).  Kenningtons,  house  and  moat,  about 
1  m.  N.N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  is  possibly  the  end  wing  of  a  15th- 
century  house,  the  major  part  of  which  has  been 
demolished,  and  has  17th-century  alterations,  and 
modern  additions  at  the  back.  The  central  chimney- 
stack  is  of  17th-century  brickwork.  Inside  the 
building  some  of  the  timber-construction  is  exposed 
and  on  the  first  floor  is  a  heavy  cambered  tie-beam 
with  curved  braces. 

The  Moat  is  fragmentary. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

(5).  Bretts,  house  and  moat,  about  \\  m. 
N.N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys  ; 
the  walls  are  of  plastered  timber-framing  and 
brick  and  the  roofs  are  covered  with  slate.  It  was 
built  possibly  in  the  14th  century  and  is  of  half 
H  -  shaped  plan  with  the  cross-wings  extending 
towards  the  E.  Alterations  were  made  in  the  16th 
and  17th  centuries.  Modern  work  includes  the 
one-storey  addition  on  the  E.  front  and  consider- 
able alterations  to  the  roof.  The  reset  15th- 
century  entrance  doorway  has  a  four-centred  head 
with  trefoiled  spandrels,  within  a  square  moulded 
frame.  The  17th-century  chimney-stacks  are  rect- 
angular and  have  moulded  stringcourses  just  above 
the  ridge  of  the  roof.  Inside  the  building  some 
of  the  main  ceiling-beams  are  exposed  and  the 
passage  in  the  N.  wing  has  the  joists  showing,  and 
a  four-centred  archway.  In  the  E.  wall  of  the 
original  hall  are  two  blocked  windows,  each  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label ;  they  have  stone  dressings  and  are  of  15th- 
century  date.  There  are  two  moulded  batten 
doors  of  early  17th-century  date  and  the  N.W. 
room  has  a  fireplace  with  a  segmental-pointed 
head.  On  the  first  floor  some  of  the  timber- 
construction  is  exposed.  In  the  E.  wall  are  two 
blocked  windows  with  diamond-shaped  mullions 
and  two  of  the  rooms  have  open  fireplaces  with 
four-centred  heads.  The  hall  was  divided  into  three 
bays  and  had  curved  braces  to  the  roof-trusses, 
forming  two-centred  arches.  The  wall-plates  to 
the  middle  bay  are  richly  moulded  but  are 
apparently  not  in  situ.  The  roof  over  the  N.E. 
wing  is  of  central-purlin  type  with  curved  braces. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete.  The  N.  and  W.  arms 
remain  and  are  still  filled  with  water  and  on  the 
E.  side  is  a  sunk  wall  of  old  brickwork  which  was 
possibly  a  retaining  wall  to  the  E.  arm. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

(6).  Belhus,  house,  stables  and  outbuildings, 
f  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  mainly 
of  three  storeys  ;  the  walls  are  of  brick  with  some 
stone  dressings  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  building 
to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  will  of  John 
Barrett,  who  died  in  1526,  as  "my  place  called 
Bellhouse    Hall,    alias    Barretts,    which    I    have 
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newly  builded,"  forms  the  nucleus  of  the  present 
house,  but  it  seems  probable  that  only  part  of 
the  building  was  completed  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  It  was  built  round  a  rectangular  court- 
yard with  the  principal  front  facing  the  S.  and 
the  N.  range  extending  eastwards  some  distance 
beyond  the  E.  wall  of  the  main  building.  The 
Hall  was  in  the  middle  of  the  S.  range  and  had 
at  the  S.E.  corner  a  tower  ;  in  the  S.E.  angle 
of  the  courtyard  was  the  staircase-block.  Late 
in  the  16th  century  an  extension  or  rebuilding 
was  made  of  the  N.E.  wing  and  about  the  same 
time  a  bay-window  of  two  storeys  was  built  on 
the  S.  side  of  the  Hall,  when  it  is  probable  that 
the  S.  wall  of  the  original  building  was  raised  to 
its  present  height.  Very  considerable  alterations 
and  additions  were  made  during  the  18th  and  19th 
centuries  which  include  the  rebuilding  of  the 
whole  of  the  W.  wall  and  redecoration  of  the  rooms 
in  the  W.  range,  the  building  of  a  staircase  and 
rooms  on  the  S.  and  W.  sides  of  the  courtyard, 
the  extending  eastwards  of  the  S.  range  and  the 
widening  of  the  middle  part  of  the  E.  range  by 
the  removal  and  rebuilding  of  the  E.  wall  further 
towards  the  E.  In  recent  years  one  storey  additions 
have  been  made  at  the  E.  end  of  the  N.  and  S. 
ranges. 


The  house  is  interesting  as  an  example  of  an 
early  Tudor  mansion,  but  the  mid  18th-century 
and  later  alterations  in  the  '  Gothic  style '  have 
robbed  the  building  of  its  original  character. 

The  S.  Front  (Plate,  p.  9)  is  flanked  at  either 
end  by  modern  towers  and  includes,  at  the  E.  end, 
the  modern  S.E.  addition.  The  rest  of  the  front, 
including  the  tower  in  the  middle,  is  mainly  of 
16th-century  date  and  of  red  brick  with  the  original 
walling  diapered  with  black  headers.  It  has  a 
plinth  with  a  moulded  stone  offset,  and,  on  either 
side  of  the  tower,  a  plain  continuous  parapet  with  a 
moulded  brick  coping.  The  S.  walls  of  the  side 
ranges  project  beyond  the  face  of  the  Hall  block 
and  were  originally  gabled  ;  the  moulded  brick 
corbelling  which  carries  the  upper  part  of  the 
return  wall  on  the  E.  side  of  the  W.  wing  probably 
indicates  the  eaves-level  of  the  original  gable.  The 
tower  is  of  four  storeys,  undivided  externally,  and 
has  at  the  N.W.  corner  an  octagonal  stair-turret 
leading  from  the  second  floor  and  carried  up 
above  the  parapet  ;  it  rests  on  a  four-centred 
arch  across  the  external  N.W.  angle.  At  the 
other  angles  are  polygonal  clasping  buttresses 
which  rise  above  the  parapet  and  terminate  in 
conical  caps.  The  windows  to  the  ground-storey 
are  modern,  the  southern  one  replacing  the  original 
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entrance-doorway ;  the  remaining  windows  are 
original  and  each  of  one  or  two  four-centred  lights. 
The  stair-turret  has  nine  small  loops,  mostly 
blocked.  The  bay-window  to  the  hall  is  of  late 
16th-century  date  and  has  two  four-centred  lights 
in  each  face  ;  the  remaining  windows  are  modern 
except  for  some  small  blocked  lights.  Inserted 
in  the  plinth  W.  of  the  tower  are  five  square  panels 
of  plastered  brick  with  heraldic  figures  in  relief  ; 
two  with  a  double-headed  spread-eagle,  two  with 
a  swan  and  one  with  a  fleur-de-lis. 

The  N.  Elevation  (Plate,  p  9)  is  unsymmetrical 
and  of  two  storeys  except  the  modern  N.W.  tower 
and  the  N.  ends  of  the  cross-ranges  which  are  of 
three  stages.  The  W.  bay  is  semi-hexagonal  on  plan 
and  is  flanked  on  either  side  by  a  buttress  which 
is  surmounted  by  a  twisted  shaft  with  a  moulded 
capping  ;  the  parapet  of  the  N.  wall  has  a  finial 
of  a  similar  twisted  form.  On  the  remainder  of 
the  front  are  three  original  projecting  bays  each 
with  crow-stepped  gables,  the  westernmost  forming 
a  porch  with  a  four-centred  entrance  -  archway, 
internal  side-recesses  or  seats,  and  an  inner  door- 
way, now  blocked.  Most  of  the  small  single-light 
windows  are  original  and  have  four-centred  heads 
but  only  two  of  the  larger  ones  are  entirely  of 
16th-century  date. 

The  E.  wall  of  the  N.  E.  Wing  is  gabled  and  the 
S.  wall  has  some  diaper-work  on  the  early  16th- 
century  part  of  the  wall.  The  windows  are  square- 
headed  and  in  the  S.  wall  are  two  doorways,  one 
blocked,  the  other  which  has  a  four-centred  head 
is  covered  by  a  modern  porch.  The  E.  wall  of 
the  E.  cross-wing  is  modern  but,  inside  the  build- 
ing, part  of  the  original  wall  remains  and  has 
in  the  N.  end  a  blocked  square-headed  window 
to  the  kitchen  (H).  Reset  in  the  modern  porch 
is  a  16th-century  doorway  (Plate,  p.  64)  with 
richly  carved  frame  and  head  ;  the  frame  has  two 
female  figures,  one  holding  a  bird,  the  other  a 
looking-glass  and  both  standing  on  corbels  ;  carved 
on  the  head  of  the  doorway  is  a  cherub  and 
various  emblematic  figures,  now  much  defaced. 
The  door  is  divided  into  eight  panels  by  moulded 
and  nail-studded  rails  and  muntins  and  is  hung 
on  three  strap-hinges  with  fleur-de-lis  ends. 
The  elevations  to  the  original  courtyard  have 
been  almost  completely  covered  by  later  additions 
but  in  the  S.  wall  is  a  large  window  of  four  four- 
centred  lights  in  a  four-centred  head  and  now 
blocked. 

Interior.  The  Ground  Storey  of  the  tower  (A) 
originally  formed  the  main  entrance  porch  and 
has  a  quadripartite  vault  now  plastered  over. 
The  original  Hall  (C)  contains  some  fragments 
of  16th  and  17th-century  panelling  but  the  screen 
is  modern.  Between  room  (E)  and  the  W.  porch 
are  two  large  doors  of  c.  1540  ;  they  are  remarkably 
fine  examples  of  Flemish  workmanship  with  the 
lower  part  of  carved  and  linen-fold  panels  and  the 


upper  divided  into  open  trefoiled  lights  by  richly 
carved  posts.  At  the  sides  are  reused  panels 
carved  with  tracery  and  figures.  In  room  (F) 
is  some  reused  panelling  and  some  tapestry  of 
c.  1700.  The  original  main  beams  are  exposed 
in  the  ceilings  of  the  Kitchen  (H)  and  the  rooms 
adjoining  on  the  S.  ;  the  W.  fireplace  in  (H), 
though  partly  bricked  up,  retains  an  original 
four-centred  arch-recess.  In  the  N.  wall  of  room 
(I)  is  a  reused  mantelpiece  and  overmantel  of 
c.  1600  (Plate,  p.  65).  The  overmantel  is  carried 
on  two  fluted  pilasters  and  is  divided  into  two 
main  panels  by  tapering  pilasters  supporting  a 
moulded  cornice  and  frieze  carved  with  strap- 
work  ornament  ;  each  panel  has  a  raised  and  arched 
recess  containing  a  small  obelisk.  Room  (J)  has 
some  17th-century  panelling  and  incorporated  in 
the  window  of  the  staircase  (K)  are  some  frag- 
ments of  carved  woodwork  from  a  doorway  or 
fireplace.  The  projecting  bay  (M)  originally  con- 
tained a  staircase,  since  removed.  On  the  First 
Floor,  in  the  room  over  (F),  is  some  early 
18th-century  tapestry  and  on  the  N.  wall  of  the 
passage  or  gallery,  on  the  N.  side  of  the  court- 
yard, are  the  remains  of  an  early  16th-century 
painting  in  black  and  red  probably  historical  and 
representing  numerous  mounted  figures  of  men 
and  women  in  contemporary  costume  ;  some 
of  the  men  carry  shields  one  of  which  has 
a  double-headed  eagle.  Only  part  of  the  painting 
is  exposed  the  remainder  being  covered  with 
plaster.  The  room  over  the  W.  end  of  (L)  is 
entered  from  the  adjoining  passage  through  a  four- 
centred  doorway  and  there  is  a  blocked  doorway 
in  the  E.  wall,  the  timber-framing  of  which  is 
exposed.  There  is  some  17th-century  panelling 
in  the  modern  staircase  leading  to  the  second 
floor  of  the  tower  and  the  staircase  between  the 
third  and  fourth  stage  has  its  original  treads  and 
circular  newel.  The  Roof  over  the  Hall  block 
has  tie-beams  with  curved  struts  supporting 
purlins  with  curved  wind-braces  and  collar-beams  ; 
the  roof  over  the  N.E.  wing  is  cf  similar  construc- 
tion. The  roof  of  the  W.  range  is  now  inaccessible. 
A  considerable  amount  of  glass  of  varying 
dates  is  incorporated  in  the  windows.  In  the 
Library  (B)  is  a  panel  with  an  early  17th-century 
portrait  and  arms  of  Sir  Francis  Bacon.  In  the 
ground-floor  of  the  Tower  in  the  S.  window  (brought 
from  Hurstmonceaux)  are  two  shields  (a)  Fiennes 
impaling  Holland  ;  (b)  France  ;  in  the  E.  window 
are  two  roundels  with  the  Fiennes  badge,  a  wolf- 
hound, contained  in  a  wreath  of  foliage  and 
pomegranates  ;  set  in  fragmentary  quarries  with 
the  initials  R.  and  E.  (for  Roger  Fiennes  and 
Elizabeth  Holland),  all  within  a  border  of  dog 
collars  and  chains  and  fragments  of  the  Fiennes 
motto.  In  the  W.  window  is  similar  glass,  all 
15th-century.  In  the  Hall  (C)  in  four  middle 
lights  of  bay-window  are  (1)  a  roundel  within  a 
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bay  chaplct  with  the  quartered  shield  of  Norris 
and  Mountfort  impaling  Vere  quartering  Howard  ; 
some  of  the  glass  is  diapered,  and  some  has  small 
modern  repairs  ;  (2)  a  strap-work  medallion  with 
the  arms  of  Barrett,  parted  palewisc  harry  of  four 
argent  and  gules  counter  changed  quartering  Belhousc 
argent  crusily  fitchy  sable  with  three  lions  gules  ; 
(3)  similar  medallion  to  (2)  with  the  arms  of  Norris 
quartering  Mountford  and  impaling  Lovell  quarter- 
ing Deyncourt,  Burnell  and  Holland ;  (4)  a 
circular  medallion  of  green  bay-leaves  with  the 
quartered  arms  of  Lovell  impaling  Beaumont 
quartering  Comyn  of  Badenoch,  Bardolf  and 
Phelips  Lord  Bardolf,  all  16th-century.  In  the 
Dining  room  (D)  are  (a)  a  repaired  16th-century 
shield  with  the  arms  of  Barrett  and  Belhouse 
quarterly  impaling  Dineley  ;  (b)  a  medallion  with  a 
Tudor  rose  on  a  shield  within  a  chaplet  and  a  strap- 
work  frame,  16th-century  ;  (c)  quartered  shield  of 
Barrett  and  Belhouse,  mainly  16th-century  ;  in 
the  heads  of  two  lights  are  figures  of  cherubs, 
17th-century.  In  the  windows  of  the  modern  S.W. 
tower  are  some  fragments  of  15th-century  heraldic 
glass  incorporated  in  a  modern  setting  and  in  the 
S.  drawing  room  is  a  gartered  shield  of  Vere,  16th- 
century,  but  partly  modern.  In  the  W.  porch 
are  two  circular  medallions,  (a)  a  representation 
of  the  Marriage  at  Cana,  probably  Flemish  ;  (b) 
a  domestic  scene  of  unknown  significance  ;  both 
16th-century.  In  Room  (N)  is  a  17th-century 
quartered  shield  of  Barrett.  In  Room  (F),  some 
fragments  of  canopy-work  in  brown  line  on  white 
glass,  green  diapered  glass,  15th-century  and  some 
older  pieces  of  ruby.  On  the  first  floor  in  room 
above  (D)  are  two  15th-century  roundels  with  the 
Fiennes  badge,  a  large  subject  panel  of  c.  1630-40 
and  of  foreign  workmanship,  and  some  mis- 
cellaneous glass.  In  the  small  room  above  (E)  are 
two  medallions,  probably  of  German  origin  and 
representing  (a)  Joseph's  brethren  casting  him  into 
a  pit,  16th-century,  and  (b)  animbedsaint,  probably 
St.  Matthew,  17th-century. 

The  Stable  (Plate,  pp.  56-7),  to  the  S.E.  of  the 
house,  is  a  rectangular  building  of  two  storeys  with 
attics.  The  walls  are  of  brick  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  late  in  the  16th  century  with  N.  and 
S.  gabled  walls  and  is  now  connected  on  the  E.  by 
a  modern  addition  with  another  stable.  It  has  a 
plain  plinth,  projecting  string-courses  of  brick 
at  the  floor-levels  and  shaped  kneelers  of  moulded 
bricks  to  both  gables.  The  clock-turret  and 
chimney-stack  are  modern.  Inside,  the  building 
is  divided  into  three  bays  by  heavy  ceiling-beams. 

The  Stable  adjoining  on  the  E.  is  also  of  two 
storeys  with  attics  and  has  brick  walls  and  a  tiled 
roof.  It  was  remodelled  early  in  the  18th  century 
and  has  a  projecting  plinth  and  plain  string-course 
at  the  first-floor  level.  The  roof  is  hipped  and  has 
a  modillioned  cornice  at  the  eaves.  With  the 
exception  of  a  five-light  window  with  diamond- 


shaped  mullions  in  the  W.  wall  all  the  windows 
are  18th-century  or  later  insertions.  The  roof  is 
of  collar-beam  construction. 

The  Stable  to  the  S.  is  of  brick  and  timber- 
framing  and  though  almost  entirely  rebuilt  in- 
corporates some  reused  17th-century  timber  and 
moulded  tie-beams. 

Condition — Of  house  and  stables,  good  but  much 
altered. 

Monuments  (7-19). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Many  of  the  buildings  have  exposed 
ceiling-beams  and  original  chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

Main  Street,  S.  side  : — 

(7).  House,  now  two  shops,  60  yards  N.  of  the 
church,  is  part  of  a  16th-century  house  and  has 
a  modern  addition  at  the  back.  The  upper  storey 
projects  on  the  N.  front  and  is  gabled  at  the 
E.  end,  it  also  projected  at  the  E.  end  of  the 
S.  elevation  but  has  been  underbuilt. 

(8).  House,  now  three  tenements,  20  yards  E. 
of  (7),  has  gabled  cross-wings  at  either  end  and 
has  been  much  altered  and  partly  refaced  with 
brick. 

(9).  House,  now  two  tenements,  E.  of  (8),  is  of 
two  storeys  with  attics.  The  walls  arc  of  brick 
and  the  house  was  built  probably  late  in  the 
16th  century.  The  entrance  door  to  the  W. 
tenement  is  of  three  vertical  moulded  panels. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  two  blocked  windows  each  of  a 
single  light  with  chamfered  jambs  and  the  S. 
chimney-stack  is  original  and  has  two  diagonal 
shafts  set  on  a  rectangular  base. 

(10).  House,  now  tenements,  E.  of  (9),  has 
modern  additions  at  the  back. 

(11).  House,  now  tenements,  E.  of  (10),  has 
walls  of  weather-boarded  timber-framing  and  was 
built  probably  in  the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  S. 
and  E.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  W.  end 
of  the  N.  front  on  three  brackets.  The  original 
W.  chimney-stack  has  three  diagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  some  of  the  timber-construction 
is  exposed. 

(12).  House,  20  yards  E.N.E.  of  (11),  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics.  It  was  built  probably  in  the 
16th  century  and  has  modern  additions.  The 
upper  storey  of  the  original  building  projects  along 
the  whole  of  the  N.  front  and  has  a  bracket  at 
either  end. 

(13).  House,  now  two  tenements,  60  yards 
E.N.E.  of  (12),  was  originally  of  the  central- 
chimney  type  but  has  a  later  S.W.  extension  and  a 
modern  addition  at  the  back. 
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Main  Street,   N.  side  : — 

(14).  Prince  Albert  Inn,  60  yards  N.W.  of  (7), 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  was  built  in  the 
16th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  N.  and  E.  ;  it  has  been 
added  to  on  the  N.  and  E.  The  roof  over  the  front 
block  has  been  raised  and  in  it  are  three  gabled 
dormers.  The  main  chimney-stack  is  of  cruciform 
plan,  set  diagonally  on  a  square  base. 

(15).  House,  now  three  tenements,  and  garden 
wall,  20  yards  W.  of  (14).  The  House  was  built 
on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  N.  and  E.  but  a  later  addition  in  the 
angle  and  modern  additions  on  the  N.  make  the 
existing  plan  very  irregular.  The  W.  wing  is 
gabled  at  either  end  and  the  E.  end  of  the  S.  front 
has  been  refaced  with  modern  brick.  Inside  the 
building,  on  the  first  floor,  is  some  early  17th- 
century  panelling.  The  Wall  running  N.  from 
the  W.  end  of  the  house  for  a  length  of  about 
20  ft.  is  of  old  flint-rubble. 

(16).  House,  now  two  tenements,  at  W.  corner 
of  road  running  N.,  £  m.  W.N.W.  of  the  church, 
is  of  one  storey  with  attics.  It  is  of  the  central- 
chimney  type  with  a  modern  addition  on  the 
N.  and  has  a  thatched  roof. 


(17).  Courts,  house,  \  m.  N.E.  of  the  church,  was 
built  probably  in  the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  N. 
and  W.  It  has  a  later  extension  on  the  E.  and 
modern  additions  on  the  N.  The  upper  storey 
of  the  original  building  projects  on  the  S.  front 
and  is  supported  on  three  heavy  carved  brackets. 
Inside  the  building  in  the  entrance  passage  is 
some  early  17th-century  panelling. 

(18).  Cottage,  near  Vicarage,  950  yards  N.W. 
of  the  church,  is  roofed  partly  with  tiles  and 
partly  with  slates.  It  is  of  central-chimney  type 
and  has  modern  additions  on  the  N.  and  E. 

(19).  Lennard  Arms  Inn,  on  border  of  parish, 
nearly  \\  m.  W.N.W.  of  the  church,  is  a  small 
building  of  the  central-chimney  type,  possibly 
of  16th-century  date,  with  modern  additions  on 
the  N.  and  E.

5.  BARLING.     (F.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxx.  S.E.    Mlxxi.  S.W.  <<>lxxviii.  N.E. 

Wlxxix.  N.W.) 

Barling  is  a  small  parish  about  4  m.  N.E.  of 
Southend-on-Sea.  The  church  is  the  principal 
monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

d{\).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints,  stands 
near  the  middle  of  the  parish.     The  walls  are  of 


ragstone-rubble  with  some  flint  in  the  nave  ;  the 
dressings  are  of  various  limestones,  the  roofs  are 
tiled  and  the  spire  boarded.  The  S.  wall  of  the 
Nave  is  possibly  of  the  12th  century  as  indicated 
by  its  thickness  and  the  rear-arch  of  the  S.  doorway. 
The  Chancel  was  subsequently  lengthened  and 
probably  early  in  the  15th  century  a  N.  vestry  was 
added  ;  the  base  of  the  walls  are  probably  of  this 
date  ;  the  West  Tower,  also,  was  added  early 
in  the  15th  century.  The  Chancel  was  rebuilt 
except  the  N.  wall  and  the  North  Aisle  with  its 
arcade  added  c.  1500  ;  a  S.  porch  was  perhaps 
added  at  the  same  date.  The  upper  part  of  the 
South  Porch  is  of  late  16th  or  17th-century  date. 
The  Vestry  was  rebuilt  early  in  the  19th  century 
and  the  church  was  restored  in  1863-4. 

Amongst    the    fittings    the    carved     alabaster 
'  tables '   from  a  former  reredos  are  noteworthy. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (30  ft. 
by  16|  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  15th-century  splays.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  15th- 
century  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  head  ;  further  W.  is  an  arch  for  which 
see  Nave  arcade.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows 
and  a  doorway  all  modern  except  the  splays  of 
both  and  the  rear-arch  of  the  western  window. 
The  side  walls  have  a  moulded  string-course,  at 
the  eaves-level,  and  carried  across  the  E.  wall 
as  a  string  to  the  former  low-pitched  gable.  There 
is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  North  Vestry  has  the  base  of  the  walls  of 
ragstone-rubble. 

The  Nave  (35f  ft.  by  17|  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade 
of  c.  1500  and  of  four  bays  with  two-centred  arches 
of  two  moulded  orders  ;  the  octagonal  columns 
have  concave  faces  and  moulded  capitals  and 
bases  ;  the  E.  arch  is  higher  than  the  rest  and 
springs,  on  the  E.,  from  a  moulded  corbel-capital 
with  concave  faces  and  a  boss  of  foliage  at  the 
bottom  ;  the  W.  respond  has  an  attached  half- 
column.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the 
eastern  modern  and  the  western  of  the  14th  century 
and  of  two  cinqueioiled  lights  with  a  cusped 
spandrel  in  a  two-centred  head ;  between  the 
windows  is  the  S.  doorway  all  modern  except 
the  plastered  semi-circular  rear-arch  which  may 
be  of  the  12th  century. 

The  North  Aisle  and  Chapel  (12  ft.  wide)  is 
entirely  of  c.  1500  and  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  window 
of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  scgmental-pointed 
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head.  In  the  N.  wall  are  three  windows  each  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  scgmental-pointcd 
head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  between  the  two 
eastern  windows  is  the  rood-loft  staircase,  the 
lower  doorway  having  a  four-centred  and  the 
upper  a  rough  triangular  head ;  between  the 
two  western  windows  is  the  N.  doorway,  now 
blocked,  with  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label  with  reused  head-stops.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  a  window  uniform  with  that  in  the  E.  wall, 
but  with  a  moulded  label. 

The  West  Tower  (10  ft.  by  9|  ft.)  (Plate,  p.  12) 
is  of  early  15th-century  date  and  of  three  stages 
with  an  embattled  parapet  and  on  the  E.  face  the 
marks  of  the  former  steep-pitched  roof  of  the 
nave.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  two 
hollow-chamfered  orders,  the  inner  continuous  and 
the  outer  dying  on  to  the  square  responds.  The 
W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label  ;  the  W.  window  is  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label.  The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of 
the  second  stage  have  each  a  single  pointed  light. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of 
two  trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  defaced 
label.  Between  the  first  and  second  stages  on 
the  W.  face  is  a  band  of  flint  and  stone  chequer- 
work  continued  round  the  side  walls  as  a  band 
of  flint.  On  the  E.  wall  are  traces  of  the  former 
high-pitched  roof  of  the  nave. 

The  South  Porch  is  probably  of  late  16th-century 
date  and  is  timber-framed  and  stands  on  stone- 
rubble  walls  of  earlier  date.  It  has  a  square- 
headed  outer  entrance  with  a  moulded  frame 
and  two  cambered  tie-beams  with  curved  braces. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  has  two  moulded  tie- 
beams  of  c.  1500  and  an  old  tie-beam  at  the 
W.  end.  The  gabled  roof  of  the  N.  aisle  has  old 
moulded  tie-beams  reused,  the  four  western- 
most tie-beams  being  moulded  and  of  c.  1500. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two  ;  1st  by  John  Dier,  late 
16th-century ;  2nd  by  John  Hodson,  1666. 
Brass  Indent :  Outside  W.  doorway — of  inscrip- 
tion-plate and  probably  figure.  Chest :  In  tower 
— front  only,  with  four  panels  of  conven- 
tional foliage,  late  16th-century.  Coffin-lid :  In 
N.  aisle — with  incised  cusped  cross  and  stepped 
calvary,  late  13th  or  early  14th-century.  Door  : 
In  N.  doorway — of  ridged  battens  with  fillets  over 
joints,  c.  1500.  Font :  octagonal,  four  sides 
panelled  with  blank  shields  in  squares,  three  with 
quatrefoils  in  circles  and  one  blank,  moulded 
under-side  and  base,  buttressed  stem,  c.  1500. 
Glass :  In  N.  aisle — loose  against  E.  window, 
roundel  with  interlacing  pattern  and  roses,  15th- 
century.  Locker  :  In  chancel — in  N.  wall,  rect- 
angular with  chamfered  edges,  date  uncertain. 
Monuments  and  Floor-slabs.  Monuments  :  In 
churchyard — S.E.  side,  (1)  to  George  Asser,  1674, 
and  Susanna,  his  wife,  1658,  table-tomb  of  stone, 


with  carved  sides  and  moulded  slab,  hour-glass 
and  skull  at  ends  ;  S.W.  of  tower  ;  (2)  to  Susanna, 
wife  of  William  Cripps,  1714,  also  to  William  Cripps, 
1752,  stone  table-tomb.    Floor-slabs  :   In  chancel 

(1)   to  George  Asser,    1683,    and  ,   his   wife, 

1686,  late  the  wife  of  Thomas  Wright  ;  (2)  to 
Richard  Bateman,  1668,  with  achievement-of- 
arms.  Niches  :  On  W.  face  of  tower — three,  two 
lower  with  trefoiled  and  upper  with  cinquefoiled 
head,  15th-century.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — with 
trefoiled  head  and  round  drain,  probably  14th- 
century  reset.  Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1562  with 
two  engraved  bands,  paten  of  1566  or  1568  and 
two  pewter  plates.  Pulpit :  hexagonal,  with 
bolection-moulded  panelled  sides,  cornice  and 
lower  rail,  shaped  and  moulded  standard  against 
wall  with  carved  consoles,  sounding-board  with 
panelled  soffit  and  five  carved  rosettes  as  pendants, 
late  17th-century.  Reredos :  In  vestry — from 
former  reredos,  two  alabaster  carvings  (Plate, 
p.  25),  both  headless,  probably  of  St.  Dominic,  in 
monastic  habit,  and  a  seated  figure,  with  remains 
of  colour,  early  15th-century.  Sedile :  In  chancel — 
sill  of  S.E.  window  carried  down  to  form  seat. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

'(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Mucking  Hall,  about 
1  m.  W.  of  the  church. 

Monuments  (3-9). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Many  of  the  buildings 
have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling- 
beams. 

Condition — Good,  or  fairly  good. 

d(3).  House,  two  tenements,  100  yards  S.W. 
of  the  church,  has  on  the  W.  front  remains  of 
ornamental  pargeting  including  a  panel  with  the 
date  167(8)  and  a  circle  surrounded  by  hearts. 
The  chimney-stack  at  the  S.  end  has  two  restored 
diagonal  shafts. 

<*(4).  House,  500  yards  S.S.W.  of  the  church, 
has  modern  additions  at  the  back  and  side. 

d(5).  House,  600  yards  W.  of  the  church,  is 
modern  but  incorporates  a  small  portion  of  a 
15th-century  building.  The  original  roof  is  of 
the  central-purlin  type  with  king-posts,  struts  and 
cambered  tie-beams  in  the  end  walls. 

6(6).  Roper's  Farm,  house,  about  1,100  yards 
N.W.  of  the  church,  has  a  modern  addition  at  the 
back.  There  are  curved  brackets  to  an  exposed 
ceiling-beam  on  the  first  floor. 

"(7).  Trumpions,  house,  300  yards  S.W.  of  (6), 
was  built  possibly  in  the  15th  century,  with  a 
central   Hall   and   E.    and  W.    cross-wings.     The

Hall  roof  has  teen  raised  and  a  first  floor  inserted. 
In  the  E.  wall  is  a  blocked  two-light  window  with 
diamond-shaped  mnllions. 

a(8).  Cottage,  100  yards  N.W.  of  Trumpions,  has 
modern  additions  at  the  E.  and  W.  ends. 

c(9).  Jail  Farm,  house  and  walling,  about 
f  m.  W.S.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  incor- 
porates a  portion  of  a  15th-century  house  which 
originally  extended  further  E.  The  W.  end  was 
altered  in  the  17th  century.  The  centre  part  of  the 
building  was  originally  the  W.  end  of  the  hall 
and  open  to  the  roof  but  has  had  a  first  floor 
inserted ;  the  E.  end  is  modern.  Inside  the 
building  is  an  original  roof-truss  ;  the  king-post 
has  a  plain  capital  and  base  and  four- way  strut. 

N.  of  the  house  is  a  length  of  about  15  ft.  of 
rubble  Walling  said  to  have  been  part  of  a  jail 
of  the  Bishops  of  London. 


6.  BASILDON.     (D.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxviii.  S.E.  Wlxxvi.  N.E.) 

Basildon  is  a  parish  4  m.  S.E.  of  Billericay. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

fl(l).  Parish  Church  of  Holy  Cross  (Plate, 
p.  xxxii)  stands  near  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The 
walls  are  of  ragstone-rubble  and  brick  with  dressings 
of  Reigate  and  other  limestone  :  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  Nave  was  built  in  the  14th  century  and  about 
the  middle  of  the  15th  century  the  South  Porch 
was  added,  followed  by  the  West  Tower  c.  1500. 
The  Chancel  was  rebuilt  in  brick  in  1597.  In 
1702  the  church  was  extensively  repaired,  most 
of  the  N.  wall  cf  the  nave  being  rebuilt  in  brick. 
The  church  has  been  restored  in  modern  times. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (17£  ft. 
by  18  ft.)  is  of  red  16th-century  brick  and  has  a 
modern  E.  window.  Above  it  is  an  inscription 
recording  the  building  of  the  chancel  by  Arthur 
Den  [ham  1597].  The  S.  wall  has  been  rebuilt 
above  the  plinth  and  has  two  modern  windows. 
There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (41  £  ft.  by  20 J  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  reset  15th-century  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights 
in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  further 
W.  is  the  14th-century  N.  doorway  with  moulded 
jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  defaced  label  ;    it  is 


now  blocked  ;  W.  of  the  doorway  the  wall  is 
probably  of  the  14th  century  but  E.  of  it  the  wall, 
as  indicated  in  a  painted  inscription  on  a  framed 
board,  is  of  1702.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows, 
the  eastern  of  the  15th  century  and  of  three 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label ;  the  western  window  is  similar  but  of  two 
lights  ;  between  them  is  the  14th-century  S. 
doorway  with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
head. 

The  West  Tower  (9  ft.  by  9|  ft.)  is  of  c.  1500  and 
of  three  stages,  divided  externally  into  two  by  a 
string-course.  The  two-centred  tower- arch  is  of 
two  orders,  the  outer  moulded  and  continuous  and 
the  inner  chamfered  and  dying  on  to  the  side  walls. 
The  W.  window  is  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  W.  doorway 
has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  label. 
The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have 
each  a  window  of  one  trefoiled  light  with  a  square 
moulded  label.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall 
a  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head 
with  a  moulded  label. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  mid  15th-century  date 
and  is  timber-framed.  The  four-centred  outer 
archway  has  spandrels  carved  with  defaced  foliage. 
The  barge-boards  of  the  S.  gable  have  rather 
elaborate  trefoiled  cusping.  The  side  walls  have 
been  much  restored  and  have  each  two  bays,  each 
bay  divided  into  four  lights  by  moulded  mullions. 
The  roof  has  moulded  wall-plates  and  a  cambered 
tie-beam  with  curved  braces  ;  the  spandrels  are 
carved  with  a  bear  and  ragged  staff  (Plate,  p.  84) 
and  a  dragon. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  early  16th-century 
date  and  has  moulded  and  embattled  purlins, 
moulded  ridge  and  rafters  and  principals  with 
curved  braces  forming  three-centred  arches.  The 
nave  has  five  chamfered  tie-beams  probably  of 
early  18th-century  date. 

Fittings — Bells :  three,  inaccessible  but  said  to 
be,  2nd  by  William  Land,  1634  ;  3rd  by  Henry 
Jordan,  15th-century  and  inscribed  "  Sancta 
Margareta  Ora  Pro  Nobis."  Brass  Indents  :  In 
nave — partly  undei  pulpit,  (1 )  of  figure  with  remains 
of  marginal  inscription  in  Lombardic  letters,  14th- 
century  ;  (2)  of  half  figure  of  priest  and  inscription- 
plate.  Communion  Rails :  with  moulded  and 
carved  rail  and  turned  and  twisted  balusters, 
c.  1700.  Communion  Table :  In  tower — with  turned 
baluster  legs,  c.  1700.  Door  :  In  S.  doorway — 
of  moulded  overlapping  battens,  16th-century. 
Monument :  In  churchyard — S.E.  of  chancel,  to 
Mary,  daughter  of  John  Betts,  1662,  head-stone. 
Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1709  with  the  date  1710 
and  the  arms  of  Queen  Anne.  Royal  Arms  :  In 
nave — on  N.  wall,  of  Queen  Anne  before  the 
union,  painted  on  wood.  Weather-vane :  On  tower 
—with  initials  and  date  F.A.   1702. 

Condition — Good. 
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Secular  : — 

a(2).  Homestead  Moat  and  fish-ponds  at 
Moat  House  on  site  of  Botelers,  250  yards  S.E. 
of  the  church. 

fc(3).  Homestead  Moat  at  Basildon  Hall, 
nearly  1  m.  S.S.W.  of  the  church.

7.  BOWERS  GIFFORD.     (D.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxvii.  N.W.) 

Bowers  Gifford  is  a  parish  8  m.  W.N.W.  of 
Southend-on-Sea. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Margaret  (Plate, 
p.  xxxii)  stands  hear  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The 
walls  are  of  ragstone-rubble  with  some  flint  and 
Roman  brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  stone 
and  the  roofs  are  covered  with  slate.  The  whole 
church,  including  Chancel,  Nave  and  West  Tower, 
was  rebuilt  early  in  the  16th  century  except  for  the 
S.  wall  of  the  nave  which  is  thicker  than  the  other 
walls  and  is  of  uncertain  date.  The  church  has 
been  restored  in  modern  times  when  the  chancel 
has  been  largely  refaced  and  the  South  Porch 
added. 

Among  the  fittings  the  14th-century  brass  is 
noteworthy  ;  this  brass  has  been  ascribed  with- 
out sufficient  evidence  to  Sir  John  Gifford,  1348. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (21  ft. 
by  19  ft.)  has  no  ancient  features  and  is  structurally 
undivided  from  the  nave. 

The  Nave  (40|  ft.  by  18$  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  early  16th-century  windows  each  of  two 
trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label ;  further  W.  is  the  N.  doorway,  of  the  same 
date  and  with  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  early  16th- 
century  windows  each  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights 
in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  the  S.  door- 
way is  similar  to  the  N.  doorway  in  date  and 
detail. 

The  West  Tower  (10  ft.  square)  is  of  early  16th- 
century  date  and  of  two  stages  surmounted  by  a 
boarded  timber  superstructure  and  a  low  octagonal 
spire  also  boarded.  The  two-centred  tower-arch 
is  of  two  orders  the  outer  moulded  and  continuous 
and  the  inner  hollow-chamfered  and  dying  on  to 


the  responds.  In  the  W.  wall  is  part  of  the  rear- 
arch  and  the  external  relieving-arch  of  a  former 
W.  doorway  ;  above  it  is  a  window  of  one  cinque- 
foiled light  with  a  square  moulded  label.  The 
N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each 
a  window  of  one  trefoiled  light  with  a  square 
moulded  label  ;  the  floor  of  the  second  stage  has 
hollow-chamfered  joists  and  is  supported  by  braced 
posts. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two  ;  1st  by  Robert  Burford, 
c.  1400,  inscribed  "  Sancta  Katerina  Ora  Pro 
Nobis,"  and  2nd  by  William  Burford,  14th- 
century,  and  inscribed  "  Sit  Nomcn  Domini 
Bencdictum."  Brass  :  In  chancel — c.  1340, 
figure  (Plate,  p.  56)  of  man  wearing  surcoat, 
and  mail  hauberk  with  skirts  to  knee  and 
loose  sleeves  to  mid  forearm,  gambeson  with 
fluted  sleeves,  fluted  breeches,  shell  shoulder 
pieces  and  elbow  roundels  fastened  with  points  ; 
no  plate  below  knee  cops,  rowel  spurs  ;  heater- 
shaped  shield  with  diapered  field  and  six 
fleurs-de-lis,  head  and  part  of  right  leg 
missing.  Door :  In  S.  doorway — of  two  folds 
with  overlapping  nail-studded  battens,  early 
16th-century.  Font :     octagonal     bowl     with 

moulded  under-edge,  plain  stem  and  hollow- 
chamfered  base,  early  16th-century  ;  font-cover  : 
old  finial  with  facets  and  lozenge-ornament 
painted  gold,  red  and  white,  16th  or 
17th-century.  Piscina:  In  chancel — with 
moulded  jambs  and  trefoiled  head,  15th-century. 

Condition — Good.

8.  BRADWELL-JUXTA-MARE.     (G.a.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlv.  N.E.  (»>lv.  S.E.  MM.  N.W.) 

Bradwell-juxta-Mare  is  a  parish  10  m.  E.  of 
Maldon.  The  remains  of  the  Roman  station  of 
Othona  and  the  chapel  of  St.  Peter-on-the-Wall 
are  the  principal  monuments. 

Roman  : — 

c(l).  Fort,  probably  Othona.  The  remains  of 
a  Roman  fort,  largely  destroyed  by  the  sea,  are 
still  partly  visible  2  m.  E.N.E.  of  the  parish  church. 
The  plan,  as  revealed  by  excavation  in  1864,  shows 
the  W.  wall,  522  ft.  long,  and  fragments  of  the 
N.  and  S.  walls,  290  ft.  and  150  ft.  long  respectively. 
The  corners  are  rounded.  At  the  N.W.  corner 
is  a  horse-shce  bastion,  16  ft.  in  diameter,  and 
115  ft.  further  S.  is  a  similar  bastion  ;  a  third  was 
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thought  to  have  existed  at  the  S.W.  corner.  The 
wall  seems  to  have  been  about  12  ft.  thick,  and  a 
fragment  still  existing  on  the  S.  side  shows  a 
triple  layer  of  bricks  (measuring  10-10f  in.  long  by 
1-1 1  in.  thick),  four  courses  of  septaria  (measuring 
4|-6  in.  by  3-3£  in.),  surmounted  by  a  second 
triple  layer  of  bricks,  with  lavish  use  of  mortar. 
The  fragment  (Plate,  p.  13)  stands  to  a  height  of 

4  ft.,  and  the  interior  of  the  fort  is  now  level  with 
the  top  of  it.  No  gateways  are  known,  but  the 
line  of  the  road  approaching  the  site  from  the  W. 
indicates  the  position  of  one  approximately  on  the 
site  of  St.  Peter's  Chapel.  Traces  of  a  ditch  have 
been  observed  on  the  W.  and  N.  sides  ;  on  the  S. 
side  the  line  is  marked  by  a  wide  ditch  and  by 
a  pond  at  the  S.W.    corner.    Traces   of  seaweed 

5  ft.  above  the  present  high-water  mark,  apparently 
on  the  S.  side,  suggested  to  the  excavators  a  Roman 
wharf,  but  without  reason.  Within  the  fort,  the 
only  structure  noted  was  a  short  fragment  of  "  old 
rubble-work"  about  4  ft.  high  near  the  S.  wall. 
No  structural  remains  or  burials  are  known 
outside  the  fort. 

Many  small  objects  were  turned  up  during  the 
excavations  and  are  preserved  by  Mr.  Christopher 
Parker  at  Faulkbourne  Hall.  Potsherds,  coins 
and  other  small  objects  can  be  picked  up  on 
the  surface.      The    coins  date  from  Gallienus  to 


Arcadius  but  are  commonest  for  the  Constantinian 
period.  The  pottery  is  mostly  of  the  same  date 
though  a  little  appears  to  be  of  the  second  century 
as  does  also  one  brooch. 

In  character  the  fort  resembles  others  of  the 
series  defending  the  '  Saxon  Shore.'  On  the 
supposition  that  it  was  originally  square,  it  would 
have  contained  rather  more  than  6  acres  and  so 
would  have  approximated  in  size,  as  in  character, 
to  the  fort  at  Burgh  in  Suffolk.  If  its  identification 
with  the  '  Othona '  of  the  Notitia  Dignitatum  be 
accepted,  it  was  garrisoned  by  irregular  troops 
called  Fortenses.  (See  Sectional  Preface,  p.  xxxviii  ; 
and  Arch.,  XLI,  440;  Arch.  Journ.,  XXII,  64, 
and  XXIII,  60;  C.  R.  Smith  in  Gent's  Mag., 
1865,  II,  403-8  ;  Coll.  Antiq.,  VII,  155-6  ;  Laver, 
Essex  Arch.  Soc,  XI,  85  ;  Raven,  Ibid.,  VI,  291, 
352.  Further  note  by  Chancellor  in  Arch.  Journ., 
XXXIV,  212-3.  C.  R.  Peers  on  the  Chapel,  Ibid., 
LVIII,  420,  with  plan.) 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

a(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Thomas  stands  in 
the  village.  The  walls  of  the  chancel  are  of  flint 
and  septaria-rubble,  those  of  the  nave  are  of  brick 
and  stone  and  the  tower  is  of  brick  ;  the  dressings 
are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.    The  Chancel 
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was  built  probably  early  in  the  14th  century. 
The  Nave  was  rebuilt  in  1706  and  the  West  Tower 
added.  The  church  has  been  restored  in  modern 
times,  the  N.  Organ  Chamber  added  and  the  chancel 
partly  rebuilt. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (37£  ft. 
by  19  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window.  In  the  N.  wall 
is  a  window  all  modern  except  the  splays  ;  further 
W.  is  a  modern  archway.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two 
windows  uniform  with  that  in  the  N.  wall.  The 
early  14th-century  chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and 
of  two  moulded  orders  ;  the  responds  have  each 
three  attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals. 

The  Nave  (65J  ft.  by  25  ft.)  is  of  c.  1706  except 
the  E.  gable,  which  is  partly  of  early  16th-century 
brick  with  trefoiled  corbelling  ;  all  the  windows 
and  the  doorway  are  modern. 

The  West  Tower  (10£  ft.  square)  is  of  red  brick 
and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled  parapet. 
It  is  entirely  of  c.  1706.  In  the  E.  wall  is  a  modern 
doorway.  The  N.  and  S.  walls  have  each  a  window 
with  a  rounded  head,  wooden  frame,  mullion  and 
transom.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  doorway  with  a 
segmental  head.  The  W.  doorway  is  modern. 
The  second  stage  has  windows  in  the  N.  and  S. 
walls,  and  the  bell-chamber  a  window  in  each 
wall,  all  similar  to  those  in  the  ground-stage. 

Fittings — Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses :  In 
chancel— on  N.  wall,  (1)  of  Margaret  Wyott,  1526, 
figure  of  woman  in  pedimental  head-dress,  etc.  ; 
(2)  shield-of-arms — three  owls  and  a  sinister  quarter 
impaling  four  bars  on  a  bend  three  scallops,  early 
16th-century;  (3)  to  John  Debanke,  rector,  1601, 
inscription  only  ;  (4)  to  Thomas  Debanck,  1606, 
inscription  only.  Indents:  In  nave — (1)  and  (2) 
of  inscription-plates  ;  (3)  of  two  figures,  two 
groups  of  children,  inscription-plate  and  shield  ; 
(4)  of  figure,  inscription-plate  and  shield.  Chair : 
In  chancel — with  turned  legs  and  carved  back, 
early  18th-century.  Font  (Plate,  pp.xlii-iii) :  octago- 
nal bowl  with  moulded  under-edge  and  four  large 
heads,  one  of  a  priest  and  one  with  a  bandeau, 
projecting  from  alternate  faces  and  formerly  with 
a  shaft  beneath  each,  round  stem,  14th-century. 
Monuments :  In  chancel — in  N.  wall,  (1)  two  stone 
panels,  from  former  monument,  with  cusped  heads 
and  shields — (a)  a  cheveron  engrailed  between  three 
roundels  each  charged  with  a  cross,  a  crescent  for 
difference,  (b)  a  cheveron  between  three  scallops,  early 
16th-century  ;  on  S.  wall,  (2)  to  John  Sherman, 
S.T.P.  Rector  of  the  parish,  1666,  alabaster  and 


black  marble  tablet  with  side  pilasters  and  shield- 
of-arms.  Plate:  includes  cup  of  1626,  dated  1626, 
and  an  early  18th-century  pewter  flagon  and  plate. 
Scratching:  On  S.  wall  of  nave— date  1707. 
Miscellanea :  Incorporated  in  walls  of  nave — 
many  worked  stones  and  14th-century  head-stops. 
Condition — Good,  but  tower  overgrown  with  ivy. 

c(3).  Chapel  of  St.  Peter-on-the-Wall 
stands  nearly  2  m.  E.N.E.  of  the  parish  church. 
The  walls  are  almost  entirely  of  reused  Roman 
material  including  ashlar,  septaria  and  brick ; 
the  roof  is  tiled.  The  chapel  is  almost  certainly 
that  built  by  Bishop  Cedd  in  c.  654  at  Ithancester. 
It  stands  astride  the  former  W.  wall  of  the  Roman 
station  and  originally  consisted  of  an  apse,  Nave 
and  W.  porch  and  possibly  '  porticus '  on  the  N. 
and  S.  A  tower  was  subsequently  added  above  the 
porch.  It  was  a  chapel-of-ease  to  Bradwell  in 
the  Middle  Ages,  but  was  eventually  desecrated 
and  used  as  a  barn  ;  the  apse  and  tower  were 
destroyed.  It  has  recently  been  restored  and  is 
now  again  used  as  a  chapel  (Plates,  pp.  16,  17). 

The  building  is  of  extreme  interest  as  one  of  the 
earliest  surviving  churches  in  England. 

Architectural  Description — 'The  Apse  has  been 
destroyed  to  the  foundations  but  the  plan  has  been 
recovered  by  excavation  ;  it  projected  about  17  ft. 
to  the  E.  of  the  present  E.  wall  and  the  side 
walls  rose  to  a  height  of  21  ft.  The  stump  of  the 
N.  wall  retains  the  W.  jamb  of  a  former  doorway. 

The  Nave  (49£  ft.  by  21|  ft.)  has  walls  2^  ft. 
thick  and  rising  to  a  height  of  24  ft.  under  the 
eaves.  In  the  E.  wall  are  the  Roman  brick  springers 
and  responds  of  two  arches  about  2  ft.  within  the 
side  walls,  the  rest  of  the  wall  is  comparatively 
modern  and  built  of  reused  material.  The  arrange- 
ment indicated  is  that  of  the  usual  three  arches 
as  at  St.  Pancras,  Canterbury,  Reculver,  etc., 
but  the  existing  remains  of  the  curves  of  the  two 
side  arches  hardly  allow  of  a  central  arch  of  the 
same  span.  The  N.  and  S.  walls  were  apparently 
divided  into  bays  by  tabled  buttresses  and  there 
were  pairs  of  similar  buttresses  at  the  western 
corners  leaving  the  angles  of  the  building  free. 
In  the  middle  of  the  N.  and  S.  walls  is  a  large 
modern  section  showing  the  position  of  the  entrances 
when  the  building  was  used  as  a  barn.  At  the 
E.  end  of  the  S.  wall  are  remains  of  an  original 
doorway,  perhaps  opening  into  a  '  porticus '  and 
further  W.  are  the  foundations  of  an  added  wall. 
The  four  windows,  two  on  each  side,  have  original 
jambs  and  splays  and  modern  lintels  replacing 
original  lintels  ;  they  have  been  much  altered  ; 
the  N.W.  window  is  blocked  and  partly  destroyed 
and  all  are  set  high  in  the  wall.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  an  original  doorway  with  a  modern  lintel  ; 
above  it  is  an  original  window  with  a  round  head 
of  Roman  brick  and  jambs  partly  of  brick  and 
partly  of  stone.     Flanking  the  doorway  are  traces

Foundations  of  this  porch  have  been  discovered 
and  also  those  of  an  annexe  on  the  S.  side  of  the 
nave. 

Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

c(4).  Rectory,  S.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  N.  wing  is  of  early  16th-century  date  ;  it  was 
extended  S.  at  some  uncertain  date  and  c.  1780 
a  large  S.  wing  in  the  Adam  style  was  built. 
Inside  the  building  one  room  of  the  old  wing  has 
original  moulded  ceiling-beams  and  joists  ;  the 
room  at  the  N.  end  of  the  same  wing  has  an 
open-timbered  ceiling. 

Condition — Good. 

c(5).  Munkin's  Farm,  house,  §  m.  S.W.  of  (3), 
is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the 
15th  or  16th  century  with  cross-wings  at  the 
E.  and  W.  ends.  Inside  the  building  are  some 
exposed  ceiling-beams  and  one  room  is  lined  with 
early  18th-century  panelling. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

6(6).  Bradwell  Haix,  1{  m.  S.W.  of  the 
parish  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed 
and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
early  in  the  17th  century  and  has  a  cross-wing 
at  the  E.  end.  The  original  central  chimney- 
stack  has  the  bases  of  four  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 

Condi  tion — Good. 


a(7).  Cage  and  Whipping  Posts,  at  S.  E.  corner 
of  churchyard.  The  cage  is  an  18th-century 
structure  of  brick  and  built  into  it  are  the  oak 
whipping  posts.

Bulphan  is  a  parish  5£  m.  S.S.E.  of  Brentwood. 
The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 


'(1).  Parish    Church    of    St. 
towards  the  centre  of  the  parish. 


Mary  stands 
The  walls  are 
of  limestone  and  flint-rubble,  modern  brick  and 
timber-framing.  The  Chancel,  Nave,  Belfry  and 
South  Porch  are  apparently  of  late  15th-century 
date  but  the  church  was  very  considerably  repaired 
and  partly  rebuilt  in  the  19th  century  when  the 
Vestry  was  added  and  the  external  walls  were 
refaced  so  that  little  of  the  earlier  building  remains. 
Amongst  the  fittings  the  screen,  which  is  said 
to  have  been  brought  from  Barking,  is  of  interest. 


Architectural  Description — The   Chancel  (25  ft. 
by  17J  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  modern  window. 
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The  N.  wall  is  modern  but  incorporates  a  partly 
restored  square-headed  window  of  c.  1500  and 
of  two  tref oiled  lights  with  a  moulded  label.  In 
the  S.  wall,  in  the  refacing  of  which  some  old 
material  has  been  reused,  is  a  similar  window. 
There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (32  ft.  by  20 J  ft.)  has  been  largely 
rebuilt.  Reset  in  the  N.  wall  are  two  square- 
headed  windows  of  c.  1500  each  of  two  cinque- 
foiled  lights  with  a  moulded  label ;  externally 
only  the  head  and  labels  are  old.  In  the  S.  wall 
is  a  doorway  of  c.  1500  with  hollow-chamfered 
jambs,  four-centred  head  and  moulded  label  ; 
the  W.  jamb  has  been  partly  restored. 

The  Belfry  (about  24  ft.  square)  at  the  W.  end 
of  the  nave  is  enclosed  within  modern  timber- 
framed  and  plastered  walls  standing  on  a  brick 
plinth.  It  is  a  heavy  timber  structure  supporting 
the  bell-turret  and  is  of  late  15th-century  date 
and  divided  by  oak  posts  into  four  bays  with  side 
aisles ;  the  curved  cross-braces  from  N.  to  S. 
form  wide  two-centred  arches  and  support  the 
square  framework  of  the  modern  turret.  The 
N.  and  S.  sides  are  divided  horizontally  by  cross- 
beams with  diagonal  framing  above  ;  supporting 
the  cross-beams  to  the  two  middle  bays  are  curved 
braces  forming  arches  into  the  aisles. 

The  South  Porch  (Plate,  p.  xxxix)  is  of  c.  1500  and 
of  timber-framing  on  a  modern  plinth.  The  entrance 
archway  has  moulded  jambs  and  four-centred  head 
with  spandrels  carved  on  both  sides  with  symbols 
of  the  Evangelists.  On  either  side  the  framing  is 
moulded  in  the  form  of  vertical  panels  ;  above  is 
a  moulded  bressummer  and  a  panelled  gable  with 
cusped  barge-boards  terminating  at  the  apex  in 
an  ogee.  The  sides  have  each  five  lights  with 
four-centred  heads,  traceried  spandrels  carved  with 
foliage,  and  grotesques  and  moulded  mullions. 
The  roof  is  in  one  bay  with  a  moulded  tie-beam 
at  either  end  supporting  a  king-post  with  moulded 
and  curved  braces  carrying  a  moulded  ridge- 
piece.  Under  the  N.  tie-beam  are  curved  braces 
forming  a  four-centred  arch  with  a  Tudor  rose  and 
conventional  foliage  carved  in  the  spandrels.  The 
gable  at  the  S.  end  is  panelled  and  the  rafters 
and  wall-plates  are  moulded. 

Fittings — Bell :  one,  uninscribed.  Brass  Indents  : 
Outside  W.  doorway — "(1)  with  traces  of  inscription- 
plate,  probably  16th-century.  At  entrance  to 
S.  porch — (2)  of  civilian  with  inscription-plate, 
late  15th-century.  Font :  In  churchyard,  by 
lych-gate,  circular  stem  with  moulded  edge.  Plate : 
includes  cup  of  1650  and  a  pewter  alms-dish,  with 
shield-of-arms,  17th-century.  Royal  Arms  :  At  W. 
end  of  nave — of  Queen  Anne,  in  wooden  frame. 
Screen  (Plates,  pp.  4-5,  20)  :  Between  chancel 
and  nave — of  four  bays,  two  on  each  side  of  the 
entrance,  upper  panels  open  with  two-centred  heads, 
each  subdivided  into  two  trefoiled  and  sub-cusped 
lights    with    open    traceried    heads ;     middle    rail 


moulded  and  embattled ;  close  lower  panels, 
moulded  and  having  circular  and  triangular 
piercings  with  traces  of  colour  in  imitation  of 
tracery  on  W.  face  ;  entrance  with  cusped  and 
sub-cusped  head  and  on  S.  side  part  of  a  carved 
eagle  ;  main  spandrels  below  cornice  traceried 
on  E.  side  and  plain  on  W.  side  for  fixing  of  former 
loft,  15th-century,  slightly  repaired  and  not  in  situ, 
cornice  modern.  Miscellanea  :  Brick  panel  on 
outside  of  S.  wall  of  nave  with  date  and  initials 

in  relief  „  q  1686.    Part  of  hollow-chamfered  stone 

window-jamb  by  lych-gate,  probably  15th-century. 
Condition — Good,  much  altered.

a(2).  At  Spring  Farm,  f  m.  S.S.W.  of  the  church. 

*(3).  N.  of  Noke  Hall,  nearly  1  m.  E.N.E.  of 
the  church. 

*(4).  Garlesters,  house,  700  yards  W.  of  (3), 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  century.  Inside  the  building 
some  of  the  timber-framing  is  exposed. 

Condition — Good. 

6(5).  Appleton's  Farm,  house  (Plate,  p.  xxxv), 
100  yards  W.  of  (4),  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed 
and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in 
the  15th  century  with  a  central  Hall  and  cross- 
wings  at  the  E.  and  W.  ends.  In  the  17th  century 
the  Hall  was  divided  into  two  storeys  and  late  in 
the  same  century  the  E.  wing  was  extended  N. 
The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  S.  end  of  both 
cross-wings,  on  curved  brackets.  There  is  a  blocked 
window  to  the  staircase  with  bar-mullions,  set 
diagonally.  The  17th-century  W.  chimney-stack 
•  has  four  grouped  shafts,  set  diagonally.  Inside 
the  building  the  ceiling-beams  are  exposed.  The 
Hall  has  an  original  king-post  roof  with  moulded 
wall-plates.  The  king-post  roof  of  the  E.  wing 
is  also  original. 

Condition — Good. 


10.  BURNHAM.     (G.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wbriii.  S.W.  Wlxxi.  N.W.  (Olxxi.  N.E.) 

Burnham  is  a  parish  and  small  town  9  m.  S.E. 
of  Maldon.    The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

fl(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  (Plate, 
p.  xxxii)  stands  about  1  m.  N.  of  the  town.  The  E. 
wall  of  the  chancel  is  of  squared  diaper  of  flints, 
ragstone  and  17th-century  brick.  The  S.  chapel  is 
of  roughly  coursed  flints  ;  the  S.  aisle  of  flint-rubble  ; 
the  N.  aisle  of  rag-rubble  ;  and  the  S.  porch  of 
flint  and  rag-rubble.     The  lower  stage  of  the  W. 
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tower  is  of  septaria  with  some  Roman  brick  and 
flint  ;  the  upper  stages  are  of  ragstone-rubble. 
The  N.  porch  is  of  brick.  The  dressings  are  of 
limestone  and  the  roofs  are  tiled,  except  those  of 
the  N.  and  S.  aisles  which  have  lead  flats.  The 
Chancel,  Nave,  North  Aisle,  and  lower  stage  of 
West  Tower  were  built  towards  the  middle  of  the 
14th  century.  In  the  middle  of  the  15th  century 
the  two  upper  stages  of  the  tower  were  added  or 
rebuilt.  Late  in  the  same  century  the  N.  aisle 
was  lengthened  towards  the  E.,  forming  a  North 
Chapel.  The  South  Aisle  was  added  c.  1500,  and 
lengthened  eastward  a  few  years  later  to  form  a 
South  Chapel  and  the  South  Porch  was  also  built. 
The  church  has  been  restored  in  modern  times 
and  the  upper  part  of  the  tower  partly  rebuilt. 

Architectural  Description  —  The  Chancel  and 
Nave  (93  ft.  by  16|  ft.)  are  structurally  undivided. 
The  14th-century  E.  window  is  modern  externally 
and  is  of  three  trefoiled  lights  in  a  four-centred 
head ;  the  splays  have  attached  shafts  with 
modern  capitals  and  bases.  The  N.  arcade  is 
of  nine  bays  of  which  the  three  eastern  are  of 
late  15th  or  early  16th-century  date  and  the  six 
western  are  of  the  14th  century  ;  the  arches  of 
the  later  bays  are  lower  than  the  rest ;  all  the 
arches  are  two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered 
orders  ;  the  columns  are  octagonal  and  have 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  differing  in  the  earlier 
and  later  work  ;  the  responds  have  attached 
half-columns.  The  S.  arcade  is  also  of  nine  bays, 
the  six  westernmost  of  c.  1500  and  the  three 
easternmost  of  early  16th-century  date  ;  each 
arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two  moulded  orders  ; 


the  columns  have  each  four  attached  shafts,  filleted 
on  the  outer  face  and  with  moulded  capitals 
and  bases ;  the  responds  have  attached  half- 
columns. 

The  North  Aisle  (12  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
a  late  15th-century  window  of  three  cinquef oiled 
lights  in  a  pedimental  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
In  the  N.  wall  are  five  windows,  the  easternmost 
is  of  the  14th  century  reset,  restored  externally, 
and  of  two  trefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a 
segmental  head  with  a  moulded  rear-arch  ;  the 
second  and  third  windows  are  of  the  14th  century, 
partly  restored  and  each  of  two  trefoiled  lights 
with  a  moulded  label.  The  two  westernmost 
windows  are  of  mid  14th-century  date  and  have 
trefoiled  ogee  lights  and  moulded  rear-arches. 
The  head-stops  to  the  labels  are  modern  and  the 
tracery  has  been  restored.  Between  these  windows 
is  the  14th-century  N.  doorway  with  moulded 
jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  label  with  head- 
stops.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  all  modern 
except  for  parts  of  the  splays  and  rear-arch  which 
are  of  late  15th-century  date. 

The  South  Aisle  (12  ft.  wide)  has  a  late  15th- 
century  E.  window  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights 
in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  seven  windows,  the  three  easternmost 
of  c.  1520  and  the  others  of  late  15th-century  date  ; 
each  window  has  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
tracery  in  a  four-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  all  have  modern  repairs  ;  between  the 
two  western  windows  is  the  early  16th-century 
S.  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  three- 
centred  arch  and  between  the  second  and  third 
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windows  is  a  doorway  in  the  buttress  with  moulded 
jambs  and  four-centred  head.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a 
15th-century  window  of  three  cinquef oiled  lights 
in  a  square  head  with  a  label. 

The  West  Tower  (12  ft.  square)  is  of  three  stages 
with  an  embattled  parapet.  The  14th-century 
two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  two  chamfered  orders  ; 
the  responds  are  plain.  The  W.  window  of  c.  1360 
is  of  three  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with  net-tracery 
in  a  two-centred  head,  repaired  in  the  16th  or 
17th  century  and  having  a  moulded  label  with 
head-stops.  The  internal  label  has  a  head-stop 
on  the  S.  side  and  the  moulded  rear-arch  springs 
from  attached  shafts  with  foliated  capitals  and 
moulded  bases.  The  W.  doorway  has  chamfered 
jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  moulded  label  ;  it  is 
now  partly  blocked.  The  N.  and  S.  walls  of  the 
second  stage  have  each  a  15th-century  window 
of  one  cinquefoiled  light.  The  bell-chamber  has 
in  each  wall  a  15th-century  window  of  two  cinque- 
foiled lights  in  a  square  head.  In  the  W.  wall 
above  the  window  is  a  large  cross  in  knapped  flints. 

The  North  Porch  is  of  early  16th-century  brick- 
work with  a  crow-stepped  N.  gable.  The  outer 
archway  has  chamfered  jambs  and  a  four-centred 
head.  The  side  walls  have  each  a  window  of  one 
four-centred  light  with  a  square  moulded  label 
and  now  blocked.  The  E.  and  W.  walls  have 
brick  diapering. 

The  South  Porch  has  an  early  16th-century 
outer  archway  with  moulded  head  and  jambs, 
four-centred  arch  and  label ;  above  is  a  shield- 
of-arms,  a  cross  between  four  stars  probably  for 
Dunmow  Priory  ;  round  it  is  a  much  weathered 
inscription  perhaps  reading  "  Hoc  opus  erat  quod 
dominus  Johannes  Harvy  vicarius  fieri  curavit 
cujus  animae  et  animabus  omnium  fidel'um  deus 
propie'etur  Amen  1523."  Above  are  two  shields- 
of-arms  and  a  badge  (a)  Fitzwalter ;  (b)  the 
quartered  coat  of  Radcliff,  Lord  Fitzwalter  im- 
paling the  quartered  coat  of  Stafford,  Duke  of 
Buckingham  ;  (c)  square  stone  with  a  star.  The 
side  walls  have  each  a  window  with  a  four-centred 
moulded  head  and  moulded  label.  The  parapet 
wall  is  embattled. 

The  Roof  of  the  S.  Porch  has  moulded  wall- 
plates  of  early  16th-century  date. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five  ;  1st  and  2nd  by  Anthony 
Bartlet,  1673  ;  3rd  by  John  Walgrave,  15th- 
century  and  inscribed  "  Sancta  Katerina  Ora  Pro 
Nobis."  Brass  Indent :  In  N.  Porch — cracked 
and  broken,  16th-century.  Doors  :  In  N.  doorway 
— with  moulded  fillets  planted  on,  trellis-framing, 
15th-century.  In  S.  doorway  of  S.  Porch — of 
linen-fold  panels  with  moulded  fillets,  early  16th- 
century.  In  turret-staircase  to  tower,  with  nail- 
studded  iron  bands,  15th-century.  Font :  square- 
bowl  of  Purbeck  marble  with  moulded  under-edge, 
worked  round  heads  of  side  shafts,  cylindrical 
stem  and  four  small  angle  shafts,  late  12th-century  ; 


plinth  modern.  Glass  :  In  W.  window  of  tower — 
portions  of  kneeling  male  and  female  figures, 
yellow  white  and  ruby,  14th-century.  Monument 
and  Floor-slab.  Monument  :  E.  of  N.  porch — 
to  Sarah,  wife  of  Josiah  Kingsman,  1703,  table- 
tomb  with  moulded  edge  and  achievement-of- 
arms.  Floor-slab  :  In  N.  aisle — with  inscription 
illegible  except  for  the  date  1678.     On  same  stone 

to (M)iddleston,  1680.     Niche  :   In  N.  aisle— 

now  in  N.  wall,  but  not  in  situ,  with  moulded 
jambs  and  triangular  head  with  carved  crockets 
and  finial,  border  of  carved  fruit  and  foliage  bosses 
and  two  shields-of-arms,  {a)  Fitzwalter,  (b)  a  cross 
formy,  late  14th-century.  Piscina  :  In  N.  aisle — 
in  E.  wall,  with  moulded  jambs  and  trefoiled  head, 
15th-century.  Plate :  includes  cup  and  stand- 
paten  of  1638.  Scratching:  On  S.  door  of  S.  aisle 
—1623  W.M.  ;  on  buttress  W.  of  door  to  S.  chapel, 
scratched  dial. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

Secular  :— 

a(2).  Homestead  Moat  at  Burnham  Hall,  N.  of 
the  church. 

Monuments  (3-8). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled  or  covered  with  slates. 
Some  of  the  buildings  have  original  chimney- 
stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good,   unless  noted. 

"(3).  Cobbin's  Farm,  house,  750  yards  N.  of  the 
church,  has  an  original  chimney-stack  with  two 
diagonal  shafts. 

"(4).  Cherrygarden,  house,  \  m.  W.  of  the  church, 
is  built  of  red  brick.  The  porch  on  the  N.  has  a 
gable  with  concave  sides  and  a  moulded  pediment. 
The  original  chimney-stack  at  the  E.  end  has  four 
diagonal  shafts. 

a(5).  Pinner's  Farm,  house,  600  yards  N.W.  of  (5). 

a{6).  Cottage,  100  yards  S.E.  of  the  church. 
Inside  the  building  are  original  shaped  brackets. 

6(7).  House  on  N.  side  of  High  Street,  150  yards 
W.  of  the  end  of  the  street,  was  built  probably 
in  the  16th  century  and  has  cross-wings  at  the  E. 
and  W.  ends.  The  walls  have  been  partly  refaced 
with  brick. 

6(8).    House  opposite  (7). 

Condition — Poor. 

Unclassified  : — 

c(9).  Red  Hill  at  Coleward  Farm,  2  m.  E.S.E. 
of  the  church,  and  another  at  Redward  Farm, 
about  \  m.  N.E.  of  Coleward  Farm.

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11.  BUTTSBURY.     (C.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlx.  N.W.  <6>lx.  N.E.  (<=>lx.  S.W.  (<*>lx.  S.E.) 

Buttsbury  is  a  parish  immediately  N.  of 
Billericay. 

Roman  : — 

d(l)  A  kiln  was  found  about  1860  in  the  garden 
immediately  north  of  the  Workhouse,  on  the  hill 
north  of  Billericay,  in  the  south-eastern  corner  of 
this  parish.  It  consisted  of  a  circular  basin  of 
baked  clay,  1\  ft.  across  and  3  ft.  deep,  with  a 
rectangular  flue  running  in  a  north  -  easterly 
direction,  probably  the  stoke-hole  or  chimney. 
Fragments  of  vessels  were  found  in  and  around  it 
and  fragments  of  '  brown  jars '  and  amphorae  were 
dug  up  in  the  same  field.  The  tradition  that  a 
bath  and  flue  with  a  tessellated  pavement  were 
unearthed  here  is  probably  a  distortion  of  the 
above  facts.  Whatever  structure  there  was  could 
not  have  occupied  a  large  area,  for  trenches  and 
pits  dug  close  by  for  a  variety  of  reasons  during 
the  last  twenty  years  have  revealed  nothing  more. 
Burials  with  '  Samian '  saucers,  a  bronze  lamp  and 
beads  were  discovered  in  widening  the  neigh- 
bouring road  in  1863-6  (Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans., 
II,  1863,  72;  V,  1873,  211;  hence  Arch.  Journ., 
XXXVI,  73  ;  and  Soc.  of  Antiq.  Proc,  VII,  371). 

Ecclesiastical : — 

"(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands 
on  the  W.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are 
probably  of  rubble  but  are  largely  covered  with 
cement  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  and  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  North  and  South  Aisles  are 
perhaps  of  the  14th  century  but  there  is  little 
evidence  and  they  may  be  of  the  same  date  as 
the  arcades,  with  the  two  doorways  reset.  The 
Nave  with  its  N.  and  S.  arcades,  was  built  late  in 
the  15th  century.  Late  in  the  18th  or  early  in  the 
19th  century  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  and  the  West 
Tower  and  South  Porch  added. 


Architectural  Description  —  The  Nave  (26  ft. 
by  16|  ft.)  has  15th-century  N.  and  S.  arcades 
each  of  two  bays  and  with  two-centred  arches  of 
two  chamfered  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and 
the  inner  springing  from  attached  semi-octagonal 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals. 

The  North  Aisle  (7£  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  modern  window  and  a  N.   doorway  probably 


of  early  14th-century  date  and  with  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch  of  two  chamfered  orders  with  a 
moulded  label. 

The  South  Aisle  (7  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  S.  wall 
a  modern  window  and  a  doorway  probably  of  the 
14th  century  and  similar  to  the  N.  doorway. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  late  15th-century 
date  and  of  king-post  type  ;  the  middle  tie-beam 
is  modern. 

Fittings — Bells :  one,  probably  by  Henry  Jordan, 
15th-century.  Chests  :  In  nave — at  W.  end,  small 
framed  chest  with  two  old  lock-plates  and  slot 
for  coins,  16th-century.  In  tower — similar,  with 
horizontal  iron  bands,  probably  17th-century. 
Doors  :  In  N.  doorway  (Plate,  pp.  4-5) — of  wide 
battens  with  remains  of  two  ornamental  hinges, 
early  13th-century,  three  added  straps  with  similar 
ornament,  one  piece  of  purely  ornamental  iron- 
work and  handle,  14th  or  15th-century,  iron  grille 
in  upper  part,  later.  In  S.  doorway — of  four  wide 
battens  with  iron  grille,  date  uncertain.  Monu- 
ment and  Floor-slabs.  Monument  :  In  churchyard 
— N.  of  chancel,  to  Thomas  Tyrell,  1638,  table- 
tomb.  Floor-slabs  :  In  nave — (1)  to  Edward 
Francklin,  1680 ;  (2)  to  Ann  (Francklin),  wife 
of  John  Lockey,  1688.  Plate :  includes  cup  of 
1563  and  cover-paten  of  1567,  both  with  bands  of 
engraved  ornament. 

Condition — Bad,  cracks  in  walls  and  much  damp. 

Secular  :— 

b(3).  Great  Blunts,  \\  m.  S.E.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics,  timber-framed  and 
plastered ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  late  in  the  16th  or  early  in  the  17th 
century  on  an  irregular  half  H-shaped  plan,  the 
wings  projecting  towards  the  W.  ;  there  are  later 
additions  at  the  back.  The  three  original  chimney- 
stacks  have,  respectively,  three  diagonal,  three 
octagonal  and  four  square  shafts.  Inside  the 
building  the  ceiling-beams   are  exposed. 

Condition- — Good. 

b(4).  Bear  Inn,  in  Stock  village,  nearly  If  m. 
E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed 
and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
in  the  16th  century  on  a  T-shaped  plan,  with  the 
cross-wing  at  the  E.  end  ;  at  the  back  are  modern 
additions.  The  gable  on  the  N.  front  of  the  E. 
wing  has  original  carved  barge-boards  with  moulded 
pendants. 

Condition — Good. 

c(5).  Hanakin's  Farm,  house,  nearly  If  m.  S.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  arc  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the 
16th  century  on  a  T-shaped  plan  with  the  cross- 
wing  at  the  E.  end.  The  main  block  is  of  one 
storey  only  and  has  an  original  central  chimney- 
stack. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 
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CANEWDON:    PARISH  CHURCH  OF  ST.  NICHOLAS. 
West  Tower  ;  early  15th-century. 
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12.  CANEWDON.    (F.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.   ("Hxx.  N.E.   Wlxxi.  N.W.   Mlxxi.  N.E.) 

Canewdon  is  a  parish  and  village  on  the  S.  of 
the  Crouch  estuary,  6  m.  N.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 
The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Roman  : — ■ 

"(1).  A  Roman  building  of  some  kind  is  possibly 
indicated  by  Roman  tiles  "  excavated  on  the 
S.  side  of  the  churchyard"  about  1848,  but  no 
further  information  is  available.  Burial-urns, 
recorded  to  have  been  discovered  in  a  gravel-pit 
near  Canewdon  Hall  about  1712,  may  have  been 
either  Roman  or  Saxon. 

(For  the  tiles,  B.A.A.,  IV  (1849),  74.  For  the 
urns,  Salmon,  Hist,  of  Essex  (1743),  385  ;  Morant, 
Hist,  of  Essex  (1768),  I,  313 — both  apparently  from 
Holman,  quoted  Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans.  (N.S.), 
XII,  113-5.  Marked  Roman  on  O.S.  6  in.  lxx. 
N.E.) 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

a(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  stands 
near  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are 
mainly  of  ragstone-rubble  with  some  septaria  and 
flint ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs 
are  covered  with  tiles  and  lead.  The  Nave, 
Chancel  and  North  Aisle  were  built  in  the  14th 
century.  Early  in  the  15th  century  the  West 
Tower  and  South  Porch  were  added  and  the  S.  wall 
of  the  nave  rebuilt  ;  a  N.  vestry  was  probably 
added  at  the  same  time.  Later  in  the  same  century 
the  two  eastern  bays  of  the  N.  arcade  were  rebuilt 


and  the  N.  aisle  largely  rebuilt.  Late  in  the  18th 
century  the  N.  vestry  was  pulled  down.  The  church 
has  been  restored  in  modern  times  when  the  chancel 
was  largely  rebuilt. 

The  Tower  is  a  good  example  of  its  period  and 
among  the  fittings  the  altar-slab  and  pulpit  are 
noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (34£  ft. 
by  19  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except  the 
15th-century  rear-arch  and  parts  of  the  splays, 
jambs  and  head.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  modern  window 
with  reused  stones  in  the  splays  ;  E.  of  it  is  a 
15th-century  doorway  to  the  former  vestry  of 
which  the  toothing  of  the  E.  wall  remains  ;  the 
doorway  has  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch  and  is  now  blocked.  In  the  S. 
wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of  the  15th 
century  but  mainly  modern  externally  and  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  segmental  head ; 
the  western  window  is  of  late  15th-century  date 
and  of  two  cinquefoiled  and  transomed  lights  in 
a  segmental-pointed  head,  much  restored ; 
between  the  windows  is  a  14th-century  doorway, 
now  blocked,  with  moulded  jambs,  two-centred 
arch  and  label  with  defaced  stops.  The  chancel- 
arch  is  modern. 

The  Nave  (56|  ft.  by  22£  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade 
(Plate,  p.  24)  of  four  bays  originally  of*  the 
14th  century  with  the  two  eastern  bays 
rebuilt  and  widened  by  the  cutting  back 
of  the  respond  late  in  the  15th  century  ;  the 
first  bay  has  a  reset  two-centred  arch  of  three 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  second  arch  is  two-centred 
and  of  two  chamfered  orders,  the  inner  of  the  15th 
and  the  outer  of  the  14  th  century,  reset  ;  the 
remaining  two  arches  are  each  of  three  chamfered 
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orders,  two-centred  and  of  the  14th  century. 
The  outer  orders  spring  from  carved  figures 
including  a  woman's  head,  beasts  and  a  bird  all 
much  defaced,  a  beast  holding  a  shield  a  chcveron 
between  three  rings  for  Chanceaux  and  a  shield 
seven  lozenges  and  a  border  (perhaps  voided  lozenges 
for  Robert  Braybroke,  Bishop  of  London).  The 
octagonal  columns  of  the  arcade  have  moulded 
capitals  all  of  the  14th  century,  the  first  column 
having  been  reset  ;  the  15th-century  E.  respond 
is  square  with  a  moulded  impost  ;  the  14th-century 
W.  respond  has  an  attached  half-column.  At 
the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is  the  15th-century  rood-loft 
staircase,  now  blocked  but  with  the  N.  jamb  of 
the  lower  doorway  exposed.  In  the  S.  wall  are 
three  early  15th-century  windows,  the  two  eastern- 
most are  of  three  pointed  lights  with  uncusped 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label  and  head-stops  ;  the  westernmost  window  is 
modern  except  for  the  splays  and  part  of  the  rear- 
arch  and  a  label  with  grotesque  stops  ;  further 
E.  is  the  early  16th-century  S.  doorway  with 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  moulded  labels  and  traceried  spandrels 
enclosing  blank  shields. 

The  North  Aisle  (11}  ft.  wide)  is  said  to  have 
a  blocked  window  in  the  E.  wall.  In  the  N.  wall 
are  four  windows,  the  easternmost  is  of  the  14th 
century  much  restored  and  of  three  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  intersecting  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  ;  the  second  window  is  of  the  15th  century 
and  of  three  pointed  lights  with  uncusped  vertical 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label 
and  head-stops  ;  the  third  window  is  similar  to 
the  second  but  partly  restored  ;  the  westernmost 
window  is  all  modern  except  the  heads  of  the  two 
15th-century  cinquefoiled  lights  ;  further  E.  is 
the  15th-century  N.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs 
and  two-centred  arch. 

The  West  Tower  (16  ft.  square)  (Plate,  p.  21)  is 
of  dressed  ragstone,  of  early  15th-century  date 
and  of  thiee  stages  with  an  embattled  parapet 
of  flint  and  stone  chequer- work  with  crosses  in 
the  merlons.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of 
four  orders  ;  the  three  inner  are  chamfered  and  of 
these  the  outer  is  continuous  and  the  inner  two 
rest  on  attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals 
and  bases.  The  W.  window  is  of  three  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  and  head-stop  ;  below  the 
window  are  three  moulded  panels  (Plate,  p.  84) 
containing  shields-of-arms  {a)  defaced  ;  (b)  France 
modern  quartering  England ;  (c)  a  betid  cotised 
between  six  lions  for  Bohun  impaling  a  lion 
for  Eitzalan  quartering  cheeky  for  Warrenne ; 
the  W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label,  angels  holding  shields,  as  stops, 
and  traceried  spandrels  enclosing  defaced  shields. 
The  E.,  N.  and  S.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have 


each  a  window  of  one  trefoiled  light  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  in  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  of  two  cinque- 
foiled lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  moulded  jambs  and  label.  The  bell-chamber 
has  in  each  wall  a  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights 
with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
square  outer  order  and  label. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  early  15th-century  date 
and  has  an  embattled  parapet  of  flint  and  stone 
chequer-work  with  plain  crosses  on  the  merlons. 
The  outer  archway  has  moulded  and  shafted 
jambs  and  a  two-centred  arch  in  a  square  outer 
order  with  a  defaced  label  ;  the  traceried  spandrels 
enclose  small  blank  shields.  The  side  walls  have 
each  a  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  of  the  15th  century  and 
of  four  bays  with  plain  king-post  trusses  ;  the  third 
tie-beam  is  inscribed  R.H.,  T.D.  1698,  the  date  of 
some  repair.  The  N.  aisle  has  a  plain  lean-to 
roof  of  uncertain  date  with  main  timbers  dividing 
it  into  eight  bays.  The  15th-century  ceiling  of 
the  ground-stage  of  the  tower  has  heavy  chamfered 
braces  crossing  in  the  middle  and  formerly  having 
a  boss  at  the  intersection.  The  flat-pitched  15th- 
century  roof  of  the  S.  porch  is  of  two  bays  with 
chamfered  main  timbers. 

Fittings — -Altar  :  In  N.  aisle — at  E.  end,  slab 
with  chamfered  under-edge  and  broken  in  two, 
four  consecration  crosses  remaining.  Bells  :  Five  ; 
1st  by  John  and  Christopher  Hodson,  1678  ;  3rd 
by  Miles  Graye,  1634;  5th  bj-  John  Waylett, 
1707  ;  bell-frame  old.  Brass  Indents  :  In  nave 
— (1)  of  figures,  scroll  and  inscription-plate.  In  S. 
porch — (2)  of  man  and  two  small  figures  and 
inscription-plate ;  (3)  of  inscription-plate  ;  (4)  of 
man,  three  wives  and  children  ;  (5)  of  marginal 
inscription.  Chests  :  In  chancel — small,  of  hutch- 
type  with  moulded  edge  to  lid,  early  17th-century. 
In  N.  aisle — with  panelled  front  and  ends  and 
moulded  edge  to  lid,  17th-century.  Doors  :  In  nave 
— in  S.  doorway,  of  overlapping  battens  with  trellis- 
framing  and  strap-hinges,  15th-century.  In  tower 
— in  W.  doorway,  of  nail-studded  battens  with 
hollow-chamfered  fillets,  mostly  missing,  15th- 
century  ;  in  bell-chamber  doorway,  of  overlapping 
battens  with  strap-hinges,  15th-century.  Glass: 
In  nave — in  middle  S.  window,  remains  of  border 
of  crowns  and  ruby  glass,  fragments  of  black-letter 
inscription,  etc.,  early  15th-century.  Monuments  : 
In  churchyard — S.  of  nave,  (1)  to  John  Bishop, 
1709,  brick  and  stone  table-tomb  ;  (2)  to  John  Allen, 
1691 ,  headstone  with  skull  and  cross-bones.  Niches : 
In  N.  aisle  —  in  E.  wall,  (1)  with  cinquefoiled 
head  from  former  window,  15th-century,  remains 
of  red  and  black  paint  ;  (2)  with  cinquefoiled  ogee 
head  and  broken  sill,  14th-century,  with  painted 
red  stars  on  a  black  ground.  On  W.  tower — 
flanking  W.  doorway,  two  with  moulded  jambs 
and  cinquefoiled  heads  and  square  moulded  labels, 
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moulded  pedestals,  early  15th-century ;  on  W. 
buttress,  two  with  moulded  jambs  and  trefoiled 
ogee  heads,  and  pedestals,  early  15th-century. 
Painting  :  In  N.  aisle— on  E.  splay  of  N.E.  window, 
iemains  of  black  border,  etc.  ;  see  also  Niches  and 
Miscellanea.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel — with  moulded 
jambs  and  cinquef oiled  square  head,  early  15th- 
century,  round  drain  partly  broken,  above  it  a 
shield-of-arms — a  chevcron  between  three  rings, 
15th-century.  In  N.  aisle — in  E.  wall,  wkh 
moulded  jambs  and  trefoiled  head  with  de- 
faced label,  quatrefoiled  drain,  14th-century. 
Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1665,  dated  1665.  Poor- 
boxes  :  In  N.  aisle — (1)  small  iron-bound  box 
with  strap-hinges  and  two  straps,  15th-century  ; 
(2)  cylindrical  box  with  concave  lid  and  iron 
lock,  probably  17th-century.  Pulpit:  hexagonal, 
panelled  sides  with  carved  and  moulded  cornice, 
cherub-heads  and  swags  of  fruit  and  foliage,  pen- 
dants of  foliage  at  the  angles,  late  17th-century. 
Sedile :  In  chancel — in  S.  wall,  with  hollow- 
chamfered  jambs,  15th-century,  modern  head. 
Miscellanea  :  In  N.  aisle — a  collection  of  objects 
including  part  of  a  circular  base  of  font-stem : 
late  17th-century  twisted  baluster  from  com- 
munion rails,  15th-century  popey-head  and  traceried 
panel.  In  W.  tower  is  a  15th-century  head- 
stop.  In  chancel — built  into  S.  wall,  parts  of 
panelled  buttresses  or  shafts  of  a  tabernacle  and 
also  a  painted  head  belonging  to  the  same  work, 
original  red,  dark  green  and  gold  colour,  15th- 
century. 

Condition — Poor,  cracks  in  walling  and  stone- 
work much  decayed. 

Secular  : — 

a(3).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Canewdon  Hall,  N.E. 
of  the  church. 

*(4).  Lambourne  Hall,  house  and  moat,  about 
1  m.  E.S.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  timber-framed 
and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
possibly  late  in  the  15th  or  early  in  the  16th 
century  but  the  S.E.  end  was  rebuilt  in  the  17th 
century  when  a  two-storeyed  porch  was  added  on 
the  S.W.  front  and  a  chimney-stack  inserted  at 
the  W.  end  of  the  original  hall.  There  are 
18th-century  and  modern  additions.  On  the  S.W. 
front  the  upper  storey  of  the  porch  projects  and  is 
gabled.  The  upper  storey  projected  on  the  N.E. 
side  of  the  main  block,  but  has  been  underbuilt. 
One  chimney-stack  has  a  17th-century  hexagonal 
shaft.  Inside  the  building  a  few  of  the  curved 
braces  supporting  the  main  beams  are  exposed  as 
are  also  some  of  the  ceiling-beams. 

The  Moat  formerly  surrounded  the  house. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

a(5).  Scott's  Hall,  house  and  moat,  about 
f  m.  S.  of  the  church.    The  House  is  of  two  storeys, 


timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  17th  century  on  a 
rectangular  plan  but  has  later  additions.  Inside 
the  building  there  are  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

The  Moat  N.  of  the  house  is  now  dry. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

Monuments  (6-9). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the 
buildings  have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  original 
chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

a(6).  House,  now  three  tenements,  on  S.  side  of 
road,  about  350  yards  E.  of  the  church,  was  built 
possibly  in  the  15th  century.  It  has  been  much 
altered  and  partly  refaced  with  modern  brick. 
The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  E.  end  of  the 
N.  front. 

a(7).  House,  200  yards  E.  of  (5),  was  built  possibly 
in  the  16th  century  and  has  later  additions.  The 
upper  storey  of  the  W.  wing  projects  on  the 
N.  front. 

"(8).  While  House,  about  380  yards  S.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  is  of 
the  central-chimney-type  and  has  low  additions 
at  the  E.  end. 

a(9).  Sturgeon's,  house,  750  yards  S.  of  the  church, 
is  of  one  storey  with  attics  and  was  built  in  the 
16th  century.  Inside  the  building  is  an  original 
fireplace  and  the  roof  has  exposed  wind-braces. 

Unclassified : — 

aande(10).  Red  Hills,  S.  of  and  following  line  of 
the  River  Crouch,  at  Norpits  Farm,  H  m.  N.W.  of 
the  church,  and  some  others  further  E.  in  det;  ched 
portion  of  parish. 


13.  CANVEY  ISLAND.    (D.d.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  lxxvii.  S.W.) 

Canvey  Island  is  a  parish  on  the  N.  side  of  the 
Thames  estuary,  about  6  m.  W.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 

Secular  : — 

(1).  Dutch  Cottage  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  in  village, 
200  yards  S.E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys, 
and  of  plastered  timber-framing  and  brick  ;  the 
roofs  are  thatched.  It  is  dated  1621  and  is 
octagonal  on  plan  with  a  central  chimney-stack. 
Inside  the  building  the  timber-framing  is  exposed. 

(2).  Dutch  Cottage,  S.E.  of  Hill  Hall,  700 
yards  N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  and 
is  similar  in  plan  and  construction  to  (1).  It  is 
dated  1618.

(3).  Tree  Farm,  house,  about  1J  m.  W.N.W.  of 
the  church,  is  of  one  storey  with  attics,  timber- 
framed  and  weather-boarded ;  the  roofs  are 
thatched.  It  was  built  in  the  17th  century  and 
is  of  the  central-chimney  type  with  modern 
additions  at  the  back.  The  square  chimney-stack 
is  original. 


14.  CHADWELL.     (C.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxxiv.  S.W.) 

Chadwell  is  a  parish  2  m.  E.  of  Grays  Thurrock. 
The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Roman  : — 

(1).  In  Messrs.  Christian  and  Neilson's  gravel-pit, 
700  yards  S.E.  of  the  parish  church,  an  oven 
(Plate,  p.  xxxvi)  was  found  in  July,  1922,  together 
with  several  urns.  The  oven  had  apparently  been 
circular  and  domed,  with  a  diameter  of  over  5  ft. 
A  flue  projected  from  it  for  a  distance  of  at  least 
4  ft.  and  was  1  ft.  3  in.  wide.  When  the  structure 
was  discovered  three  complete  vessels  were  found 
within  it,  and  others,  more  or  less  fragmentary, 
together  with  a  decorated  clay  lamp,  were  found 
in  the  same  area.  The  pottery,  which  is  now  in  the 
Colchester  Museum,  presents  unusual  features,  but 
most  of  it  is  probably  of  3rd  to  4th-century  date. 
Some  of  it  retains  traces  of  Late  Celtic  traditions. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  it  was  made  on  the 
present  site  ;  the  purpose  for  which  the  oven  was 
originally  used  was  not  apparent. 

Roman  coins  of  all  dates  have  been  found  in  the 
parish,  and  a  site  about  100  yards  E.  of  the  oven 
has  yielded  a  large  quantity  of  Samian  sherds, 
mostly  of  late  1st  or  early  2nd-century  date, 
including  a  large  number  of  stamps.  No  traces  of 
buildings  were,  however,  noticed. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  in 
the  village.  The  walls  are  of  flint-rubble  with  some 
ragstone  ;  the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  stone  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  early  in 
the  12th  century  and  the  western  parts  of  the 
side  walls  of  the   Chancel  are  of  the  same  date. 


The  chancel  was  lengthened  in  the  14th  century. 
At  the  end  of  the  15th  century  the  nave  was 
lengthened  towards  the  W.,  the  rood-loft  staircase 
inserted  and  the  West  Tower  added.  The  church 
has  been  restored  in  modern  times  when  the 
South  Vestry  was  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (31  ft. 
by  13  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except  the 
14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch  and  part  of 
the  jambs.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  the 
eastern  of  the  14th  century  and  of  one  tref oiled 
light  ;  the  western  window  is  modern.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  two  windows,  each  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  and 
probably  of  the  14th  century  but  covered  with 
paint.     There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (44J  ft.  by  \1\  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  modern  windows  ;  between  them,  set  within 
the  12th-century  one,  is  the  early  15th-century 
N.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
head  ;  above  it  is  the  round  head  of  the  12th- 
century  doorway  with  diapered  voussoirs  and  a 
diapered  tympanum  of  small  stones  (Plate,  p.  84)  ; 
both  E.  and  W.  of  the  doorway  is  a  blocked 
1 2th-century  window  with  a  round  head ;  the 
western  is  visible  only  internally.  In  the  S.  wall 
are  two  windows  both  modern  except  the  14th- 
century  rear-arch  of  the  first  and  the  splays  and 
rear-arch  of  the  second ;  between  them  is  the 
12th-century  S.  doorway  of  one  plain  round 
order  enclosing  a  plastered  tympanum  supported 
on  a  segmental  arch  ;  there  are  two  blocked  12th- 
century  windows  similar  to  those  in  the  N.  wall ; 
at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is  the  15th-century 
rood-loft  staircase  with  upper  and  lower  doorways 
having   three-centred  heads. 

The  West  Tower  (12|-  ft.  square)  is  of  late  15th- 
century  date  and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet  decorated  with  brick  and  flint  chequer- 
work.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three 
chamfered  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the 
two  inner  resting  on  semi-octagonal  responds  with 
moulded  capitals  and  chamfered  bases.  The 
W.  window  is  of  three  four-centred  lights  in  a 
segmental  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  the  W. 
doorway  has  moulded  jambs,  four-centred  arch 
and  label.  The  N.  and  S.  walls  of  the  second  stage 
have  each  a  single-light  window,  much  weathered. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of  two 
four-centred  lights  and  all  in  square  heads  except 
the  W.  window  which  has  a  four-centred  head  ; 
all  have  moulded  labels. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  has  at  the  W.  end  some 
old  trussed-rafters  without  collar-beams.  The 
roof  of  the  nave  is  ceiled  but  has  some  old  shaped 
sprocket-pieces. 

Fittings— Bells  :  Three  ;  1st  probably  by  John 
Wood,  1694,  badly  broken ;  3rd  by  Thomas 
Bartlet,  1628 ;  bell-frame,  17th-century.  Brass 
and  Indent.  Brass  :  In  chancel — to  Cicilye,  wife 
of  Thomas  Owen,  1603,  with  shield-of-arms. 
Indent :  Outside  N.  doorway — of  figure,  broken. 
Chair  (Plate,  p.  xlii)  :  In  chancel — with  carved 
back,  shaped  arms,  moulded  legs  with  carved  rail 
and  claw-feet,  late  17th-century,  probably  French. 
Chest :      In    vestry — oak     chest-of-drawers    with

Niche  :  S.  of  W.  doorway,  externally,  with  tre- 
f oiled  ogee  head  and  rebated  jambs  with  holes  for 
fastenings,  possibly  stoup,  14th-century.  Panelling  : 
In  chancel — in  S.E.  window-recess,  eight  17th- 
century  carved  panels.  Pictures  :  In  chancel — two, 
"  The  Finding  of  Moses,"  ascribed  to  (?)  Agostino 
Caracci,  and  "  Christ  at  the  House  of  Simon  Peter," 
ascribed  to  Paul  Veronese.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — 
with  tref oiled  head  and  sexfoiled  drain,  14th- 
century.  Sundials :  On  E.  jamb  of  S.  doorway 
and  on  quoin  of  S.E.  angle  of  nave — two  scratched 
dials.  Table :  In  vestry — oval  gate-leg  table, 
17th-century.  Miscellanea :  Used  as  quoin  of 
S.E.  angle  of  nave,  part  of  head  of  12th-century 
window. 

Condition — Good,  but  stonework  of  tower  much 
perished. 

Secular  : — 

(3).  Sleepers  Farm,  house  50  yards  W.S.W.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered ;  the  roof  is  thatched.  It  was  built  in  the 
15th  century  and  has  a  cross-wing  at  the  S.  end 
and  a  modern  extension  at  the  W.  The  upper 
storey  projects  at  both  ends  of  the  cross-wing  and 
is  supported  on  curved  brackets.  The  central 
chimney-stack  is  of  the  17th  century.  Inside  the 
building  some  of  the  timber-construction  is  exposed 
and  some  of  the  rooms  have  open-timbered  ceilings. 
There  is  an  original  doorway  in  the  N.  wall  of  the 
S.  cross-wing  with  a  four-centred  head  and  now 
blocked  by  the  inserted  chimney-stack  ;  a  17th- 
century  battened  door  also  remains.  The  original 
roof  over  the  S.  wing  is  of  two  bays  with  a  heavy 
cambered  tie-beam,  curved  braces  and  a  king-post 
with  four-way  struts  and  there  is  an  original 
cambered  tie-beam  with  curved  braces  across  the 
middle  of  the  main  block. 

Condition — Good. 


15.  CHILDERDITCH.    (B.d.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  lxvii.  S.E.) 
Childerditch  is  a  parish  5  m.  S.W.  of  Billericay. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  and  St. 
Faith  was  rebuilt  in  1869  and  contains  from  the 
old  church  the  following  : — 

Fittings — Font :  octagonal  bowl  with  quatre- 
foiled  panels  enclosing  carved  rose,  leopards'  heads, 
pomegranate,  rose  and  pomegranate  dimidiated, 


fleur-de-lis  and  foliage  ;    round  upper  edge  black- 
letter    inscription,    "  This    is    the    cost    of    Jhon 
Throsscher  and  Ceceli  his  wiffe,"  moulded  base, 
early  16th-century. 
Condition — Rebuilt . 

Secular  :— 

(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Tillingham  Hall, 
nearly  \\  m.  S.S.E.  of  the  church. 

(3).  Cottage,  on  E.  wide  of  road,  nearly  800 
yards  N.N.E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  in  the  17th  century  and  has  an  original 
chimney-stack  of  cruciform  plan. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

(4).  House,  on  W.  side  of  road,  250  yards 
N.N.W.  of  (3),  is  of  two  storeys  and  of  timber- 
framing,  partly  plastered  and  partly  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  century  and  is  of  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  S.  and 
W.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  N.  end  of 
the  E.  front. 

Condition — Good. 


16.  COLD  NORTON.    (E.b.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  lxii.  N.W.) 
Cold  Norton  is  a  small  parish  4|  m.  S.  of  Maldon. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

Parish  Church  of  St.  Stephen  was  entirely 
rebuilt  in  1855.  It  contains  from  the  old  church 
the  following : — 

Fittings — Brass  and  Indents.  Brass  :  In  nave 
— of  woman  in  pedimental  head-dress,  etc., 
c.  1520.  Indents  :  Outside  S.  porch — (1)  of  figure. 
At  entrance  to  churchyard — (2)  of  two  figures 
and  inscription-plate.  Monuments  :  In  chancel — 
in  N.  wall,  (1)  to  Maude  (Tasburghe),  wife  of 
Robert  Cammocke,  1599,  and  her  daughter, 
inscribed  slab.  In  churchyard — -(2)  to  William 
Walker,  J.P.,  1708,  table-tomb.  Plate  :  includes 
cup  and  cover-paten  of  1568,  the  latter  dated. 

Condition — Of  church,  rebuilt. 


17.  CORRINGHAM.    (D.d.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxvi.  S.E.  (»>lxxxv.  N.W.) 

Corringham  is  a  parish  and  small  village  on  the 
N.  bank  of  the  Thames  estuary,  7  m.  N.E.  of 
Tilbury.    The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

°(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  in 
the  village.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone-rubble  and 
flint ;  the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  and  other 
limestone  and  the  roofs  are  tiled.    The  S.  walls  of 
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the  Chancel  and  AVt'e  arc  of  the  11th  century, 
the  thickness  in  each  case  favouring  a  pre-  rather 
than  a  post-Conquest  date.  The  West  Tower  was 
added  late  in  the  11th  century  and  stands  partly 
on  the  earlier  W.  wall  of  the  nave.  Early  in  the 
14th  century  a  North  Chapel  and  North  Aisle  were 
added  and  the  chancel  was  extended  to  the  E. 
in  the  same  century  and  the  walls  heightened  ; 
in  the  17th  century  the  chancel-arch  fell.  The 
church  has  been  restored  in  modern  times  when 
the  chancel-arch  and  part  of  the  S.  wall  of  the 
nave  were  rebuilt  and  the  North  Vestry  and  South 
Porch  added. 

The  church  is  of  interest  from  its  early  date 
and  amongst  the  fittings  the  14th-century  screen  is 
noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (28  ft. 
by  13|  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  an  early  14th-century  arch,  two-centred 
and  of  two  chamfered  orders  the  outer  continuous 
and  the  inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  further  E.  is  a  14th- 
century  window,  partly  restored  and  of  two 
trcfo.kd  og(  e  l'ghts  with  tracery  in  a  two-ctntred 
head  with  a  moulded  label.  The  lower  part  of  the 
western  half  of  the  S.  wall  is  built  of  roughly 
coursed  herring  -  bone  rubble  possibly  of  pre- 
Conquest  date.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows, 
the  eastern  of  the  14th  century  and  similar  to  that 
in  the  N.  wall  ;  the  western  window  is  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label.  The  chancel-arch  is 
modern. 

The  North  Chapel  (14£  ft.  by  13|  ft.)  has  external 
wall-faces  of  bands  of  flint  and  freestone.  The 
14th-century  E.  window  is  partly  restored  and  of 
three  trefoil*  d  ogee  lights  with  modern  tracery  in 
a  segmental  head  with  a  moulded  label.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  14th-century  window  of  two  tref oiled 
ogee  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head. 


The  14th-century  W.  archway  is  two-centred  and 
of  two  chamfered  orders  dying  on  to  the  side  walls. 

The  Nave  (31  ft.  by  Yl\  ft.)  has  an  early  14th- 
century  N.  arcade  of  two  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  octagonal 
column  has  a  moulded  capital  and  base  and  the 
responds  have  attached  half-columns  ;  the  responds 
show  evidence  of  rebuilding  and  the  arches  may 
have  been  widened.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  modern 
windows  and  further  W.  is  the  late  14th-century 
S.  doorway  with  sunk-chamfered  jambs  and 
moulded  arch  of  two  orders  with  a  moulded  label. 
The  western  part  of  the  S.  wall  is  similar  in  date 
and  character  to  the  older  walling  on  the  S.  of  the 
chancel. 

The  North  Aisle  (10f  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  14th-century  window  similar  to  the  N.  window 
in  the  N.  chapel ;  E.  of  it  is  a  modern  doorway 
and  W.  of  it  is  the  14th-century  N.  doorway  with 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  of  two  chamfered 
orders.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  similar  to  that 
in  the  N.  wall. 

The  West  Tower  (13f  ft.  by  14f  ft.)  (Plate,  p.  28) 
is  of  late  11th-century  date  and  of  three  stages  with 
a  pyramidal  roof.  The  round  tower-arch  is  of  one 
plain  order  with  chamfered  imposts  ;  the  keystone 
on  the  E.  side  is  carved  with  a  small  head.  The 
N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  have  each  a  window  of  one 
narrow  light,  modern  externally.  The  N.,  S.  and 
W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each  a  window 
similar  to  those  in  the  stage  below  but  with  14th- 
century  trefoiled  heads.  The  bell  -  chamber  is 
divided  externally  into  two  sub-stages  by  an  offset, 
the  lower  has  on  each  face  three  round-headed 
recesses  of  rubble  ;  above  these  on  each  face  is  a 
series  of  five  similar  recesses  but  the  middle  one  on 
the  N.,  S.  and  W.  sides  is  pierced  for  a  window  and 
fitted  with  a  modern  central  shaft  with  old  cushion- 
capital  and  base  and  supporting  two  small  round 
sub-arches  of  rubble  ;    the  corresponding  opening

on  the  E.  face  formerly  opened  into  the  nave  roof  ; 
the  roof  on  this  side  also  covered  the  lower  range  of 
recesses. 

The  Roofs  are  modern  except  for  the  15th- 
century  moulded  and  embattled  wall-plates  on 
the  N.  of  the  N.  chapel  and  aisle  and  on  both  sides 
of  the  nave. 

Fittings — Bells  :  three  ;  1st  by  John  Dier, 
1580  ;  2nd  and  3rd  by  Thomas  Bartlet,  1629  and 
1617  respectively.  Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses  : 
In  chancel — (1)  of  Richard  de  Beltoun,  c.  1340, 
half-effigy  of  priest  in  mass  vestments  ;  (2)  of 
civilian,  c.  1460,  much  worn  and  reset  ;  (3)  to 
Alice  Greyve,  1453,  inscription  only.  In  N.  chapel 
— (3)  to  Robert  Draper,  1595,  parson  of  Corringham, 
inscription  only.  In  nave — (4)  to  Thomas  at  Lee, 
1464,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  inscription  only. 
Indents  :  In  N.  chapel — (1)  later  used  for  brass  (3), 
marginal  inscription  in  separate  capitals  to 
(Is)abelle  Baud,  14th-century.  In  nave — (2)  of 
figure  and  inscription-plate,  possibly  of  brass  (2)  ; 
(3)  tapering  slab  with  traces  of  marginal  inscription 
in  separate  capitals,  late  13th  or  early  14th-century. 
Chests:  In  N.  chapel — (1)  plain,  of  hutch-type 
with  square  lock-plates,  17th-century.  In  N. 
vestry — (2)  of  oak,  iron-bound  with  three  strap- 
hinges  and  one  old  drop-handle,  mediaeval. 
Glass  :  In  N.  chapel — in  E.  window,  two  angels 
and  part  of  yellow  rays.  In  N.  window,  foliage, 
probably  in  situ.  Both  15th-century.  In  N.  aisle — 
W.  window,  a  dragon  (Plate,  pp.  xliv-v),  possibly 
14th-century.  Panelling  :  In  nave — incorporated 
in  bench,  traceried  panel  in  three  tiers  with  foliated 
spandrels  and  embattled  rail,  15th-century.  Piscina: 
In  chancel — with  chamfered  jambs  and  tref oiled 
head,  round  drain,  14th-century.  Plate  :  includes 
17th-century  cup  with  altered  rim  and  dated 
1685,  cover-paten  of  1684.  Screen  (Plate,  pp.  4-5)  : 
In  N.  chapel — with  middle  doorway  and  four  lights 
on  each  side  divided  by  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals,  bands  and  bases  and  with  cusped  inter- 
secting tracery  above,  close  lower  panels,  early 
14th-century,  17th-century  scratched  initials  and 
dates  on  sill.  Stoup  :  In  nave — E.  of  S.  doorway, 
recess  with  cinquefoiled  head  and  broken  bowl, 
14th  or  15th-century.  Miscellanea:  Reset  in  N. 
respond  of  chancel-arch,  corbel  or  bracket  of  ogee 
form.  The  churchyard  wall  incorporates  old  stones 
and  has  a  weathered  coping. 

Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

Monuments  (2-7). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 


"(2).  Bull  Inn  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v),  40  yards  N.E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  of 
plastered  timber-framing.  It  has  an  E.  cross-wing 
and  modern  additions  on  the  N.W.  and  N.E.  The 
cross-wing  is  probably  of  15th-century  date  but 
the  main  block  was  rebuilt  in  the  17th  century. 
The  upper  storey  of  the  cross-wing  projects  on  the 
S.W.  front.  The  17th-century  chimney-stack  is 
of  cruciform  plan  set  diagonal^. 

"(3).  House  and  Shop,  on  W.  side  of  the  road, 
120  yards  N.N.W.  of  the  church,  was  of  half 
H-shaped  plan  with  the  cross-wings  extending 
towards  the  S.W.  but  a  modern  addition  makes  the 
present  plan  rectangular.  The  S.E.  wing  is  possibly 
of  15th-century  date  but  the  main  block  and  N.W. 
wing  are  later. 

a(4).  Giffords'  Cross,  house,  650  yards  W.N.W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  was 
built  probably  in  the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.W. 
and  S.W.  but  a  later  addition  of  c.  1700  makes  the 
present  plan  rectangular  ;  the  roof  was  rebuilt 
and  heightened  at  the  same  time.  The  original 
chimney-stack  has  grouped  diagonal  shafts.  Inside 
the  building  is  some  early  17th-century  panelling. 

a(5).  Northlands  Farm,  house,  about  If  m. 
N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics 
and  cellars.  The  N.  and  S.  doors  are  panelled  and 
of  17th-century  date,  the  latter  has  a  hood  sup- 
ported on  shaped  brackets.  Inside  the  building 
some  of  the  timber-framing  is  exposed.  The 
main  staircase  is  original  and  has  turned  balusters 
and  newel  posts. 

a(6).  Cottage,  now  two  tenements,  \  m.  N.E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  the  central-chimney  type. 

6(7).  Reedham,  farmhouse,  about  H  m.  E.S.E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the 
walls  are  partly  timber-framed  and  partly  of 
brick.  It  has  been  much  altered  and  has  a  modern 
addition  at  the  back.  Inside  the  building  some  of 
the  timber-framing  is  exposed. 


18.  CRANHAM.    (B.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxv.  N.W.) 

Cranham  is  a  parish  4  m.  E.S.E.  of  Romford. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  was  rebuilt 
in  1874  but  contains  from  the  old  church  the 
following  : — 

Fittings — Bells  :  three  ;  1st  and  2nd  by  John 
Danyell,  15th  -  century  and  both  inscribed 
"Johannes  Est  Nomen  Eius "  ;  3rd  by  Henry 
Jordan,  15th-century  and  inscribed  "  Sancta 
Petre  Ora  Pro  Nobis."     Brass :    In  chancel — to 
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Nathan  Wright,  1657,  inscription  and  achievement- 
of-arms.  Floor-slab :  In  chancel — to  Susannah 
(Wright),  wife  successively  of  Charles  Potts  and 
Francis  Drake,  1664,  with  achievement-of-arms. 

The  churchyard  wall  on  the  S.  and  W.  is  of 
16th-century  brick. 

Condition — Rebuilt. 


Secular  :— 

(2).  Cottage,  on  E.  side  of  main  road,  1  m.  N. 
of  the  church,  is  of  one  storey  with  attics,  timber- 
framed  and  weather-boarded ;  the  roofs  are 
thatched.  It  was  built  in  the  17th  century  on  a 
rectangular  plan  and  has  an  original  chimney-stack 
at  the  W.  end. 

Condition — Good. 

(3).  Wall  round  the  garden  of  Cranham  Hall  is 
of  16th-century  brickwork. 
Condition — Good. 


19.  CREEKSEA.    (F.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxiii.  S.W.) 

Creeksea  is  a  small  parish  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Crouch  and  adjoining  Burnham  on  the  W. 
Cresksea  Place  is  the  principal  monument. 


Ecclesiastical  :— 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  was  entirely 
rebuilt  in  1878  but  has  from  the  old  church  the 
14th-century  S.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs, 
two-centred  arch  and  label.  The  S.  porch  incor- 
porates the  14th-century  jambs  of  the  outer 
archway  and  a  cinquefoiled  ogee  light  on  each  side. 

Fittings — Brass  :  In  chancel — to  Sir  Arthur 
Herds,  1631,  inscription  and  three  shields-of-arms. 
Floor-slab:  In  nave  —  to  John  Cooch,  1711. 
Font :  octagonal  bowl  with  panelled  sides,  two 
carved  with  a  saltire  and  one  with  a  coiled  serpent 
or  whorl,  15th-century,  base  modern.  Plate  : 
includes  cup  and  paten  of  1699,  the  latter  dated. 

Condition — Rebuilt. 

Secular  :— 

(2).  Creeksea  Place,  \  m.  S.S.E.  of  the  church, 
is  partly  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  partly  of 
one  with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  of  red  brick  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  house  was  probably  completed 
c.  1569  and  then  consisted  of  three,  or  possibly  four, 
ranges  surrounding  a  courtyard  and  a  long  wing 
projecting  W.  from  the  N.  end.  About  1740  the  S. 
part  of  the  house  together  with  the  enclosing  walls 
of  the  gardens  was  destroyed,  leaving  standing 
only  the  outer  courtyard  enclosure,  the  N.  range 
and  the  W.  wing.  The  house  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times,  a  range  built  on  the  foundations  of 
the  original  E.  range  and  various  additions  made.

DANBURY  ;    PARISH  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE  BAPTIST, 
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The  house  is  of  interest  as  a  fragment  of  a  large 
16th-century  building. 

Elevations — The  N.  Front  has  several  original 
windows  with  brick  mullions  and  transoms  and 
square  moulded  labels  ;  they  are  all  partly  restored. 
The  two  chimney-stacks  are  original,  one  is 
embattled  and  has  octagonal  shafts  with  moulded 
bases  ;  the  other  has  moulded  bases  but  17th- 
century  shafts,  set  diagonally.  The  modern  door- 
way has  an  original  moulded  oak  frame,  reset. 
There  is  an  original  lead  rain-water  head  dated 
1569.  The  E.  end  of  the  N.  range  has  original 
windows,  partly  restored  and  similar  to  those  on 
the  N.  front  ;  the  gable  has  a  moulded  pinnacle 
at  the  apex.  Similar  windows  and  gable  are  at  the 
W.  end  of  the  same  range  (Plate,  pp.  56-7),  and  S. 
of  it  is  an  original  chimney-stack  with  an  embattled 
offset.  Some  remains  of  the  former  W.  range 
adjoin  this  stack.  The  S.  side  of  the  N.  range  has 
a  square  original  staircase-wing  and  several 
original  windows.  The  W.  Wing  is  of  one  storey 
with  attics  and  has  original  windows  ;  at  the  W. 
end  (Plate,  pp.  56-7)  is  a  chimney-stack  with  tabled 
offsets  and  grouped  diagonal  shafts.  The  middle 
portion  of  this  range  is  modern  and  may  mark  the 
position  of  a  former  entrance  archway. 

Interior — The  original  arrangement  of  the  house 
is  uncertain,  but  the  Hall  occupied  either  the  N. 
or  the  destroyed  W.  range.  One  room  on  the 
ground-floor  has  an  elaborately  carved  stone 
fireplace  and  some  17th-century  panelling,  all 
brought  from  elsewhere.  On  the  first  floor  are  two 
original  fireplaces  with  four-centred  heads  and 
plain  spandrels  and  one  room  is  lined  with  late 
16th-century  panelling.  The  newel  staircase  is 
original  and  at  the  top  are  two  original  doorways 
with  moulded  oak  frames. 

The  Courtyard,  E.  of  the  house,  has  octagonal 
brick  turrets  at  the  outer  angles  and  in  the  middle 
of  the  E.  side  is  an  original  archway  with  a  four- 
centred  arch  and  pinnacles  at  the  base  of  the  gable. 

The  Foundations  of  two  walled  gardens  to  the 
S.  and  W.  of  the  house  have  been  uncovered  and 
the  angles  of  the  walls  are  still  exposed. 

Condition — Of  house,  good,  much  altered. 

(3).  Creeksea  Hall,  100  yards  E.  of  the  church, 
has  been  rebuilt  except  the  N.  wing  which  is  of 
two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th 
century  and  the  timber-framing  and  ceiling-beams 
are  exposed. 

Condition — Good. 

(4).  Grove  Cottage  (Plate,  p.  xxxiv),  about  |m. 
S.W.  of  (2),  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  or  early  in  the  17th  century 
and  has  exposed  timber-framing.  The  front  door- 
way has    a   chamfered   frame   and  square    head. 


Inside  the  building  are  some  original  wide  fire- 
places and  exposed  ceiling-beams  ;  there  is  also 
a  little  panelling  of  c.  1700. 


20.  DANBURY.    (D.b.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  liii.  S.E.) 

Danbury  is  a  parish  5  m.  E.  of  Chelmsford. 
The  church  and  the  camp  are  the  principal 
monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  John  the  Baptist 
(Plates,  pp.  xxxii,  24)  stands  on  the  S.  side  of  the 
village.  The  walls  are  of  iron  pudding-stone-rubble 
except  the  tower  which  is  of  pebble-rubble  ;  the 
dressings  are  mostly  of  Reigate  stone  and  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  The  earliest  part  of  the  building  appears 
to  be  the  North  Aisle,  the  base  of  the  N.  wall  of 
which  is  of  coursed  rubble,  possibly  of  12th- 
century  date.  It  is  possible  that  this  aisle  was 
the  early  nave.  It  was  much  altered  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  13th  century  when  the  Chancel  was 
built.  The  N.  arcade  is  of  about  the  same  date. 
The  Nave  and  a  S.  aisle  were  built  early  in  the 
14th  century  and  probably  in  the  order  named  ; 
the  West  Tower  was  added  about  the  middle  of  the 
same  century.  The  spire  fell  in  1402,  destroying 
some  of  the  roofs  ;  it  was  restored  in  the  15th 
century  and  the  North  Vestry  added  about  the 
same  time.  The  South  Chapel  was  added  in  1837, 
the  chancel-arch  rebuilt  in  1846,  and  the  church 
restored  in  1866-7  when  the  South  Aisle  was 
rebuilt,  and  the  North  Porch  added. 

Among  the  fittings  the  three  oak  effigies  are 
noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (32\  ft. 
by  20i  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  modern  except  for 
the  15th-century  splays  and  two-centred  rear-arch. 
In  the  N.  wall  is  a  15th-century  window  partly 
restored  and  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  further  E.  is  the  early 
15th-century  doorway  to  the  vestry,  with  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  head  ;  E.  of  it  is  a  small 
15th-century  piercing,  set  low  in  the  wall  and 
trefoiled  at  the  top  and  bottom  with  splays  towards 
the  vestry.  The  S.  arcade  and  chancel-arch  are 
modern. 

The  North  Vestry  (14  ft.  by  9  ft.)  has  in  the  E. 
wall  a  modern  window.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  door- 
way with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  head, 
said  to  be  modern  but  possibly  of  reused  material. 

The  South  Chapel  is  modern  but  has  a  reset 
buttress  at  the  S.E.  angle  and  two  15th-century 
windows  reset  in  the  S.  wall ;  the  eastern  is  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  and  modern 
externally  ;  the  second  is  similar,  but  of  three 
lights  with  a  moulded  label  and  one  old  head-stop  ; 
this  window  is  much  restored. 
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The  Nave  (39|  ft.  by  20 J  ft.)  has  late  13th 
and  early  14th-century  N.  and  S.  arcades  of 
three  bays  (Plate,  p.  24),  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  orders,  both  hollow-chamfered 
on  the  N.  and  one  chamfered  and  one  hollow- 
chamfered  on  the  S.  ;  the  columns  are  of  quatre- 
foiled  plan  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases ; 
the  base-moulds  differ  slightly  on  the  two  sides 
and  the  bases  of  the  N.  arcade  stand  on  square 
plinths  ;  the  responds  have  attached  half-columns  ; 
the  N.  arcade  is  of  rather  earlier  date  than  the  S. 

The  North  Aisle  (16|  ft.  wide)  has  an  E.  window 
all  modern  except  the  splays  ;  S.  of  it  is  a  14th- 
century  squint  to  the  chancel,  with  a  two-centred 
head.  In  the  N.  wall  are  four  late  13th-century 
windows,  all  much  restored  internally  and  each  of 
two  trefoiled  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two- 
centred  head  ;  between  the  two  western  windows 
is  a  doorway  of  the  same  date  with  moulded 
two-centred  arch  and  label  ;  the  jambs  have  each 
an  attached  shaft  with  a  moulded  capital  and  base. 
In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  all  modern  except  the 
late  13th-century  splays,  rear-arch  and  moulded 
label  with  head-stops. 

The  West  Tower  (12|  ft.  square)  is  of  mid  14th- 
century  date  and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet  and  a  spire  covered  with  shingles  and  lead. 
The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  one  chamfered 
order.  The  W.  window,  restored  externally,  is  of 
two  trefoiled  ogee  lights  and  tracery  in  a  two- 
centred  head  ;  the  W.  doorway  (Plate,  p.  84)  has 
moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  label  returned 
as  a  string-course  and  with  another  string-course  at 
the  level  of  the  crown  of  the  arch  :   between  the 


string-courses  and  flanking  the  doorway  are  two 
niches  each  with  moulded  jambs,  cinquef oiled 
head  and  moulded  label.  The  second  stage  has 
in  the  E.  and  N.  walls  a  single-light  window,  the 
latter  covered  by  the  clock.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a 
window  of  one  cinquefoiled  light  with  a  square 
moulded  label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  similar  window 
of  one  trefoiled  light.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  the 
E.  wall  a  defaced  window  with  a  square  head.  In 
the  N.  wall  is  a  16th-century  window,  partly  of 
brick  and  of  two  round-headed  lights  with  a  square 
defaced  label.  The  S.  wall  has  a  similar  window 
but  restored  in  the  18th  century  except  the  W.  jamb. 
In  the  W.  wall  is  a  plain  single-light. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  probably  of  the  1 5th 
century  and  is  of  plain  trussed-rafter  type  with 
moulded  plates.  The  Vestry  has  a  pent-roof  with 
a  moulded  plate  of  the  15th  century.  The  roof  of 
the  nave  appears  to  have  been  reconstructed  but 
incorporates  old  timbers.  The  roof  of  the  N.  aisle 
has  a  high-pitched  trussed-rafter  roof  ;  the  eastern 
part  was  subsequently  wainscoted  and  has  moulded 
ribs  finished  with  moulded  bases,  resting  on  oak 
corbels  carved  with  the  heads  of  two  kings  and  two 
women  of  late  14th  or  early  15th-century  date  ; 
the  moulded  plates  are  of  the  same  date  partly 
restored,  but  the  rest  of  the  roof  is  probably  of 
c.  1300.  The  15th-century  spire  has  a  centre-post 
resting  on  four  curved  braces  and  with  massive 
tie-beams  at  the  base. 

Fittings — Bells :  five  ;  3rd  and  5th  by  Miles 
Graye  and  dated  1642  and  1622  respectively. 
Brasses  and  Indent.  Brasses :  In  N.  aisle  — 
(1)    to   Edward    Mildmay,    1635,    inscription   and 
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shield-of-arms  ;  (2)  to  Humfrey  Mildmay,  1613, 
inscription  and  two  shields-of-arms.  Indents  : 
In  N.  aisle — of  cross  with  foiled  ends,  inscription- 
plate  and  two  shields,  c.  1420.  Chair  :  In  chancel 
— modern  but  incorporating  rough  carving  of 
St.  Catherine,  16th  or  17th-century.  Chest:  Small, 
hide-bound,  with  cambered  lid,  17th-century. 
Funeral-helm  :  In  N.  aisle — on  E.  wall,  combed 
funeral-helm  with  vizor,  carved  lion  crest,  late  16th 
or  early  17th-century.  Gallery  :  In  tower — with 
hollow-chamfered  arches,  15th-century  and  turned 
balusters,  c.  1600.  Monuments  and  Floor-slabs. 
Monuments  :  In  chancel — on  N.  wall,  (1)  to  John 
Nicoll,  1690,  plain  white  marble  tablet  with  shield- 
of-arms.  In  N.  aisle — in  N.  wall,  (2)  recess  with 
shafted  jambs  and  moulded  segmental-pointed  arch 
with  a  moulded  label ;  under  it  oak  effigy  (Plate, 
p.  29)  in  chain  mail,  surcoat  to  just  below  the  knees, 
crossed  legs,  feet  on  lion,  hand  drawing  sword,  late 
13th-century  ;  (3)  adjoining  (2)  and  with  similar 
recess,  head-stop  between  the  two,  oak  effigy 
(Plate,  p.  29)  similar  to  last  but  sheathing  sword 
and  feet  on  lion,  dragon  biting  scabbard,  late  13th- 
century.  In  S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,  (4)  similar  recess, 
reset  in  modern  wall,  oak  effigy  (Plate,  p.  29) 
similar  to  (2)  and  (3)  but  surcoat  rather  longer, 
knee-cops,  hands  in  attitude  of  prayer,  mail  coif, 
feet  on  lion,  c.  1300.  In  tower — (5)  to  George 
Wither,  D.D.,  1605,  alabaster  tablet  with  strap- 
ornament  and  shield-of-arms.  In  churchyard — 
S.  side,  (6)  to  John  Lawrence  and  Alice  his  wife, 
also  their  children,  John,  Alice  and  Elizabeth, 
1705,  head-stone.  Floor-slabs :  In  S.  chapel — ■ 
(1)  to  Thomas  Langham,  1669,  and  Sarah  Nicoll, 
1683,  with  shield-of-arms ;  (2)  to  Robert  Cory, 
D.D.,  rector  and  prebendary  of  St.  Paul's,  1704,  with 
shield-of-arms.  In  N.  aisle — (3)  to  John  Mildmay, 
1673,  with  shield-of-arms  ;  (4)  to  William  Mildmay, 
1682,  with  shield-of-arms.  In  S.  aisle — (5)  to 
Samuel  Cooper,  1677,  with  shield-of-arms.  Niche  : 
In  S.  aisle — in  E.  wall,  small,  with  lancet-head 
and  chamfered  jambs,  13th-century.  Painting  : 
In  chancel — on  S.  wall,  Jacobean  strap-work  in 
red,  early  17th-century.  In  N.  aisle — on  walls, 
masoned  lines  and  on  E.  wall,  interlacing  foliage 
in  brown,  yellow  and  black,  late  13th-century, 
much  restored.  Piscinae :  In  chancel  (Plate,  p.  xlv) 
— with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  cinquef oiled 
head  with  moulded  label  and  mask-stops,  round 
drain  partly  restored,  late  13th-century.  In  N. 
aisle — in  E.  wall,  square  -  headed  recess,  with 
damaged  round  drain,  date  uncertain.  In  S.  aisle — 
reset  in  S.  wall,  round  drain,  date  uncertain. 
Plate :  includes  paten  of  1667  and  brass  alms-dish 
of  foreign  workmanship  with  repousse  figures  of 
Adam  and  Eve,  inscription  "  Humfri  Tailler  1631 " 
and  a  meaningless  succession  of  letters  in  two 
bands.  Seating  :  In  nave — four  benches  (Plate, 
p.  5)  with  moulded  rails  and  three  popey-heads, 
remains    of    beasts    on   shoulders,    15th-century. 


Scratching  :  On  jamb  on  N.  doorway — the  name 
Ysabel  and  a  cross,  mediaeval.  Stoup :  In  N. 
aisle — in  N.  wall,  with  reset  drain  from  a  piscina 
and  segmental  head,  probably  15th-century. 
Miscellanea :  Incorporated  in  backs  of  benches 
and  cupboard  in  tower,  traceried  panels  and  desk 
front,  15th-century. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  :— 

(2).  Frettons,  house  (Plate,  pp.  56-7),  100 
yards  N.E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  ;  the 
walls  are  timber-framed  and  refaced  with  brick  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  early  in 
the  16th  century  and  consisted  of  a  central  hall 
with  E.  and  W.  cross-wings.  Later  in  the  same 
century  a  wing  was  added  to  the  S.W.  of  the 
building.  A  kitchen  block  was  built  parallel 
to  this  addition  at  the  S.E.  corner  of  the 
house  late  in  the  17th  century,  and  there  are 
small  modern  additions.  The  chimney-stack  on 
the  S.  side  of  the  hall  is  original  and  has  an  embattled 
offset  and  a  single  diagonal  shaft.  The  S.W.  wing 
has  two  late  16th-century  chimney-stacks  with 
grouped  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building  the 
Hall  is  lined  with  17th-century  panelling  and  has 
an  overmantel  of  two  square  carved  panels  divided 
by  a  pair  of  tapering  pilasters  with  a  narrow 
round-headed  panel  between  them  and  supporting 
a  carved  frieze.  The  lower  part  of  the  walls  of 
another  room  are  lined  with  16th-century  panelling. 

Condition — Good,  much  altered. 

Monuments  (3-8). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  late  16th-century  date  and  of 
two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or 
weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of 
the  buildings  have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and 
original  chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

(3).  Griffin  Inn,  130  yards  N.  of  the  church, 
has  cross-wings  at  the  E.  and  W.  ends.  It  has 
been  considerably  altered  and  has  a  modern  addition 
at  the  back.  One  chimney-stack  has  two  diagonal 
shafts.  Inside  the  building  are  some  fragments  of 
15th-century  quatrefoil  carving,  said  to  have  been 
brought  from  the  church. 

(4).  House,  opposite  (3),  was  built  early  in  the 
16th  century  with  a  cross-wing  at  the  W.  end. 
The  upper  storey  projects  on  the  N.  The  main 
doorway  has  a  four-centred  head  with  spandrels 
carved  with  foliage. 

(5).  Elmgreen  Farm,  house,  500  yards  N.W.  of 
the  church,  with  modern  additions  on  the  S.  It 
has  a  gabled  cross-wing  at  the  N.W.  end  with  a 
projecting  upper  storey. 
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(6).  Cottage,  \  m.  S.  by  W.  of  the  church,  is  of 
L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.  and  E.  The  S.  end  of  the  W.  wing  has  a 
projecting  upper  storey.  In  the  W.  wall  is  an 
original  doorway  with  moulded  jambs,  four-centred 
head  and  sunk  spandrels. 

(7).  House,  now  tenements,  at  Russell  Green, 
about  1  m.  E.  of  the  church,  was  built  probably 
early  in  the  17th  century. 

(8).  Slough  House  (Plate,  p.  32),  at  Slough 
Bridge,  2  m.  S.E.  of  the  church,  was  built  late  in 
the  15th  or  early  in  the  16th  century  and  consists 
of  a  central-hall  block  with  gabled  cross-wings  at 
the  N.  and  S.  ends.  The  central  block  and  the  N. 
wing  were  largely  rebuilt  probably  in  the  17th 
century.  It  has  a  modern  addition  at  the 
back.      On  the    N.  and   S.   sides   of   the  original 


building  are  large  mid  16th-century  brick 
chimney-stacks  each  with  two  octagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  on  the  upper  floor  is  a  stone 
fireplace  with  a  four-centred  head  ;  the  roof  retains 
a  central  purlin  and  a  rough  king-post  with  two-way 
struts. 

Part  of  the  garden  wall  is  built  of  blocks  of 
pudding-stone  and  ragstone,  probably  reused 
material. 

(9).  Douglas  House,  about  400  yards  E.  of  the 
church,  w.v  built  in  the  15th  century  with  a  hall 
and  cross-wings  at  the  E.  and  W.  ends.  The  hall 
was  subsequently  divided  into  two  storeys.  Inside 
the  building  the  hall  has  an  original  roof  truss  with 
curved  braces  and  octagonal  king-post  with 
moulded  capital  and  base.  At  the  W.  end  of  the 
hall  is  an  original  doorway  with  a  two-centred 
head.

EAST  HANNINGFIELD  :    PARISH  CHURCH  OF  ALL  SAINTS. 
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Unclassified  : — 

(10).  Danbury  Camp,  is  a  roughly  oval  earth- 
work, situated  on  high  ground  at  the  W.  end  of  a 
promontory,  between  the  Rivers  Blackwater  and 
Crouch,  and  enclosing  the  church  and  churchyard. 
Though  much  denuded,  the  entire  outline  of  the 
work  can  still  be  traced,  but  on  the  N.  a  slight  dip, 
towards  the  road,  is  all  that  remains.  The  defences 
consisted,  apparently,  of  a  single  rampart  and 
ditch,  with  a  slight  mound  (shown  on  Morant's 
18th-century  plan  as  'site  of  beacon')  at  the 
N.W.  corner.  There  are  slight  traces  of  transverse 
banks  inside  the  camp. 

Condition — Poor. 


21.  DENGIE.    (G.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxiii.  N.E.) 

Dengie  is  a  parish  5  m.  N.E.  of  Burnham. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  James  stands  on  the 
W.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  septaria, 
flint  and  pebble-rubble  with  yellow  14th-century 
and  red  Roman  brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  lime- 
stone and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Chancel  and  Nave 
were  apparently  rebuilt  early  in  the  14th  century 
but  the  walls  of  the  nave  may  be  substantially  of 
earlier  date.  The  church  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times  when  the  bell-turret  was'  rebuilt 
and  the  North  Vestry  and  South  Porch  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (26J  ft. 
by  \Q\  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  all  modern  except 
the  14th-century  splays  and  reset  rear-arch.  In 
the  N.  wall  is  a  large  blocked  window  with  a  smaller 
modern  window,  with  reused  14th-century  material, 
set  in  the  blocking ;  further  W.  is  a  modern 
archway.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the 
eastern  is  uniform  with  that  in  the  N.  wall,  the 
western  window  is  modern  except  for  the  splays 
and  rear- arch  which  are  probably  of  the  14th 
century  ;  it  is  set  low  in  the  wall ;  between  them  is 
a  modern  doorway  incorporating  some  old  stones 
in  the  jambs  and  rear-arch.  There  is  no  chancel- 
arch. 

The  Nave  (45  ft.  by  18J  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  14th-century  windows  partly  restored  and 
each  of  two  trefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two- 


centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  between  them 
is  the  much  restored  N.  doorway  of  the  same  date 
and  now  blocked  ;  it  has  moulded  jambs,  two- 
centred  arch  and  a  modern  label.  In  the  S.  wall 
are  two  much  restored  windows  similar  to  those  in 
the  N.  wall ;  the  S.  doorway  is  modern.  In  the 
W.wall  is  a  14th-century  window,  much  restored  and 
of  three  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  an  ogee 
head  with  a  moulded  label  and  head-stops  ;  further 
N.  is  a  small  blocked  14th-century  doorway  with 
hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  a  two-centred  head. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two ;  2nd  by  Thomas  Bullisdon, 
c.  1500,  inscribed  "  Sancta  Maria  Ora  Pro  Nobis" 
and  "  Sur  Thomas  Morys  Vekery."  Brass  :  In 
nave — figure  of  woman,  two  groups  of  children, 
indent  of  inscription-plate,  c.  1520.  Coffin-lid: 
In  churchyard — with  hollow-chamfered  edge  and 
traces  of  Lombardic  inscription.  Plate  :  includes 
cup  of  1565  with  two  bands  of  engraved  ornament. 
Stoup  :  E.  of  S.  doorway,  with  plain  pointed  head 
and  broken  bowl,  date  uncertain. 

Condition — Good. 

Secular  :— 

(2).  Dengie  Hall,  W.  of  the  church,  was  rebuilt 
in  the  18th  century  except  for  part  of  a  17th- 
century  building  at  the  back.  It  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;    the  roofs  are  tiled. 

Condition — Good. 

(3).  Reelings,  house,  600  yards  E.  of  the  church 
is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed,  with  modern  brick ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  early  in  the  17th 
century  and  has  a  modern  block  on  the  S.  side. 
There  are  two  original  chimney-stacks  with 
diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building  the  ceiling- 
beams  and  joists  are  exposed. 

Condition — Good. 


22.  DOWNHAM.    (D.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlx.  S.E.  <6Uxi.  S.W.  «lxix.  N.W.) 

Downham  is  a  parish,  about  3|  m.  E.  of 
Billericay.     The  principal  monument  is  Fremnells. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

c(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Margaret  stands 
about  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  W.  tower  is 
of  red  brick.  The  church  has  been  entirely  rebuilt 
except  the  West  Tower  which  is  of  late  15th  or 
early  16th-century  date  ;  the  chancel  and  nave 
incorporate  some  reused  material. 

Architectural  Description  — ■  The  Chancel  has 
reset  in  the  S.  wall  an  early  14th-century  window 
of  two  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a 
two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  and  modern 
stops  ;  it  has  been  partly  restored. 
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The  Nave  has  reset  in  the  N.  wall  two  windows, 
the  eastern  of  late  14th-century  date,  partly 
restored  and  of  one  cinquefoiled  light  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  and  jambs  ;  the 
western  window  is  similar  to  that  in  the  S.  wall  of 
the  chancel  but  with  old  head-stops  ;  the  13th- 
century  N.  doorway  has  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  of  two  chamfered  orders,  partly  restored. 
The  14th-century  S.  doorway  is  partly  restored  and 
has  double  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch 
with  a  moulded  label  and  head-stops. 

The  West  Tower  (10J  ft.  by  11  ft.)  is  of  late 
15th  or  early  16th-century  date  and  of  red  brick 
with  black  brick  diapering  (Plate,  p.  xxxviii)  ;  it  is 
of  three  stages  with  a  restored  embattled  parapet 
and  S.E.  stair-turret.  The  two-centred  tower-arch 
is  mostly  covered  with  modern  plaster  but  the  two 
chamfered  orders  on  the  E.  are  of  stone  and 
probably  13th  or  14th-century  material  reused. 
The  W.  window  has  been  completely  restored  ; 
the  W.  doorway  has  chamfered  jambs  and  four- 
centred  arch,  the  latter  mostly  restored.  The 
second  stage  has  in  the  N.,  (S.  ?)  and  W.  walls  a 
single-light  opening.  The  bell-chamber  has  in 
each  wall  a  window  of  two  four-centred  lights  in 
a  four-centred  head. 

The  modern  timber-framed  S.  Porch  incorporates 
some  old  timbers. 

Fittings — Bells  :  four  ;  2nd  by  John  Clarke, 
1621  ;  4th  by  Miles  Graye,  1677.  Brasses  :  In 
chancel — on  N.  wall,  (1)  to  ''good"  Sir  Henrie 
Terrell  and  Thomassin  his  wife,  1588,  inscription 
only  ;  (2)  to  Joyce  (Baker),  wife  of  John  Tyrrell, 
1594,  inscription  only.  In  nave — on  N.  wall,  (3) 
to  Thomas  Tyrell,  14th-century,  inscription  only, 
in  French  ;  (4)  to  Alice,  wife  of  Thomas  Tyrell, 
14th-century,  inscription  also  in  French,  with 
shield-of-arms,  cheeky  for  Adeleigh.  Chest :  In 
vestry — with  plain  panelled  front,  made  up  of  17th 
or  18th-century  panelling.  Communion  Table  :  In 
vestry — with  heavy  turned  legs,  fluted  top  rails 
with  carved  brackets,  17th-century,  modern  rails, 
etc.  Door  :  In  turret-staircase  to  tower— of  nail- 
studded  battens,  early  16th-century.  Glass :  In 
nave — in  N.E.  window,  various  fragments  including 
several  crowns  four  in  a  border,  pieces  of  tabernacle 
work  and  foliage,  mostly  14th-century  ;  fragment 
of  black-letter  inscription,  15th-century.  Monu- 
ment and  Floor-slabs.  Monument :  In  W.  tower — 
to  Sarah  (Norden),  wife  of  Benjamin  Disbrowe, 
1692,  and  to  Benjamin  Disbrowe,  1707-8,  altar- 
tomb,  stone  sides  carved  with  emblems  of  mortality 
and  two  achievements-of-arms,  black  marble  slab 
with  inscription  and  shield-of-arms.  Floor-slabs  : 
In  tower — (1)  to  Sir  Thomas  Raymond,  1683,  with 
achievement-of-arms ;  (2)  to  Rebckah,  wife  of 
Francis  Piatt,  1703,  and  to  Francis  Piatt,  1714; 
(3)  to  Sir  William  Andrew,  1684.  Plate  :  includes 
a  small  cup  and  cover-paten  of  1562,  both  with 
modern  lining.     Scratchings :  On  jambs  of  S.  door- 


way, various  scratchings,  including  a  cross  low  down 
on  the  E.  jamb,  letters,  etc.,  various  dates.  Stoup  : 
In  S.  porch — with  depressed  elliptical  head  and 
restored  basin,  probably  early  16th-century. 

Condition — Of  W.  tower,  bad  cracks  in  E.  wall 
and  much  ivy. 

Secular  : — 

c(2).  Homestead  Moat  (Plate,  p.  xxxvii),  at 
Barn  Hall,  J  m.  S.E.  of  the  parish  church. 

"(3).  Fremnells,  house  (Plate,  pp.  56-7),  out- 
house and  moat,  about  1  \  m.  N.N.W.  of  the  church. 
The  House  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls 
are  partly  of  plastered  timber-framing  and  partly 
of  brick ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  c.  1670 
on  an  H-shaped  plan  with  the  cross-wings  on  the 
N.  and  S.  and  has  modern  additions  on  the  E. 
The  house  is  an  interesting  example  of  its  period. 

On  the  W.  front  the  cross-wings  are  gabled  and 
there  is  a  similar  gable  rising  above  a  central 
projecting  bay.  At  the  first-floor  level  is  a  heavy 
moulded  cornice  but  a  cornice  at  the  attic  level 
has  been  cut  off  flush  with  the  general  face.  Above 
it,  connecting  the  gables,  is  a  plain  panelled  parapet 
and  there  are  similar  panels  between  the  windows. 
The  windows  have  solid  moulded  frames,  tran- 
soms and  mullions  ;  most  of  these  are  original  but 
a  few  have  been  renewed.  There  are  three  original 
chimney-stacks,  two  plain  but  the  third  has 
three  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building  the 
main  hall  is  panelled  with  late  16th-century 
panelling  and  in  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  N.  wing 
are  some  panels  of  the  same  date.  A  room  in  the 
S.  wing  is  lined  with  linen-fold  panelling. 

In  front  of  the  house  is  a  garden  enclosure  within 
a  brick  wall  entered  between  two  brick  pillars 
with  ball  finials  (Plate,  p.  64).      In  each  pillar  is 

a  sunk  panel,  one  with  initials  T .  &c,  the  other 

with  the  date  1676. 

An  Outhouse  to  the  E.  is  timber-framed,  of  two 
storeys  and  tiled.  It  contains  heavy  beams  and 
is  probably  of  17th-century  date. 

The  Moat  is  imperfect. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

Monuments  (4  and  5). 

The  following  monuments  are  of  the  17th  century, 
of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded, 
and  have  tiled  roofs.  They  have  original  chimney- 
stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

*(4).  Cottage,  at  road-fork,  £  m.  N.  of  the  church, 
was  built  on  a  T-shaped  plan  with  the  cross-wing 
at  the  W.  end.  The  central  chimney-stack  has 
three  diagonal  shafts. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

(5)    Castledon,    house,    now    tenements,    nearly 
1  m.  S.  by  E.  of  the  church. 
Condition — Poor  (now  demolished.) 
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23.  DUNTON  (WAYLETTS).    (C.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxviii.  S.W.  Wlxxvi.  N.W.) 
Dunton  is  a  parish  5  m.  S.E.  of  Brentwood. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands 
towards  the  S.  end  of  the  parish.  It  was  rebuilt 
in  1873,  except  for  a  part  of  the  N.  wall  of  the  chancel 
which  is  of  16th-century  brick,  and  a  15th-century 
framed  truss,  with  a  cambered  tie-beam  and  curved 
braces  forming  part  of  the  bell-turret ;  part  of  the 
old  chamfered  wall-plates  are  incorporated  in  the 
chancel-roof. 

Fittings— Bell :  probably  of  1712  but  unin- 
scribed.  Chairs  :  two,  one  broken,  with  carved 
backs  and  front  rails,  shaped  legs,  early  18th- 
century.  Coffin  :  In  churchyard — S.  of  the  church, 
stone  coffin  with  shaped  head,  much  damaged  and 
lower  part  of  cover  with  stem  of  cross,  13th-century. 
Plate :  includes  cup  of  1 563  with  bands  of 
engraved  ornament  and  cover-paten  of  1567. 
Table :  In  vestry — with  turned  legs  cut  down 
and  incised  top  rail,  17th-century. 

Condition— Poor. 

Secular  : — 

6(2).  Homestead  Moat,  N.  of  the  Rectory, 
about  J  m.  N.  of  the  church. 

a{3).  Wayletts,  house,  about  1  m.  N.  by  E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The 
walls  are  of  plastered  timber-framing  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  16th  century  on  a 
rectangular  plan  and  the  upper  storey  probably 
projected  on  the  W.  side  but  has  been  underbuilt 
in  brick  at  a  later  period.  There  is  an  original 
chimney-stack  on  the  S.,  diapered  in  black  headers 
and,  towards  the  N.  end  of  the  building,  a  chimney- 
stack  with  a  single  diagonal  shaft.  Inside  the 
building  some  of  the  rooms  have  exposed  ceiling- 
beams  and  there  is  some  17th-century  panelling  on 
both  floors.  On  the  first  floor  is  a  blocked  window 
of  two  lights  with  a  moulded  mullion.  The  roof  is 
of  the  queen-post  type. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

"(4).  Southfields,  house,  about  1  m.  N.E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The  walls 
are  of  brick,  and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
early  in  the  18th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with 
the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.  and  W.  The 
principal  fronts  were  symmetrical,  but  some  of 
the  windows  have  been  blocked  and  others  altered  ; 
there  is  a  plain  projecting  string-course  at  the 
first  floor  level.  The  dormer  windows  have  hipped 
roofs.  On  either  side  of  the  blocked  windows 
above  the  entrance  doorway  are  two  sunk  panels, 
one  with  the  initials  C.T.  and  the  other  with  the 
date  1710. 

Condition — Good. 


24.  EAST   HANNINGFIELD. 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxi.  N.W.) 


(D.b.) 


East  Hanningfield  is  a  parish  and  small  village 
5  m.  S.E.  of  Chelmsford.  The  ruined  church  is 
interesting. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  (Plates, 
pp.  xxxiii,  33)  stands  1  m.  S.S.W.  of  the  village. 
The  walls  of  the  nave  are  of  pudding-stone  and 
pebble-rubble  ;  the  rest  of  the  building  is  of 
brick  ;  the  dressings  are  mainly  of  brick  ;  the  roof 
of  the  chancel  is  slate-covered.  The  Nave  judging 
from  the  thickness  and  materials  of  the  walls  and 
the  presence  of  a  wall-painting  of  c.  1300,  must  be 
of  the  13th  century  or  earlier.  Early  in  the  16th 
century  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  and  the  North 
Aisle  added.  The  church  was  burnt  in  1883 
and  since  that  date  the  whole  building,  except 
the  chancel,  has  remained  roofless  and  ruinous  ; 
the  chancel  was  cut  off  by  a  modern  wall  and 
re-roofed. 

Among  the  fittings  the  wall-paintings  are  note- 
worthy. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (23  ft. 
by  17|-  ft.)  is  of  early  16th-century  date  and  of  red 
brick.  The  E.  window  has  moulded  jambs,  four- 
centred  arch  and  label ;  the  rest  of  the  window  is 
modern.  The  side  walls  have  each  a  broad  flat 
projection  about  the  middle  of  the  length  and 
finished  with  a  crenelated  top.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a 
two-centred  brick  archway  ;  the  responds  have 
each  an  attached  shaft  with  moulded  capital  and 
base,  covered  with  cement  ;  the  arch  is  now 
blocked.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows  both  of 
two  four-centred  lights,  the  eastern  with  a  square 
head  and  a  moulded  label  and  the  western  with 
a  four-centred  head ;  between  them  is  a  blocked 
doorway  with  jambs  and  four-centred  arch  of  two 
chamfered  orders.     There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (41  ft.  by  22|  ft.)  has  an  early  16th- 
century  N.  arcade  (Plate,  p.  33)  of  brick  and  of 
two  bays  with  four-centred  arches  of  three  orders, 
the  two  outer  plain  and  the  inner  chamfered  ;  the 
middle  octagonal  column  or  double  respond  has  a 
moulded  capital  and  base ;  the  responds  have 
attached  half-round  shafts.  In  the  S.  wall  is  an 
early  16th-century  brick  window  of  four  four- 
centred   lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
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label.  The  S.  doorway  is  modern  and  on  the 
external  wall  are  the  marks  of  the  gable  of  a 
former  porch.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window, 
modern  except  for  the  splays  and  two-centred 
rear-arch  probably  of  the   14th  century. 

The  North  Aisle  (13J  ft.  wide)  is  of  early  16th- 
century  date  and  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  window  of 
three  four-centred  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label  ;  one  mullion  has  been  destroyed. 
In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of 
stone  and  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label,  all  15th-century  work 
reset  ;  the  western  window  is  similar  but  all  of 
modern  stone.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  brick  window 
with  a  segmental-pointed  head,  much  restored  and 
without  a  mullion. 

Fittings — Brass  :  Loose  in  chancel — to  Richard 
Brydges,  1606,  Councellor  at  Law,  inscription  only  ; 
slab  with  indent  on  floor.  Painting  :  In  nave — 
on  S.  wall,  extensive  remains  (Plate,  p.  104)  of 
figure-subjects  in  red  or  brown  lines  on  white 
plaster  ;  on  E.,  Adam  and  Eve  and  the  same 
figures  with  spade  and  spindle  ;  remains  of  large 
figure  of  St.  Catherine  crowned,  with  her  wheel, 
and  a  gabled  canopy  with  side  shafts  ;  further  W., 
the  sacrifices  of  Cain  and  Abel  with  flames  rising 
from  a  lamb  and  sheaves  of  corn  ;  small  remains 
of  other  figures  and  two  pieces  of  a  band  of 
running-foliage  ornament,  late  13th  or  early  14th- 
century.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel — double  recess 
of  reused  15th-century  window-material,  with 
cinquefoiled  heads,  no  drains.  In  nave — in  S. 
wall,  with  chamfered  two-centred  head,  possibly 
14th-century,  no  drain.  Plate :  includes  a  large 
cup  of  late  17th-century  date  and  an  old  brass 
alms-bason  of  foreign  origin.  Stoup  :  In  nave — ■ 
E.  of  S.  doorway,  recess  with  roughly  plastered 
two-centred  head,  bowl  broken,  early  16th-century. 

Condition — Of  chancel,  bad  ;  of  nave,  roofless 
and  ruinous. 

Secular  :— 

(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Great  Claydons  Farm, 
1,100  yards  W.  of  the  modern  church. 

(3).  Willis  Farm,  house  (Plate,  p.  57),  400 
yards  S.  of  the  modern  church,  is  of  two  storeys  ; 
the  walls  are  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th 
century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  S.  and  W.  and  a  staircase- 
block  in  the  angle.  A  modern  addition  makes 
the  plan  roughly  rectangular.  The  upper  storey 
projects  at  the  N.  end  of  the  S.  wing.  On  the  E. 
side  is  an  original  chimney-stack  with  two  diagonal 
shafts  on  an  embattled  base. 

Condition — Good. 

(4).  Rails  Farm,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v), 
on  opposite  side  of  the  road  and  100  yards  S.E. 
of  (3).    The  house  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed 


and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  century  on  a  T-shaped  plan 
with  the  cross-wing  at  the  N.  end.  It  appears 
to  have  originally  extended  further  S.  where  there 
is  now  a  low  modern  addition.  The  upper  storey 
projects  on  the  W.  side  of  the  main  block  and  at 
the  E.  end  of  the  cross-wing  ;  at  the  S.  end  of 
the  W.  front  is  a  gabled  two-storeyed  porch.  On 
the  N.  side  is  an  original  chimney-stack  with  two 
diagonal  shafts. 


25.  EAST   HORNDON.     (C.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxvii.  S.E.  Wlxviii.  S.W.) 

East  Horn  don  is  a  parish  4  m.  S.W.  of  Billericay. 
The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  (Plates, 
pp.  36,  37)  stands  near  the  middle  of  the  parish. 
The  walls  are  of  red  brick  with  some  dressings 
of  reused  stone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 

The  Chancel,  Nave,  Transeptal  Chapels  and  the 
North  Chapel,  which  contains  the  Tyrell  tomb  of 
1476,  were  built  probably  in  the  last  quarter  of 
the  15th  century,  but  the  presence  of  reused 
material  and  the  divergence  in  the  axis  indicate 
the  existence  of  a  previous  building  on  the  site. 
Early  in  the  16th  century  the  South  Chapel,  West 
Tower  and  South  Porch  were  added,  probably  in 
the  order  named.  The  W.  tower  fell  and  was 
partly  reconstructed  early  in  the  17th  century. 

The  church  is  interesting  as  a  complete  brick 
building  and  the  two-storeyed  transeptal  chapels 
are  an  unusual  feature.  Among  the  fittings  the 
incised  slab  is  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (26£  ft . 
by  13|  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  two-centred  rear- arch.  The  N.  wall  has  at  the 
E.  end,  externally,  a  shallow  recess  finished  at  the 
top  with  a  trefoiled  corbel-table.  In  the  internal 
N.E.  angle  is  an  irregular  projection  of  doubtful 
purpose  ;  further  W.  is  an  archway  with  moulded 
responds  and  four-centred  arch  opening  into  a 
small  sepulchral  Chapel  without  windows,  but  with 
the  internal  walls  decorated  with  two  ranges  of 
trefoil  and  cinquefoil-headed  sunk  panels  ;  the  roof 
is  arched  from  E.  to  W.  and  has  chamfered  ribs 
with  blank  shields  at  the  intersections  ;  the  external 
face  of  the  N.  wall  has  two  crosses  on  stepped 
bases,  in  black  headers  ;  W.  of  the  chapel  is  a 
modern  window  incorporating  some  old  stones.  The 
S.  arcade  is  of  two  bays  with  four-centred  arches 
of  two  moulded  orders  ;  the  column  is  of  quatrcfoil 
plan  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  and  the 
responds  have  attached  half-columns.  There  is  no 
chancel-arch.

The  South  Chapel  (22|  ft.  by  12|ft.)  has  in  the 
E.  wall  a  stone  window  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights 
in  a  segmental-pointed  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of  two 
and  the  western  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  a  segmental-pointed  arch  of  two  continuous 
chamfered  orders. 

The  Nave  (33 J  ft.  by  19  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall  an 
opening  to  the  N.  transeptal  chapel  and  extending 
up  to  the  roof-plate  ;  further  W.  is  a  reset  late 
14th-century  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs,  two- 
centred  arch  and  moulded  label  ;  it  is  now  blocked  ; 
E.  of  the  opening  to  the  transept  are  traces  of  the 
doorway  to  the  rood-loft.  In  the  S.  wall  is  an 
opening  to  the  S.  transeptal  chapel,  similar  to  that 
in  the  N.  wall  ;  the  early  16th-century  S.  doorway 
is  of  stone  and  has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  in  a  segmental  head  with  a  moulded  label  and 
quatrefoiled  spandrels  enclosing  a  shield  and  a 
Tudor  rose  ;  above  it  is  a  pointed  brick  arch  ; 
further  W.  is  a  17th-century  window  of  one  three- 
centred  light. 

The  North  Transeptal  Chapel  (12  ft.  by  8  ft.)  has 
a  wooden  floor  dividing  it  into  two  storeys.  The 
lower  storey  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  staircase  to  the 
upper  storey  and  to  the  rood-loft  ;  the  doorway 
has  a  segmental-pointed  head  and  the  staircase  is 
lit  by  a  quatrefoiled  opening  at  the  N.  end.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  window  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in 
a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label.  The  upper 
storey  has  in  the  N.  wall  a  single-light  window 
with  a  four-centred  head,  widened  at  a  later  date. 

The  South  Transeptal  Chapel  (8|  ft.  by  6  ft.)  is 
also  of  two  storeys.  The  head-beam  of  the  archway 
to  the  nave  shows  the  mortices  of  the  former  door- 
way from  the  rood-loft.  The  lower  storey  has  a 
S.  window  uniform  with  the  corresponding  window 
in  the  N.  transept.    The  upper  storey  has  in  the 


S.  wall  a  window  with  a  triangular  head  and  a 
modern  frame  ;  W.  of  it  is  a  fireplace  with  a 
four-centred  head. 

The  West  Tower  (12£  ft.  square)  is  of  two  stages, 
the  lower  mainly  of  c.  1500  and  the  upper  of  the 
17th  century  (Plate,  p.  xxxviii).  In  the  E.  wall  is 
an  opening  with  a  plain  bressummer  in  place  of  the 
tower-arch.  In  both  the  N.  and  S.  walls  is  a  small 
round-headed  window.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  seg- 
mental-headed  window  and  below  it  a  window  of 
two  lights  with  elliptical  heads  ;  the  W.  doorway 
is  probably  of  the  18th  century.  The  bell-chamber 
has  a  crow-stepped  embattled  parapet,  a  moulded 
cornice  below  it  and  pilaster  buttresses  at  the 
angles.  The  N.,  S.,  and  E.  walls  have  each  an 
elliptical-headed  window  set  in  a  rectangular 
projecting  panel. 

The  South  Porch  is  covered  by  a  continuation  of 
the  S.  transept  roof.  The  outer  archway  has  a 
two-centred  head  and  above  it  is  a  small  niche 
with  a  trefoiled  head.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  small 
loop. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  trussed-rafter  type, 
boarded  on  the  soffit  and  with  moulded  ribs 
dividing  it  into  square  panels  and  having  bosses 
carved  with  birds,  flowers  and  shields  at  the  inter- 
sections. The  roof  of  the  nave  has  king-post 
trusses  with  moulded  tie-beams  and  moulded  and 
embattled  wall-plates.  The  low-pitched  roof  of  the 
S.  chapel  has  moulded  beams,  joists  and  wall-plates. 

Fittings—  Bells  :  four  ;  1st  and  2nd  by  Thomas 
Bartlet,  1621  ;  3rd  by  John  Clifton,  1635.  Brasses 
and  Indent.  Brasses  :  In  N.  chapel — set  on 
modern  brick  tomb,  to  Sir  Thomas  Tyrell  [1476] 
and  Anne  (Marney),  his  wife,  late  15th  century 
figure  of  woman,  mutilated  marginal  inscription, 
and  indents  of  second  figure,  inscription-plate  and 
four  shields.  See  also  Monument  (2).  Indent :  In 
nave — in  N.  doorway,  of  figure,  and  shield,  much 
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defaced.  Coffin-lid  :  In  upper  storey  of  N.  tran- 
sept— fragment  with  foliated  cross-head,  13th- 
century.  Door :  In  S.  doorway — of  overlapping 
nail-studded  battens,  with  strap-hinges,  drop- 
handle  and  grille,  early  16th-century.  Font  (Plate, 
pp.  xlii-iii) :  square  bowl,  two  sides  carved  with 
ornamental  cross  and  other  two  with  simple  inter- 
lacing arcade  of  round  arches,  c.  1200,  stem  and 
base  modern.  Funeral-helms  :  In  S.  chapel — two 
helmets  both  with  vizors  and  combs,  16th-century. 
Galleries  :  To  front  of  upper  storeys  of  transepts, 
balustrades  (Plate,  p.  5)  with  turned  balusters, 
some  early  17th-century  and  some  modern. 
Glass :  In  S.  chapel — in  E.  window,  shield-of- 
arms  (Plate,  pp.  xliv-v)  argent  two  cheverons  azure 
and  an  engrailed  border  gules,  for  Tyrell  impaling 
gules  a  leopard  rampant  argent  for  Marney,  15th- 
century.  Monuments  and  Floor-slabs.  Monu- 
ments :  In  S.  chapel — on  S.  wall,  (1)  to  Sir  John 
Tyrell,  1676,  and  Martha  (Washington),  his  wife, 
1679,  also  to  Sir  Charles  Tyrell,  1714,  and  Martha, 
his  wife,  1690,  marble  wall-monument  with  fluted 
pilasters,  broken  pediment  and  achievement-of- 
arms.  In  S.  transept — (2)  altar-tomb,  recessed  in 
wall,  with  moulded  slab  and  panelled  base,  with 
remains  of  shields  in  front,  recess  with  flat  cusped 
arch  and  foliated  spandrels  and  quatrefoiled  soffit, 
on  slab  brass  of  headless  figure  of  man  in  plate- 
armour,  c.  1520,  eight  sons,  indents  of  Trinity, 
wife  and  daughter,  inscription-plate  and  fillet. 
Floor-slabs  :  In  S.  chapel — now  a  modern  raised 
tomb,  (1)  of  Alice  (Cogesale),  wife  of  Sir  John 
Tyrell,  1422,  incised  slab  (Plate,  p.  40)  of  hard 
limestone  with  figure  of  woman  in  horned  head- 
dress and  fur-lined  cloak,  under  vaulted  canopy  with 
shafts  containing  figures  of  children  with  their 
names  on  scrolls,  two  shields — (a)  a  cross  between 
four  scallops  for  Coggeshall,  and  (b)  Coggeshall 
dimidiating  two  cheverons  and  an  engrailed  border  for 
Tyrell,  marginal  inscription  with  symbols  of  the 
Evangelists  ;  (2)  to  Sir  John  Tyrell,  1675,  "  once 
decimated,  twice  imprisoned,  thrice  sequestrated," 
with  achievement-of-arms  ;  (3)  to  Martha,  wife  of 
Sir  Charles  Tyrell,  1690,  with  shield-of-arms. 
Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1564  and  cover-paten  of 
1567.  Pulpit :  semi-octagonal,  with  two  tiers 
of  moulded  panels,  17th-century,  rail  modern. 
Seating  :  In  chancel — two  bench-ends  with  popey- 
heads,  early  16th-century.  Stoup :  In  nave — in  S. 
wall,  recess  with  part  of  basin  and  trefoiled  head, 
early  16th-century.  Miscellanea  :  In  upper  storey 
of  N.  transept — fragments  of  windows  and  oak 
screen  ;  other  fragments  of  moulded  stonework 
in  churchyard. 

Condition — Building  shows  signs  of  settlement 
and  tower  has  bad  cracks  in  W.  wall,  etc. 

Secular  : — 

*(2).  Barns,   Moat  and  Fish-ponds  at  Heron 
Hall,    1£  m.   N.N.E.   of  the  church.     The  small 


Barn  to  the  S.  of  the  moat  is  of  two  storeys  and  of 
brick  with  a  tiled  roof.  It  was  built  in  the  16th 
century  and  has  window-openings  with  four- 
centred  heads  on  both  floors.  The  large  Barn  to 
the  N.E.  of  the  former  is  of  the  same  materials. 
It  is  of  ten  bays  with  a  porch  on  the  E.  and  was 
built  early  in  the  18th  century.  Built  into  the 
N.  end  of  the  W.  wall  are  two  stone  gate-piers 
with  moulded  caps  and  bases. 

The  Moat  is  complete  and  surrounds  a  large  and 
strongly  defended  site.  On  the  E.  side  is  a  strong 
retaining  bank  and  on  the  W.  three  small  fish-ponds. 
About  I  m.  N.W.  of  the  moat  is  a  large  area 
enclosed  on  three  sides  by  a  strong  retaining  bank 
and  known  as  the  Heron  pond.  A  small  stream  runs 
through  the  middle. 

Condition— Of  barns  and  earthworks,  good. 

b(3).  Mount  Thrift,  house  and  moat,  1  m. 
N.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century,  but  has 
been  considerably  altered  by  insertion  of  later 
partitions  and  by  additions  on  both  the  E.  and  W. 
sides.  The  central  chimney-stack  has  four  shafts, 
set  diagonally  on  a  cruciform  plan  with  a  square 
base.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the  rooms  have 
exposed  ceiling-beams.  On  the  first  floor  are  two 
doors  of  moulded  battens  and  on  the  ground-floor 
is  a  cupboard  door  of  16th-century  panelling. 
There  is  a  blocked  window  on  the  first  floor  of 
three  lights  with  moulded  mullions. 

The  Moat  is  fragmentary. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

"(4).  Boar's  Head  Inn  (Plate,  p.  xl),  at  Heron 
Gate,  about  1  m.  N.  by  E.  of  the  church,  is  of 
two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  late  in  the 
17th  century  but  has  been  much  altered. 

Condition — Good. 


26.  EAST  TILBURY.      (C.e.)

East  Tilbury  is  a  river-side  parish  3  m.  E.  of 
Tilbury  town  and  docks.  The  church  and  the 
Romano-British  huts  are  the  principal  monuments. 

Roman  : — 

c(l).  Adjoining  the  western  boundary  of  the 
parish,  on  the  foreshore  of  the  Thames,  below  the 
present  high-tide  level,  are  fragmentary  remains 
(Plate,  p.  xxxvi)  of  a  small  settlement  of  circular 
huts  associated  with  very  numerous  potsherds  of  the 
1st  and  2nd  centuries  A.D.  In  1920  the  remains 
visible  in  the  mud  at  low-tide  represented  three 
adjacent  huts,  and  fragments  of  a  fourth  were 
detected  about  20  yards  further  W.     The  interior 
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diameter  of  the  smallest  was  about  11|  ft.,  that 
of  the  largest  about  20  ft.  The  two  largest 
circles  consisted  of  three  rings  of  pointed  stakes, 
each  l|-2in.  in  diameter,  mostly  in  their  original 
round  state  but  sometimes  roughly  squared.  They 
were  employed  either  singly  or  in  pairs,  and 
formed  the  framework  for  interlacing  wattle- 
work  which  still  remains  in  excellent  preser- 
vation below  the  mud.  The  two  innermost 
rings  of  stakes  are  about  8  in.  apart,  and 
between  them  are  remains  of  a  ring  of  stones 
(Kentish  rag  with  some  chalk),  whilst  a  similar 
ring  of  stones  appears  to  have  surrounded  the 
outermost  ring  of  stakes.  One  hut  (III  on  plan) 
retains  traces  pf  a  partition.  Another  (II)  has  in 
the  middle  a  small  circular  platform,  l|ft.  in 
diameter,  of  rubble  ;  this  shows  no  signs  of 
burning  and  was  therefore  not  a  hearth,  but 
probably  supported  a  stout  central  roof-pole. 
In  the  same  hut  is  a  piece  of  original  wood- 
flooring,  about  5  ft.  by  2  ft.,  made  up  of  1  in.  by 
5  in.  planking  ;  and  close  to  this  are  the  foundations 
of  an  oval  or  omega-shaped  oven,  with  hard  clay 
walls  6  in.  thick  and  an  opening  on  the  N.  side. 
The  ground  in  and  around  the  opening  is  burnt 
black  and  hard  to  a  considerable  depth,  but  no 
indication  remains  of  the  original  use  of  the  oven. 
In  the  smallest  circle  (I)  the  entrance  appears  to 
be  marked  by  two  thick  posts,  each  2\  in.  in 
diameter,  set  2  ft.  10  in.  apart.  In  and  around  the 
huts  were  fragments  of  the  clay  daub  with  which 


the  timber  walls  had  been  covered.  The  rings  of 
stone  cannot  have  been  carried  up  to  any  con- 
siderable height.  Numerous  fragments  of  roofing 
tile  may  indicate  the  nature  of  the  roofing. 

Immediately  E.  of  the  huts  is  a  shallow  channel, 
running  N.E.  and  S.W.,  with  some  traces  of  flanking 
stakes.  This  may  represent  a  former  trackway 
leading  from  the  old  river-edge. 

The  foreshore  for  about  100  yards  on  each  side 
of  the  huts  is  covered  with  potsherds,  including 
the  following  1st  and  2nd-century  Samian  forms: 
15/17,  18,  18/31,  27,  30,  31,  37,  38,  54  (plain),  78, 
and  79.  Mr.  F.  Lambert,  F.S.A.,  has  noted  the 
following  potter's  stamps :  DAGOM[ARVS]  (on 
form  18/31),  OF  VIRIL  (on  form  18),  AVITI-MA 
(on  form  33),  ANISATV[S]  (on  form  33), 
[CINT]VSMIM  (on  form  31),  and  INDERCILLIOF 
(on  form  33).  Most  of  the  pottery,  however, 
is  of  native  type,  with  marked  Late  Celtic 
elements  such  as  cordons,  bosses  and  incised  linear 
patterns,  and  represents  the  production  of  native 
manufacturers  working  under  Roman  influence. 

No  '  wasters '  have  yet  been  noticed  from  this 
site,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  any  of  the 
pottery  was  made  on  the  spot.  The  site  may  have 
been  a  landing-place  for  traffic  from  Kent  or  else- 
where ;  the  amount  of  pottery  certainly  seems 
excessive  for  the  ordinary  requirements  of  a  small 
hut-settlement. 

(Slight  mention  of  the  site  in  Arch.  Journ., 
XLII  (1885),  pp.  276-7.) 
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Ecclesiastical  : — 

J(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Margaret,  now 
St.  Katherine,  stands  at  the  S.  end  of  the 
village.  The  walls  are  of  flint  and  ragstone-rubble 
with  some  Roman  and  later  bricks  ;  the  dressings 
are  mostly  of  Reigate  stone  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  early  in  the  12th 
century  and  late  in  the  same  century  the 
N.  arcade  was  built  and  the  North  Aisle  added. 
The  Chancel  was  rebuilt  and  probably  enlarged  in 
the  first  half  of  the  13th  century.  In  the  14th  cen- 
tury the  S.  arcade  was  built  and  a  S.  aisle  and  tower 
added ;  the  chancel-arch  was  also  rebuilt  and 
widened.  The  S.  aisle  and  tower  are  said  to 
have  been  destroyed  by  the  Dutch  fleet  in 
1667  and  the  S.  arcade  was  then  blocked. 
A  N.  porch  was  built  in  1704.  The  church 
has  been  restored  in  modern  times  when  the 
North  Porch  was  rebuilt.  A  new  West  Tower 
has  been  begun  but  not  completed. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (35^  ft. 
by  19^  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  three  early  13th- 
century  graduated  lancet-windows  (Plate,  p.  41) 
with  moulded  internal  labels  and  intermediate 
mask-stops.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  the 
eastern  is  similar  to  those  in  the  E.  wall ;  the 
western  window  is  of  early  14th-century  date 
probably  reset  and  is  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights 
in  a  two-centred  head  ;  the  W.  half  of  the  wall 
externally  is  faced  with  knapped  flints,  probably 
16th-century  work.  In  the  S.  wall  (Plate,  p.  84) 
are  four  windows,  the  easternmost  is  of  early  16th- 
century  date  and  of  two  four-centred  lights  in  a 
four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  it  is  set 
in  a  taller  two-centred  opening  probably  of  the 
14th  century  and  is  now  blocked  with  17th-century 


brick ;  the  second  window  is  similar  to  the 
eastern  window  in  the  N.  wall  and  had  an 
external  label ;  the  third  window  is  a  late  13th- 
century  lancet  without  a  label ;  the  westernmost 
window  is  a  13th-century  lancet  partly  blocked  and 
with  a  15th-century  cinquefoiled  light  inserted; 
the  window  is  carried  down  below  a  transom  as  a 
'  low-side  '  and  rebated  for  a  shutter.  Below  and 
to  the  E.  of  the  third  window  is  a  late  13th-century 
doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  ;  W.  of  the  same  window  is  a  blocked  doorway 
with  a  roughly  two-centred  head,  probably  of  early 
13th-century  date.  Below  the  windows  of  the 
chancel  runs  a  moulded  string-course,  of  which  the 
western  half  has  been  cut  away.  The  distorted 
14th-century  chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of 
two  moulded  orders,  the  outer  dying  on  the 
chamfered  N.  respond  and  the  S.  side  wall  and  the 
inner  springing  from  attached  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases. 

The  Nave  (56£  ft.  by  21  \  ft.)  has  a  late  12th- 
century  N.  arcade  (Plate,  p.  41)  of  four  bays  with 
two-centred  arches  of  one  plain  order  ;  the  middle 
column  is  octagonal  and  the  others  round ;  the  two 
eastern  have  carved  and  scalloped  capitals  with 
square  abaci  ;  the  third  capital  is  similar  but 
uncarved  and  perhaps  unfinished  ;  all  have  moulded 
bases  ;  the  semi-octagonal  responds  have  grooved 
and  chamfered  abaci  and  the  eastern  has  volutes 
at  the  angles  of  the  capital  ;  above  the  W.  half  of 
the  first  arch  are  the  remains  of  an  early  12th- 
century  window,  now  blocked.  The  quoins  of 
the  original  N.E.  angle  of  the  nave  remain  in  situ. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  remains  of  the  two  eastern  arches 
of  the  early  14th-century  S.  arcade  with  two- 
centred  arches  ;    part  of  the  E.   respond  shows 
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externally  and  has  a  moulded  capital  and  base  ; 
reset  in  the  blocking  of  the  arcade  are  two  14th- 
century  windows,  the  eastern  of  three  trefoiled 
ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  four-centred  head 
and  the  western  of  two  similar  lights  with  tracery 
in  an  elliptical  head  ;  in  the  W.  bay  is  the  14th- 
century  tower- arch,  two-centred  and  of  three 
chamfered  orders,  the  two  outer  continuous  and 
the  inner  springing  from  attached  shafts  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  archway  is  partly 
blocked.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  13th-century  lancet 
window  and  below  it  a  large  W.  doorway,  probably 
of  the  same  date  with  shafted  and  moulded  jambs 
and  abaci  and  moulded  two-centred  arch,  much 
defaced. 

The  North  Aisle  (7f  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
a  15th-century  window  of  one  cinquefoiled  light. 
This  wall  is  faced  with  knapped  flints  like  the 
N.  wall  of  the  chancel.  In  the  N.  wall  are  three 
windows,  the  easternmost  is  of  three  trefoiled 
ogee  lights  in  a  square  head,  all  of  wood  and  prob- 
ably of  early  16th-century  date  partly  restored  ; 
the  second  window  is  a  small  late  12th-century 
light  with  a  later  lancet-head  ;  the  westernmost 
window  is  modern  ;  the  14th-century  N.  doorway 
has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  with 
defaced  label  and  head-stops  ;  the  N.  wall  has 
been  largely  refaced  in  the  17th  century.  In  the 
W.  wall  is  a  16th-century  window  of  one  four- 
centred  light  with  some  reused  12th-century 
stones  in  the  splays. 

The  North  Porch  is  modern  but  incorporates  old 
material.  Adjoining  the  W.  wall  of  the  nave 
externally  is  a  timber  bell-cote,  all  modern  except 
the  17th-century  vertical  posts. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  modern  except  for 
three  tie-beams  which  are  probably  of  the  17th 
century. 

Fittings— Bell :  one,  by  William  Oldfield,  1629. 
Brass  Indents  :  In  chancel — (1)  of  small  figure, 
probably  of  priest,  and  inscription-plate.  In  tower 
— (2)  of  inscription-plate.  Coffins  and  Coffin-lids  : 
In  tower — part  of  shaped  head  of  a  coffin  and 
part  of  the  lower  end  of  another,  also  two  lids  with 
moulded  edges  and  raised  crosses,  13th-century. 
Doors  :  Loose  in  N.  aisle — of  two  folds  with  strap- 
hinges,  17th-century.  In  N.  doorway — of  feathered 
battens,  probably  16th  or  17th-century.  Font  : 
octagonal  bowl,  with  moulded  under-edge,  plain 
stem  and  moulded  base,  early  16th-century. 
Monument  and  Floor-slab.  Monument :  In  church- 
yard— S.  of  chancel,  to  Abigail,  wife  of  Thomas 
Bland,  1713,  head-stone.  Floor-slab  :  In  chancel — 
to  John  Rawlinson,  1698.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — ■ 
with  trefoiled  head  with  projecting  sexfoiled  drain, 
foliated  on  the  underside,  shallow  shelf  and  grooves 
for  later  shelf,  late  13th-century.  Pulpit  (Plate, 
p.  4)  :  hexagonal,  each  face  with  enriched  arcaded 
panel  with  arabesque  spandrels,  fluted  and  enriched 
pilasters    at    angles    and   dentilled   cornice,    early 


17th-century.  Royal  Arms:  Above  chancel- 
arch — remains  of  painted  16th-century  Royal  Arms 
in  garter  with  supporters.  Miscellanea  :  Reused 
in  walls  and  filling  of  arcade,  various  worked 
and  moulded  stones,  14th  and  15th-century.  In 
tower,  reset,  two  dished  angle-stones  with  drains, 
mediaeval. 

Condition — Good,  some  of  the  external  stonework 
much  decayed. 

Secular  : — 

Monuments  (3-6). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described  are  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  or  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
Some  of  the  buildings  have  original  chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

"(3).  Black  Cottage,  on  E.  side  of  road,  550 
yards  N.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  17th 
century  and  is  of  central-chimney  type.  The  walls 
have  been  partly  rebuilt  in  brick.  The  chimney- 
stack  has  four  shafts  built  on  a  cruciform  plan. 

a(4).  East  Tilbury  Place,  house,  about  f  m. 
N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics. 
It  was  built  probably  early  in  the  18th  century 
but  has  been  much  altered.  Inside  the  building  is 
an  original  staircase  with  moulded  string,  turned 
balusters  and  square  newels  surmounted  by  ball- 
finials. 

"(5).  Gravelpit  Farm,  house  and  outbuildings, 
1  m.  W.N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  was  built 
early  in  the  17th  century  ;  later  alterations  include 
the  rebuilding  of  parts  of  the  walls  in  brick. 

The  Barn  is  of  late  17th-century  date  and  of 
weather-boarded  timber-framing  open  at  the  ends 
and  carried  at  the  sides  on  brick  walls. 

a(6).  Smithy,  cottage,  at  the  junction  of  the 
road  to  the  church  and  the  Muckingford  Road, 
If  m.  N.N.W.  of  the  church,  is  a  rectangular 
building  of  late  17th  or  early  18th-century  date. 

Unclassified : — 

*(7).  Earthwork  locally  known  as  "Soldiers' 
Graves."  Running  W.  of  the  church  and  traceable 
for  a  distance  of  \  m.  or  more,  is  an  abrupt  partly 
artificial  scarp  with  a  ditch  and  external  rampart 
at  the  foot.  It  faces  S.  and  overlooks  the  river. 
It  was  probably  not  a  defensive  work. 


27.  EASTWOOD.     (E.d.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxx.  S.W.  <»>lxxviii.  N.W.) 
Eastwood  is  a  small  parish  2  m.  N.W.  of  South- 
end-on-Sea.    The  church  is  interesting. 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Laurence  and  All 
Saints  (Plate,  pp.  xxxviii-ix)  stands  towards  the 
S.E.  corner  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone- 
rubble  with  some  pudding-stone,  flint  and  Roman 
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brick,  they  are  now  covered  with  cement.  The 
dressings  are  of  Reigate  and  other  limestone  and 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  early  in  the 
12th  century.  Early  in  the  13th  century  the  S. 
arcade  was  built  and  the  South  A  isle  and  West  Tower 
added  ;  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  probably  about  the 
same  time.  In  the  14th  century  the  N.  wall  was 
pierced  by  an  arcade  and  the  North  Aisle  added. 
Early  in  the  16th  century  the  South  Porch  was 
added.  The  upper  part  of  the  tower  fell  or  was 
destroyed  at  some  uncertain  date.  The  church  was 
restored  in  the  19th  century  and  the  timber  bell- 
turret  of  the  tower  is  modern. 

The  church  is  of  considerable  architectural 
interest ;  the  priest's  room  is  an  unusual  feature 
and  amongst  the  fittings  the  font  and  N.  and  S. 
doors  are  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (29  ft. 
by  16  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except  the 
14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch.  In  the  N.  wall 
are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of  mid  14th-century 
date  and  of  two  cinquefoiled  ogee  lights  with 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  the  western  window  is  of  the  13th  century, 
possibly  widened,  and  of  a  single  lancet-light.  In 
the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  uniform 
with  the  corresponding  window  in  the  N.  wall  and 
the  western  a  '  low-side'  of  13th  or  14th-century 
date  and  of  one  pointed  light  ;  it  is  set  in  a  wide 
14th-century  recess  with  a  two-centred  arch  of 
one  chamfered  order  ;  at  the  W.  end  of  the  recess 
is  an  early  16th-century  squint  with  a  rough 
rounded  head  ;  E.  of  the  recess  is  a  doorway 
probably  of  the  14th  century  and  with  chamfered 
jambs  and  segmental-pointed  arch.  The  late 
14th-century  chancel-arch  (Plate,  p.  44)  is  two- 
centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  dying  on  to 


the  side  walls ;  below  it  are  the  two  ends  of  the 
rood-beam  cut  off  flush  with  the  walls  ;  above  the 
arch  on  the  E.  are  the  marks  of  an  earlier  gable  roof. 

The  Nave  (44  ft.  by  20  ft.)  (Plate,  p.  44)  has  in 
the  N.  wall  two  wide  14th-century  arches,  two- 
centred  and  of  one  chamfered  order  ;  higher  up 
are  remains  of  three  12th-century  windows,  the 
middle  one  almost  complete  and  the  other  two 
with  parts  of  the  rear-arches,  etc.  ;  they  were 
round-headed  and  each  of  a  single  light  ;  the 
easternmost  has  an  ashlar  rear-arch.  On  the  S.  side 
of  the  E.  respond  of  the  arcade  is  part  of  a 
moulded  13th-century  capping  probably  of  a  former 
recess  now  cut  away.  The  early  13th-century  S. 
arcade  is  of  three  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of 
two  chamfered  orders  with  a  moulded  label  on  the 
N.  side ;  the  octagonal  columns  have  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  and  added  plinths  of  brick  ; 
the  angles  of  the  piers  have  been  partly  cut  away ; 
the  responds  have  each  a  round  attached  shaft 
with  moulded  capital  and  base  ;  above  the  W. 
haunch  of  the  third  arch  is  part  of  the  rear-arch  of 
a  12th-century  window  ;  E.  of  the  arcade  and  in 
the  adjoining  E.  wall  are  remains  of  two  13th- 
century  recesses,  the  arches  springing  from  a 
common  moulded  impost  in  the  angle  ;  the  E. 
recess  has  been  mostly  cut  away  and  blocked  and 
the  S.  recess  has  a  two-centred  arch  and  has  been 
pierced  through  at  the  back  to  communicate  with 
the  S.  aisle.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  15th-century 
window  of  three  cinquefoiled  and  sub-cusped  lights 
with  vertical  tracery  in  a  segmental-pointed  head 
with  a  moulded  label. 

The  North  Aisle  (6|  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
a  partly  restored  14th-century  window  of  two 
cinquefoiled  ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  segmental 
head.     In  the  N.  wall  is  a  14th-century  doorway, 
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now  blocked  and  with  plain  jambs  and  a  later  oak 
lintel.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  15th-century  square- 
headed  loop  divided  into  two  stages  and  lighting 
the  two  apartments  partitioned  off  at  the  end  of 
the  aisle  ;  the  15th-century  partition  is  of  oak 
with  a  moulded  and  embattled  head  and  rail, 
chamfered  posts  and  ridged  muntins  ;  the  doorway 
has  a  four-centred  head  ;  the  floor  of  the  upper 
chamber  has  chamfered  joists  and  rests  on  braced 
corner-posts  ;  the  trap-door  is  of  feathered  battens 
with  strap-hinges. 

The  South  Aisle  (9£  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
a  window  of  two  lights  and  of  doubtful  date  with 
a  modern  head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows, 
the  eastern  is  of  the  14th  century  and  of  two 
trefoiled  ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  square  head  ; 
the  western  window  is  of  the  13th  century  and  of 
one  wide  pointed  light ;  further  W.  is  the  13th- 
century  S.  doorway  with  hollow-chamfered  jambs 
and  modern  head.  The  walls  of  the  S.  aisle  were 
heightened  or  the  upper  part  rebuilt  probably  in 
the  17th  century. 

The  West  Tower  (6|  ft.  square)  is  of  two  stages, 
the  lower  of  early  13th-century  date  and  the  upper 
modern.  The  tower-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  responds  are  similar  to  the 
responds  of  the  S.  arcade.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  small 
lancet-window. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  brick  and  of  the  16th 
century  and  has  an  outer  archway  with  chamfered 
jambs  and  four-centred  arch  ;  the  gable  has  foiled 
barge-boards.  The  side  walls  have  each  a  window 
of  one  light  with  a  segmental  head. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  probably  of  the  1 4th 
century  and  is  of  braced  collar-beam  type  with 
two  moulded  tie-beams  and  moulded  wall-plates  ; 
the  eastern  bay  may  be  of  later  date.  The  15th- 
century  roof  of  the  nave  has  four  trusses  with 
octagonal  king-posts  having  moulded  capitals  and 
bases,  and  one  truss  with  a  plain  king-post.  The 
roofs  of  the  aisles  are  ceiled.  The  porch  has  reused 
timbers. 

Fittings — Bells:  three  ;  said  to  be,  1st  by  Charles 
Newman,  1693  ;  2nd  by  William  Burford,  14th- 
century,  and  inscribed  "  San  eta  Katerina  Ora  Pro 
Nobis"  ;  3rd  by  the  same  founder  and  inscribed 
"  Sancte  Gregori  Ora  Pro  Nobis."  Bier:  of  oak 
with  turned  legs  and  shaped  brackets  and  the 
initials  and  date  C.F.  1706.  Brackets  :  In  chancel 
— flanking  E.  window,  two,  moulded  and  cut  back 
to  wall-face,  late  14th-century.  Brass  and  Indent. 
Brass  :  In  chancel — of  Thomas  Burrough,  1600, 
figure  of  man  in  civil  dress.  Indent  :  In  N.  aisle — 
of  civilian,  two  wives  and  inscription-plate,  c.  1480. 
Chest :  At  vicarage — of  hutch  -  type  with  plain 
styles,  two  lock-plates,  13th  or  early  14th-century, 
lid  later.  Doors :  In  N.  aisle — now  unhung,  of  three 
battens  with  elaborate  ironwork  (Plate,  pp.  4-5) 
including  two  hinges  with  crescent-shaped  enrich- 
ments and  scrolled  ends,  also  separate  straps  and 


crescent-shaped  pieces  similarly  ornamented,  late 
12th  or  early  13th-century;  in  doorway  of  parti- 
tion, of  overlapping  battens  with  chamfered  frame 
and  strap-hinges,  15th-century.  In  S.  aisle — in  S. 
doorway,  of  three  battens  covered  with  extensive 
remains  of  scrolled  and  foliated  ironwork  (Plate, 
p.  45),  nail-studded,  on  this  has  been  applied  two 
hinges  and  a  strap  similar  to  those  on  the  door  in 
the  N.  aisle,  one  of  these  is  defective  and  the  strap 
has  remains  of  an  inscription  in  Lombardic  letters 
probably  reading  "  Pax  regat  intrantes  eadem 
regat  egredientes,"  cross-shaped  scutcheon  with 
foliated  ends  and  a  straight  border  with  enrichment 
of  cheverons  or  crossed  lines,  late  13th-century  with 
late  12th  or  early  13th-century  hinges,  etc.,  applied. 
Font  (Plate,  pp.  xlii-iii)  :  round  tapering  bowl  with 
round  interlacing  arcade  with  simply  foliated 
spandrels  and  resting  on  tall  pilasters  with  crudely 
moulded  capitals  and  bases,  plain  stem  and 
moulded  base,  late  12th-century.  Monuments  and 
Floor-slab.  Monuments  :  In  churchyard — on  S.E., 
(1)  to  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Thomas  Dighton,  1708, 
Thomas  her  son  and  Mary  her  granddaughter, 
head-stone ;  E.  of  chancel,  (2)  to  Thomas  Purchas, 
1657  (?),  table-tomb.  Floor-slab  :  In  N.  aisle— 
to  Elizabeth  Hooker,  1666.  Niches :  In  S.  aisle 
— in  E.  wall,  with  moulded  jambs  and  modern 
head,  probably  14th-century.  On  S.  porch — above 
outer  archway,  of  brick  with  trefoiled  head  and 
square  label,  early  16th-century.  Paintings  :  Traces 
of  paintings  on  piers  of  S.  arcade,  date  uncertain. 
Panelling :  Incorporated  in  modern  framing  in 
porch,  17th-century.  Piscinae  :  In  S.  aisle — in  S. 
wall,  with  square  head  and  quatrefoiled  drain,  14th- 
century.  Loose  in  N.  aisle — square  bowl  and 
drain,  said  to  have  come  from  chancel.  Plate : 
includes  cup  and  cover-paten  of  1562,  the  former 
with  band  of  engraved  ornament.  Stoup  :  In  S. 
porch — rough  recess  partly  broken  away  and 
covered  with  plaster.  Miscellanea :  In  S.  aisle — 
forming  sill  of  S.E.  window,  stone  slab  with 
moulded  edge  from  tomb  or  altar,  possibly  14th- 
century. 

Condition — Fairly  good,  but  roofs  defective.

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  o^the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings 
have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  original  chimney- 
stacks. 

Condition — Good . 

*(2).  House,  now  two  tenements,  300  yards 
W.S.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  16th  century 
and  has  a  later  addition  at  the  S.  end.  Inside  the 
building  some  of  the  timber-framing  is  exposed.

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b{3).  Old  Workhouse,  550  yards  W.S.W.  of  the 
church. 

6(4).  Bellhouse  Farm,  house,  about  \\  m.  W.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  was 
built  in  the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with 
the  wings  extending  towards  the  S.  and  W.  and  a 
staircase  in  the  angle.  Modern  additions  have 
been  built  on  the  W.  side  of  both  wings. 
The  upper  storey  projects  on  the  N.  front  and 
has  an  original  moulded  fascia  and  curved 
brackets.  In  the  roof  are  two  gabled  dormers. 
The  S.  front  of  the  E.  wing  of  the  original 
house  is  gabled  and  has  a  projecting  upper 
storey  with  curved  brackets.  The  chimney-stack 
at  the  W.  end  of  the  original  house  has  stepped 
offsets.  Inside  the  building  a  ceiling-beam  in  the 
N.  wing  is  supported  on  moulded  brackets. 

b(5).  Dandies  Farm,  house,  at  Noblesgreen, 
about  1  m.  W.N.W.  of  the  church. 

6(6).  Blatches,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v),  about 
lm.  N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics. 
It  was  built  in  the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  E.  and 
N.  There  is  a  modern  addition  oh  the  W.  At  the 
end  of  the  S.  front  the  upper  storey  projects  and 
has  an  original  moulded  bressummer  with  curved 
brackets.  In  the  E.  end  of  the  S.  wall  is  an  original 
window,  now  blocked,  of  three  lights  with  moulded 
frame  and  mullions.  On  the  N.  front  the  W.  wing 
has  two  similar  blocked  windows  ;  E.  of  the  stair- 
case is  an  original  chimney-stack  with  stepped  off- 
sets. Inside  the  building  is  an  original  staircase 
with  a  central  newel.  The  roof  is  of  collar-beam 
type  and  has  curved  wind-braces. 

a(7).  Eastwood  Lodge,  house,  nearly  2\  m. 
W.N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  cellars. 
It  was  built  early  in  the  16th  century  on  a  modified 
half  H-shaped  plan  with  the  cross-wings  extending 
westwards.  In  the  17th  century  a  staircase  was 
added  in  the  angle  formed  by  the  N.  and  central 
blocks.  There  are  modern  additions  on  the  N.  side 
and  the  house  has  been  much  altered.  On  the  S. 
side  of  the  N.  wing  the  upper  storey  projects  but 
has  been  partly  cut  into  by  the  staircase.  Inside 
the  building,  in  the  walls  of  the  N.E.  cellar  are 
four  brick  niches,  three  with  shaped  heads  and  one 
with  a  two-centred  head. 

*(8).  Westbarrow  Hall,  house,  now  two  tenements, 
\  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  15th 
century  with  a  central  hall  and  cross-wings  at  the 
E.  and  W.  ends.  The  W.  wing  was  rebuilt  in  the 
17th  century  and  has  since  been  largely  refaced 
with  brick.  The  roofs  to  the  hall  and  W.  wing 
have  been  partly  rebuilt,  and  smoke-blackened 
timbers  in  the  former  suggest  that  the  first  floor 
of  the  central  block  is  an  insertion.  There  is  a 
modern  addition  on  the  N.  On  both  the  N.  and 
S.  fronts  the  upper  storey  of  the  W.  wing  projects. 
In  the  W.  wall  of  the  E.  wing  is  a  partly  blocked 


window  with  diamond-shaped  mullions.  Inside 
the  building,  in  the  E.  wing,  is  a  17th-century 
staircase  with  flat-shaped  moulded  rail  and  square 
newel  posts  with  shaped  tops.  The  roof  of  the  E. 
wing  is  original  and  of  three  bays  with  cambered 
tie-beams,  and  octagonal  king-posts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases.  The  roof  over  the  W.  wing 
retains  one  old  tie-beam  with  queen-posts  ;  the 
side  purlins  have  curved  wind-braces. 

*(9).  Old  Workhouse,  on  E.  side  of  the  main  road 
to  Rochford,  1  m.  E.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  N. 
end  of  the  building  is  of  15th-century  date  and  is 
probably  all  that  remains  of  a  fairly  large  house, 
the  existing  building  on  the  S.  being  of  18th-century 
date.  On  the  E.  the  upper  storey  projects  and  has 
one  curved  bracket.  On  the  N.  is  an  original 
chimney-stack  with  crow-stepped  offsets.  Inside 
the  building  on  the  ground-floor  the  timber-framing 
is  exposed. 

6(10).  Three  Ashes  Inn,  now  a  shop  and  two 
tenements,  300  yards  N.N.E.  of  (9),  was  built 
late  in  the  16th  century.  Late  17th-century  and 
modern  additions  on  the  E.  make  the  existing 
building  L-shaped  on  plan  with  wings  projecting 
to  the  S.  and  W. 

"(11).  Cottage,  on  E.  side  of  the  main  road  to 
Rochford,  about  \\  m.  N.E.  of  the  church,  was 
built  probably  in  the  16th  century  as  the  W.  wing 
of  a  larger  house ;  it  has  been  very  much 
altered.  On  the  S.  front  the  upper  storey 
projects  and  has  a  moulded  barge-board  to  the 
gable.  Inside  the  building  the  timber-framing  is 
exposed.

28.  FOBBING.     (D.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxvi.  S.E.) 

Fobbing  is  a  parish  and  village  7  m.  N.E.  of 
Tilbury.    The  church  is  interesting. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Michael  stands  in 
the  S.W.  corner  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of 
ragstone-rubble  with  some  flint,  septaria,  tile,  etc.  ; 
the  dressings  are  mainly  of  Reigate  stone  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  in  the  11th 
century,  possibly  before  the  Conquest,  as  the  N. 
wall  is  only  2|  ft.  thick.  Early  in  the  14th  century 
the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  and  the  South  Chapel 
added.  Towards  the  middle  of  the  14th  century 
the  nave  was  extended  W.,  the  S.  arcade  built  and 
a  S.W.  tower  and  South  Aisle  added  ;  this  aisle 
appears  to  have  extended  only  to  the  E.  face  of 
the  tower.  Late  in  the  15th  century  this  tower 
was  destroyed  and  the  existing  West  Tower  built  ; 
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EASTWOOD  :  PARISH  CHURCH  OF  ST.  LAURENCE  AND  ALL  SAINTS. 
S.  Door,  showing  iron-work,  late  13th-century,  with  late  12th  or  early  13th-century 

hinges,  etc.,  applied. 
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at  the  same  time  the  S.  aisle  was  largely  rebuilt, 
and  extended  W.  to  cover  the  site  of  the  former 
tower  ;  the  rood-stair  turret  was  built  and  the 
E.  arch  of  the  arcade  rebuilt  to  accommodate  the 
rood-loft.  The  South  Porch  is  also  of  late  15th- 
century  date.  The  church  has  been  restored 
in  modern  times  when  the  South  Vestry  was 
added. 

The  church  is  of  some  architectural  interest. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (29  ft. 
by  15|  ft.)  has  a  15th-century  E.  window  of  three 
cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two- 
centred  head  with  a  moulded  label.  In  the  N. 
wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  is  a  reset  13th- 
century  lancet-light  and  the  western  is  of  c.  1500 
and  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head 
with  a  moulded  label.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window 
all  modern  except  the  E.  splay  and  rear-arch 
which  are  possibly  of  the  14th  century  ;  further 
W.  is  an  early  14th-century  arcade  of  two  bays 
with  two-centred  arches  of  two  hollow-chamfered 
orders,  partly  restored  ;  the  pier  and  W.  respond 
are  modern ;  the  E.  respond  has  an  attached 
semi-octagonal  shaft  with  moulded  capital  and 
base.  The  early  14th-century  chancel-arch  is  two- 
centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  dying  on  to 
the  walls. 

The  South  Chapel  (20  ft.  by  12$  ft.)  has  an  E. 
window  all  modern  except  the  15th-century  jambs, 
sill,  splays  and  rear-arch.  In  the  S.  wall  is  an  early 
14th-century  window  of  two  lights  with  tracery  in 
a  two-centred  head  with  a  defaced  label  ;  further 
W.  is  a  modern  doorway.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a 
14th-century  two-centred  arch  of  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders,  dying  on  to  the  responds. 


The  Nave  (49  ft.  by  20 J  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  14th-century  windows,  the  eastern  is  of  two 
cinquefoiled  ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  square 
head  ;  the  western  window  is  also  of  two  cinque- 
foiled ogee  lights  with  different  tracery  in  a  three- 
centred  head  ;  to  the  W.  of  this  window  is  a  blocked 
11th-century  window  with  a  wide  external  opening 
(1|  ft.)  and  a  round  head  ;  the  14th-century 
N.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  with  a  moulded  label  and  head-stops  ;  at  the 
E.  end  of  the  N.  wall  is  the  rood-loft  staircase  of 
c.  1500  ;  the  lower  doorway  has  a  two-centred 
and  the  upper  a  four-centred  head.  The  14th- 
century  S.  arcade  is  of  four  bays  of  which  the 
eastern  was  heightened  and  rebuilt  c.  1500, 
the  arches  are  two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered 
orders  and  the  columns  are  octagonal  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  ;  the  W.  respond  of  the  third 
bay  has  an  attached  half-column  ;  the  westernmost 
bay  is  separated  from  the  third  by  a  solid  pier  and 
formerly  opened  into  the  S. W.  tower  ;  both  orders 
of  the  arch  are  continued  down  the  E.  respond  and 
the  inner  order  down  the  W.  respond. 

The  South  Aisle  (21  £  ft.  wide)  has,  adjoining  the 
pier  just  described,  part  of  the  base  of  the  respond 
of  an  arch  formerly  opening  from  the  aisle  into 
the  S.W.  tower.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows 
of  c.  1500,  each  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  high  up  in  the 
wall  further  E.  is  a  small  square-headed  window 
probably  of  the  same  date  ;  the  late  15th-century 
S.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  late  15th-century 
window  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
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The  West  Tower  (14  ft.  by  12J  ft.)  is  of  c.  1500 
and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled  parapet  and 
a  stair-turret  rising  above  it  (Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii). 
The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three  hollow- 
chamfered  orders,  the  two  outer  dying  on  to 
the  splayed  responds  and  the  inner  resting  on 
attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 
The  W.  window  is  of  three  pointed  lights  with 
plain  transomed  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label ;  the  W.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  and  traceried 
spandrels  enclosing  rosettes.  The  N.,  S.  and  W. 
walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each  a  window  of 
one  four-centred  light  with  a  square  moulded  label. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of  two 
pointed  and  transomed  lights  in  a  four-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label. 

The  South  Porch  (Plate,  p.  96)  is  of  late  15th- 
century  date  and  is  timber-framed  on  dwarf  brick 
and  rubble  walls.  The  four-centred  outer  archway 
has  spandrels  carved  with  foliage,  the  head  of  a 
king  and  a  seated  man  opening  the  mouth  of  a 
dragon  ;  the  carved  and  cusped  barge-boards  of 
the  gable  are  much  defaced.  The  E.  and  W.  sides 
have  been  restored  except  for  the  main  posts. 
The  roof  is  of  two  bays  with  moulded  wall-plates 
and  king-post  trusses. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  the  15th  century 
and  of  braced  collar-beam  type  with  a  moulded 
and  embattled  wall-plate  on  the  N.  side.  The  roof 
of  the  S.  chapel  is  of  similar  type  with  a  similar 
wall-plate  on  the  S.  side  ;  the  N.  wall-plate  is 
probably  of  the  17th-century.  The  15th-century 
roof  of  the  nave  is  of  four  bays  with  moulded  and 
embattled  wall-plates  and  king-post  trusses  ;  the 
tie-beams  have  curved  braces  with  traceried 
spandrels.  The  15th-century  roof  of  the  S.  aisle  is 
of  four  bays  with  moulded  and  embattled  wall- 
plates  and  plain  king-post  trusses.  The  first  floor 
of  the  tower  is  of  c.  1500  and  has  moulded  and 
embattled  wall-plates. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five  ;  1st  to  4th  by  Thomas 
Bartlet,  1629 ;  bell-frame,  17th-century,  much 
restored.  Bracket :  In  S.  chapel — in  E.  wall, 
piece  of  13th-century  coffin-lid  used  as  bracket. 
Brass  Indents  :  In  S.  aisle — (1)  of  figure  of  man, 
scroll  and  inscription-plate.  In  W.  tower — (2) 
of  man  and  wife,  inscription-plate  and  groups  of 
children  ;  (3)  of  woman  and  inscription-plate  ; 
(4)  of  man  and  wife  with  inscription-plate.  Doors  : 
In  N.  doorway — of  feathered  battens  on  trellis- 
framing,  15th-century,  two  strap-hinges  with 
ornamental  prongs,  possibly  13th-century.  In 
S.  doorway — of  ridged  battens  on  trellis-framing, 
old  drop-handle  and  lock,  15th-century.  In  tower 
— in  W.  doorway,  panelled,  with  drop-handle, 
strap-hinges  and  lock,  17th-century  ;  in  turret- 
staircase,  three  battened  doors,  c.  1500.  Font  : 
octagonal  bowl  of  Purbeck  marble  with  two  shallow- 


pointed  panels  in  each  face,  eight  small  shafts  and 
hollow-chamfered  base,  13th-century,  stem  modern. 
Glass  :  In  E.  window  of  chancel,  fragments  of 
tabernacle-work,  15th-century  ;  in  E.  window  of 
S.  chapel,  14th  and  15th-century  fragments  of 
quarries  with  foliated  and  trellised  designs.  In 
nave — in  N.E.  window,  foliated  quarries,  borders 
and  foliated  spandrels,  14th-century,  in  situ.  In 
N.W.  window,  foliage,  borders  and  fragments 
including  tabernacle-work  and  Lombardic  letter 
T,  14th  and  15th-century.  In  S.  aisle — in  middle 
S.  window,  14th  and  15th-century  fragments  of 
quarries,  borders  and  tabernacle-work.  Image  : 
In  S.  chapel — on  bracket,  seated  stone  figure  of 
the  Virgin  and  Child  (Plate,  p.  25),  both  heads 
gone,  15th-century.  Monument  and  Floor-slab. 
Monument  :  In  chancel — on  N.  wall,  to  Thomas 
de  Crawedene,  c.  1340,  stone  sunk-panel  (Plate, 
p.  48)  with  Lombardic  inscription  "  +Pur  lamur 
Jesu  Crist  priez  pur  sa  alme  ki  ci  gist  pater  noster 
et  ave  Thomas  de  Crawedene  fut  apelle."  Floor- 
slab  :  In  tower,  to  Sarah,  wife  of  James  Foxon, 
1712,  and  James  their  son.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel 
— with  two-centred  head  and  square  drain,  13th 
or  14th-century.  In  S.  chapel — in  S.  wall,  with 
two-centred  head  and  multif oiled  drain,  14th- 
century.  In  S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,  with  trefoiled 
head  and  round  drain,  15th-century.  Plate : 
includes  cup  of  1633  dated  1633.  Scratchings  : 
On  stonework  of  S.  aisle  and  W.  tower,  mason's 
marks ;  on  W.  respond  of  S.  arcade,  graffito. 
Seating :  In  S.  aisle — seven  benches,  five  with 
traceried  bench-ends,  two  with  shaped  tops,  early 
16th-century,  restored ;  also  two  early  17th- 
century  benches  with  shaped  finials  to  the  posts. 
In  tower — one  bench  with  traceried  ends,  16th- 
century.  Sedile  :  In  chancel,  one  bay  with  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  head  and  label,  14th- 
century.  Stoup  :  In  S.  aisle- — E.  of  S.  doorway, 
large  bowl  recessed  into  wall,  early  16th-century. 
Weather-vane  :  with  letters  A. A.,  possibly  17th- 
century.  Miscellanea ;  In  E.  wall  of  chancel, 
internally,  two  carved  head-stops,  14th-century  ; 
in  S.  respond  of  chancel-arch,  part  of  coffin-lid, 
used  as  corbel. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

Monuments  (2-9). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  or  weather-boarded;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
Some  of  the  buildings  have  original  chimney- 
stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 

(2).  The  Rectory,  50  yards  N.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  has  been  partly 
refaced  with  modern  brickwork.  It  is  possibly  a 
16th-century  house  enlarged  at  a  later  date  and 
has  modern  additions  on  the  N.E.  and  S.E.

FOULNESS. 
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(3).  Wheelers  House  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  now  two 
tenements,  on  E.  side  of  road,  300  yards 
N.N.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  late  in  the 
15th  century  but  has  been  much  altered.  It 
has  a  small  modern  addition  on  the  S.  The 
upper  storey  projects  at  both  ends  of  the  W.  front, 
and  the  southern  projection,  which  at  some  later 
date  has  been  extended  partly  along  the  main  block, 
has  curved  brackets.  The  eaves  are  continuous  and 
are  supported  over  the  middle  block  by  a  curved 
bracket  springing  from  the  upper  storey  of  the 
N.  wing.  The  early  17th-century  main  chimney- 
stack  has  a  shaft  of  cruciform  plan  set  diagonally 
on  a  square  base.  Inside  the  building  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  main  block  is  a  heavy  cambered  tie- 
beam  with  curved  braces  but  the  upper  part  is 
hidden  by  a  modern  ceiling. 

(4).  House  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  now  three  tenements, 
on  W.  side  of  road,  500  yards  N.N.W.  of  the  church, 
has  a  thatched  roof.  It  was  built  probably  in  the 
15th  century  with  a  central  hall  and  N.  and  S.  cross- 
wings  and  has  a  modern  addition  at  the  back.  The 
upper  storeys  of  the  cross-wings  project  on  the  E. 
front  and  are  supported  on  heavy  curved  brackets. 

(5).  House,  now  two  tenements,  opposite  (3), 
is  the  central  hall  of  a  15th-century  dwelling,  the 
cross-wings  of  which  have  been  demolished.  The 
first  floor  and  central  chimney-stack  were  inserted 
in  the  17th  century.  In  the  W.  wall  is  an  original 
four-centred  doorway.  Inside  the  building  is  a 
king-post  truss,  with  a  heavy  moulded  tie-beam 
with  curved  braces  forming  a  four-centred  arch 
below,  octagonal  king-post  with  a  moulded  base 
and  necking  and  curved  four-way  struts  ;  the 
wall-plates  are  also  moulded. 

(6).  White  Lion  Inn,  150  yards  W.N.W.  of  the 
church,  was  built  possibly  in  the  15th  century  with 
a  central  hall  and  N.E.  and  S.W.  cross-wings.  In 
the  17th  century  a  first  floor  was  inserted  in  the 
hall  and  the  roof  raised  ;  there  is  a  modern  addition 
at  the  back.  The  upper  storeys  of  the  cross-wings 
project  on  the  S.E.  front.  Inside  the  building 
is  a  17th-century  open  fireplace  and  one  original 
cambered  tie-beam  is  exposed. 

(7).  House  (Plate,  pp.  56-7),  90  yards  N.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  has  been 
refaced  with  18th-century  brick.  It  was  built  in 
the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the 
wings  extending  towards  the  N.W.  and  N.E.  and 
has  a  modern  addition  in  the  angle.  At  the  end 
of  the  N.W.  wing  is  a  large  chimney-stack  of  early 
17th-century  date  surmounted  by  three  grouped 
diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building  is  some  early 
17th-century  panelling  and  an  original  winding- 
stair  with  a  central  newel. 

(8).  House,  now  two  tenements,  50  yards  S.  of 
the  church,  is  modern  except  for  the  17th-century 
chimney-stack. 


(9).  Fobbing  Hall,  house,  now  two  tenements, 
200  yards  S.E.  of  the  church,  was  built  probably  in 
the  16th  century  and  has  a  cross-wing  at  the  W.  end 
and  modern  additions  at  the  back.  The  main 
chimney-stack  is  of  early  17th-century  date.  Inside 
the  building  in  the  W.  wing  is  a  cambered  tie-beam 
with  curved  braces. 


29.  FOULNESS.    (G.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxi.  S.W.) 

Foulness  is  an  island  and  parish  on  the  S.  side 
of  the  Crouch,  8  m.  N.E.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 

Roman  : — 

(1).  A  tumulus  on  Loading  Marsh,  Little  Shel- 
ford,  was  found  to  contain  a  large  urn  enclosing 
burnt  bones  and  surrounded  by  seven  or  eight  other 
vessels  of  which  two  were  '  Samian,'  apparently 
of  early  2nd-century  date.  The  mound  was 
destroyed.  Another  tumulus  was  said  to  exist 
close  by.

Ecclesiastical : — 

(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  was  entirely 
rebuilt  in  1850  but  retains  the  following  fitting 
from  the  old  church  : — 

Plate  (Plate,  p.  xliv)  :  includes  two  cups  of 
1612  and  1712  respectively  and  a  cover-paten  of 
1712. 

Secular  : — 

(3).  House,  160  yards  S.W.  of  the  church,  is 
of  one  storey  with  attics,  timber-framed  and 
weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
in  the  17th  century  and  has  modern  additions  at 
each  end.  Inside  the  building  are  some  exposed 
ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 

(4).  White  House,  1  m.  W.S.W.  of  the  church,  is 
of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded 
and  partly  refaced  with  brick,  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  S.E.  wing  was  built  early  in  the  17th  century  ; 
the  N.W.  wing  was  added  later  in  the  same  century 
making  the  building  of  modified  L-shaped  plan. 
Modern  extensions  have  been  made  to  both  blocks. 
The  timber-framing  is  exposed  on  the  E.  side  of 
the  S.E.  wing  ;  on  this  side  is  a  blocked  door.  Inside 
the  building  the  timber-framing  and  ceiling-beams 
are  exposed. 

Condition — Unoccupied  and  falling  into  dis- 
repair. 

Unclassified : — 

(5).  Red  Hill,  at  Little  Shelf ord  Farm,  nearly 
2}m.  S.W.  of  the  church.

30.  GRAYS  THURROCK.     (B.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxxiii.  S.E.) 

Grays  Thurrock  or  Grays  is  a  town  on  the 
N.  bank  of  the  Thames,  2  m.  N.W.  of  Tilbury. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul 
stands  in  the  town.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone  and 
flint-rubble,  with  dressings  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  The  church,  consisting  of  the  Chancel 
and  Nave,  perhaps  with  provision  for  a  central 
tower,  was  built  probably  in  the  first  years  of  the 
13th  century  or  earlier  ;  the  cross-arches  of  the 
chancel  although  apparently  modern  may  be 
copies  or  restorations  of  the  original  arches  of  that 
date.  The  Tower  N.  of  the  crossing  was  built 
c.  1230  and  the  South  Chapel  opposite  was  added 
c.  1280-90.  The  whole  structure  was  largely  rebuilt 
in  1846  when  the  nave  was  considerably  lengthened 
westward,  the  North  Aisle,  South  Porch  and 
Vestry  added,  the  upper  part  of  the  tower  rebuilt, 
and  most  of  the  dressings,  especially  of  the  chancel, 
were  renewed. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (23  ft. 
by  15f  ft.)  has  been  largely  rebuilt  and  retains  no 
ancient  architectural  features. 

The  Crossing  (15 J  ft.  by  19  ft.)  has  E.  and  W. 
arches  of  late  12th  or  early  13th-century  design  but 
apparently  entirely  of  modern  stonework.  The 
N.  and  S.  arches  are  described  below. 

The  North  Tower  (15|  ft.  square)  is  of  three 
stages  ;  the  top  stage  is  modern.  The  early 
13th-century  archway  from  the  crossing  is  two- 
centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  restored 
responds  are  chamfered  and  have  moulded  imposts. 
The  E.  and  N.  walls  of  the  ground-stage  have  wall- 
arches  of  similar  design  and  date.  In  the  E.  wall 
are  three  original  graduated  lancets  and  in  the 
N.  wall  a  similar  lancet,  all  restored  externally.  In 
the  W.  wall  is  a  modern  archway.  The  second  stage 
has  both  in  the  E.  and  N.  walls  an  original 
lancet-window,  modern  externally,  and  in  the  W. 
wall  is  a  similar  window,  now  blocked.  In  the 
S.W.  angle  arc  two  doorways,  both  probably 
original  and  now  blocked ;  one  has  a  later  oak 
lintel  and  the  other  has  the  head  cut  away. 


The  South  Chapel  or  Transept  (18^  ft.  by  9£  ft.) 
has  in  the  N.  wall  a  late  13th-century  archway 
from  the  crossing  ;  it  is  two-centred  and  of  two 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  responds,  partly  restored, 
have  original  moulded  capitals,  of  which  the  abaci 
have  been  cut  away,  and  moulded  bases.  In  the 
S.  wall  is  a  modern  window,  and  in  the  W.  wall  a 
partly  restored  13th-century  lancet. 

The  Nave  is  modern  except  the  E.  half  of  the 
S.  wall,  in  which  is  the  S.  doorway  with  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch,  probably  of  the  13th 
century. 

Fittings — Brasses:  In  chancel  —  on  S.  wall, 
figures  of  two  women  in  pedimental  head-dresses 
and  group  of  six  children,  early  16th-century. 
Chairs :  In  chancel — two  (Plate,  p.  xlii)  with 
pierced  and  carved  backs,  shaped  and  carved  arms 
and  turned  legs  with  carved  and  turned  rails, 
possibly  late  17th-century.  Floor-slab  :  In  tower — 
to  Jeremiah  Watts,  171 1 .  Font  (Plate,  pp.  xlii-iii)  : 
octagonal,  with  moulded  top  and  under-side, 
each  face  with  square  panel  carved  with  blank 
shields,  roses,  a  flower,  irradiated  Agnus  Dei, 
and  a  shield — a  cheveron  between  three  cinqfoils,  two 
of  the  blank  shields  have  later  scratchings  ;  stem 
with  pointed  panels  and  moulded  base,  15th  or 
early  16th-century.  Funeral-helm,  etc.  :  In  chan- 
cel— on  N.  wall,  combed  helm  with  vizor,  late 
16th-century  ;  on  S.  wall,  gauntlet  and  short  sword. 
Lockers  :  In  N.  wall  of  chancel,  twin  lockers  with 
rebated  jambs  and  round  heads,  date  uncertain, 
probably  early  13th-century.  Niche :  In  S. 
transept — in  W.  wall,  square  and  plastered,  date 
uncertain.  Panelling :  Used  in  door  in  second 
stage  of  tower,  17th-century.  Piscina :  In  S. 
transept — in  S.  wall,  with  moulded  jambs  and 
tref oiled  head,  round  drain,  13th-century.  Plate  : 
includes  cup  dated  1663,  paten  dated  1628  and 
larger  paten  dated  1685.  Screen  :  Under  S.  arch 
to  N.  tower — with  entrance  having  multifoiled  and 
traceried  head,  half  modern,  four  bays  on  each  side 
each  with  cinquefoiled  ogee  heads  and  tracery, 
moulded  mullions  and  moulded  and  embattled 
cornice,  early  16th-century.  Tiles  :  In  vestry — ■ 
black  and  yellow  glazed  tiles  laid  in  patterned 
bands,  found  on  site  of  cottage  N.  of  the  church 
and  relaid  here. 

Condition — Good,  mostly  rebuilt.

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams.

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High  Street,  W.  Side  : — 

(2).  Bull  Inn,  and  range  of  tenements,  80  yards 
S.  of  the  church,  are  of  two  storeys  with  attics 
and  form  a  long  rectangular  building  of  Late  17th- 
century  date  which  is  of  plastered  brickwork  ; 
at  the  back  is  a  modern  addition.  Above  an  open 
carriage-way  running  through  the  middle  of  the 
inn  is  an  original  three-light  window  divided  by 
pilasters  having  moulded  capitals  and  bases ; 
the  centre  light  has  a  semi-circular  head.  On  the 
E.  and  W.  sides  of  the  building  is  a  modillioned 
eaves-cornice.  The  attics  are  lighted  by  five 
gabled  dormer-windows  on  the  W.  front  and  four 
on  the  E. 

(3).  House,  now  two  tenements,  100  yards  S. 
of  (2),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  is  of 
L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.  and  E.  The  S.  wall  is  of  brick  and  there 
are  modern  additions  at  the  back.  Inside  the 
building,  against  the  chimney-stack,  is  an  original 
circular  staircase  leading  up  to  the  attics. 

E.  Side  : — 

(4).  House,  now  two  tenements,  opposite  (3), 
is  of  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  N.  and  E.  It  has  modern  additions 
at  the  back. 

(5).  House,  40  yards  N.  of  (4),  is  built  of  brick 
and  faced  with  plaster.  The  front  block,  facing  the 
street,  is  of  early  17th-century  date  but  has  later 
modern  additions  at  the  back. 


(6).  Shop,  on  S.  side  of  Argent  Street,  60  yards 
S.W.  of  (3),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  is  a 
fragment  of  a  larger  building. 


31.  GREAT  BADDOW.     (D.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.   Wfii.  S.E.   Wliii.  S.W.) 

Great  Baddow  is  a  parish  and  village  due  S.  of 
Chelmsford.  The  principal  monuments  are  the 
church  and  Great  Sir  Hughes. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  (Plate,  p.  49) 
stands  in  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  flint-rubble 
with  some  fragments  of  Roman  brick ;  the  chapels, 
clearstorey  and  porch  are  of  brick  ;  the  dressings 
are  of  limestone  and  brick  ;  the  roofs  are  covered 
with  tiles,  slates  and  lead. 

The  Chancel,  Nave  and  a  N.  Aisle  were  built 
about  the  middle  of  the  13th  century  probably  on 
the  site  of  an  earlier  church,  and  at  a  rather  later 
date  a  South  Aisle  was  added.  In  the  first  half 
of  the  14th  century  the  Aisles  were  widened  and 
the  West  Tower  was  begun,  the  upper  half  of  the 
Tower  being  completed  later  in  the  same  century. 
Early  in  the  16th  century  the  South  Chapel  and 


the  clearstorey  of  the  Nave  were;  added  and  a  little 
later  the  North  Chapel  was  built.  The  South 
Porch  was  added  in  the  17th  century.  The  church 
has  been  restored  in  modern  times  when  the  dormer- 
windows  were  added  to  the  chancel  and  the 
North  Vestry  added  or  rebuilt. 

The  clearstorey  is  a  handsome  example  of  early 
16th-century  brickwork  and  among  the  fittings 
the  17th-century  pulpit  is  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — -The  Chancel  (28  J  ft. 
by  22$  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window  of  four  lights 
and  tracery ;  the  gable-head  is  of  early  16th- 
century  brick.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  13th-century 
lancet  now  mostly  restored,  and  further  W.  is  a 
modern  doorway  into  the  vestry  ;  the  early  16th- 
century  brick  arch  opening  into  the  N.  Chapel  is 
two-centred  and  of  one  chamfered  order  resting 
on  attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ; 
the  chamfered  outer  order  of  the  responds  is  carried 
up  vertically  to  the  wall-plates  and  is  plastered. 
In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window  originally  a  13th-century 
lancet,  afterwards  widened  to  the  W.  in  the  15th 
century  and  now  all  modern  except  the  splays 
and  four-centred  rear-arch  ;  further  W.  is  an 
archway  similar  to  that  in  the  N.  wall  but  four- 
centred  and  of  larger  detail.  The  15th-century 
chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered 
orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the  inner  resting 
on  attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 

The  North  Chapel  (11 J  ft.  by  14$  ft.)  is  of  brick 
with  an  embattled  parapet  and  has  in  the  E.  wall 
an  early  16th-century  brick  window  of  one  three- 
centred  light.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  brick  window  of 
three  four-centred  lights  in  a  square  head  with 
a  moulded  label,  all  cemented  externally.  In  the 
W.  wall  is  a  four-centred  arch  of  two  chamfered 
orders,  the  inner  carried  on  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  tall  bases. 

The  South  Chapel  (15  ft.  by  14$  ft.)  is  of  brick 
with  a  crow-stepped  embattled  parapet.  In  the 
E.  wall  is  an  early  16th-century  brick  window  of 
three  four-centred  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label,  all  cemented  externally,  and  with 
a  four-centred  plastered  rear-arch.  In  the  S.  wall 
is  a  modern  doorway  inserted  in  the  blocking  of  an 
original  window.  In  the  W.  wall  is  an  archway 
nearly  uniform  with  that  to  the  N.  chapel. 

The  Nave  (46$  ft.  by  23$  ft.)  has  13th-century 
N.  and  S.  arcades  of  three  bays,  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  columns  are 
cylindrical  except  the  second  on  the  N.,  which  is 
octagonal,  and  all  have  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 
The  N.  arcade  is  the  earlier  and  has  square  responds, 
the  eastern  having  an  attached  square  shaft  with 
moulded  capital  and  base  and  the  western  a  carved 
head-corbel  and  capital  carrying  the  inner  orders 
of  the  arches.  The  S.  arcade  has  chamfered 
responds  and  the  inner  orders  are  carried  on  corbel- 
capitals,  the  eastern  partly  restored.  The  early 
16th-century  clearstorey  is  of  red  brick  with  diaper 
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patterns  in  black  bricks,  and  has  a  crow-stepped 
embattled  parapet  resting  on  a  trefoiled  corbel- 
table  ;  a  series  of  octagonal  pinnacles  with  conical 
moulded  caps  divides  it  into  five  bays  length-wise 
and  two  cross-wise.  In  the  E.  wall  are  two  windows 
each  of  two  round-headed  lights  under  a  four- 
centred  head  ;  the  side  walls  have  each  five  windows 
each  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  under  a  three-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label. 

The  North  Aisle  (14  ft.  wide)  has  an  early 
16th-century  embattled  parapet.  In  the  N.  wall 
are  two  windows  each  of  two  lights  and  tracery 
all  modern  except  the  moulded  splays  and  chamfered 
rear-arches  which  are  of  the  14th  century.  Further 
W.  is  a  blocked  doorway  with  a  two-centred  head 
and  segmental-pointed  rear-arch  of  the  13th  or 
14th  century.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  single-light 
window  all  modern  except  the  14th-century 
moulded  splays  and  rear-arch. 

The  South  Aisle  (14|  ft.  wide)  has  an  early 
16th-century  crow-stepped  embattled  parapet  of 
brick.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows  each  of 
three  lights  and  tracery  all  modern  except  the 
14th-century  splays  and  rear-arches.  Further  W. 
is  the  S.  doorway  with  modern  shafted  and  moulded 
jambs  and  a  moulded  two-centred  arch  of  the  13th 
century  reset  in  the  14th  century  and  having  a 
chamfered  outer  order  and  moulded  label.  In  the 
W.  wall  is  a  14th-century  window  of  three  lights 
and  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head,  all  much 
restored. 


The  West  Tower  (13|  ft.  by  12|  ft.)  is  of  the 
14th  century  ;  the  upper  half,  which  is  probably 
a  little  later  than  the  lower  half,  has  an  embattled 
parapet,  and  is  surmounted  by  a  leaded  spire.  The 
two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three  chamfered  orders, 
the  outermost  continuous  from  the  responds,  the 
inner  two  carried  on  large  attached  semi-octagonal 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases.  The  W. 
window  is  of  two  trefoiled  ogee-headed  lights 
with  partly  restored  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  and  defaced  head-stops.  The 
W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label  with  defaced  head-stops.  The  second 
storey  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of  one  pointed 
light  ;  the  E.  window  looking  into  the  nave.  The 
bell-chamber  has  18th-century  windows  of  brick. 
On  the  E.  face  of  the  tower  are  the  weatherings  of 
the  former  steep-pitched  roof  of  the  nave. 

The  South  Porch  (Plate,  p.  xxxviii)  is  of  the  first 
half  of  the  17th  century  and  is  built  of  brick.  The 
outer  archway  is  of  two  orders,  the  outer  square,  the 
inner  semi-circular  with  imposts  and  a  pendant  key- 
block.  Above  it  is  a  moulded  entablature  and 
the  gable-head  has  a  moulded  coping  and,  at  the 
base  and  apex,  the  remains  of  circular  pinnacles. 
The  side  walls  have  each  a  window  of  two  round- 
headed  lights,  covered  with  cement. 

The  Roof  of  the  S.  chapel  has  hollow-chamfered 
transverse  rafters  of  the  16th  or  17th  century,  the 
rest  is  modern.  The  low-pitched  roof  of  the  nave 
is  of  early  16th-century  date  and  is  of  five  bays  ; 
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the  principal  beams  are  moulded  and  carved  with 
twisted  running  foliage  and  have  curved  braces 
below  their  ends  springing  from  moulded  corbel- 
capitals  enriched  with  carved  cresting ;  the 
moulded  ridge  and  smaller  ribs  divide  each  half 
bay  into  six  compartments  ;  the  ceiling  is  boarded  ; 
the  wall-plates  are  moulded  and  have  carved 
cresting.  The  flat  lean-to  roof  of  the  N.  Aisle 
has  three  tie-beams  carrying  posts  and  two-way 
curved  struts  under  a  central  purlin,  all  the  timbers 
being  moulded  and  of  the  14th  century  ;  the  curved 
struts  are  carried  on  the  sides  of  the  tie-beams  by 
small  moulded  corbel-capitals,  two  of  which  are 
now  missing  ;  the  S.  wall-plate  is  also  moulded 
and  of  the  same  date  ;  the  N.  wall-plate  is  moulded 
and  carved  with  plain  bosses  and  is  probably  of 
the  17th  century ;  above  it  is  a  fascia-board 
inscribed  "  HUMFERI  LOW  ET  HENRY 
STILEMAN  CHURCHWARDENS  ANOD  1639"  ; 
under  the  N.  ends  of  the  principals  are  chamfered 
wall-posts  from  the  floor,  with  plain  capitals  prob- 
ably of  the  16th  or  17th  century.  The  roof  of  the 
S.  Aisle  has  old  square  rafters  probably  of  the 
17th  century  or  later.  The  floor  of  the  ringing- 
chamber  of  the  tower  has  old  timbers,  possibly 
14th  or  15th-century. 

Fittings—  Brass  and  Indents.  Brass:  In  chancel— 
of  Jane  (Lewkenor),  wife  of  John  Paschall  [1614], 
figure  of  woman,  inscription,  and  shield-of-arms. 
Indents  :  In  S.  porch — four  slabs  and  fragments  of 
a  fifth  with  rivets  and  much  -  defaced  indents. 
Glass :  In  nave — in  spandrels  of  clearstorey  win- 
dows, fragments  of  black  and  yellow  border,  14th- 
century  and  later  reset.  Monument  and  Floor-slabs. 
Monument  :  In  S.  chapel — on  S.  wall,  to  Hellen 
Sydnor,  1651,  and  Elizabeth  Hubert,  1625, 
daughters  of  Thomas  Leventhorpe,  marble  wall- 
monument  with  side-pilasters,  cornice  and  two 
shields-of-arms.  Floor-slabs:  In  nave — (1)  to  John 
Ingram,  1694  ;  (2)  to  the  Reverend  Charles  Adams 
M.A.,  1683.  In  N.  aisle— (3)  to  John  Everard, 
16(14?).     In  tower — (4)  to  Abigail,  wife  of  John 

(name  defaced),  1692.   Piscinae :  In  chancel — 

with  trefoiled  heads  in  front  and  side-opening  into 
sedile,  octofoiled  drain,  late  13th-century.  In  N. 
chapel — in  E.  wall,  with  four-centred  head  and 
round  drain,  early  16th-century.  In  S.  aisle — in  S. 
wall,  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  head, 
round  drain,  14th-century.  Plate  :  includes  flagon 
of  1627,  with  shield-of-arms,  and  alms-dish  of 
1675  with  shield-of-arms.  Pulpit  (Plate,  p.  4)  : 
octagonal  with  alternate  wide  and  narrow  sides,  all 
panelled ;  larger  panels  with  representations  of 
arches  in  perspective  with  side-columns,  pediments 
and  carved  frames,  smaller  and  lower  panels  with 
foliage  and  jewel-ornaments  ;  base  modern  except 
central  post ;  sounding-board  with  panelled  soffit 
having  carved  rose  in  centre,  carved  frieze,  moulded 
cornice,  carved  strap-work  cresting,  and  at  the 
angles,  consoles  with  pinnacles  above  and  small 


pendants  below  ;  the  back  standard  has  three 
panels,  one  carved  with  a  cross  and  another  with 
the  Sacred  Heart,  shaped  and  carved  borders  ;  on 
a  rail  is  carved  the  date  1639.  Recess  :  In  N. 
chapel — in  E.  wall,  with  two-centred  head,  16th 
century.  Royal  Arms:  Over  chancel  -  arch — 
painted  board,  with  initials  C  R  and  date  1660  ; 
all  in  a  moulded  wood  frame  surmounted  by 
a  broken  pediment.  Sedile:  In  chancel  —  sill  of 
former  S.E.  lancet  carried  down  to  form  a  seat, 
of  same  date  as  piscina. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  :— 

b(2).  Homestead  Moat  at  Mascalls,  about  1  m. 
S.S.E.  of  the  church. 

*(3).  Great  Sir  Hughes,  house  (Plate,  p.  52), 
If  m.  S.S.E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with 
attics,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  It  was  built  early  in  the  17th  century  and 
appears  to  have  been  the  N.  wing  of  a  much  larger 
house.  There  is  an  18th-century  kitchen  addition 
on  the  W. 

The  exceptional  amount  of  external  carved  wood- 
work is  of  interest. 

The  plan  is  rectangular  and  consists  of  two 
parallel  blocks,  the  lower  part  of  the  northern 
block  forming  an  open  loggia  divided  into  five 
bays  with  square  fluted  columns  standing  on 
panelled  pedestals  and  having  moulded  capitals 
and  bases  and  carved  brackets  supporting  the 
carved  bressummer  to  the  upper  storey.  Below 
the  bressummer,  between  the  brackets,  each  bay 
is  subdivided  by  two  elliptical  arches  separated  by 
moulded  pendants  and  having  sunk  spandrels.  The 
upper  storey  has  three  oriel-windows,  each  sup- 
ported on  three  carved  brackets  and  of  five  lights 
with  moulded  mullions  and  carved  transoms.  The 
timber-framing  is  exposed,  the  vertical  members 
between  the  windows  being  in  the  form  of  tapering 
pilasters  with  moulded  capitals  above  which  are 
carved  brackets  supporting  a  widely  projecting 
eaves.  The  chimney-stack  has  two  octagonal  shafts 
with  moulded  bases.  The  entrance  door  is  original 
and  is  divided  into  small  panels  enriched  with 
lozenges  by  moulded  and  nail-studded  rails  and 
muntins.  It  has  an  original  knocker  and  lozenge- 
shaped  plate  ;  at  the  side  are  the  remains  of  an 
iron  bracket.  The  E.  end  has  original  moulded 
barge-boards  and  pendant.  The  S.  block  has  a 
three-storeyed  bay-window.  Inside  the  building 
two  of  the  rooms  are  lined  with  17th-century 
panelling  and  one  of  the  attics  has  an  original 
panelled  door.  A  carved  newel-post  and  a  few  of 
the  balusters  to  the  staircase  are  original. 

Condition — Poor. 

Monuments  (4-16). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,   are  of  the    17th  century  and    of  two 
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storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Many  of  the  buildings 
have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling- 
beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good,  unless  noted. 

*(4).  House,  30  yards  N.W.  of  the  church,  has 
been  refaced  with  brick  and  much  altered. 

4 (5).  White  Horse  Inn,  70  yards  S.W.  of  the 
church,  has  an  original  chimney-stack  of  grouped 
shafts  but  is  otherwise  modern. 

b(6).  House  and  Shop  (Plate,  p.  xl),  on  W.  side 
of  road,  50  yards  W.  of  the  church,  was  built 
probably  late  in  the  15th  century.  A  central 
chimney-stack  was  inserted  late  in  the  16th  or  early 
in  the  17th  century ;  the  S.  end  of  the  house  has 
been  converted  into  a  shop  and  the  building  has 
been  added  to  and  much  altered.  On  the  E.  front 
the  whole  of  the  upper  storey  projects.  The 
chimney-stack  has  four  grouped  octagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  the  shop  has  moulded  ceiling- 
beams  ;  the  principal  cross-beam  has  curved 
braces  which  spring  from  moulded  brackets  and 
have  sunk  spandrels. 

*(7).  House,  60  yards  N.W.  of  (6),  is  built  on 
an  L-shaped  plan  and  has  wings  extending  towards 
the  N.  and  W.  and  a  projecting  bay  in  the  centre 
of  the  E.  front.  The  window  in  the  upper  storey 
of  the  centre  bay  is  original  and  is  of  four  lights 
with  moulded  mullions  and  transoms.  There  are 
two  original  chimney-stacks  ;  one  has  two  diagonal 
shafts.  A  modern  scratching  on  the  plaster  at  the 
N.  end  gives  the  date  1675. 

6(8).  House,  50  yards  N.W.  of  (7),  has  a  central 
chimney-stack  with  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  is  an  early  17th-century  panelled 
door. 

*(9).  House  (Plate,  p.  57),  on  N.  side  of  road, 
350  yards  N.N.W.  of  the  church,  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  century  with  a  cross-wing 
at  the  W.  end.  The  main  chimney-stack  has 
three   octagonal   shafts  with  moulded  bases. 

6(10).  Manor  Farm,  house,  20  yards  E.  of  (9), 
has  on  the  S.  front  an  original  door  divided  into 
small  panels  by  wide,  nail-studded  rails  and 
muntins. 

6(11).    Cottage,   100  yards  E.  of  (10),  was  built 
probably  early  in  the  16th  century  but  has  been. 
added  to  and  much  altered.     Inside  the  building 
is  a  richly  moulded  beam. 

"(12).  Lathcoats,  cottage,  about  1  m.  W.S.W.  of 
the  church,  was  built  probably  late  in  the  16th 
century.  It  has  modern  extensions  at  the  back. 
The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  N.  end  of  the 
E.  front. 

a(13).  Oakman's  Farm,  house,  about  If  m.  S.W. 
of   the   cl  lurch,   was   built   probably  in  the    16th 


century,  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  N.  and  W.  At  the  S.  end 
of  the  E.  front  the  upper  storey  projects. 

Condition — Poor. 

a(14).  Bareman's  Farm,  house,  50  yards  S.W.  of 
(13),  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century.  The 
upper  storey  projects  at  the  S.  end  of  the  W.  front. 

6(15).  Cottage,  opposite  Brook  Farm,  nearly  1  \  m. 
S.  of  the  church,  has  a  projecting  storey  at  the 
S.  end. 

6(16).  Duffield's  Farm,  house  |  m.  S.S.W.  of  the 
church,  has  been  much  altered.  The  principal 
chimney-stack  is  original  and  has  two  diagonal 
shafts.  Inside  the  building  the  timber-framing  in 
one  of  the  rooms  is  exposed  and  there  is  a  wide 
fireplace,  now  partly  blocked. 

6  (17).  The  garden-wall  enclosing  the  grounds  of 
Baddow  House  is  largely  of  17th-century  date. 


32.  GREAT   BURSTEAD.     (C.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxviii.  N.W.  Wlxviii.  N.E.) 

Great  Burstead  is  a  parish  8  m.  S.  of  Chelmsford. 
The  small  town  of  Billericay,  at  the  N.  end  of  the 
civil  parish,  was  formed  into  a  separate  ecclesiastical 
parish  in  1844.  The  church  in  Great  Burstead 
village  is  the  principal  monument. 

Roman  : — 

a(l).  Ovens  or  Kilns.  In  1724,  "  a  place  made 
like  an  oven,  of  hard  dark  clay,  large  enough 
to  hold  6  half-peck  loaves  "  was  found  3  ft.  below 
the  surface  "  at  the  windmill  on  a  high  hill  near 
Billericay."  This  site  is  usually  identified  with 
that  on  which  a  windmill  now  stands,  about 
1  m.  N.  of  the  parish  church  of  Great  Burstead; 
formerly,  however,  another  windmill  existed  close 
by  but  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Rayleigh  road. 
With  the  oven  was  a  large  bed  of  black  earth  or 
ashes  containing  Roman  potsherds,  fibulae,  two 
denarii  of  Trajan  and  Hadrian,  and  other  coins 
(Morant,  Hist,  of  Essex,  I,  196 ;  Salmon,  Hist,  of 
Essex  (1743),  264,  303,  334,  and  MS.  note  in 
Gough's  interleaved  copy  of  Salmon  in  the 
Bodleian  Library,  quoting  Soc.  Ant.  MS.  Minutes 
for  1725). 

In  the  middle  of  the  19th  century,  in  gravel- 
digging,  similar  finds  of  dark  earth,  potsherds  and 
"the  remains  of  an  oven"  were  found  (Essex 
Arch.  Soc.  Trans.  (O.S.),  II,  70),  and  near  it 
"  subterranean  masonry,"  thought  to  be  part  of 
a  hypocaust  but  perhaps  connected  with  a  kiln. 
Close  by  was  a  pit  25  ft.  deep  full  of  potsherds, 
and  a  number  of  incineration  burials  with  a  British 
gold  coin  and  coins  of  Trajan,  Hadrian,  Pius  and 
Constantine  (B.A.A.  Journ.,  Ill,  249-50;  IV, 
74,  155-6;  Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans.  (O.S.),  II, 
70-1  ;  V,  209-11  ;  Proc.  Soc.  Ant.  (2nd  S.), 
VII,  370-2).

North  side. 
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"(2).  About  500  yards  W.  of  (1),  in  digging  for  a 
gasometer  (now  removed)  in  1877,  a  "  pavement 
or  platform  ' '  of  mortar  or  concrete  3  in.  thick  and 
6  ft.  square  was  found.  On  it  lay  a  number  of 
broken  vessels,  including  '  Samian  '  (one  said  to 
have  been  stamped  DACMVS)  and,  it  is  said,  some 
cinerary  urns  (Arch.  Journ.,  XXXVI,  76).  Burials 
were  also  discovered  in  the  Dissenters'  Burial 
Ground,  Billericay,  about  ^  m.  N.  of  (1),  and  a  vault 
containing  stone-coffins,  probably  post-Roman, 
was  also  found  there  (Arch.  Journ.,  XXXVI,  75; 
Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans.  (O.S.),  II,  72). 

*(3).  Norsey  Wood,  at  the  N.E.  corner  of  the 
parish,  contains  various  earthworks  including 
trenches  of  different  sizes  which  run  in  different 
directions  without  coherent  plan.  These  have 
been  partially  disturbed  by  the  digging  of  gravel. 
One  was  8  ft.  deep,  300  yards  long  and  4-5  ft. 
wide,  ending  in  a  circular  pit  15  ft.  in  diameter  ; 
the  largest  was  10-12  ft.  deep,  twice  as  wide,  and 
curved  at  the  bottom.  Many  had  been  filled  with 
dark  soil  containing  broken  Roman  pottery  and 
tiles.  In  one  of  the  eastern  group  of  trenches  was 
a  primitive  smelting-furnace  containing  a  little 
slag,  black  ashes  and  lumps  of  gritty  substance 
like  mortaria.  'Two  rods"  from  it  in  the  same 
trench  a  kiln  was  found  3-4  ft.  in  diameter,  domed 
and  built  of  square  bricks  (6-8  in.  square  and 
about  2  in.  thick).  When  found,  "  a  score  or 
two "  of  black  pots,  apparently  whole,  were  in 
it.  Other  kilns  were  also  found  and  cinerary 
deposits  associated  with  flanged  tiles  were 
encountered  in  great  numbers.  Some  of  the 
urns  were  apparently  of  Late  Celtic  type,  and 
it  is  in  any  case  clear  that  the  wood  was  a  pre- 
Roman  site,  the  occupation  of  which  was  continued 
into  the  Roman  period.  At  least  some  of  the 
trenches  must  have  been  made  before  the  kilns, 
since  these  were  built  in  them.  Good  clay  is  found 
below  the  gravel  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  it  was 
perhaps  for  this  that  the  trenches  were  cut.  It  may 
here  be  noted  that  a  hoard  of  1,000  bronze  coins 
was  found  about  1820  at  Tylde  Hall,  Ramsden 
Crays,  just  outside  the  wood  and  parish,  but  is 
not  recorded  in  detail  (Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans. 
(O.S.),  II,  70). 

(See  Sectional  Preface,  p.  xxxvni  ;  and  Essex 
Arch.  Soc.  Trans.  (O.S.),  V,  212  ;  V.C.H.  Essex,  I, 
284  ;  and  MS.  notes  by  the  late  Col.  Branfill,  R.E., 
of  Billericay.) 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

"(4).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen 
stands  towards  the  S.  end  of  the  parish.  The  walls 
are  mixed  rubble  partly  covered  with  cement  ; 
the  tower  is  of  ragstone  ;  the  dressings  are  of 
limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built 
in  the  12th  century.  Late  in  the  14th  century  the 
West  Tower  was  added.    The  Chancel  was  probably 


rebuilt  and  enlarged  in  the  14th  or  15th  century. 
In  the  15th  century  the  South  Aisle  was  added, 
incorporating  reused  14th-century  work  ;  late  in 
the  same  century  or  early  in  the  16th  the  South 
Chapel  and  North  and  South  Porches  were  added 
probably  in  the  order  given. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (31  ft. 
by  21  \  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  window  with  a 
two-centred  head  and  probably  of  the  15th  century, 
but  now  blocked.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows, 
the  eastern  of  early  16th-century  date  and  of  three 
four-centred  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  the  western  is  probably  of  late  15th-centui  v 
date  and  is  of  three  cinquef oiled  lights  in  a  four- 
centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  below  the 
eastern  window  is  an  early  16th-century  doorway 
with  a  moulded  rear-arch  and  now  blocked.  The 
late  15th  or  early  16th-century  S.  arcade  is  of  two 
bays  with  two-centred  arches  of  two  moulded 
orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the  inner  springing 
from  attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and 
bases.     There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  South  Chapel  (31  ft.  by  16  ft.)  is  of  early 
16th-century  date.  The  E.  wall  has  two  courses  of 
flint  and  stone  chequer-work  above  the  plinth  ; 
the  E.  window  is  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  two  windows  similar  to  that  in  the  E. 
wall  but  of  smaller  size ;  between  them  is  a  door- 
way with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;   it  is  now  blocked. 

The  Nave  (44  ft.  by  23£  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
three  windows  ;  the  easternmost  is  of  late  14th- 
century  date  and  of  three  trefoiled  ogee  lights 
with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label  and  one  defaced  head-stop ;  the  middle 
window  is  a  small  12th-century  light  with  a  round 
head  ;  the  westernmost  window  is  probably  of 
early  16th-century  date  and  is  of  three  four-centred 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the 
late  15th  or  early  16th-century  N.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  and  crowned  head-stops  ; 
the  spandrels  (Plate,  p.  84)  are  carved  with  the 
Annunciation.  The  figure  of  Gabriel  holds  a 
scroll  inscribed  "Ave  Maria  [gratia]  plena  dominus 
tecum."  The  15th-century  S.  arcade  is  of  three 
bays  with  two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered 
orders  ;  the  octagonal  columns  have  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  and  the  responds  have  attached 
half-columns  ;  E.  of  the  arcade  is  a  cutting, 
through  the  wall,  of  doubtful  date  with  an  arched 
head. 

The  South  Aisle  (15  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  S.  wall 
two  reset  early  14th-century  windows  each  of  two 
trefoiled  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred 
head  ;  the  15th-century  S.  doorway  has  double 
hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch 
with  a  moulded  label.  The  W.  wall  has  been  largely 
rebuilt  and  contains  a  modern  window. 
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The  West  Tower  (14  ft.  square)  was  built  late  in 
the  14th  century  and  is  of  three  stages  with  a 
moulded  plinth  and  embattled  parapet  ;  it  is 
finished  with  a  timber  spire  of  some  height  (Plate, 
pp.  xxxii-iii).  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of 
two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  responds  have  attached 
semi-octagonal  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and 
bases.  The  W.  window  is  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  ;  the 
label,  jambs  and  mullion  are  modern  ;  the  W. 
doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch. 
The  N.  and  S.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each 
a  partly  restored  window  of  one  tref oiled  light. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  much  restored 
window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head 
with  a  moulded  label. 

The  North  Porch  is  of  c.  1500,  timber-framed 
and  of  two  bays  ;  the  outer  archway  is  four-centred 
and  is  flanked  by  openings  with  remains  of  traceried 
heads  ;  the  gable  has  foiled  barge-boards,  carved 
with  foliage.  The  mullions  and  heads  of  the  lights 
of  the  side  bays  have  been  removed.  The  roof  is  of 
king-post  type  with  curved  braces,  forming  four- 
centred  arches. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  early  16th-century  date, 
partly  restored  ;  it  is  timber-framed  and  of  two 
bays  ;  the  outer  archway  is  two-centred.  The  side 
bays  are  each  of  two  lights  with  modern  three- 
centred  heads.  The  roof  is  of  similar  character  to 
that  of  the  N.  porch. 

The  Roofol  the  chancel  is  of  the  15th  century  and 
of  two  bays  with  moulded  and  embattled  tie-beams 
and  wall-plates  and  square  rebated  king-posts 
with  four-way  struts.  The  early  16th-century 
roof  of   the   S.   chapel  is  similar  to  that  of  the 


chancel ;  the  curved  braces  of  the  tie-beams  rest 
on  stone  corbels,  one  carved  with  an  angel  holding 
a  blank  shield  ;  the  spandrels  of  one  truss  are 
carved  with  a  quatrefoil  and  a  grotesque  face.  The 
15th-century  roof  of  the  nave  is  of  four  bays, 
with  moulded  and  embattled  plates  and  moulded 
tie-beams  supporting  octagonal  king  -  posts  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases.  The  late  15th  or  early 
16th-century  roof  of  the  S.  aisle  is  of  four  bays 
with  king-post  trusses,  moulded  wall-plates  and 
hollow-chamfered  tie-beams. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five  ;  4th  by  John  Walgrave, 
early  15th-century,  inscribed  "  Vox  Augustini 
Sonet  In  Aure  Dei."  Chairs  :  In  chancel — two, 
one  with  carved  back  and  rails,  twisted  legs  and 
posts,  and  arms  ;  the  second  with  carved  back, 
curved  legs  and  twisted  rails,  late  17th-century. 
Chest  (Plate,  p.  xliii)  :  heavy  '  dug-out '  of  oak, 
bound  with  iron,  seven  hinges  and  three  hasps, 
12th  or  13th-century.  Communion  Rails  (Plate, 
p.  53)  :  with  moulded  upper  and  lower  rails,  panelled 
uprights  and  turned  balusters,  gates  now  in  belfry, 
quadrant-shaped  corners,  late  17th-century,  said 
to  have  come  from  a  London  Church.  Doors  : 
In  S.  doorway  of  S.  chapel — of  battens  with 
strap-hinge  and  two  drop-handles,  15th-century. 
In  N.  doorway — of  overlapping  battens  with 
trellis-framing,  strap-hinges  and  drop-handle, 
15th-century.  In  S.  doorway — similar  to  that  in 
N.  doorway,  with  ornamental  pierced  scutcheon- 
plate,  15th-century.  Font:  octagonal  bowl  with 
moulded  under-side,  plain  stem  and  moulded 
base,  15th-century.  Glass  :  In  chancel — in  N.W. 
window,  foliated  quarries,  a  sun,  stars,  rose  and 
fragments,    15th  and   16th-century.    In  nave — in 
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N.E.  window,  various  fragments,  14th  and  16th- 
century.  In  S.  aisle — in  S.E.  window,  fragments 
including  borders  of  crowns,  foliage,  etc.,  partly 
in  situ  ;  in  S.W.  window,  similar  ornament  and  in 
si  tit  in  head,  foliage  and  a  shield  (Plate-,  pp.  xliv-v) 
harry  argent  and  azure  a  label  of  five  points  gules 
for  Grey  of  Wilton,  14th-century.  In  W.  window 
of  tower— two  foliated  roundels,  14th-century. 
Monuments  and  Floor-slabs.  Monuments  :  In 
chancel — on  S.  wall,  (1)  to  Ursula  (Thresher), 
wife  of  John  Cooke,  1705,  and  to  their  daughter 
Ursula,  1703,  marble  tablet  with  cherub-head 
and     shield-of-arms.      In     churchyard — N.    side, 

(2)  to  Robert  Chignall,  1695,  head-stone  ;    S.  side, 

(3)  to  Eliza  Hewes,   1694,  head  and  foot-stones  ; 

(4)  to  Thomas  Price,  1714,  head-stone  ;  (5)  to 
Samuel  Finch,  1713,  head-stone.  Floor-slabs  : 
In  chancel— (1)  to  Thomas  Stokes,  1701  ;  (2)  to 
Samuel  Thresher,  1702.  In  S.  chapel — (3)  to  John 
Tyrell,  1712,  with  achievement-of-arms.  In  nave 
— (4)  to  Samuel  Bridge,  1661,  preacher  ;  (5)  to 
Joseph  Fis  .  .  .  ,  and  Ann,  his  wife,  late  17th- 
century.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel — with  moulded 
jambs  and  tref oiled  ogee  arch  in  a  square  head, 
15th-century.  In  S.  chapel — on  S.  wall,  with 
moulded  jambs  and  four-centred  head,  broken 
round  drain,  15th-century.  Reredos  (Plate,  p.  53)  : 
of  oak  in  three  bays,  divided  by  fluted  Corinthian 
pilasters,  middle  bay  with  two  round-headed 
panels  and  a  curved  pediment  with  the  sacred 
name-,  irradiated,  and  above  a  pelican  in  her 
piety,  side  bays  each  with  rectangular  panels  and 
above  them  small  panels  filled  with  carved  foliage, 
late  17th-century,  said  to  have  come  from  a 
London  church.  Scratchings  :  On  arcade  on  S.  of 
chancel — various  masons'  marks.  Seating :  In  S. 
aisle — ten  pews  (Plate,  p.  5)  and  one  front,  of 
oak  with  buttressed  ends  each  with  a  cinquefoiled 
and  traceried  head,  the  back  of  one  pew  and  the 
single  front  have  similar  buttresses  and  heads,  15th- 
century.  Stoup :  In  N.  porch — recess  with  moulded 
four-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  with  rosettes  in 
the  spandrels  and  a  moulded  label,  15th-century. 
Miscellanea  :  In  S.  aisle — a  length  of  moulded 
and  embattled  beam,  probably  from  a  roof,  15th- 
century. 

Condition — Good. 

a(5).  Church  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bil- 
lericay,  stands  on  the  E.  side  of  the  High  Street. 
(Plate,  p.  xl).  The  West  Tower  was  built  late  in 
the  15th  century,  but  the  rest  of  the  church  was 
rebuilt  in  the  18th  century  and  the  two  staircases 
flanking  the  tower  are  modern  additions. 

Architectural  Description  —  The  West  Tower 
(8  ft.  by  81  ft.)  is  entirely  of  red  brick  (Plate, 
p.  xxxviii).  It  is  of  three  stages,  the  lowest  divided 
into  two  storeys  internally ;  the  tower  is  finished 
with  a  crow-stepped  parapet  projecting  on  trefoiled 
corbelling ;    at    the    angles    are   small    hexagonal 


pinnacles.  The  tower-arch  is  two-centred  and  of 
two  hollow-chamfered  orders  ;  the  responds  have 
each  an  attached   shaft   with   moulded   capital 

the  lower  part  of  the  tower-arch  is  blocked  and 
has  an  18th-century  archway  inserted  in  the  block- 
ing. The  N.  and  S.  walls  have  each  an  opening, 
both  probably  modern.  The  W.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label ;  above  it  is  a  window 
of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two- 
centred  head  with  a  moulded  label.  The  second 
stage  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  pointed  opening. 
The  N.  and  W.  walls  have  each  a  window  of  one 
four-centred  light.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  doorway  with 
a  two-centred  head,  now  blocked.  The  bell-chamber 
has  in  each  wall  two  windows,  both  with  two- 
centred  heads. 

Fittings — Recess  :  In  second  stage — in  S.  wall, 
plain  rectangular  recess  with  corbelled  head,  late 
15th-century.  Stoup:  S.  of  W.  doorway,  extern- 
ally, recess  with  square  head  and  stone  sill,  basin 
destroyed,  late  15th-century. 

Condition — Good . 


Secular  : — 

Monuments  (6-31). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings 
have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling- 
beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good  unless  noted. 

Church  Street  : — 

a(6).  House,  formerly  an  inn,  at  W.  end  of  the 
churchyard,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  was 
built  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  S.  and  W.  but  has  been  added  to  on 
the  S.  The  upper  storey  originally  projected  at 
the  N.  end  of  the  E.  front  but  has  been  underbuilt 
by  the  modern  additions.  The  original  chimney- 
stack  at  the  W.  end  of  the  house  has  two  diagonal 
shafts.  Inside  the  building  is  an  original  battened 
door. 

a(7).  House,  on  opposite  side  of  the  road  to  (6), 
has  an  original  chimney-stack  of  three  diagonal 
shafts. 

*(8).  House  and  barn,  on  N.W.  side  of  the  road, 
50  yards  N.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  a  small 
building  of  late  16th  or  early  17th-century  date 
with  later  additions.  The  lower  part  of  the  main 
chimney-stack  is  original  but  the  upper  part  has 
been  rebuilt.  Inside  the  building-  some  of  the 
timber-construction  is  exposed  and  there  is  a 
blocked  two-light  window  with  a  moulded  frame  and 
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mullion  in  the  S.  wall.  There  is  a  small  portion  of 
early  17th-century  panelling  and  an  original  door- 
way with  a  four-centred  head. 

The  Barn,  N.  of  the  house,  is  possibly  of  the  17th 
century  but  has  undergone  later  repairs. 


*(9).  King's  Head  Inn,  at  Slicesgate,  nearly 
|  m.  N.E.  of  the  church,  has  been  added  to  and 
much  altered. 

6(10).  Highbury,  house  (Plate,  p.  xxxiv),  1  m. 
N.E.  of  the  church,  was  built  late  in  the  16th  or 
early  in  the  17th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan 
with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.E.  and 
N.W.  but  later  additions  make  the  present  plan 
T-shaped.  The  timber-framing  is  exposed  both 
externally  and  internally.  Inside  the  building  is 
a  heavy  battened  door. 

*(11).  Bnllstead  Farm,  house,  |m.  N.N.E.  of 
the  church,  is  a  long  17th-century  building  which 
has  been  slightly  altered  and  added  to  at  later  dates. 
The  chimneys  have  been  rebuilt  but  most  of  the 
first  floor  windows  retain  their  original  lead  case- 
ments and  iron  fastenings. 

Billericay  :  High  Street,  W.  side  : — 
a(12).  Chantry  House  (Plate,  p.  xl),  with  shop 
and  tenement  adjoining  on  the  N.,  300  yards  S.  of 
the  railway  bridge,  was  originally  one  building  of 
the  central-hall  type  with  N.  and  S.  cross-wings 
and  a  S..  extension.  It  was  built  probably  early 
in  the  16th  century  but  a  floor  has  since  been 
inserted  in  the  Hall  and  considerable  modern 
alterations  have  been  made.  On  the  E.  front  the 
timber-framing  is  exposed  at  the  S.  end  ;  the  date 
1510  below  the  S.  gable  is  said  to  have  been  dis- 
covered when  this  was  done.  In  the  upper  floor 
of  the  S.  wing  are  two  blocked  two-light  windows 
divided  vertically  by  iron  bars  and  in  the  roof 
over  the  central  block  is  a  gabled  dormer.  Inside 
the  building  some  of  the  timber-construction  is 
exposed.  The  two  blocked  doorways  in  the  N. 
wall  of  the  S.  cross-wing  suggest  this  to  have  been 
the  buttery  wing.  The  ground-floor  room  is  lined 
with  16th-century  panelling  and  the  two  disused 
doors  are  panelled  in  a  similar  manner.  A  late 
17th-century  moulded  wood  cornice  runs  round 
the  room  and  by  the  fireplace  is  a  panelled  cup- 
board of  the  same  date  with  a  segmental  head  and 
archivolt  supported  by  fluted  pilasters  with 
moulded  caps.  In  the  room  above  is  some  16th- 
century  panelling  and  a  late  17th-century  cornice 
and  fireplace.  On  the  same  floor  are  two  battened 
doors  and  a  16th-century  door  with  wrought-iron 
cocks'-head  hinges. 

"(13).  Red  Lion  Inn,  240  yards  S.S.VV.  of  (12), 
is  a  fragment  of  a  late  15th-century  house,  but  has 
been  considerably  altered  and  added  to.    Some  of 


the  original  roof-timbers  are  visible  in  the  bedroom 
ceilings.  The  purlins  are  moulded  and  have  curved 
wind-braces  and  the  collar-beams  are  cambered. 

"(14).  Bur  stead  House  and  tenement  adjoining 
on  the  N.,  10  yards  S.  of  (13),  are  of  two  storeys 
with  attics.  Originally  one  house,  the  present 
building  has  been  refronted  in  brick  and  con- 
siderably altered  ;  it  now  forms  a  rectangular 
block  with  two  modern  additions  at  the  back. 
The  main  chimney-stack  is  of  grouped  diagonal 
shafts.  Inside  the  building,  three  of  the  first-floor 
rooms  have  late  17th-century  fireplaces  with 
panelled  overmantels  and  one  room  has  a  panelled 
dado.  The  main  staircase  is  of  the  same  date  and  of 
massive  character  with  square  newels,  moulded, 
string  and  handrail  and  twisted  balusters. 

E.  side  : — 

"(15).  House,  now  two  tenements,  150  yards  S. 
of  the  railway  bridge,  has  a  cross-wing  at  the 
S.  end  and  is  of  early  17th-century  date  or  possibly 
earlier.  The  roof  of  the  N.  block  is  much  lower 
than  that  of  the  cross-wing  which  has  a  slightly 
projecting  upper  storey.  There  are  two  early 
17th-century  chimney-stacks,  the  one  to  the  S. 
wing  having  three  diagonal  shafts. 

"(16).  House,  now  two  tenements,  80  yards  S. 
of  (15),  is  of  weather-boarded  timber-framing. 
Inside  the  building  is  a  battened  door  ;  the  original 
newel  at  the  top  of  the  stairs  has  a  shaped  head. 

"(17).  House,  adjoining  (16)  on  the  S.,  is  a  late 
16th-century  rectangular  building  with  a  later 
addition  at  the  back.  In  the  E.  wall  of  the  original 
building  is  a  moulded  beam  inscribed  "  THE  : 
YEAR  :  OF  :  OUR  :  LORDE  :  1577  (?)  ELIZA- 
BETH .  .  .  "  ;  the  rest  of  the  inscription  is  hidden 
by  the  floor-beams  in  the  back  addition.  There  is 
a  battened  door  on  the  first  floor. 

"(18).  House,  adjoining  (17)  on  the  S.,  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics.  The  upper  storey  projected  on 
the  W.  front  but  has  been  underbuilt  by  a  modern 
shop-window. 

"(19).  House,  incorporating  tenements  and  the 
N.  end  of  the  Chequers  Inn,  5  yards  S.  of  (18), 
has  been  altered  and  added  to  on  the  E. 

"(20).  Chequers  Inn  and  baker's  shop,  adjoining 
on  the  S.  immediately  S.  of  (19),  were  built  probably 
in  the  16th  century  as  one  house  with  a  central 
Hall  and  N.  and  S.  cross-wings.  Additions  have 
been  made  both  on  the  back  and  front  and  in 
adapting  the  building  to  its  present  purposes  the 
interior  has  been  completely  altered.  The  upper 
storey  of  the  S.  cross-wing  originally  projected  on 
the  street  front  but  has  been  underbuilt  by  the 
modern  shop-window. 

"(21).  Barn  (Plate,  p.  xli)  at  back  of  (20)  is 
built  partly  of  split  logs,  and  is  probably  of 
mediaeval  date.

(4).     Stanesgate  Abbey  Farm  ;    16th-century  and  later. 
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"(22).  Two  tenements,  in  Chapel  Street,  adjoining 
(21)  on  the  S.,  were  built  late  in  the  16th  or  early  in 
the  following  century  and  were  probably  parts  of 
the  same  house.  The  southernmost  is  of  two  storeys 
with  attics.  Both  have  been  added  to  at  the  back 
and  otherwise  altered.  The  upper  storey  of  the 
N.  tenement  projects  on  the  street  front  and  is 
carried  on  curved  brackets  at  either  end.  Inside 
the  building  is  an  original  door  and  the  stairs  to 
the  attics  are  probably  of  the  same  date. 

Condition— Poor. 

"(23).  Shop,  80  yards  S.  of  the  church,  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics.    It  has  been  much  altered. 
Condition — Poor. 

"(24).   Conservative  Club,  adjoining  (23)  on  the  S., 
has  a  modern  front  to  the  lower  storey. 
Condition— Poor. 

"(25).  House,  adjoining  (24)  on  the  S.,  is  modern 
but  has  over  the  back  door  a  reused  door-head 
carved  with  a  simple  enrichment  and  the  date 
1588,  13  (?)  and  the  letter  M. 

"(26).  House  and  shop,  25  yards  S.  of  (25)  has 
a  cross- wing  at  the  N.  end. 

"(27).  Council  Offices,  140  yards  S.  of  (26)  has  a 
central  block,  N.  and  S.  cross-wings.  The  lower 
storey  of  the  N.  cross-wing  forms  an  open 
carriage-way  to  the  yard  at  the  back ;  the  S. 
wing  has  been  extended.  Both  internally  and 
externally  the  building  has  been  much  altered. 

"(28).  House,  25  yards  S.  of  (27)  is  of  two  storeys 
with  attics  and  cellars.  It  is  of  early  18th- 
century  date  but  has  been  much  altered. 

fl(29).  Dryden  House,  adjoining  (28)  on  the  S.,  is 
of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  cellars.  The  roofs 
are  covered  with  slates.  It  was  built  early  in 
the  18th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the 
wings  extending  towards  the  N.  and  E.,  but 
later  additions  make  the  present  plan  rectangular. 
The  street  front  has  a  wooden  modillioned 
cornice. 

"(30).  House,  now  three  tenements,  20  yards  S. 
of  (29),  has  additions  at  the  back.  The  main 
chimney-stack  has  three  diagonal  shafts. 

°(31).  House,  now  two  tenements,  50  yards  S. 
of  (30),  has  a  cross-wing  at  the  S.  end  with  a 
projecting  upper  storey  on  the  street  front.  There 
are  modern  additions  at  the  back.  Inside  the 
building  are  some  moulded  battened  doors. 

Unclassified  : — 

*(32).  Burial-Mounds,  etc.,  in  Norsey  Wood, 
1  m.  N.W.  of  Billericay  Church.  The  wood  is 
thickly  planted  and  partly  enclosed  within  a  strong 
bank  from  5  ft.  to  6  ft.  high.  In  it  are  two 
burial-mounds  which  were  opened  in  1865. 
{Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans.,  V,  p.  214  (1873),  N.S., 
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V,  p.  227.)  The  S.  burial-mound  is  45  ft.  in 
diameter  and  5  ft.  high  and  was  found  to  contain 
"  a  British  urn  of  rude  workmanship  and  three 
large  burial  urns  with  ashes  and  calcined  bones 
in  them." 

The  N.  burial-mound  is  about  50  ft.  in  diameter 
and  5  ft.  high  and  contained  seven  similar  urns  all 
within  3  ft.  of  the  summit.  Across  the  S.  end  of  the 
wood  is  a  bank  about  \  m.  long  shown  on  the 
O.S.  sheets  as  "  The  Deerbank."  There  are  several 
shallow  pits  in  the  wood  of  doubtful  origin  but  of 
considerable  antiquity.     (See  also  Roman  (3).) 

Condition — Of  burial-mounds,  fainy  good. 


33.  GREAT   STAMBRIDGE.     (F.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  (fl>lxx.  S.E.  <*>lxxi.  S.W.) 

Great  Stambridge  is  a  small  parish  on  the  estuary 
of  the  River  Roach,  4  m.  N.E.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 
The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

°(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  and  All 
Saints  stands  in  the  S.W.  corner  of  the  parish. 
The  walls  are  of  ragstone,  flint  and  septaria-rubble 
with  some  pudding-stone  and  brick  and  with 
dressings  of  Reigate  and  other  limestone  ;  the 
roofs  are  covered  with  tiles  and  slates.  Parts  of 
the  Nave  and  Chancel  are  of  pre-Conquest  date. 
The  South  Aisle  was  added  c.  1300,  and  in  the 
14th  century  or  earlier  the  greater  part  of  the 
chancel  was  rebuilt.  The  West  Tower  is  a  15th- 
century  addition  and  the  North  Porch  is  probably 
of  the  same  date.  The  chancel-arch  has  been 
removed  and  a  modern  Vestry  and  Organ-chamber 
erected  on  the  N.  and  S.  side  of  the  chancel 
respectively. 


The  pre-Conquest  origin  of  the  church  gives  it 
some  architectural  interest. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (24  ft. 
by  17  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  all  modern  except  the 
splays  and  chamfered  two-centred  rear-arch  which 
are  probably  of  the  14th  century.  In  the  N.  wall 
is  a  14th-century  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs 
and  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label.  W. 
of  the  doorway  the  wall  is  of  pre-Conquest  date 
with  an  external  set-back  about  9  ft.  from  the 
ground  ;  high  up  in  the  wall  is  the  relieving-arch 
or  head  of  a  pre-Conquest  window.  The  existing 
window  is  modern  except  for  the  splays.  In  the 
S.  wall  is  a  modern  arch  and  window. 

The  Nave  (40§  ft.  by  20|  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
three  windows,  the  easternmost  a  much  repaired 
square-headed  window,  probably  of  13th-century 
origin  ;  the  other  two  windows  are  of  the  15th 
century  and  each  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  between  them 
is  a  late  14th  or  early  15th-century  doorway  with 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label.  The  N.  wall  is  of  rag  and  pudding- 
stone  and  is  of  pre-Conquest  date.  At  about  9  ft. 
from  the  ground  is  a  rough  external  offset,  continued 
along  from  the  chancel.  Immediately  E.  of  the 
second  window  of  the  nave  and  above  the  offset 
are  the  remains  of  one  external  splay  of  a  pre- 
Conquest  window  and  immediately  W.  of  the 
porch  is  a  patch  of  yellow  septaria-filling  which 
suggests  the  previous  existence  of  a  similar  window. 
The  S.  arcade  is  of  c.  1300  and  of  three  bays  with 
two-centred  arches  of  two  hollow-chamfered  orders 
resting  on  octagonal  piers  and  semi-octagonal 
responds  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  of 
varying  detail,  the  arches  have  on  the  N.  side  a 
moulded  label.  The  S.W.  angle  of  the  nave  retains 
the  pre-Conquest  walling  of  rag  and  pudding-stone. 

The  South  Aisle  (7f  ft.  wide)  has  been  partly 
refaced  and  partly  cemented  over  externally  ;  the 
windows  are  modern. 
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The  West  Tower  (about  9  ft.  square)  is  of  15th- 
century  date  and  of  three  stages  with  an  18th- 
century  embattled  brick  parapet  and  two  courses 
of  flint  and  stone  chequer-work  above  the  plinth. 
The  tower-arch  is  pointed  and  of  two  continuous 
chamfered  orders,  the  inner  interrupted  by  moulded 
capitals.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  15th-century  doorway 
with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  head  and 
external  label  now  covered  with  modern  cement. 
Above  is  a  15th-century  window  of  three  cinque- 
foiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label.  The  bell-chamber  has 
in  the  E.  wall  a  single-light  window  with  a  two- 
centred  head  and  moulded  label ;  in  the  S.  wall 
is  a  similar  window  There  are  probably  other 
windows  in  the  N.  and  W.  walls,  and  a  second  in 
the  E.  wall,  now  obscured  by  a  thick  growth  of 
ivy.  On  the  face  of  the  S.W.  buttress  is  a  cross  of 
red  and  yellow  bricks. 

The  North  Porch  (9£  ft.  by  7|  ft.)  has  a  two- 
centred  and  chamfered  outer  archway  in  a  square 
moulded  outer  order,  probably  of  15th-century 
date.  The  walls  have  been  refaced  externally  with 
modern  brick  and  plaster.  The  roof  is  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  two  bays  with  cambered  tie-beams 
supported  by  four-centred  arched  braces  carrying 
king-posts  with  curved  struts  and  a  central  purlin. 

Fittings — Font  (Plate,  pp.  xlii-iii)  :  octagonal 
bowl  with  concave  sides,  one  blank,  the  others 
each  with  a  quatrefoiled  circle  enclosing  (a)  a 
four -leafed  flower,  (b)  shield  with  fleur-de-lis,  (c)  a 
four-leafed  rose,  (d)  shield  with  the  letter  W 
surmounted  by  a  crown,  (e)  eight-leafed  flower, 
(/)  shield  with  four  bars,  (g)  shield  with 
three  pierced  motets  and  a  border ;  moulded 
under-edge  and  hollow-chamfered  base,  late 
15th-century.  Monuments  :  In  churchyard — on 
N.  side,  (1)  to  Samuel,  son  of  Samuel  and  Sarah 
Sharp,  1680,  head-stone  ;  (2)  to  Sarah,  daughter 
of  the  above,  1680,  head-stone.  Niche  :  By  W. 
door  of  tower — with  chamfered  jambs  and  four- 
centred  head,  probably  15th-century.  Piscina  : 
In  chancel — with  moulded  ogee  head  and  jambs 
and  corbelled-out  basin  resting  on  a  man's  head 
and  having  tapering  trefoiled  traceried  panels, 
14th-century.  Plate :  includes  an  Elizabethan 
cup,  date-mark  obliterated.  Recess :  In  N.E. 
corner  of  nave  across  the  angle — with  rounded 
chamfered  head,  of  15th-century  date,  probably 
formerly  part  of  rood-stairway.

"(4).  Shepherd  and  Dog  Inn,  at  Ballards  Gore, 
nearly  1 J  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  in  the  15th  century  and  is  of  T-shaped 
plan  with  the  cross-wing  at  the  E.  end.  In  the 
17th  century  the  roof  to  the  W.  wing  was  raised 
and  an  upper  floor  and  chimney-stack  inserted  ; 
modern  additions  have  been  made  on  the  N.  and  W. 
The  S.  end  of  the  E.  wing  has  a  projecting 
upper  storey  and  the  main  chimney-stack  is  of 
17th-century  date.  Inside  the  building  some  of 
the  rooms  have  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 

"(5).  Cottage,  100  yards  W.  of  (4),  is  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  16th  century 
and  has  modern  additions  on  the  S.  The  E.  end 
of  the  original  building  has  a  projecting  upper 
storey  with  a  moulded  bracket  at  the  N.  end. 

Condition — Good. 

Unclassified  :— 

6(6).  Red  Hills,  two  on  Wallsea  Island,  S.W. 
of  Oldpool  Farm.  Another  has  been  located  at 
the  E.  end  of  the  island. 


34.  GREAT   WAKERING.     (G.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Ixxix.  N.W.) 

Great  Wakering  is  a  small  parish  on  the  coast, 
4  m.  E.N.E.  of  Southend-on-Sea.  The  church  is 
the  principal  monument. 

Roman  : — 

(1).  Roman  tiles  from  Great  Wakering,  possibly 
from  brick-earth  pits  near  Wakering  Stairs,  are 
in  Prittlewell  Priory  Museum,  and  may  indicate 
continued  occupation  in  a  place  known,  by  the 
discovery  of  many  Late  Celtic  burial-urns,  now 
in  the  Colchester  Museum,  to  have  been  inhabited 
just  before  the  Roman  occupation. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  (Plate, 
p.  60)  stands  at  the  E.  end  of  the  village.  The 
walls  are  of  roughly  coursed  ragstone-rubble  with 
some  septaria  and  flint  ;  the  dressings  are  of 
Reigate  and  other  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled 
and  the  spire  boarded.  The  Chancel  and  Nave 
were  built  c.  1100.  The  ground-stage  of  the  West 
Tower  was  added  c.  1130,  the  upper  part  of  the 
tower  being  completed  towards  the  end  of  the 
same  century.  The  chancel-arch  was  rebuilt  in 
the  15th  century  reusing  older  material  and  late 
in  the  15th  century  the  West  Porch  with  the  room 
over  were  built.  The  South  Porch  was  added  early 
in  the  16th  century.  The  North  Chapel  or  annexe 
was  built  in  1843  and  the  church  has  been  restored 
in  modern  times. 
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The  12th-century  W.  Tower  is  interesting  and 
the  W.  Porch  is  an  unusual  feature. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (25  ft. 
by  19  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except  the 
splays  and  segmental-pointed  rear-arch  which  are 
probably  of  the  14th  century.  The  N.  arcade  is 
modern.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows,  the  two 
eastern  are  early  13th-century  lancets  restored 
externally  in  Roman  cement  ;  the  westernmost 
window  is  of  late  15th-century  date  and  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  square 
head  ;  E.  of  the  middle  window  is  the  E.  jamb 
and  part  of  the  head  of  a  single-light  window  of 
c.  1100.  The  15th-century  chancel-arch  is  two- 
centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders,  the  outer 
continuous  and  the  inner  resting  on  attached  semi- 
octagonal  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  hollow- 
chamfered  bases  ;  the  responds,  except  the  capitals, 
are  of  the  13th  century,  possibly  reset. 

The  Nave  (50£  ft.  by  22£  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
three  windows,  the  easternmost  is  of  early  14th- 
century  date  and  of  two  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with 
a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  the  W.  jamb  and  the  rear-arch  are  modern  ; 
the  second  window  has  late  14th-century  splays, 
cut  back  for  wider  lights,  two-centred  rear-arch 
and  moulded  external  label ;  it  is  fitted  with  an 
18th-century  wooden  frame  ;  the  westernmost 
window  is  of  the  18th  century,  set  high  in  the  wall 
and  blocked  internally  ;  W.  of  the  easternmost 
window  is  the  15th-century  rood-loft  staircase 
with  a  lower  doorway  having  rebated  jambs  and 
two-centred  head  ;  a  wooden  beam  set  in  the  W. 
splay  of  the  adjoining  window  was  possibly  part 
of  the  construction  of  the  rood-loft  ;  the  14th- 
century  N.  doorway  has  chamfered  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch  ;    it  is  now  blocked  ;    above  it 


is  a  blocked  window  of  c.  1100  with  a  round  head  ; 
part  of  a  similar  window  is  visible  above  the  middle 
window  in  the  same  wall.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three 
windows,  the  two  eastern  are  similar  to  the  eastern- 
most in  the  N.  wall  but  the  second  of  these  is  modern 
externally  and  the  splays  have  been  cut  back  ; 
the  westernmost  window  is  of  early  14th-century 
date  and  of  two  plain  pointed  lights  with  a  spandrel 
in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label,  partly 
restored  ;  the  mid  13th-century  S.  doorway  has 
jambs  and  a  two-centred  arch  of  two  chamfered 
orders,  moulded  imposts  and  a  moulded  label  with 
mask-stops  ;  above  the  W.  wall  of  the  porch  is  the 
E.  jamb  of  a  window  of  c.  1100.  In  the  W.  wall 
above  the  tower-arch  is  a  window  of  c.  1100  with  a 
round  head  and  is  now  blocked  internally. 

The  West  Tower  (about  13J  ft.  square)  is  of 
three  stages,  the  lowest  of  c.  1130-40,  with  flat 
pilaster  buttresses  of  rubble  at  the  angles  ;  while 
the  two  upper  stages  are  of  late  12th-century  date 
and  without  buttresses.  The  semi-circular  tower- 
arch  is  of  two  plain  orders  with  chamfered  imposts  ; 
the  wall  was  probably  thickened  when  the  tower  was 
added.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  15th-century  window  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label  ;  W.  of  it  is  a  round-headed  window 
of  c.  1130,  blocked  externally.  In  the  S.  wall 
is  a  similar  12th-century  window  also  blocked  and 
hardly  visible  externally.  The  early  15th-century 
W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  the 
spandrels  have  quatrefoiled  circles  enclosing  foli- 
age ;  the  jambs  and  label  are  much  defaced.  The 
N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each 
a  window  with  late  12th-century  splays  and  slightly 
pointed  rear-arch  ;  the  N.  window  is  partly  blocked 
and  fitted  with  a  16th-century  window  ;    the  S.

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window  is  blocked  externally  ;  the  W.  window  is 
covered  by  the  added  porch-building.  The  bell- 
chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  with  late  12th- 
century  splays  and  two-centred  rear-arch  ;  the 
E.  window  has  16th-century  jambs  of  brick,  a  four- 
centred  head,  remains  of  a  label  and  an  inner 
order  of  18th-century  brickwork  ;  the  other  three 
windows  have  each  two  trefoiled  15th-century 
lights  and  a  three-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label. 

The  West  Porch  is  of  late  15th-century  date 
and  has  an  outer  archway  with  splayed  responds 
and  two-centred  arch  with  a  moulded  label.  In 
the  N.  wall  is  a  small  square-headed  window  now 
blocked.  In  the  S.  wall  is  the  doorway  to  the  large 
projecting  turret-staircase,  it  has  hollow-chamfered 
jambs  and  four-centred  head.  The  room  over  the 
porch  has  in  the  W.  wall  a  plain  square-headed 
window  and  below  it  is  what  appears  to  be  a  small 
niche,  now  blocked. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  early  16th-century  date 
and  of  timber-framing  on  dwarf  rubble  walls  ; 
the  outer  archway  has  moulded  jambs,  three- 
centred  arch  and  sunk  spandrels  ;  above  it  is  a 
moulded  and  embattled  beam  at  the  base  of  the 
gable.  The  openings  in  the  side  walls  are  now 
blocked. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  trussed-rafter 
type,  ceiled  on  the  soffit.  The  late  14th  or  early 
15th-century  roof  of  the  nave  is  of  three  bays  with 
king-post  trusses  ;  the  wall-plates  are  moulded 
and  the  king-posts  have  moulded  capitals  and 
bases  ;  the  two  eastern  trusses  rest  on  carved 
stone  corbels. 

Fittings — Brass  Indents  :  In  chancel — of  priest 
with  crocketed  canopy  and  inscription-plate, 
c.  1400.  In  nave — as  threshold  of  S.  doorway, 
defaced.  Chest :  In  N.  chapel — of  oak  with 
cambered  lid,  iron-bound,  probably  16th-century. 
Door :  In  S.  doorway  of  nail-studded  battens 
with  fillets  planted  on  and  strap-hinges,  probably 
15th-century.  Monuments  :  In  churchyard  — 
S.  side — (1)  to  John  Fitzlewes,  1699,  and  John,  his 
father,  1701,  table-tomb  ;  (2)  to  Priscilla  Skinner, 
1711,  head-stone;  (3)  to  Nicholas  Kennett,  1713, 
head-stone ;  (4)  to  .  .  .  Coll  .  .  .  ,  170 . ,  head- 
stone. Paintings  :  In  nave — on  N.  and  S.  walls, 
remains  of  black-letter  inscriptions  in  rectangular 
frames,  17th-century ;  on  chancel-arch,  remains 
of  red  and  black  colour.  Piscina :  In  chancel — 
under  S.E.  window,  recess  with  reset  moulded 
head,  possibly  piscina,  13th-century.  Stoup :  In 
S.  porch — rough  recess,  date  uncertain. 

Condition — Fairly  good,  some  stonework  much 
decayed. 

Secular  : — 

Monuments  (3-6). 
The    following    monuments,    unless    otherwise 
described,  are  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 


plastered  or  weather-boarded  ;    the  roofs  are  tiled. 
Some    of    the    buildings    have    original    chimney- 
stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 
Condi  tion — Good . 

(3).  House,  now  two  tenements,  on  S.  side  of 
road,  300  yards  W.  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the 
17th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  E.  and  S.  ;  there  are  modern 
additions  on  the  S.  of  both  wings. 

(4).  House,  now  three  tenements,  on  N.  side  of 
road,  230  yards  W.  of  (3),  was  built  in  the  17th 
century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  N.  and  W.  There  is  a 
modern  addition  at  the  back. 

(5).  House,  at  Samuel's  Corner,  \  m.  E.  of  the 
church,  was  built  possibly  in  the  16th  century  on 
an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.  and  W.  Chimney-stacks  were  added  early 
in  the  following  century  and  there  is  a  modern 
extension  on  the  W.  side  of  the  S.  wing. 

(6).  Friends  Farm,  house,  750  yards  S.E.  of 
the  church,  was  built  in  the  16th  century  on  an 
L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  N.  and  W.  There  is  a  modern  addition  on  the 
S.  side  of  the  S.  wing.  The  upper  storey  originally 
projected  at  the  W.  end  of  the  S.  wing  but  has  now 
been  underbuilt. 


35.  GREAT  WARLEY.     (B.d.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxvii.  S.W.  Wlxxv.  N.E.) 

Great  Warley  is  a  parish  and  village  2  m.  S.S.W. 
of  Brentwood. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  has  recently 
been  pulled  down  with  the  exception  of  the  modern 
West  Tower,  which  contains  the  following  : — 

Fittings — Brass  :  In  tower — to  Margaret,  wife  of 
John  Agmondesham,  1582,  inscription  only,  with 
indent  of  shield.  Monuments  and  Floor-slabs. 
Monuments  :  (1)  On  W.  wall,  of  Gyles  Fleming, 
1623,  and  Gyles  Fleming,  his  son,  1633,  with 
Susanna,  his  wife,  alabaster  wall-monument  with 
bust  of  man  in  ruff  and  cloak.  In  churchyard — 
S.E.  of  tower,  (2)  to  John  Stevens,  1711,  head- 
stone ;  (3)  to  Robert  Stanes,  1712,  head-stone. 
E.  of  tower,  (4)  to  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Cornelius 
Rockliff,  1714,  head-stone.  Floor-slabs  :  (1)  to 
John  Stedman,  169(3?),  rector  of  the  parish; 
(2)  to  John  Wetherell,  1661,  with  shield-of-arms. 
Plate  :  includes  cup,  cover-paten  and  stand-paten, 
all  of  1700  and  dated  1701,  also  early  18th-century 
pewter  plate. 
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Secular  : — 

Monuments  (2-8). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the 
buildings  have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed 
ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

b(2).  Franks,  house,  nearly  1  m.  S.W.  of  the 
church,  was  built  probably  in  the  15th  century 
on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  N.  and  W.  Later  alterations  include 
a  17th-century  eastern  extension  of  the  middle 
part  of  the  N.  wing  and  considerable  modern 
additions.  The  two  main  chimney-stacks  are  of 
early  17th-century  date  ;  the  stack  in  the  middle 
of  the  E.  wing  has  two  diagonal  shafts.  Inside 
the  building  is  an  original  doorway  with  a  two- 
centred  head,  and  two  rooms  on  the  upper  floor 
are  lined  with  late  16th-century  panelling  divided 
by  shallow  fluted  pilasters  supporting  small  carved 
brackets.  There  are  two  doors  of  about  the  same 
date,  one  of  which  has  '  cock's-head  '  hinges.  The 
roof  over  the  middle  part  of  the  N.  wing  is  of 
central-purlin  type  and,  above  the  W.  wing,  the 
original  king-post  with  central-purlin  two-way 
struts  is  visible.     A  fire-back,  recently  imported,

has  the  initials  j  p  and  the  date  1690. 

b(3).  Bolens  and  Herds,  farmhouse.  If  m.  S.S.E. 
of  the  church,  is  a  long  rectangular  building, 
probably  of  16th-century  date,  with  modern 
additions  at  the  back. 

Great  Warley  Street  : — 

"(4).  Wallets,  house,  at  S.  corner  of  the  cross- 
roads, was  built  in  the  15th  century  with  a  central 
hall  and  N.E.  and  S.W.  cross-wings.  Late  in  the 
16th  century  an  upper  floor  was  inserted  in  the 
hall  and  modern  alterations  include  the  addition 
of  the  staircase  and  the  extension  of  the  S.E.  wing. 
The  upper  storeys  of  both  the  cross-wings  project 
on  the  N.E.  front.  The  chimney-stack  at  the  S. 
end  of  the  original  hall  is  of  late  16th-century  date 
and  of  four  shafts  set  diagonally  on  a  cruciform 
plan  with  a  square  base.  Inside  the  building  one 
room  is  lined  with  panelling  of  c.  1600.  The 
staircase  is  of  17th-century  date  and  has  turned 
balusters  and  moulded  handrail  but  is  not  in  situ. 
I  he  original  roof  over  the  northernmost  wing  has 
a  heavy  tie-beam  with  square  king-post  and 
curved  braces. 

b(5).  House,  now  Post  Office  and  tenement,  on 
opposite  side  of  the  road  and  30  yards  W.  of  (4), 
was  built  in  the  15th  century  with  a  central  hall 
and  E.  and  W.  cross-wings.  An  upper  floor  has 
been  inserted  in  the  hall  and  there  are  considerable 
modern  alterations.  The  upper  storey  of  the  E. 
cross-wing  projects  on  the  S.  front  and  in  the  roof 


of  the  central  block  are  two  gabled  dormers.  The 
central  chimney-stack  was  built  probably  when  the 
upper  floor  was  inserted  but  has  been  rebuilt  above 
the  roof.  Inside  the  building  the  main  tie-beam  to 
the  roof  over  the  original  hall  is  exposed  and  is 
supported  by  curved  braces  carrying  a  king-post ; 
the  curved  braces  to  the  main  tie-beam  of  the 
roof  are  also  exposed. 

a(6).  Cottage,  on  S.  side  of  the  road  to  the  church, 
50  yards  E.  of  (4),  was  built  probably  in  the  16th- 
century  on  a  rectangular  plan  with  a  cross-wing 
at  the  N.  end  ;  there  is  a  modern  addition  at 
the  back.  The  upper  storey  of  the  N.  cross-wing 
projects  on  the  W.  front. 

a(7).  House,  now  two  tenements,  N.  of  (6),  was 
built  probably  in  the  15th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  S. 
and  E.  The  insertion  of  partitions  and  alterations 
at  a  later  date  have  obscured  the  original  plan  ; 
there  is  a  modern  extension  at  the  back.  Inside 
the  building  is  an  original  doorway  with  a  two- 
centred  head  and  in  the  upper  storey  of  the  N. 
wing  an  original  tie-beam  supported  by  rough 
braces. 


a(8).  Cottage,  on  W.  side  of  Brock  Street,  about 
550  yards  N.  of  the  cross-roads,  is  of  one  storey 
with  attics.  It  was  built  probably  early  in  the 
17th  century  and  has  a  modern  extension  on  the 
W.  There  are  two  gabled  dormers  in  the  roof  and 
at  the  N.  end  an  original  chimney-stack  with  two 
diagonal  shafts. 


36.  HADLEIGH.     (E.d.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxvii.  N.E.  Wlxxvii.  S.E.) 

Hadleigh  is  a  small  parish  and  village  on  the 
N.  side  of  the  River  Thames,  N.  of  Canvey  Island 
and  4  m.  W.  of  Southend-on-Sea.  The  church  and 
the  Castle  are  the  only  monuments,  the  latter  being 
of  exceptional  interest. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

"(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  James  the  Less 
(Plate,  p.  61)  stands  in  the  village.  The  walls  are 
of  mixed  rubble  with  limestone  dressings  and  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  whole  church,  including 
Apse,  Chancel  and  Nave,  was  built  about  the 
middle  of  the  12th  century.  The  bell-turret  is 
probably  of  the  16th  century.  The  church  has 
been  restored  in  modern  times  and  the  South 
Porch  is  of  late  18th-century  date. 

The  building  is  interesting  as  a  complete  12th- 
century  church  with  an  apse  and  among  the 
fittings  the  paintings  are  noteworthy.

Architectural  Description — The  Apse  {\1\  ft.  by 
20|  ft.)  has  flat  pilaster  buttresses  and  three  round- 
headed  windows,  completely  restored  externally, 
but  with  old  splays.  Between  the  apse  and  the 
chancel  are  plain  responds  with  moulded  imposts. 

The  Chancel  (14  ft.  by  20^  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  round-headed  12th-century  window  much 
restored  ;  E.  of  it  is  a  blocked  doorway,  all  of 
modern  stonework.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  partly 
restored  early  14th-century  window  of  two  cinque- 
foiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label.  The  12th-century  chancel- 
arch  is  semi-circular  and  of  two  plain  orders  ;  the 
responds  have  moulded  imposts  ;  flanking  it  are 
two  round-headed  arches,  each  having  a  squint 
(Plate,  p.  104)  with  a  circular  foiled  opening  of  the 
15th  century  on  the  E.  face. 

The  Nave  (56£  ft-  by  24 J  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
four  windows  ;  the  easternmost  is  an  early  13th- 
century  lancet-window  ;  the  second  window  is  of 
the  15th  century  and  of  two  cinquef oiled  lights 
with  vertical  tracery  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label  and  head-stops  ;  the  two  western 
windows  are  single  round-headed  12th-century 
lights  and  between  them  is  the  late  13th-century 
N.  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  ;  it  is  now  blocked  ;  on  the  E.  splay  is  a 
small  diapered  design.  In  the  S.  wall  are  four 
windows,  the  easternmost  and  the  two  western  are 
similar  to  the  western  windows  in  the  N.  wall,  but 
the  easternmost  is  much  restored  ;  the  second 
window  is  of  early  15th-century  date,  much 
restored  and  of  two  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  square  head  ;  the  early  15th- 
century  S.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch  with  a  moulded  label  and  defaced 
head-stops,  the  round  rear-arch  is  of  the  12th 
century.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  12th-century  round- 
headed  doorway  of  two  plain  orders,  much  restored  ; 
above  it  is  a  12th-century  window  similar  to  those 


in  the  N.  wall  ;  in  the  gable  is  a  blocked  opening. 
The  bell-turret  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave  stands 
on  four  oak  posts  and  framing,  probably  of  the 
17th  century. 

Fittings — Bell :  one,  inaccessible,  but  said  to  be 
by  John  Wilnar,  1636.  Bracket:  In  apse— with 
double  roll  on  the  soffit,  12th-century.  Door  :  In 
N.  doorway — of  overlapping  nail-studded  battens, 
probably  16th-century.  Font:  made  up  of 
octagonal  bowl,  separate  lower  part  carved  with 
stiff -leaf  foliage,  probably  recut,  13th-century, 
stem  and  base  modern.  Niches  :  In  apse— in 
E.  wall,  with  cinquefoiled  and  sub-cusped  head 
and  sunk  spandrel,  15th-century  unfinished.  In 
nave — in  E.  wall,  small  with  cusped  head,  15th- 
century.  Paintings  :  In  nave — on  W.  splay  of 
N.E.  window,  upper  part  of  figure  of  St.  Thomas  of 
Canterbury,  with  early  mitre,  pall  and  cross-staff, 
inscription  above,  "  Beate  Tomas,"  c.  1200.  In 
head  of  third  window  in  N.  wall,  remains  of  figure, 
possibly  angel,  etc.,  probably  13th-century.  On 
wall-face  further  W.,  traces  of  a  trefoiled  canopy 
and  a  nimbed  head,  14th-century.  Plate  :  includes 
cup  and  cover-paten,  the  latter  of  1568,  the  cup 
without  date-mark  but  of  same  period,  both  with 
band  of  engraved  ornament.  Royal  Arms:  In 
nave— at  W.  end,  of  Queen  Anne  after  the  Union, 
painted  on  canvas.  Stoup :  in  S.  porch — with 
cinquefoiled  head,  15th-century,  basin  removed. 

Condition — Good. 


Secular  : — 

(2).  Hadleigh  Castle  (Plates,  pp.  64-5) 
stands  1,100  yards  S.  of  the  church  and  is 
built  at  the  end  of  a  spur  projecting  from 
the  rising  ground  overlooking  the  River  Thames 
and  Canvey  Island  from  the  N.  It  evidently 
consisted  of  a  strongly  fortified  bailey,  polygonal 
on    plan    and    enclosing    an    area    350  ft.     from

(4).     Great  Tomkyns  :    Interior  of  Hall ;

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E.  to  W.  and  150  ft.  wide,  and  surrounded 
by  a  thick  curtain  wall  with  projecting  towers  at 
the  angles.  The  entrance  was  on  the  N.  side  and 
the  approach  was  protected  towards  the  S.  by  a 
wedge-shaped  ramp,  partly  artificial,  which  pro- 
jected to  the  N.W.  The  site,  which  slopes  away 
from  the  walls  on  all  sides,  added  greatly  to  the 
strength  of  the  Castle  as  a  fortified  building.  No 
part  of  the  existing  structure  appears  to  be  earlier 
than  the  14th  century,  when  the  whole  Castle  was 
reconstructed.  There  is  documentary  evidence  of 
the  progress  of  the  work  in  1365-6  (E.A.S.T., 
N.S.,  i,  86  et  seq.). 

The  Castle  is  of  exceptional  interest,  being  the 
only  work  of  its  type  in  the  county. 

The  walls  and  towers  are  of  Reigate  stone  and 
ragstone,  with  some  chalk,  used  internally.  The 
original  height  of  the  towers  and  walls  is  uncertain  ; 
none  of  the  buildings  is  now  complete,  and  in 
places  the  foundations  only  remain. 

The  Castle  was  entered  through  a  Barbican  at 
the  W.  end  of  the  N.  wall,  and  on  the  W.  of  the 
barbican  was  a  strong  tower  (H.)  commanding  the 
approach.  The  entrance  gateway  was  10  ft.  wide 
and  flanked  on  either  side  by  a  small  circular 
turret,  but  only  the  lower  part  of  the  E.  wall  of 
the  barbican  and  E.  turret  remain,  though  the 
position  of  the  W.  wall  is  marked  by  a  slight  rise 
in  the  ground  and  the  entrance  by  two  stones  with 
rebates  for  the  gate  or  portcullis.  The  lower  part 
of  the  walls  of  the  barbican  were  battered  extern- 
ally, and  in  the  E.  wall  immediately  S.  of  the 
entrance  tower  is  a  square-headed,  splayed  loop. 
Nothing  definite  can  be  said  about  the  plan  or 
height  of  the  Tower  H.  immediately  S.W.  of  the 
entrance,  but  part  of  the  outer  wall  remains  and 
projects  in  a  semi-circle  beyond  the  curtain-wall, 
and  within  the  area  are  remains  of  platforms  and 
possibly  of  the  base  of  a  pier  to  carry  the  vault. 
The  E.  side  has  been  pulled  down  to  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  ground,  but  the  springing  of  a  vault  is 
indicated  in  the  upper  part  on  the  W.  side  with 
traces  of  an  internal  string-course  below  and  a 
window  above.  E.  of  the  barbican  at  the  angle 
of  the  N.  and  N.E.  curtain-walls  is  the  Tower  A., 
projecting  outwards  in  a  semi-circle  of  28  ft.  in 
diameter,  but  little  more  than  the  foundations  of 
both  the  N.  wall,  and  the  tower  with  the  two 
lowest  steps  of  a  stair  at  the  S.E.  corner  remain 
above  the  ground.  The  N.E.  curtain-wall  is  in 
places  6  ft.  high,  but  has  been  stripped  of  the 
greater  part  of  its  facings. 

The  Tower  B.  at  the  junction  of  the  N.E.  and  E. 
walls  is  internally  hexagonal  on  plan  and  projects 
outwards  in  a  three-quarter  circle  of  36  ft.  diameter. 
The  greater  part  of  the  wall  on  the  N.  and  E.  is 
standing  and  is  of  three  storeys  with  a  slightly 
projecting  plinth  having  a  band  of  knapped  flint 
above  it,  and  a  plain  string-course  marking  the 


upper  storeys.  On  the  ground-floor  are  two  small 
square-headed  windows  only  visible  externally, 
and  on  the  first  floor  are  two  similar  windows  with 
wide  internal  splays  and  segmental  rear-arches. 
On  the  top  stage  is  a  single  window,  similar  to  the 
others  and  a  wide  recess  for  a  fireplace.  In  the 
thickness  of  the  wall  on  the  E.  side  is  a  flue,  and 
on  the  W.  side  are  traces  of  a  stair-turret. 

The  Tower  C.  at  the  S.  end  of  the  E.  curtain-wall 
is  of  three  storeys  and  is  similar  to  tower  B., 
though  practically  the  whole  of  the  outer  wall 
remains.  On  the  ground-stage  are  two  square- 
headed  windows  and  in  each  of  the  two  upper 
storeys  are  four  windows  and  traces  of  a  fifth. 
On  the  top  storey  the  segmental  rear-arches  retain 
their  original  dressings.  In  the  N.E.  side  of  the 
wall  are  two  flues  and  on  the  S.  side  a  garde-robe 
shaft  or  shafts  discharging  through  three  square- 
headed  openings  with  steeply  sloped  sills  in  the 
outer  face  of  the  plinth.  On  the  same  side  are 
indications  of  a  former  stair-turret.  A  landslide 
has  carried  practically  the  whole  of  the  S.  side  of 
the  bailey  down  the  hill  for  a  distance  of  about 
40  ft.  The  foundation  of  the  S.  walls  and  structure, 
however,  can  here  be  traced,  including  the  semi- 
circular Tower  D.  (which  was  immediately  opposite 
and  apparently  of  similar  design  to  the  corre- 
sponding tower  A.  on  the  N.  side  of  the  bailey), 
the  lower  parts  of  the  walls  of  several  buildings 
situated  at  the  S.W.  corner  of  the  castle  and  the 
basement  of  the  small  square  Tower  E.  at  the 
S.  end  of  the  W.  curtain-wall.  These  buildings 
projected  on  the  S.  beyond  the  inner  face  of  the 
building.  The  basement  of  the  Tower  E.  con- 
sisted of  two  rooms,  part  of  the  northernmost  one 
of  which  is  still  in  situ  and  has  a  floor  paved  with 
yellow  brick.  In  the  wall  of  the  fallen  portion 
are  two  small  openings,  now  facing  S.,  and  on 
the  E.  side  is  a  small  garde-robe  chute.  Under 
the  floor  is  a  cavity.  The  curtain-wall  on  the  W. 
is  considerably  thinner  than  those  on  the  N.E. 
and  S.  of  the  building  and  stands  only  a  few  feet 
above  the  ground.  At  the  S.  end  are  the  lower 
parts  of  the  walls  of  the  rectangular  projection  F., 
the  purpose  of  which  is  doubtful,  and  at  the  N. 
end,  at  the  junction  with  the  N.W.  wall,  the  lowest 
storey  of  the  small  square  Tower  G.  This  has  one 
room,  with  traces  of  a  fireplace  in  the  N.  wall, 
and,  opening  out  of  it  on  the  N.,  a  smaller  chamber, 
probably  a  garde-robe.  Against  the  curtain-wall, 
at  the  S.E.  corner  of  the  tower  are  the  lower  steps 
of  a  staircase  leading  to  the  parapet  walk.  The 
N.W.  curtain-wall,  between  the  towers  G.  and  H., 
is  preserved  to  a  considerable  height,  and  has, 
projecting  from  the  S.E.  face,  three  buttresses. 
Adjoining  this  wall  extensive  foundations  of 
kitchen  buildings,  shown  in  the  plan,  were  un- 
covered about  1863  and  the  lines  of  an  adjoining 
hall  and  solar  wing  were  visible  in  the  turf  in 
1921-2. 
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Condition — The  whole  work  is  now  in  a  ruinous 
condition  and  the  tower  B.  is  in  imminent  danger 
of  collapse,  owing  to  the  unstable  nature  of  the 
underlying  London  clay.

37.  HAVENGORE.     (G.d.)

38.  HAWKWELL.     (E.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Ixx.  S.W.) 

Hawkwell  is  a  parish  2  m.  N.W.  of  Rochford. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  near 
the  E.  end  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  plastered 
ragstone  and  flint-rubble,  with  limestone  dressings  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  and  Chancel  were 
built  in  the  14th  century,  but  the  chancel  was 
altered  in  the  15th  century  and  the  bell-turret  is 
of  the  same  period.  The  church  was  restored  in 
the  19th  century,  when  the  North  Vestry  and 
South  Porch  were  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (16  ft. 
by  18  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  all  modern  except 
the  15th-century  rear-arch  and  splays.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  is  modern 
except  the  15th-century  rear-arch  and  splays  ;  the 
western  window  is  a  '  lowside '  of  one  trefoiled 
light  and  probably  of  the  14th  century.  The 
15th-century  chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of 
two  chamfered  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and 
the  inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals. 

The  Nave  (30|  ft.  by  17f  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  window,  all  modern  except  the  splays  and  rear- 
arch,  which  are  probably  of  the  14th  century  ; 
further  W.  is  the  14th-century  N.  doorway,  with 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch.  In  the 
S.  wall  is  a  window  similar  to  that  in  the  N.  wall  ; 
further  W.  is  the  14th-century  S.  doorway,  with 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  of  two  orders,  the 
outer  moulded  and  the  inner  chamfered.  In  the 
W.  wall  is  a  window,  all  modern  except  the  splays. 


The  bell-turret  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave  stands 
on  four  oak  posts  with  cross-beams  and  curved 
braces  supporting  the  square  framing  of  the  turret. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  plastered,  but  has 
15th-century  moulded  wall-plates.  The  15th- 
century  roof  of  the  nave  has  moulded  wall-plates, 
and  a  middle  truss  with  an  octagonal  king-post 
having  moulded  capital  and  base. 

Fittings — Door  :  In  S.  doorway — of  overlapping 
nail-studded  battens  with  strap-hinges  and  cinque- 
foiled  handle-plate,  15th-century.  Piscina :  In 
chancel — with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  square 
head,  14th  or  15th-century,  square  drain  with 
chamfered  under-edge,  probably  earlier.  Plate : 
includes  cup  of  1662. 

Condition — Good. 


Secular  : — 

(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Parsonage  Farm, 
550  yards  S.W.  of  the  church. 

(3).  Clements  Hall,  house,  \  m.  N.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
weather-boarded.  It  was  built  probably  in  the 
16th  century  on  a  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  to  the  N.  and  W.  In  the  middle  of  the 
E.  front  is  a  two-storeyed  projecting  bay  with  an 
entrance  porch  in  front.  The  house  has  been 
much  altered  and  there  are  modern  additions  on 
the  N.  and  W.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  the 
W.  end  of  the  S.  front.  Inside  the  building  one 
of  the  ground-floor  rooms  has  a  restored  fireplace 
of  c.  1600,  with  a  carved  wooden  overmantel  of 
three  semi-circular  arches  springing  from  imposts 
and  divided  by  pilasters  carved  with  strapwork 
ornament  and  caryatides  and  supporting  a  con- 
tinuous moulded  cornice.  Flanking  the  jambs  of 
the  fireplace  are  panels  carved  with  similar  carya- 
tides and  strap-ornament.  A  modern  door  in  the 
same  room  incorporates  some  17th-century 
panelling. 

Condition — Good. 


39.  HAZELEIGH.     (E.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  liv.  S.W.) 

Hazeleigh  is  a  small  parish  2\  m.  S.W.  of 
Maldon. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  (Plate, 
p.  xxxiii)  stands  near  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The 
walls  are  of  plastered  timber-framing  and  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  The  Chancel  was  built  in  the  16th 
century  or  perhaps  c  arlier.  The  Nave  was  rebuilt 
in  the  17th  and  18th  century  but  incorporates 
much  material  of  an  earlier  date.  The  Vestry  and 
South  Porch  were  perhaps  added  at  the  same  time. 
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Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (\\\  ft. 
by  13£  ft.),  North  Vestry  and  South  Porch,  have 
no  ancient  features  except  the  timber-framing. 

The  Nave  (25±  ft.  by  17f  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  original  windows,  each  of  three  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  moulded  frame  and  mullions. 
Over  the  W.  end  is  a  timber  bell-turret. 

The  Roofs  of  the  chancel  and  nave  are  ceiled 
and  have  principals  with  curved  braces  ;  the 
purlins  of  the  chancel  have  curved  side  braces. 

Fittings  —  Communion  Rails :  with  heavy 
moulded  rail  and  symmetrically  turned  balusters, 
c.  1600. 

Condition — Ruinous  (since  demolished). 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Hazeleigh  Hall,  house  and  moat,  E.  of 
the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys  with 
attics,  timber-framed  and  plastered ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  main  block  was  built  probably  in  the 
16th  century,  and  there  are  17th-century  and  later 
additions  at  the  back.  Inside  the  building  is  some 
early  17th-century  panelling  and  a  door  of  moulded 
battens.  The  roof,  of  five  bays,  has  curved  wind- 
braces. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 


40.  HOCKLEY.     (E.c.) 

(O.S.   6  in.   Wbri.  S.E.   Wlxix.   N.E.   Mlxx.  N.W. 
Wlxix.  S.E.  Wlxx.  S.W.) 

Hockley  is  a  parish  and  small  village  on  the 
River  Crouch  4  m.  N.W.  of  Rochford. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

c(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Peter  stands  near 
the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  mixed 
rubble  mainly  covered  with  plaster  ;  the  S.  porch 
is  of  red  brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  is  possibly  of  the 
12th  century,  but  there  is  little  evidence  of  this 
except  Lhe  thickness  of  the  S.  wall.  The  Chancel 
was  probably  rebuilt  in  the  13th  century  and 
c.  1210-20  the  N.  arcade  and  North  Aisle  were 
built.     The   West    Tower  was  added  in  the   14th 


century,  but  the  top  stage  is  perhaps  of  later  date. 
In  the  16th  or  17th  century  the  South  Porch  was 
added  and  in  the  17th  century  the  E.  wall  of  the 
chancel  was  rebuilt.  The  church  has  been  restored 
in  modern  times,  when  the  North  Vestry  was  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (29|  ft. 
by  16  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window.  In  the  N.  wall 
are  the  jambs  of  a  blocked  window  ;  further  W.  is 
a  modern  doorway.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  blocked 
window  with  a  two-centred  head  and  probably  of 
the  14th  century  ;  at  the  W.  end  of  the  wall  is  a 
window  of  one  round-headed  light,  possibly  of  the 
13th  century  and  subsequently  widened  ;  further 
E.  is  a  13th-century  doorway  with  chamfered 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch.  Between  the  chancel 
and  nave  is  a  plain  braced  tie-beam  resting  on  two 
posts  against  the  walls. 

The  Nave  (42|  ft.  by  1S|  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade  of 
c.  1210-20  and  of  four  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  orders,  the  outer  plain  and  the  inner 
chamfered  ;  the  cylindrical  columns  have  moulded 
bases  and  capitals  carved  with  conventional  foliage 
of  varying  design  ;  the  responds  have  attached 
half-columns.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows, 
the  easternmost  and  westernmost  are  modern 
except  for  the  splays  and  rear-arches  which  are 
possibly  of  the  15th  century  ;  the  middle  window 
is  of  the  15th  century  and  of  three  cinquef oiled 
lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;  further  W.  is  the  early 
13th-century  S.  doorway  with  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch  of  two  chamfered  orders. 

The  North  Aisle  (11  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
a  15th-century  window  of  one  cinquef  oiled  light. 
In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  both  of  the  14th 
century  and  one  with  a  tref oiled  and  one  with  a 
plain  pointed  head  ;  between  them  is  the  13th- 
century  N.  doorway  with  plain  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  13th-century 
lancet  -  window,  now  covered  externally  with 
cement. 

TheWestTower  (12|ft. square)  is  of  two  stages,  the 
lower  square  and  the  upper  with  the  angles  cut  back 
to  form  an  irregular  octagon  (Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii)  ; 
it  has  an  embattled  parapet  and  a  small  spire.  The 
14th-century  tower-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two 
continuous  chamfered  orders  ;  higher  up  on  the 
W.  side  is  an  outer  order  springing  from  stone 
corbels.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  14th-century  recess 
with  a  segmental-pointed  head  of  brick  and  tile. 
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In  the  S.  wall  are  two  14th-century  windows,  one 
above  the  other,  the  lower  of  one  cinquefoiled  ogee 
light  and  the  upper  of  one  trefoiled  light.  The 
14th-century  W.  doorway  has  cemented  jambs  and 
a  cinquefoiled  ogee  head  badly  weathered  and 
repaired  with  cement.  In  the  angles  of  the  tower 
are  oak  posts  supporting  an  inserted  floor.  The 
N.,  S.  and  W.  sides  of  the  bell-chamber  have  each 
a  15th-century  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  in 
a  square  head  ;  the  mullions  have  been  destroyed 
and  the  windows  are  much  decayed ;  in  the  E. 
wall  is  a  window  of  one  pointed  light. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  the  16th  or  17th  century 
and  of  red  brick.  The  outer  archway  has  a  square 
18th-century  wooden  frame.  The  side  walls  have 
each  a  window  of  one  four-centred  light. 

The  RooJ  of  the  nave  is  of  the  14th  century  and 
of  three  bays  with  king-post  trusses  ;  the  king- 
posts have  moulded  capitals  and  one  bay  has 
14th-century  moulded  wall-plates.  The  N.  aisle 
has  a  plain  pent  roof  of  doubtful  date.  The  S. 
porch  has  a  16th  or  17th-century  roof  of  collar- 
beam  type  with  one  cambered  tie-beam. 

Fittings — Bells  :  three  ;  1st  by  John  Hodson, 
1657  ;  2nd  by  James  Bartlet,  1684  ;  3rd  by  Miles 
Graye,  1626.  The  bell-frame  is  old.  Font  (Plate, 
pp.  xlii-iii)  :  octagonal  bowl  of  Purbeck  marble, 
each  face  with  two  shallow  pointed  panels, 
octagonal  stem  with  attached  shafts  at  the 
angles,  early  13th-century,  much  weathered  and 
stem  cut  down.  Glass :  In  N.  aisle — in  E. 
window,  four  quarries  (made  up  of  fragments 
of  an  inscription)  with  the  word  "  deus "  in 
black-letter  and  two  with  the  word  "  ...ictus," 
15th-century.  Monuments  :  In  churchyard — S. 
side,  (1)  to  Elizabeth,  wife  of  William  Richman. 
1711,  head-stone;  (2)  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
William  Richman,  1714,  head-stone.  Piscina  :  In 
chancel — with  chamfered  jambs  widened  out  to 
the  square  head,  round  drain,  probably  13th- 
century.  Plate:  includes  cup  of  1562  with  band 
of  engraved  ornament.  Stoup  :  In  S.  porch — 
with  trefoiled  head,  14th-century,  much  mutilated. 
Miscellanea  :  Incorporated  in  S.  and  W.  walls  of 
churchyard,  numerous  worked  stones. 

Condition — Poor,  cracks  in  various  places  and 
some  stonework  much  weathered. 

Secular : — 

b(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Shepherd's  Farm, 
about  |  m.  N.W.  of  the  church. 

Monuments  (3-8). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings 
have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling 
beams. 

Condition — Good. 


c(3).  Hockley  Hall,  100  yards  S.S.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  was 
built  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  S.  and  W,  but  has  been  much  altered 
and  added  to  on  the  N.  and  S. 

c(4).  Lower  Hockley  Hall,  nearly  1  m.  N.E.  of 
the  church,  has  modern  additions  on  the  S.,  E. 
and  W. 

'(5).  Bett's  Farm,  1,450  yards  S.E.  of  the 
church,  was  originally  of  the  central-chimney  type 
of  plan,  but  modern  additions  on  the  N.E.  and 
S.E.  makes  the  present  plan  T-shaped.  It  has 
been  entirely  refaced  with  modern  brick  and 
weather-boarding. 

'(6).  Cottage,  \  m.  W.S.W.  of  (5),  is  of  the 
central-chimney  type,  with  a  projecting  gabled  bay 
in  the  centre  of  the  E.  front  carried  on  modern 
columns  ;  there  is  a  modern  addition  at  the  back. 
In  the  gable  of  the  bay  is  painted  the  date  1611. 
Inside  the  building  one  of  the  ground-floor  rooms 
has  an  early  17th-century  door  and  the  staircase 
on  the  ground-floor  has  some  late  17th-century 
balusters,  an  old  newel  and  a  short  length  of 
moulded  handrail. 

<*(7).  Whitbrcads,  house,  1,600  yards  S.S.W.  of 
the  church,  has  been  much  altered  and  added  to. 

d{8).  White  House,  450  yards  W.  of  (7),  is  a  small 
cottage  of  the  central-chimney  type,  much  altered, 
on  to  which  has  been  built  a  modern  house. 

Unclassified : — 

c(9).  Plumberow  Mount  (Plate,  p.  xxxvii),  about 
1  m.  E.N.E.  of  the  church,  is  circular,  about  76  ft. 
in  diameter  at  the  base  and  14  ft.  high.  Excavations 
undertaken  in  1914,  though  inconclusive,  yield c  d  a 
coin  of  Domitian,  much  Roman  and  some  Saxon 
pottery  (all  fragmentary),  but  no  certain  indication 
either  of  the  purpose  or  of  the  date  of  the  mound, 
save  that  it  is  obviously  not  pre-Roman.  (See 
Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans.,  N.S.,  XIII,  224-237.) 

Condition — Good. 

a(10).  Mounds,  ten  or  more,  N.  of  the  Crouch 
and  about  If  m.  N.  of  the  church.  They  vary 
greatly  in  size  and  height,  and  near  them  are 
several  depressions  or  pans.  The  mounds  have 
been  excavated  and  were  assumed  to  have  been 
connected  with  mediaeval  salt  workings. 

Condition — Good. 


41.  HORNCHURCH.      (A.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxvii.  S.W.  Mlxxiv.  N.E.  Mlxxiv.  S.E. 
Mlxxv.  N.W.) 

Hornchurch  is  a  parish  and  village  about  2  m. 
S.E.  of  Romford.  The  principal  monuments  are 
the  church  and  Nelmes. 
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Ecclesiastical  : — 

d(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Andrew  (Plate, 
p.  70)  stands  on  the  E.  side  of  the  village.  The 
walls  are  of  septaria  and  ragstone-rubble,  with  some 
brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are 
covered  with  lead.  The  Chancel  and  Nave,  with 
N.  and  S.  aisles,  were  built  about  the  middle  of  the 
13th  century.  Early  in  the  15th  century  the  North 
and  S.  Aisles  were  rebuilt ;  later  in  the  same  century 
the  North  and  S.  Chapels,  the  West  Tower  and  the 
North  Porch  were  added  ;  the  clearstorey  of  the  nave 
was  built  about  the  same  time.  The  church  has 
been  restored  in  modern  times,  the  South  Chapel 
and  Aisle  being  rebuilt  in  brick. 

The  tower  is  a  fairly  good  example  of  its  period, 
and  among  the  fittings  are  some  interesting  brasses 
and  monuments. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (40 \  ft. 
by  16£  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  window,  all  modern  except  the  15th- 
century  splays  and  rear-arch  ;  further  W.  is  a 
15th-century  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch  ;  the  15th-century  N.  arcade  is 
of  two  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  column  is  octagonal,  with 
moulded  capital  and  base,  and  the  responds  have 
attached  half  columns  ;  above  the  arcade  is  an 
early  16th-century  clearstorey  window  of  three 
trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  and  now  partly 
blocked.  The  S.  wall  has  windows  and  arcade 
uniform  with  those  in  the  N.  wall ;  the  clearstorey 
window  is  entirely  blocked.  In  the  back  of  the 
westernmost  bay  of  the  sedilia  (see  Fittings)  is  a 
squint  from  the  S.  chapel.     The  chancel-arch  is 


modern  except  for  the  N.  respond,  which  is  of 
mid  13th-century  date  and  has  three  attached 
shafts  divided  by  small  rolls. 

The  North  Chapel  (31  ft.  by  13J  ft.)  is  of  late 
15th-century  date  and  has  an  E.  and  two  N. 
windows,  each  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  an  early  16th- 
century  archway,  four-centred  and  of  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the 
inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases. 

The  South  Chapel  has  been  almost  entirely 
rebuilt  and  has,  reset  in  the  E.  wall,  a  late  15th- 
century  window  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
four-centred  head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  reset 
windows  of  late  15th-century  date  and  each  of 
three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery  in 
a  segmental-pointed  head,  patched  with  cement. 

The  Nave  (53£  ft.  by  18J  ft.)  has  mid  13th- 
century  N.  and  S.  arcades,  each  of  four  bays  with 
two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the 
cylindrical  columns  have  moulded  capitals  and 
bases  and  the  responds  have  attached  half  columns  ; 
the  S.E.  respond  and  the  capital  of  the  N.E. 
respond  are  modern  ;  above  the  third  column  on 
the  N.  is  a  round  panel  enclosing  a  quatrefoil  and 
five  carved  flowers.  The  15th-century  clearstorey 
has  on  each  side  four  much  restored  windows,  each 
of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  segmental-pointed 
head. 

The  North  Aisle  (13  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
three  windows  similar  to  those  in  the  N.  chapel  ; 
between  the  two  western  is  the  15th-century  N. 
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doorway  with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the 
spandrels  have  defaced  carving.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  a  window  uniform  with  those  in  the  N.  wall. 

The  South  Aisle  has  been  rebuilt,  but  reset  in 
the  S.  wall  are  three  windows  uniform  with  the 
S.  windows  in  the  S.  chapel.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a 
reset  window  uniform  with  the  E.  window  of  the 
S.  chapel. 

The  West  Tower  (16  ft.  square)  is  of  late  15th- 
century  date  and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet  and  embattled  turrets  rising  above  each 
angle  ;  on  the  tower  is  a  short  copper-covered 
spire.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  two 
moulded  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the 
inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases.  The  W.  window,  restored 
externally,  is  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracer}^  in  a  two-centred  head  ;  the  W. 
doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch 
in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  and  plain 
shields  in  the  spandrels,  all  restored  in  cement  ; 
above  the  window  is  a  stone  carved  with  the 
letter  M  or  a  reversed  W  in  relief.  The  ground 
stage  is  divided  into  two  storeys  by  a  ringing 
gallery.  The  second  stage  has  in  each  wall  a 
window  of  one  tref oiled  light  in  a  square  head, 
all  partly  restored  ;  the  N.  window  is  covered  by 
a  clock-face  and  the  S.  and  W.  windows  have 
moulded  labels.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each 
wall  a  partly  restored  window  of  three  trefoiled 
lights  in  a  four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
The  W.  face  of  the  parapet  has  a  stone  with  the 
initials  R  F  carved  in  relief.  On  the  stair-turret 
is  a  niche  and  figure,  see  Niche  under  Fittings. 

The  North  Porch  is  of  the  15th  century  and  has 
a  two-centred  outer  archway  of  two  moulded 
orders  with  double  chamfered  jambs.  The  side 
walls  have  each  a  window,  all  modern  except  the 
splays  and  rear-arches. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  flat-pitched  and  of 
early  16th-century  date  ;  it  is  of  three  bays  with 
moulded  main  timbers  and  stunted  king-posts  ; 
one  tie-beam  is  modern.  The  15th-century  roof 
of  the  N.  chapel  is  of  two  bays  with  moulded  main 
timbers  and  curved  braces  to  the  tie-beams, 
forming  four-centred  arches.  The  N.  aisle  has  a 
similar  roof  of  four  bays.  The  roof  of  the  nave 
is  similar  to  that  of  the  chancel,  but  the  tie-beams 
are  carved  with  grotesque  faces.  The  15th-century 
roof  of  the  N.  porch  is  similar  to  that  of  the  N. 
chapel  and  has  moulded  rafters  and  hollow- 
chamfered  braces  and  wall-posts.  The  modern 
roof  of  the  S.  chapel  and  aisle  incorporate  some  old 
timbers  and  one  or  two  old  stone  corbels. 

Fittings — Bell:  clock-bell  said  to  be  by  Anthony 
Bartlet,  1674.  Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses  : 
In  chancel — (1)  to  George  Reede,  LL.B.,  vicar  of 
the  parish,  1530,  inscription  and  scroll  with  indents 
of  figure  and  four  roundels  ;  (2)  to  James  Pollexfen, 


B.C.L.,  Fellow,  etc.,  of  St.  Mary's  College,  Oxford, 
1587,  inscription  only;  (3)  in  same  slab,  of  two 
wives  of  [William  Drywode,  1602],  figures  of 
two  women  in  hats,  etc.,  rest  of  brass  lost ; 
(4)  to  Homphry  Dry  wood,  1595,  inscription  only, 
on  same  slab  ;  (5)  group  of  five  boys,  c.  1500,  on 
same  slab  ;  (6)  a  shield  of  c.  1500,  on  a  cheveron 
three  hawk' s  heads  razed  (?),  on  same  slab  ;  (7)  to 
Peerce  Pennaunte,  1590,  inscription  with  achieve- 
ment-of-arms  reset  in  another  slab  ;  (8)  probably 
to  Thomas  Scargile,  1475,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
shield-of-arms  a  saltire  charged  with  a  fleur-de-lis 
and  a  border  for  Scargile,  indents  of  figure  of  man 
in  armour,  wife,  inscription-plate  and  three  shields  ; 
(9)  to  [Katherine  (Powlet),  wife  of  William  Fermor, 
1510],  all  lost  except  two  shields  reset  in  indents 
of  (8),  (a)  a  fess  between  three  lions'  heads  with  three 
anchors  on  the  fess  for  Fermor  impaling  a  quartered 
shield  of  Powlet  as  (b),  (b)  Powlet  quartering 
Ereby,  Delamore  and  Skelton  ;  (10)  of  Thomas 
Drywood,  1591,  and  Anne,  his  wife,  with  figures 
of  man  and  wife  and  groups  of  eight  sons  and 
three  daughters,  original  indent  of  this  brass  with 
fragment  of  marginal  inscription  partly  covered 
by  organ;  (11)  to  Sire  Boneface  de  Hart,  canon 
of  'Oste'  (?  Aosta),  late  13th  or  early  14th- 
century,  indents  of  foliated  cross,  half  figures  of 
two  ecclesiastics,  three  shields  and  marginal 
inscription  in  separate  capitals,  two  letters  (N  and 
F)  only  remain.  In  N.  chapel — on  N.  wall,  (12)  of 
Thomas  Hone,  1604,  with  groups  of  six  sons  and 
six  daughters,  figures  of  man  and  wife  reset  in 
slab  in  chancel  with  earlier  indents,  shield-of-arms 
belonging  to  this  brass,  in  another  slab  in  chancel

sides  and  end  with  quatrefoiled  and  sub-cusped 
panels,  each  enclosing  a  shield — (a)  a  collared  lion 
between  three  crosses  formy,  for  Ayloffe,  (b)  Ayloffe 
impaling  a  cheveron  ermine  between  three  lozenges 
ermine,  for  Shaa,  (c)  a  cross  charged  with  a  leopard' s 
head  a  crescent  for  difference  for  Bruges  or  Bridges 
impaling  Ayloffe,  (d)  Ayloffe,  (<?)  Ayloffe  impaling 
Shaa,  (/)  Shaa  impaling  a  fesse  engrailed  between 
three  cinqnefoils  for  Darcy,  sinking  for  brass  fillet 
round  slab.

Floor- 
slabs  :  In  chancel — (1)  to  Sir  Edward  Jackman, 
1650;  (2)  to  Sir  John  Sudbury,  Bart.,  1691,  and 
Bridget  (Exton),  his  wife,  also  to  Ann,  their 
daughter,  1691,  with  achievement-of-arms.  In  N. 
chapel— (3)  probably  to  (Richard  Bl)akeston,  1638; 
(4)  with  name  hidden,  c.  1650,  with  lozenge-of- 
arms.     In  tower — (5)  to  George  Thorowgood,  1648, 


with  shield-of-arms.  In  churchyard — E.  of  chance] 
(6)  to  Francis  Shaw,  vicar  of  the  parish,  1696,  also 
to  Jane,  1697,  Edward  1697,  and  Elizabeth,  1697, 
his  children.  Niche :  On  W.  tower — on  W.  face  of 
stair-turret,  with  square  head  and  carved  seated 
figure  of  bishop  in  mass  vestments,  much 
weathered,  15th-century.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — 
modern,  but  incorporating  W.  side  of  cinquefoiled 
arch  in  a  square  head,  spandrel  carved  with 
rose  and  foliage,  15th-century.  Plate  (Plate, 
p.  xliv)  :  includes  cup  and  cover-paten  of  1563, 
with  bands  of  engraved  ornament,  and  flagon 
of  1699,  given  in  1700,  with  locking-lid  and 
whistle.  Paintings :  In  nave — on  S.  respond 
of  tower-arch,  outline  of  shield,  16th  or  17th- 
century.  Sedilia  :  In  chancel — of  three  bays 
divided  by  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases, 
jambs  with  attached  shafts,  cinquefoiled  heads,

tower — S.  of  W.  doorway,  with  stone  jambs  and 
segmental  brick  head,  now  filled  in,  15th-century, 
repaired  in  the  16th  century. 

Condition — Structurally  good,  but  some  dressings 
perished  and  roof  not  altogether  weathcr-prcof. 

Secular  : — 

c(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Dovers,  3  m.  S.S.W. 
of  the  church. 

a(3).  Nelmes,  house,  outbuildings  and  moat, 
about  1  m.  N.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of 
three  storeys  ;  the  walls  are  of  brick  and  plastered 
timber-framing ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  S.E. 
wing  was  built  in  the  16th  century  on  a  half 
H-shaped  plan,  with  wings  extending  towards  the 
S.,  and  has  a  17th-centuiy  addition  on  the  N. 
At  the  same  time  the  E.  kitchen-wing  was  built. 
Subsequent  alterations  include  the  demolition  of 
the  kitchen-wing  and  a  modern  addition  between 
the  wings  of  the  original  house. 

The  main  staircase  is  a  rich  example  of  an 
unusual  type. 

The  S.  front  was  refaced  c.  1720.  The  W. 
elevation  has  a  moulded  string  on  the  S.  block 
and  the  17th-century  addition  has  rusticated 
angles.  The  N.  elevation  is  of  rusticated  brick- 
work and  has  a  brick  eaves-cornice.  The  lower 
part  of  the  N.  wall  of  the  kitchen-wing  remains  ; 
it  is  of  similar  rusticated  brickwork  and  has  a 
moulded  brick  plinth.  Inside  the  building  the 
back  staircase  is  of  early  17th-century  date  and 
has  moulded  handrail  and  strings,  turned  balusters 
and  square  newels  with  moulded  knobs  and 
pendants.  In  the  adjoining  passage  is  some  late 
16th-century  panelling  and  there  are  some  doors 
of  the  same  date.  The  main  staircase  (Plates, 
pp.  71,  75)  to  the  first  floor  is  of  late  17th- 
century  date.  It  has  panelled  and  carved  newel 
posts,  with  moulded  tops  surmounted  by  spherical 
knobs  carved  with  acanthus  leaf,  heavy  moulded 
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hand-rail  and  carved  moulded  string,  and  in  place 
of  balusters  are  large  moulded  panels  with  elaborate 
pierced  carving  of  conventional  foliage  and  flowers. 
The  staircase  is  partly  supported  by  an  Ionic 
column  standing  on  a  shaped  pedestal.  In  the 
hall  is  a  doorway  with  a  round  moulded  head,  a 
tympanum  with  radial  flutings  and  a  panelled  door. 
At  the  top  of  the  stairs  are  some  turned  and 
twisted  balusters,  which  are  said  to  have  been 
taken  from  the  church. 

The  Outbuilding,  about  100  yards  S.W.  of  the 
house,  is  now  a  dwelling  knov/n  as  Capel  Nelmes, 
and  is  said  to  have  been  the  stables.  It  is  of 
brick  and  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  was  built 
in  the  16th  century  and  has  in  the  N.  wall  two 
original  two-light  windows  and  one  of  four  lights, 
each  light  having  a  four-centred  head ;  in  the 
attic  is  an  original  square-headed  window  of  two 
lights.  The  17th-century  staircase  was  removed 
here  from  Nelmes  in  recent  years  and  has  moulded 
hand-rail,  string  and  newels  and  heavy  turned 
balusters. 

The  Moat  is  fragmentary. 

Condition — Of  house  and  outbuilding,  good. 

Monuments  (4-27). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled  or  thatched.  Many 
of  the  buildings  have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and 
original  chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good,  or  fairly  good. 


High  Street,  N.  side  : — 

d(4).  Dilry  Falls,  house,  300  yards  E.  of  the 
church,  was  built  in  the  16th  century,  on  an 
L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.E.  and  N.E.  ;  the  S.E.  wing  was  extended 
in  the  18th  century  and  there  are  large  modern 
additions.  The  17th-century  main  chimney-stack 
has  six  grouped  diagonal  shafts  on  a  rectangular 
base  and  that  at  the  N.E.  end  of  the  original  block 
has  two  diagonal  shafts  on  a  moulded  base. 

d(5).  The  Vicarage,  N.  of  the  church,  has  modern 
additions  on  the  N.,  E.  and  W.,  and  has  otherwise 
been  much  altered. 

<*(6).  The  Hall,  120  yards  N.  of  the  church,  was 
built  in  the  16th  century  and  has  a  large  modern 
addition  on  the  S.  front.  One  17th-century 
chimney-stack  has  two  diagonal  shafts  on  a 
rectangular  buttressed  base.  Inside  the  building 
the  dairy  has  a  red  brick  floor  divided  into  patterns 
by  lines  of  bones.  Another  room  has  its  floor  lined 
with  stone  slabs,  the  centre  of  each  slab  being  cut 
out  and  filled  with  a  square  of  small  bricks.     One 


room  has  some  original  panelling.  There  is  some 
17th-century  brick  walling  in  the  garden  N.  of  the 
house. 

d{7).  The  King's  Head  Inn,  300  yards  W.N.W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The 
original  building  was  on  an  L-shaped  plan,  but 
has  been  added  to  and  much  modernized. 

d(S).  Plough  House,  shop  and  tenement,  500 
yards  N.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  early  in  the 
16th-century  and  has  modern  additions  on  the 
E.  and  S. 

The  upper  storey  projected  on  the  S.  and  W. 
fronts,  but  on  the  W.  has  been  underbuilt  and  on 
the  S.  incorporated  in  the  modern  extension. 
There  is  a  16th-century  doorway,  with  a  four- 
centred  head,  to  the  shop.  Inside  the  building  is 
a  similar  doorway. 

d(9).  House,  now  tenements,  and  shop,  30  yards 
S.W.  of  (8),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  it  is 
partly  faced  with  brick.  It  was  built  in  the  16th 
century  on  an  L-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  W.  and  N.  ;  the  N.  wing 
was  extended  N.  in  the  17th  century.  A  projecting 
chimney-stack  on  the  E.  front  is  partly  of  stone. 

<*(10).  The  Bull  Inn,  100  yards  W.  of  (9),  was 
built  probably  in  the  16th  century  and  has  an 
18th-century  block  on  the  S.  front.  A  17th- 
century  chimney-stack  on  the  N.  side  has  three 
diagonal  shafts  on  a  buttressed  base. 

d(ll).  Pennant's  Almshouses,  50  yards  W.  of  (10), 
were  built  probably  c.  1597,  but  have  been  almost 
entirely  rebuilt  in  the  18th  century. 

5.  side  : — 

*(12).  House,  now  three  tenements,  100  yards 
W.  of  (11),  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century 
on  an  L-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  E.  and  S.  A  17th-century  chimney- 
stack  on  the  S.  side  has  two  diagonal  shafts. 

d(13).  House,  now  three  tenements,  60  yards  E. 
of  (12),  was  built  in  the  16th  century  and  has  an 
18th-century  extension  on  the  E.  The  upper 
storey  projects  in  front  and  has  a  piece  of  a  17th 
or  18th-century  carved  fascia  on  the  bressummer. 

d(14).  House,  now  two  tenements  and  cartway, 
opposite  (9),  was  built  in  the  15th  century  and 
was  probably  an  inn.  The  upper  storey  of  the 
gateway  and  E.  wing  projects  on  both  sides  ;  the 
gateway  forms  a  gabled  cross-wing  and  retains, 
at  the  back,  its  original  curved  braces. 

<*(15).  House,  now  two  tenements,  opposite  (9), 
was  built  possibly  in  the  16th  century.  The  upper 
storey  at  the  N.E.  end  of  the  house  originally 
projected  at  the  back,  but  has  now  been  under- 
built. 
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'(16).  House,  60  yards  S.E.  cf  No.  15,  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics.  It  is  of  L-shaped  plan,  with 
the  wings  extending  towards  the  S.E.  and  S.W.  ; 
the  S.W.  wing  was  built  probably  in  the  15th 
century  and  the  S.E.  in  the  16th  century.  Below 
the  eaves  in  the  N.W.  wall  of  the  original  building 
is  a  blocked  four-light  window.  The  17th-century 
chimney-stack  of  the  S.E.  wing  has  three  diagonal 
shafts. 


d(\l).   Cottage,  650  yards  N.W.  of  the  church. 

d(18).  White  House,  on  E.  side  of  North  Street, 
50  yards  N.  of  (17),  is  of  two  storeys  with 
attics  and  has  modern  additions  on  the  E.  The 
original  central  chimney-stack  is  of  a  cross- 
shaped  plan,  set  diagonally  on  a  square  moulded 
base.  On  the  E.  side  of  the  central  stack  is  a 
gabled  stair-turret  with  a  central  newel. 

d(19).  Hacton  Farm,  house  and  barn,  about 
1,1 00  yards  S.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of 
T-shaped  plan,  with  the  cross-wings  at  the  N.  end, 
and  was  built  late  in  the  16th  century  and  extended 
S.  in  the  17th  century.  The  original  central 
chimney-stack  is  of  four  grouped  shafts  set 
diagonally,  and  there  is  a  blocked  attic  window, 
with  moulded  head,  jambs  and  mullion  in  the  S. 
wall  of  the  16th-century  building. 

The  Barn,  N.  of  the  house,  is  a  large  building 
of  brick,  with  chimney  projections  on  the  N.  side, 
and  was  originally  the  wing  of  a  16th-century 
house.  There  are  several  original  windows,  now 
blocked,  and  three  original  fireplaces,  one  with  a 
four-centred  head  and  one  blocked. 

c(20).  Brittons,  house  and  barns,  2  m.  S.W.  of 
the  church.  The  House,  though  practically  re- 
built in  the  18th  century,  incorporates  some 
fragments  of  mediaeval  coursed  limestone  and 
septaria-masonry,  and  some  16th  and  17th-century 
brickwork  in  its  walls,  indicating  a  former  building 
of  considerable  size.  In  the  attics  is  some  16th 
and  17th-century  linen-fold  and  moulded  panelling 
with  a  carved  figure  ;  there  is  a  reset  staircase 
to  the  third  storey  of  c.  1700,  with  a  moulded 
handrail  and  string  and  carved  and  twisted 
balusters. 

The  Barn,  S.E.  of  the  house,  is  of  brick.  The 
N.  wall  has  a  moulded  plinth  and  is  of  16th-century 
date,  but  the  rest  of  the  building  is  modern,  though 
some  old  timbers  have  been  reused  in  the  roof. 
Running  E.  from  the  barn  is  an  old  wall,  the  lower 
part  of  which  is  of  flint-rubble,  the  upper  of  16th- 
century  brickwork  and  reused  ashlar.  The  top  is 
modern.  The  Barn  S.  of  the  above  is  of  16th- 
century  brick  with  a  moulded  plinth,  the  E.  and 
W.  walls  are  gabled  and  have  weathered  copings 
and  stepped  terminals,  and  the  N.  wall  is  divided 
into  nine  bays  by  weathered  buttresses.  In  the 
E.  wall  are  the  remains  of  an  original  doorway 
and    window,    with    a   four-centred    head,    above 


which  runs  a  moulded  string-course.  The  middle 
entrance  in  the  N.  wall  is  modern,  but  on  either 
side  are  four  narrow  square-headed  lights  with 
wide  internal  splays  and  there  are  corresponding 
original  lights  in  the  wall  opposite.  In  the  centre 
of  the  S.  wall  is  a  blocked  doorway,  with  a  wide 
four-centred  head  and  towards  the  W.  end  of  the 
wall  is  a  rough  heart-shaped  diaper  in  black 
headers.  The  roof  is  divided  into  nine  bays  by 
queen-post  trusses  having  cambered  tie-beams 
supported  by  curved  braces  which  spring  off 
stepped  brick  corbels.  The  roof  has  been  very 
much  repaired. 

S.  of  the  barn  is  a  16th-century  garden-wall 
enclosing  a  square  garden.  In  the  centre  of  the 
N.  wall  is  a  doorway  with  a  four-centred  head,  to 
the  E.  of  which  is  a  V  in  black  headers.  W.  of 
the  doorway  are  five  niches  with  four  centred  heads 
and  there  are  also  five  niches  in  the  W.  wall.  Part 
of  the  W.  wall  retains  its  original  plaster. 

6(21).  Wyebridge  Farm,  house,  about  If  m. 
W.S.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  16th  century 
on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.E.  and  N.E.  A  17th-century  chimney-stack 
and  modern  extensions  have  been  built  on  the  N.E. 
side.  The  upper  storey  of  the  N.E.  wing  projects 
on  the  S.W.  front,  and  on  the  N.W.  front  the 
timber-framing  is  exposed.  An  original  chimney- 
stack  in  the  centre  of  this  wall  is  of  three  diagonal 
shafts  and  the  two  shafts  of  the  17th-century 
stack  are  similar  ;  there  are  two  original  windows 
with  moulded  frames,  now  blocked. 

*(22).  Crown  Inn,  about  \\  m.  W.N.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  although  it 
incorporates  some  old  timbers,  possibly  of  17th- 
century  date,  it  has  been  almost  entirely  rebuilt 
in  modern  brick.  On  the  W.  side  is  a  modern 
plaster  panel  with  the  date  ad.  1433. 

6(23).  Bush  Elms,  house,  nearly  \\  m.  N.W.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The 
E.  cross-wing  was  built  in  the  15th  century,  but 
the  Hall  and  the  W.  cross-wing  were  rebuilt  in  the 
17th  century.  There  are  modern  additions  on 
the  N.  and  S.W.  The  upper  storey  projects  at 
the  S.  end  of  the  original  wing.  The  17th-century 
central  chimney-stack  has  two  diagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  the  screen  dividing  the 
original  wing  from  the  former  Hall  remains  and 
has  two  four-centred  doorways,  one  of  which  is 
blocked.  In  the  roof  is  a  king-post  truss  with 
central  purlin  and  four-way  struts. 

There  are  some  fragments  of  worked  masonry 
in  the  garden,  including  a  piece  of  a  15th- 
century  semi-octagonal  respond  with  its  moulded 
capital  and  base,  and  in  the  greenhouse  are  a  few 
13th-century  glazed  tiles. 

dv24).  Burnt  Houses,  cottage,  about  1  m. 
N.N.W.  of  the  church. 
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<*(25).  House,  now  four  tenements,  on  E.  side 
of  North  Street,  about  1,200  yards  N.N.W.  of  the 
church,  was  originally  of  T-shaped  plan  ;  it  has 
been  considerably  added  to.  The  original  chimney- 
stack  has  two  diagonal  shafts. 

<*(26).  Lillvputs,  house,  about  1  m.  N.E.  of  the 
church  is  built  partly  of  brick.  The  original  house 
was  extended  S.  late  in  the  17th  century  and  has 
a  modern  addition  on  the  N. 

'(27).  Fairkytes,  house,  800  yards  N.W.  of  the 
church,  was  built  c.  1700,  but  has  been  much 
altered.  Inside  the  building  is  an  early  18th- 
century  staircase,  with  turned  balusters  and  cut 
string.

42.  HORNDON-ON-THE-HILL.     (C.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxvi.  S.W.  Wlxxxiv.  N.W.) 

Horndon-on-the-Hill  is  a  parish  and  village  5  m. 
N.N.E.  of  Tilbury.  The  church  and  the  Old 
Market  Hall  are  the  principal  monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul 
(Plates,  pp.  xxxviii-ix,  74)  stands  in  the  village. 
The  walls  are  of  ragstone  and  flint-rubble,  with 
some  Roman  and  later  brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of 
Reigate  and  other  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  Chancel,  Nave  and  North  and  South  Aisles  were 
built  early  in  the  13th  century  ;  shortly  afterwards 
a  N.  chapel  was  added.  In  the  15th  century  the 
chancel  was  lengthened  towards  the  E.,  the  North 
Chapel,  North  Aisle  and  the  W.  wall  of  the  nave 
largely  rebuilt,  and  the  South  Porch  and  Bell-turret 
added.  In  the  17th  century  the  walls  of  the 
N.  chapel  and  aisle  were  lowered  and  the  main 
roof  carried  down  over  them.  The  church  has 
been  extensively  restored  in  modern  times,  when 
much  of  the  S.  wall  of  the  chancel  was  rebuilt, 
the  N.  wall  refaced  and  the  S.  porch  largely 
rebuilt. 

The  church  is  of  some  architectural  interest  and 
amongst  the  fittings  the  font  is  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (35  ft. 
by  18 J-  ft.)  has  an  early  15th-century  E.  window, 
partly  restored,  and  of  four  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label  and  one  grotesque  and  one  defaced 
stop  ;  N.  of  the  window  and  set  low  in  the  wall 
is  a  small  opening  (2  in.  by  4  in.)  ;  it  is  square 
internally  and  of  doubtful  purpose.  In  the  N. 
wall  is  a  reset  13th-century  lancet-window,  with 
shafted  splays  and  modern  externally  ;   further  W. 


is  an  arcade  of  c.  1240,  of  two  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  restored 
octagonal  column  has  a  moulded  capital  and 
'  hold-water '  base  ;  the  responds  have  attached 
half  columns.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  15th-century 
windows,  the  eastern  of  two  four-centred  lights  in 
a  square  head  and  the  western  of  two  trefoiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
it  is  partly  restored  and  reset  in  the  rebuilt  wall  ; 
between  the  windows  is  a  modern  doorway.  The 
13th-century  chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of 
two  continuous  hollow-chamfered  orders,  much 
restored. 

The  North  Chapel  (18|  ft.  by  12  ft.)  has  in  the 
E.  wall  a  window  probably  of  the  15th  century, 
but  much  altered  when  the  roof  was  lowered  in 
the  17th  century  and  fitted  with  a  wooden  frame. 
In  the  N.  wall  is  a  window  incorporating  some 
17th-century  bricks,  with  an  oak  frame  partly  of 
the  17th  century.    In  the  W.  wall  is  a  modern  arch. 

The  Nave  (50|  ft.  by  16|  ft.)  has  early  13th- 
century  N.  and  S.  arcades  (Plate,  p.  74)  of  four 
bays  with  two-centred  arches  of  two  orders,  the 
inner  chamfered  and  the  outer  plain  except  in  the 
fourth  bay  on  the  N.  and  the  third  on  the  S.,  where 
both  orders  are  chamfered  ;  three  of  the  voussoirs 
of  the  first  bay  on  the  N.  have  carved  rosettes  ;  the 
columns  are  cylindrical,  except  the  middle  one  on 
each  side,  which  is  octagonal  ;  the  responds  are 
semi  -  circular  and  they  and  the  columns  have 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  capitals  of  both  E. 
responds  and  of  the  two  eastern  columns  on  the  N. 
are  carved  with  conventional  foliage  of  varying 
design.  Above  the  two  eastern  columns  of  the  N. 
arcade  are  two  13th-century  clearstorey  windows, 
both  originally  quatrefoilecl  ;  the  eastern  one  has 
now  a  modern  external  head  of  brick.  In  the  W. 
wall  is  a  window  with  a  modern  frame  and  15th- 
century  splays  ;  the  15th-century  W.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  and  traceried  spandrels 
enclosing  small  heads.  The  15th-century  Bell-turret 
(Plate,  pp.  xxxviii-ix),  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave, 
stands  on  four  posts  supporting  cross-beams  with 
curved  braces ;  the  N.  and  S.  cross-beams  are 
cantilevered  towards  the  E.  and  support  struts 
to  the  superstructure ;  above  the  cross-beams  is 
trellis-framing. 

The  North  Aisle  (12|  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
three  windows  ;  the  two  eastern  are  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  two  lights  with  the  head  cut  down 
when  the  roof  was  lowered,  and  otherwise  altered  ; 
the  westernmost  window  is  a  13th-century  lancet 
with  a  modern  head  and  17th-century  repair  ; 
the  14th  or  15th-century  N.  doorway  has  a  two- 
centred  hollow-chamfered  head  and  a  moulded 
label  ;  it  was  blocked  in  the  17th  century.  In 
the  W.  wall  is  a  15th-century  window  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label.

The  South  Aisle  (5  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  S.  wall 
three  windows,  the  two  eastern  are  of  the  14th 
century  and  each  of  two  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with 
a  flowing  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head  with 
a  moulded  label  ;  the  westernmost  window  is  an 
early  13th-century  lancet  with  moulded  splays  and 
rear-arch,  carved  and  foliated  imposts  of  curious 
design  and  a  restored  head ;  the  early  13th- 
century  S.  doorway  has  a  round  head  of  two 
moulded  orders  ;  the  jambs  have  each  two  attached 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases,  all  much 
defaced. 

The  South  Porch  has  been  rebuilt  except  for  the 
brick  plinth,  but  incorporates  some  15th-century 
timber,  including  the  sills  of  the  side  windows  and 
the  cusped  barge-boards  to  the  gable.  The  roof 
is  of  two  bays  and  has  moulded  wall-plates  partly 
restored  and  curved  and  moulded  principals 
forming  two-centred  arches. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  the  15th  century 
and  of  braced  collar-beam  type  with  moulded 
wall-plates  and  one  old  tie-beam.  The  roof  of 
the  nave  was  altered  in  the  18th  century,  but 
incorporates  two  15th-century  king-post  trusses 
and  other  timbers.  The  modern  roofs  of  the 
N.  chapel  and  S.  aisle  incorporate  some  old  timbers. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five,  inaccessible,  but  said  to 
be  :  3rd  by  John  Waylett,  1706  ;  5th  by  John 
Clifton,  1640.  Brass :  In  chancel — to  Daniel 
Caldwell  [1634],  inscription  with  shield-of-arms. 
Font  (Plate,  pp.  xlii-iii):  square  bowl,  cusped  panels 
cut  at  each  end  of  each  side,  square  stem  with  similar 
panelling,  hollow  -  chamfered  base,  14th-century. 
Glass  :  In  E.  window — quarries  with  yellow  and 
black  design,  fragment  of  border,  and  three  irra- 
diated roundels,  two  with  "  ihc,"  15th-century. 
Monuments    and    Floor -s'abs.     Monuments:     In 


chancel — on  N.  wall  (1)  to  Daniel  Caldwell,  1634 
and  Alice  (Mayn),  his  wife,  alabaster  and  marble 
wall-monument  with  Corinthian  side  columns,  two 
angels  and  three  shields-of-arms.  In  N.  aisle — on 
N.  wall  (2)  to  Thomas  Ashen,  1684,  and  Frances,  his 
wife,  1694,  white  marble  tablet  with  broken  pedi- 
ment and  urn.  Floor-slabs  :  In  chancel — (1)  to 
Susan,  daughter  of  Jonas  Sandford,  163(7  ?),  with 
achievement-of-arms  ;  (2)  to  Laurence  Caldwell, 
1631  ;  (3)  to  Phillip  Newport,  1686;  (4)  to  Phillip 
Newport,  jun.,  1690  ;  (5)  to  Frances,  only  daughter 
of  William  Grant,  1706,  with  achievement-of-arms  ; 
(6)  to  Jasper  Kingsman,  jun.,  1686,  with  achieve- 
ment-of-arms ;  (7)  to  Jasper  Kingsman,  1704, 
with  achievement-of-arms.  In  N.  chapel — (8) 
Susanah  Sto  .  .  .,  16(6  ?)8;  (9)  to  Ann, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Caldwell,  1652.  In  N.  aisle — 
(10)  to  Thomas,  John,  William,  John  and  Richard, 
sons  of  Thomas  Ashen,  17th-century.  In  church- 
yard— W.  side  (11)  to  Samuel  Banks,  1711,  and 
Hannah  Wilkinson,  his  daughter,  1703.  Niche: 
In  chancel — in  S.  wall,  with  two-centred  head  of 
reused  window-tracer}'.  Painting :  In  nave — 
remains  of  red  and  black  colour  on  columns  of 
both  arcades,  traces  of  foliage  above  N.  arcade 
at  W.  end  and  of  scroll  design  above  S.  arcade. 
Above  S.  doorway,  scroll  with  text,  restored. 
Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  four-centred  head 
towards  chancel  and  smaller  opening  into  recess 
of  S.E.  window,  round  drain,  possibly  early  16th- 
century.  Plate  (Plate,  p.  xliv)  :  includes  cup  of 
1567,  flagon  of  1700  and  two  17th-century  pewter 
plates.  Recesses  :  In  nave — in  E.  respond  of  N. 
arcade,  small  square  recess.  Outside  W.  doorway, 
two  square  recesses,  one  above  the  other.  Sedile  : 
In  chancel — sill  of  S.E.  window  carried  down  to 
form  seat.     Stoup  :   In  S.  aisle — E.  of  S.  doorway, 
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with  square  head  and  mutilated  bowl,  possibly 
16th-century.  Miscellanea  :  Set  on  corbels  on  N. 
wall  of  aisle,  externally,  parts  of  head  of  15th- 
century  window;  other  worked  stones  used  as 
borders  to  paths  in  churchyard. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

Monuments  (2-18). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Many  of  the 
buildings  have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  original 
chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good,  or  fairly  good. 

Main  Street,  E.  side  : — 

a(2).  Bell  Inn  (Plates,  pp.  xxxiv,  xl),  about  100 
yards  S.E.  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  15th 
century  with  wings  projecting  E.  from  the  N.  and 
S.  ends.  The  S.  wing  was  rebuilt  in  the  17th 
century  and  has  a  modern  extension.  The  cart- 
way, with  the  storey  above,  was  also  rebuilt  in  the 
17th  century.  The  upper  storey  projects  on  the 
whole  of  the  E.  side,  with  exposed  joists  and 
timber-framing.  The  upper  storey  also  projects  on 
the  S.  part  of  the  W.  front.  In  the  N.  wall  are 
three  blocked  windows  and  a  blocked  original  door- 
way with  a  four-centred  head.  There  is  a  similar 
doorway  at  the  back  of  the  N.E.  wing.  Inside  the 
building  the  N.E.  wing  has  an  original  wall-post, 
with  a  shaped  head  and  an  original  king-post  roof. 

a{3).  Gates  (Plate,  p.  64),  at  house,  50  yards  N. 
of  (2),  are  of  wood  and  of  two  folds  with  quadrant- 
shaped  tops  and  deeply  moulded  panels.  They 
date  from  late  in  the  17th  or  early  in  the  18th 
century. 

W.  side  : — 

"(4).  Cottage,  about  200  yards  S.S.E.  of  the 
church,  is  thatched  and  probably  formed  part  of 
a  16th-century  house.  Inside  the  building  is  a 
17th-century  battened  door. 

a(5).  Old  Vicarage,  50  yards  N.  of  (4),  has  been 
much  altered  and  added  to. 

a(6).  House  (Plate,  p.  xl),  two  tenements,  at  N. 
corner  of  street,  100  yards  N.  of  (5),  was  built  in  the 
15th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  N.  and  W.  The  W.  wing 
has  a  later  extension.  The  upper  storey  projects 
on  the  S.  side  of  the  original  W.  wing.  Inside 
the  building  both  wings  have  remains  of  the 
original  roof-construction. 

a{7).  House  (Plate,  p.  xl),  N.  of  (6),  was  built  in 
the  16th  century.  Inside  the  building  is  an  original 
cambered  lie-beam  with  curved  braces. 


fl(8).  Old  Market  Hall  (Plates,  pp.  xl,  65),  now 
club-room,  N.  of  (7),  was  built  in  the  16th  century 
and  originally  had  an  open  ground-storey  three  bays 
from  N.  to  S.  and  two  bays  wide.  It  has  now  been 
closed  in  and  the  upper  storey  which  projects  has 
been  largely  rebuilt.  The  former  open  market  hall 
has  heavy  posts  and  cross-beams  with  curved 
braces  forming  four-centred  arches.  Some  of  the 
curved  brackets  under  the  projecting  upper  storey 
remain. 

a(9).  House,  four  tenements,  50  yards  N.  of  (8), 
is  of  L-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  W.  and  N.  The  upper  storey  projects 
on  the  S.  side. 

a(10).  House,  two  tenements,  N.  of  (9),  was 
built  probably  in  the  16th  century,  but  has  been 
refaced  with  modern  brick. 


a(ll).  Gore  Ox  Farm,  house,  two  tenements  and 
barn,  550  yards  W.S.W.  of  the  church.  The 
House  has  modern  additions  on  the  W.  and  N. 

The  Barn,  N.  of  the  house,  is  of  five  bays,  with 
a  roof  of  queen-post  type. 

"(12).  Linsteads  Farm,  house,  two  tenements, 
and  barn,  1,500  yards  S.W.  of  the  church.  The 
House  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century  and 
is  of  L-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  W.  and  S.  Inside  the  building  is  an 
original  queen-post  roof-truss. 

The  Barn  (Plate,  p.  xli),  E.  of  the  house,  is  cf 
five  bays,  with  a  roof  of  queen-post  type. 

a(13).  Great  Malgraves,  house,  about  1  m.  N.  of 
the  church,  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century, 
with  cross-wings  at  the  N.  and  S.  ends.  The  N. 
wing  was  extended  W.  in  the  17th  century.  The 
upper  storey  projects  at  the  end  of  this  extension 
and  the  central  chimney-stack  has  grouped  diagonal 
shafts. 

a(14).  Wrens  Park,  house,  1,100  yards  N.N.E. 
of  the  church,  was  built  late  in  the  17th  or  early 
in  the  18th  century  and  has  a  modern  addition 
on  the  N. 

a(15).  Rucks  Farm,  house,  \  m.  N.E.  of  (14), 
was  built  in  the  15th  century,  to  which  period  the 
middle  portion  and  the  N.E.  cross-wing  belong. 
The  S.W.  part  was  added  or  rebuilt  in  the  16th 
century  and  the  original  main  blcck  raised.  The 
upper  storey  projects  at  the  S.E.  end  of  the 
original  cross-wing.  Inside  the  building  the  cross- 
wing  has  an  original  king-post  roof-truss.  The 
16th-century  part  has  curved  wind-braces  to  the 
roof. 

"(16).  Arden  Hall,  house,  outhouses  and  barns, 
\  m.  N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  three 
storeys  and  was  much  altered  and  refronted  in 
brick  about  the  middle  of  the  18th  century. 
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The  Outbuilding,  E.  of  the  house,  is  part  of  a 
15th-century  house  and  has  an  original  king-post 
roof-truss.  S.  of  the  house  is  a  square  building 
(Plate,  pp.  56-7)  of  brick,  with  a  pyramidal  roof 
and  built  as  a  pigeon-house. 

The  Barn,  N.E.  of  the  house,  is  of  five  bays  with 
a  W.  porch.  A  second  barn,  N.W.  of  the  first, 
is  also  of  five  bays,  with  a  S.  porch  ;  the  roof  is 
thatched. 

a(17).  The  Gables  (Plate,  p.  57)  (formerly  Myrtle 
Cottage),  house,  600  yards  S.S.E.  of  the  church,  has 
a  late  17th-century  and  a  modern  addition  at  the 
back.  The  central  chimney-stack  is  original  and 
has  grouped  diagonal  shafts  and  pilasters.  Inside 
the  building  the  main  chimney-stack  has  a  small 
trefoil-headed  niche  on  the  S.  side.  In  the  N.E. 
room  is  some  original  panelling  and  there  are  some 
panelled  doors  in  the  attics.  The  staircase,  of 
c.  1700,  has  turned  balusters  and  some  flat  shaped 
balusters  of  earlier  date. 

*(18).  Saffron  Gardens,  house  and  outbuilding, 
about  1,100  yards  S.S.W.  of  the  church.  The 
House  is  of  L-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  N.  and  E.  In  the  18th  century  two 
small  bays  were  added  to  the  S.  front,  probably 
to  contain  two  powdering  closets.  In  the  angle 
of  the  wings  is  a  small  turret,  formerly  containing 
a  newel  staircase.  Inside  the  building  two  rooms 
have  original  panelling  and  one  of  them  has  a 
fireplace  of  stone  with  a  moulded  lintel  carved 
with  figures  and  conventional  foliage,  with  a 
shield-of-arms  in  the  middle  ;  the  lintel  is  supported 
by  two  helmeted  terminal  figures  ;  flanking  the 
fireplace  are  fluted  Doric  pilasters  of  oak  supporting 
a  panelled  overmantel  divided  into  two  bays  ;  the 
various  parts  do  not  fit  and  are  evidently  not 
in  situ. 


43.  HUTTON.     (C.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  <a>lix.  S.E.  Wixviii.  N.W.) 

Hutton  is  a  small  parish  2\  m.  E.N.E.  of 
Brentwood. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  stands  near 
the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  flint- 
rubble,  with  limestone  dressings  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  church  was  apparently  rebuilt  in  the 
14th  century,  when  it  consisted  of  a  chancel, 
Nave  and  N.  and  S.  aisles.  The  North  Porch 
was  added  late  in  the  same  centurv,  and  the 
timber  Bell-turret  built  in  the  15th  century.  The 
church  was  very  largely  rebuilt  in  1873,  the 
Chancel,  Aisles  and  North  and  South  Chapels 
being  entirely  modern. 


Architectural  Description — The  Nave  (36  ft.  by 
12£  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  14th-century  two- 
centred  chancel-arch  of  one  moulded  and  one 
chamfered  order  ;  the  responds  have  each  three 
attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 
The  N.  and  S.  arcades  are  both  of  the  14th  century 
and  are  each  of  three  bays  with  two-centred  arches 
of  one  moulded  and  one  chamfered  order  ;  the 
columns  are  of  quatrefoiled  plan  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  and  the  responds  have  attached 
half  columns  ;  the  work  has  been  considerably 
scraped  and  repaired.     The  W.  window  is  modern. 

The  Bell-turret  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave  is  of 
the  15th-century  and  stands  on  six  oak  posts  with 
cross-beams  and  curved  braces. 

The  North  and  South  Aisles  are  modern,  but 
have  windows  incorporating  old  material.  The  N. 
doorway  is  of  late  14th-century  date  reset  and 
much  restored  ;  it  has  moulded  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch  with  a  moulded  label  and  one  modern 
and  one  defaced  head-stop. 

The  North  Porch  is  of  late  14th-century  date 
and  of  timber  standing  on  modern  dwarf  walls. 
The  three-centred  outer  archway  has  a  beam  over 
it  carved  with  trefoils.  The  barge-boards  are 
cusped.  The  side  walls  have  each  four  lights  with 
trefoiled  ogee  and  traceried  heads  ;  the  wall-plates 
are  moulded. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  probably  of  late  14th- 
century  date  and  is  of  two  bays  with  moulded 
wall-plates  and  king-post  trusses.  The  roofs  of 
the  aisles  are  continued  down  from  the  main  roof 
and  have  moulded  wall-plates. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five  ;  2nd  by  Anthony  Bartlet, 
1655  ;  3rd  by  William  Land,  1637.  Brasses  :  In 
S.  chapel — on  S.  wall  (1)  of  man  in  plate-armour 
and  woman  in  pedimental  head-dress,  groups  of 
eight  sons  and  eight  daughters,  c.  1525  ;  on  W. 
wall  (2)  to  George  White,  1584,  inscription  only. 
Monument :  In  S.  aisle — on  W.  wall,  to  Thomas 
Cory,  1656,  prothonotary  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  also  to  Judith  (Clitherow),  his  wife,  1663, 
black  and  white  marble  tablet  with  pediment  and 
shield-of-arms.  Piscinae :  In  N.  vestry — in  E. 
wall,  with  trefoiled  head,  no  drain,  probably  late 
14th-century,  reset.  In  rectory  garden  —  with 
cinquef oiled  head  and  broken  drain,  late  14th- 
century.  Plate:  includes  cover-paten  of  1567,  and 
stand-paten,  probably  of  1648,  with  the  arms  of 
Cory.  Recess :  In  S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,  small 
square-headed  recess. 

Condition — Good,  much  restored. 
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Secular  : — 

»(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Hutton  Hall,  N.W. 
of  the  church. 

b(3).  House,  on  S.  side  of  road,  700  yards  N.E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was 
built  probably  in  the  17th  century  and  has  an 
original  coved  eaves-cornice  of  plaster  and  a 
central  chimney-stack  also  original. 

Condition — Good. 

"(4).  Crush's  Farm,  house,  §  m.  N.N.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  early  in  the  16th  century  and  has  a 
cross-wing  at  the  N.  end.  The  upper  storey 
projects  at  both  ends  of  the  cross-wing,  but  the 
projection  at  the  W.  end  has  been  underbuilt. 
Inside  the  building  the  original  ceiling-beams  and 
joists  are  exposed  and  the  cross-wing  has  an 
original  cambered  tie-beam  with  curved  braces. 

Condition — Good.

Ingrave  is  a  small  parish  2  m.  S.E.  of  Brentwood. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  was 
entirely  rebuilt  on  a  new  site  about  1734.  The 
site  of  the  old  church  is  indicated  by  a  depression 
in  the  ground  S.W.  of  Ingrave  Hall.  The  new 
church  contains  the  following  : — 

Fittings — Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses  :  In 
chancel — (1)  (Plate,  p.  78)  of  [Margaret,  daughter 
of  Sir  Lewis  John,  wife  successively  of  Sir  William 
Lucy  and  .  .  .  Wake,  1466],  figure  of  woman 
in  butterfly  head-dress,  fragment  of  marginal 
inscription  and  four  shields-of-arms — {a)  a  cheveron 
between  three  trefoils,  for  FitzLewes,  impaling 
Montagu  and  Monthermer  quarterly  ;  (b)  crasilly 
three     luces,     for      Lucy      impaling     FitzLewes ; 

(c)  Wake  impaling  FitzLewes  ;  (d)  crasilly  a 
cross,  for  Goshalm,  impaling  FitzLewes,  indent 
of  inscription  and  scroll ;  (2)  (Plate,  p.  78) 
of  [Sir  Richard  FitzLewes,  1528,  and  his  four 
wives  (a)  Alice  (Harleston)  ;  (b)  unknown ;  (c) 
Elizabeth  (Sheldon)  ;  and  (d)  Joan  (Hornby)], 
figure  of  man  in  plate-armour  with  tabard 
of  arms,  FitzLewes  quartering  Goshalm,  head 
on  crested  helm,  feet  on  dog,  figures  of  four 
wives  with  pedimental  head-dresses  and  (a),  (c)  and 

(d)  with  heraldic  mantles — (a)  a  leaping  goat  for 
Bardwell  quartering  three  roundels  for  Heath, 
quarterly  for  Pagenham,  and  a  bend  between  two 
dancetty  colices  with  an  ermine  tail  on  the  bend, 
for  Clopton,  all  impaling  FiizLewes  ;  (c)  FitzLewes 
impaling    a    cross    for    Sheldon  ;      (d)    FitzLewes 


impaling  three  bugle-horns  for  Hornby  quartering 
ermine,  indents  of  two  groups  of  children.  Both 
brasses  formerly  in  the  church  of  West  Horndon 
(now  destroyed).  Indents  :  In  front  of  S.  door- 
way— defaced.  Communion  Table:  In  vestry — 
with  turned  legs,  17th-csntury.  Font :  Octagonal 
bowl  with  quatrefoiled  panels,  moulded  edge  and 
base,  early  16th-century.  Monument :  In  front  of 
W.  doorway — slab  of  former  altar-tomb. 
Condition — Rebuilt. 


Secular  : — 

a(2).  Barn  and  moat,  at  Ingrave  Hall,  nearly 
|  m.  N.  of  the  church.  The  Barn  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  century  and  is  timber-framed 
and  weather-boarded.  It  is  of  six  bays,  with  a 
roof  of  queen-post  type  and  a  N.  porch. 

The  Moat  E.  of  the  barn  is  well  preserved. 

Condition — Of  barn,  good. 


°(3).  Salmond's  Farm,  house,  160  yards  N.E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  in  the  15th  century,  with  a  central  Hall 
and  cross-wings  at  the  N.  and  S.  ends.  The  hall 
was  divided  into  two  storeys  probably  late  in  the 
16th  century,  when  the  central  chimney-stack  was 
inserted.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  W.  end 
of  the  N.  cross-wing  and  the  main  chimney-stack 
has  two  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building  some 
of  the  ceiling-beams  are  exposed  and  there  are 
remains  of  the  original  roof-construction. 

Condition — Good. 


45.  LAINDON.     (C.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxvii.  S.W.  Wlxviii.  S.E.) 

Laindon  is  a  parish  3  m.  S.  of  Billericay.  The 
church  is  interesting. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  stands 
in  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of 
ragstone-rubble,  with  some  pudding-stone,  brick 
and  flint  ;  the  W.  annexe  is  timber-framed  ;  the 
dressings  are  of  Reigate  and  Barnack-stone  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  is  possibly  of  12th- 
century  origin,  though  the  proportions  and  thick- 
ness of  the  walls  are  the  only  evidence  of  this  date. 
The  South  Chapel  was  added  c.  1330  and  about 
the  same  time  the  nave  and  chancel  were  perhaps 
largely  rebuilt.  The  South  Porch  was  added  in 
the  15th  century  and  the  Bell-turret  is  probably 
of  the  same  date.  Early  in  the  17th  century  the 
West  Annexe  was  added  or  rebuilt,  probably  for 
use  as  a  school.  The  church  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times.

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (19  ft. 
by  16  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  all  modern  except  the 
14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch.  In  the  N.  wall 
are  two  windows,  the  eastern  modern  except  for 
the  15th-century  splays  and  rear-arch,  and  the 
western  of  the  15th  century ;  both  are  of  two 
trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  15th-century  win- 
dows, both  partly  restored,  and  similar  to  the 
windows  in  the  N.  wall ;  between  them  is  a  16th- 
century  doorway  with  a  three-centred  head  and 
restored  jambs.     There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (38|  ft.  by  22  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
three  windows,  the  easternmost  is  of  the  15th 
century,  partly  restored,  and  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  ;  the  second  window  is 
of  the  14th  century  and  of  one  light,  now  blocked  ; 
the  westernmost  window  is  modern  except  for  the 
15th-century  splays  and  rear-arch  and  part  of  one 
jamb  ;  the  partly  restored  15th-century  N.  door- 
way has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch. 
In  the  E.  half  of  the  S.  wall  is  an  arcade  of  c. 
1330  and  of  two  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of 
two  chamfered  orders  dying  on  to  the  responds  ; 
the  octagonal  column  has  a  moulded  capital  and 
base  ;  the  S.  doorway  is  similar  to  the  N.  doorway, 
except  that  the  head  is  modern  ;  further  W.  is  a 
partly  restored  15th-century  window  of  two  cinque- 
foiled lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label 
and  head  and  grotesque  stops. 

The  Bell-turret,  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave,  rests 
on  posts  with  heavy  curved  braces,  forming  a 
two-centred  arch,  and  subsidiary  struts  (Plate, 
pp.  xxxviii-ix)  ;  above  the  cross-beams  the  framing 
is  of  trellis-form  ;  the  turret  itself  has  two  cinque- 
foiled lights  of  wood  in  each  face  and  supports  a 
shingled  spire  (Plate,  pp.  xxxviii-ix). 

The  South  Aisle  or  Chapel  (17  ft.  by  9  ft.)  has 
in    the    E.    wall    a   partly   restored    15th-century 


window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head 
with  a  moulded  label.  In  the  S.  wall,  which  has 
been  rebuilt,  are  two  similar  windows,  all  modern 
except  the  15th-century  splays  and  rear-arches. 

The  West  Annexe  (10§  ft.  by  15  ft.)  is  timber- 
framed  and  of  two  storeys  with  an  attic  ;  it  is  roofed 
with  a  gable  towards  the  W.  (Plate,  pp.  xxxviii-ix). 
Part  of  the  N.  wall  and  the  N.W.  angle  are  of 
18th-century  brick.  The  ceiling-beams  are  plain 
and  the  windows  and  doorways  are  modern.  On 
the  E.  face  of  the  E.  wall  is  a  16th-century  moulded 
cornice  or  string.  The  W.  wall  of  the  nave  has 
been  mostly  removed,  its  place  being  taken  by  a 
timber-framed  partition. 

The  South  Porch  has  been  rebuilt,  but  incor- 
porates the  15th-century  outer  archway  of  oak, 
with  a  four-centred  head  and  spandrels  carved 
with  foliage  and  rosettes.  Against  the  S.  doorway 
of  the  nave  is  a  similar  archway,  the  spandrels  are 
carved  with  a  dragon  and  a  scallop-shell,  etc.,  on 
one  side,  and  a  beast  pierced  with  a  patriarchal 
cross  on  the  other. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  (Plate,  p.  48)  is  of 
late  15th-century  date  and  of  two  bays  with 
moulded  main  timbers,  embattled  purlins  and 
wall-plates  with  carved  cresting ;  the  principals 
have  curved  braces  springing  from  wall-posts  and 
forming  three-centred  arches ;  the  wind-braces 
have  traceried  spandrels.  The  15th-century  roof 
of  the  nave  is  of  two  bays  with  king-post  trusses, 
the  middle  tie-beam  is  moulded  and  has  curved 
braces  ;  the  E.  truss  is  modern.  The  15th-century 
roof  of  the  S.  chapel  is  of  braced  collar-beam 
type. 

Fittings  —  Bells  :  five,  said  to  be  :  2nd  by 
Thomas  Bartlet,  1619,  with  the  name  "James 
Harris"  ;  3rd  and  4th  by  John  Bird,  15th-century, 
and  inscribed  respectively  "  Johannes  Cristi  Care 
Dignare    Pro    Nobis    Orare"     and    "Sum    Rosa 
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Pulsata  Mundi  Katerina  Vocata"  ;  5th  by  Robert 
Mot,  1588.  Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses :  In 
chancel — on  N.  wall  (1)  of  priest  in  mass  vestments 
with  chalice  and  wafer,  c.  1480  ;  on  S.  wall  (2)  of 
priest  in  mass  vestments  with  chalice  and  wafer, 
c.  1510.  Indents  :  In  chancel — (1)  of  brass  (1)  ; 
in  nave  (2)  of  brass  (2)  ;  both  with  indent  of 
inscription-plate  ;  (3)  of  priest  and  inscription- 
plate.  Chest :  In  annexe — lid  with  moulded  edge 
and  three  straps,  two  straps  at  angles  and  two  old 
locks,  17th-century.  Door :  In  S.  doorway — of  nail- 
studded  battens  with  strap-hinges,  15th-century. 
Font  (Plate,  pp.xlii— iii) :  square  bowl,  each  face  with 
five  shallow  pointed  panels,  early  13th-century, 
stem  modern.  Glass  :  In  E.  window,  fragments, 
including  a  fleur-de-lis  growing  out  of  a  leopard's 
head,  16th-century;  other  small  fragments  in 
windows  of  chancel,  nave  and  S.  chapel.  Inscrip- 
tions :  In  nave — on  W.  wall,  five  painted  panels 
with  cherubs  in  the  angles,  some  with  texts  and 
inscription  recording  benefactions  of  John  Puckle, 
1617.  Monument :  In  S.  chapel — in  S.  wall,  recess 
with  chamfered  and  segmental-pointed  arch,  14th- 
century,  probably  tomb-recess.  Panelling :  In 
annexe — some  early  17th  and  18th-century  panel- 
ling not  in  situ.  Piscinae :  In  chancel — with 
trefoiled  ogee  head  and  round  drain,  partly  broken, 
14th-century.  In  S.  chapel — in  S.  wall,  with 
two-centred  head,  drain  missing,  probably  15th- 
century.  Plate:  includes  cup  of  1656,  with 
baluster  stem  and  a  paten  of  1672,  probably  of 
secular  origin  and  with  repousse  work  of  flowers 
and  a  hound  chasing  a  lion.  Stoup  :  In  nave — 
E.  of  S.  doorway,  with  two-centred  head,  bowl 
cut  away,  probably  15th-century.  Table:  In 
annexe — with  turned  baluster  legs  and  shaped 
brackets,  late  17th-century.  Miscellanea :  In 
nave — at  W.  end,  piece  of  woodwork  carved 
with  guilloche  ornament  and  the  date  1630. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

a(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Great  Gubbins  Farm, 
about  f  m.  W.S.W.  of  the  church. 

*(3).  Laindonponds,  house  and  moat,  about 
l\  m.  N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  is  a  long  rectangular  building,  with 
a  cross-wing  at  the  S.  end  and  was  built  probably 
early  in  the  17th  century  and  extended  northwards 
at  a  later  date.  Two  of  the  chimney-stacks  are 
original.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the  rooms 
have  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

The  Moat  surrounds  the  house  and  is  in  an 
excellent  state  of  preservation. 

Condition — Of  house,  poor. 

Monuments  (4-7). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,   are  of  the   17th  century,   and  of  two 


storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the 
buildings  have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed 
ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good,  unless  noted. 

6  (4).  Laindon  Hall,  house,  a  few  yards  E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  T-shaped  plan,  with  the  cross- 
wing  at  the  N.  end  ;  it  was  built  probably  in  the 
15th  century,  but  has  been  considerably  altered. 
The  upper  storey  of  the  S.  wing  originally  projected 
on  the  E.  front,  but  has  been  underbuilt. 

»(5).  Prince  of  Wales  Inn,  1,200  yards  N.N.E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  central-chimney  type.  It  has 
a  modern  W.  extension. 

6 (6).  Petchey's  Farm,  100  yards  E.  of  (5),  is 
of  central-chimney  type.  A  modern  addition  has 
been  added  to  the  two  diagonal  shafts  of  the 
original  chimney-stack. 

Condition — Poor. 

*(7).  Puckles  Farm,  500  yards  E.N.E.  of  (6),  is 
of  central-chimney  type.  An  early  18th-century 
addition  and  a  modern  extension  on  the  N.W. 
makes  the  plan  L-shaped. 


46.  LAINDON  HILLS.     (C.d.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxvi.  N.W.  (*>lxxvi.  N.E.) 
Laindon  Hills  is  a  parish  on  the  high  ground 
7    m.    N.N.E.    of    Tilbury.     The    church    is    the 
principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  (Plate, 
p.  xxxiii)  stands  towards  the  S.W.  corner  of  the 
parish.  The  walls  are  partly  of  ragstone  and 
flint-rubble  and  partly  of  red  brick  ;  the  dressings 
are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave 
and  Chancel  were  built  in  brick  early  in  the  16th 
century,  but  the  flint-rubble  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  walls  and  the  jamb-stones  of  the  S.  doorway 
indicate  the  existence  of  an  earlier  building.  Early 
in  the  17th  century  a  N.  chapel  was  added  and 
later  in  the  same  century  the  South  Porch  was 
built.  The  North  Chapel  was  rebuilt  about  1834 
and  the  W.  wall  and  bell-turret  are  also  modern. 

Among  the  fittings  the  Royal  Arms  painted  on 
plaster  are  noteworthy. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (15  ft. 
square)  has  an  early  16th-century  E.  window  of 
brick  and  of  three  four-centred  lights  with  vertical 
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tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  In  the  N.  wall  is  an  early  17th-century 
arcade  of  two  bays  with  round  arches  of  two 
chamfered  orders  and  an  octagonal  column  and 
semi-octagonal  responds  with  moulded  capitals  ; 
the  whole  is  in  plastered  brick  ;  on  the  S.  face, 
between  the  arches  are  the  initials  and  date 
R.E.  1621,  in  plaster.  In  the  S.  wall  is  an  early 
16th-century  window  of  brick  and  of  two  four- 
centred  lights  in  a  four-centred  head.  The  chancel 
is  structurally  undivided  from  the  nave. 

The  Nave  (32f  ft.  by  U\  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
an  early  16th-century  window  with  a  four-centred 
head,  now  blocked  ;  further  W.  is  the  modern  N. 
doorway.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window  similar  to 
the  S.  window  of  the  chancel  ;  further  W.  is  the 
S.  doorway  with  mediaeval  chamfered  lower  jambs 
of  stone  and  early  16th-century  segmental  arch 
and  upper  jambs  of  brick,  with  a  square  moulded 
label.     In  the  W.  wall  is  a  modern  window. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  17th-century  brick 
and  has  an  outer  archway  with  a  plain  wooden 
lintel. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  plastered,  but  has  a 
central  purlin  and  a  tie-beam  at  the  W.  end  with 
mortices  for  a  former  screen  in  the  soffit  and 
plastered  framing  above  it.  The  early  16th- 
century  roof  of  the  nave  is  also  plastered,  but  has 
one  king-post  truss  and  above  the  wall-plate  on 
the  N.  side  is  the  inscription  in  plaster  "  Thomas 
Richardson  John  Elliett  Nov  1666"  ;  the  W.  bay 
of  the  roof  is  modern.  The  S.  porch  has  a  17th- 
century  collar-beam  roof. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two,  1st  uninscribed  ;  2nd  by 
Thomas  Lawrence,  early  16th-century.  Brass 
Indent :  In  nave — of  heads  of  man  and  woman  (?), 
and  marginal  inscriptions,  early  14th-century. 
Communion  Table  :  In  chancel — with  turned  legs 
and  shaped  brackets  under  top  rails,  late  17th- 
century.  Communion  Rails  :  with  turned  balus- 
ters and  square  posts,  moulded  rail  with  initials 
and  date  S.S.R.  1686  W.E.C.  Font :  In  stables 
at  rectory — octagonal  bowl  with  moulded  upper 
and  lower  edge,  trefoil-headed  panels  in  each 
face  and  on  stem,  moulded  base,  15th-century. 
Monument  and  Floor-slabs.  Monument  :  In 
churchyard — S.  side,  to  Robert  Benton,  1712, 
head-stone.  Floor-slabs  :  In  chancel — (1)  to 
Thomas  Richardson,  1669  ;  (2)  to  Ann,  wife  of 
Thomas  Richardson,  1630,  also  to  Elizabeth,  wife 
of  Thomas  Richardson,  son  of  the  above,  1666, 
and  George  and  Elizabeth,  two  of  her  children. 
Panelling:  In  nave — incorporated  in  pew,  17th- 
century.  Royal  Arms  (Plate,  p.  79):  on  plastered 
framing  between  nave  and  chancel,  painted  arms 
dated  1660,  and  below  it  black-letter  inscription 
from  Proverbs  24,  21  and  the  name  John  Elliett, 
Churchwarden. 

Condition  —  Disused  and  rapidly  becoming 
ruinous. 


Secular  :— 

a(2).  Little  Malgraves,  house  and  barn,  \  m. 
W.S.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  of  plastered 
brick  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  late  in 
the  17th  century  on  a  square  plan  and  has  half- 
hipped  gables  on  the  N.  and  S.  On  the  E.  front 
is  an  original  door  of  moulded  battens  ;  inside  the 
building  some  of  the  ceiling-beams  are  exposed. 

The  Barn  S.  of  the  house  is  of  the  same  date  ; 
the  walls  are  of  brick  and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It 
has  a  projecting  porch  on  the  E.  side  and  is  eight 
bays  long. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

6 (3).  Northlands  House,  §  m.  E.S.E.  of  the 
church,  is  modern  but  incorporates  the  following 
pieces  of  old  glass  in  its  windows.  (1)  An  oval 
cartouche  of  the  arms  of  Henry  VII.  with  sup- 
porters, and  a  '  black-letter '  inscription.  (2)  A 
panel  inscribed  "  Gulielm  d'Albini  Seigneur  de 
Molbray,  ceu  de  Mowbray,  Robert  de  Roos, 
Radulp  de  Giffard  Vicecomes,  Gualter  de  Thany 
Vicecomes,  Johannes  de  Chauncey  1479,  Dom. 
Joannes  Gore  Miles  Praetor  Urbis  1624,"  all 
17th-century.  (3)  An  oval  bay-chaplet  with  clasps 
and  bands,  the  shield  missing,  16th-century,  partly 
restored.  (1)  and  (2)  are  parts  of  a  series  painted  in 
the  17th  century,  probably  for  Sir  John  Gore,  Lord 
Mayor  of  London,  in  1624. 


47.  LATCHINGDON.     (F.b.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxii.  N.E.  <»>lxii.  S.E.) 

Latchingdon  is  a  parish  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Crouch,  5  m.  S.S.E.  of  Maldon. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

6(1).  Old  Parish  Church  of  St.  Michael  (Plate, 
p.  xxxiii)  stands  about  the  middle  of  the  parish. 
The  walls  are  of  rubble  and  brick,  with  dressings  cf 
limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  is  of 
uncertain  date,  but  possibly  of  the  14th  century, 
when  the  South  Porch  was  added.  At  some  un- 
certain period  the  former  chancel  or  apse  was 
destroyed.  About  1618  part  of  the  N.  wall  of  the 
nave  was  rebuilt  in  brick.  The  church  has  been 
restored  in  modern  times,  the  E.  wall  rebuilt  and 
the  W.  wall  largely  refaced. 


Architectural  Description — The  Nave  (38|  ft. 
by  191  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall  a  17th-century  window 
of  brick  and  of  three  round-headed  lights  in   a

square  head,  with  modern  mullions  ;  further  W. 
is  a  doorway  of  the  same  date,  with  a  three- 
centred  rear-arch,  and  now  blocked.  In  the  S. 
wall  are  two  windows  ;  the  eastern  is  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  western  window 
is  of  doubtful  date  and  is  a  single  narrow  light 
with  a  square  17th-century  head  of  brick  ;  between 
the  windows  is  the  late  14th-centuiy  S.  doorway 
with  double  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  modern  window.  At  the 
W.  end  of  the  nave  are  four  posts  and  framing  to 
carry  a  former  bell-turret  and  gallery. 

The  South  Porch  has  a  late  14th-century  outer 
archway  with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  has  two  old  tie-beams,  one 
moulded  and  of  15th-century  date.  The  17th- 
century  roof  of  the  porch  has  plain  rafters  and 
purlins. 

Fittings — Bell :  one,  uninscribed,  date  uncertain. 
Brass  Indents  :  (1)  of  three  figures,  inscription- 
plate  and  two  shields  ;  (2)  of  two  figures  and 
inscription-plate.  Communion  Table  :  with  turned 
legs  and  enriched  top  rail,  late  17th-century. 
Inscriptions  :  On  stones  in  N.  wall  of  nave — 
"  Mathew  Bets  and  Robert  Peirc  mad  this  wall 
1618"  and  "Mathew  Drakes  Edmund  Catmur 
churchwardenes  when  this  wall  was  built  1618 
IRIX."  Plate:  includes  cup  of  1639.  Stoup  : 
In  porch — with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
head,  14th-century,  basin  partly  destroyed. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

a(2).  Site  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Snoreham, 
about  \  m.  N.N.W.  of  (1),  is  marked  by  a 
rectangular  area  in  a  meadow  S.  of  Snoreham  Hall. 


Secular  : — 

Homestead  Moats. 

a(3).  At  Good  Hares,  1  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church. 
a(4).  At  Lawling  Hall,  f  m.  N.E.  of  (3). 
a(5).  At  Greenlane  Farm,  £  m.  S.E.  of  (4). 

6(6).  Tyle  Hall,  house  and  moat,  500  yards 
E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century,  with 
cross-wings  at  the  E.  and  W.  ends.  There  is  a 
modern  addition  on  the  W. 

The  Moat  surrounds  the  house. 

Condition — Of  house,  good,  much  altered. 

°(7).  LONDONHAYS,  house,  f  m.  W.  of  (2),  is  of 
two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  partly  plastered 
and  partly  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  probably  in  the  17th  century  and  has 
an  addition  on  the  E.  The  upper  storey  projects 
at  the  N.  end  of  the  main  block. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 


a(8).  Brook  Hall,  formerly  Lawling  Smiths, 
house,  £  m.  S.  of  (4),  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  probably  in  the  17th  century  and  has 
a  cross-wing  at  the  E.  end.  Inside  the  building 
the  ceiling-beams  are  exposed. 

Condition — Fairly  good.

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxviii.  S.W.) 

Leigh  is  a  parish  and  town  on  the  N.  bank  of  the 
Thames  estuary,  2  m.  W.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Clement  stands  in 
the  town.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone  and  flint  - 
rubble,  except  the  S.  porch  which  is  of  brick  ;  the 
dressings  are  of  ragstone  and  limestone  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  The  whole  church,  including  Chancel, 
Nave,  North  Aisle  and  Chapel  and  West  Tower 
appears  to  have  been  rebuilt  late  in  the  15th 
or  early  in  the  16th  century.  Shortly  after  the 
South  Porch  and  the  rood  stair-turret  were  added. 
The  church  was  restored  in  the  19th  and  20th 
centuries,  when  the  chancel  was  extended  about 
16  ft.  to  the  E.,  North  Vestries,  South  Chapel  and 
Aisle  added. 


Architectural  Description — All  the  ancient  de- 
tails are  of  late  15th  or  early  16th-century  date. 

The  Chancel  (41  ft.  by  20|  ft.)  is  entirely  modern 
E.  of  the  arcades.  The  N.  arcade  is  of  two  bays, 
with  two-centred  arches  of  two  hollow-chamfered 
orders  ;  the  first  arch  is  low  and  narrow,  the 
second  is  wide  and  struck  from  below  the  springing- 
level  ;  the  column  is  octagonal  with  moulded  capital 
and  base ;  the  responds  have  attached  half-columns  ; 
the  arcade  has  been  restored  in  plaster.  The 
S.  arcade  is  modern.  The  chancel-arch  is  of 
modern  plaster,  but  the  N.  respond  may  be  old 
but  is  covered  with  plaster. 
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The  Nave  (53£  ft.  by  20£  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade  of 
four  bays,  with  arches,  columns  and  responds  of 
similar  detail  to  those  of  the  N.  arcade  of  the 
chancel.  The  S.  arcade  is  modern,  but  W.  of  it 
is  the  old  S.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch  and  label. 

The  North  Chapel  and  Aisle  (\Q\  ft.  wide)  has 
an  E.  window  of  four  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label.  In  the  N.  wall  are  four  windows, 
each  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  segmental- 
pointed  heads  ;  further  W.  is  the  N.  doorway, 
now  blocked,  with  moulded  jambs,  two-centred 
arch  and  label,  much  weathered  ;  between  the 
second  and  third  windows  is  the  lower  part  of  the 
doorway  to  the  rood  stair-turret,  with  rebated 
jambs  and  now  blocked.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window 
of  four  cinquefoiled  lights,  with  vertical  tracery 
in  a  two-centred  head. 

In  the  modern  S.  aisle,  the  S.  doorway  incor- 
porates some  15th-century  moulded  jamb-stones. 

The  West  Tower  (14  ft.  by  13  ft.)  is  of  three 
stages,  with  a  moulded  plinth  and  an  embattled 
parapet  with  an  embattled  turret  rising  above  its 
S.E.  angle.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of 
three  hollow-chamfered  orders  ;  the  splayed  res- 
ponds have  each  an  attached  shaft  with  moulded 
capital  and  base.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  modern 
window.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  doorway  to  the  turret- 
staircase,  with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  head.  The  W.  window  is  of  two  cinque- 
foiled and  one  trefoiled  light  with  tracery  in  a 
two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  all 
restored  in  cement  ;  the  W.  doorway  has  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square  head 
with  a  moulded  label  and  blank  shields  in  the 
spandrels,  all  restored  in  cement.  The  second 
stage  has  a  single-light  window  in  the  W.  wall. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of 
three  trefoiled  lights  in  a  four-centred  head  with 
a  moulded  label,  all  restored  in  cement. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  red  brick  with  a  moulded 
plinth  having  trefoil-headed  panels  of  flint-inlay. 
The  outer  archway  has  moulded  jambs  and  four- 
centred  arch  with  a  double  label,  the  outer  being 
square-headed  and  enclosing  foiled  spandrels. 
The  side  walls  have  each  a  window  of  two  four- 
centred  lights  in  a  four-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label. 

The  Roof  of  the  N.  aisle  is  of  five  bays  plastered 
under  the  rafters,  but  with  curved  and  moulded 
principals  springing  from  corbels  carved  with 
figures  holding  shields  ;  the  wall-plates  are  moulded 
and  embattled. 

Fittings — Bells :  six  ;  3rd  by  Miles  Grave, 
1674.  Brasses:  In  chancel — (1)  of  Richard 
Chester,  1632,  elder  brother  and  master  of  Trinity 
House,  figure  of  man  in  civil  dress,  and  wife,  four 
sons  and  one  daughter  ;  (2)  to  Captain  John  Price, 
1709,  and  Martha  (Godman),  his  wife,  1696,  with 


achievement-of-arms  ;  (3)  figure  of  man  and  wife 
in  civil  dress,  c.  1640;  (4)  to  Thomas  Saman,  and 
Thomas,  his  grandson,  1576,  inscription  only.  In 
N.  chapel — (5)  to  Robert  Salmon,  1641,  inscription 
only  ;  (6)  to  Robert  Salmon,  1591,  inscription  only. 
In  nave — (7)  to  George  Ireland,  1570,  inscription 
only.  In  N.  aisle— (8)  of  Richard  Haddok,  1453, 
and  Cristine,  his  wife,  and  to  John,  their  son, 
and  Alice,  his  wife,  also  to  Margaret,  second  wife 
of  Richard,  figures  of  two  men  in  civil  dress  and 
their  wives  and  groups  of  seven  sons  and  three 
daughters  and  eight  sons  and  three  daughters. 
Door  :  In  tower — in  doorway  of  turret-staircase, 
of  nail-studded  battens  with  moulded  fillets,  late 
15th-century.  Monuments  and  Floor-slabs:  In 
N.  aisle — on  N.  wall  (1)  to  Anne,  wife  of  Sir  Edward 
Whitaker,  1705,  white  marble  tablet  with  Ionic 
side-columns,  voluted  pediment  and  achievement- 
of-arms  ;  (2)  of  Robert  Salmon  (see  Brass  (3)  ), 
1641,  master  of  Trinity  House  and  sheriff  of 
London,  alabaster  and  black  marble,  tablet  with 
half  figure,  side  pilasters,  cornice  and  achievement- 
of-arms.

Richard  Haddock,  1660(F),  Capt.  William  Haddock, 
166-,  Anna  Haddock,  1688,  Elizabeth  Haddock,

In  nave — square  oak  box,  with  three  hasps  and  lid 
inscribed  "  I  pray  you  the  pore  remember,"  square 
baluster  stem,  c.  1630. 
Condition — Good. 

Monuments  (2-8). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  1 7th  century  and  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather-boarded  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have 
original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 

(2).  Leigh  House,  20  yards  N.W.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  has  been  much 
altered  and  refaced  and  has  modern  additions  at 
the  back  and  N.  side. 
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High  Street,  N.  side  : — 

(3).  Cooksplace,  house,  now  three  tenements, 
300  yards  W.S.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys 
with  attics.  It  is  rectangular  on  plan,  with  a 
N.  staircase  block  on  either  side  of  which  are 
modern  additions.  Inside  the  building  part  of 
the  staircase  is  original,  and  has  moulded  handrail, 
turned  balusters  and  a  square  newel  with  a  carved 
top. 

(4).  House,  30  yards  W.N.W.  of  (3).  The  N. 
end  was  built  in  the  15th  century  and  is  possibly 
a  fragment  of  a  larger  house.  The  S.  end  being 
a  16th-century  addition.  The  upper  storey  origin- 
ally projected  along  the  whole  of  the  E.  side,  but 
has  now  been  underbuilt,  and  the  S.  front  has 
been  refaced  with  brick.  Inside  the  building  in 
the  wall  between  the  original  building  and  the 
16th-century  addition,  on  the  ground-floor  is  a 
blocked  two-light  window.  In  the  roof  of  the 
N.  block  is  an  original  cambered  tie-beam  with 
curved  braces  and  a  two-way  king-post. 

(5).  Crooked  Billet  Inn,  150  yards  W.N.W. 
of  (4),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  was  built 
probably  late  in  the  16th  century.  It  has  been 
much  altered  and  added  to.  There  are  two 
original  chimney-stacks,  each  with  three  grouped 
diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building  on  the 
ground-floor  is  an  original  fireplace  with  a  four- 
centred  head. 

S.  side : — 

(6).  House,  now  three  tenements,  40  yards 
E.S.E.  of  (5),  has  modern  additions  at  the  back. 

(7).  House,  now  four  tenements,  120  yards 
E.S.E.  of  (6),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  was 
built  in  the  16th  century  on  a  half  H-shaped  plan, 
with  the  cross-wings  extending  towards  the  E. 
The  space  between  the  wings  has  been  filled  in 
by  a  modern  extension  and  there  are  modern 
additions  at  both  ends  of  the  building.  Inside 
the  building  is  an  original  staircase  with  a  central 
newel  and  the  roof  retains  a  queen-post  truss  with 
cambered  tie-beams,  curved  wind-braces  and 
octagonal  qur  en-posts. 

(8).  House  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v),  now  two  tene- 
ments, 50  yards  W.  of  (7),  is  of  two  storeys  with 
attics  and  was  built  late  in  the  16th  century.  The 
roof  has  since  been  heightened  and  the  building 
altered  and  added  to  on  the  N.W.  and  S.W.  The 
upper  storey  projects  on  the  whole  of  the  N.E.  front. 


50.  LITTLE  BURSTEAD.     (C.c.)

Little  Burstead  is  a  parish  2  m.  S.  of  Billericay. 
The  church,  Stockwell  Hall  and  Hatches  Earm  are 
the  principal  monuments. 


Ecclesiastical  : — 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  (?)  stands  a 
short  distance  S.  of  the  village.  The  walls  are  of 
pudding-stone  and  ragstone-rubble,  with  limestone 
and  brick  dressings.  The  roofs  are  tiled.  The 
church  consisting  of  Chancel  and  Nave  is  probably 
of  early  13th-century  date.  The  S.  wall  of  the 
chancel  is  probably  of  a  later  date.  A  S.  porch 
and  the  Bell-turret  were  added  probably  in  the 
15th  century.  The  church  was  altered  in  the  16th 
century,  when  the  S.E.  angle  of  the  nave  was 
rebuilt,  and  has  been  restored  in  modern  times 
when  the  South  Porch  was  rebuilt  and  the  North 
Vestry  added  possibly  on  the  site  of  an  earlier 
building. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (21  ft. 
by  15^  ft.)  has  an  early  16th-century  E.  window 
of  brick  and  of  three  round-headed  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  modern 
doorway.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  16th-century 
brick  windows,  each  of  two  pointed  lights  in  a 
four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  between 
them  is  a  much  restored  early  16th-century  door- 
way with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch 
in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  and  shield- 
stops,  one  charged  with — two  cheverons  and  an 
engrailed  border  for  Tyrell.  There  is  no  chancel- 
arch. 

The  North  Vestry  is  modern  but  reset  in  Ihe 
N.  wall  is  an  early  16th-century  window  of  brick 
and  of  one  light  with  a  moulded  label. 

The  Nave  (36|  ft.  by  21 J  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows  ;  the  eastern  is  of  the  14th  century 
or  later  and  of  one  pointed  light  ;  it  is  set  in  a 
recess  cut  back  in  the  wall,  probably  to  provide 
more  room  for  a  nave-altar  or  for  a  rood  or  rood-loft 
staircase  ;  the  western  window  is  an  early  13th- 
century  lancet ;  further  W.  is  the  13th-century 
N.  doorway,  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch,  and  now  blocked.  Against  the  E. 
wall,  S.  of  the  chancel,  is  a  length  of  moulded  oak 
beam,  probably  part  of  the  reredos  of  a  nave-altar. 
The  S.E.  angle  of  the  nave  is  of  16th-century  brick 
with  black  brick  diapering  ;  in  the  S.  wall  is  a 
15th-century  window  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights 
with  vertical  tracery  in  a  square  head  and  all 
modern  externally  except  parts  of  the  label  ;  the 
S.  doorway  is  probably  of  the  13th  century  and 
has  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  of  two  plain 
orders.     In  the  W.  wall  is  a  partly  restored  early

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14th-century  window  of  two  trefoiled  ogee  lights 
with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label  and  head-stops.  The  wall  has  been 
heightened  and  buttressed  in  17th-century  brick- 
work. 

The  Bell-turret,  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave, 
is  of  timber  and  of  the  15th  century.  It  rests  on 
six  posts,  with  cross-beams  supported  by  curved 
braces  forming  two-centred  arches.  There  is  a 
shingled  broach-spire. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  early  16th-century 
date  and  of  two  bays  with  cambered  tie-beams 
and  curved  braces  forming  four-centred  arches 
and  having  traceried  spandrels.  The  15th-century 
roof  of  the  nave  is  of  two  bays  with  moulded  wall- 
plates  and  king-post  trusses  with  curved  braces 
resting  on  stone  corbels  carved  with  angels.  The 
roof  of  the  S.  porch  is  plain  and  of  the  15th  century. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two  ;  1st  by  John  Clarke, 
1620  ;  2nd  by  John  Clifton,  1633.  Brasses  :  In 
chancel — (1)  to  Anne  (Crooke),  wife  of  William 
Walton,  1639,  inscription  only  ;  (2)  to  Elizabeth, 
wife  of  William  Sammes,  1617,  inscription  only 
(see  also  Floor-slabs  (1)  and  (6)).  Chair:  In 
vestry — with  carved  back  and  arms,  probably 
early  18th-century.  Doors  :  In  doorway  to  vestry, 
of  nail-studded  battens  with  moulded  fillets,  early 
16th-century,  partly  restored.  In  S.  doorway,  of 
overlapping  battens,  with  one  strap-hinge  and  a 
double  grille,  16th-century.  Floor-slabs :  In 
chancel — (1)  to  [John  Beckman,  parson,  1628], 
with  brass  plate  with  verses,  also  to  Elizabeth 
.  .  .  ,  1611  ;  (2)  to  Elizabeth  (Herris),  wife  of 
George  Walton,  1666,  with  shield-of-arms ;  (3) 
to  George  Walton,  1662,  with  shield-of-arms  ;  (4) 
to  Christopher  Herris,  1654,  with  shield-of-arms  ;

Screen  :  between 
chancel  and  nave — close  lower  panels  with 
moulded  muntins,  made    up   with  modern   work, 


15th-century;  incorporated  in  modern  reredos, 
five  cinquefoiled  heads  of  lights  with  tracery  and 
head  of  entrance  bay,  probably  from  same  screen. 
Sundials :  On  jambs  of  S.  doorway,  three 
scratched  dials.  Miscellanea  :  In  vestry — on  S. 
wall,  verses  and  inscription  to  George  Walton, 
1662,  his  son,  George,  1690,  and  his  daughter, 
Elizabeth,  1690,  and  two  shields-of-arms,  illumi- 
nated on  vellum  and  framed.  Outside  S.  porch, 
two  octagonal  stones,  possibly  part  of  base  of  cross. 
Condition — Fairly  good. 

Secular  : — 

a(2).  Stockwell  Hall,  house  and  moat,  about 
\  m.  N.N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics,  timber-framed  and  plastered, 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  on  a  rectangular 
plan  late  in  the  16th  or  early  in  the  17th  century. 
A  wing  was  added  on  the  N.  side  at  a  rather  later 
date.  At  the  W.  end  is  an  original  chimney-stack 
with  two  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building  the 
hall  and  dining-room  are  lined  with  panelling  of 
c.  1600  and  the  latter  room  has  an  overmantel 
(Plate,  p.  65)  with  two  square,  enriched  and 
arcaded  panels,  divided  and  flanked  by  fluted 
pilasters.  The  drawing-room  has  an  arcaded  over- 
mantel of  four  bays,  with  terminal  figures  and 
arabesque  ornament.  In  the  kitchen  is  a  17th- 
century  panelled  door.  The  two  staircases  are  of 
the  17th  century  and  both  have  twisted  balusters 
and  square  newels.  On  the  first  floor  is  some 
original  panelling  similar  to  that  below  and  two 
17th-century  doors.  In  the  window  of  the  stair- 
case is  an  oval  panel  of  painted  glass  dated  1610 
with  a  shield  without  arms,  a  crest,  mantling 
and  various  fragments. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

b(3).  Rectory,  house  and  moat,  550  yards  N.  of  the 
church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys  ;  the  walls 
are  of  brick  and  the  roofs  are  covered  with  slates. 
The  N.  corner  was  built  probably  late  in  the 
17th-century,  but  the  roof  has  been  largely  re- 
constructed, and  the  main  building  is  of  18th- 
century  date.  On  the  N.W.  front  of  the  old 
portion  are  three  casement  windows  with  leaded 
glazing ;  two  retain  their  original  wrought-iron 
fasteners.  Inside  the  building  are  two  large 
beams ;  one  room  on  the  first  floor  has  a  moulded 
shelf  over  the  fireplace. 

The  Moat  is  fragmentary. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

Monuments  (4-7). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  or  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
Some  of  the  buildings  have  original  chimney- 
stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good,  unless  noted. 
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"(4).  Halclies  Farm,  house  (Plate,  p.  xxxv),  \  m. 
W.  of  (2),  was  built  in  the  second  half  of  the  16th 
century  with  a  cross-wing  at  the  S.  end.  The 
upper  storey  projects  at  the  W.  end  of  the 
cross-wing  and  has  a  moulded  bressummer ; 
under  it  is  a  bay-window,  incorporating  some 
original  mullions.  The  door  at  the  E.  end  of 
the  cross-wing  is  of  moulded  battens  and  hangs 
on  an  original  moulded  frame.  Inside  the  building 
the  main  room  of  the  cross-wing  is  lined  with  early 
17th-century  panelling  and  over  the  fireplace  are 
panels  with  conventional  incised  designs  and  two 
early  16th-century  panels,  very  delicately  carved 
with  amorini,  etc.,  and  heads  in  round  medallions. 
On  the  N.  side  of  the  room  are  two  doors 
(Plate,  p.  65),  each  of  six  panels,  similarly  carved 
with  heads,  amorini,  beasts,  etc.  ;  all  are  of 
French  type.  Other  parts  of  the  house  have 
some  17th-century  doors  and  windows  with 
moulded  mullions. 

a(5).  Sudbury's  Farm,  house,  about  \  m.  N.W. 
of  (4),  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century  and 
extended  eastwards  in  the  17th  century.  There 
are  two  original  chimney-stacks,  one  cruciform  on 
plan  and  one  with  three  diagonal  shafts.  On  the 
middle  of  the  roof  is  a  small  bell-cot  and  bell. 

Condition — Poor. 

b(6).  Botneyhill  Farm,  house,  1  m.  W.  of  the 
church,  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century 
and  has  a  modern  extension  on  the  W.  It  is  of 
L-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  W.  and  N. 

6(7).  St.  Margaret's  Farm,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i), 
\  m.  W.  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  16th 
century  or  earlier,  with  the  cross-wings  on  the  E. 
and  W.,  and  a  staircase-wing  between  them  on 
the  N.  The  two  17th-century  chimney-stacks 
have  grouped  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building 
the  staircase  has  early  17th-century  flat -shaped 
balusters  and  plain  rails  and  newels. 


51.  LITTLE  STAMBRIDGE.     (F.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  lxx.  S.E.) 

Little  Stambridge  is  a  small  parish  1  m.  N.E.  of 
Rochford. 

Secular  : — 

(1).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Rectory,  650  yards 
N.  of  Little  Stambridge  Hall. 

(2).  Little  Stambridge  Hall,  house  and  moat, 
stands  near  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  House 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics,  the  walls  are  of  brick 
and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  16th 
century  and  the  central  block,  with  the  W.  cross- 
wing,  are  of  this  date.  The  house  was  much 
altered  and  the  walls  almost  entirely  rcfaced  when 
the  present  E.  wing  was  built  in  the  18th  century. 


At  the  S.  end  of  the  W.  front  is  an  original  chimney- 
stack,  with  stepped  offsets  and  moulded  corbelling 
to  the  heads  of  the  shafts.  The  front  of  the  stack 
is  diapered  with  blue  bricks.  The  chimney-stack 
on  the  N.  side  of  the  centre  block  is  probably 
similar,  but  now  completely  covered  with  ivj'. 
Inside,  the  building  has  been  much  altered,  but 
the  roof  retains  some  old  timbers,  including  collar- 
beams  and  curved  wind-braces. 
The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

(3).  Coombs,  house,  now  three  tenements,  and 
moat,  about  f  m.  S.  of  the  Hall.  The  House  is  of 
two  storeys  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the 
16th  century.  The  older  part  of  the  existing 
building  is  L-shaped  on  plan,  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  S.  and  W.  In  the  17th 
century  the  W.  wing  was  heightened,  and  extending 
southwards  from  the  W.  end  of  this  wing  is  a 
modern  addition.  The  chimney-stack  at  the  W. 
end  of  the  W.  wing  is  probably  of  17th-century 
date.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the  rooms 
have  exposed  ceiling-beams,  one  of  the  rooms  has 
two  exposed  wall-posts  with  moulded  heads,  and 
in  the  roof  over  the  W.  wing  is  a  cambered 
tie-beam. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 


52.  LITTLE  THURROCK.     (C.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxxiii.  S.E.) 

Little  Thurrock  is  a  parish  on  the  N.  bank  of 
the  Thames  adjoining  Tilbury  on  the  W. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  near 
the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  flint 
and  mixed  rubble,  with  dressings  of  limestone  and 
some  Barnack  stone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The 
Nave  was  built  c.  1170-80  and  was  extended 
westwards  at  a  later  date.  In  the  14th  century 
the  Chancel  was  rebuilt.  The  church  has  been 
extensively  restored  in  modern  times,  when  the 
West  Tower,  South  Vestry,  Organ  Chamber  and 
North  Porch  were  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (22£  fl. 
by  16|  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  all  modern  except 
the  14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  window  also  modern  except  for  the 
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14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch  ;  further  W. 
is  a  modern  opening  to  the  organ-chamber.  In 
the  S.  wall  are  two  windows  similar  to  that  in  the 
N.  wall ;  between  them  is  a  doorway  modern 
except  for  the  14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch. 
The  chancel-arch  is  modern  except  for  part  of  the 
moulded  and  carved  12th-century  abaci. 

The  Nave  (40£  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows  ;  the  eastern  is  modern  except  for 
the  partly  restored  14th-century  splays  and 
rear-arch,  the  western  window  is  modern  ;  E.  of 
the  eastern  window,  externally,  is  a  straight  joint, 
probably  the  jamb  of  a  12th-century  window; 
the  N.  doorway  is  modern  except  for  part  of  the 
moulded  two-centred  head  and  label,  with  defaced 
head-stops,  which  are  of  the  14th  century.  In 
the  S.  wall  is  a  window  similar  to  the  eastern 
window  in  the  N.  wall ;  E.  of  it  is  one  jamb  of  a 
window,  probably  of  the  12th  century  ;  the  12th- 
century  S.  doorway  has  plain  jambs  and  round 
arch,  covered  with  cement  ;    it  is  now  blocked. 

Fittings — Bell :  inaccessible,  but  said  to  be  by 
Richard  Phelps,  1711.  Door:  In  N.  doorway — - 
modern  with  15th  or  16th-century  strap-hinges, 
drop-handle  and  scutcheon-plate.  Floor-slabs  :  In 
chancel— (1)  to  Henry  Withes  (?),  164(3?).  In 
churchyard — E.  side,  (2)  to  David  La  .  .  ., 
1712(F).  Piscina:  In  chancel  (Plate,  p.  xlv) — with 
trefoiled  ogee  head  and  label,  defaced  head-stops, 
foliated  finial.,  and  quatrefoiled  drain,  14th-century. 
Pulpit :  of  oak,  hexagonal  with  bolection  moulded 


panels,  initials  and  date  R  1700  C,  cornice  and  legs 
modern.  Recesses  :  In  nave — in  S.  wall,  at  E.  end, 
with  segmental  head  and  shafted  W.  jamb,  reset, 
remains  of  recess  in  E.  wall  adjoining,  with 
attached  column  to  S.  jamb  with  moulded  capital 
and  springing  of  arch,  rest  of  work  probably  reused 
in  recess  in  S.  wall,  early  13th-century.  Reredos  : 
Incorporated  in  modern  work,  some  15th-century 
tracery  in  panels.  Sedilia :  In  chancel  (Plate,  p.  xlv) 
— three  bays  with  two-centred  arches  and  moulded 
label  with  head-stops  ;  round  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  and  attached  shafts  to  jambs, 
14th-century.  Stoup  :  In  nave — E.  of  N.  doorway, 
with  triangular  head  and  modern  sill,  early  16th- 
century.  Sundial:  On  E.  jamb  of  S.  doorway — 
scratched  dial. 

Condition — Good,  much  restored. 

Unclassified : — 

(2).  Deneholes,  in  Hangman's  Wood,  partly  in 
Orsett  parish.  There  are  over  70  of  the  pits  in 
the  neighbourhood.  They  each  consist  of  a  vertical 
shaft  from  50  to  100  feet  deep  and  from  three  to 
four  feet  wide  ending  in  excavations  in  the  chalk 
which  in  some  cases  open  out  into  several  chambers. 
Excavations  undertaken  by  the  Essex  Field  Club 
(Journal  III)  disclosed  footholds  in  the  sides  of  the 
shafts  and  marks  apparently  made  by  ropes  at  the 
edges. 

Condition — Good. 
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53.  LITTLE  WAKERING.      (F.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxviii.  N.E.) 

Little  Wakering  is  a  small  parish  on  the  estuary 
of  the  River  Roach,  4  m.  N.E.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  in  the 
village.  The  walls  are  of  mixed  rubble  except 
the  tower,  which  is  of  coursed  ragstone-rubble  ; 
the  dressings  are  of  limestone  and  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  Chancel  and  Nave  were  built  early  in 
the  12th  century.  In  the  15th  century  the  chancel 
was  widened  towards  the  S.  and  perhaps  lengthened. 
The  chancel-arch  was  rebuilt  in  the  15th  century 
and  the  West  Tower  added  c.  1425.  A  S.  porch 
was  added  in  the  15th  or  16th  century  of  which 
the  base  of  the  walls  remains.  The  church, 
particularly  the  chancel,  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times  and  the  South  Porch  rebuilt. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (261  ft. 
by  16L  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  all  modern  except 
the  15th-century  rear-arch  and  splays.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  12th-century  window  with  a  round 
head  and  modern  externally  ;  below  it  is  a  14th- 
century  doorway  with  jambs  and  two-centred  arch 
of  two  moulded  orders  ;  it  is  set  with  the  splays 
outward  and  is  now  blocked.  In  the  S.  wall  is 
a  modern  window  incorporating  some  old  stones 
in  the  splays  ;  E.  of  it  is  a  recess  with  a  modern 
arch,  but  old  stones  in  the  jambs.  The  15th- 
century  chancel-arch  is  of  distorted  two-centred 
form  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  chamfered 
responds  have  moulded  capitals  and  bases,  the 
N.  base  being  cut  away. 

The  Nave  (32£  ft.  by  18  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows  ;  the  eastern  is  a  single  12th-century 
round-headed  light,  partly  restored  ;  the  western 
window  is  of  the  15th  century  and  of  two  cinque- 
foiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
Below  it,  externally,  is  a  blocked  opening  of 
uncertain  date,  with  a  rough  segmental  head  and 
rising  only  about  4  ft.  above  the  ground  level ; 
at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is  the  15th-century 
rood-loft  staircase  with  upper  and  lower  doorways 
having  rebated  jambs  and  two- centred  heads  ;  at 
the  sill  level  of  the  upper  doorway  is  a  section  of 
the  former  rood-beam,  cut  flush  with  the  wall. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  both  modern 
except  for  the  rear- arch  and  splays  of  the  eastern, 
which  are  possibly  of  the  14th  century  ;  further 
W.  is  the  14th-century  S.  doorway,  partly  restored 
and  with  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  of  two 
moulded  orders  with  a  moulded  base. 


The  West  Tower  (11  ft.  square)  is  of  c.  1425  and 
of  three  stages  with  a  moulded  plinth  and  an 
embattled  parapet  of  flint  and  stone  chequer-work 
surmounted  by  a  slender  shingled  spire  (Plate, 
p.  70).  The  two-centred  tower-aixh  is  of  two 
chamfered  orders ;  the  responds  have  each  an 
attached  semi-octagonal  shaft  with  moulded  capital 
and  hollow-chamfered  base.  The  W.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  a  defaced  moulded  label  and  blank 
shields  in  the  spandrels ;  flanking  the  doorway  are 
two  square  sunk  panels,  each  enclosing  a  shield 
(Plate,  p.  84),  [a)  a  pelican  in  chief  a  mitre  for 
John  Wakering,  Bishop  of  Norwich  (1416-1425)  ; 
(b)  a  cheveron  for  Stafford  impaling  France,  quar- 
tering England  and  Bohun,  all  within  a  border, 
for  Anne,  Countess  of  Stafford  ;  the  W.  window  is 
of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery 
in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  defaced  label ; 
flanking  it  are  four  niches,  the  upper  pair  with 
pointed  heads  and  the  lower  pair  with  cinquefoiled 
heads,  square  moulded  labels  and  blank  shields 
in  the  spandrels.  The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the 
second  stage  have  each  a  window  of  one  cinque- 
foiled light  with  a  square  moulded  label.  The 
bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label. 

The  Roof  oi  the  nave  is  of  the  15th  century  with 
two  king-post  trusses,  with  chamfered  main  beams 
and  one  king-post  with  moulded  capital  and  base. 

Fittings — Bells :  three  ;  all  by  John  Waylett, 
1707.  Doors :  In  tower — in  lower  doorway  to 
turret,  of  nail-studded  battens  with  strap-hinges 
and  foiled  scutcheon-plate,  15th-century;  in 
doorway  of  second  stage,  of  nail-studded  battens 
with  strap-hinges  and  foiled  scutcheon-plate,  15th- 
century  ;  in  doorway  of  second  stage,  of  nail- 
studded  battens  with  ring-handle,  15th-century; 
in  W.  doorway,  of  two  folds  with  overlapping 
nail-studded  battens  with  strap-hinges,  15th- 
century,  repaired.  Locker  :  In  W.  wall  of  turret- 
staircase  in  tower — rectangular  recess  with  rebated 
reveals,  15th-century.  Monuments  and  Floor- 
slab.  Monuments  :  In  churchyard — S.  of  chancel 
(1)  to  Thomas  Wiggins,  1708,  head-stone  ;  (2)  to 
William  Archer,  1694,  flat  slab  ;  (3)  to  Sarah,  wife  of 
William  Archer,  1672,  flat  slab.  Floor-slab  :  In 
nave — to  Bradford  Bury,  1675,  with  shield-of- 
arms.  Painting  :  In  chancel — on  splays  of  N. 
window,  on  E.  splay,  remains  of  a  Nativity 
under  a  round  arch,  on  W.  splay  remains  of  a 
figure,  possibly  the  Virgin,  under  arch,  also  bands 
of  red  on  yellow  ground,  12th  or  13th-century, 
almost  effaced.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  cham- 
fered jambs  and  cinquefoiled  head,  15th-century, 
projecting  octofoiled  drain  on  moulded  corbel, 
13th-century,  restored.  Plate:  includes  cup  of 
1566.  Recess:  In  nave — in  N.  wall,  with  moulded, 
two-centred  arch,  moulded  and  shafted  jambs  with 
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moulded  bases  and  foliated  capitals,  early   13th- 
century,  possibly  tomb-recess.     Stoup  :   In  nave — 
in  E.  splay  of  S.  doorway,  funnel-shaped  recess 
with  mortar  of  hard  oolite  or  marble,  set  in  it. 
Condition — Good.

of  the  church. 

(3).  At    Barrow   Hall,    1,500   yards    W.    of   the 
church. 


(4).  Little  Wakering  Hall,  house  and  out- 
building and  garden-wall,  750  yards  E.  of  the 
church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It 
was  built  in  the  15th  century  with  a  central  hall 
and  E.  and  W.  cross-wings,  but  was  considerably 
altered  c.  1599,  when  the  hall  roof  was  raised, 
a  floor  inserted  and  a  staircase  added  at  the 
N.E.  corner  of  the  hall.  In  the  18th  century 
a  two-storeyed  S.  porch  was  built  in  the  angle 
between  the  hall  and  W.  wing  and  modern  altera- 
tions include  additions  on  the  N.  side  of  the  house. 
The  upper  storey  of  the  E.  wing  projects  on  the 
S.  and  E.  fronts  and  is  carried  on  heavy  curved 
brackets  with  a  heavy  corner-post  and  diagonal 
bracket  at  the  S.E.  angle.  The  entrance  doorway 
in  the  W.  end  of  the  S.  wall  of  the  hall  has  a 
moulded  square  head  and  jambs  ;  it  is  now  covered 
by  the  porch.  The  late  16th-century  chimney- 
stack  on  the  N.  of  the  W.  wing  is  rectangular  and 
those  to  the  hall  are  each  of  three  grouped  diagonal 
shafts.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the  ceiling- 
beams  are  exposed.  The  beam  across  the  middle 
of  the  hall  is  supported  on  shaped  and  panelled 
brackets  ;  on  the  northern  one  is  the  date  1599. 
The  hall  has  a  16th-century  open  fireplace  with 
a  late  18th-century  carved  mantelpiece.  In  the 
room  occupying  the  E.  end  of  the  original  hall  is 
some  early  17th-century  panelling.  The  stair  has 
an  original  central  newel  and  in  the  roof  at  the 
top  are  some  moulded  oak  balusters,  square  on 
plan.  The  roof  over  the  W.  wing  is  constructed 
of  heavy  timbers  and  in  three  bays,  with  curved 
braces  under  the  collar-beams  forming  two- 
centred  arches ;  there  are  curved  wind-braces  to 
the  purlins. 

The  Outbuilding,  S.W.  of  the  house,  is  of  brick 
and  was  built  in  the  17th  century  on  a  L-shaped 
plan,  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  N. 
and  W.  The  N.  wing  is  divided  into  seven  bays 
by  tie-beams  and  has  in  the  N.  end  of  the  E.  wall 
a  blocked  square-headed  window  of  two  lights  with 
moulded  head,  jambs  and  mullion,  to  the  S.  of  it 
is  a  similar  window  of  four  lights. 


The  Wall  enclosing  the  garden  on  the  E.  side 
of  the  house  is  of  17th-century  date  and  of  brick. 
It  has  blocked  circular  look-outs  on  the  N.  and 
E.  sides. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

(5).  Cottage,  range  of  tenements,  opposite  the 
W.  end  of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  17th  century 
and  is  of  one  storey  with  attics,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  chimney-stack 
at  the  N.  end  is  original  and  has  stepped  offsets  and 
two  diagonal  shafts. 

Condition — Good. 


54.  LITTLE   WARLEY.      (B.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxvii.  S.E.  Mlxxv.  N.E.) 

Little  Warley  is  a  parish  2  m.  S.  of  Brentwood. 
The  church  and  Little  Warley  Hall  are  the  principal 
monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Peter  stands  near 
the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone- 
rubble  and  brick,  with  limestone  dressings  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave,  judging  by  the  thick- 
ness of  the  walls,  is  of  early  date,  but  the  earliest 
remaining  detail  is  of  the  15th  century.  A  W. 
tower  was  probably  added  in  the  15th  century. 
The  Chancel  was  rebuilt  in  brick  in  the  16th 
century  and  the  South  Porch  is  perhaps  of  the 
same  date.  The  West  Tower  was  rebuilt  in  brick 
in  1718,  possibly  on  the  old  foundations  and  with 
some  reused  stonework.  The  church  has  been 
restored  in  modern  times,  when  the  E.  wall  was 
rebuilt. 

Among  the  fittings  the  monuments  are  note- 
worthy. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (18  ft. 
by  18  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  wall.  In  the  S.  wall 
is  a  window,  all  modern  except  the  16th-century 
splays  and  rear-arch.  The  early  16th-century 
chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered 
orders  dying  on  to  splayed  responds. 

The  Nave  (26  ft.  by  17  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
an  early  15th-century  window  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;  further  W.  is  the  15th- 
century  N.  doorway,  now  blocked  ;  it  has  hollow- 
chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch.  The 
S.  wall  has  at  the  E.  end  the  projection  enclosing 
the  15th-century    rood-loft   staircase;    the   upper 
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and  lower  doorways  have  two-centred  heads  and 
the  former  is  rebated  for  a  door  ;  further  W.  are 
two  windows  similar  to  that  in  the  N.  wall  and 
between  them  is  the  15th-century  S.  doorway, 
with  double  hollow-chamfered  jambs,  two-centred 
arch  and  moulded  label. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  timber  on  modern  dwarf 
walls.  The  early  16th-century  outer  archway  has 
a  four-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  with  trefoiled 
spandrels.  The  side  walls  have  moulded  and 
embattled  wall-plates. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  of  late  15th-century 
date  and  of  two  bays  with  moulded  wall-plates 
and  king-post  trusses  ;  the  rebated  middle  king- 
post has  four-way  struts. 

Fittings — Bell :  possibly  by  William  Wode- 
warde,  15th-century  and  inscribed  "  Johannes 
Cristi  Care  Dignare  Pro  Nobis  Orare."  Brass  and 
Indents.  Brass  :  In  chancel — on  S.  wall,  of  Anne 
(Wolley),  wife  successively  of  Davye  Hanmer  and 
John  Terrell,  1592,  half  figure  of  a  woman  in 
ruff,  etc.  Indents  :  In  nave — (1)  of  half  figure 
and  inscription-plate,  15th-century;  (2)  of  brass 
in  chancel.  Door :  In  S.  doorway — of  overlapping 
nail-studded  battens  with  strap-hinges  and  round 
engrailed  scutcheon-plate,  15th-century.  Glass: 
In  nave — in  N.  window,  border  of  crowned  Ms 
and  shield  with  device,  in  situ,  also  flowered 
quarries,  15th-century  ;  in  S.E.  window,  borders 
of  crowned  Ms  and  IHC,  flowered  quarries,  etc., 
15th-century,  in  situ.  Monuments:  In  chancel — 
N.  side  (1)  of  Sir  Denner  Strutt,  Bart.,  and 
Dorothye  (Staresmore),  his  wife,  1641,  alabaster 
and  marble  altar-tomb  (Plate,  p.  85)  in  two 
stages,  upper  with  effigy  of  lady  in  costume  of 
period,  flanked  by  cherubs  drawing  back  the 
draped  canopy,  two  cartouches  of  arms  ;  lower 
stage,  probably  added,  with  effigy  of  man  in  plate- 
armour  ;  on  S.  side  (2)  to  Mary  (Chapman),  wife 
of  [Sir  Denner  Strutt,  Bart.j  1658,  alabaster  and 
marble  altar-tomb  with  reclining  effigy  (Plate, 
p.  105)  of  woman  in  shroud,  back-piece  against 
wall,  with  pediment  and  achievement-of-arms,  and 
supported  by  large  voluted  trusses.  In  nave — in 
blocked  N.  doorway,  alabaster  figure  of  Time, 
17th-century,  found  in  churchyard  and  probably 
from  former  monument.  Panelling  :  In  gallery — 
late  16th  or  early  17th-century,  reset.  Pavement : 
In  chancel — black  and  white  marble  squares,  late 
17th-century,  reset.  Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1564 
with  band  of  engraved  ornament.  Pulpit :  incor- 
porates three  sides  of  a  17th-century  pulpit  ;  a 
fourth  was  probably  the  original  door.  Sealing  : 
In  nave — three  seats  with  moulded  rails,  t  arly 
16th-century,  and  one  panelled  back,  late  16th 
or  early  17th-century.  In  nave  and  chancel — 
eight  box-pews  of  late  16th  or  early  17th-century 
panelling.  Sloup  :  In  nave — in  S.  wall,  recess 
with  two-centred  head,  15th  or  early  16th- 
century,   no    basin.      Miscellanea :     Incorporated 


in    communion  table,  carved  cresting  from   15th- 
century  screen.     Loose  in  tower — gate  with  turned 
balusters     and     jewel      ornament,     17th-century, 
probably  from  former  communion  rails. 
Condition — Fairly  good. 

Secular  : — 

b(2).  Little  Warley  Hall,  house  and  moat, 
S.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys 
with  attics.  The  walls  are  of  brick  and  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  early  in  the 
16th  century  and  formerly  extended  further  towards 
the  W.  The  plan  consists  of  a  main  or  Hall  block, 
with  '  screens '  at  the  E.  end  entered  by  a  N. 
porch.  E.  of  the  main  block  is  a  kitchen-wing. 
The  N.  front  (Plate,  p.  90)  has  diapering  in  black 
bricks  and  a  two-storeyed  porch  with  a  crow- 
stepped  gable  ;  the  outer  archway  has  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  with  a  square  moulded 
label ;  the  inner  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and 
a  four-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  of  brick,  with 
spandrels  carved  with  a  Tudor  rose  and  a  molet ; 
within  the  arch  is  a  moulded  oak  frame  ;  the  upper 
storey  of  the  porch  has  an  original  window  with  a 
square  head  and  moulded  label  and  now  partly 
blocked.  The  main  block  has  a  large  projecting 
chimney-stack,  with  stepped  offsets  and  two  shafts 
with  spiral  enrichment  and  moulded  bases  resting 
on  trefoiled  corbelling.  The  other  windows  on 
this  front  have  been  altered,  but  one  in  the  kitchen- 
wing  retains  its  original  opening.  The  back  eleva- 
tion has  an  original  square-headed  doorway  at  the 
S.  end  of  the  '  screens,'  and  further  W.  is  an 
original  garde-robe  projection. 

Inside  the  building  the  original  hall  has  moulded 
ceiling-beams,  joists  and  wall-plates.  In  the  N. 
wall  is  an  original  fireplace  of  stone  with  moulded 
jambs  and  four-centred  arch  and  spandrels  carved 
with  foliage  and  blank  shields.  There  are  three 
original  oak  doorways  with  moulded  frames  and 
four-centred  arches  in  square  heads  ;  the  spandrels 
are  carved,  one  having  a  Tudor  rose  and  knot. 
The  staircase  (Plate,  p.  75)  is  of  c.  1600  and  has 
flat  balusters  with  raking  mouldings,  moulded  rail 
and  square  moulded  newels. 

The  Moat  is  fragmentary. 

Condition — Of  house,  good,  except  the  W.  wall. 

Monuments  (3-5). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 

Condition — Good. 

b  (3).  Old  England,  house,  nearly  1  m.  S.  of  the 
church,  is  of  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extend- 
ing towards  the  E.  and  S.  Inside  the  building  are 
some  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  joists. 
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Interior,  showing  N.  Arcade,  mid  13th-century,  and  Framing  of  Bell-turret,  15th-century. 
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"(4).  Farmhouse,  in  the  village,  about  1  m.  N. 
of  the  church,  has  an  original  central  chimney- 
stack  with  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 

"(5).  Clapgate,  house,  £  m.  W.  of  (4),  was  built 
c.  1700  and  has  a  modillioned  caves-cornice.  Inside 
the  building  is  an  original  staircase  with  turned 
balusters,  close  string  and  square  newels. 


55.  MAYLAND.     (F.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Ixiii.  N.W.) 

Mayland  is  a  small  parish  3|  m.  N.W.  of 
Burnham-on-Crouch . 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

Parish  Church  of  St.  Barnabas  was  entirely 
rebuilt  in  1866  about  300  yards  S.  of  the  old  site. 
It  contains  from  the  old  church  the  following  : — 

Fittings— Bell :  one,  by  Miles  Graye,  1662. 
Monument  and  Floor-slabs.  Monument  :  In  old 
churchyard — to  Robert  Craske,  1712,  Dorothy, 
his  wife,  and  three  children,  head-stone.  Floor- 
slabs  :  In  church — (1)  to  Reuben  Robinson,  1657  ; 
(2)  to  Thomas  Fowle,  1666.  Plate :  includes 
Elizabethan  cup  with  two  bands  of  incised 
ornament  and  cover-paten  dated  1568. 

Condition — Rebuilt. 


56.  MOUNTNESSING.     (B.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlix.  N.E.  Wlix.  S.E.  Mix.  S.W.) 

Mountnessing  is  a  parish  and  hamlet  3  m.  N.W. 
of  Billericay.  The  church  and  Thoby  Priory  are 
the  principal  monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

c(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Giles  stands  about 
1|  m.  S.E.  of  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  mixed 
rubble,  with  limestone  dressings  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  in  the  12th  century, 
but  the  only  definite  evidence  of  this  is  the  N.E. 
angle  which  has  quoins  of  Roman  brick.  About 
the  middle  of  the  13th  century  the  North  and 
South  Aisles  were  added.  In  the  15th  century 
the  timber  belfry  was  built  within  the  W.  end  of 
the  nave.  The  W.  end  of  the  nave  was  rebuilt 
in  brick  in  1653.  The  Chancel  was  rebuilt  late 
in  the  18th  or  early  in  the  19th  century,  and  the 
rest  of  the  church  largely  rebuilt,  using  the  old 
materials  in  1889,  when  the  South  Porch  was 
rebuilt  and  the  Organ- Chamber  added. 

The  timber-framed  belfry  is  interesting. 

Architectural  Description  —  The  Chancel  is 
modern,  but  the  chancel-arch  may  incorporate 
some  14th-century  work  retooled. 


The  Nave  (40  ft.  by  21  i  ft.)  has  a  mid  13th- 
century  N.  arcade  (Plate,  p.  91)  of  three  bays, 
partly  restored  and  reset,  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  round 
columns  have  moulded  bell-capitals,  the  eastern 
(Plate,  p.  161)  carved  with  'stiff-leaf  foliage  and 
a  head  ;  the  E.  respond  is  semi-octagonal  and 
has  a  moulded  capital  carved  with  'stiff-leaf 
foliage ;  the  W.  respond  is  modern.  The  S. 
arcade  is  generally  similar  to  the  N.  arcade, 
but  probably  of  a  slightly  later  date  ;  the  capital 
of  the  eastern  column  is  modern  and  that  of  the 
western  is  simply  moulded  ;  the  E.  respond  is 
semi-circular  and  has  a  semi-octagonal  moulded 
capital  of  15th-century  detail  ;  reset  below  it  is 
a  corbel  carved  with  the  half  figure  of  an  angel 
and  much  defaced ;  the  W.  respond  is  semi- 
octagonal  and  has  a  moulded  capital  ;  E.  of  the 
arcade  is  a  cutting  through  the  wall  containing 
steps  and  having  the  rebate  for  a  door  on  the  W. 
jamb.  The  W.  wall  is  of  red  brick  and  in  the  gable 
is  a  panel  with  a  moulded  sill,  broken  entablature 
and  high-pitched  pediment  ;  below  it  is  the  date 
1653  ;  the  W.  doorway  is  modern,  and  the  W. 
window,  probably  of  the  15th  century,  reset,  is  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head. 

The  North  Aisle  (8|  ft.  wide)  has  an  E.  window, 
all  modern  except  the  splays  and  rear-arch,  which 
are  possibly  of  the  14th  century.  In  the  N.  wall 
are  two  single-light  windows  with  trefoiled  heads  ; 
they  are  probably  of  the  13th  century,  but  much 
restored  and  reset  ;  between  them  is  the  13th  or 
early  14th-century  N.  doorway,  with  chamfered 
jambs  and  two-centred  head,  now  blocked.  In 
the  W.  wall  is  a  modern  window. 

The  South  Aisle  (9-|  ft.  wide)  has  been  mainly 
rebuilt  and  has  no  ancient  features. 

The  Belfry  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave  is  of  the 
15th  century  and  rests  on  heavy  oak  framing 
(Plates,  pp.  xxxviii-ix,  91),  with  four  main  posts, 
tie-beams  and  curved  braces  with  side  struts  across 
the  aisles  ;  the  main  braces  on  the  E.  side  form  a 
two-centred  arch  and  rest  on  attached  shafts  (that 
on  the  S.  modern)  with  moulded  capitals  ;  the 
N.  and  S.  sides  have  a  middle  post  and  a  second 
and  lower  tie-beam  with  curved  braces  and  trellis- 
framing  ;  there  is  also  a  lower  tie-beam  on  the 
W.  side  supported  on  two  intermediate  posts 
having  curved  braces  to  the  side  bays  ;  the  square 
weather-boarded  turret  rests  on  cross-beams  with 
curved  diagonal  braces. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  of  the  15th  century  and 
has  king-post  trusses  with  octagonal  king-posts, 
which  have  moulded  capitals  and  bases.  The 
pent-roof  of  the  N.  aisle  incorporates  some  old 
timbers. 

Fittings — Bell :  one  ;  not  accessible,  but  said 
to  be  by  Thomas  Bullisdon,  c.  1500,  and  inscribed 
"  Sancte  Jacobe  Ora  Pro  Nobis."  Brass :  In 
chancel — to    John    Peers,  1583,  inscription  only. 
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Chest :  In  nave — long  '  dug-out '  with  cambered 
lid  and  strap-hinges,  probably  13th-century  with 
later  ironwork.  Font :  octagonal  bowl,  each  face 
with  square  panel  enclosing  carvings  of  three  fishes, 
compass,  square  and  mallet,  a  formy  cross,  flowers 
and  foliage,  late  15th-century.  Monuments  and 
Floor-slabs.     Monuments  :   In  chancel — on  N.  wall 

(1)  to  Edmund  Pert  [1676],  white  marble  tablet 
with  achievement-of-arms.     In  nave — at  W.  end 

(2)  fragments  of  two  small  kneeling  figures  of  man 
and  woman,  from  former  monument  of  c.  1600.  In 
churchyard — E.  of  S.  aisle  (3)  to  Henry  Pert,  1671, 
flat  stone  ;  S.  of  S.  aisle  (4)  to  John  Bayley,  1702, 
flat  stone  ;  (5)  to  J.  B.,  1712,  head-stone.  Floor- 
slabs  :  In  chancel — (1)  to  Edmund  Pert,  1676, 
with  shield-of-arms  ;  (2)  to  Alexander  Prescott, 
1701,  with  shield-of-arms  ;  (3)  to  Alexander  Pres- 
cott, 17-9,  with  shield-of-arms ;  (4)  to  Mary, 
daughter  of  Francis  Woolmer,  17(00?);  (5)  to 
Thomas  Woolmer,  1707.  Panelling  :  In  N.  aisle 
— incorporated  in  modern  box,  with  jewelled  orna- 
ment and  carved  frieze  with  strap-work,  mid  17th- 
century.  Plate:  includes  cup  of  1564  with  band 
of  engraved  ornament,  and  stand-paten  of  1704 
with  the  arms  of  Prescott.  Miscellanea  :  In  nave 
— in  case,  large  rib-bone  possibly  of  whale. 

Condition — Good,  largely  rebuilt. 

Secular  : — 

Homestead  Moats. 
'(2).  At  Bacons,  1  m.  N.  of  the  church. 
6(3).  At  Woodlands,  2  m.  N.W.  of  the  church. 
c(4).  At  Arnold's  Farm,  1  m.  W.  of  the  church. 


c(5).  Mountnessing  Hall,  house  and  moat, 
W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  refaced  with  brick  ;    the  roofs 


are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  17th 
century,  but  has  been  very  much  altered.  At  the 
E.  end  of  the  building  is  an  original  chimney-stack 
with  grouped  shafts. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

"(6).  Thoby  Priory,  house  and  ruins,  nearly 
2  m.  N.W.  of  the  church.  The  Priory  was  founded 
for  Austin  Canons  sometime  before  the  middle  of 
the  12th  century.  It  was  suppressed  by  Wolsey 
in  1525.  The  ruins  of  the  church  (Plate,  p.  96) 
consist  only  of  the  S.  wall  of  the  presbytery  and 
the  arch  to  the  W.  of  it,  which  may  have  opened 
into  a  S.  transept  or  may  have  been  the  first  bay 
of  a  nave-arcade  ;  the  wall  extending  W.  from 
this  point  appears  to  consist  entirely  of  reused 
material  and  to  be  of  post-suppression  date. 
The  walls  are  of  rubble  and  brick,  with  lime- 
stone dressings.  The  remaining  arch  is  probably 
of  14th-century  date  and  is  two-centred  and 
of  two  moulded  orders  ;  the  lower  part  is 
blocked.  The  presbytery  was  apparently  rebuilt 
in  the  15th  century  and  has  a  diagonal  buttress 
at  the  S.E.  angle  and  a  15th-century  window 
in  the  S.  wall,  with  a  four-centred  arch,  a  brick 
rear-arch  and  a  moulded  label  ;  the  mullions,  etc., 
have  been  destroyed  and  the  sill  is  carried  down 
internally  to  form  a  sedile. 

The  House  is  of  two  storeys,  with  walls  of  brick 
or  rubble  plastered,  and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It 
was  evidently  formed  out  of  the  W.  range  of  the 
claustral  block,  but  the  walls  of  the  hall  are  the 
only  ones  which  appear  to  be  of  mediaeval  date  ; 
the  building  was  burnt  out  late  in  the  last  century 
and  the  existing  hall,  now  of  one  storey,  has  no 
ancient  structural  features  except  the  mid  16th- 
century  fireplace  in  the  E.  wall,  with  stop-moulded 
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jambs  and  four-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  with 
foliated  spandrels  ;  the  doorway  in  the  W.  wall 
has  a  four-centred  head  and  may  perhaps  be  old, 
but  is  covered  with  cement.  The  S.  block  of  the 
building  is  possibly  of  the  16th  century,  but  has 
no  ancient  features  except  the  fireplace  in  the 
S.  room,  which  is  generally  similar  to  that  in  the 
hall  and  has  foliage  and  blank  shields  in  the 
spandrels.  In  this  room  and  in  the  hall  is  a 
considerable  quantity  of  late  16th-century  panelling 
and  the  hall  fireplace  has  an  iron  fire-back  with 
the  royal  arms  and  the  date  and  initials  1635  C.R. 
Condition — Good;  a  wing  has  recently  been 
added  on  the  site  of  the  W.  part  of  the  nave. 

Monuments  (7-10). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  16th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 

6 (7).  George  and  Dragon  Inn,  on  N.W.  side  of 
the  main  road,  nearly  H  m.  W.N.W.  of  the  church, 
has  been  much  altered. 


6(8).  Drury's  Farm,  on  S.E.  side  of  the  main 
road,  nearly  opposite  (7),  is  built  on  a  modified 
H-shaped  plan  with  the  cross-wings  at  the  N.E. 
and  S.W.  ends.  It  has  been  refaced  with  modern 
brick  and  much  altered,  but  retains  an  original 
chimney-stack  with  three  grouped  diagonal 
shafts. 

c(9).  Wardroper's  Farm  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v), 
1,100  yards  E.  of  the  church,  is  built  on  a  modified 
L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.  and  E.  Except  the  E.  end,  which  appears 
to  be  an  addition  to  the  original  building,  the 
upper  storey  projects  along  the  whole  of  the  N. 
front  and  has  a  moulded  bressummer  supported 
by  curved  brackets.  Within  the  front  door  is  the 
three-centred  head  of  the  original  doorway. 

'(10).  Collage,  at  Padham's  Green,  1,100  yards 
N.N.W.  of  the  church,  is  timber-framed,  partly 
plastered  and  partly  weather-boarded  and  is  built 
on  a  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  to 
the  N.  and  W.  The  upper  storey  projects  on  the 
W.  front  of  the  S.  wing. 
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57.  MUCKING.     (C.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxxiv.  N.W.  Wlxxxiv.  N.E.) 

Mucking  is  a  parish  on  the  N.  bank  of  the 
Thames,  4  m.  N.E.  of  Tilbury.  The  church  is 
interesting. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  John  the  Baptist 
stands  near  the  N.E.  angle  of  the  parish.  The 
walls  are  of  ragstone-rubble,  with  some  flint  and 
brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs 
are  covered  with  tiles,  slate  and  lead.  The  S.  wall 
of  the  Nave  may  be  of  the  12th  century,  but  the 
earliest  remaining  detail  is  the  early  13th-century 
S.  arcade.  The  Chancel  was  probably  rebuilt  in 
the  same  century  with  a  N.  chapel.  The  chapel 
was  probably  destroyed  in  the  14th  century. 
In  the  15th  century  the  West  Tower  was  added 
and  the  South  Aisle  probably  rebuilt.  The 
South  Chapel  was  added  c.  1500.  The  church  has 
been  extensively  restored  in  modern  times,  the 
S.  chapel,  nave,  S.  aisle  and  W.  tower  being 
largely  rebuilt  about  1850. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (33|  ft. 
by  \A\  ft.)  has  a  late  15th-century  E.  window, 
partly  restored,  of  three  trefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  wall-arcade  of  three  bays  with  two- 
centred  arches  of  one  chamfered  order  ;  the  E. 
respond  is  plain,  but  the  W.  respond  and  the 
intermediate  pier  have  each  a  Purbeck  marble 
shaft  with  a  moulded  capital  of  varying  form, 
the  eastern  of  the  14th  century  and  the  western 
of  the  13th  century  ;  the  abacus  of  the  second 
capital  appears  on  the  outer  face  of  the  wall,  and, 
externally,  traces  of  two  arches  are  visible  ;  at  the 
back  of  the  first  column  there  is  a  straight  joint 
showing  externally  ;  these  features  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  two  western  bays  opened  into  a  N.  chapel 
which  was  destroyed  during  the  14th  century; 
each  bay  of  the  arcade  encloses  a  14th  or  a  reused 
13th-century  lancet-window.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a 
window  of  c.  1500  and  of  two  trefoiled  lights  in 
a  square  head  ;  further  W.  is  a  two-centred  arch- 
way of  the  same  date  and  of  two  hollow-chamfered 
orders  ;  the  responds  have  each  an  attached  shaft 
with  concave  faces  and  a  moulded  capital  and 
hollow-chamfered  base.  The  chancel-arch  is 
modern. 


The  South  Chapel  (22*  ft.  by  12f  ft.)  has  modern 
E.  and  S.  walls.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  two-centred 
arch  of  c.  1500,  partly  restored,  of  one  continuous 
chamfered  order. 

The  Nave  (36|  ft.  by  27£  ft.)  has  a  modern  N. 
wall  incorporating  some  old  material.  The  early 
13th-century  S.  arcade  is  of  two  bays  with  two- 
centred  arches  of  three  chamfered  orders  on  the 
N.  side  and  two  on  the  S.  ;  the  responds  are  plain 
and  partly  restored  and  the  circular  column  has 
a  moulded  base  and  capital  (Plate,  p.  161)  carved 
with  foliage,  heads  and  devices. 

The  South  Aisle  (7|  ft.  wide)  has  been  rebuilt 
with  some  reused  material.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a 
late  15th-century  window  of  two  cinquef oiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label. 

The  West  Tower  (14  ft.  square)  is  of  two  stages, 
the  upper  is  entirely  and  the  lower  partly  modern. 
In  the  S.  wall  the  doorway  incorporates  part  of 
the  moulded  head  and  jambs  of  a  15th-century 
doorway.  Below  the  W.  window  is  a  straight 
joint  probably  indicating  the  position  of  the  former 
window. 

Fittings— Bells  :  three  ;  1st  dated  1579  ;  2nd 
by  William  Land,  1632;  3rd  by  John  Hodson, 
1665.  Brass  Indents  :  In  S.  aisle — (1)  of  figures 
of  man,  wife,  two  groups  of  children,  shield  and 
inscription-plate,  15th-century.  As  threshold  to 
doorway  of  vicarage  garden — (2)  of  civilian,  wife, 
and  inscription-plate.  As  step  to  cottage,  S.  of 
churchyard — (3)  of  man  and  two  shields.  Font  : 
In  S.  aisle — disused  bowl  of  semi-octagonal  form 
with  chamfered  under  edge,  15th-century.  Monu- 
ment :  In  S.  chapel — of  Elizabeth,  wife  successively 
of  Eugeny  Gatton,  Thomas  Gill,  Dense  Hartridge 
and  Frauncis  Downes,  1607,  alabaster  wall-monu- 
ment with  kneeling  figure  at  prayer-desk,  side 
pilasters,  cresting  and  three  shields  -  of  -  arms. 
Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  two-centred  head  and 
two  round  drains,  13th-century.  Plate  :  in- 
cludes 17th-century  cup  with  lower  half  of  stem 
modern.  Sedilia  :  In  chancel — three  bays  with 
chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  heads,  13th- 
century.  Miscellanea :  In  churchyard  and  vicarage 
garden,  various  worked  and  moulded  stones. 

Condition — Good,  but  much  ivy  on  building. 

Monuments  (2-7). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the 
buildings  have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed 
ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good,  or  fairly  good. 

b (2).  Crown  Inn,  now  a  farmhouse,  200  yards 
S.E.  of  the  church,  has  been  very  extensively 
altered.  It  has  an  early  17th-century  chimney- 
stack  with  three  diagonal  shafts,  now  partly 
covered  by  the  roof.

6(3).  House,  now  tenements,  250  yards  S.S.K. 
of  (2),  was  built  probably  late  in  the  15th  or  early 
in  the  16th  century  with  a  central  hall  and  N.  and 
S.  cross-wings.  The  N.  cross-wing  has  been  partly 
rebuilt  and  the  roof  of  the  central  block  has  been 
continued  over  it.  The  upper  storey  of  the  S. 
wing  projects  on  the  W.  front  and  is  carried  on 
curved  brackets.  Inside  the  building,  the  roof 
over  the  S.  wing  is  of  two  bays  with  an  original 
king-post  truss. 

"(4).  Gobions,  house,  nearly  1£  m.  S.  of  the 
church,  is  a  long  rectangular  building,  much 
altered  and  having  a  small  modern  addition  at 
the  back.  Inside  the  building  is  a  door  of  moulded 
battens. 

"(5).  George  and  Dragon  Inn,  on  N.E.  side  of 
road,  about  1£  m.  S.S.W.  of  the  church,  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  century,  but  has  been  added 
to  and  considerably  altered.  There  is  an  original 
chimney-stack  with  two  diagonal  shafts.  Inside 
the  building  some  of  the  timber-construction  is 
exposed. 

"(6).  Sutton's  Farm,  cottage,  on  N.W.  side  of 
road,  about  1  m.  S.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics.  It  is  of  the  central-chimney 
type  and  has  an  addition  at  the  back. 

"(7).  Walton's  Hall,  house,  240  yards  N.E.  of  (6), 
is  possibly  of  early  18th-century  date,  but  has  been 
much  altered. 


58.  MUNDON.     (F.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  WHv.  S.E.  Wlxii.  N.E.) 

Mundon  is  a  parish  3  m.  S.S.E.  of  Maldon. 
The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands 
towards  the  S.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  of 
the  nave  are  of  plastered  rubble,  those  of  the 
chancel  of  red  brick  ;  the  belfry  and  porch  are 
of  timber  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  is  of 
uncertain  date,  the  earliest  existing  detail  being 
of  the  14th  century.  The  timber  Belfry  and 
North  Porch  were  added  early  in  the  16th  century, 
and  about  the  same  time  a  small  chapel,  now 
destroyed,  was  added  S.E.  of  the  nave.  The 
Chancel  was  rebuilt  above  the  plinth  early  in  the 
18th  century.  The  church  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times. 

The  timber  belfry  and  N.  porch  are  of  interest. 


Architectural  Description — The   Chancel  (20  ft. 
by  16  ft.)  has  an  early  18th-century  E.  window  of 


three  lights  with  a  solid  oak  frame.  In  the  N. 
wall  is  a  similar  window  of  two  lights  and  a 
segmental-headed  doorway. 

The  Nave  (38  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  14th-century  window  of  two  roughly  pointed 
lights  with  a  plain  spandrel  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;  further  W.  is  the  late 
14th-century  N.  doorway,  with  double  hollow- 
chamfered  jambs  and  segmental-pointed  arch  with 
a  moulded  label  and  head-stops  ;  the  jambs,  arch 
and  label  are  carved  with  rosettes  and  square 
flowers  ;  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is  of  modern  brick. 
At  the  E.  end  of  the  S.  wall  is  an  early  16th- 
century  archway,  now  blocked,  but  formerly 
opening  into  a  chapel  ;  it  is  four-centred  and  the 
surrounding  wall  is  of  red  brick  ;  above  it  is  a 
modern  window  ;  further  W.  is  an  early  16th- 
century  window  of  two  four-centred  lights  in  a 
four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  the  S. 
doorway  is  of  the  18th  century.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  an  early  16th-century  four-centred  archway  of 
brick  ;  above  it  is  an  opening  with  a  segmental- 
pointed  head. 

The  Belfry  is  of  early  16th-century  date  and 
timber-framed  ;  it  has  four  posts  in  the  middle 
forming  a  square,  and  round  it  is  a  semi-octagonal 
aisle  with  a  pent-roof ;  the  bell-chamber  is 
weather-boarded. 

The  North  Porch  (Plate,  p.  xxxix)  is  of  early  16th- 
century  date  and  timber-framed  ;  the  outer  arch- 
way has  a  flat  four-centred  head  with  spandrels 
carved  with  twisted-leaf  ornament  ;  the  gable  has 
moulded  barge-boards  and  a  carved  and  moulded 
tie-beam  ;  beneath  it  is  a  straining-beam  of  flat 
four-centred  form  and  with  carved  spandrels 
similar  to  those  of  the  archway ;  the  straining- 
beam  springs  from  moulded  pendants  and  there  is 
a  square  pendant  at  the  apex  of  the  gable  ;  the 
close  filling  of  the  gable  and  lower  parts  of  the  side 
walls  have  moulded  muntins.  The  sides  of  the 
porch  are  divided  into  lights  by  moulded  mullions. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  probably  of  the  15th 
century  and  has  plain  tie-beams  and  central 
purlin  ;  one  of  the  king-posts  is  octagonal  and 
the  other  two  square  and  probably  of  17th-century 
or  later  date.  The  early  16th-century  roof  of  the 
porch  has  moulded  rafters  and  tie-beams. 

Fittings — Bell :  one,  probably  by  John  Lang- 
home,  c.  1400,  and  inscribed  "  Vincentius  Reboat 
Ut  Cunta  Noxia  Tollat."  Brass  Indent :  In  N. 
porch — of  figures  of  man  and  two  wives,  inscrip- 
tion-plate and  two  groups  of  children,  early 
16th-century.  Coffin-lid:  In  church-yard — frag- 
ment with  hollow-chamfered  edge  and  foliated 
cross,  13th-century.  Door :  On  modern  N.  door 
— one  15th  or  16th-century  strap-hinge  and  a 
later  foiled  scutcheon-plate.  Font :  square  bowl 
with  angles  cutoff,  circular  stem  with  four  small 
octagonal  shafts  having  square  moulded  capitals 
and  bases,  c,  1200,  much  repaired.      Monument : 
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In  churchyard — S.  side,  to  Richard  Eve,  1712, 
head-stone.  Plate :  includes  Jacobean,  or  later, 
cup  with  Greek  and  Latin  inscriptions,  stem 
possibly  of  pre-Reformation  date.  Miscellanea  : 
In  churchyard — fragments  of  window- jambs  and 
tracery. 

Condition — Fairty  good. 

Secular  : — 

a(2).  Moated  Site  enclosing  the  church,  Hall, 
etc.   and  now  incomplete. 

6(3).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Limbourne  Park 
Farm,  J  m.  S.W.  of  the  church. 

"(4).  Barn  at  Mundon  Hah,  130  yards  N.  of  the 
church,  is  probably  of  the  17th  century,  timber- 
framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are 
thatched.     It  is  of  eight  bays  with  an  aisle. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

a(5).  White  House  Farm,  house,  1,100  yards 
N.N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  partly  plastered  and  partly  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the 
16th  century  and  has  an  original  chimney-stack 
at  the  E.  end  with  a  moulded  base  to  the  shaft. 
Inside  the  building  are  original  moulded  ceiling- 
beams  and  joists. 

Condition — Poor. 

Unclassified : — 

"(6).  Red  Hill,  W.  of  Pickworth's  Farm,  1J  m. 
E.N.E.  of  the  church. 


59.  NEVENDON.     (D.c.) 

(O.S.   6  in.     Wlxviii.  S.E.    Wlxix.  S.W.) 

Nevendon  is  a  parish  4  m.  S.E.  of  Billericay. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Peter  stands  in  the 
middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone- 
rubble  mixed  with  tile  in  the  chancel  and  with 
dressings  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The 
Chancel  was  built  in  the  13th  century,  the  nave 
at  that  time  being  probably  of  timber,  as  the  stone 
W.  quoins  of  the  chancel  are  preserved.  The 
Nave  was  rebuilt  in  stone  in  the  14th  century. 
The  bell-turret  is  of  the  17th  century  or  earlier. 
The  church  has  been  restored  in  modern  times, 
when  the  walls  were  repointed  and  the  South 
Vestry  added. 


Architectural  Description- — The  Chancel  (23£  ft. 
by  18  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except  for 
some  reused  stones  in  the  splays.     In  the  N.  wall 


are  two  13th-century  lancet- windows,  modem 
externally  ;  close  to  the  W.  end  of  the  wall  is  a 
straight  joint  formed  by  the  N.W.  quoins  of  the 
chancel.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  13th-century 
lancet-windows,  the  eastern  modern  externally ; 
between  them  is  a  modern  opening.  There  is  a 
straight  joint  about  1|  ft.  E.  of  the  junction  with 
the  nave,  similar  to  that  in  the  N.  wall. 

The  Nave  (30  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall  a 
modern  window  ;  further  W.  is  the  late  14th- 
century  N.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs,  two- 
centred  arch  and  label  with  defaced  head-stops. 
In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window  and  a  doorway  similar  to 
those  in  the  N.  wall,  but  the  doorway  has  no  label. 
In  the  W.  wall  is  a  modern  window. 

The  Roofs  of  the  chancel  and  nave  are  of  the 
15th  century  with  four  king-post  trusses  with 
octagonal  king-posts  ;  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave 
is  the  framing  supporting  the  bell-turret. 

Fittings — Monument  and  Floor-slab — Monu- 
ment :  In  churchyard — to  Thomas  Blackmore, 
1679,  and  to  Elizabeth,  1690,  and  Ann,  1677,  his 
daughters,  table-tomb.  Floor-slab  :  In  chancel — 
to  Thomas  Hervey,  rector  of  the  parish,  1712. 
Piscina  :  In  nave — in  S.  wall,  with  cinquefoiled 
head  and  sexfoiled  drain,  15th-century.  Recess  : 
In  chancel — in  N.  wall,  extending  to  floor  and 
with  rebated  jambs  and  segmental  head,  date 
uncertain.  Stoup  :  In  nave- — E.  of  N.  doorway — 
rough  recess  covered  with  modern  cement. 

Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

a(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Cranes,  nearly  \  m. 
S.W.  of  the  church. 

6(3).  Fore  Riders,  house  and  moat,  500  yards 
N.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  house  is  of  two 
storeys  ;  the  walls  are  of  timber-framing  partly 
plastered  and  partly  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th 
century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  N.  and  W.  The  upper 
storey  projected  at  the  S.  end  of  the  W.  front 
and  is  carried  on  a  moulded  bressummer  with 
curved  brackets. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

6 (4).  Great Bromfords,  house  (Plate,  pp. xxxiv-v) 
and  moat,  nearly  £  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church. 
The  House  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in 
the  15th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the 
wings  extending  towards  the  S.  and  E.  In  the 
17th  century  an  addition  was  made  on  the  N. 
side  of  the  E.  wing,  and  there  is  a  modern 
extension  at  the  N.W.  corner.  The  upper  storey 
projects  on  the  S.  front  of  both  wings  and  on  the 
E.  side  of  the  E.  wing  ;  at  the  S.E.  corner  of  the 
E.  wing  is  an  exposed  wall-post  with  a  moulded

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cap.  The  base  of  one  of  the  chimney-stacks  is 
of  thin  bricks.  Inside  the  building  the  ceiling- 
beams  in  the  rooms  of  the  original  house  are 
exposed  and  the  principal  beams  arc  supported 
on  curved .  brackets. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

*(5).  Little  Bromfords,  house  (Plate, 
pp.  xxxiv-v)  and  moat,  150  yards  N.N.E.  of 
(4).  The  House  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics, 
timber-framed  and  plastered ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  It  was  built  probably  late  in  the  16th 
century  on  a  modified  L-shaped  plan  with 
the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.  and  E. 
and  a  small  projecting  bay  (possibly  originally 
a  porch)  extending  westward  at  the  S.  end  of  the 
W.  wing ;  there  is  a  modern  addition  on  the  N. 
The  gables  to  the  E.  wing  and  at  the  W.  end  of  the 
S.  front  have  moulded  barge-boards,  as  has  also  the 
W.  projecting  bay  ;  the  upper  storey  of  the  latter 
projects  on  both  sides  and  has  moulded  bres- 
summers  supported  on  elaborately  shaped  brackets. 
In  the  upper  storey  is  an  original  window  of  two 
lights  with  a  moulded  mullion.  The  main  chimney- 
stack  is  original  and  of  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  some  of  the  timber-construction 
and  ceiling-beams  are  exposed.  One  of  the  rooms 
on  the  ground-floor  has  two  original  doors  divided 
into  small  panels  by  moulded  rails  and  muntins, 
and  there  is  a  similar  door  on  the  first  floor  made  up 
of  old  material.  In  one  of  the  ground-floor  fire- 
places is  a  fireback  with  the  initials  E.M.  and  the 
date  1641,  brought  from  elsewhere.  The  roof  is  of 
collar-beam  construction. 

The  Moat  surrounds  the  house  and  garden  but 
is  partly  filled  in. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

(6).  Frampton's  Farm,  house,  200  yards  E.N.E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  pro- 
bably in  the  16th  century  with  a  gabled  cross- 
wing  at  the  E.  end  which  has  the  upper  storey 
projecting  on  both  the  N.  and  S.  fronts.  Inside 
the  building  the  W.  room  on  the  ground-floor  has 
exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition— Good. 


60.   NORTH   BENFLEET.     (D.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxix.  S.W.) 

North  Benfleet  is  a  small  parish  8  m.  W.N.W.  of 
Southend-on-Sea. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  stands  at 
the  S.  end  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  rag- 
stone-rubble  with  some  flint  and  brickwork  ;    the 


dressings  are  of  Reigate  stone  and  brick  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  early  in  the  13th 
century,  but  except  for  the  W.  bay  it  was  largely 
reconstructed  in  the  17th  century.  Early  in  the 
16th  century  the  North  Porch  was  added  and  a 
bell-turret  built.  The  church  has  been  restored 
in  modern  times,  when  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt 
and  the  Organ  Chamber  and  West  Tower  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  is 
modern,  but  incorporates  the  14th-century  moulded 
splays  and  rear-arch  of  the  E.  window  and  an  early 
16th-century  brick  window  in  the  N.  wall  of  two 
trefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label. 

The  Nave  (41 J  ft.  by  21  ft.)  has  been  largely 
refaced  both  internally  and  externally  except  for 
the  W.  bay.  In  the  N.  wall  are  four  modern 
windows  and  a  modern  doorway.  In  the  S.  wall 
are  four  windows,  all  modern  externally  but  with 
17th-century  brick  splays  and  rear-arches,  except 
the  westernmost  which  is  plastered  internally ;  the 
internal  wall-face  is  of  17th-century  white  brick 
except  the  W.  bay.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  modem 
doorway,  and  above  it  a  window  of  c.  1200  and 
of  one  round-headed  light.  At  the  W.  end  of  the 
nave  is  the  timber  framework  (Plate,  pp.  xxxviii-ix) 
of  the  former  bell-turret  ;  it  has  four  main  and 
four  subsidiary  posts  and  heavy  curved  braces. 

The  North  Porch  has  been  partly  reconstructed. 
The  early  16th-century  outer  archway  has  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  head.  The  side  walls 
have  each  a  modern  window. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two  ;  both  by  Robert  Burford, 
early  15th-century,  and  inscribed  "  San  eta  Katerina 
Ora  Pro  Nobis."  Chest :  with  moulded  and 
panelled  lid,  front  and  ends,  early  17th-century. 
Font :  square  bowl,  each  face  with  six  shallow 
pointed  panels,  square  base  with  seating  for  stem 
and  four  shafts  at  the  angles,  early  13th-century, 
stem  modern.  Monument :  In  churchyard — N. 
side,  to  Mary  Smith,  1711,  head-stone.  Piscina: 
In  chancel — recess  with  trefoiled  head,  15th- 
century,  much  restored,  set  in  it  a  shaft  with 
13th-century  moulded  capital,  forming  drain,  and 
base.  Plate :  includes  cup  of  1564  and  cover- 
paten,  the  former  with  a  band  of  engraved 
ornament. 

Condition — Poor,  cracks  in  walls  and  buttresses 
falling  away. 
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Secular  : — 

Homestead  Moats. 

(2).  At  Coldblows,  600  yards  W.  of  the  church. 

(3).  At  Smith's  Farm,  700  yards  N.W.  of  the 
church. 

(4).  At  Bradfield's  Farm,  1,000  yards  N.W.  of 
the  church. 


(5).  North  Benfleet  Hall,  house  and  moat, 
N.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys 
with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  of  plastered  timber- 
framing  and  brickwork,  and  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  is  H-shaped  on  plan  with  a  staircase  block  in 
the  W.  angle  on  the  N.  side.  The  E.  wing  is 
of  15th-century  date,  but  the  middle  block 
and  W.  wing  were  built  or  rebuilt  in  the 
16th  century.  Considerable  alterations  were  made 
in  the  17th  century,  when  a  cellar  was  formed 
under  the  E.  wing,  and  modern  alterations  include 
the  rebuilding  of  the  roofs  of  the  W.  wing  and 
middle  block.  Both  ends  of  the  cross-wings  have 
been  refaced  with  modern  brickwork,  and  the 
projecting  upper  storey  at  the  S.  end  of  the  E. 
wing  has  been  underbuilt.  On  the  S.  front  the 
wall  of  the  middle  block  has  a  projecting  gable  at 
either  end,  carried  on  a  moulded  bressummer 
at  the  eaves-level,  with  moulded  brackets  below. 
The  entrance  door  has  big  strap-hinges  with  foliated 
ends,  and  over  it  is  a  blocked  two-light  window 
with  moulded  jambs  and  mullions.  On  the  upper 
floor  of  the  E.  front  of  the  E.  wing  is  a  blocked 
17th-century  window,  and  in  the  W.  wall  of  this 
wing  is  a  blocked  window  of  five  lights  with 
diamond-shaped  mullions.  On  the  N.  front,  over 
the  entrance  doorway  is  a  blocked  two -light 
window,  and  there  is  a  similar  window  of  five  lights 
to  the  staircase  ;  there  are  also  blocked  windows 
to  each  floor  of  the  E.  wing.  The  two  principal 
chimney-stacks  are  of  17th-century  date.  Inside 
the  building  the  ground-floor  rooms  have  exposed 
ceiling-beams  and  the  timber -framing  in  the  walls 
of  the  passage  on  the  N.  side  of  the  central  block 
and  the  main  staircase  is  also  exposed.  There  is 
a  17th-century  door  adjoining  the  N.  entrance 
witli  moulded  styles  and  strap-hinges.  The  stair- 
case has  a  moulded  handrail  and  square  newel-post 
with  shaped  top  of  c.  1600.  The  bays  of  the  roof 
over  the  E.  wing  are  original,  and  the  main  truss 
lias  a  cambered  tie-beam  with  curved  braces  below 
forming  a  four-centred  arch  and  a  king-post  with 
curved  two-way  struts  to  the  central  purlin.  The 
roof  over  the  central  block  is  modern  but  retains 
one  old  cambered  tie-beam. 

The  Moat  is  incomplete. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

(6).  Great  Fanton  Hall,  house,  (Plate,  p.  57) 
about  1  m.  N.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys 
with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  of  timber-framing, 
partly  plastered  and  partly  weather-boarded ;  the 


roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  early  in  the  17th 
century  and  repaired  and  altered  c.  1787  ;  there 
are  modern  additions  on  the  N.  and  W.  On  the 
plastered  E.  front  are  the  initials  W.R.  and 
the  date  1787.  The  central  chimney-stack  is 
original  and  of  six  grouped  octagonal  shafts  on 
a  rectangular  base.  Inside  the  building  some  of 
the  timber  -  construction  and  ceiling  -  beams  are 
exposed. 

Condition — Good. 


61.  NORTH   FAMBRIDGE.     (E.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxii.  S.W.) 

North  Fambridge  is  a  parish  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Crouch,  6£  m.  S.  of  Maldon. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  Holy  Trinity  stands 
near  the  middle  of  the  parish.  It  was  entirely 
rebuilt  in  the  first  half  of  the  18th  century  in  red 
brick,  with  round-headed  windows.  It  contains 
from  the  old  church  the  following  : — 

Fittings—  Brasses  :  (1)  of  William  Osborne, 
1590,  and  Annes  (Walker)  his  wife,  figures  of  man 
and  woman,  with  head  missing,  eight  sons  and 
eight  daughters  ;  (2)  to  Ann,  wife  of  above,  1607, 
inscription  only.  Font :  octagonal  bowl,  faces 
carved  with  roses  or  shields,  15th-century  ;  square 
base  with  socket  for  four  angle-shafts,  probably 
late  12th-century. 

Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

(2).  North  Fambridge  Hall,  E.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered,  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th 
century  with  cross-wings  at  the  E.  and  W.  ends, 
but  has  been  very  extensively  altered. 

Con  dition — Good. 


62.   NORTH   OCKENDON.     (B.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxv.  S.W.  Wlxxv.  S.E.) 

North  Ockendon  is  a  parish  5|  m.  S.E.  of  Rom- 
ford.    The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

fc(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene 
stands  about  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls 
are  of  ragstone  and  flint-rubble  with  dressings  of 
Reigate  stone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave 
and  Chancel  are  probably  of  c.  1170,  the  W.  bay 
of  the  N.  arcade  being  of  the  same  date  or  shortly 
after.  About  1240  the  North  Aisle  and  the  three 
E.  bays  of  the  N.  arcade  were  built  or  rebuilt ; 
the  aisle  may  have  been  again  rebuilt  late  in  the 
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14th  century.  About  1300  the  North  Chapel  with 
its  arcade  was  built.  Early  in  the  15th  century 
the  E.  bay  of  the  N.  arcade,  and  later  in  the 
same  century  the  chancel  arch,  were  rebuilt  and 
the  West  Tower  added.  The  church  has  been 
drastically  restored  in  modern  times,  when  the 
North  Vestry  and  South  Porch  were  added. 

The  S.  doorway  is  a  curious  example  of  12th- 
century  work,  and  among  the  fittings  the  Poyntz 
monuments  and  the  stained  glass  are  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (22|  ft. 
by  13  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window.  In  the  N. 
wall  is  an  arcade  of  c.  1300  and  of  two  bays  with 
segmental-pointed  arches  of  two  chamfered  orders, 
probably  rebuilt  subsequently  ;  the  column  is  of 
quatrefoiled  plan  with  a  moulded  capital  carved 
with  vine  and  oak  ornament,  etc.,  and  a  moulded 
base  ;  the  E.  respond  has  an  attached  shaft  with  a 
moulded  base  and  capital  carved  with  oak  ornament ; 
the  W.  respond  has  an  attached  half-column,  but 
without  carving ;  it  was  probably  rebuilt  when  the 
chancel  was  altered.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  modern 
windows.  The  late  15th-century  chancel-arch  is 
two-centred  and  of  two  moulded  orders,  the  outer 
continuous  and  the  inner  resting  on  attached 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 

The  North  Chapel  (22  ft.  by  14  ft.)  has  an  E. 
window,  modern  except  for  some  stones  in  the 
splays.     In  the  N.  wall  is  a  modern  doorway. 

The  Nave  (41J  ft.  by  18  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade  of 
four  bays  ;  the  three  eastern  bays  are  of  c.  1240 
with  two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ; 
the  easternmost  bay  was  rebuilt  in  the  15th  century 
and  the  first  column  is  of  this  date  ;  it  is  octagonal 
and  has  a  moulded  capital  and  base  ;  the  second 
column  is  of  the  13th  century  and  cylindrical  with 
moulded  capital  and  hold-water  base  ;  the  W. 
respond  of  the  third  bay  has  an  attached  half- 
column  of  the  same  date  ;    further  W.  is  a  late 


12th-century  arch,  two-centred  and  of  one  plain 
chamfered  order.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows, 
the  easternmost  and  westernmost  are  modern  ;  the 
middle  window  is  of  mid  15th-century  date, 
restored  externally  and  of  three  trefoiled  ogee 
lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  four-centred  head  ; 
further  W.  is  the  late  12th-century  S.  doorway  with 
a  round  arch,  very  much  stilted,  of  three  orders, 
the  innermost  moulded  and  the  outer  two  carved 
with  cheveron  and  billet-ornament  respectively  ; 
the  jambs  are  of  four  orders,  one  of  which  has  a 
round  shaft  with  scalloped  or  foliated  capital  and 
much  restored  bases  with  spurs  ;  the  abaci  are 
moulded  and  continued  round  the  three  outer 
orders  ;  the  inner  order  has  a  later  segmental- 
pointed  arch  supporting  the  plain  tympanum. 

The  North  Aisle  (11  \  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  window  all  modern  except  the  splays  and  rear- 
arch,  which  are  probably  of  late  14th-century  date  ; 
further  W.  is  the  N.  doorway,  with  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch  of  two  chamfered  orders  with  a 
moulded  label  ;  it  contains  much  modern  stone- 
work, but  is  probably  of  late  14th-century  date. 
In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  all  modern  except  the 
late  14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch. 

The  West  Tower  (13  ft.  by  11 J  ft.)  is  of  late 
15th-century  date  and  of  three  stages  with  an 
embattled  parapet  (Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii) .  The  two- 
centred  tower-arch  is  of  two  hollow-chamfered 
orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the  inner  resting 
on  attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 
The  W.  window  is  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
tracery  in  a  four-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage 
have  each  a  window  of  one  four-centred  light. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label,  that  of  the  N.  window  being  of 
brick. 
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The  Roof  of  the  N.  chapel  is  of  the  15th  century 
and  of  trussed-rafter  type  with  one  tie-beam.  The 
late  15th-century  roof  of  the  nave  is  of  four  bays 
with  plain  king-post  trusses.  The  roof  of  the  N. 
aisle  is  of  similar  date  and  construction  to  that  of 
the  nave. 

Fittings— Bells  :  five  ;  1st,  2nd,  4th  and  5th 
by  Miles  Graye,  1621  ;  3rd  by  Philip  Wightman, 
1695.  Brasses  and  Indents — Brasses  :  In  N. 
chapel — on  S.  wall  (1)  (Plate,  p.  25)  of  Thomasyn 
(Axdall)  wife  of  Roger  Badby  and  widow  of  Robert 
Latham,  15[32],  figure  of  woman  in  pedimental 
head-dress,  three  shields-of-arms — -(a)  a  chief 
indented  charged  with  three  roundels  and  a  border 
gobony  ermine  and  .  .  .  a  molet  for  difference 
for  Lathom  ;  (b)  Lathom  impaling  argent  a  cheveron 
between  three  stars  for  Ardall  ;  (c)  Lathom  without 
the  difference  ;  (2)  (Plate,  p.  25)  of  William  Poyntz 
(date  not  shown)  and  Elizabeth  (Shaa)  his  wife, 
1502,  figures  of  man  in  armour  and  wife,  groups  of 
six  sons  and  six  daughters  and  three  shields- 
of-arms  all — -barry  of  eight  in  chief  a  molet  for 
Poyntz  impaling  a  cheveron  between  three  lozenges 
ermine  for  Shaa ;  (3)  to  John  Poyntz,  1547, 
inscription  and  four  shields-of-arms,  two  Poyntz 
and  two  Poyntz  impaling  gyronny  four  martlets 
counter  -  coloured  for  Sibles.  Indents  :  In  N. 
chapel — said  to  be  covered  by  seating,  (1)  to 
William  Baudwin,  1316,  marginal  inscription  in 
separate  capitals  ;  position  uncertain,  perhaps  lost, 
(2)  to  Johan  Bauchon,  1323,  (3)  various  broken 
fragments.  Chest :  In  N.  aisle — with  moulded 
styles  and  panelled  lid,  inlaid  front  with  initials 
and  date  W.P.,  M.P.,  1557.  Glass  :  In  N.  chapel 
— in  E.  window  (Plate,  p.  104),  figure  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalene  with  pot  in  hand,  15th-century,  much 
repaired  ;  figure  of  crowned  female  saint  (Plate, 
pp.  xliv-v),  with  staff-cross  and  book  (probably  St. 
Helen),  late  13th-century  ;  three  elaborate  taber- 
nacled niches  with  spired  canopies  and  crocheted 
gables,  early  14th-century,  fragments  including 
leopards'  heads,  etc.,  the  whole  partly  repaired  and 
made  up  with  modern  glass.  In  W.  window  of 
tower — seven  14th-century  shields-of-arms,  Clare, 
Warenne,  England,  Old  France,  Poyntz  (Plate, 
pp.  xliv-v),  Bohun  of  Hereford,  and  Beauchamp 
(Plate,  pp.  xliv-v),  also  an  achievement  of  the 
quartered  arms  of  Poyntz,  dated  1603  (Plate, 
pp.  xliv-v),  and  some  portions  of  borders.  Monu- 
ments and  Floor-slabs. — Monuments  :  In  N.  chapel 
— beginning  on  the  N.  wall  and  continuing  along 
the  E.  wall  are  a  series  of  eight  small  monuments 
(Plate,  p.  110)  erected  by  Gabriel  Poyntz  in  1606 
to  himself,  his  son  and  his  six  direct  ancestors, 
each  monument  consists  of  a  kneeling  figure  of 
a  man  in  armour  and  his  wife,  in  a  recess, 
flanked  by  pilasters  of  various  designs  and  support- 
ing a  cornice  with  achievement  and  two  shields-of- 
arms,  a  curious  attempt  has  been  made  to  make  the 
costumes  of  the  ancestors  archaeologically  correct ; 


the  following  are  thus  commemorated  (1)  Thomas 
Pointz,  1597,  and  Jane  (Pybrian)  his  wife  ;  (2) 
Gabriel  Pointz  and  Audrey  (Cutts)  his  wife, 
erected  1606  ;  (3)  Thomas  Pointz,  1562,  and  Ann 
(van  Calva)  his  wife  ;  (4)  John  Poinz,  elder  brother 
of  (3)  and  Anne  (Sibles)  his  wife  ;  (5)  William 
Poinz,  temp.  Henry  VII,  and  Elizabeth  (Shaw)  his 
wife  ;  (6)  John  Poinz,  temp.  Henry  VI,  and 
Matilda  (Pertte)  his  wife  ;  (7)  John  Pointz,  temp. 
Henry  IV,  and  Allionora  (Dancote)  his  wife  ; 
(8)  Pointz  Fitz  Pointz,  temp.  Edward  III,  and 
Allionora  (Bawdin)  his  wife.  The  other  monu- 
ments are  as  follows — On  N.  wall  of  N.  chapel 
(Plate,  p.  110),  (9)  of  Catherine  (Pointz)  wife  of 
John  Maurice,  early  17th-century,  alabaster  and 
marble  wall-monument  with  kneeling  figure  of 
man  in  armour  and  wife,  side-pilasters,  entabla- 
ture and  achievement-of-arms  ;  (10)  of  Sir  James 
Poyntz,  alias  Morice,  1623,  and  Richard  his  son, 
1643,  alabaster  and  marble  wall-monument  with 
kneeling  figures  of  two  men,  one  in  armour, 
Corinthian  side-columns,  entablature  and  achieve- 
ment-of-arms ;  (11)  of  Sir  Thomas  Poyntz,  alias 
Littleton,  Bart.,  1709,  white  marble  monument 
(Plate,  p.  100)  with  bust,  composite  side-columns, 
segmental  pediment,  cherubs  and  an  achieve- 
ment-of-arms ;  (12)  to  Audrey  Poyntz,  1594, 
wooden  panel  painted  with  strap-work  and 
gilt;  (13)  of  Sir  Gabriel  Poyntz,  1607,  and 
Audrey  (Cutts)  his  wife,  1594,  marble  altar- 
tomb  (Plate,  p.  100)  with  recumbent  effigies 
(Plate,  p.  101)  of  man  in  armour  and  wife,  panelled- 
marble  backing  against  Wall  with  achievement 
and  six  shields-of-arms  and  above  it  a  large 
oak  canopy  in  the  form  of  a  tester  with  cornice 
and  five  pendants,  soffit  painted  with  clouds,  sun, 
moon  and  stars.  In  churchyard — S.  side  (14)  to 
John  Cowland,  Sarah  his  wife.  Susannah  Cowland 
and  John  Cowland,  erected  by  Sarah  Cowland, 
1712,  low  table-tomb  ;  (15)  to  Matthias  Fox,  1714, 
head-stone  ;  (16)  to  Matthias  Fox,  1700,  head- 
stone. Floor-slabs  :  In  N.  Chapel — (1)  to  Sir 
Thomas  Poyntz,  alias  Littleton,  Bart.,  1709-10; 
(2)  to  Anne,  widow  of  above  (1),  1714.  Piscina  : 
In  chancel — with  moulded  jambs  and  double 
two-centred  head,  corbelled  back  in  the  middle, 
late  13th-century.  Plate  (Plate,  p.  xliv)  :  includes 
cup  and  cover- paten  of  1561,  cup  of  1646,  dated 
1643,  and  stand-paten  of  the  same  date.  Pulpit  : 
(Plate,  p.  4)  hexagonal  of  three  stages,  top  stage 
panelled  and  carved  with  flowers  and  foliage, 
middle  stage  with  irregular  panelling,  mid  17th- 
century,  bottom  stage  modern.  Staircase  :  to  first 
floor  of  tower — with  solid  treads  and  chamfered 
runners,  15th-century. 
Con  dition — Good . 

Secular  : — 

b{2).  North  Ockendon  Hall,  house,  outbuilding 
and  moat  S.  of  the  church.     The  House  is  of  two 
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storeys  with  attics  and  cellars  ;  the  walls  are  of 
brick  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  L-shapcd  block  at 
the  W.  end  is  of  the  16th  century,  but  the  upper 
part  of  its  S.  wing  was  rebuilt  c.  1700.  The  E. 
block  is  modern.  Inside  the  building  the  cellar 
has  an  original  moulded  ceiling-beam  and  a  wide 
open  fireplace.  There  is  some  early  17th-century 
panelling  in  the  attics. 

The  Outbuilding,  N.E.  of  the  house,  is  of  the  16th 
century  and  has  brick  walls.  The  E.  wall  has  two 
original  windows  with  chamfered  jambs  and  four- 
centred  heads  and  some  black  brick  diapering. 
Inside  the  building  are  chamfered  ceiling-beams 
and  exposed  timber-framing.  The  adjoining  gar- 
den has  16th-century  boundary  walls  containing 
arched  recesses. 

The  Moat  formerly  enclosed  a  large  area,  but 
the  N.  and  W.  arms  have  been  partly  filled  in. 

Condition — Of  house,  fairly  good,  but  some  bad 
cracks  in  W.  wing. 

°(3).  Baldwins,  house  and  moat,  1J  m.  S.W.  of 
the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with 
slates.  It  was  built  in  the  1 6th  century.  The  central 
chimney-stack  has  an  early  17th-century  base. 
Inside  the  building  the  ceiling-beams  are  exposed. 

The  Moat  is  fragmentary. 

Condition — of  house,  good. 

"(4).  Stubbers,  house,  outbuilding,  barn,  and 
fish-pond  nearly  1  m.  W.  of  the  church.  The 
House  is  of  three  storeys  ;  the  walls  are  partly 
of  plastered  timber-framing  and  partly  of  brick  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  E.  and  W.  walls  incor- 
porate some  late  16th-century  brickwork,  but  the 
house  was  otherwise  almost  entirely  rebuilt  in  the 
18th  century,  and  there  is  a  modern  block  in  the 
S.  side.  Inside  the  building  are  some  early  17th- 
century  doors  and  panelling.  The  E.  staircase  is 
of  c.  1700  with  turned  balusters  and  square  newels  ; 
the  W.  stair-case  is  of  similar  date  and  has  heavy 
twisted  balusters  and  square  newels  with  turned 
tops  and  pendants. 

The  Outbuilding  adjoins  the  house  on  the  S.E. 
and  is  of  late  17th-century  date  ;  the  walls  are  of 
brick.  Inside  the  building  are  some  original 
panelled  doors  and  exposed  ceiling-beams.  The 
Barn  is  of  the  16th  century,  of  five  bays,  timber- 
framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the  roof  is  of  five 
bays  and  is  thatched.  N.E.  of  the  house  is  a  large 
fish-pond. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

*(5).  House  and  smithy  600  yards  E.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the 
15th  century  with  cross-wings  at  the  E.  and  W. 
ends ;  the  W.  cross-wing  has  been  destroyed.  Inside 
the  building  are  some  exposed  ceiling-beams  and 
the  E.  wing  has  an  original  king-post  roof -truss. 

Condition — Good. 


6(6).  House,  two  tenements  and  Post  Office 
100  yards  N.  of  (5),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ; 
the  walls  are  timber-framed  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century  with  a 
cross-wing  at  the  E.  end.  There  is  a  17th-century 
extension  at  the  W.  end,  possibly  on  the  side  of  an 
earlier  cross-wing.  The  chimney-stack  has  early 
17th-century  diagonal  shafts  on  a  rectangular 
base  with  a  moulded  capping.  Inside  the  building 
some  of  the  timber-work  is  exposed,  and  in  the 
cross-wing  is  an  original  cambered  tie-beam  with 
curved  braces. 

Condition — Good. 


63.   NORTH   SHOEBURY.     (Ed.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxix.  S.W.) 

North  Shoebury  is  a  small  parish  3  m.  E.N.E.  of 
Southend.     The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  (Plate,  p.  xxxii) 
stands  on  the  W.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are 
of  ragstone-rubble  with  some  flint ;  the  dressings 
are  of  Reigate  and  other  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  church  was  built  during  the  course  of 
the  13th  century,  beginning  with  the  Chancel  c. 
1230,  the  S.  arcade  of  the  Nave  c.  1250,  and  the 
lower  part  of  the  West  Tower  probably  late  in  the 
13th  century.  The  N.  wall  of  the  Nave  was  re- 
built about  the  middle  of  the  14th  century,  and 
the  top  stage  of  the  tower  was  added  or  rebuilt  in 
the  14th  or  15th  century.  The  former  S.  aisle  was 
destroyed  at  some  uncertain  date  and  the  arcade 
built  up  ;  the  filling  of  the  middle  bay  is  probably 
mediaeval.  The  South  Porch  was  added  in  the 
18th  century.  The  church  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times. 

Amongst  the  fittings  the  fragment  carved  with 
a  cross  is  noteworthy. 


Architectural  Description — the  Chancel  (32£  ft. 
by  20|  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  splays  and  segmental  rear-arch  ;  below  it  is 
a  moulded  internal  string-course  of  the  14th  century 
returned  about  5  ft.  along  the  side  walls.  In  the 
N.  wall  are  three  13th-century  lancet-windows  with 
hollow-chamfered  rear-arches.  In  the  S.  wall  are 
three  similar  lancet-windows,  all  partly  restored, 
and  at  the  W.  end  a  "  low-side  "  window  of  one 
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light  with  a  rounded  head,  widened  from  a  lancet- 
window  ;  E.  of  it  is  a  13th-century  doorway  with 
chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch.  The 
partly  restored  chancel-arch  is  probably  of  the 
14th  century,  and  is  two-centred  and  of  two 
chamfered  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the 
inner  resting  on  attached  semi -octagonal  shafts 
with  modern  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  S.  shaft  is 
also  modern. 

The  Nave  (32  ft.  by  21  ft.)  has  a  14th-century 
N.  wall  with  three  windows  ;  the  easternmost  is 
of  two  trefoiled  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two- 
centred  head  ;  the  other  two  windows  are  each  of 
two  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  square 
head ;  between  them  is  the  N.  doorway  with 
chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  head.  In  the 
S.  wall  is  a  mid  13th-century  arcade  of  three  bays 
with  two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ; 
the  columns  are  octagonal  with  moulded  capitals 
and  bases  and  the  responds  have  attached  half- 
columns.  The  middle  bay  was  blocked  probably 
in  the  15th  century  when  the  roof  was  renewed, 
and  the  other  bays  have  later  blocking  containing 
a  modern  window  and  doorway  ;  the  base  of  the 
first  column  has  been  restored. 

The  West  Tower  (8£  ft.  square)  is  of  three  stages, 
undivided  externally,  with  a  boarded  pyramidal 
"  lantern  "  on  the  top.  The  late  13th-century 
tower-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  one  chamfered 
order.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  wide  lancet -window  of 
the  13th  century.  The  second  stage  has  a  rect- 
angular opening  in  the  W.  wall.  The  bell-chamber 
has  no  windows  and  is  probably  a  later  addition 
or  rebuilding. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  of  the  15th  century,  with 
two  king-post  trusses  with  curved  braces  and 
traceried  spandrels  ;  the  king-posts  have  moulded 
capitals  and  bases,  four-way  struts  and  a  central 
purlin,  the  last  is  modern  ;  the  N.  wall-plate  is 
moulded  and  embattled,  and  the  S.  plate,  in  the 
E.  bay,  is  moulded  ;  the  roof  has  four  large  head- 
corbels,  probably  of  the  14th  century,  reused. 

Fittings—  Chest :  In  tower — with  slightly  cam- 
bered lid,  lock-plate  and  two  staples,  late  16th- 
century.  Font :  square  Purbeck  marble  bowl 
with  fleurs-de-lis  in  relief  in  the  spandrels  of  the 
top  surface,  moulded  underside  and  base  for  one 
central  and  four  side-shafts,  late  12th-century ; 
square  stem  with  four  attached  shafts,  later. 
Glass  :  In  nave — in  three  N.  windows,  in  heads  and 
tracery,  grisaille  foliage  (Plate,  pp.  xliv-v),  yellow 
oak  leaves  and  borders,  14th-century,  partly  in 
situ.  Lockers:  In  chancel — in  N.  wall,  rectangular 
with  rebated  edges,  possibly  13th-century  ;  in  E. 
wall,  behind  communion  table,  small  square  recess 
with  rebated  edges  and  a  boarded  back,  possibly 
14th-century.  Painting :  On  chancel-arch,  re- 
mains of  red  colour,  and  on  the  soffit  indications 
of  outline  of  the  wood  tympanum.  Paving  : 
In  chancel,  below  altar-step,  pavement  of  square 


red  tiles  with  traces  of  patterns  and  glazing, 
mediaeval ;  in  porch,  red  tiles,  possibly  17th- 
century.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  hollow- 
chamfered  two-centred  head  and  destroyed 
trefoiled  cusping,  14th-century,  round  drain  with 
mutilated  corbel  below,  13th-century,  bowl  broken. 
Plate :  includes  cup  and  cover-paten  of  1568. 
Miscellanea  :  In  nave — fragment  (Plate,  p.  25)  of 
head-stone  or  coffin -lid  with  richly  ornamented 
cross-head  and  below  the  capitals  GRE.,  late  12th 
or  early  13th-century.  Under  communion  table, 
fragments  of  13th-century  moulded  voussoirs,  some 
with  remains  of  red  and  black  colour. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Gatehouse  and  moat  at  Moat  House, 
300  yards  S.S.W.  of  the  church.  The  Gatehouse 
is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather- 
boarded,  and  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  cen- 
tury ;  it  has  an  entrance  archway  in  the  middle  and 
the  upper  storey  projects  on  the  N.  side. 

The  Moat  is  dry  on  one  side. 

Condition — Of  gatehouse,  fairly  good. 

(3).  North  Shoebury  Hall,  60  yards  S.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls 
are  partly  of  brick  and  partly  of  weather-boarded 
timber-framing  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in 
the  16th  or  early  in  the  17th  century  and  has  an 
original  chimney-stack  at  the  W.  end  with  a  moulded 
capping  and  modern  shafts. 

Condition — Good.

64.   ORSETT.     (C.d.) 

(O.S.    6  in.   Wlxxvi.    S.W.   <*>lxxxiii.   N.E. 
Wlxxxiv.  N.W.) 

Orsett  is  a  parish  and  village  4  m.  N.  of  Tilbury. 
The  church,  "  Bishop  Bonner's  Palace  "  and  Hall 
Farm  are  the  principal  monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

c(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Giles  and  All 
Saints  stands  in  the  middle  of  the  village.  The 
walls  are  of  flint  and  ragstone-rubble  with  some 
Barnack  and  pudding-stone  ;  the  N.W.  tower  is 
mainly  of  brick.  The  dressings  are  of  Reigate  and 
other  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled  and  the 
spire  weather-boarded.  The  Nave  is  of  mid 
12th-century  date  and  incorporates  the  original 
12th-century  chancel.  A  N.  aisle  of  three  bays 
was  added  c.  1230,  and  about  the  same  time  a  N. 
chapel  was  added  to  the  12th-century  chancel, 
which  may  then  have  been  lengthened.  About 
1330-1340  the  present  Chancel  was  built  beyond 
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the  former  chancel,  which  was  then  thrown  into 
the  nave,  a  connecting  bay  being  inserted  between 
the  nave  arcade  and  the  13th-century  arch  N.  of 
the  original  chancel  ;  at  the  same  time  the  13th- 
century  chapel  was  abolished  and  the  whole  of 
the  North  Aisle  rebuilt  and  widened.  In  the 
15th  century  the  North-West  Tower  was  added, 
encroaching  on  the  aisle,  the  W.  wall  of  the  nave 
was  rebuilt  and  the  South  Porch  added.  About 
1500  the  North  Chapel  was  added.  In  1610 
much  of  the  tower  was  rebuilt,  and  extensive 
repairs  or  additions  to  it  were  made  in  1674.  The 
Organ  Chamber,  South  Transept  and  North  Vestry 
are  modern,  and  the  S.  porch  has  been  mostly 
rebuilt. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (39J  ft. 
by  18£  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  of  c.  1330-40  and  of 
four  trefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label,  all  partly  restored. 
In  the  N.  wall  is  a  late  15th  or  early  16th-century 
arcade  of  two  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of 
two  moulded  orders  springing  from  an  octagonal 
column  and  semi-octagonal  responds  with  moulded 
capitals  and  hollow-chamfered  bases.  In  the  S. 
wall  is  an  early  14th-century  window  of  two  tre- 
foiled lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  tracery  is  partly 
restored  ;  the  S.  arcade  is  modern.  There  is  no 
chancel-arch. 

The  North  Chapel  (39  ft.  by  21  ft.)  has  the  lower 
part  of  the  N.  and  E.  walls  roughly  diapered  with 
flint  and  ragstone  ;  the  E.  window  is  modern.  In 
the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of  c.  1500, 


and  of  two  cinquef oiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery 
in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
the  western  is  like  the  S.  window  of  the  chancel, 
but  the  tracery  has  been  partly  restored  ;  at  the 
W.  end  of  the  S.  wall  is  a  shallow  buttress  which 
probably  marks  the  N.E.  angle  of  the  original 
church. 

The  modern  Organ  Chamber  incorporates  in  the 
E.  and  S.  walls  two  reset  and  partly  restored 
windows  of  the  same  date  and  similar  in  design  to 
that  in  the  S.  wall  of  the  chancel. 

The  Nave  (62f  ft.  by  18|  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade 
(Plate,  p.  37)  of  five  bays,  but  the  westernmost 
bay  now  forms  a  recess,  being  blocked  by  the 
S.  wall  of  the  W.  tower.  The  arches  are  two- 
centred  ;  the  first  and  the  three  westernmost 
are  of  the  13th  century  and  of  two  orders,  the 
outer  plain  and  the  inner  chamfered  ;  the  third 
and  fourth  arches  have  plain  labels ;  the  western- 
most arch  and  possibly  the  easternmost  arch 
have  been  rebuilt  and  the  labels  cut  back  ;  the 
second  arch  is  of  the  14th  century  and  of 
two  moulded  orders  with  an  additional  hollow- 
chamfered  order  on  the  S.  side  ;  this  order  is 
corbelled  out  on  the  E.  side  and  on  the  W.  is 
carried  on  a  carved  head-corbel.  The  E.  respond 
is  semi-octagonal  and  has  a  partly  restored  capital 
and  a  moulded  base  partly  cut  away  and  repaired 
in  cement  ;  the  first  two  piers  are  of  14th-century 
date  and  have  grouped  shafts  with  moulded  capitals 
and  bases  ;  the  third  and  fourth  piers  are  circular 
and  the  W.  respond  semi-octagonal,  all  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases.     The  deflection  in  the 
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line  of  the  N.  wall,  in  the  second  bay,  is  due  to  the 
different  widths  of  the  early  chancel  and  nave,  which 
joined  at  this  point.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  modern 
arch  and  two  windows  ;  the  eastern  is  of  late  14th- 
century  date  and  of  three  ogee  cinquefoiled  lights 
with  tracery  in  a  square  head  with  a  damaged  label 
and  head-stops,  one  of  which  is  modern  ;  the  western 
window  is  of  mid  14th-century  date  and  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  with  a  restored  moulded  label.  Between  the 
windows  is  the  S.  doorway  (Plate,  p.  161),  of  c.  1160, 
with  a  semi-circular  arch  of  two  orders,  the  outer 
square  and  the  inner  carved  with  cheveron  orna- 
ment and  carried  on  attached  shafts  with  carved 
capitals  and  chamfered  bases ;  the  abaci  are  con- 
tinued along  the  wall-face  and  support  a  label 
carved  with  billet-enrichment  ;  the  opening  has  a 
flat  segmental  head  with  small  rolls  at  the  angles, 
and  the  tympanum  is  filled  with  a  sunk  panel 
carved  with  triangular  diaper-work.  The  break 
in  the  S.  wall  marks  the  entrance  of  the  original 
chancel.  The  W.  wall  has  been  largely  refaced, 
and  the  W.  window,  copied  from  the  late  15th- 
century  original,  has  been  restored  except  for  the 
rear-arch  and  parts  of  the  label  and  outer  jambs. 

The  North  Aisle  (50£  ft.  by  20J  ft.)  has  in  the 
N.  wall  two  14th-century  windows,  each  of  two 
trefoiled  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label ;  the  dressings  have 
been  repaired  in  cement ;  immediately  W.  of  the 
eastern  window  is  the  doorway  to  the  15th-century 
rood-loft  staircase  ;  it  is  two-centred,  with  rebated 
jambs  and  head  ;  the  stairs  are  cut  through  the 
W.  splay  of  the  window  and  land  on  the  middle 
of  the  sill ;  the  14th-century  N.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs,  two-centred  head  and  label, 
repaired  in  cement. 

The  modern  North  Vestry  incorporates  some  old 
material. 

The  North-West  Tower  (16|ft.  square)  is  of  three 
stages,  with  a  plain  parapet  and  embattled  turret ; 
it  is  surmounted  by  a  pyramidal  spire.  The  lower 
part  of  the  tower  is  partly  of  rubble  and  of  15th- 
century  date ;  the  E.  wall  and  parts  of  the  other 
walls  are  of  17th-century  brick.  In  the  E.  wall  is  a 
round-headed  archway  with  plain  plastered  imposts 
and  keystone.  In  the  wall  above  are  three  un- 
finished inscriptions,  one,  "  Valentine  Carey  Deane 
of  S.  Paules  and  parson  of  Orset  gave  to  this 
steeple,"  dates  the  rebuilding  c.  1610  ;  the  other 
inscriptions  record  the  names  of  other  contributors 
to  the  tower  ;  above  the  modern  W.  doorway  is 
an  early  17th-century  brick  window  of  three 
four-centred  lights  in  a  square  head.  The  second 
stage  has,  in  the  S.  wall,  a  doorway  to  the  roof 
with  a  two-centred  head  ;  in  the  W.  wall  is  a 
17th-century  brick  window  of  two  four-centred 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label.  The 
bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  square-headed 
window  of  two  four-centred  lights  with  a  moulded 


label,  all  repaired  in  cement.  On  the  S.  side  of 
the  parapet  is  the  date  1678.     The  spire  is  of  1694. 

The  South  Porch  has  been  rebuilt,  but  retains  a 
15th-century  roof  of  two  bays  with  a  moulded 
cambered  tie-beam,  king-post,  four-way  struts, 
central  purlin,  braced  collar-beams  and  old  rafters. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  plastered  except  the 
early  16th-century  N.  and  S.  wall-plates,  which 
are  moulded  and  embattled.  The  roof  to  the  N. 
chapel  and  aisle  is  probably  of  early  17th-century 
or  earlier  date  and  is  divided  into  six  bays  by 
chamfered  tie-beams  ;  the  eastern  part  of  the  S. 
wall-plate  is  carried  on  shaped  stone  corbels ; 
the  W.  tie-beam  rests  on  square  moulded  corbels 
built  into  the  tower  wall.  The  roof  of  the  nave 
(Plate,  p.  37)  is  of  five  bays,  with  moulded  tie- 
beams  supported  on  curved  braces  with  traceried 
spandrels  ;  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  tie-beams 
have  king-posts  with  two-way  struts  and  a  central 
purlin,  parts  of  which  and  the  cross-struts  have 
been  cut  away  ;  across  the  W.  end  is  a  collar  with 
curved  braces  below  forming  a  two-centred  arch  ; 
the  wall-plates  are  moulded  and  embattled  ;  the 
first  two  bays  are  of  the  16th  and  the  remainder 
of  the  15th  century. 

Fittings — Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses :  In 
chancel — on  N.  wall,  (1)  to  Robert  Kinge,  Parson, 
1584,  inscription  and  shield-of-arms  ;  on  floor,  (2) 
to  Thomas  Latham,  1485,  and  Jane  his  wife ; 
figures  of  children,  son  in  long  loose  gown  and 
two  daughters  wearing  butterfly  head-dresses, 
etc.,  part  of  inscription  and  head  of  son  worn 
away.  In  tower,  (3)  inscription  recording  bene- 
faction of  Thomas  Hotofte,  1495.  In  vestry,  loose, 
(4)  group  of  six  girls,  16th-century.  See  also  Monu- 
ment (2).  Indents  :  In  chancel — forming  seat  to 
sedilia,  (1)  fragment  of  Purbeck  marble  slab,  with 
marginal  inscription  in  Lonibardic  letters,  13th- 
century.  In  nave — (2)  two  large  figures  with 
inscription -plate,  two  groups  of  children  and 
shield  ;  (3)  defaced  ;  (4)  inscription-plate  ;  (5)  two 
figures,  inscription-plate  and  two  small  indents  ; 
(6)  similar  to  (5),  but  figures  smaller  ;  (7)  figure 
of  woman  with  inscription -plate.  In  N.  aisle — 
(8)  half  figures  of  man  and  woman  with  inscrip- 
tion-plate. Chests :  In  chancel,  of  oak,  with 
front  of  four  linen-fold  panels  with  shaped  brackets 
under,  end  rails  carried  down  to  form  legs  ;  lid 
with  moulded  frame  planted  on  to  form  panel,  late 
16th-century.  In  N.  aisle,  of  oak  (Plate  p.  xliii), 
with  grooved  marginal  enrichment  on  front,  back 
and  ends,  and  remains  of  iron  bands,  late  16th  or 
early  17th-century,  bottom  missing,  lid  in  one 
piece,  from  older  '  dug-out '  chest,  13th-century. 
Font  (Plate,  pp.  xlii-iii)  :  octagonal  bowl  with 
alternate  faces  carved  with  rosettes  and  shields,  one 
charged  with  an  archbishop' s  pall  and  cross,  prob- 
ably for  the  archbishopric  of  Canterbury,  one  with 
one  roundel  and  a  label  possibly  for  Archbishop 
Courtenay,  the  two  others  each  with  a  cross  ;  the 
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EAST  HANNINGFIELD  CHURCH. 
|Remains  of  Painting  on  S.  wall  of  Nave  ;  late  13th  or  early  14th-century.

Glass  :  In  nave — in  S.E.  window,  six  quatrefoils 
with  rosettes  and  borders,  four  partly  restored,  14th- 
century  ;  in  head  of  middle  light,  miscellaneous 
fragments,  15th-century.  In  N.  aisle — in  N.E. 
window,  part  of  border  of  swastikas  and  a  few 
oak-leaf  quarries,  etc.,  14th-century ;  in  middle 
window,  in  top  quatrefoil,  rosette  with  foliage, 
portion  of  border  and  some  oak-leaf  quarries, 
14th-century.  Monuments  and  Floor-slabs.  Monu-

In  nave— (6)  to  Theophilus  Bustard,  1668, 
and  Margaret  (Half hid)  his  first  wife,  1653,  with 
shield-of-arms.  In  N.  aisle — (7)  to  John  Brown, 
1597.  Niche  :  In  N.  chapel — in  S.W.  corner,  with 
lancet-head,  much  restored.  Painting :  In  N. 
aisle — on  W.  end  of  N.  wall,  traces  of  long  staff 
and  small  figure,  probably  St.  Christopher  and  the 
Christ  Child,  late  15th  or  early  16th-century. 
Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  chamfered  jambs  and 
trefoiled  head  with  moulded  label  and  quatrefoiled 
drain,  jambs  repaired  in  cement  and  sill  of  drain 
carried  along  to  seats  of  adjoining  sedilia,  14th- 
century  ;  shelf  modern.  Plate  :  includes  cup  and 
cover-paten  of  1575,  flagon  of  1677  engraved  with 
inscription  and  shield  and  date,  1678,  salver  of 
1677  and  dated  the  same  year,  and  salver  of 
1688,  dated  1705.  Pulpit  (Plate,  p.  4)  :  panelled 
sides  in  two  tiers  with  enriched  frieze,  dentilled 
cornice  and  carved  shield-of-arms,  base  and 
stairs  modern  ;  against  the  wall  at  back  of  stairs, 
richly  carved  and  arcaded  panelling  with  fluted 
pilasters  at  the  sides  ;  in  upper  panel  initials 
IS.-R.L,  in  the  frieze  the  date  1630.  The  pulpit 
is  said  to  have  been  brought  from  Bletchingley. 
Screen  :  Between  N.  aisle  and  N.  chapel — mostly 
modern  but  incorporating  15th-century  traceried 
heads  to  the  upper  panels,  lower  part  of  the  cornice, 
and  close  lower  panelling,  pierced  with  two  quatre- 
foils and  a  trefoil.  Sedilia  :  In  chancel — of  three 
bays  with  stepped  seats  and  moulded  two-centred 
arches  with  moulded  labels,  springing  from  Purbeck 
marble  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases, 
14th-century.     Sundials  :   Two,  on  E.  jamb  of  S. 


doorway,  triangular  with  three  radiating  sinkings. 
Weathervane :  On  spire,  of  wrought  iron  with 
initials  I.B.-I.F.  and  date  1694.  Miscellanea : 
In  vestry — two  pots  said  to  have  been  dug  up  in 
the  churchyard,  also  rowel-spur,  probably  16th- 
century.  In  nave — stone  mortar. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

c(2).  "  Bishop  Bonner's  Palace,"  ring  and 
bailey  earthwork,  J  m.  N.W.  of  the  church.  The 
work  consists  of  a  circular  enclosure  (200  ft.  internal 
diameter)  surrounded  by  a  ditch  about  50  ft.  wide. 
To  the  N.  is  an  oblong  bailey  enclosed  by  a  well- 
defined  ditch  ;  on  the  N.  side  the  defences  are 
strengthened  by  a  second  ditch.  The  work  is 
said  to  be  the  site  of  a  palace  of  the  bishops  of 
London,  but  the  only  remains  of  buildings  is  a 
fragment  of  rubble  foundation  on  the  N.W.  side 
of  the  ring-work.  In  a  wood  200  yards  to  the  W. 
is  a  large  oblong  fish-pond. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

c{3).  Orsett  Hall,  |  m.  E.N.E.  of  the  church, 
has  been  practically  rebuilt,  but  a  room  in  the 
S.E.  corner  of  the  building  has  a  mid  17th-century 
plaster  ceiling  and  a  stone  fireplace  (Plate,  p.  97). 
The  ceiling  is  divided  by  a  ceiling-beam  into  two 
bays  subdivided  by  moulded  ribs  into  panels  of 
varying  form  with  small  pendants  at  the  main 
intersections  and  sprigs  of  foliage,  cherubs-heads 
and  rosettes  in  the  panels.  The  fireplace  has 
moulded  jambs  and  four-centred  arch  and  is 
flanked  by  strapwork  pilasters  with  terminal 
figures  supporting  an  overmantel  of  two  arched 
bays  divided  by  similar  pilasters  and  carved  with 
figures  of  Hope  and  Charity ;  the  entablature  is 
enriched  with  heads  and  arabesques  with  birds. 
In  the  hall  is  some  original  panelling. 

Condition — Good. 

Monuments  (4-22). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled  or  thatched.  Some 
of  the  buildings  have  exposed  ceiling-beams  or 
original  chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good,  or  fairly  good,  unless  noted. 

c(4).  Birch  Terrace,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  three 
tenements,  100  yards  E.  of  the  church,  has  a  16th- 
century  cross-wing  at  the  S.  end.  The  upper  storey 
projects  at  the  W.  end  of  the  cross-wing  and  has 
exposed  timber-framing. 

e(5).  Crown  House,  formerly  inn,  30  yards  S.W. 
of  the  church,  has  an  original  chimney-stack  on 

the  N.  with  the  initials  and   date    J^L    1674    (?). 

Inside  the  building  are  some  old  battened  doors. 
Condition — Poor. 
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c(6).   Cottage,  S.W.  of  (5)  on  S.  side  of  road,  has 
an  original  panelled  door. 
Con  dition — Bad . 

c(7).   Cottage,  E.  of  (6). 

Condition — Bad. 

e(8).  House,  and  shop,  E.  of  (7),  has  cross-wings 
at  the  E.  and  W.  ends. 

c(9).  Church  House,  now  post-office,  E.  of  (8), 
has  a  cross-wing  at  E.  end  with  the  upper  storey 
projecting  in  front.  Inside  the  building  is  an 
original  battened  door. 

c(10).  Barrington's  Farm,  house,  1200  yards  S.E. 
of  the  church,  was  built  late  in  the  17th  or  early 
in  the  18th  century,  but  has  been  refaced  with 
modern  brick.  Inside  the  building  is  an  original 
battened  door. 

c(ll).   Cock   Inn,  280  yards  S.  of  (10). 

c(12).  Seaborough  Hall,  nearly  \\  m.  S.S.E.  of 
the  church,  has  a  cross-wing  at  the  W.  end.  Inside 
the  building  are  some  old  battened  doors. 

Condition — Poor. 

e(13).  "  Five  Chimneys,"  house,  two  tenements, 
about  I  m.  S.S.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  late  in 
the  17th  or  early  in  the  18th  century. 

Condition — Bad. 

c(14).  Cottage,  at  N.W.  side  of  Orsett  Heath, 
nearly  \\  m.  S.S.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  late 
in  the  17th  or  early  in  the  18th  century. 

*(15).  Kempsters,  house,  1  m.  S.W.  of  the  church, 
has  a  cross-wing  at  the  N.  end  and  has  been  partly 
refaced  with  brick. 


6(16).  House,  at  S.E.  angle  of  cross-roads  at 
Baker  Street,  f  m.  W.S.W.  of  the  church,  was 
built  probably  in  the  16th  century  and  has  a  cross- 
wing  at  the  W.  end.  The  upper  storey  projects 
at  the  N.  end  of  the  cross-wing. 

*(17).  Mill  House  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  70  yards  W. 
of  (16),  has  a  later  addition  on  the  S.  The  upper 
storey  projects  on  part  of  the  N.  front.  Inside 
the  building  the  early  18th-century  staircase  has 
a  close  string,  turned  balusters  and  square  newels. 

6(18).  Greygoose  Farm,  house,  1£  m.  W.S.W.  of 
the  church. 

e(19).  Hill  House,  700  yards  W.S.W.  of  the 
church,  has  a  two-storeyed  porch  on  the  S.  front 
with  a  hipped  roof. 

c(20).  Hall  Farm,  house  and  "  cage,"  about 
400  yards  N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  has 
been  rebuilt  except  for  the  early  16th-century  E. 
portion  (Plate,  p.  xxxiv),  which  is  a  good  example 
of  exposed  timber-framing.  The  upper  storey  pro- 
jects and  is  gabled  at  the  E.  end,  and  each 
storey  has  an  original  window  of  eight  lights 
with  pointed  heads  ;  at  the  base  of  the  gable  is  a 
moulded  and  enriched  beam  and  the  barge-boards 
are  also  moulded.  On  the  S.  side  is  an  original 
moulded  ceiling-beam. 

The  "  Cage  "  or  lock-up  has  been  re-erected  E. 
of  the  house.  It  is  a  timber-framed  structure 
(8  ft.  by  5  ft.)  with  a  hipped  roof.  It  has  a  small 
two-light  window  fitted  with  iron  bars  and  a 
battened  door. 

f(21).  House,  J  m.  E.  of  (20),  has  a  cross-wing 
at  the  E.  end. 

Con  dition — Poor. 
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"(22).  Lorkins,  house,  \\  m.  N.  by  E.  of  the 
church,  was  built  in  the  15th  century  and  has  a 
cross-wing  at  the  W.  end.  The  upper  storey 
projects  at  the  S.  end  of  the  cross-wing  on  curved 
brackets  ;  at  the  base  of  the  gable  is  a  moulded 
bressummer.  Inside  the  building  the  main  block 
has  been  divided  into  two  storeys,  but  retains  its 
original  king-post  roof.

65.   PAGLESHAM.     (F.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxx.  N.E.  <»>lxxi.  S.W.) 

Paglesham  is  a  parish  on  the  N.  bank  of  the 
Roach,  6  m.  N.E.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Peter  stands  in 
the  village.  The  walls  are  of  stone,  with  some 
flint  and  Roman  brick  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The 
Chancel  and  Nave  contain  some  12th-century  work, 
but  in  the  15th  century  the  S.  wall  of  the  chancel 
and  the  greater  part  of  the  N.  and  S.  walls  of  the 
nave  were  rebuilt,  and  the  chancel-arch  was 
widened  and  partly  rebuilt  at  the  same  time. 
The  West  Tower  was  added  early  in  the  16th  century. 
The  church  was  extensively  repaired  and  the  chancel 
walls  refaced  in  1883  ;  at  the  same  time  the  upper 
parts  of  the  N.  and  S.  walls  of  the  nave  were  refaced 
or  rebuilt.  The  North  Vestry  and  South  Porch 
are  modern. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (18  ft. 
by  17£  ft.)  has  an  early  15th-century  E.  window 
partly  restored  and  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights 
with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  modern  windows. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  two  much  restored  early  16th- 
century  windows  ;  the  first  a  single  square-headed 
light ;  the  second  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  between  the 
windows  is  a  doorway,  probably  of  the  same  date, 
with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  rounded  head. 
The  chancel-arch,  two-centred  and  of  one  plain 
order,  was  probably  rebuilt  in  the  15th  century 
with  reused  material ;  the  lower  parts  of  the 
responds  are  of  13th-century  date,  and  the  wall 
above  the  springing  has  a  set-back  of  4  in. 


The  Nave  (37£  ft.  by  22f  ft.)  was  mostly  rebuilt 
in  the  15th  century,  but  a  few  feet  of  the  lower 
part  at  the  E.  end  of  the  N.  and  S.  walls  are  of 
12th-century  date.  In  the  N.  wall,  at  the  E.  end 
is  a  modern  window  ;  further  W.  is  a  window 
all  modern  except  the  early  16th-century  splays 
and  rear-arch  ;  the  early  16th-century  N.  doorway, 
now  opening  into  the  modern  vestry,  has  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  are  parts  of  the 
jambs  of  a  blocked  doorway  to  the  rood-loft 
staircase.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  modern  windows 
incorporating  some  reused  stones  in  the  splays  and 
in  one  of  the  rear-arches,  head-stops  and  parts  of  a 
moulded  label  with  carved  flowers.  Between  the 
second  and  third  windows  is  an  early  16th-century 
doorway  with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label. 

The  West  Tower  (11  \  ft.  by  10  ft.)  was  built  early 
in  the  16th  century  and  is  of  three  stages,  with  an 
embattled  parapet  (Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii).  The  tower- 
arch  is  two-centred  and  of  three  hollow-chamfered 
orders,  the  inner  one  being  carried  on  semi-octagonal 
responds  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases.  The 
W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  W.  window  is  of 
three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery  in 
a  two-centred  head  with  moulded  external  jambs 
and  label.  The  second  stage  has  in  each  wall  a 
window  of  one  trefoiled  light  with  a  square  moulded 
label.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  square- 
headed  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a 
square  head  with  a  defaced  moulded  label. 

Fittings—  Bells  :  three,  1st  by  John  Dier,  1598  ; 
2nd  by  Charles  Newman.  1693  ;  3rd  no  inscription, 
possibly  early  18th-century.  Brass  Indents:  In 
S.  porch — -(1)  of  inscription-plate  ;  (2)  of  figure 
and  inscription-plate.  Chairs  :  In  chancel — two, 
of  oak  elaborately  carved  (Plate,  p.  xlii),  late 
17th-century.  Chest :  In  vestry — of  oak,  plain 
and  made  up  of  13th  century  and  later  woodwork, 
including  Italian  carved  poker-work  panel  in  the 
back,  16th-century.  Coffin-lid  :  S.  of  tower,  large 
fragment,  carved  with  part  of  stem  of  raised  cross, 
possibly  13th-century.  Doors  :  In  S.  doorway — 
of  ridged  battens  with  hollow-chamfered  ribs 
planted  on,  two  strap-hinges  and  lock-plate,  early 
16th-century,  ribs  partly  restored.  In  tower — in 
W.  doorway,  of  battens  with  fillets  planted  on  and 
strap-hinges,  15th-century  ;  in  ground-stage  door- 
way of  stair-turret,  of  studded  feathered  battens 
with  two  strap-hinges,  15th-century;  in  second- 
stage  doorway  of  stair-turret,  of  vertical  battens 
fixed  to  horizontal  ones,  with  two  strap-hinges, 
ring  -  handle  and  circular  plate,  15th-century. 
Monuments  :  In  churchyard — S.  side  of  S.  porch, 
(1)  to  Richard  Hagman,  1681,  shaped  head -stone 
with  skull,  cross-bones  and  fleur-de-lis.  S.  of 
tower  (2)  to  John  Stiltamen,  1714,  head-stone. 
Piscinae :  In  chancel,  S.  of  E.  window,  with  square 
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projecting  bowl  in  shape  of  scalloped  capital  with 
central  drain,  c.  1150 ;  stem  modern.  In  nave,  at  E. 
end  of  S.  wall,  with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and 
cinquefoiled  head,  sexfoiled  drain  and  mortice  for 
shelf,  15th-century,  partly  mutilated.  Plate:  in- 
cludes cup  and  cover-paten  of  1568,  with  bands  of 
engraved  ornament,  etc.  Scratchings  :  In  nave,  on 
dressings  to  N.  and  S.  doorways  and  in  tower,  on 
dressings  to  tower-arch  and  W.  doorway,  masons' 
marks.

Monuments  (4-7). 

The  following  monuments  are,  unless  otherwise 
described,  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather-boarded  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have 
original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 

6  (4).  Church  Hall,  50  yards  E.  of  the  church, 
is  of  brick.  It  has  a  late  18th-century  addition  on 
the  N.  and  has  been  much  altered. 

6(5).  House,  now  four  tenements,  50  yards  S.  of 
(4),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The  W.  wing  was 
built  early  in  the  17th  century,  and  to  it  was  added 
on  the  E.,  late  in  the  same  century,  an  L-shaped 
extension. 

*(6).  Plough  and  Sail  Inn,  at  Eastend,  nearly 
1  \  m.  S.E.  of  the  church,  is  a  small  central-chimney 
type  of  building  with  modern  additions  at  the 
back.  Inside  the  building  is  a  17th-century 
battened  door. 

*(7).  House,  now  five  tenements,  100  yards  N. 
of  (6),  is  of  one  storey  with  attics.  It  has  18th- 
century  additions  at  either  end. 

Unclassified : — 

*(8).  Red  Hills,  at  East  Hall,  about  \  m.  E.S.E. 
of  the  church.  There  is  another  at  South  Hall, 
about  \  m.  S.  of  East  Hall. 


66.  PITSEA.     (D.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxix.  S.W.  PJlxxvii.  N.W.) 

Pitsea  is  a  small  parish  9  m.  W.N.  W.  of  Southend- 
on-Sea. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Michael  stands 
near  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  West  Tower 
was  built  early  in  the  16th  century  and  is  ashlar- 
faced  with  dressings  of  Reigate  stone.  The  rest 
of  the  church  was  rebuilt  in  1871. 

Architectural  Description — The  West  Tower 
(8  ft.  square)  is  of  three  stages,  undivided  externally 


(Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii),  and  with  an  embattled  para- 
pet and  carved  gargoyles  at  the  angles.  In  the  E. 
wall  is  a  doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch.  The  W.  window  is  of  one  square- 
headed  light.  The  second  stage  has  in  the  W. 
wall  a  similar  window.  The  bell-chamber  has  in 
the  E.  wall  a  square-headed  loop ;  the  other  three 
three  sides  have  each  a  window  of  one  trefoiled 
light  with  a  square  moulded  label. 

Fittings — Bells  :  three  ;  1st  and  2nd  by  John 
Wilnar,  1636  ;  3rd  by  Henry  Jordan,  15th-century 
and  inscribed  "  Sancte  Petre  Ora  Pro  Nobis." 
Brass:  In  chancel — on  S.  wall,  to  Elizabeth 
(Raye)  wife  of  John  Purlenant,  1588,  inscription 
only.  Font :  octagonal  bowl  with  moulded  lower- 
edge,  plain  stem  and  hollow-chamfered  base,  early 
16th-century.  Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1568,  and 
stand-paten  of  1692,  with  shield-of-arms  of  Sir 
Thomas  Moyer.  Scratchings  :  on  E.  doorway  of 
tower,  masons'  marks,  early  16th-century. 

Condition — Of  tower,  good. 

Secular  : — 

b{2).  Pitsea  Hall,  350  yards  S.W.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  and  cellar.  The 
walls  are  of  plastered  timber-framing  and  the  roofs 
are  tiled  ;  the  cellar,  which  is  under  the  W.  end  of 
the  house,  is  of  brick.  It  was  built  late  in  the 
16th  century,  and  has  a  later  N.W.  addition  and  a 
modern  extension  on  the  W.  The  upper  storey 
projects  on  the  E.  end  of  the  N.  front  and  has  a 
moulded  bressummer  with  a  shaped  bracket  at 
the  E.  end.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the 
principal  beams  of  the  ground-floor  rooms  are 
exposed. 

Condition — Good. 

a(3).  Great  Chalvedon  Hall,  about  1  m.  N.N.E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The 
walls  are  of  plastered  and  weather-boarded  timber- 
framing  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the 
first  half  of  the  16th  century  and,  though  there 
appears  originally  to  have  been  another  wing  on 
the  W.,  the  existing  16th-century  building  is  of 
E-shaped  plan,  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  N.  There  are  modern  extensions  on  the  N. 
On  the  S.  front  are  three  gables.  The  main 
chimney-stack  has  grouped  diagonal  shafts  on  a 
rectangular  base  ;  in  the  W.  wall  at  the  first-floor 
level  is  a  blocked  doorway  with  a  segmental- 
pointed  head.  Inside  the  building  much  of  the 
timber-framing  is  exposed,  and  many  of  the  rooms 
have  open-timber  ceilings.  The  main  fireplace  on 
the  ground-floor  has  a  moulded  and  cambered 
head.  The  attic  storey  above  the  staircase  has  a 
blocked  two-light  window  with  moulded  mullions, 
and  on  the  first  floor  are  several  16th-century 
doors.  The  roof  over  the  E.  wing  has  cambered 
tie-beams  and  collars,  and  that  over  the  W.  wing 
has  a  cambered  tie-beam  with  heavy  curved  braces. 

Condition — Good. 
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67.   PRITTLEWELL.     (F.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxviii.     N.W.  Wlxxviii. 
Wlxxviii.  S.E.) 


N.E. 


Prittlewell  is  a  parish  on  the  N.  side  of  the 
Thames  Estuary.  It  includes  the  town  of  South- 
end-on-Sea.  The  principal  monuments  are  the 
church,  Priory  and  Porters. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  in  the 
village.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone-rubble  with  a 
little  flint ;  the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  and  Kentish 
ragstone  ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with  lead  and 
slates.  The  N.  wall  of  the  chancel,  and  perhaps 
part  of  the  N.  wall  of  the  nave,  appear  to  date 
from  the  beginning  of  the  12th  century,  and  the 
S.  wall  of  the  Nave  above  the  arcade  is  of  rather 
later  date.  At  this  period  the  church  appears  to 
have  had  a  central  tower.  In  the  second  half  of 
the  13th  century  the  three  W.  bays  of  the  S. 
arcade,  with  probably  a  fourth  further  E.,  were 
built  and  a  S.  aisle  added.  The  N.  wall  of  the 
nave  appears  to  have  been  rebuilt  at. some  uncertain 
period,  possibly  the  14th  century.  The  West 
Tower  was  added  c.  1470.  C.  1500-30  the  church 
was  much  altered,  the  Chancel  largely  rebuilt, 
the  South  Chapel  added,  the  S.  arcade  of  the 
nave  extended  E.  on  the  site  of  the  former  central 


tower,  a  clearstorey  added  to  the  corresponding 
portion  of  the  N.  wall,  the  South  Aisle  rebuilt 
and  widened  and  the  South  Porch  added.  The 
church  was  restored  in  modern  times,  when  the 
North    Vestry  was  added. 

The  church  is  of  considerable  architectural 
interest  from  its  variety  of  styles.  Among  the 
fittings  the  S.  door  and  the  well  preserved  coffin-lid 
are  noteworthy. 

The  Chancel  (33  ft.  by  22  ft.)  has  an  E.  window 
all  modern  except  the  early  16th-century  hollow- 
chamfered  splays  and  four-centred  rear-arch.  In 
the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  is  modern 
except  the  early  16th-century  splays  and  four- 
centred  rear-arch  ;  the  western  is  also  modern 
except  for  the  15th-century  splays  and  hollow- 
chamfered  segmental  rear-arch  ;  this  window  is 
set  low  in  the  wall  ;  between  the  windows  is  the 
W.  part  of  an  early  12th-century  round  arch 
probably  a  doorway,  partly  of  Roman  brick  and 
partly  of  ragstone  ;  it  is  visible  both  inside  and 
outside.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  15th-century  window 
of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  segmental  head, 
all  modern  externally.  Further  W.  is  an  early 
16th-century  arcade  of  two  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  orders,  the  outer  moulded  and  the 
inner  hollow-chamfered  ;  the  octagonal  column 
has  concave  faces  and  moulded  capital  and  base  ; 
the   responds   have  attached    half-columns.     The 
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early  16th-century  chancel-arch  is  generally  similar 
to  the  S.  arcade,  but  with  slightly  different  mould- 
ings ;  the  outer  order  is  probably  of  13th-century 
material  reused. 

The  South  Chapel  (24  ft.  by  19  ft.)  has  an  E. 
window,  modem  except  for  the  early  16th-century 
splays  and  rear-arch.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two 
windows  ;  the  eastern  is  modern  except  the  splays 
and  two-centred  rear-arch,  which  are  probably  of 
the  15th  century,  reset  ;  the  western  window  is 
modern  except  the  early  16th-century  splays  and 
four-centred  rear-arch  ;  below  it  is  a  doorway, 
modern  except  the  early  16th-century  splays  and 
four-centred  rear-arch.  The  early  16th-century 
W.  arch  is  similar  to  the  chancel-arch  except  that 
it  is  four-centred. 

The  Nave  (100  ft.  by  23 \  ft.)  has  a  square  portion 
at  the  E.  end,  separately  roofed  and  no  doubt 
indicating  the  position  of  the  former  central  tower. 
In  the  N.  wall  are  four  lower  windows  ;  the  eastern 
is  modern  except  the  early  16th-century  W.  splay 
and  segmental-pointed  rear-arch  ;  the  second  is 
modern  except  the  splays  and  two-centred  rear- 
arch,  which  are  possibly  of  the  14th  century ; 
the  third  is  modern  except  the  early  16th-century 
splays  and  segmental-pointed  rear-arch  ;  the 
westernmost  window  is  of  early  16th-century  date, 
partly  restored  and  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in 
a  square  head  ;  E.  of  the  easternmost  window  is 
the  early  16th-century  rood-loft  staircase  ;  the 
lower  doorway  has  rebated  jambs  and  a  modern 
head,  and  there  are  faint  traces  of  the  blocked 
upper  doorway  ;  further  E.  is  part  of  a  15th-cen- 
tury splay  of  a  doorway  or  window  ;  above  the 
head  of  the  easternmost  window  is  the  E.  part  of 
the  relieving-arch  of  an  earlier  window  ;  E.  of  the 
head  of  the  second  window  is  part  of  the  rear- 
arch  of  an  earlier  pointed  window  ;  the  N.  doorway 
is  of  early  15th-century  date  with  modern  jambs 
and  chamfered  two-centred  arch.  The  wall  of  the 
two  E.  bays  (representing  the  former  central  tower) 
is  carried  up  as  a  clearstorey  and  has  two  early 
16th-century  windows,  modern  externally  and  each 
of  two  trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head.  The  S. 
arcade  is  of  six  bays  (Plate,  p.  110)  ;  the  three 
eastern  bays  are  of  early  16th-century  date  and  of 
detail  similar  to  the  chancel-arch  ;  the  three  W. 
bays  are  of  the  13th-century,  with  two-centred 
arches  of  one  chamfered  order  ;  the  three  W. 
columns  aie  octagonal  with  moulded  capitals  and 
bases,  octagonal  to  square  on  plan  ;  the  W. 
respond  has  an  attached  half-column  ;  above  the 
two  W.  piers  of  the  13th-century  work  are  two 
12th-century  windows  (Plate,  p.  110),  each  of  one 
round-headed  light  and  blocked  when  the  arcade 
was  built  but  now  partly  opened-out  again  ;  there 
are  parts  of  a  similar  window  above  the  third  pier 
from  the  E.  ;  the  comparatively  low  level  of  these 
windows  implies  that  the  12th-century  nave  was 
aisleless  ;  the  two  E.  bays  of  the  wall  are  carried 


up  as  a  clearstorey  and  have  two  windows  similar 
to  those  of  the  N.  clearstorey. 

The  South  Aisle  (17|  ft.  wide)  has  a  modern 
embattled  parapet  but  old  carved  heads  at  the 
level  of  the  string-course.  In  the  S.  wall  are  five 
windows  all  modern  except  the  early  16th-century 
splays  and  four-centred  rear-arches  ;  between  the 
fourth  and  fifth  windows  is  the  early  16th-century 
S.  doorway  with  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label  ;  further  E.  is  a  small  early  16th-century 
doorway  to  the  staircase  to  the  room  above  the 
porch  ;  it  has  moulded  jambs  and  four-centred 
head.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  similar  to  those 
in  the  S.  wall  ;  below  it  is  an  early  15th-century 
doorway,  now  blocked,  and  with  moulded  jambs; 
two-centred  arch  and  label. 

The  West  Tower  (\A\  ft.  square)  is  of  the  15th 
century,  and  was  finished  c.  1470  ;  it  is  of  four 
stages  with  a  moulded  plinth  and  embattled 
chequer- work  parapet  with  octagonal  turrets  at 
the  angles  continued  down  to  the  base  of  the  bell- 
chamber  and  capped  with  docketed  pinnacles 
(Plate,  p.  97).  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of 
three  orders,  the  two  outer  chamfered  and 
continuous  and  the  inner  resting  on  attached 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases.  The 
W.  window  is  modern  except  the  splays  and 
two-centred  rear-arch ;  the  W.  doorway  has 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  a  defaced  label  and  spandrels 
enclosing  two  shields,  one  with  a  cross  of 
St.  George  and  one  defaced  ;  flanking  the 
doorway  are  two  carved  head-corbels.  The 
doorway  to  the  turret-staircase,  in  the  splayed 
S.W.  angle,  has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label  ;  above  it  is  a  second  doorway  with 
rebated  and  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  ;  it  is  now  blocked,  but  formerly  opened  on 
to  a  ringing-gallery,  of  which  four  corbels  remain. 
Flanking  the  W.  window  externally  are  two  much- 
weathered  niches  with  two-centred  heads  and  square 
moulded  labels.  On  the  S.  wall  of  the  ground- 
stage,  externally,  is  a  row  of  corbels,  of  doubtful 
purpose,  but  resembling  those  of  a  pent  roof.  The 
N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each 
a  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  except  for  the  N. 
window  all  have  been  completely  restored  externally 
below  the  N.  and  S.  windows  are  much-weathered 
niches  with  cinquefoiled  heads  and  square  labels. 
The  third  stage  has  in  both  the  E.  and  W.  walls 
a  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  four- 
centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  there  are 
modern  clock-faces  in  the  N.  and  S.  walls.  The 
bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of  three 
cinquefoiled  lights  with  intersecting  tracery  in  a 
four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  S. 
and  W.  windows  are  much  restored. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  early  16th-century  date, 
and  of  two  storeys  with  an  embattled  parapet  of

The  four-centred  outer  arch- 
way is  of  two  moulded  orders,  the  outer  continuous 
and  the  inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  there  is  also  a  moulded 
label  ;  the  archway  has  been  much  restored  in 
cement.  The  upper  storey  has  a  window  of  one 
four-centred  light  in  a  square  head,  restored  in 
cement.  The  side  walls  of  the  lower  storey  have 
each  a  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label,  all  much  decayed  ; 
higher  up  in  the  W.  wall  is  a  plain  loop. 

The  Roof  of  the  ground-stage  of  the  tower  has 
moulded  main  timbers,  plain  joists  and  a  square 
bell-way,  all  of  the  15th  century. 

Fittings — Coffin-lid:  In  nave — in  N.W.  angle, 
with  hollow-chamfered  edge  and  raised  cross,  13th- 
century.  Door  (Plate,pp.4-5) :  InS.  doorway — of  five 
upright  panels  with  embattled  rails,  panels  carved 
with  trefoiled  ogee  arches  and  crocheted  finials, 
quatrefoils  in  lowest  tier,  early  16th-century.  Font: 
octagonal  bowl  with  concave  panelled  faces,  six 
carved  with,  a  rose  (twice),  a  heart  with  two  crossed 
spears,  a  shield  with  a  cheveron  between  three  fleurs-de- 
lis,  a  defaced  crucifix  and  a  dimidiated  Tudor  rose 
and  pomegranate,  square  stem  with  attached  shafts 
at  angles  having  moulded  bases,  early  16th-century. 
Glass  :  In  S.  chapel — in  E.  window,  twelve  panels 
with  figure-subjects,  (a)  Elijah's  sacrifice  ;  (b)  the 
Virgin  and  Child  enthroned  ;  (c)  Christ  and  St.  John 
the  Baptist ;  (d)  the  Building  of  the  Temple ;  (e)  Jesse 
enthroned  with  his  Tree  behind  ;  (/)  Christ  before 
Caiaphas  ;  (g)  Christ  appearing  to  the  disciples  after 
the  Resurrection  ;  (h)  David  and  the  Anointing  of 
Solomon  ;  (i)  Elisha  and  the  Shunammite's  son  ; 
(j)  The  Temptation  (Plate,  pp.  xliv-v) ;  (k)  the  Ecce 
Homo  ;  (/)  the  Three  Children  in  the  fiery  furnace ; 
glass  all  foreign  ;  (/)  and  (g)  possibly  17th-century, 
rest  16th-century.  Monuments  :  In  nave — on  N. 
wall,  (1)  to  Mary  (Cocke)  wife  of  Richard  Davies, 
1623,  alabaster  and  black  marble  tablet  with  side 
pilasters  and  achievement-of-arms.  In  churchyard 
— E.  side,  (2)  to  Dorothy  Freeborne,  1641,  and 
Samuel  her  husband  1658  (?),  table-tomb.  Niche  : 
In  S.  chapel — in  E.  wall,  with  head  broken  away, 
date  uncertain.  In  nave — in  face  of  W.  pier  of 
arcade,  small  with  four-centred  head,  15th-century. 
See  also  Architectural  Description,  under  Tower. 
Panelling:  In  nave — framed  on  N.  wall,  two  long 
portions  of  oak  panelling,  probably  from  chest, 
(a)  upper  part  of  winged  beast  or  beasts  with 
intertwined  necks  ;  (b)  elaborate  window-tracery, 
both  probably  foreign,  c.  1500.  Piscina  :  In  S. 
chapel — in  S.  wall,  with  flat  cinquefoiled  head, 
drain  broken,  c.  1500.  Plate  :  includes  large  cup 
of  1668.  Stoup  :  In  S.  porch — with  four-centred 
head,  bowl  destroyed,  c.  1500.  Miscellanea  :  In 
churchyard — fragments  of  window-tracery,  worked 
stones,  etc.,  15th  and  early  16th-century. 

Condition — Good,  but  much  decay  in  external 
stonework ;  porch  recently  restored. 


Secular  : — 

b(2).  Prittlewell  Priory,  house,  walls  and 
foundations,  550  yards  N.  of  the  church.  The 
Priory  was  founded  for  Cluniac  monks  as  a 
cell  to  Lewes,  at  the  end  of  the  11th  or  beginning 
of  the  12th  century.  It  was  dissolved  in  1536. 
Of  the  existing  remains  the  N.  wall  of  the  Prater 
was  built  late  in  the  12th  century.  The  remaining 
parts  of  the  W.  range  are  apparently  of  the  15th 
century.  There  is  no  evidence  of  the  date  of  the 
foundations  and  remaining  fragments  of  the  church. 
The  church  and  E.  range  were  destroyed  probably 
soon  after  the  dissolution.  The  W.  and  S.  ranges 
were  turned  into  a  house  and  very  much  altered. 
Extensive  18th-century  or  modern  additions  were 
made  on  the  W.  side.  The  building  has  recently 
been  completely  restored,  the  Frater  cleared  and 
extended  to  its  original  length,  and  the  site  of  the 
church  excavated. 

The  Walls  are  mainly  of  rubble  repaired  and 
partly  refaced  with  modern  brick.  The  roofs  are 
tiled. 

The  foundations  of  the  Church  are  very  indeter- 
minate as  to  the  E.  end ;  the  nave,  however,  had 
a  S.  aisle,  of  which  the  foundations  of  two  rectangu- 
lar piers  have  been  uncovered.  A  long  stretch  of 
foundation  on  the  N.  side  may  indicate  a  sleeper- 
wall  under  the  N.  arcade  or  a  N.  wall. 

The  Cloister  (88  ft.  E.  to  W.  by  87  ft.  N.  to  S.) 
is  bounded  on  the  N.  by  a  rubble  wall  which  is 
mainly  a  part  of  the  S.  wall  of  the  church  con- 
siderably patched  ;  there  are  slight  indications 
of  the  position  of  the  western  processional  entrance. 

The  Frater  (76  ft.  by  26  ft.)  has  modern  walls 
built  on  the  old  foundations,  except  on  part  of  the 
N.  side.  In  this  wall  is  a  late  12th-century  door- 
way (Plate,  p.  121),  considerably  restored,  with  a 
two-centred  arch  of  two  moulded  orders  enriched 
with  cheveron  and  dog-tooth  ornament  ;  the 
moulded  jambs  have  each  a  restored  free  shaft 
with  moulded  and  foliated  bell-capital  and  square 
abacus  ;  above  is  an  offset  for  the  cloister  roof,  and 
further  E.  one  original  corbel  of  the  same  roof. 
Near  the  middle  of  the  wall  externally  is  a  patch 
of  brick-blocking  with  one  stopped  jamb  of  stone 
on  the  W.  side  and  possibly  representing  the 
lavatory.  Higher  in  the  wall  is  a  range  of  small 
pointed  windows  all  modern  except  one,  which  has  a 
moulded  trefoiled  head,  shafted  splays  with 
moulded  imposts  and  a  moulded  rear-arch  with 
dog-tooth  ornament.  Reset  on  the  internal  wall 
further  W.  is  a  section  of  a  large  moulded  arch 
with  nail-head  ornament.  The  roof  of  the  frater 
is  mainly  of  early  15th-century  date,  with  king- 
post trusses,  moulded  tie-beams,  rebated  king- 
posts and  four-way  struts. 

The  West  Range  has  on  the  ground-floor  two 
barrel-vaulted  chambers  and  half  of  a  third  probably 
of  15th-century  date ;  in  the  S.  wall  of  the 
southernmost   is  a  15th-century  doorway  with   a 
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four-centred  head.  The  upper  floor  of  the  W.  range 
is  timber-framed,  with  modern  windows  of  the 
old  design  and  a  15th-century  roof  (Plate,  p.  Ill) 
of  five  bays  with  two  original  king-post  trusses, 
double  chamfered  tie-beams,  octagonal  king-posts 
with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  and  four-way 
struts  ;  the  rafters  are  smoke-blackened.  At  the 
N.  end  is  a  reset  16th-century  fireplace  with 
moulded  jambs  and  four-centred  arch  in  a  square 
head. 

Preserved  in  the  building  are  many  worked  and 
moulded  stones  from  the  12th  to  the  15th  century, 
including  coupled  column-caps,  cusped  panelling, 
dog-tooth  ornament,  etc.  There  is  also  a  stone 
coffin. 

Condition — Good. 

c(3).  Porters,  house  (Plate,  p.  114),  70  yards  S. 
of  All  Saints'  Church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics 
and  basement.  The  walls  are  of  brick  with  some 
stone  dressings  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Parts  of  the 
house  are  of  early  16th-century  date,  but  it  was 
completed  or  extensively  rebuilt  towards  the  end 
of  the  same  century.  The  original  house  was 
built  probably  on  a  half  H-shaped  plan  v/ith  the 
cross-wings  extending  towards  the  S.,  but  the 
space  between  the  cross-wings  was  apparently 
filled  in  at  the  rebuilding  and  an  entrance  porch 
built  on  the  N.  front.  In  the  17th  century  a 
small  addition  was  made  on  the  middle  of  the 
W.  front,  and  there  are  traces  of  a  corresponding 
addition  on  the  E.  side  ;  modern  alterations  include 
the  building  of  a  porch  at  the  S.W.  corner. 

Elevations — The  N.  Front  has  a  moulded  plinth, 
which  is  continued  round  the  building,  and  is 
gabled  at  either  end.  The  E.  gable  has  an  original 
transomed  and  mullioned  window  to  both  the 
ground  and  first  floors  and  a  three-light  window 
to  the  attics  ;  the  W.  gable  is  similar,  but  the  two 
lower  windows  are  of  four  lights.  The  porch  has 
a  square-headed  entrance  with  a  moulded  oak 
frame  with  moulded  base  and  stops  set  in  a 
brick  opening  with  splayed  jambs  and  head ;  in 
each  of  the  side  walls  is  a  two-light  window  of 
brick ;  the  inner  doorway  is  chamfered  but  other- 
wise similar  to  the  entrance,  but  set  in  chamfered 
brick,  and  has  an  original  door  of  three  long 
panels.  Lighting  the  hall  are  two  late  16th- 
century  windows,  one  of  three  the  other  of 
five  transomed  lights,  but  the  windows  to  the 
upper  floors  of  the  central  block  are  modern,  as 
is  the  gable  of  the  porch.  On  the  E.  Front  is 
a  rectangular  chimney-stack  with  three  diagonal 
shafts.  The  5.  Front  is  similar  in  arrangement  to 
the  N.  front,  but  only  the  windows  in  the  gables 
and  those  in  the  main  block  are  original.  The 
W.  Front  has  three  original  windows  and  an  original 
chimney-stack  with  three  diagonal  shafts.  The 
chimney-stack  in  the  middle  of  the  main  block  has 
three  detached  diagonal  shafts. 


Interior — The  Hall  (Plate,  p.  HI)  has  exposed 
ceiling-beams,  and  in  the  S.  wall  is  a  late  16th- 
century  stone  fireplace  (Plate,  p.  65)  with  a 
straight-sided  four-centred  head  and  small  shields 
and  carved  leaves  in  the  spandrels,  above  the 
opening  is  a  frieze  carved  with  masks  and 
acanthus  leaves  which  terminate  in  half-figures 
supporting  a  cartouche  of  strapwork.  The  walls 
are  lined  with  early  16th-century  linen-fold 
panelling  with  some  modern  work  and  incorporating 
five  early  16th-century  panels  of  foreign  workman- 
ship (probably  French),  each  carved  in  bold  relief 
with  the  figure  of  a  king  and  retaining  traces  of 
colour.  In  the  early  17th-century  panelled  screen 
at  the  W.  end  of  the  hall  are  two  doorways  with 
flat  heads  and  arched  angles,  carved  spandrels  and 
fluted  pilasters  at  the  sides.  At  the  S.  end  of 
the  '  screens '  is  a  moulded  square-headed  doorway 
with  a  17th-century  door.  The  room  in  the  S.E. 
angle  of  the  house  has  a  fireplace  of  similar  design 
to  that  in  the  hall  but  with  a  less  elaborately 
carved  frieze.  Adjoining  the  modern  E.  staircase 
is  a  central-newel  staircase  with  a  double  row  of 
early  17th-century  turned  balusters  at  the  first- 
floor  landing  ;  the  17th-century  door  to  the  cellar 
stairs  has  large  strap-hinges.  The  Kitchen  has 
the  timber-framing  and  ceiling-beams  exposed  ; 
the  fireplace  has  a  wide  four-centred  head,  and 
the  door  has  an  old  fleur-de-lis  hinge  and  a 
grating.  On  the  First  Floor,  the  rooms  in  the 
E.  wing  and  above  the  hall  have  fireplaces  of 
similar  design  to  that  in  the  S.E.  room  on  the 
ground-floor,  but  with  varying  detail.  The  room 
above  the  kitchen  has  a  fireplace  with  a  moulded 
four-centred  arch  and  in  the  E.  wall  a  moulded 
square-headed  doorway.  I  he  roofs  are  of  collar- 
beam  type  with  braced  purlins ;  that  over  the 
main  block  has  curved  braces  to  the  principals. 
Condition — Good. 


Monuments   (4-12). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Con  dition  — Good . 

*(4).  House,  now  two  shops  (Plate,  p.  xl),  on 
W.  side  of  North  Street,  50  yards  W.  of  the 
church,  was  built  early  in  the  16th  century  on  a 
half  H-shaped  plan  with  the  cross-wings  extending 
towards  the  W.  A  cart-way  through  the  N.  end 
of  the  central  block  was  made  probably  at  some 
later  date.  The  upper  storey  of  the  cross-wings 
originally  projected  on  the  E.  front  and  at  the 
W.  end  of  the  N.  wing,  but  two  of  these  projections 
have  been  underbuilt.  Inside  the  building  some 
of  the  constructional  timbers  are  exposed. 
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6 (5).  S/zo/>,  20  yards  S.  of  (4)  is  a  fragment  of 
a  16th-century  house  which  was  added  to,  on  the 
E.  side,  in  the  following  century.  On  the  S.  side  of 
the  earlier  building  the  timber-framing  is  exposed, 
and  in  the  party  wall  is  a  blocked  three-light  window 
with  moulded  frame  and  mullions. 

*(6).  Deeds  Cottages,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),now 
a  bank  and  shop,  at  corner  of  North  Street  and 
West  Street  and  immediately  S.  of  (5),  is  of 
weather-boarded  timber-framing.  It  was  built  in 
the  16th  century,  but  has  been  much  altered. 

a(7).  Great  Folly,  house,  about  \\  m.  W.  of  the 
church,  has  been  much  altered,  and  added  to  on 
the  S.  and  W.  Inside  the  building  is  an  original 
staircase,  now  blocked. 

a(8).  Coleman's  Farm,  house,  nearly  1  m.  N.W. 
the  church,  has  modern  additions  on  the  N.  and  S. 

a(9).  WhitchouseFarm,  house,  nearly  1  m.  N.N.W. 
of  the  church,  has  modern  additions  on  the  E. 
The  upper  storey  projects  on  the  W.  front. 

*(10).  Temple  Farm,  house,  about  1  m.  N.N.E.  of 
the  church,  has  timber-framed  walls  partly  weather- 
boarded  and  partly  covered  with  plaster.  The  main 
part  of  the  building  is  (if  16th-century  date  and 
L-shaped  on  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.  and  E.,  but  it  has  been  considerably  altered 
and  added  to.  Inside  the  E.  wing  of  the  house 
is  an  original  doorway  with  a  four-centred  head. 


*(11).  Hamstel,  house,  nearly  1J  m.  E.  of  the 
church,  has  modern  additions  on  the  N. 

6(12).  Cooper's  Farm,  house,  about  1  m.  N.E.  of 
the  church,  was  built  probably  c.  1600.  The 
upper  storey  projects  at  the  back.  Inside  the 
building  two  rooms  are  lined  with  early  17th- 
century  panelling  and  there  is  an  original  stone 
fireplace  with  moulded  jambs  and  four-centred 
head. 

Unclassified : — 

6(13).  Camp,  S.E.  of  Fossett's  Farm,  1  m.  N.E. 
of  the  church,  is  situated  on  ground  which  slopes 
gently  towards  the  N.  and  is  not  far  from  the  head 
of  a  creek  of  the  River  Roach.  It  is  roughly  elliptical 
on  plan,  and  measures  about  800  ft.  from  N.  to  S. 
and  650  ft.  from  E.  to  W.  ;  at  the  S.E.  corner  is  an 
irregularly-shaped  mound.  The  defences  consisted 
of  a  rampart  and  dry  ditch,  but  though  the  outline 
can  be  traced  as  an  undulation  in  the  fields  for 
the  greater  part  of  its  circumference,  it  is  only  at 
the  S.W.  corner  that  the  rampart  and  ditch  are 
well  defined. 

Condition — Fairly  good  ;  the  ditch  on  the  W. 
side  is  gradually  being  filled  in,  and  the  mound, 
which  is  said  to  have  been  considerably  lowered, 
is  enclosed  in  a  small  plantation. 
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68.   PURLEIGH.     (E.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  («>lxi.  N.E.  Wlxii.  N.W.) 

Purleigh  is  a  parish  3 \  m.  S.  of  Maldon.  The 
church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  stands 
about  the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are 
of  ragstone,  septaria  and  flint  rubble.  The  chancel 
and  tower  have  courses  of  14th-century  bricks 
with  a  partly  glazed  surface  ;  the  porch  is  of  red 
brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  The  whole  church,  consisting  of  Chancel, 
Nave,  North  and  South  Aisles  and  West  Tower, 
was  rebuilt  in  the  14th-century,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  W.  wall  of  the  nave  ;  the  work 
was  begun  early  in  the  century,  the  tower 
being  the  latest  part  undertaken.  Early  in  the 
16th  century  the  South  Porch  was  added.  In 
the  18th  century  the  N.  and  W.  walls  of  the 
N.  aisle  were  rebuilt.  The  church  was  restored  in 
the  19th  century,  when  the  chancel-arch  and  the 
upper  part  of  the  S.  arcade  were  reconstructed 
and  the  walls  of  the  aisles  partly  rebuilt. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (34  ft. 
by  13  ft.)  has  a  14th-century  E.  window  of  three 
cinquef oiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  with  moulded  rear-arch  and  labels.  In  the 
N.  wall  are  two  14th-century  windows,  each  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  a  sexfoiled  spandrel 
in  a  two-centred  head  with  moulded  rear-arch 
and  labels.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  similar  windows, 
and  between  them  is  a  doorway  probably  of  the 
same  date,  now  blocked.     The  four-centred  chancel- 


arch  is  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  responds 
have  moulded  capitals  ;  the  work  is  of  the  15th 
century,  reconstructed  in  modern  times. 

The  Nave  (47  ft.  by  24  ft.)  has  an  early  14th- 
century  N.  arcade  of  three  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  octagonal 
columns  have  moulded  capitals  and  bases  and  the 
responds  have  attached  half-columns.  Below  the 
capitals  of  the  E.  respond  and  the  easternmost 
pier  are  carved  shields  of  the  arms  of  Brianzon — 
gyronny  of  twelve  pieces  with  a  bend  over  all,  both 
mutilated.  The  S.  arcade  is  of  similar  date  and 
detail  to  the  N.  arcade,  except  that  the  orders  of 
the  arches  die  on  to  octagonal  tas-de-charge  ;  the 
arches  have  been  partly  reconstructed.  There  is  a 
set-off  in  the  W.  wall,  which  may  indicate  that 
the  lower  part  is  of  earlier  date  than  the  14th 
century. 

The  North  Aisle  (8  ft.  wide)  has  a  14th-century 
E.  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  ogee  lights  with  a 
cusped  spandrel  in  a  two-centred  head  with 
moulded  labels  and  rear-arch.  In  the  N.  wall  are 
two  windows,  the  eastern  is  of  late  14th-century 
date,  much  restored,  and  of  three  cinquefoiled 
ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label  ;  the  western  window  is  of  the  15th 
century,  much  restored,  and  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  segmental  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;  between  the  windows  is 
the  14th-century  N.  doorway  with  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch  of  two  orders,  one  moulded  and  one 
chamfered  ;    the  label  is  moulded. 

The  South  Aisle  (9  ft.  wide)  has  an  E.  window 
similar  to  the  E.  window  of  the  N.  aisle,  but  with 
head-stops  to  the  labels.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window 
similar  to  the  corresponding  window  in   the  N. 
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aisle  and  also  much  restored  ;  further  W.  is  the 
14th-century  S.  doorway,  with  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch  of  two  moulded  orders  with  a  moulded 
label  and  head-stops.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window 
all  modern  except  the  splays  and  moulded  rear- 
arch. 

The  West  Tower  (\2\  ft.  square)  is  of  mid  14th- 
century  date  and  of  four  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet.  The  lower  part  has  alternate  courses 
of  knapped  flint  and  ragstone,  and  the  buttresses 
have  small  crosses  in  knapped  flint,  with  flowered 
ends.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  two 
chamfered  orders,  the  inner  dying  on  the  responds. 
The  W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred 
arch  and  label  with  head-stops.  The  N.,  S.  and 
W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each  a  window 
of  two  trefoiled  lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two- 
centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  and  head- 
stops.  The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  third  stage 
have  each  a  window  of  two  trefoiled  ogee  lights 
with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  similar 
window.  On  the  E.  wall  is  the  weathering  of  the 
former  roof  of  the  nave. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  red  brick  and  of  early  16th- 
century  date.  The  outer  archway  has  chamfered 
jambs  and  four-centred  arch.  The  timber-framed 
gable  is  mostly  modern,  but  incorporates  parts  of  a 
moulded  tie-beam.  In  the  E.  wall  is  a  window  of 
two  four-centred  lights  in  a  four-centred  head.  In 
the  W.  wall  is  a  window  of  one  four-centred  light. 

The  Roof  of  the  porch  is  of  early  16th-century 
date  and  has  moulded  tie-beams,  wall-plates, 
plain  collar-beams  and  restored  central  purlin. 

Fittings— Bells :  five,  2nd  to  5th  by  Miles 
Graye,  1636.  Brasses:  In  chancel — (1)  to  Margaret 
(Rande),  wife  of  John  Freake,  rector,  1592,  inscrip- 
tion only  ;  (2)  to  Cecily,  widow  of  Edmund  Freake, 
bishop  of  Worcester,  1599,  inscription  only;  (3) 
to  John  Freake,  B.D.,  rector  of  Purleigh  and 
archdeacon  of  Norwich,  1604,  inscription  only ; 
Chest:  In  N.  aisle  —  iron-bound,  17th-century. 
Communion  Rails :  with  moulded  rail  and  turned 
balusters,  late  17th  or  early  18th-century.  Door  : 
In  S.  doorway — of  nail-studded  overlapping  battens 
with  strap-hinges  and  domed  scutcheon-plate, 
14th-century.  Glass:  In  chancel — in  E.  window, 
fragments  of  border,  etc.  ;  in  N.  and  S.  windows, 
tabernacle-work,  borders,  etc.,  in  situ,  14th-century. 
In  N.  aisle — in  E.  window,  roundel  and  black  and 
white  foliage  in  spandrel,  in  situ,  probably  late 
14th-century ;  in  N.  windows,  tabernacle-work, 
crowns  and  fragments  of  border,  late  14th-century, 
in  situ.  In  S.  aisle — in  E.  window,  leopard's  head 
(Plate,  pp.  xliv-v)  and  foliage,  14th-century;  in 
S.  window,  tabernacle-work,  late  14th-century. 
Locker :  In  chancel — in  N.  wall,  rectangular  recess, 
date  uncertain.  Monument  and  Floor -slab. 
Monument:  in  churchyard  —  S.  side,  to  John 
Strange,      1688,     brick     table-tomb     with     three 


achievements-of-arms.  Floor-slab  :  In  chancel — 
now  covered  by  seating,  but  said  to  be  to 
Elizabeth  Burton,  1624.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel — 
with  moulded  jambs  and  cinquefoiled  head,  partly 
restored,  quatref oiled  drain,  14th-century.  In  S. 
aisle — in  S.  wall,  with  triangular  head  and  broken 
drain,  15th-century.  Pulpit:  hexagonal,  angles 
enriched  with  fruit  and  foliage,  enriched  panels 
to  sides,  carved  and  moulded  cornice,  staircase 
with  turned  and  twisted  balusters,  tapering  stem 
and  moulded  base,  c.  1700.  Recess  :  In  chancel — 
in  N.  wall,  with  moulded  segmental-pointed  arch, 
14th-century,  label  destroyed,  probably  tomb- 
recess.  Sedilia  :  In  chancel — -in  range  with  piscina, 
of  three  bays  with  moulded  jambs  and  cinquefoiled 
heads,  14th-century,  partly  restored.  Table  :  In 
tower — with  turned  legs  and  plain  rails,  17th- 
century.  Miscellanea  :  In  chancel — in  recess, 
small  stone  inscribed  S.H.  ob.  Jan.  3,  1712-13 
Ag.  48 ;  on  sill  of  N.E.  window,  carved  and 
moulded  stones,  head-stop  to  label,  14th-century  ; 
stone  with  cheveron  ornament,  12th-century ; 
fragments  of  patterned  tiles  ;  loose  quatrefoil  of 
glass  similar  to  that  in  N.E.  window  of  N.  aisle. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

b{2).  Moated  Mound,  350  yards  S.S.W.  of  the 
church,  is  flat-topped  and  about  250  ft.  in  diameter 
at  the  base.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  ditch  with  a 
strong  rampart  on  the  counter-scarp,  except  on 
the  N.  side.  There  are  slight  indications  of  two 
short  lengths  of  rampart  extending  towards  the  N. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

"(3).  Homestead  Moat  at  Wickham's  Farm, 
about  2\  m.  W.  of  the  church. 

6(4).  Barons,  house,  about  250  yards  N.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  pro- 
bably in  the  17th  century  and  has  cross-wings  at 
the  E.  and  W.  ends.  Inside  the  building  some  of 
the  ceiling-beams  and  joints  are  exposed. 

Condition — Good. 


69.   RAINHAM.    (A.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.   Wlxxiv.  S.E.  Wlxxv.  S.W.) 

Rainham  is  a  parish  and  village  5  m.  E.  of 
Barking.     The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

"(1).  Parish  Church  of  SS.  Helen  and  Giles 
stands  in  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  septaria 
and  flint-rubble,  with  limestone  dressings ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  whole  church,  including 
Chancel,  Nave,  North  and  South  Aisles  and  West 
Tower,  was  built  c.  1170.  The  N.  wall  of  the  chan- 
cel, from  its  thickness  and  material,  was  probably 
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rebuilt  in  the  13th  or  14th  century,  and  at  some 
period  the  chancel-arch  was  widened.  The  top 
stage  of  the  tower  was  built  in  the  13th  century, 
but  was  largely  reconstructed  in  the  16th  century, 
when  the  diagonal  buttresses  were  added  to  the 
lower  part.  There  appears  to  have  been  a  15th- 
century  vestry  on  the  N.  side  of  the  chancel,  but 
it  no  longer  exists.  The  church  was  restored  in 
the  19th  century  and  the  South  Porch  is  modern. 

The  church  is  of  considerable  architectural 
interest. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (3L|  ft. 
by  19f  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  three  round-headed 
windows,  all  modern  except  some  reused  stones  in 
the  outer  splays  of  the  outermost  windows  ;  above 
them  is  a  circular  window  flanked  by  two  round- 
headed  windows,  all  restored  externally,  but  with 
12th-century  splays  and  rear- arches  ;  below  the 
circular  window  are  traces  of  the  two-centred  rear- 
arch  of  a  window,  probably  of  the  15th  century. 
In  the  N.  wall  is  a  single-light  window,  all  modern 
except  some  stones  in  the  W.  splay  ;  E.  of  it  is 
part  of  the  E.  splay  of  a  window,  of  uncertain 
date  ;  W.  of  the  existing  window  is  a  blocked 
doorway,  probably  of  15th-century  date,  with  a 
segmental-pointed  rear-arch  on  the  outside  face. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  three  lancet-windows,  all  modern 
except  the  13th-century  splays  and  rear-arches  of 
the  two  W.  windows  and  the  W.  splays  of  the 
easternmost ;  E.  of  the  easternmost  window,  which 
also  replaces  a  former  larger  window  of  the  14th 
century,  is  the  E.  splay  and  part  of  the  round 
head  of  a  destroyed  1 2th-century  window  ;  between 
the  two  western  windows  is  a  late  12th-century 
doorway  (Plate,  p.  120)  with  a  semi-circular  arch  of 
two  orders  enriched  with  cheveron  ornament  and 
with  a  label  carved  with  nail-head  ornament  ;  the 
jambs  have  each  an  attached  shaft  with  the  capital 


carved  with  water-leaf  and  a  grotesque  face  ;  the 
lower  parts  of  the  jambs  have  been  restored.  The 
late  12th-century  chancel-arch  (Plate,  p.  115)  has 
probably  been  widened ;  the  slightly  distorted 
semi-circular  arch  is  of  two  orders  on  the  W.  face, 
the  inner  plain  and  the  outer  with  cheveron  orna- 
ment ;  there  is  a  shallow  chamfered  label  on  the  W. 
face  ;  the  responds  have  scalloped  capitals  and 
moulded  abaci  continued  along  the  E.  face  as  a 
string-course  ;  N.  of  the  W.  face  is  a  moulded  13th- 
century  wall-arch  with  a  moulded  label,  a  similar 
arch  adjoins  it  on  the  N.  wall  of  the  nave  ;  under 
the  first  wall-arch  is  a  loop-squint  to  the  nave, 
now  blocked  ;  S.  of  the  chancel-arch  the  lower 
part  of  the  wall  has  been  cut  back  on  the  W.  side, 
and  in  it  is  a  15th-century  squint  with  a  segmental- 
pointed  head  ;  above  it  the  abacus  of  the  chancel- 
arch  is  continued,  as  a  string-course,  to  meet  the 
label  of  the  E.  arch  of  the  S.  arcade  ;  above  this 
is  the  early  16th-century  upper  doorway  to  the 
rood-loft  staircase  ;  it  has  a  square  head  with  a 
wood  lintel. 

The  Nave  (39  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  N.  and  S.  arcades 
(Plate,  p.  115)  of  c.  1170,  with  round  arches  of  one 
plain  order  with  chamfered  labels  on  the  nave  side 
and  towards  the  S.  aisle  ;  the  square  piers  have 
chamfered  plinths  and  scalloped  capitals  with 
moulded  abaci  ;  the  piers  have  attached  shafts  at 
the  angles,  each  with  a  moulded  band  except 
the  northern  shafts  of  the  N.  arcade  and  the  S. 
shaft  of  the  S.E.  respond  ;  the  responds  are  half- 
piers,  but  the  W.  responds  have  no  shafts  ;  the 
mouldings  of  the  capitals  and  abaci  are  continued 
along  the  W.  wall  and  returned  round  the  tower- 
arch.  The  clearstorey  has  on  each  side  three 
windows  with  12th-century  angles  to  the  splays 
and  segmental-pointed  rear-arches,  probably  of  the 
13th   century ;    the    17th  or    18th-century   outer 
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stonework,  of  pointed  oval  form,  is  possibly  a 
restoration  of  a  13th-century  enlargement  of  the 
original  openings,  and  has  a  cusp  cut  in  the 
middle  of  each  side. 

The  North  Aisle  (7£  ft.  wide)  has  an  E.  window, 
all  modern  except  the  rear-arch  and  N.  splay, 
which  are  probably  of  late  15th  or  early  16th- 
century  date.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows, 
the  eastern  of  the  14th  century  and  of  two  tref oiled 
ogee  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label ; 
the  western  window  is  a  single  12th-century  light 
with  a  round  head  ;  further  W.  is  the  12th-century 
N.  doorway,  with  a  segmental  arch  and  the  W. 
jamb  of  brick,  both  of  c.  1600  ;  it  has  a  round 
rear-arch  and  moulded  imposts.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  a  window  similar  to  the  western  window  in  the 
N.  wall. 

The  South  Aisle  (7£  ft.  wide)  has  an  E.  window 
all  modern  except  some  stones  in  the  two-centred 
rear-arch  which  are  possibly  of  the  14th  century. 
In  the  N.  wall,  E.  of  the  arcade,  is  the  early  16th- 
century  lower  doorway  to  the  rood-loft  staircase, 
with  a  rebated  wooden  frame  and  square  head. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows  similar  to  the 
corresponding  windows  in  the  N.  aisle,  but  the 
western  one  is  entirely  modern  and  the  other 
largely  restored  ;  further  W.  is  the  S.  doorway, 
all  modern  except  the  splays,  rear-arch  and  part 
of  a  round  12th-century  inner  order  ;  one  internal 
voussoir  is  carved  with  diaper  ornament.  In 
the  W.  wall  is  a  window  all  modern  except  part 
of  the  splays,  which  are  possibly  of  the  14th 
century. 

The  West  Tower  (15|  ft.  square)  is  of  three 
stages  externally  but  of  two  storeys  internally  ; 
it  has  a  16th-century  embattled  parapet  of  brick 
and  a  low  pyramidal  roof.  The  12th-century 
tower-arch  is  of  one  plain  round  order  and  the 
responds  have  imposts  continued  round  from  the 
arcades.  The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  have  each  a 
12th-century  window  of  one  round-headed  light, 
restored  externally.  The  bell-chamber  has  in 
each  wall  two  narrow  brick  windows,  probably 
of  the  date  of  the  parapet  ;  one  window  on  the  W. 
is  blocked. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  the  15th  century, 
and  of  two  bays  with  tie-beams,  king-posts  with 
four-way  struts  under  a  central  purlin  and  wall- 
plates  with  modern  cornices.  The  modern  gabled 
roof  of  the  S.  aisle  incorporates  some  old  material. 

Fittings — Bells  :  three  ;  1st  by  Thomas  Bartlet, 
1618 ;  2nd  and  3rd  by  John  Hodson,  1670.  Brasses  : 
In  chancel — (1)  to  Mary,  wife  of  Anthony  Rat  cliff  e, 
1630,  inscription  only  ;  (2)  to  Katherine,  widow 
successively  of  George  Frith  and  Robert  Hollden, 
1612,  achievement-of-arms  and  inscription.  In 
nave — (3)  of  civilian  in  fur-lined  gown  and  wife  in 
pedimental  head-dress,  c.  1500,  with  two  shields- 
of-arms — {a)  a  griffon  quartering  a  molet  impaling 
a  defaced  charge  quartering  a  cheveron  engrailed 


between  three  molets ;  (b)  a  griffon  impaling  a 
cheveron  engrailed  between  three  molets  ;  (4)  in  S. 
aisle — of  woman  in  butterfly  head-dress,  c.  1480, 
and  two  shields-of-arms — (a)  a  griffon  charged 
with  three  bars  ;  (b)  a  molet  and  a  border,  indent 
of  figure  of  husband  and  inscription -plate. 
Chest  (Plate,  p.  xliii)  :  In  N.  aisle — covered  with 
leather  and  iron  strap-work  and  with  semi- 
hexagonal  lid,  three  hasps,  16th-century.  Coffin- 
lids  :  In  churchyard — W.  of  tower  (1)  coped, 
with  remains  of  raised  lozenges  ;  (2)  and  (3)  with 
moulded  edges  and  remains  of  crosses,  all  13th- 
century,  much  damaged.  Door  :  In  N.  doorway 
of  three  battens  with  remains  of  one  ornamental 
iron  hinge,  late  12th  or  early  13th-century.  Font  : 
roughly  circular  bowl  with  chamfered  under-edge 
and  two  projecting  lobes,  one  broken,  for  fastening, 
12th-century  ;  octagonal  stem  with  trefoil-headed 
panels  on  four  sides  and  panelled  buttresses  on  the 
other  four,  chamfered  base,  15th-century.  Locker: 
In  chancel — in  S.  wall,  with  rebated  jambs  and 
triangular  head,  date  uncertain.  Niches :  In  nave 
— in  E.  pier  of  N.  arcade,  small  and  plastered,  with 
four-centred  head,  date  uncertain.  In  E.  respond 
of  S.  arcade,  with  rough  arched  head,  plastered 
back,  date  uncertain.  Paintings  :  In  chancel,  on 
N.  wall,  remains  of  red  foliage  and  on  N.  jamb  of  N. 
window  traces  of  red  border.  In  nave — on  N.  and 
S.  walls,  parts  of  conventional  running  borders  in 
red,  13th-century ;  on  W.  wall,  considerable  remains 
of  similar  ornament,  and  on  either  side  of  tower- 
arch  remains  of  14th-century  quatrefoils  enclosing 
flowered  crosses  ;  on  S.  wall  at  E.  end,  remains  of 
red  paint  on  both  arcades  and  remains  of  masoned 
lines  and  sexfoils  on  rear-arches  of  clearstorey 
windows.  Piscina :  In  S.  aisle — foliated  head  of 
pillar-piscina,  late  12th  or  early  13th-century,  now 
set  on  a  modern  corbel  in  front  of  an  ancient 
square  recess.  Plate :  includes  cover-paten  of 
1563,  cup  of  1652  with  baluster  stem,  and  stand- 
paten  of  1713,  dated  1714.  Scratching :  On  wall  of 
rood-loft  staircase,  large  drawing  of  ship  with  two 
masts,  16th-century.  Screen  (Plate,  p.  115): 
Between  chancel  and  nave — incorporates  15th  or 
early  16th-century  lower  halves  of  moulded  muntins 
and  door-posts,  the  latter  buttressed,  and  moulded 
middle  rail.  Seat:  In  chancel — chair  partly 
made  up  of  old  work,  including  a  15th-century 
bench-end  with  a  crouching  lion  on  the  shoulder, 
and  half  a  popey-head,  also  seat-board  and  moulded 
top-rail  of  back. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

6(2).  Daymns  Hall  (Plate,  pp.  56-7), 2§m.  E.N.E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the 
walls  are  of  brick ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
in  the  17th  century,  and  is  of  L-shaped  plan  with 
the  wings  extending  towards  the  S.  and  E.  Both 
wings  have  a  band-course  between  the  storeys  and 
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a  moulded  cornice  below  the  parapet  ;  the  E.  wing 
has  three  gables  with  moulded  copings.  In  the 
E.  end  is  a  window  with  an  original  moulded 
wooden  frame.  The  S.  doorway  has  an  original 
door  of  nine  moulded  panels.  Inside  the  building 
are  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  a  door  of  moulded 
battens. 

Condition — Good. 

"(3).  Cottage,  two  tenements,  opposite  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was 
built  in  the  second  half  of  the  17th  century,  and 
has  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  internal  timber- 
framing  and  an  original  chimney-stack. 

Condition — Good. 


70.   RAMSDEN   BELLHOUSE.     (D.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Mix.  S.E.  Wlxviii.  N.E.) 

Ramsden  Bellhouse  is  a  parish  2\  m.  E.  of 
Billericay. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  (Plate, 
pp.  xxxviii-ix)  stands  about  the  middle  of  the  parish. 
The  tower  or  belfry  and  the  S.  porch  are  timber- 
framed.  The  West  Tower  or  belfry  is  of  the  15th 
century,  and  the  South  Porchis  perhaps  of  late  14th- 
century  date.     The  rest  of  the  building  is  modern. 

Architectural  Description — The  West  Tower  is 
timber-framed,  and  consists  of  a  central  rectangular 
structure  with  the  roof  carried  down  over  annexes 
on  the  N.  and  S.  There  is  a  third  annexe  on  the 
W.  side  with  a  pent-roof.  Placed  astride  the 
main  roof  is  the  timber  bell -chamber,  surmounted 
by  a  short  octagonal  spire.  The  main  structure 
rests  on  four  oak  posts  with  curved  braces  and 
modern  added  struts.  In  the  W.  wall  of  the  W. 
annexe  is  a  1 5th-century  oak  doorway  with  moulded 
jambs  and  four-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  with 
spandre's  carved  with  foliage,  a  rose  and  a  shield. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  two-light 
window  with  modern  pointed  heads. 

The  South  Porch  is  timber-framed,  and  probably 
of  late  14th-century  date.  The  outer  archway  is 
two-centred  and  is  flanked  by  openings  with  ogee 
heads.  The  gable  has  foiled  barge-boards  and  the 
side  walls  have  modern  diamond-shaped  mullions. 
The  roof  has  one  tie-beam  with  curved  braces,  old 
rafters  and  a  central  purlin. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  has  three  tie-beams,  the 
two  western  with  plain  king-posts  ;  the  middle 
tie-beam  has  early  16th-century  twisted  foliage 
ornament  ;  the  westernmost  is  probably  of  the 
15th  century  and  the  easternmost  probably  of 
the  17th  century.  The  15th-century  roof  of  the 
nave  is  of  three  bays  with  four  king-post  trusses, 
chamfered   tie-beams    and   one   plain    and   three 


rebated  king-posts,  one  with  moulded  base  ;  the 
tie-beams  have  mortices  for  braces,  except  the 
easternmost,  which  is  probably  of  later  date. 

Fittings — Bells:  three;  1st  by  William  Land, 
1615  or  1618;  2nd  by  William  Lambert,  1638; 
3rd  by  Richard  Phelps,  1711.  Chairs  :  In  chancel 
— two,  with  carved  backs  and  front  rails,  twisted 
posts,  early  18th-century.  Chest :  In  nave — large 
and  heavily  bound  with  iron,  lid  in  two  portions, 
each  with  five  strap  and  three  link-hinges,  four 
hasps  and  staples,  two  handles  at  ends  and  two 
handles  to  lids,  probably  mediaeval.  Door :  In 
W.  doorway  of  tower — of  battens  with  fillets 
planted  on,  late  15th  or  early  16th-century.  Font : 
octagonal  stem  and  moulded  base,  15th-century, 
bowt  and  part  of  base  modern.  Font-cover : 
of  wood  with  eight  voluted  supports  to  turned 
middle-post,  late  17th  or  early  18th-century. 
Plate:  includes  Elizabethan  cup  of  1562  with 
two  bands  of  engraved  ornament,  small  paten  of 
about  the  same  date,  also  engraved  but  without 
foot.  Recess  :  In  nave — reset  in  N.  wall,  with 
stop-moulded  jambs,  tref oiled  and  sub-cusped 
head  and  quatrefoiled  spandrels,  moulded  cornice 
above,  late  14th-century,  probably  piscina  or 
stoup. 

Condition — Good,  mostly  rebuilt. 

Secular  : — 

b(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Cox  Green,  1,500 
yards  N.N.W.  of  the  church. 

"(3).  Chitham's  Farm,  house  and  moat,  about 
1£  m.  N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th 
century  with  a  central  block  and  N.  and  S.  cross- 
wings,  but  has  been  much  altered  and  added  to 
on  the  S.  and  W.  The  upper  storeys  of  both  the 
cross-wings  originally  projected  on  the  E  front, 
but  the  upper  storey  of  the  S.  wing  has  been 
underbuilt.  Inside  the  building  one  small  room 
has  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

The  Moat  entirely  surrounds  the  house. 

Condition-— Of  house,  good,  much  altered. 

*(4).  Barn,  at  Ramsden  Bellhouse  Hall,  N.W. 
of  the  church,  is  timber-framed  and  weather- 
boarded,  with  a  thatched  roof,  and  was  built 
probably  in  the  17th  century.  The  barn  has  two 
porches  on  the  S.  side. 

Condition — Poor. 

*(5).  Stable,  at  E.  end  of  churchyard,  is  of  the 
17th  century,  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  ; 
the  roof  is  thatched. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

"(6).  House,  on  S.  side  of  the  road  to  Billericay, 
nearly  1J  m.  N.N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.    It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century,

and  now  consists  of  a  rectangular  block  with  an 
E.  cross-wing  and  a  staircase  block  in  the  S.W. 
angle,  to  which  has  been  added  a  modern  wing 
extending  towards  the  S.  The  base  of  the  chimney- 
stack  at  the  E.  end  is  original,  and  inside  the 
building  some  of  the  timber-framing  is  exposed. 
Condition — Fairly  good,  much  altered. 


71.   RAMSDEN   CRAYS.     (C.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Mix.  S.E.  Wlxviii.  N.E.) 
Ramsden  Crays  is  a  parish  2  m.  E.  of  Billericay. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  near 
the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  church  has  been 
entirely  rebuilt  in  modern  times,  but  incorporates 
some  old  work.  In  the  S.  wall  of  the  chancel  is  a 
window  with  two  15th-century  cinquef oiled  heads 
to  the  lights  and  part  of  the  moulded  label  of  the 
same  date.  The  N.  wall  of  the  nave  has  two 
windows,  both  with  old  splays  and  rear-arches  ; 
the  eastern  window  has  also  jambs  and  head  of 
two  trefoiled  lights  with  a  moulded  label,  all  of 
c.  1400.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  old  windows,  the 
eastern  of  the  15th  century  and  of  two  cinque- 
foiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label 
and  modern  jambs,  mullion  and  sill ;  the  second 
window  is  similar  but  smaller  and  the  label  is 
partly  modern  ;  between  them  is  the  early  15th- 
century  S.  doorway,  with  moulded  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  modern 
window  with  old  head-stops.  The  nave  has  a 
15th-century  roof  with  moulded  plates  and  three 
tie-beams  with  king-posts  having  four-way  struts. 
The  bell-turret  at  the  W.  end  stands  on  four 
15th-century  posts,  with  heavy  braces  forming 
two-centred  arches  and  square  framing  above  to 
support  the  turret. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two,  inaccessible,  but  said  to 
be  2nd  by  Thomas  Bartlet,  1617.  Font :  octagonal 
bowl  and  stem,  entirely  retooled  and  of  doubtful 
date. 

Condition — Rebuilt. 

Secular  : — 

6  (2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Parsonage  Farm, 
immediately  S.  of  the  church. 

a(3).  Hunt's  Farm,  about  1£  m.  N.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  pro- 
bably in  the  17th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan 
with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  S.  and  W. 
The  main  chimney-stack  is  original.  Inside  the 
building  some  of  the  rooms  have  exposed  ceiling- 
beams. 

Condition — Good,  considerably  altered. 


72.   RAWRETH.    (D.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxix.  N.E.) 

Rawreth  is  a  parish  on  the  S.  side  of  the  Crouch, 
6  m.  E.  of  Billericay.  The  church  is  the  principal 
monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  stands  on 
the  W.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  rag- 
stone  with  limestone  dressings  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  S.  arcade  of  the  Nave,  the  W.  wall  of 
the  North  Aisle  and  the  West  Tower  are  all  of 
mid  15th-century  date.  The  rest  of  the  church, 
including  Chancel,  Organ  Chamber,  North  Porch 
and  N.  arcade,  has  been  rebuilt  in  modern  times, 
but  incorporating  the  old  materials. 


Architectural  Description — The  Nave  (36|  ft.  by 
21  ft.)  has  a  15th-century  S.  arcade  of  three  bays 
with  modern  arches  ;  the  eastern  column  is  modern, 
the  western  is  octagonal  with  a  moulded  capital 
and  base  ;  the  responds  have  attached  half -columns, 
and  all  considerably  restored. 

The  North  Aisle  has  reset  in  the  N.  wall  the 
cinquef  oiled  head  of  a  15th-century  window. 

The  West  Tower  (9J  ft.  square)  is  of  15th-century 
date  and  of  three  stages,  with  an  embattled  parapet. 
The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  two  orders,  the 
outer  moulded  and  continuous  and  the  inner 
chamfered  and  dying  on  to  the  side  walls.  The 
W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs  and  modern  head, 
above  it  is  a  window  modern  except  the  15th- 
century  splays  and  rear-arch.  The  second  stage 
has  in  the  S.  wall  a  square-headed  window.  In 
the  W.  wall  is  a  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  in 
a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label.  The  bell- 
chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  similar  window  with  a 
defaced  label. 

The  North  Porch  is  modern,  but  incorporates 
reused  material,  including  the  head  of  a  15th- 
century  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights,  reset  in 
the  E.  wall. 

Fittings — Bells  :  two  ;  1st  probably  by  John 
of  Hadham,  early  14th-century  and  inscribed 
"  Jam  Tempus  Est "  ;  2nd  uninscribed  but 
probably  of  the  same  date.  Brasses :  In  S. 
aisle — on  S.  wall  (1)  to  Rebecca  (Warde),  wife 
of  Robert  Listney,  1602,  inscription  only  ;    on  W.

wall  (2)  to  Richard  Hayes,  1600,  inscription  only. 
See  also  Monument  (1).  Chest:  In  S.  aisle — of 
hutch-type  with  shaped  feet,  iron  bands  and 
three  hasps,  16th-century.  Font :  modern,  but 
incorporating  old  cylindrical  stem.  In  church- 
yard— octagonal  bowl  with  arcaded  sides  and  sunk 
in  ground,  12th  or  13th-century.  Monuments : 
In  S.  aisle — on  S.  wall  (1)  to  Edmund  Tyrell,  1576, 
Purbeck  or  Sussex  marble  tablet  with  attached 
side-columns  and  a  round  head  with  mixed  Classic 
and  Gothic  ornament,  brass  kneeling  figures  of 
man  in  plate-armour  and  wife,  inscription  and 
three  brass  shields-of-arms.  In  churchyard — W. 
of  tower  (2)  to  John  Trent,  1703,  flat  slab  with 
moulded  edge.  Paving:  In  chancel — eight  squares 
of  Purbeck  marble.  Stoup :  in  N.  porch — stone 
mortar,  set  in  wall. 

Condition — Poor,  many  cracks  owing  to  subsi- 
dence. 

Secular  : — 

Homestead  Moats. 

(2).  At  Rawreth  Hall,  f  m.  E.S.E.  of  the  church. 

(3).  At  Raymond's   Farm,  600  yards  S.S.E.  of 
the  church. 

(4).  At   Chichester   Hall,    \  m.   S.S.W.   of  the 
church. 

(5).  At  Beeches,  about  1  m.  N.E.  of  the  church. 

(6).  At    Tryndehayes,    about    1    m.    E.    of   the 
church. 


73.   RAYLEIGH.    (E.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxix.  S.E.) 

Rayleigh  is  a  parish  and  small  town  6  m.  N.W. 
of  Southend-on-Sea.  The  church  and  the  castle 
are  the  principal  monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity 
stands  in  the  village.  The  walls  are  mainly  of 
ragstone-rubble,  with  much  flint  in  the  chancel  and 
south  chapel  and  some  brick  ;  the  S.  porch  is 
entirely  of  brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone 
and  Roman  brick  ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with 
tiles  and  lead.  The  Chancel  was  built  probably 
early  in  the  12th  century.  During  the  15th 
century  the  West  Tower  was  built  and  the  Nave 
rebuilt  and  probably  lengthened  up  to  the  tower  ; 
the  North  Chapel,  and  North  and  South  Aisles 
were  built,  with  the  North  Vestry,  probably  late 
in  the  same  century.  C.  1517  the  South  Chapel 
was  built  by  William  Alleyn,  and  about  the  same 
time  the  South  Porch  was  added.  The  church 
has  been  restored  in  modern  times,  when  the  N. 
vestry  was  enlarged. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel:  (20J  ft. 
by  16|  ft.)  has  12th-century  E.  quoins  of  Roman 
brick  and  stone.  The  almost  completely  restored 
15th-century  E.  window  is  of  four  cinquefoiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
below  it,  towards  the  S.,  is  a  15th-century  door- 
way, now  blocked,  and  with  a  four-centred  head 
and  square  moulded  label  ;  in  the  gable  is  a  window 
of  one  trefoiled  light.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  late 
15th-century  four-centred  arch  of  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the 
inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  similar 
arch,  probably  of  early  16th-century  date,  but  the 
responds  are  completely  covered  with  modern 
cement.  The  15th-century  four-centred  chancel- 
arch  is  of  two  continuous  moulded  orders. 

The  North  Chapel  (21 1  ft.  by  12  ft.)  has  a  15th- 
century  E.  window  of  four  cinquefoiled  lights 
with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head.  In 
the  N.  wall  is  a  much-restored  15th-century 
window  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  three- 
centred  head  ;  further  E.  is  a  15th-century  door- 
way with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch. 
In  the  W.  wall  is  a  15th-century  arch,  two-centred 
and  of  two  hollow-chamfered  orders  dying  on  to 
the  walls. 

The  North  Vestry  is  of  the  15th-century  ;  the 
northern  half  is  a  modern  extension.  In  the  E. 
wall  is  a  window  of  two  plain  lights  in  a  square 
head.  The  attic  above  has  a  small  rectangular 
window  in  the  W.  wall. 

The  South  Chapel  {20\  ft.  by  15  ft.)  is  of  early 
16th-century  date,  and  has  an  E.  window  of  four 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head.  In  the  S. 
wall  are  two  windows,  each  of  three  cinquefoiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  ;  the  eastern  window  is 
blocked  externally.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  four- 
centred  arch  of  two  hollow-chamfered  orders 
dying  on  to  the  side  walls  ;  on  the  N.  side  the 
wall  is  splayed  back  and  the  arch  rests  on  moulded 
corbelling. 

The  Nave  (57  ft.  by  20 J  ft.)  has  15th-century 
N.  and  S.  arcades,  each  of  four  bays  with  two- 
centred  arches  of  two  moulded  orders ;  the 
columns    have    each    four    attached    shafts    with 
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moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  S.E.  respond  has 
a  round  attached  shaft,  but  the  others  have 
attached  semi-octagonal  shafts  with  concave  faces 
and  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 

The  North  Aisle  (10  ft.  wide)  is  of  the  15th 
century,  and  has  in  the  N.  wall  four  three-light 
windows,  all  completely  covered  in  cement  and 
plaster ;  below  the  westernmost  is  a  blocked 
doorway  with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  head  ;  at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is  the 
rood-loft  staircase  ;  the  lower  doorway  has  rebated 
jambs  and  four-centred  head  ;  the  upper  doorway 
has  a  cusped  and  sub-cusped  head  of  reused  early 
15th-century  work.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  15th- 
century  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head. 

The  South  Aisle  (9 J  ft.  wide)  is  of  the  15th 
century,  and  has  in  the  S.  wall  four  windows,  all 
of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  and  covered  with 
cement  externally  ;  the  two  eastern  have  four- 
centred  heads  with  labels  and  stops  carved  with  a 
head  and  angels  holding  shields  with  crosses  ;  the 
third  is  probably  a  17th-century  restoration,  and 
has  a  three-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
the  westernmost  has  a  square  head  and  a  moulded 
label ;  below  this  window  is  the  reset  13th-century 
S.  doorway  with  a  two-centred  arch  of  two  orders, 
the  inner  chamfered  and  continuous  and  the  outer 
moulded  and  resting  on  shafts  with  defaced  capitals 
and  bases ;  the  15th-century  label  is  moulded. 
In  the  W.  wall  is  an  early  16th-century  window 
of  three  pointed  lights  in  a  square  head. 

The  West  Tower  (14  ft.  square)  is  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  three  stages,  with  an  embattled 
parapet  and  an  embattled  turret  rising  above  it 
(Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii).  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is 
of  two  continuous  chamfered  orders.  The  W.  window 
is  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a 
two-centred  head  with  a  restored  label ;  below  it  is 
a  row  of  shields,  one  with  the  arms  of  Vere  and  the 
rest  now  defaced  ;  the  W.  doorway  has  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square  head 
with  a  moulded  label  and  cusped  spandrels.  The 
N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each 
a  window  of  one  trefoiled  light  ;  above  the  W. 
window  is  another  window  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  restored  label.  The 
bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  similar 
to  that  last  described. 

The  South  Porch  (Plate, p.  xxxviii)  is  of  early  16th- 
century  date  and  of  red  brick  with  a  crow-stepped 
embattled  parapet  with  a  trefoiled  corbel-table. 
The  outer  archway  has  chamfered  jambs,  four- 
centred  arch  and  label  ;  above  it  is  a  niche  with  a 
four-centred  head  and  set  in  a  square  outer  order. 
The  side  walls  have  each  a  window  of  two  four- 
centred  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  The  porch  is  covered  by  a  brick  vault  with 
chamfered  diagonal  and  wall-ribs  springing  from 
moulded  corbels  in  the  angles. 


The  Roof  of  the  chancel  has  been  much  restored, 
but  incorporates  some  old  timbers.  The  early 
16th-century  roof  of  the  N.  chapel  is  of  two  bays, 
with  moulded  principals  forming  two-centred 
arches  and  trussed-r afters.  The  15th-century  roof 
of  the  nave  is  of  six  bays,  partly  restored,  and  with 
five  king-post  trusses.  The  S.  chapel  and  N.  and 
S.  aisles  have  old  rafters,  including  some  early 
16th-century  moulded  beams  and  joists  in  the  N. 
aisle. 

Fittings — Bells  :  eight  ;  5th  by  Thomas  Bullis- 
don,  early  16th-century  and  inscribed  "Ihus" 
and  "  Sancta  Margareta  Ora  Pro  Nos  "  ;  6th  by 
Robert  Burford,  probably  early  15th-century,  and 
inscribed  "Sit  Nomen  Domini  Benedictum "  ; 
7th  by  John  Hodson,  1657.  Brass  and  Indents — 
Brass  :  In  N.  aisle — of  John  Barrington,  1416, 
and  Thomasin,  his  wife,  1420,  figures  of  civilian 
and  wife,  head  of  male  figure  and  inscription  lost. 
Indents  :  In  N.  aisle — (1)  of  priest  in  doctor's 
cap,  and  inscription-plate.  In  S.  porch — (2) 
defaced.  In  W.  tower— (3)  of  figure  and  inscrip- 
tion-plate. Chest :  In  S.  aisle — dug-out  with  two 
hinges,  lock  and  three  hasps,  mediaeval.  Conse- 
cration Crosses  :  In  nave — flanking  tower-arch, 
black  painted  f ormy  crosses  in  circles,  1 5th-century, 
that  on  S.  repainted.  Door :  In  tower — in  stair- 
case doorway,  of  overlapping  battens  with  strap- 
hinges  and  sexf oiled  handle-plate,  15th-century. 
Font :  In  S.  aisle  half  of  square  Purbeck  marble 
bowl  with  round-headed  panels  in  sides,  late 
12th-century.  Gallery  :  In  tower — cross-beam, 
wall-posts  and  braces  of  former  ringing-gallery  ; 
front  of  beam  with  Jacobean  ornament  and 
spandrels  of  braces  with  cusped  ornament,  early 
17th  century,  floor  removed.  Glass:  In  N.  chapel 
— in  E.  window,  small  rose  and  other  fragments, 
early  16th-century.  In  N.  aisle — in  W.  window, 
fragments  in  tracery.  Monuments  :  In  S.  chapel — 
against  S.  wall,  (1)  recessed  wall-monument  (Plate, 
p.  105)  of  freestone,  consisting  of  base  with  three 
cusped  and  traceried  panels,  two  enclosing  shields  ; 
slab  with  moulded  edge ;  recess  in  wall  above  with 
square-headed  canopy  with  cusped  and  panelled 
soffit  and  side-shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and 
bases  ;  at  back  five  shallow  niches  with  ogee 
traceried  heads  and  moulded  pedestals,  remains 
of  foliated  cornice  with  cresting  and  two  shields, 
early  16th-century.  In  churchyard — S.  of  church 
(2)  to  Richard  Ransford,  1677,  head-stone  ;  E. 
of  church — (3)  to  Avis  Croft,  1712,  head-stone. 
Niches :  On  tower — in  S.W.  buttress,  with  tri- 
angular head  and  square  moulded  label,  15th- 
century,  half-restored.  See  also  S.  porch.  Piscina  : 
In  N.  chapel — in  S.  wall,  with  three-centred  head 
and  round  drain,  c.  1500.  Plate:  includes  large 
cup  of  1681  dated  1683  and  stand-paten  of  1681  - 
Royal  Arms  :  In  tower — on  N.  wall,  of  Queen 
Anne  before  the  Union.  Screen  (Plate,  pp.  4-5) :  In 
W.  arch  of  N.  chapel — with  entrance  and  four  side- 
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bays,  entrance  with  four-centred  head  and  vertical 
tracery  above,  side-bays  with  cinquef oiled  heads 
and  tracery,  moulded  head-beam,  c.  1500,  cresting 
and  lower  panels  modern.  Scratching  :  On  jamb 
of  S.  doorway — date  1638.  Miscellanea  :  In  S. 
aisle — capital  of  15th-century  column.  In  S. 
porch— sections  of  columns  of  grouped  shafts, 
supporting  benches. 

Condition — Good,  but  stonework  of  windows 
much  decayed. 

Secular  : — 

(2).  The  Castle,  mount  and  bailey  (Plate, 
p.  xxxvii),  appears  to  be  identical  with  that  built 
about  the  end  of  the  1 1th  century  by  Suene,  son  of 
Robert  Fitz-Wimarc.  It  appears  to  have  fallen 
into  disuse  in  the  13th  century  or  even  earlier,  and 
was  ruinous  in  the  14th  century  (V.C.H.,  1,  p.  300, 
Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans.,  N.S.,  XII;  Morant,  1, 
p.  273).  No  masonry  now  stands  above  ground, 
but  recent  excavations  have  disclosed  considerable 
quantities  of  stone  and  rubble  in  the  inner  bailey 
and  on  the  N.E.  slope  of  the  mound. 


The  work  is  of  special  interest  as  a  strong  and 
well-preserved  example  of  its  type. 

The  castle  is  situated  in  a  commanding  position 
on  a  spur  overlooking  the  valley  of  the  Crouch, 
and  depends  for  its  defence  to  a  great  extent  on 
the  natural  contours  of  the  ground.  The  plan 
consists  of  a  strong  keep-mound  with  a  bailey 
to  the  E.  and  an  outer  bailey  on  the  same  side. 
Both  the  mound  and  the  inner  bailey  are  surrounded 
by  a  deep  dry  ditch  having  on  the  N.  and  W.  a 
strong  outer  bank  with  traces  of  an  external 
ditch.  The  defences  of  the  outer  bailey  are  now 
represented  by  a  scarp  dropping  into  the  gardens 
of  the  modern  houses  to  the  E.,  and  by  slight 
traces  of  ditches  at  the  S.E.  corner.  From  the 
foundations  disclosed  it  appears  that  the  inner 
bailey  was  enclosed  within  a  stone  wall,  which 
probably  continued  up  the  causeway  to  the  mound, 
and  the  rubble  on  the  slope  of  the  mound  may  be 
part  of  the  keep  which  had  been  thrown  down 
from  the  summit.  The  approach  to  the  mound  is 
by  a  causeway  on  the  S.  side,  and  the  entrance  to 
the  inner  bailey  appears   to  have  been  through

the  rampart  on  the  N.  and  along  the  eastern  ditch 
of  the  mound.  The  mound  is  50  ft.  high  above 
the  ditch  on  the  N.W.  side  and  is  260  ft.  long 
by  150  ft.  wide,  surrounded  by  a  ditch  which  is 
24  ft.  below  the  scarp  on  the  E.  side.  The 
dimensions  of  the  outer  bailey  are  not  recoverable. 
Condi  tion — Good. 

Monuments  (3-8). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings 
have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  original  chimney- 
stacks. 

Condition — Good,  or  fairly  good. 

(3).  Rectory,  house,  N.  of  the  church,  was  built 
in  the  16th  century  or  possibly  earlier,  with  a 
central  block  and  N.  and  S.  cross-wings,  but  has 
been  much  altered  and  added  to.  The  upper 
storey  of  the  S.  wing  originally  projected  on  the  E. 
but  has  been  underbuilt.  Inside  the  building 
the  curved  braces  supporting  the  bressummer  of 
the  projecting  storey  are  visible. 

(4).  Mount  Pleasant  Cottages,  range  of  tene- 
ments, 100  yards  W.  of  the  church,  has  modern 
additions  at  the  back.  Inside  the  building  some 
of  the  timber-framing  is  exposed,  and  one  of  the 
tenements  has  a  wide  open-fireplace. 

(5).  House,  now  three  tenements,  on  N.W.  side 
of  road,  120  yards  S.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  in 
the  16th  century,  and  has  modern  additions  at 
the  back.  The  upper  storey  projects  on  the  S.W. 
front.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the  rooms 
have  moulded  ceiling-beams. 

(6).   Cottage,  now  offices,  opposite  (5). 

(7).  Three  Horseshoes  Inn,  now  tenements, 
150  yards  N.E.  of  the  church. 

(8).  Rayleigh  Lodge,  1,200  yards  E.S.E.  of  the 
church,  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century, 
but  has  been  much  altered  and  added  to.  Inside 
the  building  one  of  the  ground-floor  rooms  is 
lined  with  early  17th-century  panelling  and  has 
an  encased  ceiling-beam  with  curved  braces.  The 
timber-framing  is  partly  exposed  in  the  upper 
storey,  together  with  a  braced  tie-beam. 


74.   RETTENDON.    (D.b.) 

(O.S.   6  in.  Wlxi.   N.E.   »)lxi.  S.W.   Mlxix.  N.W.) 

Rettendon  is  a  parish  about  7  m.  E.N.E.  of 
Rillericay.     The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  stands  at 
the  S.  end  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone- 
rubble  with  some  flint,  septaria  and  pudding- 
stone  ;   the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  stone,  and  the 


roofs  are  covered  with  tiles  and  slate.  The  Nave 
is  of  uncertain  date,  the  earliest  detail  being  the 
S.  doorway,  of  c.  1200.  Early  in  the  13th  century 
the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  and  probably  lengthened. 
In  the  15th  century  the  North  Aisle  and  arcade, 
the  West  Tower  and  the  North  Chapel  and  Vestry 
were  added ;  the  chancel-arch  was  probably 
removed  at  the  same  period.  The  church  has 
been  restored  in  modern  times,  when  the  S.  walls 
of  the  chancel  and  nave  were  refaced,  the  pyramidal 
spire  added,  and  the  South  Porch  rebuilt  with 
some  old  material  reused. 

The  two-storeyed  Vestry  or  Priest's  House  is 
interesting,  and  among  the  fittings  the  carved 
12th-century  slab  and  the  15th-century  bench- 
ends  are  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (36^  ft. 
by  19|  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  13th-century  shafted  splays  and  moulded 
rear-arch  and  label.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  window 
of  one  pointed  light  opening  from  the  upper  storey 
of  the  vestry ;  further  W.  is  a  15th-century 
doorway  with  moulded  jambs  and  four-centred 
arch  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label ;  the 
late  15th-century  arch  to  the  N.  chapel  is  two- 
centred  and  of  two  hollow  chamfered  orders  ; 
the  responds  have  attached  semi-octagonal  shafts 
with  concave  faces  and  moulded  capitals  and 
bases  ;  further  W.  is  an  opening  about  four  feet 
above  the  floor  with  a  round  head.  In  the  S.  wall 
are  two  windows,  both  modern  except  for  the 
splays  and  rear-arch  of  the  western,  which  are 
possibly  of  the  14th  century;  between  them  is  a 
modern  doorway ;  at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is 
a  blocked  window. 

The  North  Vestry  is  of  the  15th  century  and  of 
two  storeys,  with  a  chimney-stack  against  the  N. 
wall.  The  ground-storey  has  in  the  E.  wall  a 
modern  window.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  doorway 
to  the  staircase  with  holiow-chamfered  jambs 
and  four-centred  arch.  The  upper  storey  has  in 
the  E.  wall  a  modern  window  and  the  sill  of  a 
15th-century  window.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  small 
square-headed  window  ;  E.  of  the  modern  fireplace 
is  a  blocked  doorway,  formerly  approached  by 
an  external  stair.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  wide 
recesses  with  flat  two-centred  heads.  In  the 
W.  wall  is  a  doorway  from  the  staircase,  with  a 
four-centred  head. 

The  Nave  (44|  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  a  late  15th- 
century  N.  arcade  of  three  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  hollow-chamfered  orders ;  the 
octagonal  columns  have  concave  faces  and  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  ;  the  responds  have  attached 
half-columns.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows, 
each  of  three  lights  and  all  modern  except  for  the 
reset  15th-century  rear-arches  and  splay-stones  ; 
between  the  two  western  windows  is  the  S.  doorway 
of  c.  1200,  partly  restored  and  with  chamfered 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  with  a  chamfered  label.

The  iVort/i  Chapel  and  ^4z's/e  (12  ft.  wide)  has 
in  the  N.  wall  three  windows,  the  easternmost  and 
westernmost  are  each  of  the  15th  century  and  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label ;  the  middle  window  is  modern 
except  for  the  reset  14th-century  splays  and  part 
of  the  moulded  label  with  stops  carved  as  a  beast 
and  a  serpent  with  a  human  head ;  W.  of  the 
windows  is  the  blocked  N.  doorway,  with  chamfered 
jambs,  possibly  of  the  13th  century  reset,  and  a 
modern  head.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  similar 
to  the  westernmost  window  in  the  N.  wall,  but 
with  a  restored  label ;  above  it  is  a  single-light 
window,  modern  externally. 

The  West  Tower  (11  ft.  square)  is  of  the  15th 
century  and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three 
hollow-chamfered  orders  ;  the  chamfered  responds 
have  each  an  attached  shaft  with  moulded  capital 
and  base.  The  W.  window  is  of  two  four-centred 
lights  with  uncusped  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label ;  below  it  is  the  W. 
doorway,  with  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label ;  both  doorway  and  window  are  set  in 
a  recess  with  a  two-centred  head.  The  second 
stage  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  square-headed  opening 
to  the  roof  of  the  nave.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  window 
of  one  four-centred  light  with  a  square  moulded 
label.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window  of  one  cinque- 
foiled light  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  two-light 
window  with  a  square  head  and  a  moulded  label ; 
the  lights  of  the  E.  window  are  four-centred  and 
the  others  cinquefoiled. 

The  Roof  of  the  N.  aisle  is  of  late  15th-century 
date  and  of  four  bays  with  moulded  and  curved 
braces  to  the  collar-beams,  forming  two-centred 
arches  ;    the  wall-plates  are  moulded. 


Fittings — Bells  :  six  ;  6th  by  Samuel  Newton 
and  John  Peele,  1704.  Brackets  :  In  chancel — 
on  S.  wall,  of  stone,  moulded  and  with  trumpet- 
stem  knotted  at  the  end,  13th-century.  In  vestry 
— in  N.  wall,  semi-octagonal  and  hollow-chamfered, 
15th-century.  Brasses  :  In  chancel — on  N.  wall — 
(1)  to  Margaret,  wife  of  [George]  Hayes,  1552. 
In  N.  aisle— (2)  of  Richard  Humfrie,  1607,  in 
civil  dress  with  kneeling  figures  of  three  sons  ; 
(3)  of  Richard  Cannon,  1605,  in  civil  dress  ;  on  loose 
slab  (see  Monument  (1)),  (4)  of  civilian  and  two 
wives,  c.  1535,  with  group  of  three  sons  and  four 
daughters,  indents  of  a  third  wife,  two  groups  of 
children  and  inscription-plate.  Chest :  In  vestry 
— of  hutch-type  with  old  lock-plate  and  hinge, 
17th-century.  Coffin-lid  :  In  vestry — at  head  of 
turret-staircase,  with  hollow-chamfered  edge  and 
remains  of  raised  cross,  13th-century.  Font : 
octagonal  bowl  with  moulded  under-edge,  plain 
stem  and  moulded  base,  15th-century.  Locker: 
In  chancel — in  N.  wall,  with  rebated  reveals  and 
triangular  head,  probably  14th-century.  Monu- 
ments and  Floor-slab — Monuments  :  In  N.  aisle — 
(1)  loose  slab  (Plate,  p.  25),  probably  part  of  former 
monument,  with  later  brass  (4)  set  in  it,  cable- 
moulded  edges  and  between  them  on  each  side 
bands  of  conventional  foliage,  birds,  etc.,  late 
12th-century.  In  churchyard — S.  of  church — (2) 
to  James  Stillemen  (?),  1694,  table-tomb  ;  (3)  to 
Ambrose  S  .  .  .  .  ,  1684,  slab.  Floor-slab  :  In 
N.  aisle — to  William  Humfrey,  1628.  Piscina:  In 
chancel  (Plate,  p.  xlv) — wi th  moulded  and  tre foiled 
head  with  a  moulded  label,  dog-tooth  ornament 
and  foliated  stops,  octofoiled  drain,  early  13th- 
century.  Plate  (Plate,  p.  xliv)  :  includes  cup  of 
1562  with  two  bands  of  engraved  ornament  and 
a  stand-paten  of  1641,  given  in  1642.  Seating: 
In    chancel — incorporated    in    modern    work    six 
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elaborately  traceried  panels  with  heads  of  several 
others,  also  ten  bench-ends,  nine  with  carved 
popey-heads  (Plate,  p.  5),  some  having  carved 
badges — -the  eagle  and  child  (eagle  missing),  bear 
and  ragged  staff,  two  apes,  a  lion  and  a  dog, 
also  a  fir-cone,  late  15th-century.  Sedilia :  In 
chancel  (Plate,  p.  xlv) — of  two  bays  with  hollow- 
chamfered  trefoiled  heads  with  moulded  labels  and 
mask-stops,  13th-century,  jambs  and  shaft  modern. 
Miscellanea :  In  N.  aisle— fragment  of  square  bowl 
of  12th-century  font.  Incorporated  in  external 
walling,  fragments  of  window  tracery,  etc.,  14th- 
century. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  :— 

*(2).  Barn  (Plate,  p.  xli),  at  Rettendon  Place, 
100  yards  N.E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys 
with  brick  walls  and  a  tiled  roof.  It  was  built  in 
the  16th  century,  and  has  a  modern  extension  at 
the  E.  end.  The  E.  and  W.  walls  are  gabled,  and 
each  has  within  the  gable  a  blocked  three-light 
window.  The  S.  wall  has  three  gables,  with 
blocked  windows  in  two  of  them.  The  roof  is 
divided  into  five  bays  by  queen-post  trusses. 

Condition — Good. 

Monuments  (3-6). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good. 

6(3).  Pound  Farm,  house,  about  l£m.  N.N.W. 
of  the  church,  was  built  in  the  16th  century  with 
a  cross-wing  at  the  N.  end,  and  has  two  modern 
additions  on  the  N.  and  S.  The  upper  storey  of 
the  cross-wing  projects  on  the  E.  front,  and  the 
main  chimney-stack  has  four  grouped  shafts  set 
diagonally. 

8 (4).  Hyde  Hall,  farmhouse,  about  2\  m.  N.N.E. 
of  the  church,  has  been  added  to  on  the  E.  and  W. 
and  considerably  altered. 

fl(5).  Cottage,  750  yards  W.  of  (4),  is  of  central- 
chimney  type  with  a  modern  extension  at  the 
back. 

c(6).  Hawk  Inn,  S.  of  Battlesbridge  Station, 
nearly  1  m.  S.E.  of  the  church,  is  a  small  rectangular 
building  of  16th-century  date,  which  has  been 
added  to  on  the  N.,  E.  and  W. 


75.   ROCHFORD.    (F.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  <">lxx.  S.W.  <»>lxx.  S.E.) 

Rochford  is  a  parish  and  small  town  on  the  N. 
bank  of  the  river  Roach,  3  m.  N.  of  Southend-on- 
Sea.  The  church  and  Rochford  Hall  are  the 
principal  monuments. 


Ecclesiastical  : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Andrew  (Plate, 
p.  126)  stands  to  the  W.  of  the  town.  The  walls 
are  of  ragstone-rubble  with  some  flint  and  septaria 
in  the  chancel  walls,  and  squared  rubble  in  the 
S.  aisle,  porch  and  stair-turret  of  the  tower; 
the  N.  chapel  and  the  W.  tower  are  of  red 
brick ;  the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  and  other 
limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with  tiles  and 
lead.  The  thickness  of  the  E.  wall  of  the  nave 
and  of  the  N.  wall  W.  of  the  arcade  seem  to 
indicate  remains  of  early  work.  The  North  Aisle 
was  added  in  the  first  half  of  the  14th  century, 
and  there  was  perhaps  a  S.  aisle  of  the  same 
date.  Late  in  the  15th  century  the  Chancel,  the 
N.  and  S.  arcades  of  the  Nave  and  the  South  Aisle 
were  rebuilt,  the  South  Porch  added,  and  the  tower 
stair-turret  begun.  Early  in  the  16th  century  the 
North  Chapel  was  added  and  the  West  Tower 
completed.  The  church  has  been  much  restored 
and  the  Organ  Chamber  is  modern. 

The  W.  tower  is  a  good  example  of  early  16th- 
century  brickwork. 


Architectural  Description- — The  Chancel  (33|  ft. 
by  \1\  ft.)  is  probably  of  the  15th  century  ;  the 
lower  part  of  the  walls  are  of  stone  and  the  upper 
of  flint-rubble,  but  the  work  is  probably  all  of  the 
same  date,  as  it  continues  also  round  the  buttresses. 
The  E.  window  is  partly  restored,  and  of  five  cinque- 
foiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label  of  late  15th-century 
date.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  modern  arch  ;  further 
E.  is  an  early  15th-century  doorway  with  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  with 
quatrefoiled  spandrels  enclosing  small  heads  ;  the 
moulded  label  has  one  head-stop  ;  E.  of  the  door- 
way is  an  early  16th-century  squint  with  a  square 
head,  brick  reveals  and  stone  inner  jambs.  In 
the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  all  modern  except 
the  splays  and  segmental  rear-arches,  which  are 
probably  of  the  15th  century  ;  further  W.  is  a 
narrow  modern  opening  into  the  S.  aisle.  The 
chancel-arch  is  modern  except  for  some  reused 
stones  in  the  responds. 

The  North  Chapel  (22  ft.  by  12  ft.)  is  of  early 
16th-century  date  and  of  red  brick.  The  E. 
window  is  of  stone  and  of  three  pointed  lights  in 
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a  segmental-pointed  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  each  of  two  plain 
square-headed  lights  with  a  moulded  label  ;  be- 
tween them  is  a  fireplace  with  hollow-chamfered 
jambs  and  four-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  ; 
the  N.  wall  has  two  projecting  plastered  gables, 
probably  of  late  16th  or  early  17th-century  date.  In 
the  S.  wall  is  a  large  recess  with  a  four-centred  head, 
now  partly  blocked.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  doorway 
with  moulded  jambs,  four-centred  arch  and  label. 

The  Nave  (49  ft.  by  17£  ft.)  has  15th-century  N. 
and  S.  arcades,  each  of  three  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  chamfered  orders ;  the  octagonal 
columns  have  moulded  capitals  and  bases  and 
the  responds  have  attached  half -columns.  The 
clearstorey  has  no  ancient  features. 

The  North  Aisle  (10  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
an  early  14th-century  window  of  three  cinque- 
foiled  ogee  lights  with  net  tracery  in  a  square  head. 
In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  all  modern  except 
the  splays  and  rear-arches,  which  are  probably  of 
the  14th  century ;  between  them  is  the  14th- 
century  N.  doorway,  with  moulded  jambs,  two- 
centred  arch  and  label  with  defaced  stops  ;  it  is 
now  blocked.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  late  15th  or 
early  16th-century  window  of  twotrefoiled  lights  in 
a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label,  partly  of  brick. 

The  South  Aisle  (11  ft.  wide)  has  an  embattled 
parapet  of  chequer-work.  In  the  E.  wall  is  a 
15th-century  window  of  three  cinquef oiled  lights 
with  vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with 
restored  label  and  mullions.  In  the  N.  wall,  E. 
of  the  arcade,  is  the  15th-century  lower  doorway 
to  the  rood-loft  staircase  ;  it  has  rebated  jambs 
and  two-centred  head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two 
15th-century  windows,  each  of  two  cinquef  oiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  and  modern  externally 
except  the  jambs  ;  between  them  is  the  15th- 
century  S.  doorway,  with  moulded  jambs,  two- 
centred  arch  and  label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a 
14th-century  window  of  one  cinquef  oiled  ogee 
light  in  a  square  head  ;  further  N.  is  the  late 
15th-century  doorway  to  the  tower  staircase,  with 
hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  head. 

The  West  Tower  (11  ft.  square)  is  of  c.  1500  and 
of  red  brick  ;  it  is  of  three  stages,  with  an  em- 
battled parapet  and  an  octagonal  turret  rising 
above  it  and  much  diapering  in  black  brick  ;  the 
lower  part  of  the  turret  is  of  stone  and  of  15th- 
century  date.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of 
three  continuous  chamfered  orders  ;  the  inner 
order  is  interrupted  by  moulded  capitals  and 
bases,  the  former  being  of  whitewashed  brick  or 
stone.  High  up  in  the  S.  wall  of  the  ground-stage, 
inside,  is  a  blocked  opening  with  a  moulded 
segmental  arch  of  stone  ;  it  is  probably  a  15th- 
century  doorway  from  the  stair-turret.  The  W. 
window  is  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label ;    the  W.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs,  four- 


centred  arch  and  label;  above  it  is  a  rectangular 
sunk  panel  containing  a  stone  shield — a  chief 
indented  for  Butler,  Earl  of  Ormonde.  The  N., 
S.  and  W.  walls  of  the  second  stage  have  each  a 
window  of  one  pointed  light,  more  or  less  restored. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  and  all  modern 
externally  except  the  heads  of  the  E.  window  and 
part  of  the  heads  of  the  N.  window. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  late  15th-century  date,  and 
has  a  chequer-work  parapet  like  that  of  the  S. 
aisle.  The  two-centred  outer  archway  is  of  two 
moulded  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the 
inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  ;  the  label  is  moulded.  The  side 
walls  have  each  a  window  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  in  a  square  head,  partly  restored.  In  each 
angle  of  the  porch  is  a  moulded  corbel  for  a 
projected  vault. 

The  Roof  of  the  N.  aisle  is  flat-pitched,  and  may 
incorporate  some  old  timbers.  The  roof  of  the 
S.  aisle  is  largely  modern,  but  incorporates  some 
15th-century  timbers,  and  there  are  three  15th- 
century  stone  head-corbels.  The  floor  of  the  first 
stage  of  the  tower  has  early  16th-century  moulded 
beams  and  a  square  bell-way  in  the  middle. 

Fittings—  Brass  :  In  nave — of  Mary  Dilcok, 
1514,  small  figure  of  woman  in  pedimental  head- 
dress ;  indents  of  scroll  and  figures  of  Virgin  and 
Child.  Coffin-lid :  In  S.  porch — with  moulded 
edges  and  raised  cross,  probably  13th-century. 
Communion  Rails  :  with  twisted  balusters,  c.  1700. 
Doors  :  In  chancel — N.  door  (modern)  has  two 
old  strap-hinges,  probably  15th-century.  In  tower 
— in  lower  doorway  to  turret-staircase  at  W.  end 
of  S.  aisle,  of  nail-studded  battens,  fillets  planted 
on  and  strap-hinges,  late  15th-century  ;  in  upper 
doorway  of  same  staircase,  of  battens  with  strap- 
hinges,  same  date.  Monuments  :  In  churchyard — 
N.  side— (1)  to  Richard  Knight,  1702,  table-tomb  ; 
(2)  to  Stephen  Jackson,  1706,  table-tomb  ;  N.  of 
tower — (3)  to  John  Fortescue,  1710,  and  Anne, 
his  wife,  1709,  table-tomb  ;  (4)  to  Ralph  Desbrow, 
early  18th-century  table-tomb.  Piscinae :  In 
chancel — with  cinquefoiled  head,  label  cut  back, 
late  14th  or  early  15th-century,  modern  sill.  In 
S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,  with  moulded  jambs  and  rounded 
head,  broken  round  drain,  15th-century.  Plate: 
includes  large  cup  and  cover-paten  of  1705. 
Scratching  :  In  chancel — on  jamb  of  S.W.  window, 
the  name  and  date — Samuel  Purkis,  1642.  The 
doorways  to  the  rood-loft  staircase,  and  the  tower 
stair-turret  have  masons'  marks  common  to  one 
another. 

Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

a(2).  Rochford  Hall,  house  (Plate,  p.  127)  and 
boundary  walls,  110  yards  W.N.W.  of  the  church. 
The  House  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls 
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are  of  rubble  and  brick  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was 
formerly  one  of  the  largest  houses  in  the  county, 
with  at  least  three  if  not  four  courtyards,  and  was 
built  c.  1540-50.  The  whole  of  the  S.  part  of  the 
house  has  been  entirely  destroyed  ;  the  surviving 
buildings  of  the  western  courtyards  have  been 
reduced  in  height  and  turned  into  barns,  etc.  The 
only  part  remaining  to  the  full  height  consists  of 
the  two  wings  meeting  at  the  N.E.  angle.  The 
walls  generally  are  covered  with  a  thin  coat  of 
plaster,  which  must  always  have  been  the  case, 
as  the  mixed  rubble  and  brickwork  of  the  walls  is 
evidently  not  intended  to  be  exposed. 

The  house  is  of  much  interest  as  the  wreck  of  a 
very  large  16th-century  mansion. 

The  E.  Elevation  has  four  original  gables  with 
the  stumps  of  pinnacles  at  the  apexes.  All  the 
existing  windows  are  modern,  but  the  blocked 
openings  of  a  number  of  square-headed  windows 
are  visible,  with  labels  cut  back  flush  with  the  wall. 
At  the  N.E.  angle  is  an  octagonal  turret  with 
remains  of  an  embattled  parapet  and  some  original 
windows  with  square-moulded  labels. 

The  N.  Elevation.  Only  the  E.  part  stands  to 
the  full  height,  and  has  four  gables,  each  with  a 
single  octagonal  chimney-shaft  rising  from  the 
apex  ;  three  of  these  shafts  retain  their  moulded 
caps.  The  original  windows  have  all  been  wholly 
or  partly  blocked,  and  are  similar  in  form  to  those 
on  the  E.  side.  To  the  W.  of  the  wing  just  de- 
scribed is  a  rectangular  projecting  bay,  formerly 
the  central  feature  of  the  N.  front.  It  is  ruined 
to  the  ground-storey,  and  has  remains  of  an 
original  opening  in  the  W.  wall  and  a  low  brick 
arch  in  the  N.  wall,  possibly  for  a  drain  and  now 
blocked.  The  remainder  of  the  N.  front  is  standing 
one  storey  high  and  is  used  as  barns.  In  it  are 
some  original  windows,  one  of  four  round-headed 
lights  in  a  square  head,  and  an  original  wide  door 
or  archway  with  a  four-centred  head.  At  the 
N.W.  angle  is  the  lower  storey  of  an  octagonal 
turret  similar  to  that  at  the  N.E.  angle. 

W.  Elevation.  The  remaining  part  contains  two 
old  windows  similar  to  those  already  described. 

The  house  has  been  so  completely  gutted  that 
it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  original  arrange- 
ment of  the  main  rooms  or  to  identify  the  site 
of  the  great  hall  or  main  entrance.  The  only 
feature  of  interest  inside  the  house  is  the  spiral 
staircase  of  solid  oak  treads. 

The  N.E.  Courtyard  has  in  the  N.E.  angle  an 
octagonal  stair-turret  (Plate,  pp.  56-7)  brought  out 
to  square  at  the  base.  It  contains  some  original 
single  -  light  windows  and  has  remains  of  an 
embattled  parapet  with  a  moulded  string.  There 
was  formerly  a  projecting  building  in  the  middle 
of  the  N.  side,  now  destroyed,  but  with  a  blocked 
fireplace-opening  with  a  three-centred  head  at  the 
first-floor  level.  There  are  traces  and  part  of  the 
base  of  another  but  quite  small  projection  on  the 


W.  side.  Various  original  windows  remain,  all  with 
rounded  heads  to  the  lights  in  a  square  outer  order. 
The  central  block,  now  of  cruciform  plan  owing 
to  the  partial  destruction  of  the  cross-arm,  has  a 
number  of  original  windows,  and  on  the  W.  side 
at  the  S.  end  a  wide  four-centred  and  moulded  arch 
(Plate,  pp.  56-7) ;  the  responds  have  attached  shafts 
with  moulded  capitals.  There  is  another  four- 
centred  archway  of  smaller  size  in  the  S.  wall  of 
the  adjoining  cross-wing.  At  the  S.  end  of  the 
main  block,  in  a  wall  formerly  internal,  are  two 
recesses,  both  with  four-centred  arches  in  square 
heads ;  one  has  the  spandrels  enriched  with  blank 
shields  with  an  inlaid  filling. 

The  N.W.  Courtyard  has  a  semi-octagonal 
turret  in  the  N.W.  angle,  and  there  are  a  number 
of  original  windows  and  four  doorways  with  four- 
centred  heads. 

The  outer  Boundary-wall  towards  the  road  is 
original,  and  has  black-brick  diapering.  Outside 
it  is  part  of  an  original  drain  with  a  four-centred 
brick  covering,  at  the  side  of  the  road.  Other 
boundary  walls  are  probably  original. 

Condition — Poor,  partly  ruinous. 

Monuments  (3-10). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good,  unless  noted. 

a(3).  Almshouses  (Plate,  pp.  56-7),  four  tenements 
on  N.  side  of  Church  Street,  340  yards  N.N.E.  of 
the  church,  were  founded  by  Robert  Rich,  Lord 
Warwick,  early  in  the  17th  century,  and  form  a 
long  rectangular  block  of  red  brick,  one  storey 
high,  with  two  projecting  gabled  bays  on  the  front. 
The  bases  of  three  chimney-stacks  are  old,  but  the 
solid  door  and  window-frames  have  apparently  all 
been  renewed. 

*(4).  The  Forge,  on  N.  side  of  Church  Street, 
160  yards  S.E.  of  (3),  has  an  18th-century  addition 
on  the  N.  and  a  later  W.  wing,  to  the  N.  of  which, 
lighting  the  first  floor,  is  an  original  window  of 
two  lights  with  solid  frame  and  mullion. 

*(5).  Range  of  shops  and  tenements  (Plate,  p.  xl), 
on  E.  side  of  South  Street,  180  yards  N.  of  Salt 
Bridge.  The  gabled  cross-wing  at  the  N.  end  is 
probably  of  16th-century  date,  but  the  rest  of  the 
building  is  of  the  17th  century. 

b(6).  House  (Plate,p.xxxv),40  yards  N.of  (5), was 
built  in  the  15th  century  with  a  central  hall  open 
to  the  roof,  and  N.  and  S.  cross-wings.  Late  in  the 
16th  or  early  in  the  following  century  a  first  floor 
was  inserted  in  the  hall,  and  there  is  a  modern 
addition  at  the  back.  The  upper  storey  of  the  N. 
wing  originally  projected  on  the  W.  front,  but  has 
been  underbuilt ;    it  retains  the  curved  supporting 
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braces  at  either  end.  The  chimney-stack  to  the 
N.  wing  is  of  four  shafts  on  a  cruciform  plan  set 
diagonally ;  the  chimney  to  the  hall-block  is 
rectangular.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the 
rooms  have  exposed  ceiling-beams.  The  hall  was 
in  two  bays  with  a  central  king-post  truss,  now 
visible  on  the  first  floor  ;  the  tie-beam  was  sup- 
ported on  curved  braces,  which  still  show  in  the 
lower  room.  In  this  room  is  an  open  fireplace. 
The  roof  over  the  S.  wing  is  in  four  bays  with 
king-post  trusses  with  curved  braces. 

6(7).  House,  on  N.  side  of  road,  opposite  N. 
end  of  North  Street,  was  probably  built  in  the 
17th  century,  but  is  of  at  least  two  periods.  The 
S.  front  has  three  gables. 

Condition- — Poor. 

b(8).  House  (Plate,  pp.xxxiv-v),  now  two  tene- 
ments, adjoining  (7)  on  the  E.,  has  a  projecting 
upper  storey  at  the  E.  end.  The  central  chimney- 
stack  has  a  moulded  capping  to  the  base. 

6(9).  King's  Hill,  house,  120  yards  S.E.  of  (8), 
has  a  W.  cross-wing,  possibly  of  16th-century 
date,  to  which  was  added  in  the  17th  century  an 
E.  block,  thus  making  a  building  of  T-shaped 
plan.  To  it  have  been  added  modern  extensions  on 
the  N.  Inside  the  house,  at  the  top  of  the  stair- 
case, are  five  turned  balusters  of  late  17th-century 
date. 

"(10).  House,  at  Stroud  Green,  about  1  m. 
W.N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  one  storey  with 
attics,  and  was  built  in  the  16th  century.  It  has 
a  cross-wing  at  the  W.  end  and  a  modern  N.W. 
addition. 


76.    RUNWELL.    (D.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxi.  S.W.  Wlxix.  N.W.) 

Runwell  is  a  parish  about  5  m.  E.  of  Billericay. 
The  church  and  Fleming's  Farm  are  the  principal 
monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

b(\).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  in 
the  S.W.  angle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of 
ragstone-rubble,  with  some  pudding-stone,  brick 
and  flint  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  S.  arcade  of  the  Nave  is  of 
c.  1200,  but  the  rest  of  the  church,  including  the 
N.  wall  of  the  nave,  the  South  Aisle,  North  and 
South  Porches  and  West  Tower,  were  built  or 
rebuilt  during  the  course  of  the  15th  century. 
The  church  has  been  restored  in  modern  times, 
when  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  and  extended  towards 
the  E.  and  the  South  Vestry  added. 

The  timber  N.  and  S.  porches  are  interesting. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  is 
modern,  but  reset  in  the  E.  wall  is  a  15th-century 
window  of  three  trefoiled  lights  in  a  four-centred 
head  with  a  moulded  label.  Reset  in  the  N.  wall 
are  two  15th-century  windows,  each  of  two  tre- 
foiled lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label. 
In  the  S.  wall,  E.  of  the  nave-arcade  is  a  15th 
or  early  16th-century  squint  with  a  square  head. 

The  Nave  (37$  ft.  by  15$  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  15th-century  windows,  both  of  two  cinque- 
foiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  between  them  is  the  15th-century  N. 
doorway,  with  chamfered  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  moulded  label  ;  below  the  western  window  is 
a  rough  segmental-pointed  relieving-arch.  The 
S.  arcade  is  of  early  13th-century  date,  and  of 
four  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered 
orders  ;  the  columns  are  cylindrical,  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases,  and  the  square  chamfered 
responds  have  chamfered  imposts  ;  the  arcade 
shows  evidence  of  reconstruction,  the  second 
column  being  out  of  place. 

The  South  Aisle  (9  ft.  wide)  has  a  modern  opening 
in  the  E.  wall,  and  above  it  is  a  modern  window 
with  reused  15th-century  stones.  In  the  S.  wall 
are  two  windows  similar  to  those  in  the  N.  wall 
of  the  nave  ;  between  them  is  the  15th-century  S. 
doorway,  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch. 

The  West  Tower  (11  ft.  by  12J  ft.)  is  of  the  15th 
century,  and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet,  an  embattled  turret  rising  above  the  S.E. 
angle  and  a  short  shingled  spire  (Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii) . 
The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three  hollow- 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  two  outer  die  on  to  the 
splayed  responds  and  the  inner  rests  on  attached 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases.  The  W. 
window  is  of  the  14th  century,  reset,  and  of  three 
cinquefoiled  lights  with  intersecting  tracery  in  a 
two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  W. 
doorway  has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label.  The  second  stage  has  in  each  wall  a 
window  of  one  trefoiled  light  with  a  square 
moulded  label.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each 
wall  a  window  of  two  lights  in  a  square  head  with 
a  moulded  label ;  the  heads  of  the  lights  on  the 
E.  and  W.  are  cinquefoiled,  and  of  those  on  the 
N.  and  S.  trefoiled. 

The  North  Porch  (Plate,  p.  xxxix)  is  of  late  15th- 
century  date,  timber-framed,  and  of  two  bays  on 
dwarf    brick    walls.      The    three  -  centred    outer 
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archway  has  spandrels  carved  with  foliage  and  the 
name  in  black-letter  Iohes  Okashott  ;  flanking  it 
are  two  bays  with  cinqnefoiled  and  traceried 
heads  ;  above  the  cross-beam  in  the  gable  is  a 
king-post,  carved  on  the  face  with  a  shallow  panel 
and  a  rosette.  The  side  walls  have  each  six 
open  lights  with  traceried  heads  similar  to  those 
flanking  the  entrance  ;  those  on  the  E.  are  modern 
restorations.  The  roof  has  a  middle  king-post 
truss  with  curved  braces  springing  from  moulded 
and  carved  brackets  and  a  central  foliated  boss. 

The  South  Porch  (Plate,  p.  xxxix)  is  of  similar 
date  and  construction  to  the  N.  porch,  but  rests  on 
a  plinth  of  stone  and  flint.  The  four-centred  outer 
archway  is  flanked  by  open  lights  with  cinquefoiled 
ogee  heads  and  tracery  ;  the  moulded  cross-beam 
supports  a  king-post  with  a  pointed  niche  cut  in 
the  outer  face.  The  side  walls  have  each  six 
lights  similar  to  those  flanking  the  entrance,  but 
the  heads  on  the  W.  side  and  three  of  those  on 
the  E.  are  modern.  The  middle  king-post  truss 
has  curved  braces  forming  a  four-centred  arch  ; 
the  wall-plates  are  moulded. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  incorporates  some  old 
timbers  ;  that  of  the  S.  aisle  is  probably  of  the 
15th-century  partly  restored  ;  it  has  braced  collar- 
beams  forming  round  arches  and  a  moulded  wall- 
plate  on  the  S.  side.  The  spire  is  a  timber-framed 
construction  of  the  15th  century. 

Fittings — Bells  :  four — 1st, "  2nd  and  3rd  by 
Robert  Mot,  1591.  Brass  and  Indent  Brass: 
see  Monuments  (1).  Indent:  In  tower — of  in- 
scription-plate and  two  shields.  Coffin-lids :  In 
chancel — (1)  of  Purbeck  marble  with  double 
hollow-chamfered  edge  and  raised  ornamental 
cross,  13th-century.  In  S.  porch — (2)  tapering 
slab  of  Purbeck  marble.  Sawn  up  and  used  in 
plinths  of  S.W.  buttresses  of  aisle — (3)  two  with 
moulded  edges.  Doors  :  In  S.  doorway — of  nail- 
studded  battens  with  strap-hinges,  15th-century. 
In  tower — in  doorway  to  turret,  with  strap-hinges, 
15th-century.  Font:  octagonal  bowl  with  moulded 
under-side,  plain  stem  and  modern  base,  15th- 
century  ;  old  base  now  in  Rectory  garden.  Glass  : 
In  vestry — in  E.  window,  two  roses,  two  whole  and 
two  half  quarries  with  ornamental  design  and  a 
border  of  leafage  and  coloured  glass,  15th-century. 
In  S.  aisle — in  E.  window,  fragments  of  foliage 
and  border  and  four  roundels  of  coloured  glass, 
13th  or  14th-century.  Monuments  and  Floor- 
slab  :  Monuments  :  In  chancel — on  N  wall — 
(1)  of  Eustace  Sulyard,  1547,  and  Margaret,  his 
wife,  1587,  tablet  with  side  pilasters  and  pediment, 
on  slab — brasses  of  man  in  plate-armour  and  woman 
in  ruff,  etc.,  kneeling  at  prayer-desk  and  three 
shields-of-arms  ;  on  S.  wall— (2)  to  Edward 
Sulyard,  1692,  white  marble  tablet  with  achieve- 
ment-of-arms  Floor-slab  :  In  tower — to  Thomas 
Sulyard,  1634,  with  shield-of-arms.  Piscinae  :  In 
S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,  with  chamfered   jambs  and 


square  head,  round  drain,  15th-century  ;  further  W. 
similar,  15th-century,  reset.  Plate  (Plate,  p.  xliv)  : 
includes  cup  of  1562,  with  band  of  engraved  orna- 
ment, and  cover-paten  of  the  same  date.  Poor- 
box :    In  nave — of  oak  hollowed  out,  with  slotted

iron  plate  in  top,  iron-bound  lid  and  four  iron 
discs  nailed  on,  15th  or  16th-century.  Scratchings  : 
On  tower-arch  and  splays  of  windows  in  second 
stage  of  tower,  various  masons'  marks.  Stoup  : 
In  N.  porch — with  round  bowl,  cut  back,  probably 
15th-century.  Sundial:  On  W.  jamb  of  S.  door- 
way— scratched  sundial,  stone  reset. 
Condition — Good,  except  tower. 

Secular  : — 

6(2).  Fleming's  Farm,  house  and  outbuildings, 
1|  m.  N.N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  a 
fragment  of  a  much  larger  house  of  late  16th  or 
early  17th-century  date  (said  to  have  been  de- 
stroyed by  fire),  and  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics; 
the  walls  are  of  brick  and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It 
is  rectangular  on  plan,  with  a  large  rectangular 
bay  projecting  on  the  N.W.  front,  and  has  a  modern 
extension  on  the  S.W.  and  a  smaller  addition  on 
the  N.E.  On  the  N.W.  Elevation  (Plate,  p.  132) 
the  projecting  bay  is  gabled  and  has  a  moulded 
coping  with  pointed  finials  on  moulded  bases  at 
the  apex  and  on  the  kneelers.  Lighting  the 
ground-floor  is  a  five-light  window  with  a  single- 
light  window  on  the  return  ;  both  have  moulded 
heads,  jambs,  mullions  and  transom.  The  first 
floor  has  a  large  window  of  similar  detail  but 
with  two  transoms,  and  a  single-light  window  on 
both  returns.  The  N.E.  Elevation  has  two  gables, 
the  N.  one  of  which  is  similar  to  the  gable  just 
described  but  with  a  modern  coping.  The 
chimney-stack  is  original  and  has  three  diagonal 
shafts  with  oversailing  tops. 

Inside  the  building,  the  front  room  on  the  ground- 
floor  (now  the  kitchen)  has  two  moulded  ceiling- 
beams,  and  some  of  the  beams  in  the  ceiling  and 
the  timber- framing  in  the  walls  of  the  back  room

are  exposed.  In  the  window  to  the  kitchen  is 
some  16th-century  glass,  with  a  mutilated  car- 
touche of  the  arms  of  Sulyard  and  pieces  of  ruby, 
yellow,  brown,  blue  and  white  glass,  some  in  the 
form  of  foliage.  The  staircase  has  some  original 
panelling  on  both  the  ground  and  first  floors,  and 
in  the  room  above  the  kitchen  is  a  stone  fireplace 
with  a  moulded,  four-centred  head  and  jambs.  In 
the  attic  is  an  original  fireplace  with  a  square  head. 

The  Outbuilding  stands  to  the  N.  of  and  is  of 
about  the  same  date  as  the  house.  It  is  of  one 
storey,  built  of  brick  and  rectangular  on  plan  and 
has  a  two-centred  doorway  and  a  three-light  square- 
headed  window  with  moulded  head,  jambs,  transom 
and  mullions.  The  door  is  of  four  panels  with 
moulded  and  nailed-studded  framing. 

Condition— Of  house,  good. 

"(3).  Gifford's  Farm  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v),  about 
l|m.  N.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered,  with  tiled  roofs.  It  was 
built  in  the  16th  century  on  a  T-shaped  plan,  with 
cross-wing  at  the  N.  end,  but  the  roof  of  the  S. 
wing  has  been  raised  and  both  wings  have  small 
modern  additions.  The  upper  storey  of  the  cross- 
wing  projects  on  the  E.  front  ;  it  is  supported  on 
curved  brackets,  and  has  below  a  slightly  projecting 
bay-window  of  four  lights  with  diamond -shaped 
mullions.  On  the  N.  front  is  a  blocked  window  of 
three  lights  with  diamond -shaped  mullions,  and 
an  original  chimney-stack  ;  in  the  W.  end  of  the 
S.  wall  of  the  cross-wing  is  a  blocked  window 
similar  to  the  one  in  the  N.  wall.  Inside  the 
building  some  of  the  rooms  have  exposed  ceiling- 
beams.  The  roof  over  the  N.  wing  has  a  queen- 
post  truss,  with  curved  braces  to  the  tie-beam  and 
curved  wind-braces. 

Condi  tion — Good . 

*(4).  Church  End,  house  (Plate, pp. xl-i), 600  yards 
N.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  in  the  17th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.W. 
and  S.W.  ;  the  additions  on  the  back  and  side 
are  modern.  On  the  N.E.  side  is  an  original 
chimney-stack,  the  top  of  which  has  been  rebuilt. 
Inside  the  building  some  of  the  rooms  have  exposed 
ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good . 


77.   ST.    LAWRENCE    (NEWLAND).    (G.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Ml  v.  S.W.  (fc)lv.  S.E.  Mlxiii.  N.W.) 

St.  Lawrence  is  a  parish  on  the  S.  of  the  Black- 
water  estuary  and  5-|m.  N.  of  Burnham-on-Crouch. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Lawrence  was 
entirely  rebuilt  in  1878,  but  contains  from  the  old 
church  the  following  : — 


Fittings — Piscina  :  In  nave — in  N.  wall,  with 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  head,  round 
drain,  14th-century.  Plate  :  includes  large  pewter 
flagon  with  inscription  and  date  1700. 

Condition — Rebuilt. 

Secular  : — 

c{2).  Moynes  Farm,  house  and  moat,  1J  m.  S. 
of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  c.  1595,  the  date  on  a  wooden 
panel  inside  the  house.  The  room  is  panelled  to 
half  its  height  and  has  a  moulded  ceiling-beam. 

The  Moat  surrounds  the  house. 

Condition — Of  house,  fairly  good. 

*(3).  St.  Lawrence  Hall,  150  yards  S.S.E.  of 
the  church,  has  been  rebuilt  except  for  a  gabled 
cross-wing  of  the  16th  or  17th  century.  It  is  of 
two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the 
roof  is  tiled.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  N. 
end.  Inside  the  building  is  an  original  window 
with  bar-mullions  and  now  blocked. 

Condition — Good. 

a(4).  West  Newlands,  house,  about  1J  m. 
S.W.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered  and  partly  weather-boarded  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the 
17th  century,  and  has  an  original  chimney-stack 
with  three  diagonal  shafts. 

Condition — Good,  much  altered. 


78.   SANDON.    (D.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  liii.  S.W.) 

Sandon  is  a  parish  3  m.  S.E.  of  Chelmsford. 
The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Andrew  (Plate, 
p.  133)  stands  at  the  N.  end  of  the  parish.  The 
walls  are  of  pudding-stone  and  flint-rubble  with 
some  Roman  bricks  ;  the  tower  and  S.  porch  are  of 
brick  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  and  brick  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Chancel  and  Nave  were 
built  in  the  12th  century.  The  chancel-arch  was 
rebuilt  probably  late  in  the  13th  century.  The  N. 
arcade  was  built  and  the  North  Aisle  added  about 
the  middle  of  the  14th  century.  Probably  in  the 
15th  century  the  chancel  was  extended  about  5  ft. 
to  the  E.  Early  in  the  16th  century  the  West 
Tower  and  the  South  Porch  were  added.  The  church 
has  been  restored  in  modern  times,  when  the  walls 
of  the  N.  aisle  were  heightened 

The  brick  tower  and  S.  porch  are  interesting, 
and  among  the  fittings  the  pillar  -  piscina, 
communion   table   and    pulpit   are   noteworthy. 
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Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (22  ft. 
by  13|  ft.)  retains  in  the  N.  and  S.  walls  the  Roman 
brick  quoins  of  the  12th-century  chancel.  The 
early  15th-century  E.  window  is  much  restored, 
and  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  modern 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head.  In  the  N.  wall  is 
a  late  13th  or  early  14th-century  window  of  two 
pointed  lights  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern 
uniform  with  that  in  the  N.  wall  and  the  western 
a  'low-side,'  but  modern  except  for  the  moulded 
splays  and  rear-arch  ;  this  window  has  a  case- 
ment with  a  17th-century  iron  catch  ;  between 
the  windows  is  a  partly  restored  14th-century 
doorway  with  double  chamfered  jambs,  two- 
centred  arch  and  moulded  label.  The  late  13th- 
century  chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  one 
plain  order  with  moulded  imposts,  partly  destroyed; 
above  the  arch  is  a  round-headed  opening,  now 
blocked. 

The  Nave  (38f  ft.  by  19J  ft.)  has  original  12th- 
century  quoins  at  the  E.  angles.  The  mid  14th- 
century  N.  arcade  is  of  three  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  moulded  orders  ;  the  columns  are 
of  quatrefoil  plan,  the  N.  and  S.  shafts  being  of 
semi-octagonal  form,  all  have  moulded  capitals 
and  bases ;  the  responds  have  attached  half- 
columns,  and  the  base  of  the  W.  respond  is  square. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows  ;  the  easternmost 
is  of  early  16th-century  date  and  of  two  rounded 
lights  in  a  square  head  ;  above  it  are  two  modern 
lights  of  similar  form  ;  the  second  window  is 
modern,  and  the  westernmost  has  a  modern  frame 
set  in  place  of  a  partly  destroyed  13th-century 
window  ;  E.  of  it  is  the  14th-century  S.  doorway, 
with  chamfered  jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  a 
moulded  label  with  head-stops. 

The  North  Aisle  (10|  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
a   window    all    modern    except    the    splays    and 


rear-arch.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  both 
modern  except  for  the  splays  and  rear-arch  of 
the  eastern,  which  incorporates  a  12th-century 
voussoir ;  further  W.  is  the  14th-century  N. 
doorway,  now  blocked,  and  with  double  chamfered 
jambs,  moulded  two-centred  arch  and  modern 
label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  an  18th-century  window 
set  in  an  old  opening  with  a  14th-century  moulded 
label. 

The  West  Tower  (12  ft.  square)  is  entirely  of 
early  16th-century  date  and  of  red  brick  ;  it  is 
of  three  stages,  the  two  lower  undivided  externally, 
and  has  an  extensive  diapered  decoration  in  black 
brick,  including  two  large  crosses  on  the  W.  face 
of  the  top  stage,  numerous  crosses  of  St.  Andrew 
and  various  ornamental  lozenges  ;  the  embattled 
parapet  rests  on  a  corbel-table  of  small  arches. 
The  four-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three  plain 
orders  ;  the  responds  are  splayed.  The  W. 
window  is  of  three  pointed  lights  with  uncusped 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  ;  the  W.  doorway 
has  a  four-centred  head,  and  has  been  converted 
into  a  window.  The  N.  and  S.  walls  of  the  second 
stage  have  each  a  window  of  one  pointed  light. 
The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  window  of 
two  pointed  lights  set  in  an  elliptical  outer  arch. 

The  South  Porch  (Plate,  p.  xxxviii)  is  of  early 
16th-century  date  and  of  red  brick  with  a  crow- 
stepped  parapet  resting  on  a  corbel-table  of  trefoiled 
arches.  The  outer  archway  has  chamfered  jambs  and 
moulded  two-centred  arch  and  label  ;  above  it  is 
a  wide  niche  or  panel  with  an  ogee  head  ;  flanking 
the  niche  are  two  large  crosses  of  St.  Andrew  in 
black  headers.  The  side  walls  have  each  a  window 
of  two  pointed  lights  with  a  spandrel  in  a  round 
head.  The  porch  has  a  brick  vault  with  diagonal 
chamfered  ribs  springing  from  angle-shafts  with 
moulded  bases.  On  each  side  is  a  seat  resting  on 
two  segmental  arches  of  brick. 
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The  Roof of  the  chancel  is  boarded,  and  is  divided 
into  panels  by  15th-century  moulded  ribs  ;  the 
wall-plates  are  also  moulded.  The  roof  of  the 
nave  is  modern  except  the  15th-century  eastern 
truss,  which  has  moulded  hammer-beams  and 
curved  braces  enclosing  traceried  spandrels,  under 
a  modern  collar-beam. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five  ;  1st  and  2nd  by  John 
Hodson,  1653.  Brasses:  In  chancel — (1)  part  of 
slab  with  two  scrolls  and  two  shields-of-arms 
(a)  on  a  chief  indented  three  roundels,  a  border,  for 
Latham,  (b)  Goldsmiths'  company,  indents  of  heads 
of  two  figures  and  marginal  inscription,  c.  1510  ; 
on  N.  wall,  (2)  of  Patrick  Fearne  [1588],  parson 
of  the  parish,  kneeling  figures  of  man  in  fur-lined 
gown  and  wife  in  wide-brimmed  hat,  scrolls  and 
inscription-plate,  all  set  in  panel.  Communion 
Table  :  with  four  legs  at  angles  and  three  along 
the  middle,  all  turned  as  columns  and  supporting 
arches,  side  rails  each  with  three  turned  acorn- 
pendants,  one  turned  pendant  in  middle  of  front 
and  back  rails,  late  17th-century.  Doors :  In 
doorway  of  chancel — with  moulded  panels  and 
pedimental  head,  possibly  late  17th-century.  In 
S.  doorway — modern,  but  with  three  strap-hinges, 
15th-century.  In  N.  doorway — of  feathered 
battens  with  one  strap-hinge,  probably  15th-cen- 
tury. In  tower — in  doorway  to  turret  staircase,  of 
feathered  battens  with  strap-hinges,  probably  early 
16th-century.  Font:  octagonal  with  moulded 
lower-edge  to  bowl,  probably  early  16th-century. 
Glass :  In  chancel — in  S.E.  window,  various 
detached  pieces,  including  four  shields-of-arms — 

(a)  argent  three  bends  azure,  on  a  chief  sable  two  lions 
or  face  to  face  (Plate,  pp.  xliv-v),  for  St.  Gregory; 

(b)  ermine  a  cheveron  sable  with  three  crescents  or 
thereon  for  Doreward  (Plate,  pp.  xliv-v) ;  (c)  gules  a 
cheveron  ermine  between  three  fleurs-de-lis  or  (Plate, 
pp.  xliv-v)  and  (d)  Darcy,  15th  and  16th-century, 
but  (d)  restored  and  (b)  of  doubtful  antiquity.  In 
W.  window  of  porch — fragmentary  shield  of  the 
arms  (a).  Monuments  :  In  chancel — on  N.  wall, 
(1)  to  Anne,  wife  of  Brian  Walton,  D.D.,  rector, 
1640,  alabaster  and  black  marble  tablet  ;  on  S. 
wall,  (2)  to  Deborah,  wife  of  Samuel  Smith, 
"  pastor  of  this  congregation,"  1647,  tablet.  Panel- 
ling :  In  chancel — incorporated  in  quire  stalls, 
seven  panels  with  incised  scroll-work,  also  one 
fluted  panel  in  prayer-desk,  early  17th-century. 
Reset  under  stairs  to  pulpit,  two  arcaded  panels 
with  foliage,  early  17th-century.  Piscinae :  In 
chancel — with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
head,  round  drain,  13th-century ;  pillar-piscina 
(Plate,  p.  xlv)  with  .shaft  ornamented  with  spiral 
fluting  and  beading,  base  with  cheveron  ornament 
and  capital  carved  with  interlacing  design,  12th- 
century,  found  in  N.W.  buttress  in  1904.  Plate  : 
includes  flagon  of  1624,  given  in  1688,  and  cup  and 
cover-paten  of  1628.  Pulpit :  octagonal  with  but- 
tresses and  pinnacled  angles,  moulded  and  crested 


top-rail,  pierced  and  traceried  lower  rail,  each  face 
with  cusped  and  traceried  heads  and  linen-fold 
panel,  trumpet-stem  with  moulded  ribs  and  octa- 
gonal post  with  moulded  and  crested  capital  and 
moulded  base,  late  15th-century  (Plate,  p.  79). 
Condi  tion — Good . 


Secular  : — 


Monuments  (2-5) 


The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  16th-century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

(2).  Sandon  Place,  house  and  outbuildings,  on 
opposite  side  of  the  road,  N.E.  of  the  church.  The 
House  has  a  slated  roof  and  was  built  probably 
in  the  16th  century,  but  conclusive  evidence  has 
been  entirely  lost  in  modern  alterations.  The 
plan  appears  to  have  originally  been  half  H- 
shaped,  with  cross-wings  extending  towards  the 
N.,  but  the  space  between  them  has  been  filled 
in  by  a  modern  addition  and  the  roof  over  the 
central  block  has  probably  been  raised.  The 
upper  storey  of  the  cross-wings  projects  on  the 
S.  front.  The  chimney-stack  to  the  central  block 
is  of  late  16th  or  early  17th-century  date.  Inside 
the  building  some  of  the  timber-framing  shows  in 
the  walls  ;  at  the  back  of  the  house  and  in  the 
wall  on  the  W.  side  of  the  central  chimney  is 
a  doorway  with  a  three-centred  head  ;  in  the 
staircase  is  a  blocked  window. 

The  Outbuilding  W.  of  the  house  is  of  brick  with 
diaper-work  in  black  headers.  Inside  the  building, 
in  the  walls,  are  some  small  recesses  with  four- 
centred  heads. 

(3).  Cottage,  100  yards  E.  of  (2),  is  a  small 
rectangular  building,  partly  refaced  with  brick. 
On  the  E.  side  is  an  original  chimney-stack  (Plate, 
p.  57)  with  an  embattled  base  and  moulded 
capping  surmounted  by  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 

(4).  Mayes  Farm,  house,  1,150  yards  E.S.E.  of 
the  church,  is  built  on  an  L-shaped  plan,  with  the 
wings  extending  towards  the  N.  and  W.  The 
upper  storey  projects  on  the  S.  of  the  E.  front. 
The  main  doorway  is  original,  and  has  moulded 
jambs  and  four-centred  head  with  sunk  spandrels 
and  retains  an  original  door  with  moulded  fillets 
and  drop-handle.  The  chimney-stack  at  the 
junction  of  the  wings  has  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 

(5).  House,  on  N.  side  of  road  at  Woodhill, 
about  \\m.  E.  of  the  church,  is  probably  of  15th 
or  early  16th-century  date,  and  has  a  cross-wing 
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at  the  E.  end.  The  main  block  is  of  one  storey 
with  attics  and  has  the  middle  part  of  the 
S.  wall  carried  up  in  a  gable.  The  chimney-stack 
has  a  rectangular  base  with  a  moulded  capping 
surmounted  by  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 


Shoebury,  see  North  Shoebury  and 
South  Shoebury. 


79.   SHOPLAND.    (F.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Ixxviii.  N.E.) 

Shopland  is  a  small  parish  on  the  S.  bank  of 
the  River  Roach,  3  m.  N.E.  of  Southend-on-Sea. 
The  church  and  Beauchamps  are  the  principal 
monuments. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene 
stands  on  the  E.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls 
are  of  rubble  covered  with  cement  and  rough-cast ; 
the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled 
and  the  bell-turret  boarded.  The  Nave  was  built 
early  in  the  12th  century.  The  Chancel  was 
rebuilt  and  widened  in  the  13th  or  14th  century. 
The  South  Porch  was  added  early  in  the  15th 
century  and  the  bell-turret  in  the  16th  century. 

The  timber  S.  porch  is  interesting,  and  amongst 
the  fittings  the  font  is  noteworthy. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (21  £  ft. 
by  18|  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  plastered  splays  and  two-centred  rear-arch, 
which  are  possibly  of  the  14th  century.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  doorway  with  a  four-centred  rear-arch, 
probably  of  the  15th  century  ;  it  is  blocked  and 
not  visible  externally.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  14th- 
century  window  of  one  cinquefoiled  light,  set  in 
a  cemented  lancet-shaped  opening,  probably  of 
the  13th  century.     There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (39£  ft.  by  19  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows,  the  eastern  of  the  15th  century,  and 
of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery 
in  a  square  head  having  a  moulded  label  with 
defaced  head-stops  ;  the  splays  have  small  carved 
head-stops  at  the  springing  level  ;  the  western 
window  is  a  single  small  early  12th-century  light 
with  a  round  head  ;  between  the  windows  is  the 
blocked  N.  doorway  ;  it  is  not  visible  externally, 
but  has  a  hollowed  chamfered  rear-arch,  probably 
of  the  14th  century.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two 
windows,  the  eastern  is  of  the  14th  century,  and 


of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  square 
head  ;  the  western  window  is  similar  to  the 
corresponding  window  in  the  N.  wall,  but  is  blocked; 
further  E.  the  outlines  of  a  similar  window  are 
visible  internally  ;  the  14th-century  S.  doorway 
has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  label 
with  head-stops.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window 
probably  all  modern.  The  bell-turret,  at  the 
W.  end  of  the  nave,  stands  on  four  oak  posts  with 
curved  braces,  probably  of  the  16th  century. 

The  South  Porch  (Plate,  p.  137)  is  of  early  15th- 
century  date,  timber-framed  and  of  two  bays.  The 
square-headed  outer  archway  is  flanked  by  ogee- 
headed  openings  ;  above  the  moulded  lintel  are  three 
ogee-headed  niches,  the  middle  one  having  a  number 
of  round  mortice-holes  at  the  back  ;  the  western 
niche  contains  remains  of  a  carved  head,  cut  back. 
The  side  walls  have  in  the  outer  bay  three  cinque- 
foiled lights  with  traceried  heads.  The  wall-plates 
and  tie-beams  are  moulded,  and  the  ties,  which 
are  steeply  cambered,  have  curved  braces. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  possibly  of  14th  or 
15th-century  date  and  of  trussed-rafter  type, 
ceiled  on  the  soffit  ;  the  plates  are  hollow- 
chamfered.  The  nave  has  three  late  14th-century 
king-post  trusses ;  two  tie-beams  and  the  plates 
are  moulded  ;  the  slender  king-posts  of  the  two 
western  trusses  are  octagonal  and  have  moulded 
capitals  and  plain  bases. 

Fittings  :  Bells  :  Inaccessible,  but  said  to  be 
by  Peter  Hawkes,  1608.  Brass  :  In  nave — slab 
partly  under  pews  [of  Thomas  Stapel,  1371], 
serjeant-at-arms,  mutilated  figure  in  armour  with 
pointed  bascinet,  camail,  etc.,  knee-cops  and  legs 
below  missing,  indents  of  marginal  inscription  and 
cinquefoiled  crocketed  canopy  and  shields,  frag- 
ment of  inscription  remaining  at  top.  Coffin-lid : 
In  nave — as  threshold  of  S.  doorway,  with  hollow- 
chamfered  edge,  probably  13th-century.  Doors :  In 
chancel — in  blocked  doorway,  roughly  framed  door, 
17th  or  18th-century.  In  nave — in  N.  doorway, 
possibly  15th  or  16th-century.  Font  (Plate, 
pp.  xlii-iii)  :  Square  bowl,  S.  face  with  interlacing 
arcade  of  round  arches  resting  on  shafts  with 
moulded  capitals  and  '  hold-water '  bases  ;  W.  face 
with  three  tref oiled  arches  with  flattened  shafts 
having  similar  capitals  and  bases,  roses  in  the 
spandrels  and  fleur-de-lis  cusp-points  to  the  middle 
bay;  E.  and  N.  faces  each  with  three  large  incised 
fleurs-de-lis  and  two  formy  crosses  in  circles, 
stem  consists  of  a  middle  and  four  side  shafts 
with  moulded  caps  and  bases,  early  13th-century. 
Glass  :  In  chancel — in  tracery  of  E.  window, 
numerous  fragments,  partly  old  and  including 
crowns,  foliage,  borders,  heraldic  mantling  and 
drapery,  13th,  15th  and  17th-century.  In  nave — 
in  S.  window,  yellow  oak-leaf  ornament  in  tracery, 
late  14th-century,  in  situ.  Monument  :  In 
churchyard — slab  to  William  Haker,  yeoman,  1639. 
Paving :     In    nave — numerous    small    tiles    with 
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remains  of  glaze,  one  with  a  crown,  mediaeval. 
Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  chamfered  jambs  and 
trefoiled  head,  sexfoiled  drain,  14th-century.  Plate : 
includes  cup  of  1683.  Seating  :  In  nave — one 
bench  with  a  shaped  standard  and  rail,  of  the 
16th  century,  partly  repaired.  Another  with  17th- 
century  bench-ends.  Sedile :  In  chancel — in  S.  wall, 
wide  recess  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch,  14th-century. 

Condition — Good,  much  restored  except  N.E. 
window  of  the  nave,  which  is  badly  decayed. 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  Butler's  Farm,  1,100 
yards  N.  of  the  church. 

(3).  House,  now  two  tenements,  50  yards  W.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls 
are  of  timber-framing,  partly  plastered  and  partly 
weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was 
built  in  the  17th  century,  and  has  a  modern 
addition  at  the  back.  On  the  E.  front  are  two 
gabled  dormer-windows,  and  the  central  chimney- 
stack  is  original.  Inside  the  building  there  are 
some  exposed  ceiling-beams  in  the  ground-floor 
rooms. 

Condi  tion — Good . 

(4).  Beauchamps,  house  (Plate,  p.  136),  |  m.  E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  is  a  long  rect- 
angular building  of  c.  1688,  with  a  two-storeyed 
porch  on  the  E.  front.  On  the  E.  front  there  are 
considerable  remains  of  elaborate  pargeting,  the 
lower  storey  being  treated  in  the  form  of  rusticated 
masonry,  the  upper  with  scrolls,  swags  and  fruit- 
ornament  and  the  date  1688  in  Roman  figures  with 
a  large  rose  above  (Plate,  p.  152).  At  the  eaves- 
level  is  a  modillioned  cornice,  which  is  continued 
round  the  porch.  The  central  chimney-stack  is 
original,  but  the  upper  part  of  the  chimney-stack  at 
the  N.  end  of  the  house  has  been  rebuilt.  Inside 
the  building  the  southernmost  room  has  a  fine 
plaster  ceiling  divided  into  two  bays  by  a  cased 
beam.  In  each  bay  is  a  large  elliptical  wreath 
(Plate,  p.  152)  of  laurel  leaves  and  berries  and  with 
a  pendant  of  fruit  and  flowers  in  the  centre 
surrounded  by  four  cherubs'  heads  alternating  with 
rosebuds  ;  outside  the  wreath  at  either  end  of  the 
ceiling  are  roses  and  fleurs-de-lis. 

Condition — Good. 

(5).  Fox  Hall,  750  yards  S  S.E.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  timber- 
framed  and  weather- boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  cross-wing  at  the  E.  end  of  the  house  and  the 
E.  end  of  the  main  block  are  the  remains  of  a 
15th-century  building,  the  W.  end  of  which  was 
rebuilt  in  the  16th  century.  There  is  a  modern 
addition  on  the  E.  The  upper  storey  of  the  cross- 
wing  projects  on  the  S.  front  and  is  supported  on 


two  curved  brackets,  and  on  the  W.  front  is  a 
16th-century  chimney-stack  with  crow-stepped 
offsets  and  an  oversailing  cap.  Inside  the  building 
the  ceiling-beams  in  the  ground-floor  rooms  of 
the  E.  wing  are  exposed,  and  in  the  W.  cross-wall 
is  a  blocked  doorway  with  a  four-centred  head. 
Springing  from  the  side  walls  of  the  room  occupying 
the  W.  end  of  the  former  hall  are  two  curved 
braces  which  probably  supported  the  tie-beam  of 
the  original  hall  roof.  In  this  room  is  a  wide 
16th-century  fireplace  with  a  four-centred  head. 
The  roof  over  the  E.  wing  has  an  original  tie-beam 
with  a  mortice  for  a  king-post. 
Condi  ti  on — Good . 


80.   SOUTH   BENFLEET.    (D.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxvii.  N.W.  Wlxxvii.  S.W.) 

South  Benfleet  is  a  small  parish  on  the  N.  bank 
of  the  Thames,  opposite  Canvey  Island,  6  m.  W.  of 
Southend-on-Sea.  The  church  is  the  principal 
monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin 
stands  in  the  centre  of  the  village  at  the  S.  end  of 
the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  ashlar,  rubble,  Roman 
brick  and  flint ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with  tiles 
and  lead.  The  walls  of  the  nave  and  aisles  contain 
a  considerable  quantity  of  squared  ragstone  and 
septaria,  possibly  reused  Roman  material.  The 
W.  end  of  the  Nave  is  of  mid  12th-century  date. 
About  the  middle  of  the  13th  century  the  chancel- 
arch  was  rebuilt.  C.  1300  a  S.  aisle  was  added, 
and  the  West  Tower  was  built  probably  shortly 
after.  In  the  middle  of  the  15th  century  the 
Chancel  was  rebuilt  with  the  chancel-arch,  and  the 
S.  arcade  and  aisle  rebuilt.  Late  in  the  same 
century  the  South  Porch  was  added.  C.  1500  the 
North  Aisle  was  added,  and  the  clearstorey  is  of  the 
same  date.  In  the  17th  century  minor  repairs  were 
carried  out,  and  in  recent  years  the  church  has  been 
restored  and  the  floor  of  the  nave  lowered  by 
about  two  feet. 

The  church  is  of  considerable  architectural 
interest,  the  S.  porch  being  an  unusually  good 
piece  of  timber  work. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (35£  ft. 
by  22  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window,  but  a  segmental 
relieving-arch  to  a  pre-existing  one  shows  ex- 
ternally and  internally.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two 
15th-century  windows  restored  in  cement,  and 
each  of  two  cinqucfoiled  lights  with  vertical  tracery 
in  a  two-centred  head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two 
similar  windows  ;  between  them  is  a  15th-century 
doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two  centred 
head  restored  in  cement.     The  early  15th-century 
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chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  mid  13th-century  responds 
are  semi-circular,  with  three  attached  shafts  with 
continuous  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the 
responds  were  perhaps  reset  and  the  former  arch 
widened  early  in  the  15th  century.  Above  the 
arch,  showing  externally,  are  three  small  blocked 
windows  of  16th-century  date  with  rounded  heads. 
The  Nave  (44£  ft-  by  22£  ft.)  has  N.  and  S. 
arcades,  each  of  three  bays.  The  N.  arcade  is  of 
c.  1500,  with  two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered 
orders  ;  the  columns  have  each  four  attached 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the 
responds  have  attached  half-columns.  A  set- 
back in  the  walling  at  the  level  of  the  respond 
caps  indicates  the  cutting  away  and  rebuilding 
of  the  earlier  work.  The  S.  arcade  was  rebuilt 
in  the  15th  century,  and  has  two-centred  arches 
of  two  chamfered  orders  resting  on  octagonal 
piers  and  semi-octagonal  responds,  all  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  ;  the  capitals  of  the  responds 
and  of  the  second  pier  are  reused  work  of  c.  1300 
from  a  former  arcade.  Some  of  the  stones  have 
masons'  marks.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  12th-century 
doorway  with  a  semi -circular  head  and  jambs  of  two 
chamfered  orders  with  mutilated  impost-mouldings. 
Higher  up  are  two  blocked  12th-century  windows, 
each  of  a  narrow  round-headed  light  with  wide 
splays.  The  clearstorey  has  on  each  side  three 
late  15th-century  windows,  each  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
below  the  level  of  the  sills  on  each  side  are  four 
carved  stone  corbels,  two  being  grotesque  heads, 
and  the  others  the  symbols  of  the  evangelists. 


The  North  Aisle  (43£  ft.  by  10$  ft.)  is  of  c.  1500, 
and  has  an  embattled  parapet.  In  the  E.  wall  is  a 
window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  a  quatre- 
foil  in  a  four-centred  head.  In  the  N.  wall  are 
two  windows  ;  the  eastern  is  of  three  cinquefoiled 
lights  in  a  four-centred  head  ;  the  western  is 
similar  to  the  window  in  the  E.  wall  ;  between 
the  windows  is  the  blocked  N.  doorway,  with 
moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  head.  E.  of 
this  is  the  rood-loft  staircase,  with  square-headed 
upper  and  lower  doorways.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a 
window  of  two  lights  similar  to  those  in  the  N.  and 
S.  walls  of  the  chancel.  All  the  windows  and  the 
doorway  have  moulded  labels. 

The  South  Aisle  (10  ft.  wide)  had  an  embattled 
parapet  with  a  grotesque  head  at  the  S.E. 
angle."  The  four  windows  are  all  of  mid  to  late 
15th-century  date  and  uniform  with  that  in  the 
W.  wall  of  the  N.  aisle  ;  between  the  two  windows 
in  the  S.  wall  is  a  15th-century  doorway 
(Plate,  p.  140)  with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred 
head. 

The  West  Tower  (16£  ft.  by  14£  ft.)  is  probably 
of  early  14th-century  date,  and  is  of  three  stages 
undivided  externally,  with  an  internal  spiral 
staircase  of  timber  having  an  octagonal  newel.  The 
ground-stage  has  in  each  external  wall  a  window 
of  one  tref oiled  light  with  a  square  head.  The 
second  stage  has  in  the  S.  and  W.  walls  a  similar 
window.  The  bell-chamber  has  an  opening  in  the 
E.  wall  communicating  with  the  roof  but  now 
blocked.  The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  have  each  a 
square-headed  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  with 
a  square  defaced  label. 
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The  South  Porch  (12  ft.  by  10  ft.)  is  of  timber  and 
of  15th-century  date  (Plate,  p.  137).  The  E.  and  W. 
sides  are  each  divided  into  two  bays  by  slightly  pro- 
jecting buttresses.  The  upper  part  of  each  bay  has 
modern  mullions  and  tracery.  The  outer  archway 
is  two-centred  with  traceried  spandrels ;  above 
the  moulded  beam  at  the  base  of  the  gable  are  three 
panels  divided  by  buttresses  and  each  having  a 
traceried  head  and  partly  restored  ;  above  the 
panels  is  a  moulded  and  embattled  cross-beam, 
and  one  moulded  barge-board  is  old.  The  roof 
(Plate,  p.  140)  is  of  two  bays  with  curved  principals, 
a  middle  hammer-beam  truss  and  a  tie-beam 
against  the  N.  wall.  All  the  main  timbers  are 
moulded  and  embattled,  and  the  hammer-beams, 
purlins,  tie  and  collar-beams  have  curved  braces 
with  traceried  spandrels. 

Fittings — Bells  :  five  ;  1st  by  John  Hodson, 
1664  ;  3rd,  by  John  Walgrave,  inscribed  "Nomen 
Magdalene  Campana  Gerit  Melodie,"  15th-century; 
4th  by  Miles  Graye,  1676;  5th  by  John  and 
Henry  Wilner,  1636;  bell-frame,  17th-century. 
Bracket :  In  S.  aisle — on  E.  wall,  square,  moulded 
stone  bracket,  15th-century.  Brass  :  In  chancel — 
on  S.  wall,  to  William  Cardinal],  1568,  inscription 
only.  Some  fragments  of  a  canopy  and  the 
stem  of  a  bracket  of  c.  1400  from  this  church 
are  now  preserved  in  Colchester  Museum. 
Coffin-lid, :  In  nave — at  E.  end,  tapering  slab  with 
double-chamfered  edge,  raised  foliated  cross  and 
mutilated  marginal  inscription  in  French ;  the 
base  is  broken  away,  late  13th-century.  Conse- 
cration-crosses :  On  N.W.  buttress  to  W.  tower, 
small  stone  cross  with  Roman-brick  filling  ;  on 
each  of  the  S.W.  and  W.  buttresses  similar  Roman- 
brick  cross  with  flint-filling.  Font :  circular 
Purbeck-marble  stem,  13th-century  or  earlier,  rest 
modern.  Glass  :  In  the  E.  and  N.W.  windows 
of  the  N.  aisle  are  some  14th  and  15th-century 
fragments  of  quarries  and  borders.  Monument 
and  Floor-slabs.  Monument  :  In  churchyard — 
S.W.  of  the  tower,  table-tomb  with  illegible  in- 
scription and  date  1695.  Floor-slabs  :  In  chancel 
—(1)  to  Sir  William  Appleton,  Bart.,  1705,  and 
Dorothy,  his  wife,  1719,  with  achievement-of- 
arms.  (2)  to  William,  1685,  and  John,  1689,  sons 
of  Sir  William  Appleton,  with  achievement-of- 
arms.  Niches :  In  N.  aisle — in  N.E.  corner, 
(1)  square-headed  and  set  diagonally  in  angle  :  in 
E.  respond  of  S.  arcade — (2)  shallow,  with  pointed 
head,  15th-century  ;  in  S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,  (3)  with 
moulded  jambs  and  three-centred  head,  deeply 
projecting  semi  -  octagonal  shelf,  15th-century. 
Paving :  In  N.  aisle,  at  W.  end — large  cream- 
coloured  tile  with  large  quatrefoil  in  black  inlay, 
date  uncertain.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel— with 
moulded  jambs  and  cinquefoiled  arch  in  square 
head,  15th-century.  In  N.  aisle — with  chamfered 
segmental-pointed  head  and  round  drain,  15th- 
century.     In   S.  aisle — in  S.  wall,   with  moulded 


jambs,  tref oiled  ogee  head  and  sexf oiled  drain, 
14th-century.  Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1576  with 
band  of  engraved  ornament  and  cover-paten  of 
the  same  date.  Stoup  :  In  S.  porch,  E.  of  door- 
way— segmental-headed  recess  with  broken  basin, 
15th-century.  Sundial :  On  W.  jamb  of  S.  door- 
way to  chancel,  scratched  dial. 

Condition — The  walls  have  some  bad  cracks 
(since  repaired),  particularly  the  W.  wall  of  the 
S.  aisle.  The  S.  porch  is  breaking  away  from  the 
S.  wall  of  the  S.  aisle,  and  the  S.  arcade  is  giving 
at  the  first  pier. 

Secular  : — 

Monuments  (2-9). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the 
buildings  have  original  chimney-stacks  and 
exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good,  unless  noted. 

6 (2).  Hoy  Inn,  50  yards  S.  of  the  church,  was 
built  late  in  the  15th  or  early  in  the  following 
century,  with  a  central  hall  and  E.  and  W.  cross- 
wings  ;  in  the  16th  century  an  upper  floor  was 
inserted  in  the  hall,  and  in  recent  years  it  was 
added  to  on  the  N.  and  E.  At  the  E.  end  of  the 
original  hall  is  a  late  16th-century  chimney-stack, 
the  upper  part  of  which  has  been  rebuilt.  The 
main  beams  in  the  ceilings  of  the  ground-floor 
rooms  are  exposed,  and  the  middle  room  has 
moulded  wall-posts  with  carved  and  moulded  braces 
dividing  it  into  two  bays.  In  the  room  above  is 
a  moulded  wall-plate  and  the  end  of  a  moulded 
tie-beam  which  has  been  cut  away. 

6  (3).  Anchor  Inn,  50  yards  E.  of  (2),  was  built 
possibly  in  the  16th  century,  but  has  been  much 
altered.  The  upper  storey  projects  on  the  S. 
front. 

6 (4).  Cottage,  two  tenements,  E.  of  (3). 
Condition — Poor. 

6(5).  Cottage,  three  tenements,  200  yards  E.  of 
(4),  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century  with  a 
cross-wing  at  the  W.  end. 

»(6).  Cottage,  150  yards  S.S.W.  of  the  church. 

6(7).  House,  30  yards  S.  of  (6),  is  of  T-shaped 
plan  with  the  cross-wing  at  the  N.  end,  and  is  of 
early  17th-century  date  or  possibly  earlier  ;  there 
are  modern  additions  at  the  W.  end  of  the  cross- 
wing. 

a(8).  Great  Tarpots,  house,  about  1|  m.  N.N.W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It 
was  built  in  the  17th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan  with  the  wings  projecting  towards  the  N.  and 
E.  and  has  small  modern  additions. 

Condi  ti  on — Good . 
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fl(9).  Jarvis  Hall,  house,  outbuilding  and  barn 
about  \\  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House 
has  been  completely  altered.  The  Outbuilding  E. 
of  the  house  is  of  brick  and  is  now  of  two  storeys 
only  ;  it  formed  part  of  a  larger  building,  of  which 
foundations  have  been  found.  In  the  E.  wall  is 
an  original  window  of  three  lights  with  a  square 
head  ;  in  the  W.  wall  is  a  blocked  window.  The 
Bam  N.W.  of  the  house  is  of  the  16th  century 
and  of  five  bays  with  queen-po^t  roof-trusses. 

Condition— Poor. 

Unclassified  : — 

"(10).  Danish  Camp.  Although  no  definite  earth- 
works remain,  the  churchyard  and  adjoining  land, 
bounded  on  the  N.  and  W.  by  the  backwater  from 
Benfleet  Creek,  is  probably  the  site  of  Hasten's 
Camp  mentioned  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle 
under  a.d.  894.  This  is  suggested  by  the  position 
and  formation  of  the  ground,  and  the  theory  is 
strengthened  by  the  fact  that  considerable  remains 
of  burnt  ships  and  human  skeletons  were  found 
when  the  railway  bridge  was  built  over  the  mouth 
of  the  backwater,  c.  1855.  (Essex  Arch.  Soc. 
Trans.,  N.S.,  VIII,  p.  236.) 


81.   SOUTH   FAMBRIDGE.    (E.c.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxx.  S.W.) 

South  Fambridge  is  a  small  parish  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Crouch,  6  m.  N.  of  Southend-on- 
Sea. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  was  rebuilt 
in  1846.     The  plate  is  now  at  Ashingdon  (q.v.). 

Unclassified : — 

(2).  Red  Hills,  N.  of  Fambridge  Hall,  about 
£  m.  N.  of  the  church. 


82.   SOUTH   HANNINGFIELD.    (D.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxi.  S.W.) 

South  Hanningfield  is  a  parish  4  m.  N.E.  of 
Billericay. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

Parish  Church  of  St.  Peter  (Plate,  p.  xxxviii-ix) 
stands  on  the  E.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are 
of  rubble,  mostly  covered  with  plaster;  the  12th- 
century  work  appears  to  be  of  coursed  herring-bone 
type  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  probably  early  in  the 
12th  century ;  the  N.  wall  of  the  Chancel  may  be  of 
the  same  date,  but  is  without  distinctive  features. 
Late  in  the  14th  or  early  in  the  15th  century  the 


South  Porch  was  added,  but  this  has  been  largely 
if  not  entirely  rebuilt.  Probably  in  the  15th 
century  the  nave  was  extended  about  12  ft.  to 
the  W.,  and  the  timber  bell-turret  is  of  this  date. 
The  church  has  been  restored  in  modern  times, 
when  the  whole  of  the  S.  and  most  of  the  E.  wall 
of  the  chancel  have  been  rebuilt  in  brick. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (22  ft. 
by  14|  ft.)  has  no  ancient  features. 

'The  Nave  (49|  ft.  by  21  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows,  the  eastern  is  a  13th-century  lancet, 
much  decayed  externally,  and  the  western  is  of 
the  12th  century  and  of  one  round-headed  light  ; 
further  W.  is  the  15th-century  N.  doorway,  now 
blocked  and  with  moulded  jambs,  four-centred 
arch  and  label  ;  about  6  ft.  W.  of  the  doorway 
is  a  joint  showing  the  termination  of  the  12th- 
century  work.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows, 
the  eastern  is  of  the  15th  century  and  of  two  cinque- 
foiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
the  western  window  is  a  13th-century  lancet 
similar  to  that  in  the  N.  wall  ;  further  W.  is  the 
early  15th-century  S.  doorway,  with  double  hollow- 
chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  and  having 
a  deep  draw-bar  socket  in  the  W.  jamb.  In  the 
W.  wall  is  a  window  all  modern  except  perhaps  the 
opening.  The  bell-turret  at  the  W.  end  of  the 
nave  stands  on  four  15th-century  posts  with  curved 
and  partly  restored  braces. 

The  South  Porch  incorporates  most  of  the  late 
14th  or  early  15th-century  two-centred  outer 
archway,  the  framing  above  it,  the  foiled  barge- 
boards  and  most  of  the  timbers  of  the  king-post 
roof. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  has  15th  or  16th-century 
chamfered  tie-beams  with  curved  braces. 

Fittings — Bell :  inaccessible,  but  said  to  be  by 
Anthony  Bartlet,  1664.  Door  :  In  S.  doorway — 
(Plate, pp.4-5)  of  feathered  battens  with  strap-hinges 
having  cross-pieces  and  ends  of  mill-rind  type, 
triangular  drop-handle,  probably  late  14th  or  early 
15th-century.  Floor-slab :  In  chancel — to  John 
and  Thomas  Tabor,  1678.  Font :  plain  octagonal 
bowl  with  moulded  under-edge,  plain  stem  and  base, 
probably  late  15th-century,  perhaps  partly  re- 
tooled. Glass  :  In  nave — in  N.E.  window,  frag- 
ments made  up  with  modern  glass,  late  13th  and 
14th-century  ;  in  S.E.  window,  fragments  including 
border  of  foliage  in  situ  and  several  quarries  with 
sprigs  of  foliage,  15th-century;  in  S  W.  window, 
quarries  with  foliage,   probably  in  situ,    13th  or 
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SOUTH  OCKENDON  Ufa  b\rish  church 

cf  ST  NICHOLAS 
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early  14th-century.  Painting  :  In  nave — in  splays 
and  rear-arch  of  S.E.  window,  remains  of  foliated 
scroll-ornament,  15th-century.  Plate :  includes 
cup  of  1562,  with  bands  of  engraved  ornament. 
Stoup :  In  nave — E.  of  S.  doorway,  remains  of  recess. 
Condition — Fairly  good,  but  some  slight  cracks 
in  nave  and  some  stonework  decayed. 


83.   SOUTH    OCKENDON.    (B.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  <fl)lxxv.  S.E.  Wlxxxiii.  N.W. 
Wlxxxiii.  N.E.) 

South  Ockendon  is  a  parish  and  small  village 
3  m.  N.N.W.  of  Grays  Thurrock.  The  church  is 
the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

"(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  stands 
on  the  S.  side  of  the  green  in  the  middle  of  the 
village.  The  walls  are  of  flint  and  stone-rubble  ; 
the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  stone  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  With  the  exception  of  the  circular  West 
Tower,  which  was  added  c.  1230-40,  to  a  building 
probably  of  early  12th-century  date,  practically 
the  whole  of  the  church  was  rebuilt  late  in  the 
15th  century,  when  the  North  Aisle  and  Chapel 
were  added,  a  late  12th-century  N.  doorway  being 
reset  in  the  N.  wall  of  the  aisle.  In  1744  the 
western  part  of  the  tower  fell  and  was  subsequently 
rebuilt.  The  Chancel  and  N.  chapel  were  ex- 
tensively restored  in  1866,  when  much  of  the  N. 
aisle  was  rebuilt,  the  South  Aisle,  South  Vestry, 
North  Porch  and  tower  stair-turret  were  added 
and  the  building  generally  repaired. 

The  circular  W.  tower  is  of  interest,  and  the  N. 
doorway  is  a  good  example  of  12th-century  work. 
The    monument    to    Sir  R.    Saltonstall,    an    early 


17th-century  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  is  a  good 
specimen  of  its  type. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (22J  ft. 
by  16J  ft.)  is,  with  the  exception  of  the  W.  wall, 
completely  modern.  The  chancel-arch  is  of  late 
15th-century  date  and  of  two  hollow-chamfered 
orders,  the  outer  continuous,  the  inner  carried  on 
responds  of  the  same  section  with  moulded  capitals 
and  hollow-chamfered  bases. 

The  North  Chapel  (22  ft.  by  17  ft.)  has  an  em- 
battled parapet.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  windows, 
each  of  a  single  cinquef oiled  light  with  a  square 
traceried  head  ;  both  are  possibly  of  the  15th 
century,  but  very  much  restored.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  a  15th-century  two-centred  arch  of  similar 
detail  to  the  chancel-arch,  but  the  responds, 
carrying  the  inner  order,  have  moulded  bases. 

The  Nave  (37|  ft.  by  21 1  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade  of 
two  whole  bays  and  one  half  bay,  the  apex  of  the 
arch  of  the  latter  abutting  against  the  E.  wall. 
The  arches  are  two-centred  and  of  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  piers  are  octagonal  and  the 
W.  respond  semi-octagonal,  and  all  have  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  of  similar  detail  to  the  W.  arch 
of  the  N.  chapel.  At  the  N.E.  end  the  angle  of  the 
E.  wall  is  chamfered  to  mitre  with  the  outer  order 
of  the  easternmost  arch,  but  the  quoins  in  the  wall 
are  of  earlier  date  than  the  arcade.  The  original 
N.W.  angle  of  the  nave  is  visible  externally. 
Above  the  arcade  is  a  clearstorey  with  three  15th- 
century  windows,  modern  externally,  and  each 
of  two  cinquef  oiled  lights  under  a  four-centred 
head.  At  the  E.  end  of  the  S.  wall  is  a  15th-century 
doorway  to  the  rood-loft  staircase,  with  hollow 
chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  ;  the 
upper  doorway  also  has  a  two-centred  head,  but  is 
blocked.   The  S.  arcade  and  clearstorey  are  modern. 
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SOUTH  BENFLEET  :    PARISH  CHURCH  OF  ST.  MARY  THE  VIRGIN. 

Interior  of   South   Porch,   late    15th-century;     South   Doorway,   mid    15th-century. 
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The  North  Aisle  (9£  ft.  wide)  is  lighted  by  modern 
windows.  The  reset  N.  doorway  (Plate,  p.  120)  is  of 
late  12th-century  date  and  of  three  moulded  orders, 
elaborately  carved  with  enriched  cheveron  orna- 
ment, and  having  a  moulded  label  carved  with 
billet  enrichment.  The  outer  order  of  the  jambs 
has  keeled  angle  rolls  and  square  imposts  ;  the 
second  has  detached  shafts  with  spiral  mouldings 
enriched  with  pellet  and  dog-tooth  ornament  ; 
the  inner  order  has  attached  columns  with  keeled 
angle-rolls  to  the  adjoining  reveals.  The  shafts 
and  jambs  have  continuous  carved  capitals,  partly 
restored  moulded  abaci  and  modern  bases  ;  the 
whole  doorway  has  been  considerably  restored. 

The  West  Tower  (internal  diameter  13|  ft.)  is  in 
four  stages,  of  which  the  two  uppermost  are  largely 
modern  (Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii).  The  tower-arch,  of 
c.  1230-40,  is  two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered 
orders,  the  inner  carried  on  semi-circular  attached 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  upper 
member  of  the  capital  is  continued  round  the 
respond  as  an  impost  ;  the  outer  order  is  moulded 
on  the  E.  side.  The  15th-century  W.  doorway 
has  jambs  and  two-centred  head  of  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders  with  a  restored  moulded  label ; 
above  the  doorway  is  a  brick  window,  all  modern 
except  the  reused  sill.  The  second  stage  has, 
.low  down  on  the  E.  side,  two  blocked  openings 
with  semi-circular  heads  ;  above  are  two  large 
corbels,  probably  marking  the  level  of  a  previous 
floor.  On  the  N.  side  is  a  small  13th-century 
window  with  a  square  head  and  modern 
internally.  On  the  W.  side  is  a  brick  window 
similar  to  that  below. 

Fittings — Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses :  In 
N.  chapel — on  E.  wall,  (1)  to  Gilbert  Saltonstall, 
1585,  with  four  shields-of-arms  ;  on  N.  wall, 
(2)  (Plate,  p.  56)  [of  Sir  Ingram  Bruyn,  1400] 
with  part  of  figure,  head  and  helm  missing,  black- 
letter  inscription  on  breast,  "  Ecce  nunc  in  pulvere 
dormio  sed  scio  quod  redemptor  meus  vivit,"  upper 
halves  of  two  side  shafts  and  fragments  of  arch  and 
canopy,  two  shields-of-arms — a  mill-rind  cross 
quartering  lozengy  (?)  ;  on  W.  wall,  (3)  of  Margaret 
Barker,  1602,  figure  in  dress  of  period,  with  shield- 
of-arms  ;  on  floor,  (4)  to  Gilbert  Saltonstall,  1585, 
with  shield-of-arms.  Indents  :  In  N.  chapel,  mostly 
hidden  by  the  organ,  of  brasses  (2)  and  (3).  Chest  : 
In  N.  chapel  (Plate,  p.  xliii) — bound  with  broad  iron 
bands,  two  ring-handles  at  each  end,  and  one  lock, 
14th-century  or  earlier.  Coffin-lid  :  In  N.  chapel 
— 13th-century  tapering  slab  of  Purbeck  marble 
with  double  hollow-chamfered  edge.  Hour-glass 
stand :  attached  to  pulpit,  wrought-iron,  17th- 
century.  Monuments  and  Floor-slab.  Monuments  : 
In  N.  chapel — on  E.  wall,  (1)  to  Philip  Saltonstal, 
1668,  erected  1670  by  his  widow  Alice,  mural  monu- 
ment of  marble,  with  side  columns,  entablature  with 
broken  pediment  and  achievement-of-arms  ;  against 
N.  wall,  (2)  of  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall,  1601,  Lord 


.Mayor  of  London,  erected  by  Suzanne  (Poyntz), 
his  wife  ;  alabaster  and  marble  wall-monument 
(Plate,  p.  141)  on  double  base  with  two  arched 
recesses  above,  flanked  by  Corinthian  columns  sup- 
porting an  entablature  with  elaborate  achievement- 
of-arms  ;  in  recesses  kneeling  figures  of  man  in 
armour  and  wearing  the  mayoral  cloak  and  chain, 
and  lady  in  furred  gown,  ruff  and  widow's  veil ; 
below  figures  of  six  sons  and  nine  daughters 
separated  by  prayer-desk  ;  against  W.  wall,  (3)  to 
George  Drywood,  1611,  and  Elizabeth  (Samson),  his 
first  wife,  1595,  black  and  white  marble  tablet 
flanked  by  Ionic  pilasters  supporting  an  entablature 
and  achievement-of-arms.  In  churchyard — N.  of 
tower,  (4)  to  Thomas  Elderton  and  Alse,  his  wife, 
both  1703,  head-stone.  Floor-slab  :  In  N.  chapel 
—to  Sir  William  How,  1650  (?),  black  marble  slab 
with  inscription  and  three  shields-of-arms. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

a(2).  Rectory,  house  and  moat,  450  yards  S.S.W. 
of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys  with 
attics  ;  the  walls  are  of  plastered  timber-framing  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  middle  part  of  the  house 
is  of  17th-century  date,  but  has  18th-century  and 
modern  additions  on  all  sides  and  has  been  much 
altered.  The  central  chimney-stack  is  original 
and  has  four  rebuilt  shafts  set  cross-wise  on  a 
rectangular  base. 

The  Moat  surrounds  the  house. 

Condition — Of  house,  good,  much  altered. 


SOUTH 
OCKENDON 


a(3).  South  Ockendon  Hall,  gatehouse,  barn, 
moat  and  mill-ponds,  900  yards  E.N.E.  of  the  church. 
The  present  house  is  modern,  but,  judging  from  the 
remains  of  the  walling  to  the  gatehouse  which 
stands  at  the  N.E.  corner  of  the  moat,  the  original 
house  must  have  been  a  building  of  considerable 
importance.  A  length  of  about  40  ft.  of  the  outer 
wall  of  the  Gatehouse  is  standing,  with  the  remains 
of  an  entrance  9£  ft.  wide.     It  is  3  ft.  thick  and  has 
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two  offsets.  The  lower  part  of  the  wall,  to  the 
height  of  about  20  ft.,  is  of  coursed  Reigate  stone 
and  of  mediaeval  date,  and  the  upper  part  of 
c.  1700,  is  brickwork.  Across  the  moat,  leading 
to  the  gatehouse,  is  a  bridge,  all  modern  except  the 
lower  part  of  the  retaining  wall  on  the  W.  side, 
which  is  of  limestone-rubble. 

The  Barn  (Plate,  p.  xli)  stands  outside,  at  the 
N.E.  corner  of  the  moat,  and  has  brick  walls  with 
internal  timber-construction  ;  the  roof  is  partly  tiled 
and  partly  slated.  It  is  of  eleven  and  a  half  bays 
with  side-aisles  and  has  two  projecting  porches  on 
the  S.  side.  It  was  built  late  in  the  15th  or  early 
in  the  16th  century,  but  the  two  easternmost  bays 
are  of  later  date.  The  roof  rests  on  heavy  squared 
posts  and  braced  main  purlins  and  has  braced 
tie-beams  and  king-posts  supporting  a  central 
purlin  below  the  collars  to  the  principal  rafters. 

The  Moat  surrounded  the  original  house  and  is 
exceptionally  large  and  well-preserved. 

The  Mill-ponds  are  marked  by  three  large 
shallow  depressions  in  the  ground,  and  the  S.  arm 
of  the  moat  was  also  probably  used  in  connection 
with  the  mill.     A  windmill  now  stands  on  the  site. 

Condition — Of  gatehouse,  good,  but  fragmentary ; 
of  barn,  good. 

Monuments  (4-13). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  are  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  build- 
ings have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed 
ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good . 

fl(4).  Royal  Oak,  inn  and  tenement,  on  E.  side 
of  the  green,  100  yards  N.  of  the  church,  is  of 
weather-boarded  timber-framing  and  built  on  a 
half  H-shaped  plan  with  the  cross- wings  extending 
towards  the  E.  The  N.  wing  and  N.  half  of  the 
central  block  are  of  15th-century  date,  and  the  S. 
half  is  a  17th-century  addition  or  rebuilding.  The 
S.  chimney-stack  is  of  T-shaped  plan  and  of  17th- 
century  date.  Inside  the  northern  half  of  the 
building  the  beams  are  of  much  heavier  timbers 
than  in  the  southern  half,  and  on  the  first  floor 
some  of  the  timber-framing  is  exposed.  In  the 
N.  wing  is  a  blocked  window  of  four  lights  with 
diamond -shaped  mullions,  and  the  roof  is  of  the 
king-post  type  with  curved  braces  and  central 
purlin. 

"(5).  Street  Farm,  two  tenements,  160  yards 
N.W.  of  the  church,  has  modern  additions  at  the 
back. 

a(6).  House  and  shop,  at  S.W.  corner  of  the 
green,  80  yards  N.W.  of  the  church,  has  been 
partly  refronted  with  brick.  The  S.  end  is  a  cross- 
wing  of  a  15th-century  house,  the  major  part  of 
which  was  apparently  rebuilt  in  the  17th  century  ; 


there  are  modern  additions  at  the  back.  The 
roof  of  the  S.  wing  has  been  heightened  on  the 
S.  side,  and  in  the  W.  wall  is  an  original  door  of 
three  nail-studded  and  moulded  battens  with  two 
shaped  wrought-iron  hinges.  Inside  the  building, 
below  the  ceiling  in  the  first  floor  of  the  S.  wing, 
is  an  original  cambered  tie-beam  with  the  foot  of 
a  king-post. 

a(7).  Inn,  50  yards  W.  of  (6). 

a(8).  House,  now  four  tenements,  60  yards  S.  of 
(6),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The  walls  are 
of  weather-boarded  timber-framing,  and  there  are 
additions  at  the  back.  The  chimney-stack  is 
original,  and  has  a  square  base  with  a  moulded 
capping  surmounted  by  four  shafts  set  diagonally 
on  a  cross-shaped  plan  ;  on  the  front  of  the  base 
is  a  sunk  panel. 

"(9).  Quince  Tree  Farm,  on  W.  side  of  the  road, 
60  yards  S.  of  (2),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics. 
The  E.  end  of  the  N.  wing  of  the  present  building 
is  part  of  a  house  of  early  16th-century  date. 
The  S.  wing  was  added  or  rebuilt  in  the  17th 
century,  and  a  modern  addition  on  the  W.  side 
of  the  N.  wing  makes  the  present  plan  T-shaped. 
The  upper  storey  of  the  N.  wing  projects  on  the  E. 
and  is  supported  on  two  curved  brackets. 

"(10).  Glasscocks  Farm,  on  S.  side  of  the  road, 
660  yards  W.  of  the  church,  is  of  L-shaped  plan 
with  the  wings  projecting  towards  the  N.W.  and 
S.W.  and  has  modern  additions  at  the  back. 

6(11).  Little  Belhus,  house  and  garden  wall, 
about  £  m.  S.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of 
two  storeys  with  attics  and  is  timber-framed  and 
weather-boarded.  It  was  built  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  16th  century  on  a  half  H-shaped  plan  with 
a  two-storeyed  porch  on  the  N.  front  and  with 
the  cross-wings  extending  towards  the  S.  It  has, 
at  the  S.W.  corner,  a  small  later  addition.  Above 
the  roof  of  the  central  block  is  a  small  bell-turret. 
The  N.  Front  is  gabled  at  either  end  and  has,  at 
the  W.  end  of  the  central  block,  a  gabled  porch, 
the  upper  storey  of  which  projects  on  all  sides. 
The  doorway  to  the  porch  is  four-centred  with 
sunk  spandrels,  and  in  each  of  the  side  walls  is  a 
four-light  window  with  chamfered  jambs  and 
mullions.  The  inner  doorway  has  a  moulded  frame 
and  a  door  of  eight  panels  with  moulded  rails  and 
muntins.  On  the  S.  Front  is  an  original  window 
of  two  lights  with  diamond -shaped  mullions,  and 
there  are  two  original  chimneys,  one  with  two  and 
the  other  with  three  diagonal  shafts.  At  the  N. 
end  of  the  W.  front  is  another  original  chimney- 
stack,  and  further  S.  a  panelled  door  similar  to 
the  inner  door  of  the  porch.  Inside  the  building, 
the  ground-floor  room  of  the  E.  wing  has  a  stone 
fireplace  with  a  frieze  carved  in  a  series  of  circular 
and  diamond-shaped  foliated  panels,  in  the  centre 
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one  of  which  is  a  small  blank  shield.  The  four- 
centred  arch  has  been  cut  away  to  form  a  square 
head.  The  room  is  lined  with  early  17th-century 
panelling  and  has  an  original  doorway  with  a 
moulded  frame.  In  the  passage  on  the  N.  side  of 
the  central  block  is  a  similar  doorway  with  a 
panelled  door.  Three  of  the  rooms  on  the  first  floor 
are  lined  with  early  17th-century  panelling,  and  at 
the  head  of  the  staircase  is  a  panelled  door.  The 
two  rectangular  gardens,  one  on  the  N.  and  the 
other  to  the  S.  of  the  house,  are  both  enclosed  by 
16th-century  brick  walls.  In  the  W.  wall  E.  of 
the  entrance  gateway  are  two  segmental-headed 
niches,  and  in  the  E.  wall  of  the  S.  garden  is  a 
four-centred  opening  in  a  square  head. 

a(12).  Gateway  and  wall,  at  Groves  Barns, 
about  f  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church,  are  built  of  brick 
with  some  tile  and  are  of  late  16th-century  date. 
There  is  about  100  ft.  of  walling,  7  ft.  high  with  a 
chamfered  base  and  projecting  coping  with  a 
blocked  gateway  9  ft.  wide  in  the  middle.  The 
gateway  is  in  the  form  of  a  semi-circular  rusticated 
arch  springing  from  moulded  imposts  and  flanked 
by  pilasters  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  which 
rest  on  plinths  and  support  a  wide  entablature, 
the  upper  part  of  the  cornice  of  which  has  either 
been  demolished  or  was  never  built.  Over  the 
pilasters  are  triglyphs,  and  the  spandrels  to  the 
arch  are  rusticated. 

c(13).  Great  Mollands,  house,  about  £  m.  E.S.E. 
of  the  church,  is  timber-framed  and  weather- 
boarded  and  has  18th-century  and  modern  additions 
at  the  E.  end. 

Unclassified : — 

"(14).  Mounds,  three,  at  South  Ockendon  Hall, 
on  the  edge  of  a  steep  scarp  overlooking  Mar 
Dyke.  The  first  stands  160  yards  N.  of  the 
moat,  and  is  150  ft.  in  diameter  at  the  base  and 
about  17  ft.  high,  with  a  flat  summit.  It  is 
surrounded  by  a  dry  ditch. 

The  second  stands  about  200  yards  S.  of  the 
moat,  and  is  about  130  ft.  in  diameter  at  the  base 
and  10  ft.  high  ;  the  northern  part  of  the  mound 
has  been  removed. 

There  was  formerly  a  third  mound  in  the  vicinity. 

Condition — Of  N.  mound,  good  ;  of  S.  mound, 
bad. 


84.   SOUTH   SHOEBURY.     (F.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Ixxix.  S.W.) 

South  Shoebury  is  a  small  parish  including  the 
town  of  Shoeburyness,  3|  m.  E.  of  Southend-on- 
Sea.  The  church  and  Manor  House  are  the 
principal  monuments. 


Roman  : — 

(1).  A  Roman  kiln  was  discovered  in  1892 
about  300  yards  W.N.W.  of  (5).  It  consisted  of 
a  furnace  with  an  oven  above  it,  a  platform  18  in. 
square  and  4  in.  above  the  furnace  forming  the 
floor  of  the  latter.  The  roof  and  walls  were  domed, 
about  5  ft.  high  and  4-5  ft.  in  diameter,  and  made 
of  the  sandy  loam  in  which  it  was  built,  worked 
up  into  clay  about  2  in.  thick  and  burnt.  When  it 
fell  into  disuse  in  the  Roman  period  it  became  a 
grave.  Human  bones  and  red  and  black  potsherds 
were  found  inside  it,  and  an  urn  containing  bones 
just  outside  it.  The  burial  had  been  disturbed 
{Essex  Arch.  Soc.  Trans.,  N.S.,  IV,  p.  202  ff.). 

(2).  Another  kiln,  probably  Roman,  was  dis- 
covered in  1895  nearly  500  yards  S.  of  (1)  and  17 
yards  S.W.  of  the  War  Department's  forty-fifth 
boundary-stone.  It  was  a  little  over  5  ft.  high 
and  3  ft.  in  diameter  and  originally  dome-shaped. 
The  circular  floor  of  the  oven  (2-3  in.  thick) 
rested  on  an  inverted  cone-shaped  pedestal  16  in. 
high  and  narrowing  to  a  diameter  of  1^  ft.,  and 
was  heated  from  the  furnace  below  by  eight 
equidistant  circular  holes,  2-3  in.  in  diameter,  in 
the  circumference  ;  from  the  furnace  a  circular 
flue  8-9  in.  in  diameter  passed  round  it  and 
extended  from  it  for  5  ft.  or  more,  first,  apparently, 
going  below  the  furnace  level  and  then  ascending. 
It  was  probably  a  flue  connecting  the  furnace 
with  an  outside  stoke-hole,  as  in  a  New  Forest 
kiln  (H.  Sumner,  A  descriptive  account  of  Roman 
pottery  sites  at  Sloden,  etc.,  p.  19),  but  it  may  have 
been  just  a  chimney.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
potsherds  found  in  the  oven  were  Late  Celtic 
rather  than  Roman,  but  were  thought  to  have 
been  brought  with  the  surface-soil  and  to  have 
fallen  in  through  the  broken  dome. 

Two  other  kilns  of  a  similar  type  are  said  to 
have  been  found  in  the  same  field,  and  other 
evidence  of  occupation  during  the  Roman  period 
has  been  noted  in  the  neighbourhood.

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(3).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Andrew  stands  on 
the  W.  of  the  town.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone- 
rubble  except  the  tower,  which  is  of  flint-rubble  ; 
the  dressings  are  of  Reigate  and  other  limestone  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Chancel  and  Nave  were 
built  about  the  middle  of  the  12th  century.  The 
West  Tower  was  added  early  in  the  14th  century. 
The  South  Porch  was  added  in  the  15th  century. 
The  church  was  restored  in  the  19th  century,  and 
the  South  Vestry  is  modern. 

The  chancel-arch,  with  its  flanking  recesses,  is 
an  interesting  feature. 
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Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (21  ft. 
by  14|  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  of  c.  1400  and  of 
three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  seg- 
mental-pointed  head  with  a  moulded  label.  In 
the  N.  wall  is  a  mid  12th-century  window  of  one 
round-headed  light  with  diapered  spandrels  to 
the  external  head  ;  further  W.  is  a  modern  recess. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  similar 
to  that  in  the  N.  wall  but  unornamented  ;  the 
western  window  is  a  13th-century  lancet,  restored 
externally  ;  partly  below  the  eastern  window  is  a 
doorway  of  doubtful  date  with  plain  jambs  and  a 
modern  head  ;  W.  of  the  eastern  window,  externally, 
is  a  13th-century  mask-corbel,  as  though  to  support 
a  pent  roof.  The  mid  12th-century  chancel- 
arch  is  round  and  of  two  orders,  the  outer  moulded 
and  the  inner  with  cheveron  ornament  ;  the 
responds  have  a  plain  inner  order  and  attached 
shafts  to  the  outer  order  with  capitals,  one  scalloped 
and  one  of  cushion  form  ;  the  moulded  abaci  are 
continued  round  as  imposts  and  are  partly  orna- 
mented with  diapering. 

The  Nave  (34|  ft.  by  19|  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
flanking  the  chancel-arch  two  recesses ;  that  on  the 
N.  is  of  late  13th-century  date  and  has  a  chamfered 
two-centred  arch  springing  on  the  N  from  a  moulded 
bell  -  corbel  with  a  voluted  termination,  which 
also  carried  the  arch  of  a  similar  recess  in  the 
N.  wall,  now  altered  ;  the  S.  recess  (Plate,  p.  104) 
is  higher  and  of  early  13th-century  date  ;  it  has 
a  moulded  two-centred  arch  springing  on  the 
N.  from  an  attached  keeled  shaft  with  moulded 
capital  and  base  and  on  the  S.  from  a  large  square 
corbel  with  a  moulded  capital  and  a  square  cone- 
shaped  termination  ending  in  a  volute  ;  this 
corbel  forms  the  support  of  another  arched  recess 
in  the  S.  wall  with  a  W.  jamb  similar  to  the  N. 
jamb  of  the  adjoining  recess.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a 
15th-century  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights 
with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label,  and  the  head  of  a  muzzled  bear  and  a  lion- 
headed,  monster  as  stops  ;  further  E.  is  the  15th- 
century  rood-loft  staircase,  the  lower  doorway  has 
rebated  jambs  and  segmental-pointed  head  and 
the  upper  has  a  plastered  segmental  head  and  is 
blocked  ;  the  12th-century  N.  doorway  is  of  one 
plain  order  with  moulded  imposts  and  a  round 
head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows,  the 
easternmost  is  set  in  the  recess  above  described, 
and  is  of  late  14th-century  date  and  of  two  tre- 
foiled lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  second  window  is  a 
13th-century  lancet  with  a  trefoiled   head   and   a 


weathered  label  ;  the  westernmost  window  is 
modern  except  for  the  much-restored  15th-century 
splays,  the  rear-arch  and  the  carved  stops  to  the 
external  label  ;  the  12th-century  S.  doorway  has 
a  round  arch  of  two  orders,  the  inner  plain  and  the 
outer  moulded  and  with  a  billeted  label ;  the 
outer  order  of  the  jambs  has  attached  shafts  with 
scalloped  or  cushion  capitals,  moulded  abaci  and 
simple  bases,  the  E.  shaft  has  been  repaired  in 
16th  or  17th-century  brick. 

The  West  Tower  (9|  ft.  square)  is  of  three  stages, 
undivided  externally,  and  with  an  18th-century 
brick  parapet.  The  14th-century  tower-arch  is 
two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  dying 
on  to  the  side  walls  ;  the  E.  angles  of  the  jambs 
have  small  traceried  stops.  The  14th-century  W. 
window  is  of  two  trefoiled  lights  with  star-shaped 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head.  The  second  stage 
has  a  square-headed  opening  in  the  W.  wall.  The 
bell-chamber  has  in  both  the  E.  and  W.  walls  an 
early  14th-century  window  of  one  trefoiled  ogee 
light.  The  N.  and  S.  walls  have  each  one 
18th-century  window  with  a  round  head  of  brick. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  the  15th  century,  and  is 
timber-framed  with  old  main  timbers  and  a  middle 
king-post  truss  with  curved  braces  ;  the  front 
and  mullions  have  been  restored. 

The  Roofoi  the  chancel  has  15th-century  moulded 
wall-plates.  The  15th-century  roof  of  the  nave 
has  three  king-post  trusses  ;  the  three  tie-beams 
are  moulded  and  the  wall-plates  moulded  and 
embattled  ;  the  octagonal  king-posts  have  moulded 
capitals  and  bases,  and  the  curved  braces  to  the 
tie-beams  have  traceried  spandrels  and  spring 
from  roughly  moulded  square  capitals.  Against 
the  E.  wall  is  a  15th-century  arched  principal,  and 
below  it  a  moulded  beam  of  the  same  date. 

Fittings  :  Plate  :  includes  a  cup  with  a  short 
stem,  probably  Elizabethan,  but  without  marks 
and  with  a  band  of  engraved  ornament  round  top, 
and  a  paten  of  1630,  the  gift  of  Elizabeth  Goodwine. 
Recesses :  In  nave — see  Architectural  Description. 
Miscellanea  :  In  nave — carved  stone  head,  possibly 
label-stop,  14th-century. 

The  churchyard  has  an  old  N.  wall  of  rubble. 

Condition  —  Fairly  good,  but  much  ivy  on 
tower. 

Secular  :— 

(4).  Camp.  Supposed  to  be  that  constructed 
by  the  Danish  leader  Hasten  c.  894.  Little 
remains  of  the  defences,  as  the  site  has  been  built 
over  by  the  Artillery  Barracks,  etc.  Rampart 
Street  marks  the  N.E.,  and  about  70  yards  of 
rampart  with  traces  of  an  external  ditch  extends 
from  Smith  Street  in  a  S.W.  direction.  Excavation 
has  shown  the  ditch  to  have  been  originally  40  ft. 
wide  and  9  ft.  deep.  A  bank  near  the  magazine 
marks  the  western  angle  of  the  camp.     The  original 
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plan  of  the  camp  is  problematical,  as  the  sea  has 
encroached    on    the    S.E.    side.     Length   approxi- 
mately 500  yards  from  N.E.  to  S.W. 
Condi  ti  on — Fragmentary. 

(5).  Manor  House,  or  Suttons,  1|  m.  N.E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls 
are  of  brick  and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
c.  1681.  The  S.E.  front  has  a  modillioned  eaves- 
cornice  and  a  brick  band  between  the  storeys. 
The  windows  are  symmetrically  arranged  and  the 
doorway  has  an  original  shell-hood.  The  hipped 
roof  has  small  dormers,  the  middle  one  having 
a  segmental  pediment  ;  the  roof  is  finished  with 
a  lead  flat  surmounted  by  a  square  bell-turret. 
The  weather-vane  has  the  initials  and  date  F.M.R. 
1681.  Inside  the  building  there  is  some  17th- 
century  panelling,  and  the  staircase  has  original 
turned  balusters  and  moulded  string. 

The  garden  has  brick  walls  of  the  same  date 
as  the  house. 

Condition — Good . 

(6)  House,  at  cross-roads,  1  m.  N.E.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys  ;  the  walls  are  of  brick 
and  the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  house  was  built 
c.  1673,  the  date  on  a  brick  tablet  or  panel  on  the 
E.  end  ;    the  tablet  has  an  eared  architrave  and  a 

dentilled  pediment  and  bears  also  the  initialsp  Rand 

two  hearts.     There  is  a  brick  band  between  the 
storeys  and  the  windows  have  solid  frames  ;    on 
the  E.  side  is  a  small  oval  window,  now  blocked. 
Condition — Good . 


85.   SOUTHCHURCH.     (F.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxviii.  S.E.) 

Southchurch  is  a  small  parish  on  the  S.  coast 
of  the  county  adjoining  Southend-on-Sea  on  the  E. 
The  church  is  interesting. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity 
stands  on  the  S.  side  of  the  main  road.  The  walls 
are  of  ragstone  and  flint-rubble,  coursed  in  S.  wall 
of  the  nave  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled  and  the  bell-turret  weather-boarded. 
The  Nave  was  built  about  the  middle  of  the  12th 
century.  The  Chancel  was  rebuilt  about  the 
middle  of  the  following  century.  The  chancel-arch 
and  bell-turret  are  of  the  15th-century.  The 
church  was  restored  in  the  19th  century,  when  the 
South  Porch  was  added.  A  new  church  was  built 
in  1906  N.  of  the  old  building,  the  N.  wall  of  the 
nave  being  replaced  by  an  arcade  and  its  windows 
and  doorway  reset  in  the  modern  nave. 

The  two  12th-century  doorways  are  interesting, 
and  among  the  fittings  the  Easter  Sepulchre  is 
noteworthy. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (30 1  ft. 
by  \Q\  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  mid  13th-century  lancet-window, 
partly  restored  and  now  opening  into  the  modern 
church  ;  further  W.  is  a  modern  arch.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  three  windows,  of  which  the  eastern- 
most and  westernmost  are  mid  13th-century 
lancets,  the  westernmost  being  a  '  low-side  '  and 
having  traces  of  the  ironwork  and  fixings  of  a 
former  shutter  ;  the  middle  window  is  modern 
except  the  14th-century  moulded  splays  and  rear- 
arch  ;  further  W.  is  a  doorway,  all  modern  except 
the  splays.  The  15th-century  chancel-arch  is 
two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders,  the 
outer  continuous  and  the  inner  resting  on  semi- 
octagonal  attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals 
and  hollow-chamfered  bases. 

The  Nave  (40£  ft.  by  19  ft.)  has  a  modern  N. 
arcade  of  three  bays  ;  E.  of  it  is  the  rood-loft 
staircase  ;  the  lower  doorway  has  rebated  jambs, 
but  the  head  is  covered  by  a  monument.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  is  a  mid 
13th-century  lancet,  restored  externally ;  the 
western  is  of  14th-century  date  and  of  two  cinque- 
foiled  ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  segmental  head 
and  moulded  splays ;  further  W.  is  the  mid 
12th-century  S.  doorway  with  round  arch  of  two 
orders,  the  outer  moulded  and  the  inner  plain  ; 
there  is  a  line  of  zig-zag  ornament  between  the  two 
orders,  and  the  label  is  chamfered  ;  the  jambs 
have  each  a  round  shaft  with  moulded  base  and 
scalloped  capital  with  a  moulded  abacus  continued 
round  the  inner  order.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window, 
all  modern  except  the  14th-century  splays  and 
rear-arch.  The  bell-turret  stands  over  the  W. 
part  of  the  nave,  and  is  probably  of  the  15th 
century  ;  it  stands  on  eight  chamfered  oak  posts 
with  curved  braces.  Reset  in  the  N.  wall  of  the 
modern  nave  are  three  old  windows,  two  of  the 
14th  century  and  similar  to  the  western  window 
in  the  S.  wall  of  the  old  nave,  and  one  a  plain 
12th-century  round-headed  light.  Reset  in  the 
W.  wall  is  the  former  N.  doorway  ;  it  is  of  mid 
12th-century  date  and  generally  similar  to  the 
S.  doorway,  but  with  a  billety  label,  zig-zag  orna- 
ment to  the  outer  order  of  the  arch  and  cushion 
capitals  to  the  side  shafts.  Over  the  doorway  is 
a  reset  corbel-head  of  the  12th  century. 

Fittings — Bell :  inscribed  "  Johannes,"  probably 
by  Geoffrey  of  Edmonton,  early  14th-century. 
Door :  In  S.  doorway — of  modern  battens  on  an 
old    frame,   drop-handle,   pierced    scutcheon-plate

and  strap-hinges,  15th-century.  On  modern  W. 
door  of  modern  nave — two  strap-hinges,  15th- 
century.  Easter  Sepulchre :  In  chancel — in  N. 
wall,  recess  with  moulded  jambs  and  flat  seg- 
mental-pointed  arch,  cusped  and  sub-cusped, 
late  14th-century.  Indent :  In  chancel — of  half 
figure,  probably  of  a  priest,  and  marginal 
inscription  with  separate  capitals,  much  defaced, 
early  14th-century.  Locker :  In  chancel — in 
N.  wall,  rectangular  recess,  date  uncertain.  Monu- 
ments and  Floor-slab.  Monuments  :  In  chancel — 
in  N.  wall  below  Easter  Sepulchre,  (1)  recess  with 
cusped  and  sub-cusped  segmental  arch  in  a  square 
head  with  sunk  spandrels,  altar-tomb  with  modern 
slab,  front  with  seven  cinquefoil-headed  panels,  late 
14th-century  ;  in  S.  wall,  (2)  recess  with  moulded 
and  depressed  ogee  arch,  jambs  each  with  attached 
shaft  with  moulded  capital  and  base,  probably 
tomb-recess,  14th-century,  much  restored  and 
probably  reset.  In  churchyard — (3)  to  John 
Buxton,  1702,  table-tomb.  (4)  to  Christopher 
Parsons,  1713,  table-tomb.  Floor-slab:  In  nave— 
to  Henry  Moore,  1678,  and  to  Henry  Moore,  junior, 
1689.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel — with  moulded  head 
and  attached  shafts  to  jambs  with  moulded  capitals 
and  bases,  round  drain  and  shaft,  13th-century, 
head  modern.  In  nave — on  sill  of  second  window, 
double  scalloped  capital  of  pillar-piscina  with 
square  drains,  12th-century.  Plate  :  includes  cup 
and  cover-paten  of  1682.  Sedile :  sill  of  S.E. 
window  of  nave  carried  down  to  form  seat.  Sun- 
dials :  on  jambs  of  two  windows  on  S.  side  of 
chancel,  two  scratched  dials. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Southchurch  Hall  and  moat,  1,050  yards 
S.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  one  storey 
with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  of  plastered  timber- 
framing  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  in  the  middle  of  the  14th  century,  and  is 
of  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.  and  E.  and  has  modern  additions  on  the  S. 
On  the  N.  front  are  four  gabled  dormers.  In  each 
side  of  the  N.  porch  is  the  traceried  head  of  a 
trefoiled  ogee  light,  not  in  situ.  The  chimney- 
stack  at  the  E.  end  of  the  house  is  original,  and 
on  the  W.  side  of  the  S.  wing  is  an  original  stack 
with  stepped  offsets  and  two  diagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  some  of  the  rooms  have 
exposed  ceiling-beams,  and  in  the  N.W.  room  is  a 
stone  fireplace  with  a  segmental  head. 

The  large  Moat  surrounds  the  house,  but  is  now 
dry. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

(3).  Samuel's  Farm,  house  and  moat,  about 
1  m.  E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys  ; 
timber-framed  and  re'faced  with  modern  brick ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.     It  was  built  probably  in  the 


17th  century  on  a  rectangular  plan,  but  a  modern 
addition  on  the  S.  makes  the  present  plan  L-shaped. 
One  of  the  chimney-stacks  is  original  and  has  three 
grouped  diagonal  shafts  ;  inside  the  building  some 
of  the  timber-construction  is  exposed. 

The  Moat  surrounds  the  house. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

(4).  Bournesgreen  Farm  (Plate,  p.  xxxv),  now 
two  tenements,  at  Bournes  Green,  nearly  f  m.  E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  timber-framing,  partly  plastered 
and  partly  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built,  possibly  in  the  16th  century,  on  a 
half  H-shaped  plan  with  the  cross- wings  projecting 
towards  the  W.  In  the  17th  century  a  first  floor 
was  inserted  in  the  hall,  and  the  S.  wing  has  a  later 
extension  on  the  W.  The  upper  storey  of  the 
S.  wing  projects  on  the  E.  front,  and  in  the  roof 
of  the  central  block  are  two  dormer-windows. 
The  chimney-stack  in  the  middle  of  the  central 
block  is  of  17th-century  date.  Inside  the  building 
some  of  the  ceiling-beams  are  exposed. 

Condi  ti  on — Good . 


86.   SOUTHMINSTER.     (G.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  (a)lxiii.  N.W.  (6)lxiii.  S.E.) 

Southminster  is  a  parish  and  village  8|  m.  S.E. 
of  Maldon.     The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Leonard  stands  in 
the  village.  The  walls  are  of  septaria  and  mixed 
rubble,  with  some  Roman  brick  ;  the  dressings 
are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with  slates. 
The  Nave  was  built  early  in  the  12th  century,  and 
the  lower  part  of  the  West  Tower  may  be  of  the 
same  date.  In  the  15th  century  the  nave  was 
heightened,  the  upper  part  of  the  tower  built  and 
the  North  Porch  added.  The  church  has  been 
restored  in  modern  times,  when  the  Chancel  and 
Transepts  were  added  and 'the  walls  of  the  nave 
again  raised. 


Architectural  Description — The  Nave  (58  ft.  by 
28  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall  a  modern  window  and  an 
upper  range  of  two  15th-century  windows,  both 
of  three  trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  ;    the

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early  15th-century  N.  doorway  has  moulded  jambs, 
reset  two-centred  arch  and  label ;  further  W.  is  a 
15th-century  doorway,  leading  to  the  room  over 
the  porch  :  it  has  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and 
two-centred  head.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three 
windows  in  the  lower  range  ;  the  easternmost  is 
modern,  and  the  westernmost  is  of  the  15th 
century,  and  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label  ;  the  middle  window  is  also  of  the  15th  century 
and  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  a  quatrefoil 
in  a  four-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  W. 
of  it  is  the  early  12th-century  S.  doorway,  with 
plain  jambs  and  imposts  and  round  head  ;  there 
is  an  upper  range  of  four  15th-century  windows, 
each  of  three  trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head. 

The  West  Tower  (16  ft.  square)  is  of  three  stages, 
with  an  embattled  parapet  in  flint  and  stone 
chequer- work.  The  15th-century  tower-arch  is 
two-centred  and  of  three  continuous  chamfered 
orders ;  above  it  is  a  blocked  round-headed 
opening.  In  the  E.  wall  is  a  carved  corbel, 
probably  of  the  12th  century.  In  the  S.  wall  is 
a  window,  probably  of  the  12th  century  and  now 
blocked.  The  partly  restored  15th-century  W. 
doorway  has  double  chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  head  ;  above  it  is  a  window  of  the  same 
date,  partly  restored,  and  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  under  a  square  head  with  a  moulded 
label.  The  second  stage  has  in  the  S.  wall  a 
15th-century  window  with  a  trefoiled  head.  The 
bell-chamber  has  in  each  wall  a  15th-century 
window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  in  a  four-centred 
head. 

The  North  Porch  is  of  the  15th  century,  and  of 
two  storeys  with  a  moulded  plinth  and  an  embattled 
parapet.  The  two-centred  outer  archway  is  of 
two  moulded  orders,  the  outer  continuous  and  the 
inner  resting  on  attached  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals  and  bases ;  the  moulded  label  has  head- 
stops  ;  above  it  are  three  niches,  each  with 
buttressed  jambs,  cusped  crocketed  and  finialed 
canopies  and  moulded  sills  carved  with  heads  and 
angels.  The  side  walls  have  each  two  windows, 
those  to  the  lower  storey  being  of  two  cinquefoiled 
lights  with  tracery  in  a  four-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label  and  head-stops  ;  the  upper  windows 
are  each  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  and  head-stops.  The 
lower  stage  has  a  stone  vault  with  moulded  ribs 
and  bosses,  carved  with  foliage,  half-angels  and  a 
Trinity  with  two  supporting  figures  ;  the  vault 
springs  from  angle-shafts  with  moulded  and  em- 
battled capitals  and  moulded  bases  (Plate,  p.  146). 

Fittings — Bells  :  six  and  clock-bell  ;  5th  by 
James  Bartlet,  1684,  clock-bell,  same  date.  Brasses 
and  Indents.  Brasses  :  In  chancel — (1)  to  [William 
Harris,  high  sheriff  of  Essex,  1556]  shield  and  plate 
with  Latin  verses  only  remaining  ;  (2)  of  man  in 
civil  costume  and  wife,  c.  1560,  with  arms  of  city 


of  London,  other  parts  missing.  In  nave — (3)  of 
John  King,  1634,  figure  in  civil  dress  and  two 
shields-of-arms.  Indents  :  In  N.  porch — two  slabs 
with  defaced  indents.  Chest :  In  tower — square, 
iron-bound,  probably  16th-century.  Consecration 
Crosses  :  In  nave — on  splays  of  S.  doorway,  two 
incised  crosses  formy  in  circles,  upper  one  probably 
12th-century.  Door  :  in  staircase  to  upper  room 
of  porch,  of  overlapping  battens  with  strap-hinges, 
15th-century.  Font :  octagonal  bowl  with  moulded 
edge  and  quatrefoiled  panels  enclosing  flowers  ; 
stem  with  quatrefoiled  and  cinquefoiled-headed 
panels,  quatrefoiled  base,  with  square  flowers, 
late  15th-century.  Niches:  see  N.  porch.  Plate: 
includes  cup  of  1568  with  band  of  incised  orna- 
ment. Seating  :  In  chancel — two  bench-ends  with 
popey-heads,  15th-century.

Secular  : — 

a(2).  Manor  House,  on  S.  side  of  main  street,  E. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  in  the  17th-century,  with  cross-wings 
at  the  E.  and  W.  ends. 

Condition— Good,  much  altered. 

"(3).  House  and  shops,  opposite  (2),  is  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  16th  or  17th  century, 
and  has  cross-wings  at  both  the  E.  and  W.  ends. 
The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  W.  end  of  the  house. 

Condition — Good . 

a(4).  Spratt's  Farm,  house,  |  m.  N.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably 
early  in  the  17th  century,  and  has  three  gables 
on  the  S.  front.  The  original  chimney-stack  has 
three  grouped  hexagonal  shafts. 

Condition — Good.

b(5).  Red  Hill,  S.  of  Newmoor  Plantation, 
1J  m.  S.E.  of  the  church.

87.   STANFORD-LE-HOPE.    (C.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Mlxxvi.  S.E.  Mlxxxiv.  N.E.) 

Stanford-le-Hope  is  a  parish  and  village  on  the 

N.  bank  of  the  Thames,  5  m.  N.E.  of  Tilbury. 

The  church  and  Manor  Farm  are  the  principal 

monuments. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Margaret  stands 
in  the  middle  of  the  village.  The  walls  are  of 
ragstone-rubble  with  some  flint ;   the  dressings  are 
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of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  covered  with  tiles  and 
lead.  The  Nave,  with  N.  and  S.  aisles,  was  built 
c.  1180,  and  shortly  after  a  N.  tower  was  added. 
In  the  13th  century  most  of  the  N.  arcade  was 
rebuilt.  In  the  14th  century  the  Chancel  and 
North  and  South  Aisles  were  rebuilt,  the  S.  arcade 
rebuilt  except  the  E.  bay,  and  the  clearstorey  and 
a  S.  chapel  added.  In  the  15th  century  the  South 
Chapel  was  largely  rebuilt,  and  the  South  Porch 
was  added  in  the  16th  century.  The  church  has 
been  restored  in  modern  times,  when  the  North 
Tower  and  the  upper  part  of  the  chancel  walls 
were  rebuilt,  the  S.  porch  reconstructed  and  the 
West  Vestries  added. 

The  church  is  of  some  architectural  interest, 
and  among  the  fittings  the  sedilia  are  noteworthy. 

Architectural  Description— The  Chancel  (31  §  ft. 
by  17  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  reset  14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch.  In 
the  N.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of  the 
14th  century,  restored  externally,  and  of  one 
trefoiled  ogee  light  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  ;  the  15th-century  western  window  is  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label.  In  the  S.  wall  is  an  archway  of 
c.  1320,  two-centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  ; 
the  responds  have  grouped  attached  shafts  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  further  E.  is  a  window 
all  modern  except  the  14th-century  rear-arch  and 
parts  of  the  jambs,  mullion  and  splays.  The 
14th-century  chancel -arch  is  two-centred  and 
of  two  continuous  hollow-chamfered  orders ;  it 
incorporates  13th-century  material. 


The  South  Chapel  (20  ft.  by  10|  ft.)  has  a  15th- 
century  E.  window,  partly  restored  and  of  two 
cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  flat  triangular  head  with  a 
moulded  label.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  15th-century 
window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head ;  further  W.  is  a  blocked  15th-century 
doorway  with  a  segmental-pointed  rear-arch.  The 
14th-century  W.  archway  is  two-centred  and  of 
one  chamfered  order  dying  on  to  the  walls. 

The  Nave  (55  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  N. 
of  the  chancel-arch  the  upper  doorway  from  the 
rood-loft  staircase  ;  it  is  of  the  15th  century  and 
has  a  square  head  ;  at  a  rather  lower  level  N.  and 
S.  of  the  arch  are  two  corbels  for  the  former  rood- 
loft.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  modern  arch  to  the  tower, 
incorporating  some  old  stones  and  a  head-stop ; 
further  W.  is  a  blocked  12th-century  window  with  a 
round  head  and  restored  splays  ;  the  13th-century 
N.  arcade  (Plate,  p.  147)  is  of  four  bays  with  two- 
centred  arches  of  two  hollow-chamfered  orders  ; 
two  of  the  columns  are  round  and  one  octagonal 
with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  responds 
have  attached  half-columns,  round  on  the  E.  and 
octagonal  on  the  W.  At  the  E.  end  of  the  S.  wall 
is  one  bay  of  the  late  12th-century  arcade,  with  a 
two-centred  arch  of  one  moulded  order  and  moulded 
imposts  ;  W.  of  it  is  a  round-headed  window  of 
the  same  date,  much  restored  ;  the  14th-century  S. 
arcade  is  of  four  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of 
two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  columns  are  octagonal, 
with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  responds 
have  attached  half-columns.  The  14th-century 
clearstorev  has  three  windows  on  the  N.  side  and 
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five  on  the  S.,  all  are  of  quatrefoil  form  and  have 
been  extensively  restored.  The  W.  wall  has  an 
internal  set-back  marking  the  extent  of  the 
12th-century  work  ;  the  W.  window  and  doorway 
are  modern  except  for  the  14th-century  splays  and 
rear-arches. 

The  North  Tower  (12  ft.  square)  is  modern  except 
for  the  reset  moulded  impost  of  an  arched  recess 
in  the  E.  wall,  which  is  of  the  13th  century,  and 
the  W.  archway,  which  is  two-centred  and  cham- 
fered and  has  13th-century  moulded  imposts  ;  the 
inner  order  is  modern. 

The  North  Aisle  (14£  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  14th-century  windows,  each  of  two  trefoiled 
ogee  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with 
a  moulded  label  ;  between  them  is  the  14th- 
century  N.  doorway,  with  moulded  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch  ;  it  is  now  blocked.  In  the  W. 
wall  is  a  window  all  modern  except  the  14th- 
century  splays  and  rear-arch  ;  below  and  to  the 
S.  of  it  is  a  small  square-headed  window,  originally 
of  the  13th  century,  but  much  restored. 

The  South  Aisle  (8  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  S.  wall 
three  windows  ;  the  two  eastern  are  of  c.  1 500, 
and  each  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square 
head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  partly  restored 
westernmost  window  is  of  the  15th  century,  and 
of  two  trefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  with  a 
moulded  label  ;  E.  of  it  is  the  14th-century  S. 
doorway,  with  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch 
and  label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  much-restored 
window  of  one  trefoiled  light  ;  below  it  are  a  modern 
window  and  doorway. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  the  16th  century,  much 
altered  and  reconstructed  ;  the  heads  of  the  E. 
and  W.  openings  have  the  mortices  of  diamond- 
shaped  mullions.     The  outer  entrance  is  modern. 

The  Roof  of  the  N.  aisle  is  largely  modern,  but 
incorporates  a  cambered  tie-beam,  probably  of  the 
17th  century  ;  on  the  S.  side  are  shaped  stone 
corbels.  The  first  floor  of  the  tower  has  restored 
beams  and  wall-plates.  The  pent  roof  of  the  S. 
aisle  has  three  western  bays  of  the  14th  century, 
with  moulded  principals  and  purlin  and  two  bosses 
carved  with  a  geometric  design.  The  roof  of  the 
S.  porch  incorporates  two  moulded  tie-beams  with 
curved  braces,  moulded  wall-plates  and  plain 
rafters  and  collars. 

Fittings — Bracket :  In  S.  chapel — in  E.  wall, 
two  corbels  placed  together  to  form  bracket. 
Brass  Indent:  See  Monument  (1).  Coffin:  In 
tower— stone  coffin  with  shaped  head  and  fragments 
of  ridged  lid,  13th-century.  Consecration  Cross  : 
In  chancel — -reset  in  N.  splay  of  E.  window,  incised 
formy  cross  in  circle.  Door  :  In  S.  doorway — of 
nail-studded,  ridged  battens,  15th  or  16th-century, 
restored.  Font :  bowl,  octof oiled  on  plan,  capitals 
on  under-side  with  defaced  foliage,  round  stem 
with  eight  small  shafts  and  moulded  base,  Purbeck 
marble,    early    13th-century,    top    part    of    bowl 


restored.  Font-cover  :  of  octagonal  ogee  form  with 
crocketed  ribs,  17th  or  18th-century,  modern 
finial.  Inscription:  In  nave — on  first  column  of 
S.  arcade,  scratched  inscription — "  William  Burnel 
1581  curate  of  Stanford."  Locker  :  In  tower — in 
N.  wall,  round-headed  recess,  rebated  for  door,  13th- 
century,  below  it  a  corbel  carved  with  a  crowned 
head,  14th-century.  Monuments  and  Floor-slabs. 
Monuments:  In  chancel — on  N.  side,  (1)  wall-recess 
(Plate,  p.  105)  with  cinquefoiled  ogee  arch  with 
moulded  label,  head-stops  (one  modern)  and 
crocketed  gable  over,  with  carved  finial,  jambs 
flanked  by  panelled  buttresses  terminating  in 
crudely  carved  finials,  14th-century,  E.  buttress 
modern  ;  set  in  recess,  altar-tomb  with  sides  and 
ends  panelled  with  sub-cusped  quatrefoils  enclosing 
blank  shields  and  upright  panels  with  cinquefoiled 
heads,  Purbeck  marble  slab  with  moulded  edge  and 
indent  of  brass  inscription,  in  wall  at  back,  indent 
of  kneeling  figure  and  scroll,  c.  1500.  In  S.  chapel 
— in  N.E.  angle,  (2)  to  Sir  Heneage  Fetherstone, 
Bart.,  1711,  and  Mary  (Benet),  his  wife,  1710, 
large  white  marble  tablet  flanked  by  Ionic  columns 
with  pediment  and  blank  shield-of-arms  ;  on  S. 
wall,  (3)  to  Anna  Maria  (Williamson),  wife  of 
Henry  Fetherstone,  1689-90,  grey  and  white 
marble  tablet  with  Ionic  side  columns  and  shield- 
of-arms  ;  (4)  to  Heneage  Fetherstone,  1711,  and 
Frances  (Western),  his  wife,  1746,  white  marble 
tablet  with  fluted  Doric  pilasters  and  shield-of- 
arms.  In  N.  aisle — on  E.  wall,  (5)  to  Richard 
Champion,  1599,  alabaster  and  black  marble 
tablet  with  side  pilasters,  pediment  and  achieve- 

ment-of-arms  ;    on  N.   wall,    (6)   to 

Champion,  late  16th  or  early  17th-century,  ala- 
baster and  marble  tablet  with  Corinthian  side 
columns,  broken  pediment  and  shield-of-arms. 
Floor-slabs  :  In  S.  chapel — (1)  to  Anna  Maria 
Fetherstone,  1689-90,  with  achievement-of-arms. 
In  S.  aisle— (2)  to  Thomas  Aleyn,  1677,  rector, 
with  achievement-of-arms.  Panelling  :  In  N.  aisle, 
early  17th-century  panelling  incorporated  in  chest. 
Piscinae :  In  chancel — with  moulded  jambs, 
trefoiled  head  and  moulded  label  with  leaf  finial, 
sexfoiled  drain,  14th-century.  In  S.  chapel — 
in  S.  wall,  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
head,  semi-round  drain,  14th  or  15th-century. 
Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1709  with  baluster  stem  and 
dated  1710,  stand-paten  probably  of  same  date. 
Screen  (Plate,  pp.  4-5)  :  under  W.  arch  of  S.  chapel 
— of  seven  bays  with  septfoiled  ogee  heads,  oak-leaf 
finials  and  tracery,  moulded  mullions  ;  embattled 
head  and  coved  cornice,  late  14th  or  early  15th- 
century,  lower  panels  modern.  Sedilia  :  In  chancel 
■ — of  three  stepped  bays,  with  moulded  two-centred 
arches  and  labels  with  head-stops,  columns  between 
the  bays  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases,  responds 
with  attached  half-columns,  horizontal  label  above, 
returned  down  the  responds,  14th-century.  Stoup  : 
In    S.    aisle — E.    of    S.    doorway,    semi-octagonal 
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bowl     with     moulded     under-side,     15th-century. 
Miscellanea  :    Against  N.E.   buttress   of   chancel, 
strap-hinge,  probably  15th-century. 
Condition — Good . 


Secular  : — 

Monuments  (2-10). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  build- 
ings have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  original 
chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good,  unless  noted. 

b(2).  Barn,  at  the  Rectory,  S.W.  of  the  church, 
is  of  weather-boarded  timber-framing  with  some 
brick ;  the  roof  is  partly  thatched  and  partly 
tiled.  It  was  built  early  in  the  17th  century  with 
a  S.  porch,  and  late  in  the  same  century  was 
extended  eastwards.  It  is  divided  into  seven  bays 
by  queen-post  trusses  with  curved  braces  to  the 
tie-beams. 

b(3).  House,  100  yards  E.N.E.  of  the  church,  is 
of  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  S.  and  E.  and  a  staircase  in  the  angle.  It  was 
built  in  the  15th  century,  the  roof  over  the  S.  wing 
heightened  possibly  in  the  17th  century,  and  there 
are  small  modern  additions  at  the  back.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  blocked  two-light  window  with  diamond- 
shaped  mullions.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the 
original  beams  are  partly  exposed.  The  roof  of 
the  N.  wing  is  divided  into  three  bays  by  cambered 
tie-beams,  one  of  which  retains  its  king-post  with 
two-way  struts  and  curved  braces. 

Condition — Bad. 

"(4).  Hassenbrook  Hall,  house  and  garden  wall, 
about  \  m.  N.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  an  early 
17th-century  brick  building  of  Z-shaped  plan  with 
the  main  front  facing  the  S.E.  It  was  built, 
according  to  Morant,  in  the  reign  of  James  I  by 
Cuthbert  Fetherstone,  but  has  been  considerably 
altered  and  partly  refaced  with  modern  brickwork. 
There  are  three  original  chimney-stacks  and  at  the 
E.  corner  an  original  window,  now  blocked,  with 
moulded  head,  jambs  and  mullions. 

Three  brick  walls  to  the  garden  on  the  S.E.  side 
of  the  house  are  original.  In  the  S.E.  wall  is  a 
four-centred  doorway  (Plate,  p.  64)  with  moulded 
jambs  in  a  square  head.  It  is  surmounted  by  a 
triangular  pediment  with  a  moulded  coping  and 
has  in  the  tympanum  a  circular  opening.  There 
is,  adjoining  the  house,  a  four-centred  doorway, 
and  at  intervals  in  the  walls  arc  small  niches  with 
circular  heads. 

°(5).  House  (Plate,  p.  57),  150  yards  N.E.  of  (4), 
is  of  T-shaped  plan,  with  the  cross-wing  at  the 
S.  end.  The  cross-wing  was  built  probably  late  in 
the  16th  century  and  the  N.  block  added  in  the 


following  century  ;  on  the  front  is  a  small  modern 
addition.  The  main  chimney-stack  is  original  and 
of  grouped  diagonal  shafts  on  a  rectangular  base. 

"(6).  Moore  Place,  house,  about  §  m.  N.N.E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics,  and  was 
built  in  the  17th  century  on  a  H-shaped  plan  with 
N.  and  S.  cross-wings.  It  has  been  much  altered, 
and  has  modern  additions  on  either  side  of  the 
central  block.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  original 
windows,  each  of  three  transomed  lights.  Inside 
the  building  one  of  the  rooms  has  an  open  fireplace. 

"(7).  Potter's  Farm,  house  and  barns,  about  1  \  m. 
N.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys 
with  attics,  and  was  built  possibly  in  the  17th 
century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  N.E.  and  N.W.  It  has 
been  much  altered,  entirely  refaced  with  brick, 
and  has  modern  additions  on  the  W. 

The  brick  barn  to  the  N.E.  of  the  house  has  a 
S.E.  porch  and  a  number  of  loop-holes  in  the  N.W. 
and  S.E.  walls.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  17th 
century  and  is  now  a  ruin. 

The  weather-boarded  barn  to  the  S.E.  of  the 
house  is  now  used  as  a  chapel,  and  has  cambered 
tie-beams  with  curved  struts  supporting  the 
purlins. 

"(8).  Oak  Farm,  house  and  walling,  about  1  m. 
E.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  brick,  and 
was  built  early  in  the  17th  century  on  an  L-shaped 
plan,  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.E. 
and  N.W.;  it  has  a  small  modern  addition  on 
the  N.  ;  the  N.W.  wing  has  been  partly  refaced 
with  modern  brick.  The  upper  part  of  the  main 
chimney-stack  has  been  rebuilt.  Inside  the  build- 
ing is  some  exposed  timber-framing,  and  there  are 
three  battened  doors  of  early  17th-century  date. 
E.  of  the  house  is  some  old  brick  walling. 

6(9).  Ivywall  Farm,  house,  1,100  yards  E.  of  the 
church,  was  built  in  the  15th  century  on  a  half 
H-shaped  plan  with  a  central  hall  and  E.  and  W. 
cross-wings  extending  towards  the  S.  ;  an  upper 
floor  has  since  been  inserted  in  the  hall.  On  the 
E.  wall  is  a  16th-century  chimney-stack  with  an 
octagonal  shaft.  In  the  S.  wall  of  the  hall  is  a 
blocked  doorway.  Inside  the  building  some  of 
the  timber  construction  is  exposed,  and  there  are 
some  moulded  ceiling-beams.  The  doorway  be- 
tween the  hall  and  E.  wing  has  a  four-centred  head, 
and  in  the  E.  wing  is  a  similar  blocked  doorway. 
The  roof  over  the  hall  is  divided  into  two  bays  by 
an  original  king-post  truss.  The  cambered  tie- 
beam  is  supported  on  curved  braces  which  form 
a  four-centred  arch,  and  the  king- post  has  four- way 
struts.  The  roof  over  the  W.  wing  is  of  three  bays 
and  of  similar  construction,  but  the  king-posts 
have  two-way  struts  to  the  central  purlin. 

6(10).  Manor  Farm  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v),  house 
previously  known  as  Cabborns,  \  m.  S.S.E.  of 
the    church,    is    of    two    storeys,    with    a    cellar 
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under  part  of  the  building.  It  was  built  in 
the  15th  century,  with  a  central  hall  and  N.E. 
and  S.W.  cross-wings,  the  latter  extending  to- 
wards the  S.E.  only,  and  the  former  on  both 
sides  of  the  hall.  Late  in  the  16th  or  early  in  the 
17th  century  a  first  floor  was  inserted  in  the  hall, 
when  the  roof  was  raised  and  the  S.E.  wall  carried 
up  in  two  gables.  Late  in  the  17th  century  a 
N.W.  staircase  was  added  and  a  porch  built  at 
the  S.  end  of  the  hall.  The  upper  storey  of  the 
S.W.  wing  projects  on  the  S.E.  The  main  chimney- 
stack  at  the  N.E.  end  of  the  hall  is  of  late  16th 
or  early  17th-century  date,  and  of  five  diagonal 
shafts  set  on  a  rectangular  base  with  a  moulded 
capping.  Inside  the  building  the  hall  on  the 
ground-floor  is  divided  into  two  bays  by  a  heavy 
ceiling-beam  supported  on  curved  brackets.  The 
'  screens  '  were  at  the  S.W.  end  of  the  hall,  and  in 
the  wall  dividing  them  from  the  cross-wing  are 
two  doorways  with  two-centred  heads,  one  of 
which  has  been  partly  blocked  In  the  N.W  wing 
of  the  hall  is  a  similar  doorway,  and  there  are  some 
17th-century  doors,  some  of  battens  and  some 
panelled.  In  the  cellar  some  of  the  timber-con- 
struction is  exposed,  and  the  main  ceiling-beam  is 
supported  on  heavy  curved  brackets.  All  the 
roofs  are  of  the  king-post  type,  with  cambered 
tie-beams  and  curved  struts  to  the  king-posts. 

At  the  S.W.  corner  of  the  farm  buildings  is  some 
16th-century  brickwork. 


88.   STEEPLE.    (Eb.) 

(O.S.  6  in.   Wlv.  S.W.   Wlxiii.  N.W.) 

Steeple  is  a  parish  on  the  S.  side  of  the  Blackwater 
estuary,  6  m.  E.S.E.  of  Maldon.  Stanesgate 
Priory  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

"(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Laurence  formerly 
stood  150  yards  S.  of  Steeple  Hall,  where  the 
churchyard  is  still  enclosed.  The  new  church  was 
built  in  1882  on  a  site  600  yards  further  E.,  and 
incorporates  much  of  the  old  building  material. 
In  the  W.  wall  of  the  vestry  are  two  12th-century 
head-stops,  and  in  the  N.  wall  of  the  nave  is  a  late 
14th-century  window  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights 
with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label.  The  late  14th-century  S.  doorway 
has  moulded  jambs,  two-centred  arch  and  label 
with  head-stops. 

Fittings— Bell ;  by  Miles  Graye,  1636.  Font : 
octagonal  bowl  with  moulded  under-edge,  blank 
shields  on  alternate  sides,  15th-century.  Glass  : 
In  nave — in  old  window,  small  fragments.  Piscina  : 
In  chancel — pillar-piscina  with  square  drain  and 
spirally  fluted  shaft,  12th-century. 

Condi  tion — Rebui  1 1 . 


"(2).  Stanesgate  Priory,  ruin,  N.  of  Stanesgate 
Abbey  Farm,  1|  m.  N.  of  the  church.  The  walls 
are  of  septaria  and  other  rubble  with  dressings 
of  limestone.  The  Cluniac  priory  was  founded 
probably  early  in  the  12th  century  by  Ralph,  son 
of  Brian,  as  a  cell  to  Lewes  Priory.  The  church 
became  ruinous  early  in  the  14th  century,  when 
part  of  the  N.  wall  was  rebuilt  and  the  body 
shortened  at  both  ends.  The  priory  was  dissolved 
in  1525,  and  the  church  was  subsequently  used 
as  a  barn  ;  it  is  now  partly  roofless,  and  has 
numerous  sheds  abutting  on  to  its  four  sides. 

The  12th-century  windows  on  the  S.  of  the  nave 
are  interesting. 

Architectural  Description — The  Church  (72  ft. 
by  18  ft.)  is  now  a  plain  rectangle,  but  there  are 
slight  indications  of  a  former  transept  on  the 
N.  side,  and  there  was  certainly  a  chancel  or  apse 
E.  of  the  present  E.  wall.  There  are  also  traces  of 
foundations  apparently  indicating  that  the  12th- 
century  nave  extended  about  25  ft.  further  W. 
than  at  present.  The  E.  wall  is  a  filling,  apparently 
modern,  between  the  12th-century  responds  of  a 
former  arch  ;  the  responds  are  of  two  plain  orders 
on  the  E.  face.  At  the  N.E.  angle  is  a  heavy 
diagonal  buttress,  probably  of  the  14th  century, 
and  indicating  that  the  former  chancel  or  apse  no 
longer  existed  at  that  date.  The  N.  wall  has  on 
the  E.  end,  externally,  a  short  length  of  12th- 
century  string-course.  In  this  wall  are  remains 
of  three  14th-century  windows,  the  middle  one  was 
of  two  lights,  and  has  a  two-centred  head  with 
a  moulded  label  ;  the  westernmost  window  was 
of  two  lights,  and  has  remains  of  tracery  in  a 
two-centred  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  further 
W.  is  an  14th-century  doorway  with  moulded 
jambs  and  segmental  arch  and  partly  blocked  ;  in 
the  middle  of  the  wall  is  a  wide  modern  opening, 
and  immediately  E.  of  it  is  a  slight  set-back 
with  remains  of  12th-century  quoins  which  may 
be  the  western  internal  angle  of  a  former  N. 
transept.  In  the  western  part  of  the  S.  wall 
(Plate,  p.  xxxiii)  are  three  blocked  round  windows 
of  the  12th  century  ;  the  easternmost  has  been 
partly  destroyed  by  a  modern  opening,  and  the 
westernmost  must  have  been  impinged  upon 
by  the  inserted  14th-century  W.  wall.  E.  of 
the  modern  opening  is  a  13th-century  recess, 
perhaps  reset,  with  jambs  and  two-centred  arch 
of  two  plain  orders  ;  still  further  E.  is  a  blocked 
15th-century  doorway  showing  only  externally 
and  having  a  four-centred  head.  There  is  a  second 
blocked  doorway  below  and  between  the  two 
western  round  windows.  The  W.  wall  has  been 
largely  destroyed. 

The  Roof,  now  rapidly  falling  to  pieces,  has 
rough  king-post  trusses,  probably  of  the  16th 
century. 

Fittings — Piscina  :  In  S.  wall — at  E.  end,  with 
part   of    moulded    jamb    and    two-centred    head,

14th-century.  Miscellanea:  reused  in  14th-century 
repairs,  sections  of  12th-century  shafting,  etc. 

The  domestic  buildings  lay  to  the  S.  of  the 
church,  and  the  start  of  a  thick  wall  adjoins  the 
S.  wall  17  ft.  W.  of  the  E.  end.  This  was  probably 
the  E.  wall  of  the  E.  range  of  the  cloister. 

Condition— Ruinous  and  in  a  dangerous  state  of 
decay. 


Secular  : — 

*(3).  Homestead  Moat  at  Batt's  Farm,  |  m. 
S.E.  of  the  church. 

a(4).  Stanesgate  Abbey  Farm,  house  (Plate, 
p.  57)  S  of  (2),  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed 
and  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was 
built  probably  late  in  the  16th  century,  and  has 
18th-century  additions  on  the  S.  and  E.  The 
central  chimney-stack  has  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 
Inside  the  building  are  original  exposed  ceiling- 
beams  and  a  stone  fireplace  with  moulded  jambs 
and  a  four-centred  head. 

Condition — Of  16th-century  part,  ruinous. 


89.    STIFFORD.   (B.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxxiii.  N.E.) 

Stifford  is  a  parish  and  village  2  m.  N.  of  Grays 
Thurrock.  The  church  and  Ford  Place  are  the 
principal  monuments. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin 
stands  on  the  S.  side  of  the  main  road  towards  the 
middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  flint  and 
ragstone-rubble,  with  some  pudding  and  iron- 
stone in  the  rebuilt  S.  aisle  ;  the  dressings  are  of 
Reigate  and  other  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
Part  of  the  N.  wall  of  the  Nave  is  of  12th-century 
date.  In  the  middle  of  the  13th  century  the 
South  Chapel  was  added  to  the  chancel,  and  c. 
1260-70  the  South  Aisle  was  added  and  the  S. 
arcade  of  the  nave  built ;  the  West  Tower  was  built 
probably  about  the  same  time.  In  the  14th 
century  or  possibly  earlier  the  Chancel  was  largely 
rebuilt  and  probably  extended  eastwards.  At 
some  subsequent  date  the  S.  arcade  was  repaired 
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and  reset.  The  S.  aisle  has  been  rebuilt  more  than 
once,  and  the  archway  between  it  and  the  S. 
chapel  widened.  The  church  was  restored  in  the 
19th  century,  when  the  North  Porch  was  built. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (26|  ft. 
by  14J  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  three-light  window 
and  in  the  N.  wall  two  two-light  windows,  all  modern 
except  the  splays  and  rear-arches.  In  the  S.  wall 
is  a  rebuilt  two-centred  archway  to  the  S.  chapel 
of  mid  13th-century  date  and  of  two  chamfered 
orders  ;  the  outer  dies  on  to  the  wall  and  the  inner 
springs  on  the  E.  from  a  semi-octagonal  respond 
with  moulded  capital  and  base  and  on  the  W. 
from  a  shaped  corbel.  The  chancel-arch  is  modern. 
The  South  Chapel  (19J  ft.  by  15  ft.)  has  in 
the  E.  wall  (Plate,  p.  53)  three  graduated  lancet- 
windows,  modern  externally ;  they  are  grouped 
internally  under  three  trefoiled  rear-arches,  each 
of  one  chamfered  order  and  carried  on  attached 
shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  three  lancet-windows,  all  modern  except 
the  recut  splays  and  the  reset  trefoiled  rear-arch 
of  the  first  window.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  low 
two-centred  arch  of  two  chamfered  orders  abutting 
on  the  N.  wall  and  springing  from  a  plain  chamfered 
respond  on  the  S.  Above  the  arch  is  a  lancet- 
window,  all  modern  except  the  two-centred  rear- 
arch  and  splays. 

The  Nave  (33J  ft.  by  18£  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall  a 
wide  two-centred  recess  in  which  is  set  a  modern 
lancet ;  further  W.  is  a  two-light  window  with 
a  square  head,  all  modern  except  the  hollow- 
chamfered  splays  and  a  moulded  internal  label  of 
late  14th  or  early  15th-century  date  ;  the  partly 
restored  12th-century  N.  doorway  has  an  arched 
head  of  two  plain  orders,  the  inner  segmental 
with  a  plastered  tympanum  and  the  outer  semi- 
circular with  a  moulded  label  ;  the  jambs  are 
chamfered  and  have  moulded  imposts  ;  W.  of  the 
doorway  is  a  modern  window.  The  S.  arcade  is 
of  c.  1260-70  and  of  two  bays  with  segmental- 
pointed  arches  of  two' chamfered  orders  ;  the  middle 
column  is  circular,  with  a  moulded  capital  and 
base ;  the  outer  order  is  continued  down  the 
responds  and  the  inner  is  carried  on  short  shafts 
with  moulded  capitals  and  crowned  head-corbels 
(Plate,  p.  161). 

The  South  Aisle  (31£  ft.  by  12  ft.)  has  been 
rebuilt,  but  incorporates  some  old  material.  In 
the  S.  wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  modern 


except  for  the  splays  and  two-centred  moulded 
rear-arch  of  c.  1260;  the  western  window  is  also 
modern  except  for  the  splays,  the  moulded  lintel 
and  the  corbelled  capital  which  supports  it  on  the 
W.,  which  arc  all  of  c.  1260. 

The  West  Tower  (11 J  ft.  by  lOf  ft.)  is  of  three 
stages,  and  is  surmounted  by  a  shingled  broach- 
spire.  The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  late  15th- 
century  date  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the 
inner  order  is  carried  on  semi-octagonal  responds 
with  moulded  capitals  and  bases,  while  the  outer 
is  continuous  on  the  E.  side.  The  late  13th- 
century  W.  window  is  of  a  single  trefoiled  light. 
The  second  stage  has  in  each  wall  a  modern 
window,  that  in  the  E.  wall  communicating  with 
the  roof.  The  bell-chamber  has  in  each  v/all  a 
late  13th-century  window  of  one  trefoiled  light. 

All  the  Roofs  are  modern,  but  that  over  the 
nave  incorporates  some  15th-century  timbers, 
including  a  hollow-chamfered  tie  beam,  octagonal 
king-post  with  moulded  capital  and  base,  and 
four- way  struts.

In 
nave — (2)  figure  of  priest  in  shroud  holding  a  heart 
inscribed  "ihs";  indent  of  scroll  and  inscription- 
plate,  late  15th-century.     In  S.  chapel,  reset  on  E. 
wall,  (3)  of  John  Ardalle,  1504,  and  Anne,  his  wife, 
figure  of  man  in  long  furred  gown,  belted  at  the 
waist,   and   of  woman  in  pedimental  head-dress, 
etc.,  four  shields-of-arms,    (a)   a   cheveron   between 
three  stars  for  Ardalle,   (b)  a  cheveron,   (c)  crusily 
a    lion,     (d)     three     bulls'    heads ;    (4)     of     Ann, 
daughter    of   Thomas    Lathum,    1627,    figure    of 
woman  in  costume  of   period  ;    (5)  of   Elizabeth, 
wife  of  Thomas  Lathum,  1630,  figure  of  woman  in 
costume  of  period  ;    (6)  of  William  Lathum,  1622, 
and  Suzan  (Sampson),  his  wife,  1622,  both  figures 
with  ruffs  and  cloaks  with  pendant  sleeves,  woman 
with  conical  hat  and  farthingale,  three  shields-of- 
arms.     Indent  :     In   chancel — on   S.    side,    partly 
hidden,    Purbeck    marble    slab    with    indents    of 
marginal    inscription   in    Lombardic    capitals,    to 
David  de  Tillebery,  early  14th-century.     Chairs  : 
In   chancel — two,   with   carved   backs   and   arms, 
carved  and  turned  legs  and  rails,  late  17th-century. 
Chest :  of  boards  bound  with  three  iron  straps, 
probably   16th-century.     Door   (Plate,    pp.  4-5)  : 
In  N.  doorway,  of  nail-studded  battens,  probably 
16th-century  on   later    framing ;    reset  on   front, 
three  iron  straps,  the  upper    and  lower  attached 
to    crescent-shaped    hinges,    and    all    with    scroll- 
shaped  ends,   also   small    shaped    scutcheon-strap 
of     similar     workmanship,     early      13th-century, 
iron    catch  and  lock-plate,    17th-century.     Font: 
square  bowl  with  slightly  tapering  sides,  carried 
on  central  stem  of  three  grouped  shafts  with  plain 
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capital  and  base  ;  four  round  corner-columns  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases,  13th-century,  partly 
recut.  Hour-glass  stand :  fixed  to  the  pulpit, 
17th-century.  Monuments  and  Floor-slabs.  Monu- 
ments :  In  W.  tower— on  N.  wall,  (1)  to  Sir 
Nathaniel  Grantham,  1708,  Elizabeth  (Kenwrick), 
his  wife,  1711,  and  Martha,  their  daughter,  1703, 
white  marble  cartouche  supported  by  weeping 
cherubs,  at  base  a  skull  and  above  a  defaced 
achievement-of-arms  ;  (2)  to  Anne  (Robinson),  wife 
of  James  Silverlock,  1642  ;  Elizabeth,  wife  succes- 
sively of  Cornelius  Speering,  Sir  Richard  Higham 
and  James  Silverlock ;  also  to  her  son  John 
Speering  and  her  daughter  Katherine  ;  also  to 
Sarah,  wife  of  Robert  Strode  and  afterwards  of 
James  Silverlock  ;  inscription  set  in  an  alabaster 
frame  with  flanking  consoles,  and  moulded  base 
with  curved  brackets  ;  on  cornice,  inscription  to 
James  Silverlock,  1667,  with  broken  pediment 
above  and  a  shield-of-arms.  In  churchyard — on 
E.  wall  of  chancel,  (3)  to  James  Robertson,  rector 
of  Stifford,  1709,  head-stone  with  shield-of-arms. 
Floor-slab  :  In  chancel — to  Anthony  Bradshawe, 
1636,  Judith,  his  wife,  1641,  and  William,  their 
son,  1649.  Painting:  In  nave,  on  E.  respond  of  S. 
arcade,  corbel  (Plate,  p.  161)  coloured  in  patterns 
of  black,  red  and  gilt,  with  the  carved  head, 
forming  the  terminal,  painted  with  the  same 
colours,  the  hair  and  crown  being  gilded  ;  on 
the  respond,  round  the  corbel,  remains  of  a  design 
of  red  rosettes  on  a  black  ground  and  contained 
within  a  border,  late  13th  or  early  14th-century, 
lower  part  probably  a  later  addition.  Plate : 
includes  cup  and  cover-paten  of  1627,  dated  1628, 
flagon  of  1665,  with  the  arms  of  Silverlock  and 
inscription,  and  a  stand-paten  of  1683.  Pulpit: 
of  oak,  octagonal,  with  shallow  Doric  pilasters 
on  corners,  and  three  sides  with  panels  in  form 
of  arched  recesses  with  responds  and  keystones  ; 
on  one  side  the  date  1611 ;  base  modern.  Stairs: 
In  W.  tower — with  solid  wedge-shaped  treads  and 
old  newel-post  at  bottom. 

Condition — Good,  but  the  W.  tower  is  greatly 
overgrown  by  ivy. 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Ford  Place,  house,  outbuildings  and  walls, 
1,150  yards  W.N.W.  of  the  church.  The  House  is 
of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the  walls  are  partly 
of  brick  and  partly  of  plastered  timber-framing  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  rebuilt  c.  1655  on  an 
irregular  plan  with  cross-wings  at  the  N.  and  S. 
ends  and  a  second  wing  on  the  N.  Part  of  the  S. 
wing  has  since  been  destroyed  and  the  S.  side 
re  faced.  There  are  modern  additions  on  the  W. 
and  N.  sides.  The  E.  side  of  the  main  block  and 
the  S.  side  of  the  adjoining  cross-wing  are  of  red 
brick  with  a  heavy  cornice  and  a  series  of  plain 
'  Dutch  '  gables  ;  the  cornice  on  the  main  block 
is  supported  by  two  brick  pilasters  with  moulded 


capitals   and    standing   on    corbelled    projections  ; 

one  gable  has  a  sunk  panel  with  the  initials  j  ,» 

probably  for  James  Silverlock  and  his  wife  ;  the 
second  gable  has  the  date  1655  (Plate,  p.  127).  A 
gable  on  the  cross-wing  has  the  initials  R.S.  The 
'  Dutch  '  gables  are  continued  round  the  N.  cross- 
wings,  but  without  the  cornice  (Plate,  pp.  56-7). 

Inside  the  building  the  S.E.  room  has  an  original 
plaster  ceiling  divided  into  four  bays  by  moulded 
trabeations  enriched  with  guilloche  ornament ;  the 
panels  have  elaborate  strapwork  with  a  rosette  in 
the  middle  of  each.  The  S.W.  room  has  a  rich 
plaster  ceiling  of  late  17th-century  date,  divided 
into  two  main  compartments  and  six  panels  ;  the 
main  trabeation  has  running  foliage,  and  the 
panels  are  surrounded  by  a  band  of  bay  leaves 
enclosing  wreaths  of  oak  leaves  and  fruit  and 
flowers  alternately  ;  the  four  wreaths  at  the  corners 
of  the  room  have  figures  representing  the  four 
seasons  ;  the  other  two  have  repainted  shields-of- 
arms  (Plates,  pp.  152,  153).  Several  other  rooms 
have  original  ceiling-beams,  and  there  is  a  door- 
way, formerly  external,  with  a  moulded  and  carved 
architrave  and  a  panelled  door. 

The  Gardener's  Cottage,  formerly  stables,  is  of 
17th-century  date,  much  altered  and  rebuilt. 
The  walls  round  the  house  and  garden  are  largely 
of  16th-century  brickwork. 

Condition — Good. 

Monuments  (3-10). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled  or  thatched.  Some 
of  the  buildings  have  original  chimney-stacks  and 
exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

(3).  Dog  and  Partridge  Inn,  520  yards  W.  by  S.  of 
the  church,  has  an  18th-century  extension  on  the 
E.      Inside  the  building  is  some  original  panelling. 

(4).  House,  two  tenements,  150  yards  E.  of  (3), 
has  cross-wings  at  the  E.  and  W.  ends.  The 
upper  storey  projects  at  the  S.  end  of  the  E. 
cross-wing. 

(5).  House,  two  tenements,  200  yards  E.N.E. 
of  (4),  was  built  probably  late  in  the  17th  or  early 
in  the  18th  century. 

(6).  House,  three  tenements,  40  yards  E.  of  (5), 
was  built  probably  early  in  the  18th  century. 

(7).  Cottage  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  20  yards  N.E.  of 
(6),  was  built  probably  early  in  the  18th  century. 

(8).  Cottage  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  20  yards  E.  of  (7). 
Inside  the  building  are  some  old  battened  doors. 

(9).  Cottage,  two  tenements,  opposite  church, 
was  built  probably  early  in  the  18th  century. 

(10).  Cottage  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  two  tenements, 
opposite  (6). 
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90.  STOCK.    (C.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Mix.  N.E.  Mix.  S.E.) 

Stock  is  a  parish  and  small  village  about  5  m. 
S.  of  Chelmsford.  The  church  is  the  principal 
monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  stands  in 
the  village.  The  walls  are  of  mixed  rubble  with 
some  freestone  and  pudding-stone  ;  the  dressings 
are  of  limestone  ;  the  belfry  and  porch  are  timber- 
framed  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled  and  the  spire  shingled. 
The  earliest  detail  in  the  church  is  of  the  14th 
century,  but  it  is  probable  that  the  walls  of  the 
Nave  are  of  earlier  date.  In  the  second  half  of 
the  15th  century  the  N.  arcade  was  built  and  the 
North  Aisle  added  ;  at  the  same  date,  or  perhaps 
a  little  earlier,  the  timber  Belfry  and  South  Porch 
were  added.  The  Chancel  was  rebuilt  in  1847-8 
and  the  North  Vestry  added. 

The  timber  belfry  is  of  considerable  interest, 
with  its  W.  doorway,  over  which  are  original  oak 
traceried  windows. 


Architectural  Description — The  Nave  (44  ft.  by 
22  ft.)  has  a  15th-century  N.  arcade  of  four  bays 
with  two-centred  arches  of  two  hollow-chamfered 
orders ;  the  columns  are  octagonal  and  have 
moulded  capitals  and  hollow-chamfered  bases  ;  the 
E.  respond  has  an  attached  half -column  ;  the  W. 
bay  is  about  half  the  width  of  the  others.  In  the 
S.  wall  are  three  windows,  apparently  all  modern  ; 
between  the  two  western  is  the  partly  restored 
S.  doorway  ;  it  is  probably  of  late  14th-century 
date,  and  has  jambs  and  two-centred  arch  of  two 
orders,  the  outer  moulded  and  the  inner  chamfered. 
In  the  W.  wall  is  a  late  14th-century  doorway 
with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  arch. 

The  North  Aisle  (13J  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  E.  wall 
a  modern  arch  ;  S.  of  it  is  a  reset  15th-century 
doorway  with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  15th-century 
windows,  each  of  two  cinquefoiled  lights  under  a 
square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  further  W.  is 
the  N.  doorway,  similar  to  the  S.  doorway,  but  with 
a  moulded  label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window 
uniform  with  those  in  the  N.  wall ;  above  it  are 
two   15th-century  windows,   each  of  one  cinque- 


foiled light  and  probably  reset;  between  them  is 
a  grotesque  corbel,  also  reset. 

The  Belfry  (Plate,  p.  156)  is  of  two  stages,  both 
weather-boarded  ;  the  lower  has  a  surrounding  aisle 
with  a  pent  roof  ;  the  upper  has  a  short  octagonal 
spire  and  a  gabled  projection  on  the  E.  side.  The 
main  structure  stands  on  four  oak  posts  with 
curved  braces  to  each  stage.  The  central  square 
has  curved  diagonal  principals,  each  with  a  cusp- 
point  near  the  base  and  meeting  at  a  boss  in 
the  middle  carved  with  a  grotesque  face.  The 
N.  and  S.  walls  of  the  aisle  have  each  a  15th- 
century  window  of  oak  and  of  three  trefoiled  lights 
with  tracery  in  a  four-centred  head.  The  15th- 
century  W.  doorway  (Plate,  p.  157)  has  moulded 
jambs  and  two-centred  arch  in  a  square  head  with 
traceried  spandrels  ;  above  it  is  a  range  of  three 
square  lights  filled  with  cusped  tracery.  At  the 
N.E.  angle  of  the  ground-stage  is  a  post  with  the 
initials  and  date  R.R.,  E.H.,  1683,  probably  the 
date  of  repairs  and  of  the  addition  to  the  E.  of 
the  bell-chamber. 

The  South  Porch  is  timber- framed  and  of  15th- 
century  date.  It  has  a  four-centred  outer  archway 
in  a  square  head  with  panelled  spandrels  ;  above 
it  is  a  moulded  cross-beam,  and  in  the  gable  are 
five  panels,  the  middle  one  having  a  trefoiled 
head  ;  one  of  the  open  lights  flanking  the  archway 
and  those  in  the  side  walls  are  fitted  with  slender 
18th-century  balusters.  The  roof  has  moulded 
plates  and  tie-beams  with  curved  braces  and  plain 
king- posts  ;  the  foiled  barge-boards  are  much 
weathered . 

The  Roof  of  the  N.  aisle  is  of  the  15th  century 
and  of  three  bays  with  king-post  trusses  ;  the 
wall-plates  are  moulded  and  embattled  and  the 
tie-beams  moulded  or  hollow-chamfered  ;  they 
support  king-posts  with  hollow-chamfered  struts 
springing  from  attached  buttresses. 

Fittings — Bells  :  three  ;  3rd  by  John  Diar 
and  Robert  Wickes,  1577,  bell-frames  old.  Brass  : 
In  nave — on  S.  wall,  of  Richard  Twedye,  1574, 
figure  of  man  in  armour  and  achievement-of- 
arms  set  in  a  black  marble  slab,  formerly  a  small 
altar-slab,  cut  down,  but  with  two  consecration- 
crosses  at  the  lower  angles.  Chairs  :  In  chancel — 
two  with  elaborately  carved  high  backs  and  carved 
legs,  also  two  stools  of  same  workmanship,  possibly 
late  17th-century.  Door :  In  N.  doorway — 
modern,  but  having  one  ornamental  hinge  and 
scutcheon-plate  with  drop-handle,  probably  15th- 
century.  Font :  octagonal  bowl  with  moulded 
lower  edge,  plain  stem  and  base,  probably  15th- 
century.  Font-cover :  flat,  of  oak,  with  middle  post 
having  acorn  terminal  and  four  shaped  supports, 
probably  early  18th-century.  Floor-slab:  In 
chancel — to  Giles  Alin  or  Aleyn,  1677,  with  shield- 
of-arms.  Panelling :  In  tower — late  16th  and 
17th-century,  forming  partition  to  vestry.  Seating : 
In  N.   aisle — three  bench-ends  with  popey-heads 
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and  front  standards  or  buttresses  with  moulded 
caps,    strings   and   bases   and   remains   of   carved 
figures  on  tops,  15th-century. 
Condition — Good,  much  restored. 

Secular  : — 

*(2).  Almshouses,  four  tenements,  140  yards  W. 
of  the  church,  were  founded  by  Richard  Twedye 
in  the  second  half  of  the  16th  century.  The 
present  building  forms  a  long  rectangular  block 
of  red  brick  one  storey  high,  with  a  tiled  roof,  and 
is  of  late  17th-century  date.  It  has  two  original 
chimney-stacks  (Plate,  pp.  56-7). 

Condition- — Good . 

"(3).  Cottage,  400  yards  N.E.  of  the  church,  is 
of  one  storey  with  attics.  The  walls  are  of  plastered 
timber-framing  and  brick  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  probably  late  in  the  17th  century  on 
a  rectangular  plan  and  has  an  original  chimney- 
stack.  Inside  the  building  the  ceiling-beams  are 
exposed. 

Condition — Bad. 

b(4).  Cottage,  on  W.  side  of  the  road,  about 
|  m.  S.  of  the  church,  is  of  one  storey  with#attics. 
The  walls  are  of  timber-framing  partly  plastered 
and  partly  weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
It  was  built  in  the  17th  century  with  two  gabled 
dormers  on  the  E.  front  and  has  an  original 
chimney-stack  of  two  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the 
building  the  ceiling-beams  are  exposed. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

Unclassified : — 

6 (5).  Mound,  about  600  yards  S.S.W.  of  the 
church,  is  about  55  ft.  in  diameter  at  the  base  and 
from  2  ft.  to  3  ft.  high.  It  is  planted  with  trees 
of  considerable  age  and  is  not  surrounded  by  a 
ditch. 


91.  STOW  MARIES.   (E.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxii.  N.W.) 

Stow  Maries  is  a  parish  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Stour  and  6  m.  S.  of  Maldon. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  (Plate, 
pp.  xxxviii-ix)  stands  on  the  N.  side  of  the  parish. 
The  walls  are  of  rubble  and  brick  with  dressings  of 
limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled  and  lead-covered. 
The  Chancel  was  built  probably  in  the  14th  century. 
The  Nave  was  probably  rebuilt  in  the  15th  century. 
Early  in  the  16th  century  the  walls  of  the  nave 
were  heightened  in  brick.  The  Bell-turret  is  of 
uncertain  date.  The  church  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times,  when  the  North  Vestry  and  South 
Porch  were  added  and  part  of  the  S.  wall  of  the 
nave  rebuilt. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (24  ft. 
by  18|  ft.)  is  probably  of  14th-century  date,  but 
all  the  details  are  modern,  including  the  chancel- 
arch. 

The  Nave  (39£  ft.  by  18  ft.)  has  an  early  16th- 
century  crow-stepped  E.  gable  of  brick.  The  N. 
wall  has  a  brick  parapet  resting  on  a  trefoiled 
corbel-table  of  early  16th-century  date.  In  the 
N.  wall  is  a  15th-century  window,  partly  restored 
and  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with  vertical 
tracery  in  a  four-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label  and  stops  carved  with  angels  playing  musical 
instruments  ;  further  W.  is  the  15th-century  N. 
doorway,  with  moulded  jambs  and  a  reset  seg- 
mental-pointed  head  with  a  moulded  label  with 
head-stops  ;  at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is  the  rood- 
loft  staircase,  both  doorways  having  two-centred 
heads  of  the  15th  century.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a 
modern  window ;  further  W.  is  the  blocked  S. 
doorway.     In  the  W.  wall  is  a  modern  window. 

Fittings— Bell :  one  by  Miles  Graye,  1686. 
Brass  :  In  chancel — of  Mary  (Cammocke),  wife 
of  William  Browne,  1602,  figure  of  woman,  three 
sons  and  four  daughters  and  a  shield-of-arms. 
Font :  octagonal  stem  with  trefoil-headed  panels 
and  moulded  base,  15th-century.  Niche :  In 
nave — in  N.  wall,  with  cinquefoiled  head  and 
quatrefoiled  spandrels,  15th-century,  much  defaced. 
Piscinae  :  In  chancel — with  trefoiled  ogee  head  and 
septfoiled  drain,  14th-century.  In  nave — in  S. 
wall,  with  four-centred  head  and  square  drain, 
early  16th-century. 

Condition — Good 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Stow  Hall  (Plate,  p.  57),  200  yards  N.N.W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  probably  early 
in  the  17th  century,  and  has  a  large  modern 
addition  on  the  S.  side.  The  original  central 
chimney-stack  has  a  square  base  and  grouped 
shafts,  cruciform  on  plan.  Inside  the  building 
are  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good . 

Unclassified : — 

(3).  Mounds,  near  head  of  creek  and  within  the 
sea-wall,  about  1|  m.  S.W.  of  the  church.  Several 
large  mounds  of  irregular  shape  and  apparently 
of  tipped  material,  but  without  trace  of  red  earth. 
Possibly  connected  with  mediaeval  salt-workings. 

Condition — Good .

(O.S.  6  in.  Ixxviii.  N.E.) 

Sutton  is  a  small  parish  on  the  S.  bank  of  the 
Roach,  2  m.  N.  of  Southend-on-Sea.  The  church 
is  interesting. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  (Plate, 
p.  xxxii)  stands  about  the  middle  of  the  parish. 
The  walls  are  of  ragstone-rubble  with  dressings  of 
Reigate  and  Barnack-stone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled, 
and  the  bell-turret  is  boarded.  The  Chancel  and 
Nave  were  built  in  the  first  half  of  the  12th 
century ;  the  Bell-turret  was  built  in  the  15th 
century,  and  the  South  Porch  added  c.  1633. 

The  S.  doorway  is  a  good  example  of  13th- 
century  work  and  the  S.  porch  is  interesting  as  a 
dated  example. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (18|  ft. 
by  18£  ft.)  has  three  modern  lancet-windows  in 
the  E.  wall.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  window  all  modern 
externally,  but  with  12th-century  splays  ;  it  has 
been  lengthened.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window 
uniform  with  that  in  the  N.,  but  with  only  the  E. 
splay  of  the  12th  century  ;  further  W.  is  a  taller 
lancet-window,  mainly  old  externally  ;  at  the  E. 
end  of  the  wall  is  a  partly  restored  13th-century 
doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch ;  it  is  now  blocked.  The  12th-century 
chancel-arch  is  semi-circular  and  of  two  orders 
on  the  W.  face,  the  inner  plain  and  the  outer 
roll-moulded  ;  the  responds  have  each  a  flat 
half-round  attached  shaft  with  moulded  bases, 
modern  capitals  and  moulded  abaci  carried  round 
as  imposts. 

The  Nave  (38  ft.  by  22£  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows,  the  eastern  is  modern  and  the 
western  is  a  single  round-headed  light  of  the  12th- 
century,  restored  at  the  base  ;  below  and  to  the  W. 
of  it  is  the  12th-century  N.  doorway,  with  plain 
jambs  and  round  arch  and  a  heavy  oak  balk  as  a 
threshold  ;  it  is  disused  and  now  forms  a  cupboard. 
In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows  uniform  with  those 
in  the  N.  wall,  but  the  western  is  only  slightly 
restored  externally ;  the  early  13th-century  S. 
doorway  (Plate,  p.  121)  has  a  two-centred  arch  of 
three  moulded  orders  and  a  damaged  chamfered 
label  ;  the  moulded  jambs,  also  of  three  orders, 
have  each  one  attached  and  two  free  shafts  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  E.  jamb,  except 


two  of  the  bases,  and  the  middle  W.  shaft  are 
modern  ;  the  splays  have  attached  keeled  shafts 
with  moulded  capitals  and  partly  restored  on  the 
E.  side.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  all  modern 
except  the  splays  and  rear-arch,  which  are'possibly 
of  the  14th  century  ;  below  it  are  traces,  externally, 
of  a  former  doorway. 

The  Bell-turret,  at  the  W.  end  of  the  nave, 
stands  on  four  posts  with  curved  braces  and  curved 
framing  above  the  cross-beams,  all  of  the  15th 
century ;  there  are  also  four  inner  posts  added  at 
a  later  period,  probably  in  the  17th  century. 

The  South  Porch  is  of  timber,  and  has  a  round 
outer  archway  with  a  key-block  and  sunk  spandrels 
carved  with  the  date  1633  ;  the  mouldings  of  the 
W.  post  have  a  high  carved  stop.  The  side  walls 
have  each  a  square  opening,  now  blocked,  and 
having  three  free  and  two  half-balusters  all 
symmetrically  turned. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  the  15th  century, 
with  one  king-post  truss,  chamfered  main  timbers 
and  old  trussed-rafters  ;  the  square  king-post  has 
a  moulded  capital  and  base  and  four- way  struts. 
The  roof  of  the  nave  is  of  the  same  date  and 
character,  and  has  three  king-post  trusses  and  old 
flat  trussed-rafters. 

Fittings — Bell :  one,  inaccessible,  but  said  to 
be  by  John  Clifton,  1638.  Coffin-lid  :  In  church- 
yard— S.  of  church,  with  moulded  edge  and  semi- 
octagonal  lower  end,  Purbeck  marble,  13th- 
century.  Communion  Rails  :  with  turned  balus- 
ters and  heavy  top  rail,  late  17th-century,  probably 
brought  from  elsewhere  and  adapted  to  present 
position.  Communion  Table  :  with  heavy  turned 
legs  and  shaped  brackets,  c.  1660.  Doors :  In 
N.  doorway— disused,  of  overlapping  battens  with 
one  old  strap-hinge,  15th  or  16th-century.  In  S. 
doorway — with  old  inner  and  modern  outer 
battens.  Floor-slab  :  In  churchyard — S.  side,  to 
John  Staple,  1661.  Font:  square  bowl  with 
five  shallow  pointed  panels  on  each  side,  13th- 
century,  stem,  base  and  half  the  bowl  modern. 
Painting:  In  chancel — on  splays  of  12th-century 
windows,  remains  of  decoration  in  red  and  yellow 
bands.  Panelling  :  In  porch — with  partly  fluted 
and  partly  plain  frieze,  early  17th-century,  three 
carefully  cut  name's  on  W.  side — Charles  Hobson, 
1647,  Samuell  Purchas,  1647,  and  .  .  .  .  ard 
Britridge  (16)47.  Plate  :  includes  a  cup  of  1601 
with  baluster  stem.  Seating  :  In  chancel  and  W. 
tower — several  plain  benches  of  the  16th  century, 
considerably  repaired.  Also  others  with  shaped 
standards  of  late  17th-century  date. 

Condition — Good . 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Sutton  Hall,  140  yards  E.  of  the  church,  is 
of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The  walls  are  of  brick 
and  timber-framing  partly  plastered  and  partly 
weather-boarded  ;     the    roofs   are    tiled.     It   was 
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built  in  the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan 
with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.  and  W. 
and  has  17th-century  and  modern  additions  in 
the  angle.  The  walls  were  largely  refaced  with 
brick  in  the  18th  century,  and  modern  alterations 
include  the  removal  of  a  staircase  which  projected 
at  the  S.  end  of  the  E.  front.  The  chimney- 
stacks  are  rectangular,  but  have  been  partly  rebuilt, 
and  there  is  a  small  gable  on  the  S.  end  of  the  E. 
front  with  moulded  barge-boards.  Inside  the 
building  some  of  the  rooms  have  exposed  ceiling- 
beams,  and  in  one  room  on  the  ground-floor  is 
some  17th-century  panelling.  There  is  similar 
panelling  on  the  first  floor  and  a  door  with  '  cocks- 
head '  hinges.  The  roof  over  the  middle  part 
of  the  front  block  is  original  and  has  cambered 
tie-beams  with  curved  struts  supporting  the  purlins, 
but  the  other  roofs  are  for  the  most  part  modern, 
though  incorporating  some  old  timbers. 
Condition — Good,  much  altered. 

(3).  The  Rectory,  on  E.  side  of  the  road,  350 
yards  S.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  is  a 
small  early  17th-century  building,  L-shaped  on 
plan,  with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  S. 
and  E.,  and  has  modern  extensions  on  the  N.,  E. 
and  S.  In  the  E.  wall  of  the  S.  wing  of  the  original 
building  is  a  partly  blocked  window  of  three 
lights.  There  is  one  original  chimney-stack. 
Inside  the  building  two  of  the  main  ceiling-beams 
of  the  ground-floor  are  exposed  but  the  others 
are  cased. 

Condi  tion — Good . 

(4).  Temple  Farm,  now  two  tenements,  on  S. 
border  of  the  parish,  1,000  yards  S.S.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  is  a  rectangular 
building  of  early  17th-century  date,  much  altered 
externally.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the  ceiling- 
beams  are  exposed,  and  parts  of  the  timber- 
construction  are  visible  on  the  first  floor. 

Condi  tion — Good . 


century.  The  South  Porch  was  added  in  the 
18th  century.  The  church  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times,  when  the  chancel  was  largely 
rebuilt  and  the  Organ  Chamber  added. 

The  arcades  of  the  nave  have  interesting  early 
13th-century  foliage. 


93.    THUNDERSLEY.    (E.c.) 

(OS.  6  in.  lxix.  S.E.) 

Thundersley  is  a  parish  about  6  m.  W.N.W.  of 
Southend-on-Sea.  The  church  is  the  principal 
monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Peter  stands  near 
the  middle  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are  of  ragstone- 
rubble  with  some  flint,  Roman  brick,  pudding- 
stone,  etc.  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  The  Chancel  is  of  uncertain  date. 
The  Nave,  with  North  and  South  Aisles,  was  built 
c.   1200.     The  Bell-turret  was  added  in  the    15th 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (19£  ft. 
by  15  ft.)  has  modern  E.  and  N.  windows.  In 
the  S.  wall  is  a  round-headed  doorway  and  a 
square-headed  single-light  window,  all  covered 
with  cement  but  probably  old .  There  is  no  chancel- 
arch. 

The  Nave  (35  ft.  by  14  ft.)  is  of  early  13th-century 
date,  and  has  N.  and  S.  arcades  of  three  bays 
with  two-centred  arches  of  two  hollow-chamfered 
orders  ;  the  columns  and  responds  are  alternately 
round  and  octagonal,  with  moulded  capitals  (Plate, 
p.  161)  carved  with  conventional  foliage  of  various 
designs  and  moulded  bases.  The  15th-century 
W.  window  is  of  three  cinquefoiled  lights  with 
vertical  tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a 
moulded  label ;  below  it  is  a  15th-century  doorway 
with  chamfered  jambs  and  three-centred  arch  and 
now  blocked.  The  bell-turret  at  the  W.  end  of  the 
nave  is  of  the  15th  century,  and  stands  on  four 
oak  posts  with  braced  cross-beams  and  added 
uprights. 

The  North  Aisle  (6|  ft.  wide)  has  three  modern 
windows.  The  14th-century  N.  doorway  has 
chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred  arch. 

The  South  Aisle  (6£  ft.  wide)  has  a  modern  E. 
window.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  15th-century 
windows,  partly  restored,  and  each  of  two  tref oiled 
lights  in  a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ; 
between  is  a  doorway  entirely  covered  with  modern 
cement. 

The  South  Porch  is  modern,  but  incorporates 
some  old  timbers. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  of  the  15th  century 
and  of  the  braced  collar-beam  type  with  two 
king-post  trusses  ;  the  soffit  of  the  E.  tie-beam  is 
grooved  for  a  former  boarded  tympanum.  The 
roof  is  continued  down  over  the  aisles. 

Fittings— .Be//s :  two,  inaccessible,  but  said 
to  be  1st  uninscribed  ;  2nd  by  Robert  Mot,  1588. 
Font :  octagonal  bowl  with  quatrefoiled  panels 
enclosing  square  flowers,  of  doubtful  antiquity. 
Funeral-helm,  etc.  In  nave — on  S.  wall,  helm, 
16th  or  early  17th-century,  and  sword,  later. 
Glass  :    In  S.  aisle — in  S.E.  window,  two  quarries 
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with  conventional  ornament  and  fragments  of 
tabernacle  work,  foliage,  etc.,  15th-century.  Plate  : 
includes  cup  with  bond  of  engraved  ornament  and 
cover-paten  of  1569.  Miscellanea  :  In  N.  aisle — 
moulded  bracket  or  corbel,  13th-century,  and 
another  fragment  not  in  situ. 
Condition — Good. 

Secular  :— 

Monuments  (2  and  3). 

The  following  monuments  are  of  two  storeys 
and  of  the  17th  century.  Both  have  exposed 
ceiling-beams  and  tiled  roofs. 

Condition — Good. 

(2).  House,  now  three  tenements,  at  junction 
of  roads  nearly  \  m.  E.  of  the  church,  is  of 
weather-boarded  timber-framing.  It  is  of  the 
central -chimney  type  with  modern  extensions  ;  the 
chimney-stack  is  original. 

(3).  Great  Wybums,  house,  If  m.  E.  of  the  church, 
is  of  plastered  timber-framing.  It  was  built  on 
an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending  towards 
the  N.  and  W.,  but  has  been  much  altered  and 
added  to.

94.    TILLINGHAM.    (G.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlv.  S.E.  Wlxiii.  N.E.) 

Tillingham  is  a  parish  and  village  6  m  N.N.E. 
of  Burnham-on-Crouch. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

"(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Nicholas  (Plate, 
p.  xxxii)  stands  in  the  village.  The  walls  are  of 
septaria  and  flint-rubble  with  limestone  dressings  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  in  the 
12th  century.  Early  in  the  13th  century  the 
Chancel  was  rebuilt  and  lengthened.  In  the  14th 
century  the  chancel-arch  was  rebuilt,  a  S.  aisle 
built  and  the  West  Tower  added.  The  church 
was  restored  in  the  19th  century,  when  the 
South  Aisle  was  rebuilt  and  the  S.  arcade  opened 
out  and  possibly  reconstructed  and  the  South 
Porch  and  North  Vestry  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (43£  ft. 
by  17  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  three  13th-century 


lancet-windows,  all  modern  externally.  In  the  N. 
wall  are  three  similar  lancet-windows,  the  two 
eastern  modern  externally  and  the.  westernmost 
with  a  scgmental-pointed  rear-arch  ;  there  is  also 
a  modern  opening  to  the  Vestry.  In  the  S.  wall 
are  three  13th-century  lancet-windows  ;  between 
the  two  western  is  a  blocked  doorway  of  the  13th 
century  with  a  segmental  rear-arch  and  not  visible 
externally.  The  14th-century  chancel-arch  is  two- 
centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  responds 
have  attached  semi-octagonal  shafts  with  moulded 
capitals. 

The  Nave  (52£  ft.  by  21  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  windows  all  modern  except  for  the  splays  and 
rear-arches ;  between  them  is  the  early  12th- 
century  N.  doorway,  of  one  plain  order  and  a 
segmental  head  supporting  a  diapered  tympanum 
enclosed  by  a  round  arch.  The  mid  14th-century 
S.  arcade  is  of  four  bays  with  two-centred  arches 
of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the  octagonal  columns 
have  moulded  capitals  and  bases,  and  the  responds 
have  attached  half-columns,  considerably  restored. 

The  West  Tower  (12  ft.  by  11  ft.)  is  of  the  14th 
century  and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet  and  a  S.E.  stair-turret  rising  above  it. 
The  two-centred  tower-arch  is  of  three  chamfered 
orders,  of  which  the  inner  is  continued  down  the 
responds.  The  W.  window  is  of  two  trefoiled 
lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head  with 
a  moulded  label  and  head-stops  ;  the  W.  doorway 
has  double  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  arch.  The  second  stage  has  in  the  N.,  S. 
and  W.  walls  a  modern  window.  The  bell-chamber 
has  a  modern  window  in  each  wall. 

Fittings — Bells:  six;  2nd  by  William  Culverden, 
c.  1500  and  inscribed  "  Sancte  Luca  "  ;  3rd  by 
Henry  Jordan,  mid  15th-century  and  inscribed 
"  Johannes  Est  Nomen  Eius "  ;  4th  by  John 
Darbie,  1684 ;  5th  by  Henry  Pleasant,  1707. 
Brasses  :  In  chancel — on  S.  wall,  (1)  of  Edward 
Wiot,  1584,  kneeling  figure  in  cloak  and  trunk- 
hose,  with  shield-of-arms.  In  S.  aisle — (2)  to 
John  Wakeman,  1584,  inscription  only.  Chairs  : 
In  chancel — two,  with  carved  backs  and  legs, 
early  18th-century.  Doors  :  In  turret-staircase  to 
tower,  two,  of  overlapping  battens  with  strap- 
hinges,  15th-century.  Font :  square  bowl  with 
conventional  foliage  in  relief,  late  12th-century. 
Monument  :  In  churchyard — S.  side,  to  Charles 
Cockett,  1714,  table-tomb,  with  shield-of-arms. 
Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  moulded  jambs  and 
two-centred  head,  moulded  bases  to  jambs  and 
octof oiled  drain,  chamfered  shelf,  13th-century. 
Plate :  includes  large  cup  dated  1616.  Sedilia  :  W. 
of  piscina,  of  three  bays  with  two -centred 
arches,  middle  bays  on  shouldered  corbels,  13th- 
century.  Miscellanea  :  Built  into  walls  of  S.  aisle, 
various  architectural  fragments,  12th-century  and 
later. 

Condition — Good . 
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Secular  : — 

Monuments  (2-7). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys  and  timber  -  framed  and  plastered  or 
weather-boarded ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of 
the  buildings  have  original  chimney-stacks  and 
exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good,  unless  otherwise 
noted. 

°(2).  Stowe's  Farm,  house,  600  yards  W.S.W.  of 
the  church,  was  built  in  the  16th  century,  and  has 
a  modern  addition  on  the  N.  side.  The  upper 
storey  projects  at  the  E.  end  of  the  original  block. 

°(3).  West  Hyde,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  1 J ■  m.  W. 
of  the  church,  has  an  original  central  chimney- 
stack  with  three  grouped  diagonal  shafts.  Inside 
the  building  is  an  early  18th-century  fireplace 
with  a  heavy  moulded  architrave. 

6(4).  Reddings,  house  (Plate,  p.  xxxv),  1,500  yards 
S.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  probably  early  in 
the  16th  century,  with  cross-wings  at  the  E.  and 
W.  ends.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  both  ends 
of  the  E.  wing.  On  the  N.  side  is  a  chimney-stack 
with  one  diagonal  shaft.  Inside  the  building  is 
some  exposed  timber- framing  and  a  door  of  16th- 
century  panelling. 

4(5).  Hill  House,  500  yards  W.  of  (4),  was  built 
probably  in  the  16th  century,  and  has  a  cross-wing 
at  the  W.  end.  One  chimney-stack  has  two 
17th-century  diagonal  shafts. 

"(6).  Bridgemans,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  nearly 
1|  m.  E.S.E.  of  the  church,  has  a  cross-wing  at 
the  E.  end.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  the  S. 
end  of  the  cross-wing. 

Condi  ti  on — Poor . 

fc(7).  Midlands,  house,  1,500  yards  S.S.E.  of 
the  church,  was  built  probably  in  the  16th-century, 
and  has  two  original  chimney-stacks,  both  with 
grouped  diagonal  shafts.  There  are  large  modern 
additions. 

Unclassified : — 

6(8).  Red  Hill,  E.  of  Jerry's  Farm,  about  l|m. 
S  E.  of  the  church.     Now  levelled. 


95.  UPMINSTER.    (B.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Mlxvii.  S.W.  <*>lxxv.  N.W.  Wlxxv.  S.W.) 

Upminster  is  a  parish  and  village  about  2\  m. 
S.E.  of  Romford.  The  principal  monuments  are 
the  church,  Upminster  Hall  and  Great  Tomkyns. 

Ecclesiastical  :— 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Laurence  stands 
in  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  mixed  rubble 
with  limestone  dressings  ;  the  roofs  are  covered 
with  lead  and  slates.     The  West  Tower  is  of  c.  1200  ; 


the  bell-chamber  is  probably  of  rather  later  date. 
The  N.  arcade  of  the  Nave  is  of  early  14th-century 
date.  A  N.  chapel  was  added  in  the  15th  century. 
The  church  was  much  altered  in  1771,  and  again 
in  1862,  when  the  Chancel,  North  Chapel,  North 
Aisle  and  South  Porch  were  practically  rebuilt, 
except  perhaps  the  core  of  some  of  the  walls  ; 
at  the  same  time  the  S.  wall  of  the  nave  was 
refaced  or  rebuilt. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (26  ft. 
by  16  ft.)  and  North  Chapel  (22±  ft.  by  19  ft.)  have 
no  ancient  features. 

The  Nave  (36|  ft.  by  18 J  ft.)  has  a  14th-century 
N.  arcade  of  three  bays  with  two-centred  arches 
of  two  chamfered  orders ;  the  columns  are  of 
quatrefoil  plan  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ; 
the  W.  respond  has  an  attached  half-column ; 
the  E.  respond  is  modern  and  the  easternmost 
arch  has  been  widened.  The  other  details  of  the 
nave  are  modern. 

The  North  Aisle  (17|  ft.  wide)  has  no  ancient 
features. 

The  West  Toiver  (19i  ft.  by  15J  ft.)  is  of  three 
stages,  with  clasping  buttresses  to  the  ground- 
stage  and  a  pyramidal  roof  surmounted  by  a  small 
timber  lantern  and  spire  (Plate,  pp.  xxxii-iii).  The 
two  lower  stages  are  of  early  13th-century  date, 
and  the  top  stage  was  added  rather  later.  The 
two  -  centred  tower  -  arch  is  of  two  chamfered 
orders  with  chamfered  imposts  and  bases  to  the 
responds.  The  N.  and  S.  walls  have  each  a 
single  light  lancet-window,  that  on  the  N.  being 
blocked  and  having  below  it  a  modern  door- 
way ;  E.  of  this  is  an  original  doorway,  to  the 
stair-turret,  with  a  round  head.  In  the  W.  wall 
is  a  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  with  tracery 
in  a  two-centred  head,  all  modern  externally. 
The  floor  of  the  stage  above  is  supported  on  a 
heavy  beam  resting  on  two  chamfered  posts  with 
moulded  bases  and  other  oak  framework,  all  of 
the  15th  century.  The  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  of 
the  second  stage  have  each  a  lancet-window, 
restored  externally.  The  bell-chamber  has  in 
each  wall  a  window  of  two  lights,  all  modern 
externally,  but  with  old  splays  and  rear- arch  and 
a  semi-circular  relieving-arch  on  the  external  face. 
All  these  windows  have  relieving-arches.

four  enamel-painted  quarries  of  the  17th  century, 
made  up  with  modern  glass.  Monuments  and 
Floor-slabs.  Monuments  :  In  N.  aisle — on  N.  wall, 
(1)  to  Elizabeth  (Goodlad),  wife  of  Thomas  Dugdale, 
1701,  also  to  an  infant  daughter,  1701,  and  to 
Mary,  1674,  William,  1678,  and  Abraham  Goodlad, 
1685,  white  marble  tablet  with  shield-of-arms.  In 
churchyard — E.  of  church,  (2)  to  Joseph  Bryan, 
1695,  head-stone  ;  (3)  to  Mrs.  Ann  Collentt,  1710, 
head-stone.  Plate :  includes  17th-century  cup, 
probably  of  1608,  an  alms-dish  of  1686  and 
a  stand-paten  of  1704.  Screen  :  In  W.  arch  of  N. 
chapel — incorporates  some  fragments  of  late  15th 
or  early  16th-century  tracery.  Stall  front  or  desk  : 
with  shaped  end  and  moulded  rail  and  book-rest, 
one  standard  with  remains  of  popey-head  and 
carved  and  panelled  front  edge,  other  standard  not 
rising  above  desk,  early  16th-century. 
Condition — Good,  mostly  rebuilt. 


Secular  : — 

*(2).  Homestead  Moat  at  New  Place,  550  yards 
E.  of  the  church. 

4(3).  Upminster  Hall,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v) 
and  moat,  1,500  yards  N.N.E.  of  the  church. 
The  house  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics  ;  the 
walls  are  of  plastered  timber-framing  and  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  second  half 
of  the  16th  century  with  a  Hall  and  projecting 
cross-wings  on  the  N.  and  S.,  a  N.W.  block  was 
added  in  the  18th  century  ;  further  extensions 
have  since  been  made,  the  external  walls  refaced 
and  the  interior  much  altered.  On  the  W. 
front  the  first  floor  of  the  wings  and  porch 
at  the  S.  end  of  the  Hall  projects  ;  the  bres- 
summer  of  the  S.  wing  is  moulded,  and  the 
porch  gable  has  carved  barge-boards  and  a  carved 
and  moulded  pendant.  The  porch  is  entered 
through  a  four-centred  arch,  now  cased  in  modern 
woodwork.  On  the  E.  front  the  projecting  upper 
storey  to  the  original  N.  wing  has  been  partly 
underbuilt.  The  Hall  chimney-stack  has  diagonal 
shafts  on  a  rectangular  base  with  a  moulded 
capping,  the  N.W.  stack  has  two  similar  shafts. 

Inside  the  house  some  of  the  timber-framing  is 
exposed,  and  in  the  Hall  are  some  moulded  beams. 
The  roof  of  the  N.  wing  has  a  queen-post  truss 
with  curved  wind-braces  to  the  side  purlins,  and 
in  that  over  the  Hall  are  some  cambered  tie- 
beams. 

The  Moat  is  fragmentary. 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

a(4).  Great  Tomkyns,  house  (Plate,  p.  xxxiv) 
and  barn,  about  2  m.  N.N.E.  of  the  church. 
The  House  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in 
the  15th  century  on  a  rough  half  H-shaped  plan 
with  the  wings  projecting  to  the  N.  Modern 
alterations  include  an  addition  between  the  wings, 
an  extension  of  the  W.  wing  and  the  gallery 
rebuilt  at  the  E.  end  of  the  Hall.  Except  on 
the  N.  front  the  timber-framing  is  exposed. 

On  the  5.  Elevation  the  upper  storey  of  the  cross- 
wings  projects.  There  is  an  original  window  of 
four  lights  with  flat  mullions  on  the  W.  side  of 
the  entrance  doorway,  and  in  the  E.  wall  is  a  similar 
window  of  two  lights.  An  original  first-floor 
window  at  the  S.  end  of  the  W.  front  is  of  five 
lights  with  moulded  frame,  transom  and  mullions. 

Interior — The  Hall  is  open  to  the  roof,  and  has 
in  the  E.  wall  (Plate,  p.  65)  two  doorways  with 
moulded  frames,  one  of  which  retains  its  original 
four  -  centred  arch,  the  timber  -  framing  in  the 
walls  of  the  ground-floor  rooms  and  in  some  of 
those  on  the  first  floor  is  exposed  ;  some  of  the 
rooms  have  exposed  ceiling-beams.  Over  the  E. 
wing  the  roof  is  in  four  bays  and  has  two  cambered 
tie-beams  with  curved  braces  ;    all  of  unusually 
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heavy  timbers.  The  tie-beams  of  the  roof  over 
the  W.  wing  have  shaped  wall-posts  supporting 
them  and  curved  braces  which  form  flat  two-centred 
arches. 

The  Barn,  S.  of  the  house,  is  of  17th-century 
date,  and  is  built  of  weather-boarded  timber- 
framing  and  has  a  thatched  roof.  The  roof  is  in 
three  bays  with  braced  ties  and  purlins  (Plate, 
p.  xli). 

Condition — Of  house,  good. 

Monuments  (5-12). 

The  following  buildings,  unless  otherwise  de- 
scribed are  of  the  17th  century,  and  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  covered  with  plaster  ;  the 
roofs  are  tiled  or  thatched.  Many  of  the  buildings 
have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  original  chimney- 
stacks. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

6 (5).  High  House,  100  yards  S.E.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  was  built  late  in 
the  16th  century  on  a  rectangular  plan  and  has 
large  modern  additions  at  the  back  and  sides. 
The  W.  front  has  a  projecting  porch  of  three  storeys, 
carried  on  four  columns  having  moulded  capitals 
and  modern  cased  bases,  and  has  a  modillioned 
pediment  and  cornice.  At  the  eaves-level  of  the 
main  building  is  a  modillioned  cornice  which 
stops  against  the  projecting  porch,  and  above  it 
the  wall  is  carried  up  in  three  pointed  gables.  The 
central  chimney-stack  is  original  and  has  small 
V-shaped  projections  at  the  sides. 

fc(6).  Hoppy  Hall,  house,  about  400  yards  S.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  Inside 
the  building  are  some  fragments  of  early  17th- 
century  panelling  and  two  battened  and  one 
panelled  door  of  the  same  period. 

b(7).  Park  Corner  Farm,  house,  about  1  m.  S.W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  It  was 
built  in  the  16th  century  ;  the  house  has  since 
been  extended  on  the  N.  and  W.,  probably  in  the 
18th  century.  The  two  17th-century  chimney- 
stacks  have  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building 
the  roof  is  of  collar-beam  construction  with  curved 
wind-braces  to  the  purlins. 

c(8).  High  House,  at  Corbet's  Tye,  now  two  tene- 
ments, nearly  1  m.  S.  by  E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two 
storeys  with  attics.  The  original  building  has  been 
considerably  added  to  and  altered.  The  central 
chimney-stack  is  original  and  has  four  diagonal 
shafts.  In  one  of  the  ground-floor  rooms  is  an 
elaborate  mantelpiece  of  c.  1700.  On  either  side 
of  the  fireplace  two  turned  balusters  support  a 
frieze  carved  with  cherubs'  heads,  dolphins,  and 
figures  ;  the  overmantel  is  divided  into  three  bays 
by  twisted  Corinthian  columns  ;  in  the  centre  of 
each  bay  is  a  shaped  panel,  carved  with  a  cherub's 
head. 


'(9).  Cottage,  60  yards  S.W.  of  (8).  The  walls 
are  partly  weather-boarded .  The  ori  ginal  chi mney- 
stack  has  three  diagonal  shafts. 

c(10).  House,  now  three  tenements,  150  yards 
E.  of  (8).  The  middle  block  is  possibly  of  15th- 
century  date,  but  the  rest  of  the  building  is  of  the 
18th-century.  The  N.  front  has  a  projecting  upper 
storey  supported  by  heavy  carved  brackets. 

c(ll).  Great  Sunnings,  house,  300  yards  S.S.E.  of 
(10),  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The  W.  end  has 
a  projecting  upper  storey  carried  on  a  moulded 
bressummer.  The  original  central  chimney-stack 
has  six  diagonal  shafts  on  a  square  base.  Inside 
the  building,  one  room  on  the  ground  and  three  on 
the  first  floor  are  panelled  in  oak  and  have  carved 
mantelpieces  of  c.  1600. 

c(12).  Cottage  at  Chafford  Heath,  about  §  m.  S. 
of  (10). 


96.  VANGE.    (D.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxvi.  N.E.) 

Vange  is  a  small  parish  on  the  N.  bank  of  the 
Thames  estuary,  8  m.  N.E.  of  Grays  Thurrock. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

(1).  Parish  Church  of  All  Saints  stands 
towards  the  S.W.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls 
are  of  ragstone-rubble  with  some  septaria  and 
flint  ;  the  dressings  are  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  The  Nave  was  built  in  the  12th  century 
or  earlier.  Late  in  the  14th  or  early  in  the  15th 
century  the  W.  wall  of  the  nave  was  rebuilt  and 
the  N.  and  S.  walls  partly  rebuilt  ;  the  side  walls 
of  the  Chancel  are  perhaps  of  the  same  date.  In 
the  18th  century  the  E.  wall  of  the  chancel  was 
rebuilt.  The  church  has  been  restored  in  modern 
times,  when  the  South  Porch  was  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (18  ft. 
by  16  ft.)  has  an  18th-century  E.  wall  with  bands 
of  brick  alternating  with  stone.  The  E.  window 
is  modern,  but  is  set  in  an  18th-century  opening. 
In  the  S.  wall  is  a  modern  window.  The  late 
11th  or  early  12th-century  chancel-arch  is  semi- 
circular and  plain. 

The  Nave  (39 J  ft.  by  21$  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
a  15th-century  window  of  two  trefoiled  lights  in 
a  square  head  with  a  moulded  label  ;  further  W. 
is  the  early  14th-century  N.  doorway,  with  cham- 
fered jambs  and  two-centred  head  ;    the  doorway 
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is  now  blocked.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window  similar 
to  that  in  the  N.  wall,  and  further  W.  is  the  S. 
doorway  of  c.  1400,  with  moulded  jambs  and  two- 
centred  head  ;  at  the  E.  end  of  the  wall  is  the  late 
15th-century  rood-loft  staircase,  with  a  pointed 
lower  doorway  and  a  square-headed  upper  one  ; 
immediately  W.  of  the  staircase  is  a  blocked  single- 
light  window,  probably  of  the  12th  century.  In 
the  W.  wall  is  a  14th  or  15th-century  window 
with  a  two-centred  head  and  moulded  label ;  the 
mullion  and  tracery  have  been  removed. 

The  Roof  of  the  nave  is  of  the  15th  century, 
and  has  moulded  and  embattled  wall-plates  and 
three  king-post  trusses ;  one  king-post  has  a 
moulded  capital  and  base.  The  bell-turret  was 
apparently  rebuilt  in  1816. 

Fittings — Communion  Rails  :  incorporate  some 
17th-century  work,  including  four  uprights  with 
shaped  tops.  Font  (Plate,  pp.  xlii-iii)  :  plain  square 
bowl  with  rough  zig-zag  lines  on  E.  face  and  carved 
foliage  in  spandrels  of  top  surface,  cylindrical  stem 
and  defaced  base  for  four  angle  shafts,  12th- 
century,  shafts  modern.  Glass  :  In  E.  window,  two 
small  panels,  one  showing  a  crucifix  in  a  churchyard, 
Flemish  or  German,  late  16th-century,  and  one,  also 
foreign,  showing  a  man  preaching  in  a  church, 
17th-century,  also  a  shield-of-arms  of  Denmark 
impaling  the  royal  arms  of  Queen  Anne  before 
the  union.  Monuments  :  In  chancel — on  N.  wall 
(1)  to  George  Maule,  1667,  pastor  of  the  church, 
alabaster  and  black  marble  tablet  with  moulded 
frame  and  achievement-of-arms ;  (2)  to  Mary 
(Champneis),  wife  of  George  Maule,  1659,  and 
Charles,  their  only  child,  marble  tablet  with 
strap  work  frame  and  achievement  -  of  -  arms. 
Plate :  includes  a  repaired  cup  of  1568  with 
band  of  engraved  ornament,  lid  probably  of  the 
17th  century,  and  stand-paten  also  of  the  17th 
century.  Royal  Arms :  On  front  of  modern  gallery 
— of  William  III,  dated  1689,  painted  on  wood. 

Condition — Good . 

Secular  : — 

(2).  Hill  Farm,  house,  1,050  yards  N.N.E.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
weather-boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was 
built  probably  in  the  17th  century  and  has  small 
modern  additions. 

Condition — Good. 

(3).  Merricks,  house  and  barn,  nearly  £  m. 
E.N.E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  two  storeys 
and  of  brick  and  timber-framing  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  It  was  built  probably  in  the  16th  century 
with  a  W.  cross-wing,  but  has  been  considerably 
altered  and  added  to  and  partly  refaced  with 
brick.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the  timber- 
framing,  ceiling-beams  and  roof-timbers  are 
exposed. 


The  Bam  (Plate,  p.  xli)  stands  to  the  N.W.  of 
the  house,  and  is  of  late  16th  or  early  17th-century 
date.  It  is  of  weather-boarded  timber-framing 
with  a  thatched  roof,  and  has  on  the  E.  side  a 
porch  with  a  projecting  gable  supported  by  straight 
braces.  Internally  the  roof  is  divided  into  five  bays 
by  queen-post  trusses. 

Condition — Of  house  good  (barn  now  fallen  down) .

97.  WENNINGTON.     (A.d.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxxii.  N.E.  Wlxxxiii.  N.W.) 

Wennington  is  a  small  parish  6£  m.  E.S.E.  of 
Barking.     The  church  is  the  principal  monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

b(l).  Parish  Church  of  SS.  Mary  and  Peter 
stands  in  the  N.  part  of  the  parish.  The  walls  are 
of  mixed  rubble,  mostly  ragstone  ;  the  dressings 
are  of  limestone ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  There  is  a 
reset  doorway  of  the  12th  century,  but  the  earliest 
detail  in  situ  is  of  the  first  half  of  the  13th  century, 
when  the  Chancel,  Nave  and  a  S.  aisle  were  built. 
The  North  Aisle  was  added  early  in  the  14th  cen- 
tury, and  the  West  Tower  late  in  the  same  century. 
The  S.  aisle  was  destroyed  at  some  uncertain  date 
and  its  arcade  walled  up.  The  church  was  restored 
in  the  19th  century,  when  the  South  Aisle  was 
rebuilt,  the  S.  arcade  opened  out,  and  the  Organ 
Chamber  and  North  Porch  added. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (21  \  ft. 
by  14  ft.)  has  an  E.  window,  all  modern  except  the 
splays  and  rear-arch,  which  are  possibly  of  early 
14th-century  date.  In  the  N.  wall  is  an  early 
13th-century  window  of  one  light  and  modern 
externally.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window  of  a  single 
light  and  modern  except  for  the  13th  or  early  14th- 
century  splays  and  rear-arch  ;  further  W.  is  a 
modern  arch.  The  15th-century  chancel-arch  is 
four-centred  and  of  two  moulded  orders ;  the 
outer  order  is  continuous,  the  inner  carried  on 
attached  shafts  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 

The  Organ  Chamber  is  modern,  but  reset  in  the 
E.  wall  are  the  head  and  imposts  of  a  12th-century 
doorway  ;    the  head  is  round  and    has  diapered 
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ornament,  and  the  imposts  are  chamfered  ;  reset 
in  the  same  wall  are  the  sill  of  a  window  and  a 
15th-century  stone  shield  with  the  crossed  keys  of 
St.  Peter. 

The  Nave  (35  ft.  by  18  ft.)  has  an  early  14th- 
century  N.  arcade  of  two  bays  with  two-centred 
arches  of  two  chamfered  orders,  carried  on  an 
octagonal  pier  and  semi-octagonal  responds  with 
moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  bases  to  the 
responds  are  modern,  and  that  to  the  pier  has 
been  mostly  restored.  The  S.  arcade  is  of  mid 
13th-century  date  and  of  two  bays  with  two- 
centred  arches  of  two  chamfered  orders ;  the 
middle  column  is  circular,  the  responds  semi- 
octagonal,  all  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases, 
but  the  capital  to  the  W.  respond  is  modern.  In 
the  W.  wall,  now  opening  into  the  W.  tower,  is  an 
early  13th-century  lancet-window  rebated  on  the 
outside  for  a  shutter.  Below  it  is  a  late  14th- 
century  doorway  from  the  tower  with  moulded 
jambs  and  four-centred  head. 

The  North  Aisle  (\\\  ft.  wide)  has  three  windows, 
all  completely  rebuilt,  and  a  N.  doorway  all 
modern  except  the  inner  splays  and  rear-arch. 

The  West  Tower  (12  ft.  square)  is  of  late  14th- 
century  date  and  of  three  stages  with  an  embattled 
parapet.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  late  15th  or  early 
16th-century  doorway  with  rebated  and  hollow- 
chamfered  jambs  and  four-centred  arch.  The 
W.  window  is  of  one  trefoiled  light.  The  second 
stage  has  in  the  N.,  S.  and  W.  walls  a  window  of 
one  square-headed  light.  The  bell-chamber  has 
in  each  wall  a  window  similar  to  the  W.  window. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  the  14th  or 
15th  century,  with  a  central  king-post  truss  and 
chamfered  wall-plates.  The  roof  of  the  nave  is  in 
three  bays  with  chamfered  wall-plates  and  king-post 
trusses  with  cambered  tie-beams,  two-way  struts 
to  the  king-posts  and  central  purlin. 

Fittings — Bells  :  one  by  Anthony  Bartlet,  1662  ; 
bell-frame,  17th-century.  Brass  Indents  :  In 
S.  aisle — (1)  tapering  slab  with  marginal  inscrip- 
tion in  single  capitals,  to  THOMAS  ATTNOK 
(or  Atenok),  much  defaced,  early  14th-century. 
Under  altar-table — (2)  of  woman,  two  shields 
and  inscription-plate  over.  Chairs  :  In  chancel 
— two  with  carved  backs,  turned  legs  and  rails, 
late  17th-century.  Chest  (Plate,  p.  xliii)  :  In 
N.  aisle — of  hutch-type  with  broad  stiles  ter- 
minating at  base  in  feet  of  roughly  ogee  shape  ; 
side  rails  to  lid  chamfered  with  original  slots 
for  pin-hinges,  now  replaced  by  two  wrought-iron 
strap-hinges,  13th-century,  part  of  lid  later. 
Doors  :  In  N.  doorway — divided  into  panels  by 
moulded  fillets,  with  strap-hinges,  early  16th- 
century.  In  tower — in  E.  doorway,  of  over- 
lapping battens,  with  strap-hinges,  16th-century. 
Font  :  octagonal  bowl  of  Purbeck  marble,  plain 
octagonal  stem  and  hollow  chamfered  base,  13th- 
century.      Font-cover     (Plate,   p.    104) :    of    oak, 


octagonal,  with  moulded  edge  and  strap-work 
cresting,  middle  post  with  curved  supports, 
first  half  of  the  17th  century.  Hour-glass  stand 
(Plate,  p.  104) :  In  nave — on  N.E.  respond,  of 
wrought-iron  with  ornamental  foliations,  17th- 
century.  Monument :  In  N.  aisle — on  S.  wall,  of 
Henry  Bust,  parson  of  the  parish,  1624,  Margaret 
(Bardolphe),  his  wife,  and  Henry,  their  son,  1625, 
alabaster  tablet  with  kneeling  figure  of  man  at 
prayer-desk  and  son,  one  shield -of -arms.  Piscinae  : 
In  chancel — with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
head,  semi-circular  drain,  13th-century.  In  N. 
aisle — in  S.  wall,  with  trefoiled  ogee  head,  broken 
drain,  14th-century.  Pulpit  (Plate,  p.  4):  of 
oak,  hexagonal,  with  arabesque  pilasters  at  angles 
and  arabesque  arched  panel  with  jewel  impost 
and  base  blocks  in  each  face,  and  panel  with 
similar  carving  above  and  below,  early  17th- 
century.  Seating  :  In  N.  aisle — bench  with  carved 
popey-heads.  In  tower — one  bench-end  and  two 
desk-ends  with  variously  carved  popey-heads, 
15th  or  early  16th-century.  Staircase  :  In  two 
upper  stages  of  tower — of  oak  with  solid  treads, 
probably  15th-century. 
Condition — Good . 

Secular  : — 

"(2).  House,  460  yards  W.N.W.  of  the  church, 
is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  thatched.  It  was  built 
probably  early  in  the  17th  century,  and  has  an 
18th-century  extension  on  the  W.  Inside  the 
building  the  original  ceiling-beams  are  exposed. 

Condition — Good. 

6  (3).  Noak  House,  now  tenements,  800  yards 
S.E.  of  the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It 
was  built  in  the  17th  century,  and  has  cross-wings 
at  the  E.  and  W.  ends.  Inside  the  building  are 
exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Poor. 


98.  WEST  HANNINGFIELD.     (D.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Mix.  N.E.  Wbri.  N.W.) 

West  Hanningfield  is  a  parish  and  scattered 
village  4  m.  S.  of  Chelmsford.  The  church,  the 
Meeting  House  and  Elm  Farm  are  interesting. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

6(1).  Parish  Church  of  SS.  Mary  and  Edward 
stands  E.  of  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  flint 
and  pebble-rubble  and  pudding-stone  ;  the  chancel 
is  mostly  of  brick,  and  the  tower  is  timber-framed  ; 
the  dressings  are  of  limestone  and  the  roofs  are 
covered  with  slates  and  lead.  The  Nave  is  probably 
of  the  12th  century,  but  there  is  little  evidence 
of  this  remaining.  About  1330  the  South  Chapel 
and  Aisle  were  added.     The  timber  Belfry  was 
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added  late  in  the  15th  century,  and  probably  early 
in  the  16th  century  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  and 
lengthened ;  the  South  Porch  was  added  about  the 
same  time.  The  church  has  been  restored  in 
modern  times  and  the  South  Vestry  added. 

The  timber  belfry  is  interesting  from  its 
cruciform  plan. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (34  ft. 
by  20  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window  set  in  the  block- 
ing of  a  larger  and  earlier  window  of  doubtful 
date.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  early  16th-century 
windows  of  brick,  the  eastern  is  of  three  four- 
centred  lights  under  a  square  head  with  moulded 
jambs  and  label ;  the  western  window  has  a  square 
head  and  moulded  label,  but  has  been  fitted  with  a 
wooden  frame  of  two  lights.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a 
modern  doorway.     There  is  no  chancel-arch. 

The  Nave  (37£  ft.  by  20  ft.)  has  in  the  N.  wall 
two  18th-century  windows,  both  with  modern 
wooden  frames  ;  the  opening  of  the  eastern  is 
of  uncertain  date  ;  the  western  has  a  semi-circular 
rear-arch  probably  of  the  12th  century  ;  below 
it  is  a  blocked  doorway,  probably  of  the  14th 
century,  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
head.  The  S.  arcade  is  of  c.  1330  and  of  five  bays, 
of  which  one  and  a  half  are  included  in  the  chancel ; 
the  two-centred  arches  are  of  two  chamfered 
orders,  and  have  perhaps  been  rebuilt  at  a  later 
date  ;  the  octagonal  columns  have  moulded 
capitals  and  bases  and  the  responds  have  attached 
half-columns.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  window  probably 
of  the  14th  century,  but  fitted  with  a  modern 
wooden  frame  ;  further  S.  is  a  doorway,  probably 
of  the  15th  century  and  with  moulded  jambs  and 
two-centred  arch. 

The  South  Chapel  and  Aisle  (10  ft.  wide)  has  in 
the  E.  wall  a  window,  now  blocked,  the  splays 
and  segmental  rear-arch  are  probably  of  the  14th 


century.  In  the  S.  wall  are  four  windows  of  the 
14th  century  with  two-centred  heads  ;  the  three 
westernmost  have  moulded  labels  with  head-stops, 
and  all  have  18th-century  jambs  and  modern 
wooden  frames  ;  between  the  two  easternmost 
windows  is  a  doorway  with  hollow-chamfered 
jambs  and  segmental-pointed  head,  made  up  of 
reused  material ;  the  14th-century  S.  doorway 
has  double  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch  with  a  moulded  label  and  head-stops.  In  the 
W.  wall  is  a  window  similar  to  those  in  the  S.  wall 
but  with  plastered  stops. 

The  Belfry  (29  ft.  by  24  ft.)  is  of  late  15th-century 
date  and  of  cross-shaped  plan  ;  the  whole  structure 
(Plate,  pp.  xxxviii-ix)  is  weather-boarded,  and  the 
arms  of  the  cross  are  of  two  stages  and  have 
low-pitched  gabled  roofs  ;  the  central  portion  is 
carried  up  one  stage  higher  and  finished  with  an 
octagonal  spire,  splayed  off  at  the  base.  The  ground- 
stage  (Plate,  pp.  xxxviii-ix)  of  the  central  portion 
has  curved  braces  to  the  cross-beams,  forming 
two-centred  arches,  and  an  inserted  floor,  probably 
of  the  16th  or  17th  century,  at  the  level  of  the 
second  stage ;  this  stage  has  curved  diagonal 
braces  meeting  at  the  centre  in  a  key-block,  carved 
on  the  soffit  with  a  grotesque  face.  The  timbering 
of  the  spire  and  the  studding  of  the  outer  walls  is 
modern. 

The  South  Porch  i«  timber-framed  and  of  early 
16th-century  date  on  18th-century  dwarf  brick 
walls.  The  outer  archway  is  two-centred.  The 
side  walls  are  each  of  two  bays,  each  divided  into 
three  lights  with  cinquefoiled  heads.  The  roof 
has  curved  braces  to  the  collars  and  curved  wind- 
braces. 

The  Roofoi  the  nave  is  ceiled,  but  has  two  15th- 
century  king-post  trusses  ;  the  octagonal  king- 
posts have  moulded  capitals  and  bases. 
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Fittings — Bells  :  four,  all  by  Miles  Graye,  1676, 
bell -frame  old.  Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses  :  In 
chancel — (1)  to  John  [Clouville  or  Clonville]  and 
Margerie  (Alyngton),  his  wife,  16th-century,  two 
shields-of-arms  and  fragments  of  marginal  inscrip- 
tion in  marble  slab  with  moulded  edge.  In  S. 
aisle — (2)  of  Isabel  Clouvill,  and  John,  her  son, 
1361,  half -figure  of  woman  in  veiled  head-dress 
and  inscription  in  French,  indent  of  second  half- 
figure.  Indents  :  In  chancel — (1)  of  half-figure  of 
priest  and  inscription-plate,  15th-century.  In 
S.  aisle — (2)  of  two  figures  and  inscription-plate, 
15th-century.  Chest  (Plate,  p.  xliii)  :  In  nave — 
long  dug-out  (8  ft.),  heavily  iron-bound,  lid  in 
two  parts  with  drop-handles,  two  hasps  and 
money-slot,  13th  or  14th-century.  Communion 
Table  :  with  heavy  turned  legs  and  fluted  upper 
rail  with  small  carved  brackets,  early  17th-century. 
Rails  :  with  heavy  balusters  alternately  turned 
and  twisted,  late  17th-century.  Doors  :  In  nave — 
in  W.  doorway,  of  feathered  battens,  with  strap- 
hinges,  15th-century.  In  S.  doorway — of  moulded 
overlapping  battens  with  strap-hinges,  oak  stock, 
lock  and  old  drop-handle,  14th  or  15th-century- 
Floor-slab  :  In  nave — to  John  F  .  .  .  .  , 
marginal  inscription  with  Tudor  rose  at  each 
angle,  16th  or  17th-century,  much  worn.  Font 
(Plate,  pp.  xlii-iii) :  octagonal  bowl,  probably  cut 
down  and  having  sunk  ornament  on  faces,  moulded 
lower  edge  with  carved  ball-flowers  and  heads, 
moulded  necking,  stem  with  trellis  ornament 
and  roundels,  probably  all  14th-century ;  base 
of  larger  font,  let  into  ground,  with  setting  and 
mouldings  for  a  central  and  four  angle  shafts, 
Purbeck  marble,  c.  1200.  Glass  :  In  chancel — 
in  N.  window,  two  small  heads  of  women  and  a 
Tudor  rose,  16th-century.  In  S.  aisle — in  third 
window,  shield-of-arms  of  Clouville — two  cheverons 
with  five  nails  on  each,  15th-century.  Panelling  : 
In  S.  aisle — round  organ — late  16th  or  early  17th- 
century  panelling.  Piscina  :  In  S.  aisle — in  S. 
wall,  with  moulded  jambs  and  ogee  head,  round 
drain,  14th-century.  Plate  :  includes  cup  and  a 
stand -paten  of  1709,  the  former  with  the  date 
1710.  Stair  :  In  tower — of  solid  oak  balks, 
probably  16th-century. 

Condition — Fairly  good,  but  some  cracks  in  walls. 

Secular  : — 

fl(2).  The  Meeting  House  (Plate,  p.  32), 
formerly  known  as  Fullers,  1J  m.  W.N.W.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys  with  attics.  The 
walls  are  of  plastered  timber-framing  and  the 
roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  second  half 
of  the  16th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with 
the  wings  extending  towards  the  N.  and  E.  and 
a  small  central-newel  staircase  in  the  angle.  In 
recent  years  it  has  been  considerably  restored 
and  the  walls  refaced  with  sham  half-timbered 
work  and  modern  additions  made  at  the  back. 


The  paintings  on  the  walls  and  roof  of  the  attics 
in  the  W.  wing  are  of  considerable  interest. 

There  are  three  original  chimney-stacks  with 
grouped  diagonal  shafts,  modern  at  the  top  ;  a 
few  original  windows  with  moulded  mullions 
remain.  Inside  the  building  there  are  two  original 
doorways  to  the  entrance  passage  with  moulded 
framing,  one  carved  with  the  initials  C.  (S  ?). 
There  is  also  reused  panelling  of  late  16th-century 
date.  On  the  upper  floors  much  of  the  timber- 
construction  is  exposed,  and  two  of  the  rooms 
have  stone  fireplaces  with  flat  four-centred  heads. 
The  walls  and  roof  of  the  two  rooms  in  the  attics 
in  the  W.  wing  are  decorated  with  panels  painted 
in  brown,  black  and  white  enriched  with  grotesque 
figures,  animals,  centaurs,  fishes,  etc.,  with  borders 
of  conventional  and  interlacing  foliage  (Plate, 
p.  166).  In  one  panel  is  the  date  1615,  and  there 
is  a  shield  of  Skynner  impaling  Folkes  or  Fulke 
and  Bowyer. 

Condition — Good . 


Monuments  (3-10). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good  unless  noted. 

*(3).  Pynning's  Farm,  \  m.  S.W.  of  the  church. 
The  walls  are  partly  of  brick  and  the  roof  is 
covered  with  slate.  It  appears  to  have  been 
practically  rebuilt  in  the  18th-century  except  the 
early  17th-century  central  chimney-stack,  which 
is  of  cross-shaped  plan  and  set  diagonally. 

b(4).  Cottage,  on  N.  side  of  road,  720  yards  W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  timber-framing,  partly  plastered 
and  partly  weather-boarded.  It  appears  to  be 
the  wing  of  a  16th-century  house,  and  has  a  small 
modern  addition  at  the  back. 

Condition — Bad. 

a(5).  Compasses  Inn,  at  cross-roads,  270  yards 
W.S.W.  of  (4),  is  a  small  rectangular  building 
with  modern  additions  on  the  N.E.  and  W. 

"(6).  House,  now  two  tenements,  80  yards  S.S.W. 
of  (5),  is  timber-framed  and  weather-boarded, 
and  is  probably  of  late  16th-century  date.  The 
upper  storey  projects  on  the  W.  front. 

"(7).  Slough  House  Farm,  on  S.  side  of  road, 
1,500  yards  W.  of  the  church,  is  built  on  an  H- 
shaped  plan  with  E.  and  W.  cross-wings.  The 
cross-wings  are  gabled  and  on  the  N.  front  retain 
their  original  barge-boards,  those  to  the  W.  gable 
being  foiled  and  to  the  E.  gable  carved  with  sunk 
tracery.

WEST  HANNINGFIELD  :    (2).    THE  MEETING  HOUSE  (formerly  Fullers). 
Paintings  in  Attics  of  W.  Wing  ;  c.  1615. 
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"(8).  Kent's  Farm,  on  E.  side  of  road,  400  yards 
N.W.  of  (7),  is  of  timber-framing,  partly  plastered 
and  partly  weather-boarded.  It  was  built  probably 
in  the  16th  century,  and  has  a  cross-wing  at  the 
S.  end,  the  upper  storey  of  which  projects  on  the 
W.  front. 

"(9).  Elm's  Farm  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v),  1  m. 
W.N.W.  of  the  church,  was  built  probably  in  the 
16th  century  on  an  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  W.  and  N.  It  was 
remodelled  early  in  the  17th  century,  and  in 
the  last  century  the  W.  bay  of  the  S.  wing 
was  destroyed,  except  for  the  base  of  the  walls. 
The  S.  Front  is  in  two  bays  with  projecting 
gables  at  the  eaves-level,  each  supported  on  two 
brackets  carved  in  the  form  of  grotesque  figures. 
The  E.  gable  has  early  17th-century  moulded 
barge-boards  with  a  moulded  pendant  at  the 
apex,  and  below  each  gable  is  a  bay-window  with 
an  original  moulded  brick  base.  The  main  and 
N.  chimney-stacks  are  of  the  17th  century,  and 
have  six  and  three  grouped  diagonal  shafts  respec- 
tively. Inside  the  building  the  staircase  has 
some  early  17th-century  flat-shaped  balusters, 
refixed,  and  there  are  some  others  outside  the  E. 
doorway.  Lying  in  the  garden  is  a  carved  figure 
from   the  destroyed   gable. 

"(10).  Hill  Farm,  about  \\  m.  N.W.  of  the 
church,  is  of  one  storey  with  attics.  The  walls 
are  of  weather-boarded  timber-framing.  It  has  a 
cross-wing  at  the  S.  end  and  an  18th-century 
addition  on  the  N. 


99.  WEST  HORNDON.     (B.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  lxvii.  S.E.) 

West  Horndon  is  a  parish  3  m.  S.E.  of  Brent- 
wood. It  was  united  to  Ingrave,  ecclesiastically, 
in  1712,  and  the  site  of  the  former  church  is  S.  of 
that  of  the  Old  Hall. 

Secular  : — 

(1).  Foundations  of  brick  on  the  site  of  the 
Old  Hall  about  the  middle  of  the  parish. 

Unclassified  :— 

(2).  Mound,  called  "  Pigeon  Mount,"  200  yards 
W.  of  (1),  is  about  100  ft.  in  diameter  and  12  ft. 
high. 

Condition — Good. 

(3).  Mounds,  two,  100  yards  E.  and  W.  of 
Thorndon  Hall  respectively,  are  probably  pieces 
of  landscape-gardening. 

Condition — Good . 


100.  WEST  THURROCK.     (B.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  lxxxiii.  S.W.) 

West  Thurrock  is  a  parish  adjoining  Grays 
Thurrock  on  the  W.    The  church  is  interesting. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

Parish  Church  of  St.  Clement  (Plates,  pp.  147, 
167)  stands  in  the  S.E.  corner  of  the  parish  on  the 
N.  bank  of  the  Thames.  The  walls  are  of  flint  and 
ragstone-rubble  with  dressings  of  Reigate  stone  ; 
parts  of  the  tower  are  of  brick ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  12th-century  church,  as  shown  by  excavation 
in  1912,  consisted  of  an  aisleless  chancel  (con- 
terminous with  the  later  nave)  a  round  nave  and 
a  W.  porch.  The  North  and  South  Aisles  were 
begun  c.  1200,  the  arcades  being  a  little  later  in 
date.  In  the  middle  of  the  13th  century  a  Chancel 
with  North  and  South  Chapels  was  built  to  the  E. 
of  the  pre-existing  chancel,  which  was  then  con- 
verted into  part  of  the  nave.  In  the  14th  century 
the  arcades  between  the  chancel  and  N.  and  S. 
chapels  were  rebuilt  and  the  S.  chapel  was 
lengthened.  The  rebuilding  of  the  chancel-arch 
followed,  and  the  aisle  walls  of  the  nave  appear 
to  have  been  raised  about  the  same  time.  The 
circular  nave  was  taken  down  late  in  the  15th 
century  and  a  massive  West  Tower  built  in  the 
centre  of  it.  In  1640  the  tower  was  repaired. 
The  S.  aisle  was  repaired  in  1711,  to  which  date 
may  be  assigned  the  brick  buttresses  on  the  S.  wall 
and  perhaps  the  S.  doorway ;  the  top  stage  of  the 
tower  was  added  or  rebuilt  in  the  18th  century. 
The  S.  chapel,  which  is  now  used  as  a  vestry,  was 
rebuilt  late  in  the  18th  or  early  in  the  19th 
century,  and  the  E.  wall  of  the  chancel  was  largely 
reconstructed  during  a  recent  restoration. 

The  church  is  of  particular  interest  as  one  of 
few  churches  in  the  country  that  are  known  to 
have  had  a  circular  nave. 

Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (34  ft. 
by  16|  ft.)  has  in  the  E.  wall  a  window,  all  modern 
except  the  two-centred  rear-arch  and  the  dressings 
to  the  splays,  which  are  of  the  second  half  of  the 
13th  century.  In  the  N.  wall  is  a  13th-century 
single-light  window  with  a  trefoiled  head  ;  exter- 
nally it  is  repaired  with  cement.  The  N.  arcade  is 
of  early  14th-century  date,  and  of  two  bays  with 
two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered  orders  ;  the 
octagonal  piers  and  semi-octagonal  responds  have 
moulded  capitals  and  bases.  In  the  E.  end  of  the 
S.  wall  is  a  single-light  window  similar  to  the 
corresponding  one  in  the  N.  wall  but  entirely 
modern  externally  ;  further  W.  is  a  13th-century 
doorway  with  a  two-centred  head  ;  it  was  blocked 
in  the  14th  century,  when  the  S.  chapel  was 
extended  ;  the  S.  arcade  is  similar  to  the  N.  arcade. 
The  late  14th-century  chancel-arch  is  built  over 
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the  E.  wall  of  the  original  chancel  and  is  two- 
centred  and  of  two  chamfered  orders,  the  inner 
being  of  reused  13th-century  stones  ;  the  semi- 
octagonal  responds  have  moulded  capitals  and 
bases  ;  the  greater  part  of  the  base  to  the  S. 
respond  has  been  cut  away. 

The  North  Chapel  (20f  ft.  by  14f  ft.)  has  in  the 
E.  wall  a  13th-century  window  of  two  trefoiled 
lights  with  a  quatrefoil  in  a  two-centred  head 
with  a  moulded  label  ;  below  the  window,  inter- 
nally, is  a  moulded  string-course,  partly  broken 
away  ;  a  set-back  in  the  wall  a  few  inches  above 
the  window  marks  the  line  of  the  original  roof. 
In  the  N.  wall  is  an  early  14th-century  window  of 
two  trefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  two-centred 
head  ;  further  W.,  and  set  in  the  lower  part  of  a 
13th-century  window,  of  which  the  quatrefoil 
remains  in  the  head,  is  a  14th-century  window  of 
two  cinquefoiled  lights  with  tracery  in  a  square 
head  ;  the  hollow-chamfered  rear-arch  springs 
from  moulded  corbels.  The  archway  into  the 
N.  aisle  is  of  mid  13th-century  date  and  of  one 
chamfered  order ;  the  N.  respond  has  stop- 
chamfered  angles  and  a  moulded  impost,  cut  off 
flush  with  the  wall-face  on  either  side  ;  on  the 
S.  the  arch  springs  from  a  moulded  impost  carried 
on  two  shaped  corbels. 

The  South  Chapel  (21  ft.  by  10  ft.)  has  modern 
E.  and  S.  walls.  The  archway  to  the  S.  aisle 
is  of  the  same  date  and  similar  detail  to  the  corres- 
ponding archway  into  the  N.  aisle  ;  it  has  been 
strengthened  on  the  W.  by  a  modern  arch,  which 
hides  the  W.  corbel  on  the  N.  respond  ;  the  E. 
corbel  is  broken  away. 

The  Nave  (25  ft.  by  16|  ft.)  occupies  the  site  of 
the   original   chancel,   but   is   slightly   wider,    the 


centre  lines  of  the  arcades  coinciding  with  the 
respective  outer  faces  of  the  side  walls.  The  N. 
arcade  is  of  early  to  mid  13th-century  date  and  of 
two  bays  with  two-centred  arches  of  two  chamfered 
orders  springing  from  a  circular  column,  semi- 
octagonal  E.  respond  and  semi-circular  W.  respond  ; 
all  with  moulded  capitals  and  bases  ;  the  E.  respond 
has  been  partly  cut  away.  The  13th-century  S. 
arcade  is  similar  but  somewhat  later  than  the  N. 
arcade,  with  different  detail ;  it  has  possibly  been 
reconstructed  in  the  14th  century,  partly  with  the 
old  material ;  the  E.  respond  is  semi-circular. 

The  North  Aisle  (10J  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  N. 
wall  a  two-light  window,  all  modern  except  the 
two-centred  rear-arch  and  some  of  the  dressings 
to  the  splays,  which  are  of  the  14th  century.  The 
N.  doorway  is  of  c.  1200,  but,  with  the  exception 
of  the  chamfered  inner  order  of  the  two-centred 
head  and  the  segmental  rear-arch,  has  been 
rebuilt.  In  the  W.  wall  is  an  original  window 
of  a  single  pointed  light  ;  the  sill  is  modern.  On 
the  outside  face  of  the  W.  wall  can  be  seen  the 
level  of  the  original  roof. 

The  South  Aisle  (9£  ft.  wide)  has  in  the  S.  wall  a 
two-light  window,  all  modern  except  the  moulded 
two-centred  rear-arch  and  the  recut  dressings 
to  the  jambs,  which  are  of  the  14th  century ; 
the  S.  doorway  is  of  the  18th  century  except  for 
the  chamfered  splays  and  segmental  rear-arch. 
In  the  W.  wall,  above  a  set-back  at  the  level  of  the 
springing  of  the  S.  arcade,  is  the  N.  jamb  of  a 
blocked  window  of  c.  1200. 

The  West  Tower  (15£  ft.  square)  is  of  three  stages 
with  an  embattled  parapet.  The  walls  are  of 
alternate  bands  of  Reigate  stone  and  knapped  flint, 
except  the  top  stage,  which  was  added  in  1640  and

is  of  brick.  Internally  it  is  in  two  storeys,  the 
lower  subdivided  by  a  modern  gallery.  The  late 
15th-century  tower-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two 
chamfered  orders  springing  from  semi-octagonal 
responds  with  moulded  capitals  and  mutilated 
bases,  the  arch  has  two  modern  orders  on  the 
W.  side.  In  the  S.  wall  is  a  window  of  one  trefoiled 
light.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  late  15th-century  doorway 
with  moulded  jambs  and  two-centred  head  ;  above 
it  is  a  partly  restored  window  of  the  same  date 
and  of  two  cinquef oiled  lights  in  a  square  head. 
The  second  stage  has  in  the  W.  wall  a  similar 
window  to  the  one  below.  The  18th-century 
bell-chamber  has  in  the  E.  and  S.  walls  a  single, 
and  in  the  N.  and  W.  walls  a  two-light  window, 
each  with  a  segmental  head.  The  tower  stands 
partly  on  and  partly  within  the  foundations  of 
the  12th-century  round  nave,  which  had  an  internal 
diameter  of  25  ft.  Within  the  area  a  round  founda- 
tion, probably  of  a  large  font,  was  found,  and 
there  were  traces  of  the  former  existence  of  a 
timber  W.  porch. 

Fittings— Bells  :  three,  by  John  Clifton,  1632. 
Brasses  and  Indents.  Brasses  :  In  chancel — 
(1)  of  Humphrey  Heies,  1584,  and  his  son,  1585, 
with  figures  of  man  and  son  in  civil  dress  and  long 
punning  inscription  in  Latin  ;  almost  entirely 
hidden  by  seating ;  (2)  to  Katherine  (Heies), 
wife  of  .  .  .  Redinge,  1591,  with  indent  of 
woman.  Indents  :  under  altar — of  Nicholas 
Ferobaud  [Dean  of  Hastings  College,  c.  1315], 
half-figure  of  priest  with  foliated  cross  under, 
resting  on  a  beast,  marginal  inscription  in 
Lombardic  capitals.  Coffin  :  In  N.  chapel — under 
effigy,  of  Purbeck  marble,  with  shaped  head  and 
three  drain  holes,  13th-century.  Coffin-lids  :  In  N. 
chapel — at  E.  end,  (1)  of  Purbeck  marble  with 
raised  foliated  cross  and  moulded  edge,  probably 
belonging  to  coffin  described  above,  much  defaced, 
13th-century  ;  (2)  of  Purbeck  marble,  upper  part 
only,  with  double  hollow-chamfered  edge,  13th- 
century.  Communion  Rails  :  of  oak,  with  moulded 
top  and  bottom  rails,  turned  balusters  in  shape  of 
small  Doric  columns  with  moulded  band  round 
middle,  thicker  balusters  at  ends  and  middle,  17th- 
century.  Doors  :  In  N.  aisle — in  N.  doorway,  of 
feathered  battens,  late  15th-century.  In  S.  aisle 
— in  S.  doorway,  of  oak  with  pointed  head  and 
nail-studded  battens  with  moulded  ribs  on  heavy 
trellis-framing,  15th-century.  Font  :  octagonal 
bowl  with  moulded  edge  and  under-side,  on  each 
face  in  square  panel  a  quatrefoil  containing 
shields  alternating  with  a  rose,  a  four-leaved 
flower,  Agnus  Dei  and  a  sun  ;  stem  panelled 
and  base  moulded,  15th-century.  Glass :  In 
chancel — in  head  of  E.  window,  miscellaneous 
fragments  including  foliage  and  tabcrnacle-work, 
late  13th  or  early  14th-century  ;  in  N.  window 
a  number  of  quarries,  with  rosettes  and  borders, 
late  13th-century.     In  N.  chapel — in  E.  window, 


in  quatrefoil  of  head,  small  portion  of  subject  with 
two  men  and  a  woman,  in  three  lower  foils,  diapered 
glass  with  foliated  pattern,  late  13th  or  early  14th- 
century.  In  second  window  in  N.  wall,  in  tracericd 
head  of  each  light,  small  flower,  in  situ,  14th- 
century  ;  in  quatrefoil  in  head  of  window,  foliated 
design,  late  13th-century.  In  N.  aisle — in  N. 
window,  fragments  of  drapery  and  crossed  hands 
of  a  figure,  14th-century.  In  S.  aisle — in  S.  window, 
small  tonsured  head,  14th-century.  Monuments  and 
Floor-slabs.  Monuments  (Plate,  p.  172)  :  In  N. 
chapel,  formerly  in  S.  chapel — (1)  of  [Sir  Christopher 
Holford,  1608],  on  modern  base,  alabaster  reclining 
effigy  of  man  in  plate-armour  of  the  period,  orna- 
mented with  arabesques,  badly  mutilated  ;  (2)  of 
wife  of  above,  on  similar  base,  alabaster  figure  of 
woman  in  close-fitting  bodice,  farthingale  and 
widow's  hood,  figure  partly  defaced.  Floor-slabs  : 
In  chancel— S.  side,  (1)  to  William  Clarke,  1630  ; 
(2)  to  Elizabeth  Tibballs,  1674.  Niches  :  In  N. 
chapel — two  on  either  side  of  E.  window  with 
two-centred  heads  and  square  jambs,  mid  13th- 
century.  Painting  :  In  nave — on  E.  respond  of 
S.  arcade,  remains  of  red  paint.  Panelling  :  In 
vestry — on  E.  and  S.  walls,  with  fluted  frieze, 
early  17th-century.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel  (Plate, 
p.  xlv) — in  S.  wall,  with  trefoiled  head  and 
gabled  label,  two  sexfoiled  drains  with  funnel- 
shaped  corbels  terminating  in  knot,  stone  shelf 
above,  13th-century.  In  N.  chapel,  in  E.  wall, 
with  hollow-chamfered  jambs  and  pointed  tre- 
foiled head,  septfoiled  drain  and  slot  above  for 
shelf,  14th-century.  Plate  :  includes  cup  of  1564. 
Tiles  :  In  N.  chapel — reset  on  N.  wall  numerous 
pattern-tiles,  fleur-de-lis,  foliated  designs,  eagle 
and  a  leopard,  early  14th-century.  Miscellanea  : 
In  S.  aisle — in  W.  wall,  square  stone  with  sunk 
circular  panel  with  some  geometrical  pattern  in 
the  middle.  In  N.  aisle — above  N.  doorway, 
crowned  head  with  curled  hair,  14th-century. 
In  W.  tower,  above  W.  window,  rectangular 
panel,  much  worn. 

Condition — -Fairly  good. 


101.    WEST    TILBURY.     (C.e.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxxxlv.  S.W.  Wlxxxix.  N.W.) 

West  Tilbury  is  a  parish  and  village  on  the  N. 

side  of  the  Thames,  1£  m.  N.E.  of  Tilbury  town. 

The  church  and  Tilbury  Fort  are   the  principal 

monuments. 

Roman  : — 

(1).  Roman  tiles,  flint  blocks,  potsherds,  bones 
and  oyster-shells  were  found  in  the  excavations 
for  the  Central  Dock  at  Tilbury  in  1883.  They 
were  scattered  over  an  area  of  40  yards  or  more, 
lying  on  a  mossy,  grass-grown  surface  7  ft.  below 
the  modern  surface  (Arch.  Journ.,  XLII,  p.  276). 
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Incineration  burials  have  been  found  near  the 
ancient  ferry  at  West  Tilbury  and  opposite 
Low  Street  Manor  Way  in  Mucking  Marsh  (lb., 
p.    276-7  ;   XXIX,  p.  187). 

On  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  about  1  m.  E.  of 
Tilbury  Fort,  much  Roman  pottery,  including 
lst-century  '  Samian,'  has  been  picked  up  ;  some 
of  it  is  now  in  Grays  Thurrock  Free  Library.  It 
should  evidently  be  connected  with  the  site  noted 
under  East  Tilbury. 


Brass  Indent  :  In  nave — defaced  marginal  inscrip- 
tion in  Lombardic  capitals,  14th-century.  Coffin- 
lid  :  In  nave — with  moulded  edge  and  raised  cross, 
13th-century.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — with  tre- 
foiled  ogee  head,  14th-century.  Recess:  In  chancel 
— in  S.  wall,  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two- 
centred  head,  date  uncertain.  Stoup  :  reset  in 
buttress,  on  N.  side  of  chancel — with  two-centred 
head,  bowl  destroyed. 

Condition — Good,  much  altered. 


Ecclesiastical  : — 

(2).  Parish  Church  of  St.  James  stands  S. 
of  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  flint  and  ragstone- 
rubble  with  dressings  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  The  Chancel  and  Nave  were  built  late  in 
the  11th  or  early  in  the  12th  century.  The  chancel 
was  lengthened  in  the  14th  century,  and  the 
nave  was  widened  towards  the  N.  perhaps  at  the 
same  period.  In  1879  the  nave  was  lengthened 
towards  the  W.,  the  West  Tower,  North  Porch  and 
Vestry  added,  and  the  church  generally  much 
restored  and  partly  rebuilt. 


Architectural  Description — The  Chancel  (28£  ft. 
by  14  ft.)  has  an  E.  window  all  modern  except 
the  14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch.  In  the  N. 
wall  are  two  windows,  the  eastern  of  the  14th 
century  with  a  two-centred  rear-arch  and  now 
blocked  ;  the  western  window  is  modern  ;  above 
the  latter  is  part  of  a  round-headed  late  11th  or 
early  12th-century  window  ;  at  the  W.  end  this 
and  the  S.  wall  have  some  herring-bone  facing  of 
the  same  date.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows, 
both  modern  except  for  the  14th-century  splays 
and  rear-arch  of  the  eastern  window.  The  chancel- 
arch  is  modern.  The  floor  of  the  chancel  has  been 
considerably  raised. 

The  Nave  (38|  ft.  by  20|  ft.)  has  been  largely 
refaced  except  for  some  herring-bone  masonry  in 
the  S.  wall  similar  to  that  in  the  chancel.  There 
are  no  other  ancient  features  except  part  of  a  round- 
headed  window  of  late  11th  or  early  12th-century 
date  and  the  reset  13th-century  splays  and  rear- 
arch  of  the  third  window  in  the  S.  wall. 

The  North  Vestry  and  Porch  are  modern,  but 
incorporate  much  old  material,  including  a  square- 
headed  window. 

Fittings — Dells  :  five — 1st  by  James  Bartlet, 
1694  ;  3rd  by  John  Wood,  1692  ;  4th  by  Thomas 
Bartlet,    1621,    5th   probably  same   date   as   3rd. 


Secular  : — 

6 (3).  Tilbury  Fort,  on  the  river-side  on  the 
W.  boundary  of  the  parish,  was  apparently  rebuilt 
in  the  17th  century,  and  is  of  quadrangular  form 
with  salient  bastions  at  the  angles  and  a  double 
moat.  Considerable  lengths  of  the  rampart  walls 
are  of  17th-century  brick,  but  the  only  buildings 
which  are  more  or  less  unaltered  are  the  gatehouse 
and  a  small  chapel. 

The  Gatehouse  on  the  S.  side  of  the  fort  is  of  two 
storeys  with  an  attic ;  the  walls  are  of  brick, 
fronted  on  the  S.  with  stone,  and  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  It  was  built  c.  1682.  The  S.  front  (Frontis- 
piece) has  a  wide  elliptical  arch  with  moulded 
imposts  and  a  voluted  key-stone  ;  the  spandrels 
are  carved  with  trophies  of  arms.  Flanking  the 
arch  are  panelled  bays  with  engaged  Ionic  columns 
supporting  a  continuous  entablature,  in  the  middle 
of  which  is  a  panel  inscribed  "  Carolus  II  Rex  Ao. 
Reg.  XXXIV."  The  upper  storey  has  a  panelled 
centre-piece  with  a  round-headed  niche  in  the 
middle  and  flanked  by  engaged  Corinthian  columns 
supporting  an  entablature  and  segmental  pediment 
with  the  royal  Stuart  arms  in  the  tympanum  ; 
the  side-pieces  masking  the  base  of  the  gable 
are  elaborately  carved  with  trophies  of  cannon  and 
arms.  The  gate  itself  is  of  two  folds  with  strap- 
hinges,  five  ranges  of  panels  in  each  and  a  wicket 
in  the  E.  fold.  The  inner  archway  (Plate, 
p.  64)  is  of  brick  and  semi-circular  with  panelled 
spandrels  ;  the  plain  jambs  and  imposts  are  of  stone. 

The  Chapel  on  the  N.  side  of  the  fort  is  a  small 
17th-century  building  of  brick  with  a  pyramidal 
tiled  roof.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a  plain  doorway, 
and  in  the  N.  wall  is  a  wide  constructional  arch 
springing  from  the  ground-level. 

Condition — Fairly  good. 

Monuments  (4-7). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  or  weather- 
boarded  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings 
have  original  chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling- 
beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good,  unless  otherwise 
noted. 
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"(4).  West  Tilbury  Hall,  house  and  barn,  N.W. 
of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  L-shaped  plan 
with  the  wings  extending  towards  the  S.  and  W. 
It  has  been  much  altered,  and  there  arc  modern 
extensions  on  the  E.  Inside  the  building  some 
of  the  timber-framing  is  exposed. 

The  Barn,  N.W.  of  the  house,  is  of  the  16th 
century  and  of  seven  bays  with  a  thatched  roof 
of  queen-post  type. 

Condition — Of  house,  poor. 

°(5).  Marshall's  Farm,  house  (Plate,  p.  xxxv), 
three  tenements,  550  yards  N.  of  the  church,  was 
built  in  the  16th  century  with  cross-wings  at  the 
N.  and  S.  ends.  The  upper  storey  projects  at  the 
E.  end  of  both  cross-wings.  Inside  the  building 
the  S.  wing  has  a  queen-post  roof-truss. 

a(6).  Condovers,  house,  650  yards  E.  of  the 
church,  was  built  in  the  15th  century  with  a 
cross-wing  at  the  N.  end  and  a  southern  extension 
of  early  17th-century  date.  The  upper  storey 
projects  at  the  E.  end  of  the  cross-wing. 

Condition — Poor. 


jambs  and  mullions  of  an  old  window.  Reset  in 
the  N.  wall  of  the  vestry  is  a  15th-century  window 
of  two  trefoiled  lights. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  late  15th  or  early 
16th-century  date  and  flat-pitched  ;  it  is  of  two 
bays  with  moulded  main  timbers  and  joists  ;  the 
plates  have  two  rows  of  carved  cresting,  and 
there  are  carved  flower  and  foliage  bosses  at  the 
intersections  of  the  purlins  and  intermediates  ; 
the  tie-beams  have  curved  braces  with  shields 
in  the  spandrels. 

Fittings— Bells  :  two,  both  by  Kebyll,  15th- 
century  and  inscribed,  1st,  "  Sancta  Katerina 
Ora  Pro  Nobis  "  and,  2nd,  "  Sit  Nomen  Domini 
Benedictum."  Font:  octagonal  bowl  with  moulded 
under-edge  and  base,  plain  stem,  15th-century, 
probably  partly  recut. 

Condition — Rebuilt. 


Secular  : — 

"(2).  Homestead  Moat,  at  the  Rectory,  on 
opposite  side  of  the  road,  100  yards  S.  of  the 
church. 


a(7).  Polwicks,  house,  150  yards  E.N.E.  of  (6), 
has  been  refronted  with  modern  brick.  Under 
the  house  is  an  original  cellar  of  brick. 

Unclassified  :— 

"(8).  Earthworks,  S.  and  W.  of  the  church  and 
Hall,  are  obscured  by  gravel  diggings  and  farm 
buildings.  They  stand  at  the  edge  of  an  escarp- 
ment overlooking  the  levels  towards  the  river 
and  cover  the  neck  of  a  promontory.  The  church- 
yard stands  upon  a  slight  mound  suggesting  the 
site  of  an  early  camp,  whilst  a  bastion-like  pro- 
jection towards  the  west  gives  the  work  a  mediaeval 
appearance.  S.W.  of  the  church  is  a  length  of 
rampart  with  an  internal  ditch  which  turns  at 
right  angles  towards  the  N.,  and  appears  to  be  of 
later  date  than  the  other  works. 

Condition — Imperfect. 


102.  WICKFORD.     (D.c.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wlxix.  N.W.  (»>lxix.  S.W.) 

Wickford  is  a  parish  and  village  4  m.  E.  of 
Billericay. 

Ecclesiastical : — 

a(l).  Parish  Church  (dedication  unknown) 
stands  E.  of  the  village.  It  was  entirely  rebuilt  in 
1876,  but  reset  in  the  E.  wall  are  parts  of  the 


Monuments  (3-7). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
weather-boarded,  with  tiled  roofs.  Some  of  the 
buildings  have  exposed  ceiling-beams  and  original 
chimney-stacks. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

a(3).  House,  now  three  tenements,  on  N.W.  side 
of  the  main  road,  800  yards  W.  N.W.  of  the  church, 
is  of  timber-framing  partly  plastered  and  partly 
weather-boarded.  It  was  built  in  the  17th  century 
on  a  rectangular  plan  with  a  central  chimney- 
stack  and  has  modern  additions  at  the  back.  The 
chimney-stack  has  two  diagonal  shafts. 

6(4).  Great  Broomfields,  house,  about  1  m.  S.S.W. 
of  the  church,  is  of  one  storey  with  attics  and 
is  of  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings  extending 
towards  the  S.  and  E.  The  S.  wing  is  of  16th- 
century  date  and  the  N.E.  wing  was  added  in  the 
following  century  ;  there  are  modern  additions 
on  the  E.  On  the  W.  front  there  are  two  gabled 
dormers  and  a  gabled  porch  ;  the  17th-century 
chimney-stack  has  two  diagonal  shafts. 

°(5).  Wick  Farm,  house  and  barn,  \  m.  S.S.W. 
of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  T-shaped  plan, 
the  N.  cross-wing  being  of  early  17th-century  date 
and  the  S.  wing  a  later  addition. 

The  Bam  stands  to  the  S.  of  the  house  and  is 
of  17th-century  date.  It  has  a  S.  porch  and  is 
divided  into  five  bays  by  queen-post  trusses  ;  the 
tie-beams  to  the  two  middle  trusses  have  curved 
braces. 
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a(6).  Shot  Farm,  house  (Plate,  pp.  xl-i),  now  two 
tenements,  and  barn,  1  m.  E.  of  the  church.  The 
House  was  built  in  the  latter  half  of  the  16th 
century,  and  is  of  L-shaped  plan  with  the  wings 
extending  towards  the  S.  and  W.  and  has  a 
modern  addition  on  the  N.  The  S.  chimney-stack 
is  octagonal  and  has  two  octagonal  shafts  with 
moulded  bases.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the 
timber-construction  is  exposed  and  some  of  the 
rooms  have  open-timber  ceilings.  On  the  ground- 
floor  is  an  original  doorway  with  a  four-centred 
head.  In  the  first  floor  are  two  exposed  tie- 
beams,  one  with  curved  braces. 

The  Barn  (Plate,  p.  xli),  S.W.  of  the  house,  is 
timber-framed  and  weather-boarded  and  has  a 
thatched  roof.  It  is  of  the  same  date  as  the 
house  and  is  divided  into  six  bays  by  queen-post 
trusses  and  has  two  E.  porches  with  projecting 
gables. 

a(7).  House,  now  two  tenements,  60  yards  N.E. 
of  (6),  is  of  one  storey  with  attics.  It  is  a  fragment 
of  a  15th-century  house,  and  has  at  the  S.W. 
end  a  large  17th-century  chimney-stack  sur- 
mounted by  four  shafts  on  a  cruciform  plan  set 
diagonally.  In  the  roof  is  a  king-post  truss  with 
cambered  tie-beams  and  curved  braces  to  the 
king-post. 


103.  WOODHAM  FERRERS.     (E.b.) 
(O.S.  6  in.  Wliii.  S.E.  Wlxi.  N.E.  Wlxi.  S.E.) 

Woodham  Ferrers  is  a  parish  and  village  6  m. 
S.W.  of  Maldon.  The  church,  Bicknacre  Priory 
and  Edwin's  Hall  are  the  principal  monuments. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

b(l).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Mary  stands  at  the 
S.  end  of  the  village.  The  walls  are  of  mixed  rubble 
with  dressings  of  limestone  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled. 
The  Nave  was  built  c.  1260-70  with  N.  and  S. 
aisles,  and  the  Chancel  was  rebuilt  c.  1290.  Early 
in  the  14th  century  the  North  and  South  Aisles 
were  rebuilt.  In  the  15th  century  the  South 
Porch  was  built,  and  late  in  the  same  century  a 
W.  Tower  was  added.  This  tower  fell  in  1703, 
was  rebuilt  in  brick  in  1715,  but  has  since  been 
removed,  and  now  only  the  stumps  of  the  side 
walls  remain.  The  church  was  repaired  in  the 
19th  century,  when  the  E.  wall  and  the  E.  wall 
of  the  S.  aisle  were  largely  rebuilt  and  the  North 
Vestry  added. 

Architectural  Description—The  Chancel  (33  ft. 
by  21  £  ft.)  has  a  modern  E.  window.  In  the  N. 
wall  is  a  late  13th-century  window,  modern 
externally,  but  with  old  splays  and  two-centred 


rear- arch  ;  further  E.  is  a  13th  or  14th-century 
doorway  with  chamfered  jambs  and  two-centred 
arch.  In  the  S.  wall  are  three  windows,  the 
easternmost  is  of  late  15th-century  date  and  of 
three  cinquefoiled  lights  in  a  square  head  ;  the 
other  two  windows  are  uniform  with  that  in  the 
N.  wall,  but  the  head  of  the  western  is  lower  ; 
between  them  is  a  modern  doorway.  The  mid  13th- 
century  chancel-arch  is  two-centred  and  of  two 
chamfered  orders  ;  the  responds  have  each  an 
attached  round  shaft  with  moulded  capital  and 
base  partly  cut  away ;  the  chancel-arch  was 
perhaps  reconstructed  in  the  14th  century  or  at  a 
later  date. 

The  Nave  (46£  ft.  by  22 J  ft.)  has  a  N.  arcade  of 
c.  1260  and  of  three  bays  with  two-centred  arches 
of  two  chamfered  orders ;  the  columns  and 
responds  have  moulded  capitals  and  bases  and  are 
alternately  octagonal  and  round  ;  the  E.  respond 
is  grooved  for  a  former  parclose.  The  S.  arcade 
is  similar  to  the  N.,  with  slightly  differing  mouldings 
and  the  E.  column  and  respond  are  octagonal 
and  the  W.  column  and  respond  round.  The 
clearstorey  has  on  each  side  three  windows, 
modern  externally,  but  with  13th  or  14th-century 
splays. 

The  North  Aisle  (8 \  ft.  wide)  has  an  E.  window 
all  modern  except  the  14th-century  splays  and 
rear-arch.  In  the  N.  wall  are  two  14th-century 
windows,  both  of  two  trefoiled  ogee  lights  with 
tracery  in  a  two-centred  head  with  a  moulded 
label ;  further  W.  is  the  late  14th-century  N. 
doorway,  with  modern  jambs  and  moulded  two- 
centred  arch  ;  between  the  windows  is  the  rood- 
loft  staircase,  with  14th-century  upper  and  lower 
doorways,  both  with  two-centred  heads  and  now 
blocked.  In  the  S.  wall,  E.  of  the  arcade  is  the 
early  16th-century  passage  to  the  later  rood-loft, 
with  steps  and  a  four-centred  roof  composed  of 
stepped  arches.  The  W.  window  is  modern  except 
parts  of  the  14th-century  splays  and  rear-arch. 

The  South  Aisle  (8^  ft.  wide  average)  has  an  E. 
window,  all  modern  except  the  14th-century  splays 
and  rear-arch.  In  the  S.  wall  are  two  windows 
similar  to  the  corresponding  windows  in  the  N. 
aisle  but  all  modern  externally  ;  further  W.  is  the 
15th-century  S.  doorway,  with  moulded  jambs, 
two-centred  arch  and  label.  In  the  W.  wall  is  a 
window  uniform  with  the  corresponding  window 
in  the  N.  aisle. 

The  West  Tower  has  been  destroyed  except  for 
the  stumps  of  the  side  walls  where  they  adjoin  the 
W.  front  and  the  two  buttresses,  which  form 
part  of  the  front  and  have  a  moulded  plinth  and 
panels  of  flint-inlay.  The  late  15th-century 
tower-arch  is  two-centred,  but  only  the  inner 
hollow-chamfered  order  remains  in  position  ;  the 
responds  have  each  one  chamfered  and  two  hollow- 
chamfered  orders  and  an  attached  shaft  with 
moulded  capital  and  base.

The  South  Porch  is  timber-framed  and  incor- 
porates a  few  15th-century  posts. 

The  Roof  of  the  chancel  is  of  trussed-rafter 
type  and  of  uncertain  date.  The  roof  of  the  nave 
is  also  of  trussed-rafter  type  with  two  tie-beams 
and  modern  plates.  The  14th-century  flat  pent- 
roof  of  the  N.  aisle  has  moulded  main  timbers. 
The  roof  of  the  S.  aisle  is  similar,  but  with  chamfered 
main  timbers  ;  it  is  possibly  of  the  14th  century. 
The  15th-century  roof  of  the  S.  porch  is  of 
two  bays  with  king-post  trusses  and  moulded 
wall-plates. 

Fittings — Chest  :  In  S.  aisle — of  hutch  type, 
dated  1708.  Door  :  In  S.  doorway — with  moulded 
fillets  and  frame,  planted  on,  15th-century.  Font  : 
plain  octagonal  bowl  with  moulded  under-edge, 
14th-century.  Glass  :  In  chancel — in  S.E.  window, 
two  shields  of  (1)  France  (ancient)  and  (2)  England, 
14th-century,  partly  patched  with  other  old  glass. 
Monument  and  Floor-slabs.  Monument  (Plate, 
p.  105)  :  In  chancel — of  Cecilie  (Willford),  wife  of 
Edwin  Sandys,  Archbishop  of  York,  1610,  erected 
by  her  son,  Sir  Samuel  Sandys,  1619,  coloured 
alabaster  and  black  marble  wall-monument  with 
kneeling  figure  of  lady  at  prayer-desk,  Corinthian 
side-columns  and  entablature,  figure  of  Time  on  W., 
back  and  hood  of  monument  carved  as  a  trellis 
of  flowers  and  foliage,  at  top  two  draped  figures 
supporting  lozenge-of-arms,  cartouche-of-arms 
below  main  figure.  Floor-slabs  :  In  churchyard — 
against  W.  wall  of  nave  (1)  to  Cecile  Sandys,  1610, 
see  monument  ;  (2)  to  George  Sheillto,  with  shield- 
of-arms,  late  17th-century.  Niches  :  In  nave — in 
E.  respond  of  N.  arcade,  two,  one  with  a  trefoiled 


and  one  with  a"  triangular  concave  head  ;  in 
E.  respond  and  first  pier  of  S.  arcade,  three,  all 
with  trefoiled  heads,  15th-century.  Paintings  : 
In  nave — above  chancel-arch,  large  Doom  in 
black  and  red  colour,  Christ  the  Judge  in  middle 
seated  on  a  rainbow  with  angels  on  right  and 
souls  below,  hell's  mouth  in  right  lower  corner, 
scrolls  with  black-letter  inscriptions,  one  reading, 
"  Surgite  incriminati  ad  judicium  dei,"  15th- 
century  ;  rough  outline  of  canopies  with  figures 
on  first  column  of  S.  arcade  and  black  outline  of 
head  on  second  column,  and  traces  of  foliage  on 
capitals  of  same  arcade  ;  traces  of  colour  on 
niches.  Plate  :  includes  large  cup  and  paten 
of  1668.  Piscinae  :  In  chancel — double  (Plate, 
p.  xlv),  with  moulded  jambs  and  trefoiled  head, 
middle  pier  with  moulded  capital  and  base,  bases 
also  to  jambs,  one  sexfoiled  drain,  mid  13th- 
century.  In  S.  aisle — with  pointed  head  and 
damaged  sexfoiled  drain,  14th-century.  Seating  : 
In  chancel — four  benches  with  moulded  rails  and 
buttressed  standards  with  carved  popey-heads, 
15th-century,  partly  restored.  Sedilia  :  In  chancel 
— of  three  bays  with  hollow-chamfered  jambs, 
with  four-centred  heads,  horizontal  moulded 
cornice  over,  early  16th-century.  Stoup  :  In  S. 
porch,  with  segmental  head,  probably  15th- 
century. 

Condition — Good . 

a(2).  Bicknacre  Priory,  ruins,  2 \  m.  N.N.W. 
of  the  church.  The  walls  are  of  iron  pudding- 
stone  rubble  with  some  brick  ;  the  dressings  are 
of  Reigate  and  a  harder  limestone.     The  priory 
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was  founded  c.  1175  by  Maurice  Fitz-Geoffrey  for 
Austin  canons.  The  remaining  part  of  the  church 
is  apparently  of  c.  1250.  The  house  was  always 
a  poor  one,  and  came  to  an  end  in  1507  by  the 
death  of  the  last  canon. 

Architectural  Description — The  existing  remains 
consist  only  of  the  W.  arch  of  the  crossing  of  the 
church  with  the  adjoining  responds  of  the  N.  and 
S.  arches.  There  are  doubtful  indications  in  the 
turf  of  a  chancel  extending  65  ft.  E.  of  the  existing 
arch. 

The  Crossing  (20  ft.  N.  to  S.)  has  a  W.  arch 
(Plate,  p.  173)  of  c.  1250,  two-centred  and  of  two 
chamfered  orders,  with  a  relieving-arch  immedi- 
ately above  it  of  alternate  bricks  and  pebbles  ;  the 
moulded  responds  have  each  a  large  attached  round 
shaft  with  moulded  capitals  and  base.  The  former 
N.  and  S.  arches  have  similar  responds,  but  the 
arches  have  been  destroyed  ;  the  S.  responds  have 
been  partly  repaired  in  brick.  There  are  definite 
indications  in  the  turf  of  a  N.  Transept  extending 
about  25  ft.  N.  of  the  crossing,  but  there  are  no 
visible  traces  of  the  S.  arm.  W.  of  the  S.  arch  on 
the  outer  face  is  a  heavy  corbel  for  a  former  roof, 
indicating  the  former  existence  of  a  S.  aisle  or  chapel 
on  this  side  communicating  with  the  S.  transept 
without  any  intermediate  arch.  Part  of  a  respond 
has  been  reset  in  the  remaining  part  of  the  W.  wall 
of  the  N.  transept. 

The  Nave  (20|  ft.  wide)  is  represented  only  by 
the  stumps  of  the  walls  on  the  N.  and  S.  On  the 
N.  side  is  part  of  the  splay  of  a  doorway  or  window. 
As  there  is  evidence  of  an  aisle  on  the  S.  and  none 
on  the  N.  of  the  nave,  it  is  probable  that  the  cloister 
and  domestic  building  lay  to  the  N.  of  the  church. 

Condition — Of  existing  ruins,  fairly  good.

6(6).  Edwin's  Hall,  house  and  moat,  1,500 
yards  E.  of  the  church.  The  House  is  of  three 
storeys  ;  the  walls  are  of  brick  and  the  roofs  are 
tiled.  It  is  said  to  have  been  built  by  Edwin 
Sandys,  Archbishop  of  York,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  16th  century.  The  original  plan  no  doubt 
consisted  of  a  central  block  with  cross-wings  at 
the  E.  and  W.  ends,  but  the  E.  cross-wing  has  been 
destroyed.  The  S.  front  has  an  original  bay- 
window  to  the  main  block,  of  two  storeys  with 
moulded  mullions  and  transoms  ;  the  third  storey 
of  the  block  is  lit  by  three  mullioned  and  transomed 
windows.  Adjoining  the  W.  wing  is  a  two- 
storeyed  porch  with  an  original  outer  archway  of 
stone  with  a  four-centred  head  and  sunk  spandrels. 
The  end  of  the  W.  wing  has  a  modern  bay-window. 
Extending  further  W.  is  a  two-storeyed  wing  with 
two  original  windows.  At  the  back  of  the  house 
are  four  original  windows  and  a  large  original 
chimney-stack  with  five  shafts,  of  which  the  middle 
one  is  set  diagonally ;  two  gables  further  W. 
have  moulded  barge-boards.  Inside  the  building 
three  rooms  are  lined  with  17th-century  panelling, 
and  one  room  has  a  panelled  overmantel  with 
fluted  pilasters.  In  the  second  storey  are  two 
original  stone  fireplaces  with  moulded  jambs  and 
flat   four-centred   heads   with   carved   spandrels ; 
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one  fireplace  has  a  panelled  and  carved  frieze 
above  it.  The  top  storey  contains  some  original 
turned  balusters. 

The  Moat  surrounds  the  house  with  a  strong  inner 
enclosure  with  a  weaker  enclosure  outside  it. 

Condition — Of  house  and  moat,  good. 

Monuments  (7-11). 

The  following  monuments,  unless  otherwise 
described,  are  of  the  17th  century  and  of  two 
storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  Some  of  the  buildings  have  original 
chimney-stacks  and  exposed  ceiling-beams. 

Condition — Good  or  fairly  good. 

b(7).  House  (Plate,  pp.  xxxiv-v),  three  tenements, 
E.  of  the  churchyard,  was  built  probably  in  the 
16th  century  and  has  been  refaced  with  brick. 
It  has  a  cross-wing  at  the  S.  end.  The  upper 
storey  projects  at  the  E.  end  of  the  wing. 

'(8).  House,  N.  of  (7),  has  a  cross-wing  at  the 
S.  end  and  has  been  partly  refaced  with  brick. 

6(9).  Allenshill  Farm,  house,  80  yards  N.  of 
the  church,  has  an  original  chimney-stack  with 
three  grouped  shafts,  set  diagonally. 

*(10).  Dyer's  Farm,  house,  §  m.  N.N.W.  of  the 
church. 

*(11).  Quilter's  Farm,  house  (Plate,  p.  57), 
f  m.  W.  of  (10),  has  an  original  chimney-stack 
with  grouped  diagonal  shafts. 

Unclassified : — 

c(12).  Mounds,  two,  If  m.  S.E.  of  the  church, 
and  within  the  sea-wall  near  the  head  of  a  creek. 
They  are  of  irregular  shape  and  resemble  the 
mounds  in  the  parish  of  Stow  Maries.  Probably 
connected  with  mediaeval  salt  workings. 

Condition — Good. 


104.  WOODHAM  MORTIMER.     (E.b.) 

(O.S.  6  in.  Wliii.  S.E.  Wliii.  S.W.) 

Woodham  Mortimer  is  a  small  parish  2  m. 
S.W.  of  Maldon.  The  Hall  is  the  principal 
monument. 

Ecclesiastical  : — 

*(1).  Parish  Church  of  St.  Margaret  stands 
towards  the  N.E.  side  of  the  parish.  The  walls 
are  mainly  of  septaria  with  some  reused  freestone 
in  the  rubble.  The  dressings  are  limestone.  The 
church  has  been  entirely  rebuilt  except  part  of  the 


S.  wall  of  the  nave,  which  is  of  early  12th-century 
date. 

Architectural  Description  —  The  Chancel  is 
modern,  but  incorporates  in  the  S.  wall  a  15th- 
century  window  of  one  cinquefoiled  light,  with 
modern  jambs  ;  further  W.  are  the  reset  splays 
and  rear- arch  of  a  restored  14th-century  window. 

The  Nave  has  in  the  S.  wall  part  of  the  reset 
splays  of  a  14th  or  15th-century  window  ;  further 
W.  in  the  12th-century  wall  is  the  S.  doorway, 
modern  externally,  but  with  a  round  12th-century 
rear-arch  having  remains  of  red  colour  on  the 
plastered  soffit  ;  further  W.  is  a  12th-century 
window  of  one  round-headed  light,  but  much 
restored.  In  the  W.  wall  are  the  reset  splays  of  a 
14th-century  window. 

The  North  Chapel,  Vestry,  N.  Aisle  and  S. 
porch  are  entirely  modern. 

Fittings — Bells  :  three  ;  1st  by  Miles  Graye, 
1657  ;  2nd  by  John  Dan  yell,  15th-century  and 
inscribed  "  Johannes  Est  Nomen  Ejus  "  ;  3rd 
by  Miles  Graye,  1612.  Brass  :  In  chancel — of 
Dorothy,  daughter  of  Giles  Alleine,  1584,  figure 
with  head  missing,  inscription  beginning — "  A 
little  impe  here  buried  is  "  and  shield -of -arms. 
Communion  Table  :  with  carved  top-rail,  shaped 
brackets  and  turned  legs,  early  17th-century, 
made  up  with  modern  work.  Floor-slab  :  In  N. 
chapel — against  E.  wall,  to  Nathaniel  Smith, 
M.A.„  rector  of  the  parish,  1693.  Font  :  round 
bowl,  octagonal  stem  with  ogee-headed  panels, 
moulded  base,  stem  and  base  late  15th-century, 
bowl  earlier.  Panelling  :  Incorporated  in  pulpit 
and  organ-case,  pieces  of  carved  panels  and  rails, 
early  17th-century.  Piscina  :  In  chancel — modern 
recess,  plain  cushion  capital  with  drain  of  pillar- 
piscina,  12th-century.  Plate  :  includes  a  cup 
without  marks,  but  with  an  Elizabethan  stem  and 
a  bowl  probably  of  later  date. 

Condition — Good,  mostly  rebuilt. 

Secular  : — 

6 (2).  Woodham  Mortimer  Hall,  E.  of  the 
church,  is  of  three  storeys  ;  the  walls  are  mostly 
of  brick,  but  partly  of  plastered  timber-framing  ; 
the  roofs  are  tiled.  The  timber-framed  wing  at 
the  back  is  probably  of  the  16th  century.  The 
front  block,  of  brick,  was  added  early  in  the  17th 
century,  and  has  four  curvilinear  '  Dutch '  gables, 
one  of  which  crowns  a  small  projecting  bay. 
At  the  back  is  an  original  brick  gable  rising  above 
the  older  block  and  containing  a  blocked  window 
of  three  lights  with  moulded  mullions.  The 
two  chimney-stacks,  at  the  ends  of  the  front  block, 
have  modern  diagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  back 
wing  are  some  exposed  ceiling-beams,  and  there 
is  a  central  purlin  in  the  roof.  There  are  also  some 
old  battened  doors. 

Condition — Good . 
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a(3).  Hill  Farm,  house,  about  \  m.  S.W.  of 
the  church,  is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and 
plastered ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was  built 
probably  early  in  the  17th  century,  and  the 
upper  storey  projects  at  the  N.  end. 

Condition — Good. 

"(4).  Nursery  Farm,  house,  two  tenements, 
700  yards  W.  of  (3),  is  of  two  storeys,  timber- 
framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It  was 
built  late  in  the  16th  or  early  in  the  17th  century, 
and  has  an  original  chimney-stack  (Plate,  p.  57) 
with  two  tall  octagonal  shafts.  Inside  the  building 
there    are   two   late   17th    or    early    18th-century 


fireplaces  with  pilasters  and  panelled  friezes  ; 
one  has  a  roughly  executed  painting  of  the  Fire 
of  London. 

Condition — Good,  much  altered. 

"(5).  Tyndales,  house,  1,100  yards  W.  of  (4), 
is  of  two  storeys,  timber-framed  and  plastered 
and  partly  refaced  with  modern  brick  ;  the  roofs 
are  tiled.  It  was  built  in  the  16th  century, 
and  has  an  original  chimnej'-stack  (Plate,  p.  57) 
with  a  crow-stepped  offset  and  three  diagonal 
shafts.  The  stack  at  the  W.  end  has  an  original 
base. 

Condition — Good,  much  altered.

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MASONS'  MARKS  IN  ESSEX. 


The  Masons'  marks  shown  below  come  from  various  parts  of  the  County. 
They  are  often  found  on  12th-century  masonry  but  none  have  been  observed  in 
Essex  on  work  earlier  than  the  14th  century,  and  these  are  not  numerous.  They 
are  common  in  15th-century  work  and  are  cut  on  the  surfaces  of  responds,  piers, 
soffits,  and  often  on  the  moulded  faces  themselves.  An  interesting  group  at 
High  Easter  includes  a  master  mark  (fig.  4)  on  practically  all  of  the  stones  of  the 
N.  arcade,  accompanied  by  a  variety  of  secondary  marks  (fig.  5),  perhaps  those  of 
the  working  masons.  The  more  complicated  marks — such  as  figs.  9,  11,  16,  29,  etc. 
— are  possibly  only  developments  of  earlier  marks,  each  successor  to  the  use  of  a 
mark  adding  a  line  or  two  to  distinguish  it  from  that  of  his  predecessor.

MOULDINGS  IN  ESSEX. 


The  sections  of  stone  mouldings  shown  on  the  two  following  pages  are  but  a  few 
of  the  outlines  selected  from  the  Commission's  records,  and  while  not  intended  to  be 
fully  representative  of  the  wealth  of  detail  in  the  County  it  is  hoped  that  they 
may  serve  as  part  evidence  for  the  dates  given  and  incidentally  may  be  useful  as  a 
guide  to  the  student  of  architecture. 

They  are  drawn  to  a  uniform  scale  and  have  been  arranged  approximately  in 
chronological  order  following  the  dates  assigned  to  them  in  the  Commission's 
Reports.  Surface  decoration  is  indicated  in  only  a  few  cases.  The  examples  are  all 
taken  from  parish  churches  excepting  those  from  Waltham  Abbey,  Little  Dunmow 
Priory,  and  Beeleigh  Abbey.

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ADDENDA    ET    CORRIGENDA. 


The  following  list  of  Addenda  and  Corrigenda  has  been  divided  into  its  appropriate  volumes  for  greater  convenience 
of  reference. 

The  Addenda  consist  of  descriptions  of  such  monuments  as  have  been  inadvertently  omitted  from  the  inventories 
already  published  and  of  further  particulars  (which  have  transpired  since  publication)  concerning  monuments  already 
described. 

With  regard  to  the  Corrigenda,  the  Commission  is  fortunate  in  that  its  labours,  in  one  direction,  have  coincided  with 
those  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  on  Church  Plate.  The  investigation  of  this  subject  is  one  of  considerable  difficulty, 
from  the  frequent  effacement  or  semi-effacement  of  the  hall-marks,  from  the  comparative  difficulty  of  access,  and  from 
the  impossibility  of  ensuring  by  personal  investigation  that  the  tally  is  complete.  With  regard  to  the  last  two  disabilities, 
the  Diocesan  Committee  has  perhaps  had  greater  opportunities  than  the  Commission  and  it  has  been  thought  wise  there- 
fore to  accept,  in  general,  their  conclusions  (where  these  differed  from  these  of  the  Commission's  investigators)  as  the 
results  of  a  longer,  closer  and  more  detailed  investigation  of  the  subject  than  was  possible  in  the  case  of  the  Commission. 

In  the  Corrigenda  the  reference  letters  refer  to  the  column  of  the  page  referred  to,  and  the  number  following  to  the 
number  of  the  line  from  the  head  of  the  page.

St.  Christopher  carrying  the  Child-Christ.  The  Saint 
wears  a  green  cap  and  tunic  and  red  cloak,  leans  upon  a 
light  green  staff,  flowered  at  the  top  with  green  leaves 
and  red  berries,  and  wades  through  water  in  which  are 
fishes,  etc. ;  the  Child-Christ  is  nimbed,  wears  a  green 
garment,  holds  an  orb  surmounted  by  a  cross  with 
pennant  and  is  seated  on  the  left  shoulder  of  the  Saint. 
On  W.  side  is  a  chapel  with  bell  and  turret  and  figure 
of  hermit  holding  lamp  ;  on  E.  side  faint  traces  of 
another  figure  with  conical  head-dress  and  holding  an 
object  in  right  hand  ;  background  of  red  powdered 
with  conventional  flowers  ;  upper  part  of  painting  is 
in  good  state  of  preservation  but  lower  part  much 
worn.  It  is  probably  of  15th-century  date  but  super- 
imposed upon  earlier  work,  of  which  faint  traces  are 
visible  in  places  representing  rectangular  blocks  of 
masonry  in  double  purple  lines.  It  has  recently  been 
exposed,  having  been  plastered  over  since  1749.

The  house  was  built  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
16th  century  but  has  been  much  altered  and  added  to 
in  the  18th  and  19th  centuries.  The  walls  are  covered 
with  modern  cement  and  towards  the  N.E.  end  of  the

While  House — cont. 
house  is  an  original  chimney-stack  of  six   grouped 
octagonal   shafts,    now   cemented   over.      Inside    the 
building  are  some  exposed  beams,  and  one  bedroom 
has  an  early  18th-century  wood  chimney-piece  with 
moulded  architrave  and  shelf.     In  the  attic  is  a  brick 
fireplace  with  chamfered  jambs,  segmental  arch  and 
an  iron  grate  with  thick  bars,  all  of  late  17th  or  early 
18th-century  date. 
Condition — Good . 

(10)  Priors,  Trap's  Hill,  house,  barn  and  outbuildings, 
100  yards  S.E.  of  (4).  The  house  is  of  two  storeys, 
timber-framed  and  plastered  ;  the  roofs  are  tiled.  It 
was  built  in  the  second  half  of  the  16th  century  and  a 
front  or  S.W.  wing  was  added  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
18th  century  ;  about  the  same  time  a  farmhouse 
adjoining  on  the  N.  was  built.  The  S.W.  front  of  the 
original  building,  now  overlooking  the  yard,  is  weather- 
boarded  and  the  first  floor  projects  on  curved  biackets. 
On  the  first  floor  is  an  original  four-light  window  with 
moulded  mullions  and  lead  casements.  On  the  S.E. 
front  the  door  to  the  kitchen  is  nail-studded  and  has 
long  hinges  with  shaped  ends.  On  the  N.E.  front  is 
a  large  chimney-stack.  Inside  the  building  some  of  the 
timber-construction  and  ceiling  beams  are  exposed. 
In  the  Hall  is  a  small  cupboard  with  a  linenfold  panel, 
probably  refixed,  and  in  the  upper  floor  an  old  battened 
door.  Some  of  the  roof  timbers  are  exposed  and  the 
roof  over  the  N.E.  wing  is  of  the  central  purlin  type 
with  curved  struts. 

The  Bam  and  three  outbuildings,  20  yards  S.  of  the 
house,  are  of  weather-boarded  timber-framing  with 
tiled  roofs.  They  are  probably  of  late  17th-century 
date  but  have  been  partly  renewed. 

Condition — Of  house,  good  ;  of  outbuildings,  fairly 
good. 

(11)  Beech  House,  on  S.E.  side  of  High  Road,  200  yards 
N.  of  (5),  is  of  two  storeys  ;  the  walls  are  of  brick  ; 
the  roofs  are  covered  with  tiles  and  slates.  The  house 
was  entirely  rebuilt  in  the  18th  century,  but  incor- 
porates some  beams  and  fittings  of  earlier  date.  On 
the  N.W.  front  is  a  recessed  brick  panel  with  the 
following  inscriptions,  W.R.M.  1648  I  R  AGE  4.  A 
room  on  the  first  floor  is  lined  with  early  17th-century 
panelling  and  has  an  oak  chimney-piece  of  the  same 
date,  said  to  have  come  from  Chigwell  Hall.  The 
overmantel  is  in  three  bays  with  broad  Ionic  pilasters 
carved  with  festoons  of  fruit ;  above  is  an  entablature 
with  a  dentilled  cornice,  acanthus  brackets  over  each 
pilaster  and  draped  swags  over  each  bay  ;  in  each  bay 
is  a  shouldered  and  eared  panel  with  carved  scrolls  ; 
the  shelf  has  carved  panels  and  swags  ;  the  fireplace 
has  a  stone  surround  with  moulded  edges.  In  the 
kichen  are  four  plain  battened  doors  with  long  hinges, 
and  on  the  upper  floor  is  a  late  17th-century  door. 
At  the  top  of  the  stairs  are  several  plain  and  one 
shaped  flat  baluster. 

Condition — Good . 
Low  Leyton — p.  167  (a)  41  :  for  "  William  "  read  "  Philip." 
(7)  Forest  House,  now  used  as  an  annexe  to  Infirmary 
and  stables,  \\  m.  N.E.  of  St.  Mary's  church. 
The  house  is  of  three  storeys  with  cellars ;  the 
walls  are  of  brick  covered  with  cement ;  the  roofs 
are  covered  with  slates.  It  was  built  c.  1700  and  has 
considerable  18th  and  19th-century  alterations  and 
additions.  The  elevations  have  no  original  features. 
Inside  the  building  the  Entrance  Hall  has  a  plastered 
ceiling  divided  into  panels  by  moulded  beams  with  a 
large  octagonal  panel  in  the  middle  painted  with  an 
allegorical  group  representing  Abundance.  The 
Entrance  Hall  and  many  of  the  rooms  are  lined  with 
original  panelling.     The  main  staircase  rises  in  three

flights  round  a  central  well  to  the  first  floor  and  has 
plain  strings,  moulded  handrail,  short  twisted  balusters 
and  square  newel-posts  with  turned  pendants.  The 
secondary  staircase  is  of  similar  character  but  of 
simpler  detail.  On  the  ground  floor  of  the  modern 
extension  is  some  panelling  of  c.  1600.  Removed  from 
the  house  and  reset  in  the  hall  of  the  modern  Infirmary 
is  a  marble  fireplace  with  a  carved  and  moulded  shelf 
supported  by  tapering  pilasters  with  busts  of  female 
figures  in  classical  drapery.

red  to  white  ;  four  of  the  remaining  panels  are  square 
and  contains  geometric  patterns  ;  each  of  the  others 
contains  a  small  dolphin  and  a  composite  sea-beast 
in  black,  red,  white  and  yellow  colours  ;  in  S.E.  corner 
the  pavement  has  collapsed  into  a  pit  of  uncertain 
depth  and  purpose. 
Walls. — Recent  examination  of  the  interior  of  the 
bastion  at  the  S.E.  corner  of  the  wall  behind  Priory 
Street  showed  it  to  be  of  hollow  construction  and  a 
later  addition  to  the  Roman  wall.  The  face  of  the 
wall  was  badly  ruined  before  the  addition  was  made, 
and  the  tower  is  carried  down  a  long  way  below  the 
earlier  footings.  This  evidence  renders  it  improbable 
that  the  bastions  are  Roman  work,  and  though  it  is 
insufficient  to  give  a  precise  date  to  their  building  it 
suggests  that  they  were  probably  added  to  strengthen 
the  wall  in  mediaeval  times  and  served  as  buttresses 
as  much  as  for  defensive  purposes,

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GLOSSARY 


OF  THE  MEANING   ATTACHED  TO   THE   TECHNICAL  TERMS   USED    IN    THE    INVENTORY. 


Abacus. — The  uppermost  member  of  a  capital. 

Alb. — Long  linen  robe,  with  close  sleeves  ;  worn  by  clerks 
of  all  grades. 

Alettes  or  Allettes. — In  armour,  plates  usually  rect- 
angular, of  metal  or  leather  covered  with  cloth  or 
other  light  material,  fastened  by  a  lace  to  the  back  or 
sides  of  the  shoulders  ;  they  commonly  display 
armorial  bearings  ;    worn  c.  1275  to  c.  1325. 

Altar-tomb. — -A  modern  term  for  a  tomb  of  stone  or 
marble  resembling,  but  not  used  as,  an  altar. 

Amess. — Fur  cape  with  hood,  and  long  tails  in  front ; 
worn  by  clerks  of  the  higher  grades. 

Amice. — A  linen  strip  with  embroidered  apparel,  placed 
upon  the  head  coifwise  by  a  clerk  before  vesting  him- 
self in  an  alb,  after  which  it  is  pushed  back,  and  the 
apparel  then  appears  like  a  collar. 

Ankar-hold. — The  dwelling  house  of  an  ankorite  or 
recluse. 

Apparels. — Rectangular  pieces  of  embroidery  on  alb, 
amice,  etc. 

Apse. — The  semi-circular  or  polygonal  end  of  a  chancel 
or  other  part  of  a  church. 

Arabesque. — A  peculiar  kind  of  strap-ornament  in  low 
relief,  common  in  Moorish  architecture,  and  found  in 
16th  and  17th-century  work  in  England. 

Arcade. — A  range  of  arches  carried  on  piers  or  columns. 
Arch. — The  following  are  some  of  the  most  usual  forms  : — 
Segmental  : — A  single  arc  struck  from  a  centre  below 

the  springing  line. 
Pointed  or  two-centred  : — Two  arcs  struck  from  centres 

on  the  springing  line,  and  meeting  at  the  apex  with 

a  point. 
Segmental-pointed  : — A  pointed  arch,  struck  from   two 

centres  below  the  springing  line. 
Equilateral  : — -A  pointed  arch  struck  with  radii  equal  to 

the  span. 
Lancet  : — A  pointed  arch  struck  with  radii  greater  than 

the  span. 
Three-centred,  elliptical  : — Formed  with  three  arcs,  the 

middle  or  uppermost  struck  from  a  centre  below  the 

springing  line. 
Four-centred,    depressed,    Tudor  : — A    pointed    arch   of 

four  arcs,  the  two  outer  and  lower  arcs  struck  from 

centres  on  the  springing  line  and  the  two  inner  and 

upper  arcs  from   centres  below   the  springing  line. 

Sometimes    the    two    upper    arcs    are    replaced    by 

straight  lines. 
Ogee  : — A  pointed  arch  of  four  or  more  arcs,  the  two 

uppermost  or  middle  arcs  being  reversed,  i.e.,  convex 

instead  of  concave  to  the  base  line. 
Relieving  : — An  arch  generally  of  rough  construction, 

placed  in  the  wall  above  the  true  arch  or  head  of  an 

opening,  to  relieve  it  of  some  of  the  superincumbent 

weight. 
Stilted  : — An  arch  with  its  springing  line  raised  above 

the  level  of  the  imposts. 
Skew  : — An  arch  not  at  right  angles  laterally  with  its 

jambs. 

Archbishops'  Vestments. — Buskins,  sandals,  amice,  alb, 
girdle,  stole,  fanon,  tunic,  dalmatic,  chasuble,  pall ; 
gloves,  ring,  mitre  ;  an  archbishop  carries  a  crosier 
but,  in  later  times,  holds  a  cross-staff  for  distinction. 


Architrave. — A  moulded  enrichment  to  the  jambs  and 
head  of  a  doorway  or  window  opening  ;  the  lowest 
member  of  an  entablature  (q.v.). 

Argent. — In  heraldry,  white  or  silver,  the  latter  being 
the  word  used  in  mediaeval  English  blazonry. 

Armet. — See  "  Helmet." 

Arming  Doublet. — Sleeved  coat  worn  under  armour  ;  15th 
and  16th  centuries. 

Arming  Points. — Laces  for  attaching  parts  of  armour 
together. 

Arris. — An  edge  or  angle. 

Articulation. — The  joining  of  several  plates  of  armour 
to  form  a  flexible  defence. 

Ashlar. — Masonry  wrought  to  an  even  face  and  square 
edges. 

Aumbry. — See  "  Locker." 

Azure. — In  heraldry,  blue. 

Baberies. — The  "  childlike  conceits  "  and  other  carvings 
on  the  underside  of  misericords. 

Badge  Of  Ulster. — A  silver  scocheon  charged  with  a  red 
hand  upraised,  borne  in  the  arms  of  baronets  of 
England,  Ireland,  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

Bailey. — A  court  attached  to  a  mount  or  other  fortified 
enclosure. 

Bain  bergs. — Shin  guards  of  plate-armour  or  leather. 

Ball-flower. — In  architecture,  a  decoration  peculiar  to 
the  first  quarter  of  the  14th  century,  consisting  of  a 
globular  flower  of  three  petals  enclosing  a  small  ball. 

Banded  Mail.— Mail  shown  wi+h  narrow  bands,  between 
rows  of  rings  ;   construction  uncertain. 

Bar. — See  "  Fesse." 

Barbe. — Pleated  linen  covering  for  chin  and  throat,  worn 
by  widows  and  women  under  vows. 

Barbican. — An  advanced  protective  work  before  the  gate 
of  a  town  or  castle,  or  at  the  head  of  a  bridge. 

Barbican  Mount. — A  mound  advanced  from  the  main 
defences  to  protect  an  entrance. 

Barge-board. — A  board,  often  carved,  fixed  to  the  edge 
of  a  gabled  roof,  a  short  distance  from  the  face  of  the 
wall. 

Barnack  stone. — A  shelly  oolitic  limestone  ;  from  Barnack, 
Northamptonshire. 

Barrel-vaulting. — See  "  Vaulting." 

Barrow. — A  burial  mound. 

Barry. — In  heraldry,  an  even  number  of  horizontal 
divisions  in  a  shield,  normally  six,  but  sometimes 
four  or  eight.  When  a  greater  and  indefinite  number 
of  divisions  appear  the  word  Burely  is  used. 

Bascinet. — -Steel  head-piece  worn  with  camail,  sometimes 
fitted  with  vizor. 

Baston. — See  "  Bend." 

Battled. — In  heraldry,  the  edge  of  a  chief,  bend,  bar,  or 
the  like  drawn  in  the  fashion  of  the  battlements  of 
a  wall. 

Bead. — A  small  round  moulding. 
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Bell-capital. — A  form  of  capital  of  which  the  chief  charac- 
teristic is  a  reversed  bell  between  the  neck  moulding 
and  upper  moulding  ;  the  bell  is  often  enriched  with 
carving. 

Bend. — In  heraldry,  a  band  aslant  and  across  the  shield, 
commonly  from  the  dexter  chief.  A  narrow  bend 
over  other  charges  is  called  a  Baston.  The  baston 
with  the  ends  cut  off,  drawn  in  the  other  direction 
across  the  shield  is  a  mark  of  bastardy  in  post- 
mediaeval  heraldry.  A  field  or  charge  divided  bend- 
wise  into  an  equal  number  of  parts,  normally  six,  is 

said  to  be  bendy. 

Bendwise. — In  the  direction  of  a  bend. 

Bendy. — In    heraldry,    divided    bendwise    into    an    equal 
number  of  divisions,  normally  six. 

Berm. — A  platform  on  the  slope  of  a  rampart. 

Besagues. — Small  plates  worn  in  front  of  the  arm-pits. 

Bevor. — Plate-defence  for  chin  and  throat. 

Bezant. — In  heraldry,  a  gold  roundel  or  disc. 

Billet. — In  heraldry,  a  small  oblong  figure  ;  also  in  archi- 
tectural ornament  chiefly  used  in  the  11th  and  12th 
centuries. 

Billety. — In  heraldry,  a  field  or  charge  powdered  with 
billets. 

Bishops'  Vestments. — Same  as  an  archbishop's,  but  with- 
out pall,  and  a  bishop  carries  a  crosier,  and  not  a 
cross. 

Bolection-moulding. — A  moulding  raised  above  the  general 
plane  of  the  framework  of  the  door  or  panelling  in 
which  it  is  set. 

Border. — In  heraldry,  an  edging  round  a  coat-of-arms, 
whether  simple  or  quartered. 

Boss. — A  projecting  square  or  round  ornament,  covering 
the  intersections  of  the  ribs  in  a  vault,  panelled 
ceiling  or  roof,  etc. 

Bouget  or  Water-bouget. — A  pair  of  leather  bottles, 
borne  as  a  heraldic  charge. 

Bowtell. — A  continuous  convex  moulding  ;  another  term 
for  roll-moulding. 

Brace. — In  roof  construction,  a  subsidiary  timber  inserted 
to  strengthen  the  framing  of  a  truss.  Wind-brace,  a 
subsidiary  timber  inserted  between  the  purlins  and 
principals  of  a  roof  to  resist  the  pressure  of  the  wind. 

Brassart. — Plate-armour  defence  for  the  arm. 

Bressummer. — A  beam  forming  the  direct  support  of  an 
upper  wall  or  timber-framing. 

Brick-nogging. — The  brick-work  filling  the  spaces  between 
the  uprights  of  a  timber-framed  building. 

Brick-work. — Header  : — A    brick    laid    so    that    the    end 

only  appears  on  the  face  of  the  wall. 
Stretcher  : — A  brick  laid  so  that  one  side  only  appears 

on  the  face  of  the  wall. 
English    Bond  : — A   method   of   laying   bricks   so   that 

alternate  courses  on  the  face  of  the  wall  are  composed 

of  headers  or  stretchers  only. 
Flemish   Bond  : — A  method  of  laying  bricks  so   that 

alternate    headers    and    stretchers    appear    in    each 

course  on  the  face  of  a  wall. 

Brigandine. — Coat  of  padded  cloth  and  very  small  plates 
(of  metal). 

Broach-spire.     See  "  Spire.'' 

Broach-stop.     A   half-pyramidal  stop  against  a  chamfer 

to  bring  out  the  edge  of  a  stone  or  beam   to  a  right 
angle. 

Buff  Coat,      Coat  of  heavy  leather. 


Burgonet. — See  "  Helmet." 

Buskins. — Stockings  reaching  to  the  knee  ;  worn  by 
archbishops,  bishops,  and  mitred  abbots. 

Butterfly  Head-dress. — Large,  of  lawn  and  gauze  on 
wire,  late  15th-century. 

Buttress. — A  mass  of  masonry  or  brick-work  projecting 

from  or  built  against  a  wall  to  give  additional  strength. 
Angle-buttresses  : — Two  meeting,  or  nearly  meeting,  at 

an  angle  of  90°  at  the  corner  of  a  building. 
Diagonal-buttress  : — One  placed  against  the  right  angle 

formed  by  two  walls,  and  more  or  less  equi-angular 

with  both. 
Flying-buttress  : — A   butting   arch   transmitting   thrust 

from  a  wall  to  an  outer  buttress. 

Cable-moulding. — A  moulding  carved  in  the  form  of  a 
cable. 

Camail. — Hood  of  mail ;  first  worn  attached  to  hauberk, 
then  separate  from  it  with  tippet  of  mail  over  shoul- 
ders, and,  in  the  14th  century,  attached  to  bascinet. 

Cambered  (applied  to  a  beam). — Curved  so  that  the 
middle  is  higher  than  the  ends. 

Canonical  Quire  Habit. — Surplice,  amess,  cope. 

Canopy. — A  projection  or  hood  over  a  door,  window,  etc., 

and  the  covering  above  a  tomb  or  niche  ;    also  the 

representation  of  the  same  on  a  brass. 

Cantilever. — A  beam  supported  at  a  point  short  of  one 
end,  which  end  carries  a  load,  the  other  end  being 
fixed. 

Canton. — A  word  applied  in  modern  heraldry  to  the 
Quarter  which  is  commonly  given  less  space  than  in 
the  older  examples. 

Caryatid. — Pillar  carved  as  a  woman. 

Casement. — 1.  A  wide  hollow  moulding  in  window 
jambs,  etc. 

2.  The  hinged  part  of  a  window. 

3.  The  sinking  for  a  brass  in  a  slab. 

Cassock. — Long,  close-sleeved  gown  ;    worn  by  all  clerks. 

Cellarer's  Building  or  Cellar. — In  monastic  planning  that 
part  of  the  Convent  under  the  control  of  the  cellarer 
containing  store-rooms,  wine-vaults,  etc.  In  Cistercian 
monasteries  it  also  included  the  Frater  and  Dorter 
of  the  Lay  brethren  (conversi) .  Its  ordinary  position 
in  all  orders  was  on  the  W.  side  of  the  cloister. 

Central-chimney  Type  of  House. — See  "  Houses." 

Chamfer. — The  small  plane  formed  when  the  sharp  edge 
or  arris  of  stone  or  wood  is  cut  away,  usually  at 
an  angle  of  45°  ;  when  the  plane  is  concave  it  is 
termed  a  hollow  chamfer,  and  when  the  plane  is  sunk 
below  its  arrises,  or  edges,  a  sunk  chamfer. 

Chantry-chapel. — A  small  chapel  usually  occupying  part 
of  a  large  building,  specially  attached  to  a  chantry. 

Chasuble. — A  nearly  circular  cape  with  central  hole  for 
head,  worn  by  priests  and  bishops  at  mass.  It  is  put 
on  over  all  the  other  vestments. 

Chausses. — Leg-defences  of  mail. 

Cheeky. — In  heraldry,  a  field  or  charge  divided  into 
squares  or  checkers. 

Cheveron. — In  heraldry,  a  charge  resembling  a  pair  of 
rafters  of  a  roof  ;    sometimes  used  decoratively. 

Chief. — In  heraldry,  the  upper  part  of  the  shield.  Cut 
off  from  the  rest  of  the  held  by  a  horizontal  line 
and  having  its  own  tincture,  it  becomes  one  oi  the 
charges  of  the  shield,  covering  a.  space  which  occupies 
from  a  third  to  a  half,  or  even  more  of  it. 
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Chrismatory. — A  box  containing  the  holy  oils  for  anoint- 
ing. 

Chrisom-child. — Child  swaddled  in  a  chrisom-cioth. 

Cinquefoil. — 1.  See  "  Foil." 

2.  An  heraldic  flower  of  five  petals. 

Clearstorey. — An  upper  storey,  pierced  by  windows,  in 
the  main  walls  of  a  church.  The  same  term  is 
applicable  in  the  case  of  a  domestic  building. 

Close-helmet. — See  "  Helmet." 

Clunch. — A  local  name  for  the  lower  chalk  limestone, 
composed  of  chalk  and  clay. 

Cockatrice. — A  monster  with  the  head  and  legs  of  a  cock 
and  the  tail  of  a  wyver. 

Coif. — Small  close  hood,  covering  head  only. 

Collar-beam. — A  horizontal  beam  framed  to  and  serving 
to  tie  a  pair  of  rafters  together  some  distance  above 
the  wall-plate  level. 

Combed  Work. — The  decoration  of  plaster  surfaces  by 
"  combing  "  it  into  various  patterns. 

Console. — A  bracket  with  a  compound  curved  outline. 

Cope. — A  processional  and  quire  vestment  shaped  like  a 
cloak,  and  fastened  across  the  chest  by  a  band  or 
brooch  ;   worn  by  clerks  of  most  grades. 

Coped-Slab. — A  slab  of  which  the  upper  face  is  ridged 
down  the  middle,  sometimes  hipped  at  each  end. 

Cops,  Knee  and  Elbow. — Knee  and  elbow  defences  of 
leather  or  plate. 

Corbel. — A  projecting  stone  or  piece  of  timber  for  the 
support  of  a  superincumbent  weight. 

Cotises. — In  heraldry,  pairs  of  narrow  bands,  in  the  form 
of  bends,  pales,  fesses,  or  cheverons,  and  borne  accom- 
panying one  of  those  charges  on  each  side  of  it. 

Counter-coloured. — In  heraldry,  term  applied  in  cases 
where  the  field  and  charges  exchange  tinctures  on 
either  side  of  a  dividing  line. 

Counter-scarp. — The  reverse  slope  of  a  ditch  facing 
towards  the  place  defended. 

Courtyard  Type  of  House. — See  "  Houses." 
Cove. — A  concave  under-surface. 

Cover-paten. — A  cover  to  a  communion  cup,  sometimes 
used  as  a  paten. 

Credence. — A  shelf,  niche,  or  table  on  which  the  vessels, 
etc.,  for  mass  are  placed. 

Crest,  cresting. — 1.  A  device  worn  upon  the  helm.  2.  An 
ornamental  finish  along  the  top  of  a  screen,  etc. 

Crockets. — Carvings  projecting  at  regular  intervals  from 
the  vertical  or  sloping  sides  of  parts  of  a  building, 
such  as  spiles,  canopies,  hood-moulds,  etc. 

Crosier,  or  Pastoral  Staff. — A  tall  staff  ending  in  an  orna- 
mental crook  carried  as  a  mark  of  authority  by 
archbishops,  bishops,  and  heads  of  monastic  houses, 
including  abbesses  and  prioresses. 

Cross. — In  its  simplest  form  in  heraldry,  a  pale  combined 
with  a  fesse,  as  the  St.  George's  Cross  ;  there  are 
many  other  varieties,  of  which  the  following  are  the 
most  common  : — Crosslet, — with  a  smaller  arm  cross- 
ing each  main  arm  ;  Crosslet  fitchy, — having  the  lowest 
arm  spiked  or  pointed  ;  Crosslet  flowered  or  flory, — 
having  the  arms  headed  with  fleurs-de-lis  ;  Crosslet 
formy, — arms  widening  from  the  centre,  and  square 
at  the  ends.  The  old  forms  of  the  crosslet  have,  as 
a  rule,  the  arms  ending  as  in  trefoils  with  rounded 
petals  ;  Plain  crosses, — with  four  equal  arms  not  extend- 
ing to  the  edges  of  the  shield  ;  Moline  (or  mill-rind), 
— with  the  arms  split  or  forked  at  the  ends  ;   Paty, — as 


Cross—  cont. 

a  cross  formy,  but  with  the  arms  notched  in  two 
places  at  the  ends,  giving  them  a  form  which  may 
approach  that  of  a  blunt  head  of  -a  fleur-de-lis  ;  Potent 
(or  Jerusalem), — having  a  small  transverse  arm  at  the 
extreme  end  of  each  main  arm  ;  Tau  (or  Anthony), — 
in  the  form  of  a  T. 

Cross-loop. — Narrow  slits  or  openings  in  a  wall,  in  the 
form  of  a  cross,  generally  with  circular  enlargements 
at  the  ends. 

Cross-staff. — Staff  terminating  in  a  cross  ;  carried  before 
archbishops,  who  are  usually  shown  holding  it  on 
effigies,  brasses,  etc. 

Cross-vaulting. — See  "  Vaulting." 

Crow-stepped. — A  term  applied  to  gables,  the  coping  of 
which  rises  in  a  series  of  steps. 

Crusily. — In  heraldry,  covered  or  powdered  with  crosslets. 

Cuirass. — Breast  and  back  plates  of  metal  or  leather. 

Cushion-capital. — -A  cubic  capital  with  its  lower  angles 
rounded  off  to  a  circular  shaft. 

Cusps  (cusping,  cusped  heads,  sub-cusps). — The  projecting 
points  forming  the  foils  in  Gothic  windows,  arches, 
panels,  etc.  ;  they  were  frequently  ornamented  at  the 
ends,  or  cusp-points,  with  leaves,  flowers,  berries,  etc. 

Dagging. — Cutting  of  edges  of  garments  into  slits  and 
foliations. 

Dalmatic. — The  special  vestment  at  mass  of  a  deacon  ; 
a  loose  tunic  of  moderate  length,  slit  up  sides,  with 
wide  sleeves  and  fringed  edges. 

Dance. — In  heraldry,  a  fesse  or  bar  drawn  zigzagwise,  or 
dancetty. 

Deacons'  Vestments  (Mass).— Amice,  alb,  stole  (worn  over 
left  shoulder),  dalmatic,  and  fan  on. 

Demi-brassart. — Plate-defence  for  outside  of  arm. 

Dexter. — In  heraldry,  the  right-hand  side  of  a  shield  as 
held. 

Diaper. — Decoration  of  surfaces  with  squares,  diamonds, 
and  other  patterns. 

Dimidiated. — In  heraldry,  applied  to  the  halving  of  two 
shields  and  joining  a  half  of  each  to  make  a  new 
shield. 

Dog-legged  Staircase. — Two  flights  of  stairs  in  opposite 
directions. 

Dog-tOOth  Ornament. — A  typical  13th-century  carved 
ornament  consisting  of  a  series  of  pyramidal  flowers 
of  four  petals  ;    used  to  cover  hollow  mouldings. 

Dormer-window. — -A  vertical  window  on  the  slope  of  a 

roof,  and  having  a  roof  of  its  own. 
Dorter. — In    monastic    buildings,    the    common    sleeping 

apartments  or  dormitory. 

Double-Ogee. — See  "  Ogee." 

Dovetail. — A  carpenter's  joint  for  two  boards,  one  with 
a  series  of  projecting  pieces  resembling  doves'  tails 
fitting  into  the  other  with  similar  hollows  ;  in  heraldry 
an  edge  formed  like  a  dovetail  joint. 

Drawbar. — A  wood  bolt  inside  a  doorway,  sliding  when 
out  of  use  into  a  long  channel  in  the  thickness  of  the 
wall. 

Dressings. — The  stones  used  about  an  angle,  window,  or 
other  feature  when  worked  to  a  finished  face,  whether 
smooth,  tooled  in  various  ways,  moulded,  or  sculptured. 

Drip-Stone. — See  "  Hood-mould." 
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Easter  Sepulchre. — A  locker  in  the  north  wall  of  a  chancel 
wherein  the  Host  was  placed  from  Good  Friday 
to  Easter  Day,  to  typify  Christ's  burial  after  His 
crucifixion.  A  temporary  wooden  structure  in  imita- 
tion of  a  Sepulchre  with  lights,  etc.,  was  often  placed 
before  it,  but  in  some  parts  of  the  country  this  was 
a  more  permanent  and  ornate  structure  of  stone. 

Eaves. — The  under  part  of  a  sloping  roof  overhanging 
a  wall. 

Embrasures. — The  openings,  indents,  or  sinkings  in  an 
embattled  parapet. 

Enceinte. — The  main  outline  of  a  fort. 

Engaged  Shafts. — Shafts  cut  out  of  the  solid  or  con- 
nected with  the  jamb,  pier,  respond,  or  other  part 
against  which  they  stand. 

Engrailed. — In  heraldry,  edged  with  a  series  of  concave 
curves. 

Entablature. — In  Classic  or  Renaissance  architecture,  the 
horizontal  superstructure  above  the  columns  or  jambs 
of  an  opening,  consisting  of  an  architrave,  frieze, 
and  cornice. 

Ermine  or  Ermines. — The  fur  most  frequently  used  in 
heraldry  ;  white  powdered  with  black  tails.  Other 
varieties  are  sometimes  found,  as  sable  ermined  with 
silver,  and  in  more  modern  heraldry,  gold  ermined 
with  sable,  and  sable  ermined  with  gold. 

E  Type  Of  House. — See  "  Houses.' 

Fanon. — A  strip  of  embroidery  probably  at  one  time  a 
handkerchief,  held  in  the  left  hand,  or  worn  hanging 
from  the  left  wrists  by  bishops,  priests  and  deacons. 
It  is  often  called  a  maniple. 

Fan-vaulting. — See  "  Vaulting." 

Fascia. — A  plain  or  moulded  board  covering  the  plate  of 
a  projecting  upper  storey  of  timber,  and  masking  the 
ends  of  the  cantilever  joists  which  support  it. 

Feretory. — A  place  or  chamber  for  a  shrine. 

Fesse. — In  heraldry,  a  horizontal  band  athwart  the  shield. 
When  more  than  one  fesse  is  borne  they  are  known 
as  Bars. 

Finial. — A  formal  bunch  of  foliage  or  similar  ornament 
at  the  top  of  a  pinnacle,  gable,  canopy,  etc. 

Fitchy. — See  "  Cross." 

Flanches. — In  heraldry,  the  side  portions  of  a  shield, 
bounded  by  convex  lines  issuing  from  the  chief. 

Foil  (trefoil,  qualrefoil,  cinquefoil,  multifoil,  etc.). — A 
leaf -shaped  curve  formed  by  the  cusping  or  feathering 
in  an  opening  or  panel. 

Foliated  (of  a  capital,  corbel,  etc.) — Carved  with  leaf 
ornament. 

Fosse.— A  ditch. 

Four-centred  Arch. — See  "  Arch." 

Frater. — The  refectory  or  dining-hall  of  a  monastery. 

Fret  or  Fretty. — In  heraldry,  a  charge  formed  of  a  number 
of  bastons  drawn  from  each  side  of  the  shield,  and 
interlaced  like  lattice-work.  In  modern  heraldry,  the 
charge  of  a  fret  takes  the  form  of  a  narrow  saltire 
interlacing  a  voided  lozenge,  while  the  word  Fretty 
is  kept  for  the  older  form. 

Frieze. — The  middle  division  in  an  entablature,  between 
the  architrave  and  the  cornice  ;  generally  any  band  of 
ornament  or  colour  immediately  below  a  cornice. 

Funeral  helm. — A  trophy,  in  the  form  of  a  crested  head- 
piece, carried  at  the  funerals  and  placed  over  the 
tombs  of  important  personages. 


Fusil. — -In  heraldry,  a  word  applied  to  the  pieces  into 
which  a  fesse  is  divided  by  engrailing  or  indenting. 

Gable. — The  wall  at  the  end  of  a  ridged  roof,  generally 
triangular,  sometimes  semi-circular,  and  often  with 
an  outline  of  various  curves,  then  called  curvilinear. 

Gadlings. — Spikes  or  knobs  on  plate-gauntletb. 

Galleted  or  garretted  Joints. — Wide  joints  in  rubble  or 
masonry  into  which  thin  pieces  of  flint  or  stone  have 
been  inserted. 

Gambeson. — Garment  of  padded  cloth  worn  under  hauberk 
or  as  sole  defence. 

Gardant. — In  heraldry,  an  epithet  of  a  beast  whose  full 
face  is  seen. 

Gargoyle. — A  carved  projecting  figure  pierced  to  carry  off 
the  rain-water  from  the  roof  of  a  building. 

Gimel-bar  or  Gemel-bar. — In  heraldry,  a  pair  of  nanow 
bars  lying  close  to  one  another. 

Gipon. — Close-fitting  vest  of  cloth,  worn  over  armour 
c.  1350  to  c.  1410. 

Gobony. — In  heraldry,  checkers  or  panes  of  a  metal 
alternating  with  a  colour,  or  either  with  a  fur. 

Gorget. — Plate  defence  for  neck  and  throat. 

Greek  Cross.— A  plain  cross  with  four  equal  arms. 

Griffon  or  Griffin. — A  winged  monster  with  the  fore  parts 
of  an  eagle,  and  the  hinder  parts  of  a  lion. 

Groining,  Groined  Vault. — See  "  Vaulting." 

Guige. — Strap  from  which  shield  was  suspended. 

Guilloche-pattern. — An  ornament  consisting  of  two  or 
more  intertwining  wavy  bands. 

Gules. — In  heraldry,  red. 

Gussets. — Pieces  of  flexible  armour  placed  in  gaps  of  plate 
defences. 

Gyronny  or  Gironny. — In  heraldry,  the  field  of  a  shield 
divided  into  six,  eight  or  more  gussets  meeting  at  a 
point  in  the  middle. 

Haketon. — Studded,  stiffened  or  quilted  body-defence,  of 
cloth,  leather  and  metal,  with  moderately  long  skirts. 

Half-H  type  of  House. — See  "  Houses." 

Hall  and  cellar  type  of  House. — See  "  Houses." 

Hammer-beams. — Horizontal  brackets  of  a  roof  project- 
ing at  the  wall-plate  level,  and  resembling  the  two 
ends  of  a  tie-beam  with  its  middle  part  cut  away  ; 
they  are  supported  by  braces  (or  struts),  and  help  to 
diminish  lateral  pressure  by  reducing  the  span.  Some- 
times there  is  a  second  and  even  a  third  upper  series 
of  these  brackets. 

Hatchment. — A  heraldic  display  in  a  rectangular  frame, 
commonly  set  lozenge-wise. 

Hauberk. — Shirt  of  chain  or  other  mail. 

Helm. — Complete  barrel  or  dome-shaped  head-defence  of 
plate. 

Helmet. — A  light  headpiece  ;  various  forms  are  :  Armet, 
Burgonet,  close  Helmet,  all  similar  in  principle. 

Hipped  roof. — A  roof  with  sloped  instead  of  vertical  ends. 
Half-hipped,  a  roof  whose  ends  are  partly  vertical  and 
partly  sloped. 

Hood-mould  {label,  drip-stone). — A  projecting  moulding  on 
the  face  of  a  wall  above  an  arch,  doorway,  or  window  ; 
in  some  cases  it  follows  the  form  of  the  arch,  and  in 
others  is  square  in  outline. 
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Houses. — These  arc  classified  as  far  as  possible  under  the 
following  definitions  : — 

1.  Hall  and  cellar  type  : — Hall  on  first  floor;    rooms 

beneath  generally  vaulted  ;  examples  as  early  as 
the  12th  century. 

2.  H  type  : — Hall  between  projecting  wings,  one  con- 

taining living  rooms,  the  other  the  offices.  The 
usual  form  of  a  mediaeval  house,  employed,  with 
variations,  down  to  the  17th  century. 

3.  L   type  : — Hall  and   one   wing,    generally  for  small 

houses. 

4.  E  type  : — Hall  with  two  wings  and  a  middle  porch  ; 

generally  of  the  16th  and  17th  centuries. 

5.  Half-H  type  : — A  variation  of  the  E  type  without 

the  middle  porch. 

6.  Courtyard  type  : — -Houses  built  round  a  court ;  some- 

times only  three  ranges  of  buildings  with  or  without 
an  enclosing  wall  and  gateway  on  the  fourth  side. 

7.  Central-chimney    type  : — (Rectangular    plan),    small 

houses  only. 

Impaled. — See  "  Parted." 

Indent. — The  sinking  or  casement  in  a  slab  for  a  monu- 
mental brass. 

Indented. — In  heraldry,  notched  like  the  teeth  of  a  saw. 

Infirmary. — In  monastic  planning  a  distinct  block  of 
buildings,  generally  including  a  hall,  misericorde, 
kitchen  and  chapel,  and  devoted  to  the  use  of  the 
infirm  or  aged. 

Invected. — In  modern  heraldry,  edged  with  a  series  of 
convex  curves. 

Jambs. — 1.  The  sides  of  an  archway,  doorway,  window, 
or  other  opening. 

2.  In  heraldry,  legs  of  lions,  etc. 

3.  In  armour,  plate-defences  for  lower  leg. 

Jazerine. — Armour  of  small  plates  on  leather  or  cloth. 

Keep. — The  great  tower  or  stronghold  in  a  castle  ;  of 
greater  height  and  strength  than  the  other  buildings. 

Keystone. — The  middle  stone  in  an  arch. 

King-post. — The  middle  vertical  post  in  a  roof-truss. 

Kneeler. — Stone  at  the  foot  of  a  gable. 

Label. — See    "  Hood-mould."  In    heraldry,    a   narrow 

horizontal  band  (lying  across  the  chief  of  a  shield), 
from  which  small  strips,  generally  three  or  five,  called 
pieces,  depend  at  right  angles. 

Lancet. — A  long  narrow  window  with  a  pointed  head, 
typical  of  the  13th  centmy. 

Latin  Cross. — -A  plain  cross  with  the  bottom  arm  longer 
than  the  other  three. 

Latten. — A  term  applied  to  the  alloy  of  copper,  zinc,  etc., 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  memorial  brasses,  etc. 

Lenten  Veil. — A  cloth  or  veil  hung  across  the  chancel 
or  presbytery  between  the  stalls  and  the  altar,  during 
Lent. 

Leopard. — In  heraldry,  a  lion  showing  its  full  face  ;  always 
passant  (unless  otherwise  emblazoned),  as  in  the  three 
leopards  of  England. 

Lierne-vault. — See  "  Vaulting." 

Linces,  linchets  or  lynchets. — Terraces  on  a  hill-side 
formed  by  the  gradual  banking  of  ploughed  earth 
between  the  mam  furrows. 

Linen-fold  panelling. — Panelling  ornamented  with  a 
conventional  representation  of  folded  linen. 

Lintel. — The  horizontal  beam  or  stone  bridging  an  opening. 

Lion. — In  heraldry,  face  in  profile  and  (unless  otherwise 
emblazoned)  always  rampant. 
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Liripipe. — Long  tail  of  cloth  attached  to  hooded  tippet  "I 
the  14th  century  ;  the  whole  finally  developed  into  a 
form  of  turban  called  Liripipe  head-dress. 

Locker  [Aumbry). — A  small  cupboard  formed  in  a  wall. 

Loop. — A  small  narrow  light  in  a  turret,  etc.  ;  often 
unglazcd. 

Louvre  or  luffer. — A  lantern-like  structure  surmounting 
the  roof  of  a  hall  or  other  building,  with  openings  for 
ventilation  or  the  escape  of  smoke,  usually  crossed 
by  slanting  boards  to  exclude  rain. 

Low-side  window. — A  grated,  unglazcd,  and  shuttered 
window  with  a  low  sill,  i.e.,  within  a  few  feet  of  the 
floor,  in  the  N.  or  S.  wall  of  the  chancel  near  its  W. 
end,  probably  the  window  at  which  the  sacring  bell  was 
rung. 

Lozenge. — In  heraldry,  a  charge  like  the  diamond  in  a 
pack  of  cards. 

L  type  of  house. — See  "  Houses." 

Luce. — In  heraldry,  a  fish  (pike) . 

Lychgate.— A  covered  gateway  at  the  entrance  of  a 
churchyard,  beneath  which  the  bier  is  rested  at  a 
funeral. 

Mail  Skirt. — Shirt  of  chain  mail  worn  under  traces  and 
tuiles. 

Mail  Standard. — Collar  of  chain  mail. 

Manche,  Maunche.— A  lady's  sleeve  with  a  long  pendent 
lappet ;   a  heraldic  charge. 

Maniple. — See  "  Fanon." 

Mantle  or  Mantling.— In  heraldry,  a  cloth  hung  over  the 
hinder  part  of  a  helm  ;  the  edges  were  fantastically 
dagged  and  slit. 

Martlet. — A  martin,  shown  sometimes  in  heraldry  without 
feet. 

Mask-Stop. — A  stop  at  the  end  of  a  hood-mould,  bearing 
a  distant  resemblance  to  a  human  face  ;  generally  of 
the  12th  and  13th  centuries. 

Mass  Vestments. — These  included  the  amice,  alb,  and 
girdle  (which  were  worn  by  all  clerks)  to  which  a  sub- 
deacon  added  the  tunicle  and  fanon,  a  deacon  the 
dalmatic,  fanon  and  stole  (over  one  shoulder  only) 
and  the  priest  the  fanon,  stole  (over  both  shoulders) 
and  chasuble.  Bishops  and  certain  privileged  abbots 
wore  the  tunicle  and  dalmatic  under  the  chasuble,  with 
the  mitre,  gloves,  and  ring,  and  buskins  and  sandals. 
Archbishops  used  the  pall  in  addition  to  all  the  fore- 
going. Bishops,  abbots,  and  archbishops  alike 
carried  crosiers,  and  in  the  same  way,  but  an  arch- 
bishop had  likewise  a  cross  carried  before  him  for 
dignity,  and  he  is  generally  represented  holding  one 
for  distinction.  The  mass  vestments  were  sometimes 
worn  over  the  quire  habit,  and  the  hood  of  the  grey 
amess  can  often  be  seen  on  effigies  hanging  beyond 
the  amice  apparel  at  the  back  of  the  neck. 
Mazer. — A  bowl,   generally  for  drinking,  made  of  maple 

wood  and  often  mounted  in  silver. 
Merlon.— The  solid  part  of  an  embattled  parapet  between 

the  embrasuies. 
Mezzanine. — A    subordinate    storey    between    two    main 

floors  of  a  building. 
Mill-rind  (Fer-de-moline). — The  iron  affixed  to  the  centre 
of  a  millstone  ;  a  common  heraldic  charge.  In  early 
heraldry  the  name  given  to  the  mill-rind  cross,  or 
cross  moline. 
Misericord.— 1.  An  indulgence  in  the  form  of  a  folding  seat 
of  a  quire-stall,  having  a  broad  edge  or  bracket  on 
the  underside,  which  can  be  used  as  a  seat  by  the 
occupant  when  standing  during  a  long  office. 

2.  In  monastic  planning,  a  small  hall, 
generally  attached  to  the  Infirmary,  in  which  better 
food    than    the    ordinary    was    supplied    for   special 
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Mitred  Abbots'  Vestments.— Same  as  a  bishop's. 
Modillions. — Brackets  under  the  cornice  in  Classic  archi- 
tecture. 

M0tet. — ln  heraldry,  a  star  of  five  or  six  points,  drawn 

with  straight  lines.     When  the  lines  are  wavy  it  is 

called  a  Star.     A  molet  with  a  round  hole  in  the  middle 

is  called  a  Rowel. 
Morse. — Large  clasp  or  brooch  fastening  cope  across  the 

breast. 
Mullion. — A  vertical  post,  standard,  or  upright  dividing 

an  opening  into  lights. 
Muntin. — The   intermediate    uprights   in    the    framing  of 

a  door,  screen,  01  panel,  butting  into  or  stopped  by 

the  rails. 
Mutules. — In  Classic  and  Renaissance  architecture,  small 

flat  brackets  under  the  cornice  of  the  Doric  order. 
Nasal. — Plate  of  a  headpiece  to  protect  nose. 
Nebuly. — Heraldic  term  for  a  line  or  edge,  following  the 

fashion  of  the  mediaeval  artists'  conventional  cloud. 

Neck-moulding. — The  narrow  moulding  round  the  bottom 
of  a  capital. 

Newel. — The  central  post  in  a  circular  or  winding  stair- 
case ;  also  the  principal  posts  at  the  angles  of  a  dog- 
legged  or  well-staircase. 

Nogging. — The  filling,  generally  of  brick,  between  the 
posts,  etc.,  of  a  timber-framed  house. 

Ogee. — A  compound  curve  of  two  partr,  one  convex,  the 
other  concave  ;  a  double-ogee  moulding  is  formed  by 
two  ogees  meeting  at  their  convex  ends. 

Or. — In  heraldry,  gold  ;  a  word  which,  like  argent,  was 
established  in  English  blazon  in  the  second  half  of  the 
Kith  century. 

Orders  Of  Arches. — Receding  or  concentric  rings  of 
voussoirs. 

Oriel  Window. — A  projecting  bay-window  carried  upon 
corbels  or  brackets. 

Orle. — In  heraldry,  a  term  used  to  describe  a  voided 
scochcon,  or  a  number  of  small  charges,  as  martlets 
or  the  like. 

Orphreys. — Strips  of  embroidery  on  vestments. 

"  Out  Of  the  Solid." — Moundings  worked  on  the  styles, 
rails,  etc.,  of  framing,  instead  of  being  fixed  on  to 
them. 

Oversailing  Courses. — A  number  of  brick  or  stone  courses, 
r.u  li  i  nurse  projecting  beyond  the  one  below  it. 

Ovolo  moulding.— A  Classic  moulding  forming  a  quarter 

round  in  section. 

Pale.  -In  heraldry,  a  vertical  band  down  the  middle  of 
a  shield. 

Palimpsest. — 1.  Of  a  brass  :  reused  by  engraving  the 
back  of  an  older  engraved  plate. 

2.  Of  a  wall-painting  :    superimposed  on  an 
earlier  painting. 

Pall.  -1.  lu  ecclesiastical  vestments,  a  narrow  strip  of 
I. null  .wool,  having  an  open  loop  in  the  middle,  and 
weighted  ends  ;  it  is  ornamented  with  a  number  of 
crosses  and  forms  the  distinctive  mark  of  an  arch- 
bi  hop  ;  it  is  worn  round  the  neck,  above  the  other 
vestments, 

2.   A  i  1'  .tli  i  overing  a  hearse. 

Paly.  In  heraldry,  a  shield  divided  by  lines  palewise, 
normally    into    six    divisions,    unless    otherwise    cm- 

blaz I 

Panache.  A  plume  or  bush  of  feather  worn  on  the 
h  lm, 


Pargeting. — Ornamental  plaster  work  on  the  surface 
of  a  wall. 

Parted  or  Party. — In  heraldry,  a  term  used  when  a  shield 
is  divided  down  the  middle.  When  two  coats 
of  arms  are  marshalled,  each  in  one  of  these 
divisions,  the  one  is  said  to  be  party  or  parted  with 
the  other,  or  in  the  words  of  the  later  heraldry,  to 
be  impaling  it.  The  word  party  or  parted  is  also 
used  for  other  specified  divisions,  as  party  bendwise. 

Parvise. — Now  generally  used  to  denote  a  chamber  above 
a  porch. 

Passant  (of  beasts,  etc.). — In  heraldry,  walking  and 
looking  forward — head  in  profile. 

Pastoral  Staff. — See  "  Crosier." 

Paten. — A  plate  for  holding  the  Bread  at  the  celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion. 

Paty  (cross). — See  "  Cross." 

Pauldron. — Plate-defence  for  the  shoulders. 

Pediment. — A  low-pitched  gable  used  in  Classical  and 
Renaissance  architecture  above  a  portico,  at  the  end 
of  a  building,  and  above  doors,  windows,  niches, 
etc.  ;  sometimes  the  middle  part  is  omitted,  forming 
a  "  broken  "  pediment. 

Perk. — A  perch  on  which  to  hang  vestments. 

Pheon. — In  heraldry,  a  broad  arrow-head. 

Pilaster. — A  shallow  pier  attached  to  a  wall. 

Pile. — In  heraldry,  a  triangular  or  wedge-shaped  charge, 
issuing  from  the  chief  of  the  shield  unless  otherwise 
blazoned. 

Piscina. — A  basin  with  a  drain,  set  in  or  against  the  wall 
to  the  S.  of  an  altar. 

Plinth. — The  projecting  base  of  a  wall  or  column,  generally 
chamfered  or  moulded  at  the  top. 

Popey. — The  ornament  at  the  heads  of  bench-standards 
or  desks  in  churches  ;  generally  carved  with  foliage 
and  flowers,  somewhat  resembling  a.  fleur-de-lis. 

Portcullis. — The  running  gate,  rising  and  falling  in  vertical 
grooves  in  the  jambs  of  a  doorway. 

Pourpoint. — A  body  defence  of  cloth  or  of  leather,  padded 
or  quilted. 

Powdered. — In  heraldry,  a  shield  or  charge  with  small 
charges  scattered  indiscriminately  thereon  is  said  to  be 
powdered  with  them. 

Presbytery. — The  part  of  a  church  in  which  is  placed  the 
high  altar,  E.  of  the  quire. 

Priests'  Vestments  (Mass). — Amice,  alb,  giidlc,  stole 
crossed  in  front,  fanon,  chasuble. 

Principals. — The  chief  trusses  of  a  roof,  or  the  main 
rafters,  posts,  or  braces,  in  the  wooden  framework 
of  a  building. 

Processional  Vestments. — Same  as  canonical. 

Pulvinated  Frieze. — In  Classical  and  Renaissance  archi- 
tecture, a  frieze  having  a  convex  or  bulging  section. 

Purlin. — A    horizontal  •  timber   resting   on    the    principal 

rafters  of  a  roof-truss,  and  forming  an  intermediate 

support  for  the  common  rafters. 
Purple  or  Purpure. — One  of  the  colours  in  heraldry. 
Pyx. — Any  small  box,  but  usually  a  vessel  to  contain  the 

reserved  Sacrament. 
Quarry. — In     glazing,    small    panes    of    glass,    generally 

diamond-shaped  or  square,  set  diagonally. 

Quarter. — In  heraldry,  the  dexter  corner  of  the  shield  ; 
a  charge  made  by  enclosing  that  corner  with  a  right- 
angled  line  taking  in  a  quarter  or  somewhat  less  of 
the  shield  and  giving  it  a  tincture  of  its  own. 
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Quartered  or  Quarterly. — A  term  which,  in  its  original 
sense,  belongs  to  a  shield  or  charge  divided  crosswise 
into  four  quarters.  After  the  practice  of  marshalling 
several  coats  in  the  quarters  of  a  shield  had  been 
established,  the  quarters  themselves  might  be  quar- 
tered for  the  admission  of  more  coats,  or  the  four 
original  divisions  increased  to  six  or  more,  each  being 
still  termed  a  quarter. 

Quatrefoil. — In  heraldry,  a  four-petalled  flower.  See 
also  "  Foil." 

Queen-posts. — A  pair  of  vertical  posts  in  a  roof-truss 
cqui-distant  from  the  middle  line. 

Quillon. — Bars  forming  cross-guard  of  swoid. 

Quilted  Defence. — Armour  made  of  padded  cloth,  leather, 
etc. 

Quire-habit. — In  secular  churches  :  for  boys,  a  surplice 
only  over  the  cassock  ;  for  clerks  or  vicars,  the  surplice 
and  a  black  cope-like  mantle,  partly  closed  in  front 
and  put  over  the  head,  which  was  exchanged  for  a  silk 
cope  on  festivals  ;  canons  put  on  over  the  surplice  a 
grey  amess.  In  monastic  churches,  all  classes,  whether 
canons  regular,  monks,  friars,  nuns,  or  novices,  wore 
the  ordinary  habit  with  a  cope  on  festivals. 

Quoin. — The  dressed  stones  at  the  angle  of  a  building. 

Ragged,  Raguly. — In  heraldry,  applied  to  a  charge 
whose  edges  are  ragged  like  a  tree  trunk  with  the 
limbs  lopped  away. 

Rampant  (of  beasts,  etc.). — In  heraldry,  standing  erect 
on  one  foot,  as  if  attacking  or  defending. 

Rampart. — A  mound  or  bank  surrounding  a  fortified 
place. 

Rapier. — Cut  and  thrust  sword. 

Razed. — Of  a  head,  etc.,  in  heraldry,  having  a  ragged 
edge  as  though  torn  off. 

Rear-arch. — The  arch  on  the  inside  of  a  wall  spanning 
a  doorway  or  window-opening. 

Rear-vault. — The  space  between  a  rear-arch  and  the 
outer  stonework  of  a  window. 

Rebate   (rabbet,  rabbit). 
cut  on  an  edge. 


-A  continuous  rectangular  notch 


Reliquary. — A  small  box  or  other  receptacle  for  relics. 

Rerebrace. — Plate  or  leather  defence  for  upper  arm. 

Rere-dorter. — The  common  latrine  of  a  monastic  house. 

ReredOS. — A  hanging,  wall,  or  screen  of  stone  or  wood  at 
the  back  of  an  altar  or  dais. 

Respond. — The  half-pillar  or  pier  at  the  end  of  an  arcade 
or  abutting  a  single  arch. 

Revetment. — A  retaining  wall  of  masonry  against  a  bank 
of  earth. 

Roll-moulding  or  Bowtell. — A  continuous  convex  moulding 
cut  upon  the  edges  of  stone  and  woodwork,  etc. 

Rood  (Rood-beam,  Rood-screen,  Rood-loft;. — A  cross  or 
crucifix.  The  Great  Rood  was  set  up  at  the  E.  end  of 
the  nave  with  accompanying  figures  of  St.  Mary  and 
St.  John  ;  it  was  generally  carved  in  wood,  and  fixed  on 
the  loft  or  head  of  the  rood-screen,  or  in  a  special 
beam  (the  Rood-beam),  reaching  from  wall  to  wall. 
Sometimes  the  rood  was  merely  painted  on  the  wall 
above  the  chancel-arch  or  on  a  closed  wood  partition 
or  tympanum  in  the  upper  half  of  the  arch.  The 
Rood-screen  is  the  open  screen  spanning  the  E.  end 
of  the  nave,  shutting  off  the  chancel  ;  in  the  15th  cen- 
tury a  narrow  gallery  was  often  constructed  above  the 
cornice  to  carry  the  rood  and  other  images  and 
candles,  and  it  was  also  used  as  a  music  gallery.  The 
loft  was  approached  by  a  staircase  (and  occasionally 
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by  more  than  one),  either  of  wood  or  in  a  turret  built 
in  the  wall  wherever  most  convenient,  and,  when  the 
loft  was  carried  right  across  the  building,  the  inter- 
vening walls  of  the  nave  were  often  pierced  with 
narrow  archways.  Many  of  the  roods  were  destroyed 
at  the  Reformation,  and  their  final  removal,  witli  the 
loft,  was  ordered  in  1561. 

Roundel. — In  heraldry,  a  round  plate  or  disc  of  any 
tincture  other  than  gold. 

Rubble. — Walling  of  rough  unsquared  stones  or  flints. 

Rustic  work,  rusticated  joints. — Masonry  in  which  only 
the  margins  of  the  stones  are  worked. 

Sabatons  or  SolleretS. — Articulated  plate-defences  for  the 
feet. 

Sable. — In  heraldry,  black. 

Salade  or  Sallet. — Light  steel  headpiece,  frequently  with 
vizor. 

Saltire. — In  heraldry,  an  X-shaped  cross  ;  also  called 
St.  Andrew's  cross. 

Sanctus-Bell. — A  small  bell,  usually  hung  in  a  bell-cot 
over  the  E.  gable  of  the  nave,  or  in  the  steeple,  and 
rung  at  the  Elevation  of  the  Host  during  mass.  The 
name  is  also  applied  to  small  bells  of  post-Reforma- 
tion date. 

Scallop. — A  shellfish,  a  common  charge  in  heraldry. 

Scalloped  capital. — A  development  of  the  cushion-capital 
in  which  the  single  cushion  is  elaborated  into  a  series 
of  truncated  cones. 

Scapple,  to. — To  dress  roughly,  of  masonry  or  timber. 

Scarp. — A  vertical  or  sloping  face  of  earth  in  a  ditch 
or  moat,  or  cut  in  the  slope  of  a  hill,  facing  away 
from  the  place  which  it  helps  to  defend. 

Scribe. — A  term  applied  to  timber  cut  or  fitted  to  an 
irregular  surface  or  moulding. 

Scroll-moulding. — A  rounded  moulding  of  two  parts,  the 
upper  projecting  beyond  the  lower,  thus  resembling  a 
scroll  of  parchment. 

Scutcheon  or  Scocheon. — 1.  A  shield,  a  charge  in  heraldry, 
Voided  Scutcheon,  a  scutcheon  whose  border  alone  is 
seen  ;    termed  in  modern  heraldry  an  Orle. 

2.  A  metal  plate  pierced  for  the 
spindle  of  a  handle  or  for  a  keyhole. 

Sedilia  (sing,  sedile,  a  seat),  sometimes  called  pres- 
byteries.— The  seats  on  the  S.  side  of  the  chancel, 
quire,  or  chapel  near  the  altar,  used  by  the  ministers 
during  the  Mass. 

Septaria. — Nodules  of  hardened  clay  from  the  upper 
Tertiary  formations,  used  as  building  material  during 
the  Roman  and,  to  a  less  extent,  during  the  mediaeval 
period. 

Sexpartite  vault. — See  "  Vaulting." 

Shaft. — A  small  column. 

Shafted  jambs. — A  jamb  containing  one  or  more  shafts 
either  engaged  or  detached. 

Shell-keep. — A  ring  wall  cresting  a  castle  mount  and 
sometimes  enclosing  buildings. 

Shingles. — Tiles  of  cleft  timber,  used  for  covering  spires, 
etc. 

Sinister. — In  heraldry,  the  leftdiand  side  of  a  shield  as 
held. 

Slip-tiles. — Tiles  moulded  with  a  design  in  intaglio  which 
was  then  filled  in,  before  burning,  with  a  clay  of  a 
different  colour. 
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Slype. — A  mediaeval  term  for  a  narrow  passage  between 
two  buildings  ;  generally  used  for  that  from  the 
cloister  to  the  cemetery  of  a  monastic  establishment. 

Soffit. — The  under  side  of  a  staircase,  lintel,  cornice, 
arch,  canopy,  etc. 

Soffit-CUSpS. — Cusps  springing  from  the  flat  soffit  of  an 
arched  head,  and  not  from  its  chamfered  sides  or 
edges. 

Solar. — An  upper  chamber  in  a  mediaeval  house  adjoining 
the  dais  end  of  the  Hall,  and  reserved  for  the  private 
use  of  the  family. 

SolleretS. — See  "  Sabatons." 

Spandrel. — The  triangular-shaped  space  above  the  haunch 
of  an  arch  ;  the  two  outer  edges  generally  form  a 
rectangle,  as  in  an  arched  and  square-headed  door- 
way ;  the  name  is  also  applied  to  a  space  within  a 
curved  brace  below  a  tie-beam,  etc.,  and  to  any  similar 
spaces. 

Spire,  Broach-spire,  Needle-spire. — The  tall  pointed 
termination  covered  with  lead  or  shingles,  the 
roof  of  a  tower  or  turret.  A  Broach-spire  rises  from 
the  sides  of  the  tower  without  a  parapet,  the  angles 
of  a  square  tower  being  surmounted,  in  this  case, 
by  half-pyramids  against  the  alternate  faces  of  the 
spire,  when  octagonal.  A  Needle-spire  is  small  and 
narrow,  and  rises  from  the  middle  of  the  tower-roof 
well  within  the  parapet. 

Splay. — A  sloping  face  making  an  angle  more  than  a  right- 
angle  with  the  main  surface,  as  in  window  jambs,  etc. 

Springing-line.— The  level  at  which  an  arch  springs  from 
its  supports. 

Sprocket-pieces. — Short  lengths  of  timber  covering  the 
end  of  roof-rafters  to  flatten  the  angle  of  pitch  of 
the  roof  at  the  eaves. 

Spurs. — Prick  :  in  form  of  plain  goad  ;  early  form. 
Rowel  :  with  spiked  wheel  ;  later  form. 

Squinch. — An  arch  thrown  across  the  angle  between  two 
walls  to  support  a  superstructure,  such  as  the  base 
of  a  stone  spire. 

Squint. — A  piercing  through  a  wall  to  allow  a  view  of 
an  altar  from  places  whence  it  could  otherwise  not 
be  seen. 

Stages  Of  Tower. — The  divisions  marked  by  horizontal 
string-courses  externally. 

Stanchion,  stancheon. — The  upright  iron  bars  in  a  screen, 
window,  etc. 

Stole. — A  long  narrow  strip  of  embroidery  with  fringed 
ends  worn  above  the  alb  by  a  deacon  over  the  left 
shoulder,  and  by  priests  and  bishops  over  both 
shoulders. 

Stops. — Projecting  stones  at  the  ends  of  labels,  string- 
courses, etc.,  against  wliieh  the  mouldings  finish  ; 
they  are  often  carved  in  various  forms,  such  as 
shields,  bunches  of  foliage,  human  or  grotesque 
heads,  etc.  ;  a  finish  at  the  end  of  any  moulding  or 
chamfer  bringing  the  corner  out  to  a  square  edge,  or 
sometimes,  in  the  case  of  a  moulding,  to  a  chamfered 
edge.  A  splayed  stop  has  a  plain  sloping  face,  but  in 
many  other  cases  the  face  is  moulded. 

Stoup. — A  vessel,  placed  near  an  entrance  doorway,  to 
contain  holy  water  ;  those  remaining  are  usually  in  the 
form  of  a  deeply-dished  stone  set  in  a  niche,  or  on  a 
pillar.  Also  called  Holy-water  Stones,  or  Holy-water 
Slocks. 

String-course. — A  projecting  horizontal  band  in  a  wall ; 
usually  moulded. 


Strut. — A  timber  forming  a  sloping  support  to  a  beam,  etc. 

Style. — The  vertical  members  of  a  frame  into  which  are 
tenoned  the  ends  of  the  rails  or  horizontal  pieces. 

Sub-deacons'  Vestments  (Mass). — Amice,  alb,  tunicle, 
fanon. 

Surcoat. — Coat,  usually  sleeveless,  worn  over  armour. 

Swastika. — A  peculiar  cruciform  figure,  each  arm  of  which 
is  bent  to  form  a  right  angle. 

Tabard. — Short  loose  surcoat,  open  at  sides,  with  short 
tab-like  sleeves,  sometimes  worn  with  armour,  and 
emblazoned  with  arms  ;  distinctive  garment  of 
heralds. 

Table,  Alabaster. — A  panel  or  series  of  panels  of  alabaster 
carved  with  religious  subjects  and  placed  at  the  back 
of  an  altar  to  form  a  reredos.  The  manufacture  was 
a  distinctively  English  industry  of  the  14th,  15th 
and  early  16th  centuries,  centred  at  Nottingham. 

Taces  or  tonlets. — Articulated  defence  for  hips  and  lower 
part  of  body. 

Tas-de-Charge. — The  lower  courses  of  an  arch  or  vault- 
springer,  when  the  joints  are  horizontal  and  not 
radial  with  the  curve. 

Terminal  figure. — The  upper  part  of  a  carved  human 
figure  growing  out  of  a  column,  post,  or  pilaster, 
diminishing  to  the  base. 

Tie-beam. — The  horizontal  transverse  beam  in  a  roof, 
tying  together  the  feet  of  the  rafters  to  counteract 
the  thrust. 

Timber-framed  building. — A  building  of  which  the  walls 
are  built  of  open  timbers  and  covered  with  plaster  or 
boarding,  or  with  interstices  filled  in  with  brick-work. 

Totternhoe  Stone. — Clunch  from  Totternhoe,  Bedford- 
shire. 

Touch. — A  soft  black  marble  quarried  near  Tournai  and 
commonly  used  in  monumental  art. 

Tracery. — The  ornamental  work  in  the  head  of  a  window, 
screen,  panel,  etc.,  formed  by  the  curving  and  inter- 
lacing of  bars  of  stone  or  wood,  and  grouped  together, 
generally  over  two  or  more  lights  or  bays. 

Transom. — A  horizontal  bar  of  stone  or  wood  across  the 
upper  half  of  a  window-opening,  doorway,  or  panel. 

Trefoil. — In  heraldry,  a  three-lobed  leaf  with  a  pendent 
stalk. 

Tressure. — In  heraldry,  a  narrow  flowered  or  counter- 
flowered  orle,  often  voided  or  doubled,  as  in  the 
arms  of  the  Kings  of  Scots. 

Trimmer. — A  timber,  framing  an  opening  in  a  floor  or 
roof. 

Tripping. — Applied,  in  heraldry,  to  stags,  etc.,  walking 
or  passant. 

Truss. — A  number  of  timbers  framed  together  to  bridge 
a  space  or  form  a  bracket,  to  be  self-supporting,  and 
to  carry  other  timbers.  The  trusses  of  a  roof  are 
generally  named  after  a  peculiar  feature  in  their 
construction,  such  as  King-post,  Queen-post,  Hammer- 
beam,  etc.  (q.v.). 

Tuiles. — In  armour,  plates  attached  to  and  hanging  from 
the  edge  of  taces,  or  tonlets. 

Tunicle. — Similar  to  dalmatic. 

Tympanum. — An  enclosed  space  within  an  arch,  doorway 
etc.,  or  in  the  triangle  of  a  pediment. 

Types  of  Houses. — See  "  Houses." 
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Vair. — In  heraldry,  a  fur  imitating  grey  squirrels'  skins, 
usually  shown  as  an  alternating  series,  often  in  rows, 
of  blue  and  white  bell-shaped  patches.  If  of  other 
tinctures  it  is  called  vairy. 

Vallum. — A  rampart. 

Vam brace. — Plate-defence  for  lower  arm. 

Vamplate. — Funnel-shaped  hand-guard  of  lance. 

Vaulting. — An  arched  ceiling  or  roof  of  stone  or  brick, 
sometimes  imitated  in  wood.  Barrel-vaulting  (some- 
times called  waggon-head-vaulting)  is  a  continuous 
vault  unbroken  in  its  length  by  cross-vaults.  A 
groined  vault  (or  cross-vaulting)  results  from  the  inter- 
section of  simple  vaulting  surfaces.  A  ribbed  vault  is 
a  framework  of  arched  ribs  carrying  the  cells  which 
cover  in  the  spaces  between  them.  One  bay  of  vault- 
ing, divided  into  four  quarters  or  compartments,  is 
termed  quadripartite  ;  but  often  the  bay  is  divided 
longitudinally  into  two  subsidiary  bays,  each  equal- 
ling a  bay  of  the  wall  supports  ;  the  vaulting  bay  is 
thus  divided  into  six  compartments,  and  is  termed 
sexpartite.  A  more  complicated  form  is  lierne-vault- 
ing ;  this  contains  secondary  ribs,  which  do  not 
spring  from  the  wall-supports,  but  cross  from  main 
rib  to  main  rib.  In  fan-vaulting  numerous  ribs  rise 
from  the  springing  in  equal  curves,  diverging  equally 
in  all  directions,  giving  fan-like  effects  when  seen 
from  below. 

Veil. — A  sweat-cloth  attached  to  the  head  of  the  crosier. 
(See  also  "  Lenten  Veil.") 

Vernicle. — A  representation  of  the  face  of  Christ  printed 
on  St.  Veronica's  handkerchief. 

Vert. — In  heraldry,  green. 

Vestments  (ecclesiastical). — See  alb,  amess,  amice,  apparels, 
archbishops'  vestments,  bishops'  vestments,  buskins, 
canonical  quire  habit,  cassock,  chasuble,  cope, 
crosier,  cross  staff,  dalmatic,  deacons'  vestments, 
fanon,  mitred  abbots'  vestments,  morse,  orphreys, 
priests'  vestments,  processional  vestments,  quire 
habit,  sub-deacons'  vestments,  stole,  tunicle. 


Vizor. — Hinged  face-guard  of  bascinet,  salade,  close 
helmet,  etc. 

Voided. — In  heraldry,  with  the  middle  part  cut  away, 
leaving  a  margin. 

Volute. — A  spiral  form  of  ornament. 

Voussoirs. — The  stones  forming  an  arch. 

Vowess. — A  woman,  generally  a  widow,  who  had  taken 
a  vow  of  chastity,  but  was  not  attached  to  any 
religious  order. 

Waggon-head-vault. — See  "  Vaulting." 

Wall-plate. — A  timber  laid  lengthwise  on  the  wall  to 
receive  the  ends  of  the  rafters  and  other  joists. 

Warming-house. — In  monastic  planning,  an  apartment 
in  which  a  fire  was  kept  burning  for  warmth. 

Water-bouget. — See  "  Bouget." 

Wattle  and  daub. — An.  old  form  of  filling  in  timber- 
framed  buildings. 

Wave-mould. — A  compound  mould  formed  by  a  convex 
curve  between  two  concave  curves. 

Weather-boarding. — Horizontal  boards  nailed  to  the 
uprights  of  timber-framed  buildings  and  made  to 
overlap  ;  the  boards  are  wedge-shaped  in  section,  the 
upper  edge  being  the  thinner. 

Weathering  (to  sills,  tops  of  buttresses,  etc.). — A  sloping 
surface  for  casting  off  water,  etc. 

Weepers. — Small  upright  figures,  generally  of  relatives  of 
the  deceased,  placed  in  niches  or  panels  round  the 
sides  of  mediaeval  tombs  ;  occasionally  also  repre- 
sented on  brasses. 

Well-Staircase. — A  staircase  of  several  flights  and  gener- 
ally square,  surrounding  a  space  or  "  well." 

Wimple. — Scarf  covering  chin  and  throat. 

Wyver  or  Wyvern. — A  dragon-like  monster  with  a  beaked 
head,  two  legs  with  claws,  and  tail  sometimes  coiled  in 
a  knot.     The  earlier  examples  show  wings.

The  volume  in  which  each  individual  parish  is  scheduled  is  indicated  by  the  figure  in  bold  type  which  directly 
follows  the  name  of  the  parish. 

1  =  Essex  North-West  (1916) ;  2  =  Essex  Central  and  South-West  (1921) ;  3  =  Essex  North-East  (1922) ;  4  =  Essex 
South-East  (1923). 

The  figure  (or  figures)  in  brackets  and  in  light-face  type  which  directly  follows  the  number  of  the  volume  refers 
to  the  number  of  the  monument  within  the  parish.  Thus — Abberton  Hall,  Abberton  3  (2)  indicates  that  the  parish  of 
Abberton  is  scheduled  in  Volume  3  and  that  Abberton  Hall  is  the  monument  numbered  (2)  in  that  parish. 

The  parishes  are  printed  alphabetically  so  far  as  each  volume  is  concerned  and  this  in  itself  is  an  index. 

Page  references  have  been  given  when  considered  necessary,  those  in  Roman  figures  being  to  the  Sectional  Preface 
and  County  Survey.
